Methodist  Rural 
Fellowship  Banquet 

The  1955  banquet  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Rural  Fellowship  was  held  in 
the  banquet  room  of  Florida 
Southern  College,  Thursday,  June 
9.  The  banquet  tables  were  ar¬ 
ranged  as  an  outline  map  of  Flor¬ 
ida,  with  a  “country  road”  running 
all  around  the  state.  Rural  mail 
boxes  were  placed  along  the  road 
at  the  approximate  location  of  the 
Episcopal  Residence  and  at  each 
district  parsonage.  The  Bishop’s 
name  was  on  his  box,  as  was  the 
name  of  each  of  the  nine  district 
superintendents.  The  boxes  served 
as  placecards  for  these  special 
guests.  During  the  meal.  Rev. 
Charles  A.  Thompson,  dressed  as 
a  mail  man,  delivered  “special  de¬ 
livery”  letters  to  each  of  the  su¬ 
perintendents  requesting  him  to

Brother  C.  M.  Sappington, 
chairman  of  the  nominating  com¬ 
mittee,  presented  the  following  as 
candidates  for  officers:  for  presi¬ 
dent,  Rev.  W.  L.  Joyner;  vice- 
president,  Rev.  L.  E.  Denslow;  re¬ 
cording  secretary,  Mrs.  Francis  C.

The  program  booklets  used  for 
the  banquet  presented  the  aim 
and  purposes  of  the  fellowship, 
both  nationally  and  conference¬ 
wide.

This  fact,  the 
booklet  continue,  should  encour¬ 
age  all,  both  ministers  and  lay¬ 
men,  regardless  of  the  size  of  the 
place  we  call  home,  to  become  in¬ 
creasingly  concerned  with  the 
Methodist  program  “Along  the 
Country  Road.” 

The  retiring  president’s  report

E.  O.  HARBIN  PASSES 

NASHVILLE,  TENN.  —  The  Rev. 
Elvin  O.  “E.  O.”  Harbin,  a  Metho¬ 
dist  leader  in  youth  work  and  rec¬ 
reation.  for  36  years,  died  here 
June  7  after  a  long  illness.  He  was 
70  years  old.

For  years  a  familiar  figure  at 
youth  rallies  and  conferences 
throughout  the  Methodist  Church, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Harbin  was  nation¬ 
ally  known  for  his  dozen  books  on 
recreation,  church  games  and  par¬ 
ties. 

Some  of  his  books,  which  have 
been  “best  sellers”  in  their  fields 
and  adopted  as  standard  texts  by 
numerous  church  groups  and 
agencies,  include  “Phunology,” 
“The  Fun  Encyclopedia,”  “A  Pas¬ 
tor  Believes  in  Recreation,”  and 
“Gay  Parties  for  All  Occasions.” 

His  latest  book,  “Games  of  Many 
Nations,”  published  in  1954,  was 
written  while  he  was  bedfast.  Suf¬ 
fering  with  arthritis  and  a  broken 
hip,  he  had  been  confined  to  his 
bed  since  1952.

Tie  Aim  Corner . . . 

The  Amen  Corner  is  situated  just  now  on  the 
back  side  of  Lake  Junaluska  in  the  Land  of  the 
Sky.  I  never  cease  thanking  God  for  the  peace 
and  tranquility  of  this  place.  It  was  thirty  years 
ago  this  very  summer  that  I  discovered  Lake 
Junaluska,  and  with  the  exception  of  one  sum¬ 
mer,  I  think  I  have  been  here 
for  three  decades  of  summers. 

The  physical  improvements 
are  wonderful.  And  just  now 
they  are  in  the  midst  of  build¬ 
ing  a  most  magnificent  Youth 
Building.  It  is  to  be  known  as 
the  Paul  B.  Kern  Youth  Cen¬ 
ter.  In  this  building  thousands 
of  Methodist  Youth  will  gath¬ 
er  across  the  years  to  have 
fellowship  on  a  wholesome, 
Christian  level.  The  building 
fronts  the  swimming  pool  and  the  Lake,  beauti¬ 
ful  for  situation,  and  close  by  the  majestic  edu¬ 
cational  building  where  so  much  activity  goes  on 
that  holds  great  appeal  for  young  people.  Num¬ 
bers  of  our  Florida  people  who  look  on  Lake  Jun¬ 
aluska  as  their  Summer  Home  have  made  sub¬ 
stantial  contributions  to  the  erection  of  this 
buildiing.  A  few  of  our  MYF  groups  have  sent  in 
contributions.  $20,000  more  is  the  amount  need¬ 
ed  to  complete  it  and  over  the  Southeastern  Ju¬ 
risdiction  there  is  a  plan  to  have  each  MYF  in 
every  local  church  to  send  in  a  contribution  to¬ 
ward  the  completion  of  this  building.  I  commend 
this  plan  to  our  youth  with  the  hope  that  mul¬ 
titudes  of  them  will  one  day  be  moving  toward 
this  place  that  has  captivated  the  imagination 
and  love  of  so  many  of  us. 

1  And  the  Archives  Building  is  well  on  the  way. 
That  is  the  building  that  will  house  the  records, 
books,  magazines,  and  other  materials  of  the 
World  Council  of  Methodism,  and  likewise  the 
great  Wesley  Library  of  Dr.  Elmer  T.  Clark,  the 
finest  in  the  world.  It  is  being  erected  on  the  old 


Cherokee  Hotel  site  and  will  occupy  a  dominating 
spot  on  the  Junaluska  horizon.  This  building  will 
add  greatly  to  the  beauty  and  significance  of  this 
Summer  Capital  of  Southeastern  Methodism. 

We  could  almost  have  a  session  of  the  Florida 
Conference  up  here.  The  brethern  are  surely  pre¬ 
sent  and  accounted  for.  Last  week  at  the  Mission¬ 
ary  Conference  every  district  missionary  secre¬ 
tary  from  Florida  was  on  hand  along  with  the 
conference  missionary  secretary  and  the  Board 
officers.  Our  districts  were  all  represented  b^ 
youth  delegates.  Large  numbers  of  our  pastors 
in  addition  were  in  attendance  on  the  conference. 
And  just  now  all  the  superintendents  are  here 
with  the  exception  of  Brother  Rutland  who  is  at¬ 
tending  the  Rural  Life  Conference  at  Blooming¬ 
ton,  Indiana  with  a  fine  group  of  delegates  from 
the  Florida  Conference. 

Pastors  have  their  wives  here  and  some  of 
them  have  brought  the  children  along.  Its  in¬ 
spiring  to  see  so  many  present,  and  they  are  sit- 
tiinp'  on  the  sessions  too.  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore 
is  preaching  this  week  and  we  Floridians  remem¬ 
ber  the  fire  and  zeal  of  this  great  leader  of 
Methodism.

Plans  for  the  Confer¬ 
ence-wide  Evangelistic  Rally  in  Tampa  in  Janu¬ 
ary,  bringing  Dr.  Pierce  Harris  of  Atlanta,  Dr. 
Bob  Goodrich  of  Dallas  and  Dr.  Harry  Denman 
of  Everywhere  as  our  program.  The  Florida  Sou¬ 
thern  College  Endowment  Campaign.

I  am  more  impressed  with  this  fact  than 
ever  before.  On  Sunday,  July  10,  it  was  my  joy  to 
preach  to  7,500  people  in  the  great  auditorium  at 
Ocean  Grove,  N.  J.  My!  How  that  crowd  did  sing. 
I  closed  my  eyes  and  thought  I  was  at  a  session 
of  the  Florida  Annual  Conference.  No  group  can 
sing  like  the  Methodist  peo¬ 
ple.  Methodism  was  born  with 
Gospel  songs  on  its  lips. 

The  following  week  I 
preached  at  Dickinson  College, 
Carlisle,  Pa.,  for  the  Evange¬ 
listic  Conference  of  the  North¬ 
eastern  Jurisdiction.  Preach- 
ers  and  laymen  from  Maine 
*  to  Maryland  were  there, 

about  200  strong.  Evangelistic 
fervor  prevailed.  The  Metho¬ 
dist  people  are  evangelistic — 
God  brought  Methodism  into  being  to  warm  the 
heart  of  the  world. 

On  July  16  I  arrived  at  Lake  Junaluska  and 
the  following  day  preached  the  Sunday  morning 
sermon  to  the  Missionary  Conference  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction.  Conference  and  Dis¬ 
trict  Missionary  Secretaries  were  there  from  all 
over  the  South.  They  put  world  horizons  around 
their  faith.  The  Methodist  people  consider  the 
world  to  be  their  parish. 

While  at  the  Lake  I  participated  in  the  Min¬ 
isters  and  District  Superintendents  Conference 
Techniques,  strategy,  programs  and  inspiration

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were  the  order  of  the  day.  The  Methodist  people 
emphasize  organization  and  methods  and  con- 
nectionallsm.  Their  very  name  implies  that.  It’s  a 
part  of  the  genius  of  Methodism  to  be  Methodistic. 

Likewise  I  shared  in  the  Laymen’s  Confer¬ 
ence  at  the  Lake.  Nearly  500  laymen  came  from 
the  16  Conferences  of  the  Southeast.  They  were 
God’s  men.  Hlow  they  did  sing!  The  problems, 
plans  and  programs  of  Methodism  were  consid¬ 
ered.  My  heart  was  made  glad  to  see  the  enthusi¬ 
asm  of  our  laymen — Methodism  started  as  a  lay 
movement. 

The  latter  part  of  my  visit  at  the  Lake  af¬ 
forded  opportunity  to  attend  the  Leadership 
Training  School.  We  are  reminded  that  the 
founder  of  the  Methodist  Church  was  an  Oxford 
man.  He  organized  the  first  Sunday  schools. 
From  the  beginning,  Methodism  has  emphasized 
training. 

Then  I  went  to  Kavanaugh  Camp  Meeting 
near  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  preached  twice  each  day 
to  people  who  came  from  fifty  miles  around  to 
sing,  testify,  pray  and  hear  the  Word  preached. 
Camp  meetings  have  been  a  part  of  the  wonder¬ 
ful  spread  of  Scriptural  holiness  across  this  land. 

And  now  on  this  16th  day  of  August  as  I  turn 
back,  toward  Florida,  I  know  that  I’m  in  .the 
midst  of  Methodist  people  who  are  some  of  the 
most  vigorous,  vital  and  venturesome  Methodists 
in  ail  the  world.  And  as  the  Fall  program  of  the 
Florida  Conference  gets  under  way,  the  rest  of 
the  church  will  hear  the  sounds  thereof — as 
from  all  over  the  state  the  voices  of  the  people 
called  Methodists  will  be  resounding—

“My,  I  see  now  why  the  women 
in  our  Society  that  have  attended 
the  School  of  Missions  talk  about 
it  with  such  emotions,  it  is  just 
the  most  wonderful  experience 
I’ve  ever  had.” 

“Am  I  going  to  have  a  good 
study  class  on  “Christian  Missions 
in  a  Revolutionary  World”.  I  have 
the  grandest  outline  that  Dr.  Wy- 
sham  gave  us.” 

“No  wonder  our  study  classes 
have  been  so  uninteresting  no  one 
has  ever  thought  they  needed  to 
come  to  the  School  of  Missions 
and  find  out  how  to  have  a  good 
one,  BUT  NOW!  we  are  going  to 
have  a  rael  one  this  year  on  In¬ 
dian  Americans,  for  I  have  the 
best  suggestions  and  ideas  for  it.

It  was  a  long,  long  procession 
of  cars  that  followed  the  body 
of  Dr.  H.  F.  Tolle  through  the 
streets  of  Tampa  to  its  final  rest¬ 
ing  place  in  Myrtle  Hill  Cemetery 
on  a  recent  Friday  afternoon.  The 
occupants  of  the  long  line  of  cars 
that  waited  at  every  street  inter¬ 
section  must  have  been  impressed 
with  the  fact  that  tribute  was  be¬ 
ing  paid  to  a  man  whose  influence 
had  touched  many  lives.  Even  so, 
it  was  a  poor  and  inadequate  ex¬ 
pression  of  the  affection  and  es¬ 
teem  with  which  this  good  man 
was  held  in  the  hearts  of  the 
thousands  of  folks  who  knew  him 
and  whose  lives  he  blessed  during 
his  long  and  distinguished  minis¬ 
try. 

Harrie  Fisk  Tolle  was  born  in 
Roxbury,  Kansas,  on  September 
11,  1872. 

He  was  at  Highland  (Kan.) 
University,  Kansas  Wesleyan  Uni¬ 
versity  at  Salina,  Kansas,  and  at 
the  University  of  Southern  Calif¬ 
ornia.  He  received  his  D.  D.  de¬ 
gree  from  Highland. 

In  1901  he  was  married  to  the 
former  Miss  Caroline  Hills  of 
Highland.  That  same  year  he  be¬ 
came  a  member  of  the  Mississippi 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  Church,  South.  Mrs.  Tolle 


some  two  years  ago. 

In  1923  the  Tolies  came  to  Flor¬ 
ida  when  Dr.  Tolle  became  the 
pastor  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  in  Tampa.  Prior  to  that 
he  had  served  churches  in  Mesa 
and  Prescott,  Arizona;  Atkinson, 
Illinois;  Lake,  Newton,  Biloxi,  and 
Jackson,  (Capitol  St.  Methodist 
Church)  Mississippi.  After  coming 
to  Florida  he  served  as  pastor  of 
First  Church,  Tampa,  on  two  dif¬ 
ferent  occasions  for  a  total  of 
seven  years.  He  also  served  First 
Church,  Lakeland,  the  churches 
at  Lake  Wales  and  Lake  City,  and 
was  pastor  of  the  Highland  Ave¬ 
nue  Church,  Tampa,  when  he  re¬ 
tired.  at  the  Florida  Centennial 
Conference  held  in  Tallahassee  in 
1944. 

Dr.  Tolle  died  in  a  Tampa  hos¬ 
pital  on  August  17,  1955,  less  than 
a  month  before  his  83rd  birthday.

“BOBBY  WILDGOOSE’S  FOLLY” 

When  Robert  Raikes  invited  a 
few  children  from  the  slums  of 
London  into  his  home  to  see  if 
they  could  learn  a  better  way  of 
life,  he  could  not  have  envisioned 
the  tremendous  movement  he  was 
organizing.  The  tens  of  millions 
enrolled  today  in  Church  schools 
throughout  the  world  honor  the 
name  of  Robert  “Wildgoose”  Raik¬ 
es  for  the  distinct  contribution  he 
made  to  religious  education  begin¬ 
ning  in  1780. 

The  23rd  International  Church 
School  Convention  was  held  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  July  27  to  31.  Six 
or  seven  thousand  delegates  from 
all  sections  of  North  America,  Af¬ 
rica,  Europe  and  Asia  came  to¬ 
gether  to  see  and  hear  the  Church 
School  critically  analyzed  and 
studied.  The  Rev.  D.  J.  Cathcart, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  the  Rev.  H.  T. 
Hleitzenrater,  Davenport,  were  in 
Cleveland  representing  the  Flor¬ 
ida  Annual  Conference. 

Ralph  W.  Sockman,  of  Christ 
Church  in  New  York,  gave  the 
key-note  address  on  the  subject, 
“Unfinished  Reformation.”  H  e 
stressed  the  fact  that  if  the 
churches  are  to  make  the  most  of 
the  current  high-tide  in  religious 
awareness,  they  must  be  alert  to 
give  a  strong  and  vital  witness. 
“Our  best  hope  of  a  religious  re¬ 
vival  is  through  the  pew  rather 
than  the  pulpit.” 

The  Honorable  Harold  E.  Stas- 
sen,  President  of  the  Convention, 
commuted  from  Washington  each 
day.  He  had  just  returned  from 
Geneva  and  brought  a  genuine  as¬ 
surance  that  a  new  day  had  dawn¬ 
ed  in  international  relations.  He 
brought  greetings  from  the  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  United  States,  Dwight 
D.  Eisenhower. 

Outstanding  among  the  speak¬ 
ers  was  Donald  G.  Miller  of  West¬ 
minster  Theological  Seminary, 
Westminster,  Md.  He  urged  us  to 
remember  that  men  of  Biblical 
times  were  confronted  bv  a  MES¬ 
SAGE,  not  a  book.  “The  Bible 
came  out  of  history  and  has  the 
marks  of  history  on  it.”  Dr.  Miller 
defined  Christianity  as  “a  set  of 
historical  events  from  which  we 
learn  the  meaning  of  faith  in  God. 
Without  this  knowledge  Christian¬ 
ity  would  be  dead.  ‘Beyond  the 
sacred  page  .  .  . 

In  one  of  three  denominational 
meetings,  Methodist  Bishop  Paul 
Martin  reminded  us  that  the 


Church  School  gives  the  only  sys¬ 
tematic  study  of  gospel  truths. 
Yet  more  dimes,  quarters  and  dol¬ 
lars  are  spent  for  comic  books 
than  are  spent  for  the  education 
of  our  elementary  school  children. 

“The  atomic  age,”  said  Paul  C. 
Payne,  “demands  a  new  respon¬ 
sibility  in  world  affairs  and  an 
abandonment  of  the  policy  of 
‘gradualism’  in  national  affairs. 
We  must  take  Christ’s  call  to  un¬ 
ity  in  a  new  seriousness.  We  are 
divided,  not  by  our  virtues  but  by 
our  sins.”  Dr.  Payne  gave  out  the 
call  to  all  Christians — ‘U‘NITE! 
You  have  nothing  to  lose  but  your 
sins!” 

The  23rd  Quadrennial  Interna¬ 
tional  Church  School  Convention 
will  be  remembered  by  all  who  at¬ 
tended  as  a  call  to  use  the  Bible 
with  a  new  devotion,  not  making 
it  say  what  we  want  it  to  say,  but 
listening  to  it  as  the  eternal 
truths  of  the  ages  speak  through 
its  living  pages.

The 
bishop  is  so  completely  absorbed 
in  the  great  work  he  is  doing  that 
he  forgot  that  we  do  not  publish 
the  FLORIDA  METHODIST  ON

copy  for  that  issue.  Because  of 
the  timely  interest  of  the  subject 
matter  presented  here  we  pass  it 
on  as  extra  added  attraction! 

In  1930,  a  brilliant  preacher’s 
voice  was  heard  for  several  hours 
as  he  spoke  to  the  General  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  in  Dallas,  Texas. 
His  speech  had  to  do  with  the  ed¬ 
ucational  program  of  the  Church. 
So  keen  and  clear  was  his  pre¬ 
sentation  that  his  program  and 
policy  were  adopted  and  “  the  new 
legislation”  in  Christian  education 
became  a  part  of  the  old  South¬ 
ern  Church.  The  man’s  name  was 
Paul  B.  Kern.  The  delegates  sens¬ 
ed  that  in  this  man  they  had  a 
great  leader  and  he  was  elected  a 
bishop  along  with  Arthur  J.  Moore 
and  A.  Frank  Smith. 

For  the  next  twenty-two  years 
American  Methodism  was  consci¬ 
ous  of  the  fact  that  Bishop  Kern 
was  in  the  forefront  and  van¬ 
guard  of  every  forward  movement 
of  the  Church.  He  became  a  great 
benefactor  of  Lake  Junaluska  and 
established  his  Summer  residence 
at  the  Lake  in  “Friendship”  cot¬ 
tage.  Through  all  the  years  he 
continued  to  be  a  great  friend  to 
youth  and  to  every  interest  of 
youth.  When  he  died  in  December 
of  1953  Methodism  (felt  the  shock 
of  so  great  a  loss. 

One  of  the  ways  in  which  a 
grateful  church  is  striving  to  ex¬ 
press  its  high  esteem  of  Bishop 
Kern  is  to  erect  a  Youth  Center 
at  Lake  Junaluska  to  be  known  as 
the  “Paul  B.  Kern  Memorial 
Youth  Center.”  Two  years  ago  the 
Junaluska  Day  offering  was  di¬ 
rected.  to  this  purpose.  Likewise 
in  the  Summer  of  1954  the  offer¬ 
ing  from  Junaluska  Day  was  la¬ 
beled  ifor  the  same.  During  the 
past  year  a  committee  has  made 
a  quiet  search  for  additional 
funds  and  as  a  result  the  fund 
has  reached  the  $50,000  mark. 
Now  the  building  is  about  two- 
thirds  icompleted,  and  the  ham¬ 
mers  are  still  ringing.  As  I  write 
this  Amen  Corner  I  can  hear  the 
buzzing  saws  and  the  ringing 
hammers  in  my  ears,  coming 
through  my  window  as  I  sit  here 
in  Bob  Allen’s  Summer  Home 


where  I  have  stayed  for  the  past 
twenty  summers.  The  total  cost 
of  the  building  will  be  $70,000  with 
(an  additional  $10,000  for  furnish¬ 
ings  and  equipment. 

On  Sunday  morning,  July  31,  I 
was  asked  to  “lift”  the  Junaluska 
Day  offering  which  was  again  be¬ 
ing  designated  for  the  Youth  Cen¬ 
ter.  Our  goal  was  to  inspire  cash 
and.  pledges  that  would  approxi¬ 
mate  enough  to  complete  the 
building  inside  and  out,  and  then 
to  strive  -for  the  last  amount  of 
$10,000  for  equipment.  The  Lord 
blessed  us  in  the  effort.  Our  Flor¬ 
ida  Laymen  were  present  in  good 
numbers  and  promised  a  minimum 
of  $500.00.  The  District  Superin¬ 
tendents  of  Florida  had  advised 
together  and  agreed  to  cooperate 
with  Warren  Willis  and  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Youth  Fellowship  of  the 
Florida  Conference  in  raising  a 
minimum  of  $1,000  which  means 
an  average  of  $100.00  a  district,  to 
be  raised  this  Fall.  A  number  of 
Floridians  visiting  the  Lake  gave 
about  $1500  more,  making  approx¬ 
imately  $3000  which  the  dear  folk 
from  Florida  will  provide. 

And  many  others  gave.  One

The  Bishop  and  Cabinet  thought 
well  of  your  suggestion  that  from 
time  to  time  there  appear  in  the 
FLORIDA  METHODIST  a  report 
from  the  Cabinet  meetings. 

So,  here  comes  number  one,  in 
what  may  become  a  series.  Being 
the  Secretary  of  the  Cabinet  it 
is  my  privilege  to  do  the  writing 
and  tell  you  and  your  readers 
about  “some”  of  the  subjects  we 
discuss  in  the  Cabinet.  Now,  you 
and  they,  will  try  to  understand 
that  there  are  matters  discussed 
in  the  Cabinet  that  we  think  un¬ 
wise  to  publish  at  this  time,  or 
for  that  matter,  at  any  time. 

“When  the  Roll  was  called  up 
Yonder”  at  Lake  Junaluska,  that 
is;  All  the  DS’s  and  Bishop  Brans- 
comb  were  there  for  the  District 
Superintendents’  Conference,  as 
usual.  Well,  all  except  Dr.  Rutland 
who  was  attending  the  Town  & 
Country  National  Conference  at 
Bloomington,  Ind. 

We  talked  about  a  lot  of  things 
of  vital  concern  to  the  Florida 
Conference  and  by  your  leave,  I 
will  mention  a  few. 

The  Florida  Southern  College 
Endowment  Campaign  claimed  a 
big  part  of  our  time  and  thought. 
Mr.  P’elter,  of  the  Fund  Raising 
Organization,  which  the  Annual 
Conference  employed  to  lead  this 
campaign  met  with  us,  and  to¬ 
gether  we  worked  out  some  plans. 
The  idea,  Charlie,  is  to  do  the  job 
district  by  district  around  the 
Conference  until  it  is  all  done.  We 
agreed  to  begin  the  Campaign  in 
the  Jacksonville  district  the  lat¬ 
ter  part  of  September.  Since  it  is 
difficult  to  estimate  just  how  long 
it  will  take  to  complete  the  can¬ 
vass  in  the  Jacksonville  district 
(or  in  any  district,  for  that  mat¬ 
ter)  we  thought  it  wise  not  to  set 
up  rigid  dates.  So  we  are  working 
the  schedule  on  a  flexible  or  fluid 
basis.  But  we  did  decide  the  next 
two  districts  to  follow  the  work  in 
the  Jacksonville  district,  and  they 
are,  Tallahassee  and  Tampa.  Just 
guessing,  we  figured  that  the  job 
would  be  completed  in  these  three 
districts  around  Christmas  time. 
The  order  in  which  the  remaining 
seven  districts  will  come  for  Cam¬ 
paigning  and  the  approximate 
dates  for  each  will  be  announced 
later.  That  you  may  know  some 
of  the  pertinent  facts  about  this 
Campaign  let  me  indicate  a  few. 
Our  people,  as  individuals,  -will  be 
asked,  to  make  Pledges  to  the 
Florida  Southern  College  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund,  payable  annually  or 
semi-annually  over  a  three  year 
period.  Churches,  as  such,  will  not 
be  invited  to  make  any  pledges.  In 
fact  this  technique  will  be  discou¬ 
raged,  so  that  the  responsibility 
will  rest  on  concerned  individuals 


across  our  Florida  Methodism,  and 
not  on  the  Local  Church  Organi¬ 
zations. 

Another  “educational  project” 
also  was  considered.  The  New 
Alaska  Methodist  College  to  be 
built  at  Anchorage,  Alaska  was 
represented  to  us  by  Rev.  Gordon 


Mr.  Luis  Lopes  Silvero 

Gould,  himself  an  Alaskan,  and 
now  with  the  Division  of  National 
Missions  of  the  General  Board  of 
Missions,  and  carrying  the  ball  in 
the  effort  to  raise  Five  Million 
Dollars  across  American  Method¬ 
ism  for  this  college.  Here’s  the 
“milk  in  the  coconut” — The  Cabi¬ 
net  agreed  to  seek  support  for 
this  project  by  asking  the  church¬ 
es  to  take  a  National  Mission  “Ad¬ 
vance  Special”  designated  for  the 
Alaska  College,  and  we  would 
“shoot”  at  a  Goal  of  $1000.00  in 
these  Specials  from  each  District. 
That  sounds  “reasonable”,  Charlie 
and  we  hope  the  churches  will 
feel  likewise. 

No,  Charlie,  we  didn’t  let  you 
and  the  FLORIDA  METHODIST 
down.  Your  “ears  should  have 
been  burning”  because  we  talked 
about  you  and  our  Conference 
paper  a  right  smart.  We  figured 
that  with  the  financial  “under¬ 
girding”  given  the  paper  by  the 
Annual  Conference  in  June  the 
FLORIDA  METHODIST  ought  to 
enjoy  the  Renewed  Support  of  our 
People.  The  Cabinet  agreed  to 
Subscription  Goals  (New  and  Old) 
on  this  wise:  Gainesville,  800; 
Jacksonville,  1400;  Lakeland,  1000; 
Miami,  1500;  Orlando,  1200;  St. 
Petersburg,  1000;  Sarasoto,  800;

So 
I’ll  sign  off  with  a  reminder  to 
our  Florida  preachers  that  we 
have  the  “Insurance  Bargain  of 
the  Century”  available  in  the  new 
Group  Insurance  deal.

The  Headline 
speaker  will  be  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  and  other 
outstanding  personalities  have  been  secured.  The 
attendance  ought  to  top  600  this  year,  and  How¬ 
ard  Berg.  Conference  Lay  Leader,  tells  me  that 
such  an  estimate  is  conservative. 

October  2,  Sunday,  will  be  World-Wide  Com- 
mi  ion  Sunday.  Florida  Methodism  has  been 
100%  in  its  observance  of  this  wonderful  service 
and  the  offerings  for  Fellowship  of  Suffering 
and  Service  have  been  increasing  each  year.  This 
October  I  will  be  in  the  Philippine  Islands  on 
World-Wide  Communion  Sunday,  and  in  a  very 
unique  sense  I  will  be  having  Communion  with 
our  Lord  and  with  you  as  I  break  bread  and  take 
the  cup  in  faraway  places. 

The  other  day  I  passed  by  an  A.  M.  E.  Church 
and  read  a  statement  on  the  bulletin  board.  It 
said,  “Don’t  let  your  mouth  swallow  you  up.”

One  of  the  most  hurtful  sins  I  know  is  to  use  the 
mouth  to  assasinate  the  characters  of  folks  we 
don’t  like.  We  get  the  idea  that  our  gossip  and 
slander  will  destroy  a  person  and  cut  down  his 
size.  Sometimes  it  does,  but  another  thing  hap¬ 
pens,  too.  When  we  open  our  mouths  to  say 
harmful  things  about  another,  quite  often  we 
fall  in  and  are  swallowed  up  ourselves.  I  think 
talk  like  that  is  basically  born  ini  jealousy  and 
talk,  like  that  is  basically  born  in  jealousy  and 
a  “green-eyed  monster.”  It  destroys  the  Chris¬ 
tian  spirit  of  any  of  us  who  allow  it  to  find  per¬ 
manent  residence  in  our  lives.  I  believe  firmly 
that  no  man  lessens  himself  by  thinking  and 
talking  highly  of  another. 

Well,  my  Brethren,  if  some  of  these  mornings 
you  hear  an  enthusiastic  sound  around  getting- 
up  time,  it  likely  will  be  old  John  greeting  Spotty 
Spottswood  out  in  the  Philippines  with  a  hearty — 
Amen  and  Amen,

Number  of  Church  Schools 
Approaches  All-Time  High 

“Methodism  is  just  three  hun¬ 
dred  short  of  reaching  an  all- 
time  high  in  number  of  church 
schools,”  says  the  Rev.  Walter 
Towner.  “Organization  of  three 
new  schools  in  each  annual  con¬ 
ference  will  make  1955  a  banner 
year  for  our  church.” 

As  director  of  the  Department 
of  General  Church  School  Work, 
General  Board  of  Education,  Mr. 
Towner  recently  completed  analy¬ 
sis  of  ten-year  trends. 

A  record  of  38,100  church  schools 
operated  in  1948,  according  to  his 
finidngs.  During  the  following  five 
years,  there  was  slow  downward 
fluctuation.  In  1953,  only  37,554 
were  in  operation. 

There  was  a  sharp  increase  in 
1954.  bringing  the  total  to  37,800. 
That  is  just  300  under  the  1948 
mark. 

“Last  year’s  gain  of  246  new 
schools  was  the  largest  annual 
gain  since  1946,”  Mr.  Towner  de¬ 
clares.  “By  making  a  concerted 
effort,  Methodism  can  exceed  that 
record  in  1955.” 

Responsibility  for  organizing  a 
new  school  rests  with  the  church 
school  nearest  the  area  to  be  de¬ 
veloped,  he  says.  Persons  leading 
in  organization  of  an  outpost 
church  school  should  discuss  the 
project  with  their  pastor  and  dis¬ 
trict  superintendent,  whose  ap¬ 
proval  is  necessary.

On  a  Wide  Circuit 

By  W.  W.  REID 

Fifth:  Freedom  From  Liquor 
Advertising 

I  am  quite  willing  to  go  along 
with  the  medical  men  and  the 
scientists  who  tell  us  that  the 
man  who  drinks  alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages  is  a  sick  man,  and  that  alco¬ 
holism  is  a  disease.  I  have  no  more 
desire  to  send  a  drunkard  to  jail 
than  I  have  to  send  a  debtor  there. 
The  hospital  —  or  whatever  other 
place  is  necessary  to  cure  the  sick 
man — is  where  he  should  be. 

But  I  would  also  say  to  the  doc¬ 
tor  and  the  scientist  that  their 
job  is  more  basic  than  just  to  cure 
a  victim  of  alcoholism.  When  the 
U.  S.  Army  found  the  cause  of  yel¬ 
low  fever  in  Cuba  and  Panama,  it 
didn’t  stop  with  hospitalizing  the 
victims.  It  went  into  the  swamps 
and  at  a  cost  of  millions  of  dollars 
cleaned  out  the  disease-carrying 


insect.  So  with  malaria,  and  tub¬ 
erculosis,  and  sleeping  sickness, 
and  leprosy,  and  heart-trouble, 
and  a  host  of  other  challenges  to 
human  health  and  well-being:  the 
victims  are  cared  for  medically, 
yes;  but  the  never-ending  quest  of 
science  is  to  isolate  the  cause  and 
destroy  it. 

We  know  the  cause  of  alcohol¬ 
ism.  We  know  how  to  eradicate  it. 
But  we  seem  to  think  we  have 
made  sufficient  progress  if  we 
substitute  the  hospital  for  the 
jail.  The  manufacturer  of  the  liq¬ 
uor  that  produces  the  disease  in  a 
man  (and  that  corrodes  all  so¬ 
ciety)  has  the  protection  of  the 
government.  A  share  of  the  dis¬ 
ease-blood-money  taken  toy  the 
seller  of  alcoholic  liquors  goes  to 
the  government  as  taxes — though 
the  disease,  as  it  works  its  way 
through  society,  costs  the  Ameri¬ 
can  public  many  times  the  tax 
return.  What  other  disease-pro¬ 


ducing  agent  is  thus  protected? 
And  why  this  one?  .  .  . 

The  National  Grange  reported 
recently  that  while  America’s  pop¬ 
ulation  of  young  and  of  old  (nor¬ 
mal  drinkers  of  milk,  “one  of  the 
best  foods  nutritionally”)  is  in¬ 
creasing,  the  per  capita  consump¬ 
tion  of  milk  has  been  decreasing. 
In  New  York  State,  for  example, 
it  has  declined  17%  in  ten  years. 
Seven  other  nations  consume  more 
milk  per  capita  than  does  Ameri¬ 
ca.  At  the  same  time,  the  economic 
ability  to  purchase  “what  the  con¬ 
sumer  wants”  has  been  mounting 
in  the  U.  S.  A. 

Says  the  Grange,  in  one  of  the 
year’s  understatements,  “It  has 
become  increasingly  evident  that 
the  modern  American  economy  is 
based  to  a  large  degree  on  created 
human  wants,  rather  than  the 
satisfaction  of  basic  needs  and 
necessities.”  It  is  pointed  out  that 
dairymen  have  been  busy  with 
production;  while  the  advertising 
“art”  has  helped  to  fill  the  human 
stomach  with  cake,  pop,  orange 
juice  and  beer  until  there’s  prac¬ 
tically  no  room  left  for  milk.” 

Well,  a  number  of  advertising 
media  have  done  a  good  job  in 
creating  wants  for  alcohol  among 
Americans  recently.  For  nine 
months  of  1954,  beer  and  wine 
producers  paid  TV  stations  $5,- 
113,018  to  create  thirst  among  our 
families;  they  paid  $2,499,890  to 
radio  stations.  This  was  a  com¬ 
bined  increase  of  almost  50%  over 
the  same  period  the  previous  year. 
Add.  to  this  the  many  more  mil¬ 
lions  spent  in  newspapers,  maga¬ 
zines,  billboards  on  all  forms  of 
liquor:  a  grand  total  of  more  than 
$250,000,000  a  year  to  invade  your 
family  and  home — and  mine.  Did 
it  pay?  Alcoholic  beverage  sales 
totalled  almost  ten  billion  dollars 
in  1953  ($9,885,000,000  is  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Commerce  estimate). 
What  chance  has  milk  against  the 
want  this  advertising  creates? 

Author  Upton  Sinclair,  roused 
by  the  inroads  of  alcohol  among 
some  of  the  nation’s  great,  is  urg¬ 
ing  churches  to  renew  their  fight 
against  this  evil.  Says  he:  “To  me 
religion  is  as  religion  does,  and 
the  combatting  of  alcoholism  is 
an  act  of  worship.” 

The  combatting  of  alcoholism  is 
also  the  professional  duty  of  the 
physician  and  the  scientist — and 
of  the  churchman.

It  has  been  the  hopes  and 
dreams  for  many  years  for  some 
that  the  growing  city  of  Bartow 
would  have  another  Methodist 
church.  These  hopes  and  dreams 
have  now  materialized,  and  there 
is  another  Methodist  Church  in 
Bartow. 

Reverend  Jesse  Waller  and  his 
people  of  First  Church  really  got 
things  buzzing,  when  they  called 
Dr.  J.  H.  Daniel,  District  Superin¬ 
tendent,  and  told  him  to  send 
them  a  pastor  for  the  church  at 
Conference.  Dr.  Daniel  feels  that 
the  church  was  born  under  most 
favorable  circumstances.  He  has 
been  heard  to  say,  “I  usually  have 
tc  go  through  the  birth  pains, 
but  not  so  with  the  new  church 
at  Bartow.” 

Preparation  was  made  for  the 
beginning  of  a  new  congregation, 
and  at  the  Conference  a  preacher 
was  sent  to  begin  the  new  work. 
Herb  Bowdoin,  who  graduated 
from  Candler  School  of  Theology 
in  June,  was  the  man  sent  to  do 
the  work.  He  started  the  very  next 
Sunday.  The  new  congregation 
met  in  the  High  School  Gym  and 
there  were  48  present.  Dr.  Daniel 
was  present  for  the  opening  serv¬ 
ice  and  gave  a  challenging  pep 
talk  to  those  present.  People  be¬ 
gan  to  work,  and  temporary  offi¬ 
cers  were  elected  and  business  be¬ 
gan  to  pick  up.  On  July  17,  when 
the  first  class  of  members  were 
received,  51  people  united  with 
the  new  Methodist  Church  in  Bar¬ 
tow.  At  this  time  there  are  82 
members. 

Of  course,  every  church  has  to 
have  a  name,  so  what  shall  the 
name  of  the  new  church  be?  Ev¬ 
erybody  wanted  to  know,  ‘‘What 
is  the  name  of  the  new  church?” 
People  were  told  that  on  a  certain 


Sunday  the  name  of  the  church 
would  be  voted  on,  and  they  were

free  to  vote  and  to  campaign  for 
any  name  they  desired.  The  name 
Asbury  Methodist  Church  was  pre¬ 
sented  and  campaigned  for  by 
one  of  the  laymen  of  the  church, 
Mr.  Holland  Kelley.  He  made  a 
study  of  the  life  and  work  of  Bish¬ 
op  Asbury,  and  felt  that  since 
there  was  no  Asbury  Methodist 
Church  in  Florida,  it  would  be 
well  to  pay  him  the  honor  of  nam¬ 
ing  this  church  after  him.  After 
two  Sundays  of  voting,  during 
which  several  other  names  were 
discussed  and  voted  upon,  a  name 
was  chosen.  The  name  chosen  was 
Asbury  Methodist  Church,  in  hon¬ 
or  of  our  beloved  first  Bishop  in 
America,  Francis  Asbury. 

The  church  was  fully  organized 
at  the  first  Quarterly  Conference 
on  August  3.  Asbury  Methodist 
Church  is  fortunate  to  have  such 
a  wonderful  group  of  people  with 
which  to  work.  Mr.  H.  Turner 
Loehr,  Jr.,  is  the  Chairman  of  the 
Official  Board  and  Mr.  R.  G.  Cayce 


is  the  Church  School  Superinten¬ 
dent.  The  three  circles  of  the 
Women’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  has  32  members,  with  Mrs. 
R.  G.  Cayce  as  President. 

Since  Conference,  Rev.  Eliott  S. 
Pitch,  Sr.,  the  present  pastor  of 
the  First  Methodist  Church  in 
Bartow,  and  his  fine  people  have 
given  the  new  church  splendid  co¬ 
operation  and  help,  with  their 
continued  help  and  with  the  bless¬ 
ings  and  leadership  of  Christ, 
there  should  be  a  great  future  for 
the  Asbury  Methodist  Church  in 
Bartow.

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Humble  before  God  for  his  mer¬ 
cies  and  grateful  to  Him  for  our 
heritage,  we  believe  we  are  not 
victims  of  deluded  pride,  nor  chil¬ 
dren  of  an  arrogant  sectionalism, 
when  we  say  “Our  Southern  heri¬ 
tage.”  It  is  not  with  vain  pride 
but  with  honesty  of  conviction 
that  we  say  there  is  much  in  this 
Southern  heritage  not  matched  by 
the  legacy  bequeathed  to  any 
other  people. 

These  treasures  of  our  heritage 
we  ourselves  did  not  create.  They 
have  accrued  to  us  unrelated  to 
our  merit.  Our  spirit  is  that  of 
humility,  as  those  who  accept  a 
bounty,  and  not  that  of  pride,  as 
those  who  create  riches.  Our  fa¬ 
thers  labored  and  have  left  us  a 
goodly  heritage  for  our  children 
with  no  good  thing  lost  out  of  it. 

Our  Southern  heritage  and  tra¬ 
ditions  were  not  handed  down  on 
tables  of  stone  by  divine  decree. 
They  grew  in  the  soil  of  history 
and.  are  the  products  of  the  la¬ 
bors  and  struggles,  the  sufferings 
and  sacrifices  of  our  fathers.  Rich 
as  this  heritage  is  in  freedom  and 
democracy,  in  culture  and  religion, 
it  is  yet  a  human  product  and 
perfection  should  not  be  required 
of  it. 

With  candor  we  admit  the  de¬ 
fects  of  our  inheritance  and  we 
do  not  wish  to  preserve  them.  It 
is  natural  for  us  to  differ  as  to 
what  those  defects  are  but  with  an 
earnestness  equal  to  our  candor, 
we  affirm  we  wish  to  pass  this 
heritage  to  the  next  generation 
with  only  its  imperfections  lost. 
That  which  then  remains  will  be 
for  our  children  their  greatest 
treasure. 

Heritage  Rooted  In  History 

These  imperfections  in  our  heri¬ 
tage  are  not  the  result  of  any  in¬ 
dividual’s  sins  nor  are  they  the 
errors  of  any  one  generation.  Our 
heritage  was  nurtured  in  the  soil 
of  history  and  three  centuries  of 
time  went  into  its  growth.  But  it 
is  important  to  recall  that  history 
has  her  own  methods  of  geniture 
and  the  plants  she  grows  are  only 
partly  of  man’s  husbandry.  Any 
man’s  or  any  generation’s  free¬ 
dom  of  choice,  and  therefore  their 
responsibility  is  rigidly  condi¬ 
tioned  by  many  things  handed 
them  by  history  and  of  which  they 
can  be  only  a  part.  Any  individual 
man,  any  single  generation  is  re¬ 
lated  to  the  rolling  tide  of  history 
as  weather  is  related  to  climate. 
It  is  climate  that  determines  wea¬ 
ther,  not  the  reverse.  Men  of  any 
generation  do  not  determine  the 
tide  that  rolls  in  on  them;  they 
can  determine  only  partly,  and 
sometimes  that  only  feebly,  the

tide  that  rolls  out  from  them. 
That  is  not  to  declare  blameless 
our  fathers,  for  they  too  were  hu¬ 
man,  but  it  is  to  say  that  the  de¬ 
feats  in  our  Southern  heritage 
are  not  just  the  sins  of  our  fa¬ 
thers. 

History  set  the  stage  and  our 
fathers  were  only  the  actors  with 
no  power  to  change  the  stage  or 
recast  the  drama.  As  actors  they 
doubtless  at  times  bungled  their 
lines  but  had  they  been  errorless, 
history’s  drama  would  have  un¬ 
folded  with  only  slight  variations 
in  the  process  and  no  difference 
in  the  end  results.  No  son  now 
living,  no  father  long  dead  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  defeats  in  our 
Southern  heritage.  Our  Southern 
way  of  life  is  far  from  faultless, 
but  its  flaws  are  not  the  personal 
guilt  of  any  man. 

We  do  not  minimize  our  sins 
nor  seek  to  vindicate  our  wrong¬ 
doing,  but  ours  is  not  a  solitary 
guilt.  The  evil  current  of  history 
which  washed  up  on  our  shores 
“man’s  inhumanity  to  man”  has 
bathed  the  shores  of  all  other 
peoples.  We  take  no  comfort  in 
this  guilt  of  others.  We  seek  only 
to  understand  ourselves  as  a  part 
of  a  whole. 

But  if  to  the  South  a  noxious 
wind,  of  history  brought  this  evil, 
upon  her  also  blew  the  winds  of 
freedom  and  democracy.  This 
current  of  history  likewise  was 
not  ours  in  origin,  but  it  brought 
a  great  endowment  to  the  South¬ 
ern  heritage  and  made  us  lovers 
of  freedom  and.  devotees  of  liber¬ 
ty.  That  we  loved  liberty  and  held 
slaves  at  the  same  time  means 
only  that  the  jewel  of  consistency 
was  not  ours,  but  all  men  and  all 
nations  have  had  like  inconsisten¬ 
cies.  The  South  was  never  outside 
of  or  apart  from  history’s  rising- 
tide  of  liberty,  freedom,  and  dem¬ 
ocracy.  Our  fathers,  too,  were  at 
Valley  Forge  and  Yorktown. 

None  need  be  agape  today  that 
these  two  historic  forces,  freedom 
and  slavery,  clashed  on  the  bat¬ 
tlefield  of  the  “sixties.”  They 
clashed  also  in  our  own  Southern 
conscience.  Both  of  these  historic 
wind  currents  blew  likewise  upon 
our  brothers  of  the  North  and 
found  them  also  with  unclean 
hands.  Neither  side  brought  con¬ 


sistency  to  the  battlefield.  But  if 
both  sides  were  the  victims  of 
evil  forces  not  of  their  making, 
both  also  were  children  of  destiny 
with  a  part  to  play. 

The  North  and  the  South 
brought  the  same  virtues  and  the 
same  sins  to  the  battlefield  and 
but  for  the  accidents  of  geog¬ 
raphy,  economics,  and  politics, 
they,  with  equal  worthiness  or 
unworthiness,  might  have  ex¬ 
changed  places.  Both  sides  won 
at  Appomatox,  for  we  of  the  South 
want  no  divided  nation,  and  our 
fathers,  themselves  born  in  the 
full  stream  of  liberty  and  free¬ 
dom,  but  for  the  caprices  of  his¬ 
tory  and  the  quirks  of  fate,  might 
have  had  assigned  to  them  by 
destiny  the  liberation  of  the 
slaves.  They  would  have  been 
worthy  liberators  for  they  too  had 
set  burning  the  fires  of  freedom 
in  the  young  Republic. 

But  if  history  brought  us  these 
currents  which  set  the  stage  for 
an  historic  struggle,  it  brought 
still  another  current  that  origin¬ 
ated  in  the  hills  of  Galilee  and 
Judea  and  which  blesses  all  it 
touches,  though  it  too  creates 
tensions  and  struggles. 

A  Heritage  of  Faith 

This  current  in  human  affairs 
starts  with  a  single  Person,  who, 
between  the  “moment  of  his  birth 
in  a  rented  stall  and  the  hour  of 
his  burial  in  a  borrowed  grave,  so 
lived  as  by  the  sheer  power  of  his 
moral  grandeur  to  change  the 
course  of  history.”  He  did  not 
trust  the  world’s  method  of  power, 
yet  he  has  unloosed  more  power 
in  the  affairs  of  men  than  all 
other  forces  which  history  has 
gathered  up  and  hurled  at  us. 

To  the  world  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
seemed  “to  turn  toward  the  des¬ 
ert  for  water.”  For  force  he  sub¬ 
stituted  goodwill;  for  arrogance, 
meekness;  for  aggrandisement, 
self-denial;  for  greed,  service;  for 
egotism,  poverty  of  spirit;  for  vio¬ 
lence,  gentleness;  for  selfishness, 
sacrifice;  and  for  hate,  the  love 
of  all  mankind. 

This  influence  and  power  is  also 
a  part  of  our  Southern  heritage, 
but  more  important,  it  is  a  work¬ 
ing  leaven  in  our  lives  at  this  very 
hour.  We  do  not  claim  to  be  yet  a 
leavened  people,  but  the  ferment 
is  in  our  lives,  and  human  that 
we  are,  we  both  welcome  and  re¬ 
sist  it. 

But,  devoutly  wishing  that  no 
false  pride  may  be  in  our  spirit, 
we  are  humbly  glad  to  say  that 
we  have  come  a  long  way,  in  what 
is  for  history  a  short  time,  in  the 
practice  of  Christian  brotherhood. 
The  Christian  leaven  and  time 
have  brought  us  to  where  we  are. 
Neither  time  nor  the  leaven  alone 
would  have  sufficed.  Time  to 
change  without  the  leaven  to 
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change  us  would  have  been  bar¬ 
ren  and  the  leaven  without  time 
to  work  would  have  been  wasted. 

We  Methodist  people  of  the 
South  are  not  dolts  in  religion. 
We  know  quite  well  what  the 
ideals  of  brotherhood  are  and 
what  a  complete  likeness  to  Jesus 
Christ  would  require  of  us.  But 
just  as  we  were  not  in  position  a 
generation  ago  to  practice  many 
phases  of  brotherhood  which  to¬ 
day  we  may  and  do  practice,  we 
also  stand  before  many  other 
doors  not  open  today  but  which 
will  be  opened  tomorrow.  We  know 
as  well  as  any  one  else  how  un¬ 
finished  the  structure  of  brother¬ 
hood  is,  but  we  affirm  that  our 
disinclination  to  crash  through 
closed  doors  arises,  not  from  the 
self-serving  motive  of  prudence, 
but  from  the  long-time  view  of 
things,  the  considered  prospec- 
tion  of  the  future.  Not  to  hinder 
but  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
Kingdom  is  our  motive  in  our  de¬ 
lay. 

Brotherhood  Takes  Time 

In  Christian  candor  we  say 
there  are  areas  of  brotherhood  we 
are  not  in  position  to  enter  yet. 
We  acknowledge  the  full  require¬ 
ments  of  Christianity  but  we  are 
not  free  to  make  a  complete  re¬ 
sponse  to  these  requirements  to¬ 
day,  and  to  this  confession  we 
join  a  declaration  that  we  are  not 
thereby  made  into  mere  time¬ 
servers  and  opportunists  who  only 
practice  the  small  virtue  of  prud¬ 
ence.  We  have  already  entered 
doors  of  brotherhood  not  open  to 
us  a  generation  ago  by  following 
this  policy.  We  confidently  expect 
to  enter  other  doors  of  brother¬ 
hood  tomorrow  not  open  today, 
and  we  assure  all  who  are  con¬ 
cerned  that  we  shall  knock  at 
these  doors  constantly. 

We  are  willing  to  be  martyrs  if 
this  will  advance  the  Kingdom  of 
God,  but  it  will  not.  In  a  sense  we 
stand  for  delay  in  certain  phases 
of  interracial  brotherhood  but 
paradoxical  as  it  may  appear,  we 
delay  in  order  to  arrive  more 
swiftly  at  the  end  of  the  journey. 
Ours  is  not  the  slow  method.  De¬ 
fiance  of  the  mores  of  a  people,  a 
storming  by  violence  of  closed 
doors,  a  refusal  to  recognize  that 
men  and  women  who  are  wrong 
may  yet  be  honest  and  sincere — 
this  is  the  slow  method.  Those 
who  adopt  this  method  should  al¬ 
so  especially  cultivate  the  Chris¬ 
tian  virtue  of  patience,  for  they 
will  be  long  in  arriving  at  the  goal 
and  will  have  to  face  delays  that 
will  try  their  souls.  We  too  shall 
need  patience  but  not  quite  so 
badly,  for  we  shall  not  be  delayed 
quite  so  long. 

We  declare  our  loyalty  to  Jesus 
Christ,  our  love  for  all  mankind, 
and  our  earnest  desire  that  the 
Kingdom  of  God  in  all  its  fulness 


may  come  swiftly  in  all  the  af¬ 
fairs  of  men,  and  if  our  strategy 
is  in  error,  if  delay  of  uncondi¬ 
tioned  brotherhood  for  a  day  is  a 
failure  to  meet  Christian  require¬ 
ment,  we  hope  only  those  who 
have  met  all  Christian  require¬ 
ments  will  criticize  us.  If  so,  then, 
though  those  who  agree  with  our 
position  may  be  few,  those  who 
criticize  will  be  far  fewer. 


Many  church  activities  sus¬ 
pended  or  reduced  during  the 
summer  months  in  the  Lakeland 
District  have  been  resumed  and 
pastors  are  looking  forward  to  a 
great  fall  and  winter  season.

Florida  Southern  College  will 
open  its  71st  academic  year  on 
Thursday,  September  22nd,  with 
the  beginning  of  a  week-long  ori¬ 
entation  period  for  freshmen  and 
transfer  students. 

Dr.  Ludd  M.  Spivey,  president  of 
the  college  since  1925,  said  recently 
that  a  record  enrollment  is  in 
prospect  with  students  from  al¬ 
most  every  state  and  from  a  num¬ 
ber  of  foreign  countries. 

He  added  that  Florida  Southern 
will  be  hard-pressed  to  house  all 
of  its  women  students  because  of 
the  enrollment  increase  before  the 
completion  of  a  new  $790,000  wo¬ 
man’s  residence  hall  along  Lake 
Hollingsworth. 

The  residence  hall  is  being  con¬ 
structed  in  units  with  the  first  of 
these  scheduled  for  occupancy  late 
in  the  year.  Until  that  time,  Flor¬ 
ida  Southern  expects  to  house 
some  of  its  women  students  in  se¬ 
lected  private  homes  adjacent  to 
the  campus.  Dr.  Spivey  said. 

Eighteen  residence  halls  on  the 
East  Campus  completed  five  years 
ago  will  provide  ample  housing 
for  men,  the  educator  stated. 

Dr.  Spivey  said  that  Florida 
Southern  is  preparing  to  receive 
an  incoming  class  of  freshmen  and 
transfer  students  numberiing  ap-

The  Methodist  Church  in  South¬ 
ern  Asia  is  sending  an  eighteen 
voice  choir  to  the  United  States 
in  1956  as  part  of  India’s  celebra¬ 
tion  of  one  hundred  years  of 
Methodism  (1856-1956).  Directed 
by  Southwestern  College  (Win¬ 
field.  Kansas)  and  Garrett  Bib¬ 
lical  Institute-trained  Rev.  Victor 
Sherring,  the  Centenary  Choir 
will  arrive  in  New  York  March  1, 
1956,  and  travel  to  Minneapolis 
for  a  General  Conference  appear¬ 
ance.  Dr.  Donald  F.  Ebright,  now 
in  the  United  States  to  organize 
the  choir  tour,  is  scheduling  dates. 

During  the  pre-General  Confer¬ 
ence  concert  tour  the  choir  will 
be  scheduled  westward  to  South¬ 
western  College  and  thence  north 
to  Minneapolis.  A  second  tour  is 
planned  after  General  Conference. 

The  Centenary  Choir  is  the 
leading  Christian  musical  group 
in  India  and  presents  a  blend  of 
Indian  and  Western  music,  har¬ 
monized.  bhajans  (lyrics)  and  in¬ 
strumental  numbers.  “They  will 
come  not  only  as  cultural  am¬ 
bassadors  but  singing  messengers 
of  Christ  and  His  Church  from 
India,”  says  Dr.  Ebright.

Dr.  Spivey  said  that  all  other 
students  will  register  for  classes 
on  Wednesday,  September  28th, 
and  Thursday,  September  29th, 
with  all  students  beginning  class¬ 
room  work  on  Friday,  Sept.  30. 

All  Florida  Southern  students 
will  find  two  new  facilities  com¬ 
pleted  since  the  conclusion  of  the 
last  school  term.

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Dr.  Spivey  Reports  From  Germany 

(While  traveling  in  Europe  this  Summer,  Dr.  Ludd  M.  Spivey, 
president  of  Folrida  Southern  College,  wrote  a  series  of  letters 
to  his  staff.  We  thought  you  would  enjoy  this.  —  EDITOR) 


We  arrived  in  West  Germany  by 
plane  at  Dusseldorf  and  immedi¬ 
ately  took  a  train  for  Bonn.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  however,  we  did  not 
get  off  the  train  at  Bonn.  We 
didn’t  have  time.  The  train 
stopped  for  only  one  minute.  A 
man  sitting  with  us  threw  one  of 
our  suit  cases  off,  but  we  did  not 
even  get  to  the  door.  We  were 
taken  to  another  town  forty  miles 
away.  We  were  lucky  to  find  a 
fast  train  returning  in  ten  min¬ 
utes.  On  the  time-table  the  train 
is  listed  to  run  from  Cologne  to 
Bonn  in  24  minutes  and  two  sec¬ 
onds.  The  telephone  girl  got  the 
station  manager  at  Bonn  and 
found  that  our  baggage  was  safe. 
The  next  time  we  arrived  at  a  sta¬ 
tion  we  were  at  the  door  ready  to 
dive  off  when  the  train  stopped. 

The  next  day  we  took  the  boat 
down  the  Rhine  for  Mainz.  No  one 
should  come  to  Germany  without 
making  this  trip.  It  takes  about 
nine  hours  to  make  the  trip.  Every 
moment  is  filled  with  excitement. 
This  is  the  most  used  river  in  the 
world.  We  met  or  passed  literally 
thousands  of  huge  barges  loaded 
with  coal,  automobiles,  all  kinds 
of  machinery,  etc. 

On  the  boat  I  was  talking  to  a 
Jewish  gentleman  from  England. 
I  thought  we  were  talking  rather 
quietly.  One  of  the  waiters  on  the 
boat  spoke  to  the  Jewish  man  in 
German  and  told  him  that  he  was 
talking  too  loud.  I  tell  this  to 
show  there  is  still  a  feeliing  here 
against  the  Jews.  Another  man, 
a  German,  told  me  a  story  that 
also  demonstrates  their  feeliing. 
A  man  went  up  to  New  York  for  a 
visit.  He  arrived  there  on  Sunday 
morning.  The  streets  were  empty. 
He  found  no  one  around.  Finally

“If  you  need  another  Sunday 
School  teacher,  don’t  forget  me, 
Preacher.

I  pinched  myself  to  see  if  I 
were  dreaming.  After  fifteen  years 
in  the  ministry  this  was  the  first 
time  that  such  a  request  had  been 
made.  For  years  I  had  begged  and 
pleaded  for  church  school  teach¬ 
ers.  Now,  in  my  new  pastorate,  an 
alert  young  adult  was  voluntarily 
putting  her  name  on  the  waiting 
list! 

I  was  soon  to  learn  that  this 
unusual  spirit  is  just  a  sample  of 
the  devotion  and  loyalty  to  be 
found  in  the  Little  White  Church 


he  met  a  man  and  said  to  him, 
“Where  in  heaven’s  name  is  every¬ 
body.  I  thought  New  York  would 
be  teeming  with  people.”  The  man 
replied:  “The  Catholics  are  at 
Church.  The  Protestants  are  home 
and  the  Jews  are  in  Florida.” 

Whatever  you  may  say  about 
these  Germans,  they  are  workers. 
They  pay  no  attention  to  hours. 
They  mean  to  restore  their  coun¬ 
try  and  that  everyone  can  hardly 
believe  his  eyes  when  he  sees  all 
the  restoration  going  on. 

So  far  I  have  seen  no  resent¬ 
ment  of  Americans.  Many  of  them 
have  told  me  that  they  hoped  that 
our  armed  forces  never  leave.  They 
feel  safer  while  we  are  here. 

The  wages  of  the  working  men 
are  rather  low  but  I  can’t  see  that 
food  is  much  cheaper  than  in  our 
country.  Food  in  the  restaurants 
are  about  the  same  price.  We 
paid  $20.00  per  night  for  a  double 
room  in  Baden-Baden. 

Everyone  looks  well  fed  and  well 
clothed,  and  there  is  joy  in  their 
voices  and  in  their  faces. 

These  people  see  a  bright  fu¬ 
ture  for  themselves  in  the  world. 

The  weather  has  been  extremely 
hot  here  for  Germany.  But  I  hear 
no  complaints.  The  Germans  are 
glad,  when  the  sun  shines.  Es¬ 
pecially  now  when  they  are  gath¬ 
ering  their  crops. 

It  was  good  to  see  Heidelburg. 
No  bombs  fell  on  this  ancient  city. 
It  was  spared  because  of  the  Uni¬ 
artists,  preachers,  educators  com¬ 
pleted  their  education. 

There  are  more  than  800  Amer¬ 
ican  students  enrolled  in  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  Here  many  of  our  famous 
versify  this  summer.  I  found  that 
our  students  in  Florida  Southern 
are  not  the  only  students  who 
make  noise  at  night. 


on  the  Hill,  Southside  Methodist 
in  Tallahassee.  Other  surprises 
came  also:  Thirty -five  to  forty 
people  regularly  attending  the 
mid-week  service  of  prayer  and 
Bible  study.  One  day  the  general 
attitude  of  the  faithful  members 
was  expressed  by  one  whom  we 
missed  because  of  illness,  when  he 
said,  “You  couldn’t  have  missed 
me  as  much  as  I  missed  being  at 
Church.”  Repeatedly,  I  discovered 
this  unusual  spirit. 

During  my  study  hours  I  began 
to  thumb  through  past  Quarterly 
Conference  records  learning  about 
previous  accomplishments  and 
plans  of  Southside.  I  came  across 
some  apparently  cold  statistics 
which  have  steadily  grown  in 
meaning  to  me:  “Fifty-four  per¬ 


sons  signed  as  tithers.”  That  “fif¬ 
ty-four”  was  like  a  shaft  of  light 
from  heaven  explaining  a  hun¬ 
dred  or  more  things.  The  unusual 
was  quite  comprehensiible  now.  I 
had.  known  for  a  long  time  that 
tithing  answers  manv  questioins 
about  a  church;  that  tithing 
members  are  always  interested 
members;  that  one  can  describe 
tithing  even  as  a  “means  of  grace 
tithing  even  as  a  “means  of  grace”. 
When  we  tithe  we  just  have  to  do 
other  things  for  God.  Now  I  was 
seeing  my  belief  illustrated.  No 
wonder  the  atmosphere  was  dif¬ 
ferent  here.  Mentally  surveying 
the  church  members  I  was  aware 
that  I  have  never  seen  an  ounce  of 
snobbery  or  false  pride  in  the 
whole  group  during  these  two  and 
a  half  months.  Only  a  spirit  of 
love  and  warm  fellowship. 

According  to  the  usual  criteria 
by  which  Protestant  churches  are 
financed,  Southside  could  not  pos¬ 
sibly  function.  Church  financial 
wizards  would  turn  pale  if  they 
visited  the  sanctuary  and  looked 
for  church  envelopes.  Occasion¬ 
ally  some  may  be  seen  in  the 
hymn  racks,  if  you  look  for  thenu_ 
but  to  date  there  isn’t  an  en~ 
velope  holder  in  a  single  pew.  An 
Official  Board  member  casually 
told  me  that  the  former  preacher 
never  mentioned  money  from  the 
pulpit.  In  fact  he  never  men¬ 
tioned  money  at  all.  Yet  when  I 
was  told  that  a  parsonage  had  to 
be  purchased,  sufficient  funds 
were  on  hand  for  a  substantial 
down  payment.  When  I  asked 
about  the  Conference  apportion¬ 
ments  the  Chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  on  Finance  stated  that 
everything  would  be  paid  in  full 
by  Easter. 

How  can  these  things  be?  Pre¬ 
viously  I  would  have  said  that  a 
church  with  a  couole  of  hundred 
members,  all  ordinary  folks  with 
ordinary  jobs,  never  could,  in 
eighteen  months  raise  the  pas¬ 
tor’s  salary  from  $1500  to  $4000, 
purchase  and  furnish  a  parson¬ 
age.  But  this  has  happened  .  .  . 
From  where  I  stand  an  explana¬ 
tion  of  this  little  miracle  seems  to 
be  two-fold:  a  devoted  leader,  my 
predecessor,  Rev.  G.  F.  Ivey;  and 
some  folks  who  love  the  Lord 
enough  to  tithe.

he  developed  a  leaflet  which, 
through  words  and  pictures,  em¬ 
bodies  his  interpretation  of  the 
Christian  gospel.  Through  his  in¬ 
tense  interest  in  the  project  he, 
without  any  official  endorsement 
from  any  church  or  denomination, 
has  had  his  brochure  translated 
into  21  languages  and  dialects  and

has  printed  and  distributed  over 
40,000  copies  of  it. 

The  drawings  on  the  tract  were 
done  by  a  religious  artist  who  is 
a  victim  of  oolio.  She  gave  the 
four  Biblical  scenes  to  Mr.  Dubois, 
who  fitted  texts  to  the  illustra¬ 
tions  and  made  his  English  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  leaflet  four  years  ago. 

At  a  communion  breakfast  in 
New  York  in  1953,  a  missionary  to 
India  saw  the  leaflet  and  asked 
to  translate  it  into  Hindi.  .Since 
then,  Mr.  Dubois  has  used  ingen¬ 


uity  and  skill  in  making  contacts 
to  obtain,  one  by  one,  his  20  other 
translations.  .  .  Chinese  from  a 
missionary  in  Malaya,  Luba 
through  a  bishop  in  Africa,  and 
Polish,  Russian  and  Ukranian 
through  a  versatile  Russian  Meth¬ 
odist  minister  in  New  York. 

From  West  Point  to  Sing  Sing, 
from  New  York  subways  to  Af¬ 
rican  villages,  the  leaflet  has  been 
distributed.  Despite  the  extra  ex¬ 
pense,  this  ardently  conservative 
layman  always  uses  air  mail,  com¬ 


pelled  by  one  fundamental  con¬ 
viction:  “The  day  of  the  Lord  is 
coming  as  a  thief  in  the  night; 
therefore,  we  must  work  for  the 
night  is  coming.” 

This  energetic  worker  has  writ¬ 
ten,  always  by  hand,  to  all  of  the 
Methodist  bishops  at  least  three 
times  each  year  and  to  many 
ether  churchmen.  He  receives 
some  acknowledgements  that  are 
very  encouraging  to  him  and  fre¬ 
quent  requests  for  quantities  of 
the  leaflets,  often  to  be  used  in 
mission  areas.  Mr.  Dubois  provides 
his  messages  free,  considering  it 
“my  part  to  bring  Christ  to  the 
world.”  He  has  borne  the  bulk  of 
the  financial  expenses  himself, 
with  a  few  contributions  from 
friends. 

Sometimes  publications  will  re¬ 
print  his  tract.  Seeing  his  mes¬ 
sage  on  the  religion  page  of  a 
Swedish  paper  particularly 
pleased  Mr.  Dubois,  for  his  father 
was  born  in  Stockholm.  And  what 
Mr.  Dubois  loves  to  tell  is  that 
this  publication  of  his  tract  oc¬ 
curred  on  his  father’s  birthday. 

Mr.  Dubois  enjoys  seeing  other 
people  made  happy.  He  is  respect¬ 
fully  known  as  “Dr.  Sunshine”  in 
New  York,  so-titled  because  of  his 
35  years  of  entertaining  in  hos¬ 
pital  wards  and  his  15  years  of 
appearing,  in  colonial  costume,  at 
patriotic  ceremonies. 

Mr.  Dubois  particularly  enjoyed 
a  recent  hospital  visit  with  the 
Hiroshima  maidens  undergoing- 
plastic  surgery  in  New  York  to 
remove  scars  received  when  the 
atomic  bomb  hit  their  city.  As  al¬ 
ways  in  his  long-appreciated  hos¬ 
pital  visits,  Mr.  Dubois  imitated 
animals  and  played  his  violin — 
two  ways  of  communicating 
friendliness  in  spite  of  differences 
in  languages.  The  climax  of  his 
visit  for  him  came  when  he  was 
able  to  give  the  patients  his  mes¬ 
sage  of  Christianity  in  the  girls’ 
cwn  Japanese  language.

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Dedication  of  Workers 
In  the  Church  School 

“Dearly  beloved,  we  have  here 
met  in  the  presence  of  God  that 
we  may  recognize  his  call,  recieved 
and  acknowledged  by  these  of  our 
fellowship,  to  the  work  of  teach¬ 
ing  and  directing  in  our  church 
school.” 

Thus  begins  the  ritual  for  the 
recognition  of  church  school  offi¬ 
cers  and  teachers  that  appears  in 
paragraph  1928  of  the  Methodist 
Discipline. 

Because  of  the  important  place 
church  school  officers  and  teach¬ 
ers  have  in  the  Christian  educa¬ 
tion  program  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  more  and  more  local 
churches  are  observing  with  a 
special  service  the  dedication  of 
workers  in  the  church  school. 

At  the  end  of  1954  there  were 
more  than  half  a  million  officers 
and  teachers  in  Methodist  church 
schools.  It  is  expected  there  will 
be  many  more  at  the  end  of  1955. 

The  dedication  service  for  these 
workers  is  one  of  the  features  of 
Christian  Education  Week,  Sep¬ 
tember  25-Oetober  2.  The  dedica¬ 
tory  prayer  that  ends  the  ritual 
for  the  recognition  of  church 
school  officers  and  teachers  is  as 
follows: 

“Eternal  and  everlasting  Fa¬ 
ther,  who  dost  call  us  to  thy  serv¬ 
ice,  and  dost  promise  grace  and 
strength  for  the  fulfilling  of  thy 
will;  look  with  favor  upon  us,  as 
we  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  task 
of  working  in  this  school.  Grant 
that  we  may  grow  in  the  knowl¬ 
edge  and  love  of  thy  word,  that 
we  may  minister  to  the  growing 
life  of  thy  Church,  and  to  the 
glory  of  thy  holy  name;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.”

Almand,  said  would  purchase  $4,- 
064.90  worth  of  government  sur¬ 
plus  food,  adding:  “What  a  won¬ 
derful  saving  and  for  what  a  mar¬ 
velous  cause!”

CamP  Activities. 
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Many  Improvements 
At  Junaluska 

Construction  will  start  this 
month  on  a  $250,000  addition  to 
Lambuth  Inn  at  Lake  Junaluska, 
N.  C.,  it  has  been  announced  by 
trustees  of  the  Methodist  Assem¬ 
bly. 

Edwin  L.  Jones  of  Charlotte, 
president  of  the  47-member  Board 
of  Trustees,  said  the  new  wing- 
will  comprise  47  or  50  double 
rooms  with  private  baths  and  two 
conference  rooms.  The  addition 
will  be  an  extension  of  the  front 
portion  of  the  colonial-type  inn, 
leaving  space  for  a  similar  wing 
on  the  other  side  if  needed  in  la¬ 
ter  years. 

The  addition  will  be  completed 
in  time  to  help  accommodate  the 
overflow  crowds  expected  at  the 
lake  next  summer  when  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Church’s  Southeastern  Juris¬ 
dictional  Conference  holds  its 
quadrennial  sessions  July  11-15, 
and  the  World  Methodist  Council 
sponsors  an  international  confer¬ 
ence  in  early  September. 

The  jurisdictional  conference  is 
expected  to  draw  1,500  delegates, 
officials  and  visitors  from  nine 
states  and  Cuba.  The  World  Meth¬ 
odist  Council  anticipates  an  at¬ 
tendance  of  1,100  delegates  and 
accredited  visitors  from  around 
the  world  for  its  meetings  over  a 
period  of  two  weeks.  The  council’s 
last  conference  was  held  in  1951 
in  England  at  Oxford  University. 

In  a  tour  of  the  grounds  trustees 
inspected  two  new  buildings  that 
are  nearing  completion— the  $80,- 
000  Paul  B.  Kern  Youth  Center 
and  the  Archives  Building.  Interi¬ 
or  of  the  youth  center  has  been 
completed  permitting  partial 
usage,  and  the  Archives  Building 
will  be  finished  this  fall. 

The  Archives  Building  will  be 
headquarters  of  the  Association  of 
Methodist  Historical  Societies  and 
house  the  American  offices  of  the 
World  Methodist  Council.  Dr.  El¬ 
mer  T.  Clark  of  Lake  Junaluska 
is  secretary  of  both  groups. 

In  a  progress  report,  Jones  told 
the  board:  “We  are  proud  of  the 
new  buildings  and  other  physical 
improvements  of  the  1  as  t  few 
years,  but  they  will  mean  little  if 
we  neglect  our  tremendous  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  making  Lake  Jun¬ 
aluska  the  center  of  a  program 
dedicated  to  Christian  education, 
fellowship  and  the  building  of 
church  leadership.”  He  assured  the 
trustees  that  the  major  emphasis 
will  continue  to  be  placed  on  the 
program,  and  said  “it  is  our  de¬ 
sire  to  strengthen  it  wherever  pos¬ 
sible.” 

Gate  records  show  that  attend¬ 
ance  ran  ahead  of  last  summer,  it 
was  reported  by  the  Rev.  J.  W. 
Fowler,  Jr.,  assembly  superinten¬ 
dent.  More  people  are  building 


summer  cottages  and  permanent 
homes  at  the  lake,  and  50  new 
residential  lots  are  being  opened 
in  a  development  on  South  Lake- 
shore  Drive,  he  said.  Streets  have 
been  laid  out,  and  sewer  lines, 
water  mains  and  fire  hydrants  al¬ 
ready  have  been  installed. 

The  trustees  adopted  a  program 
of  future  improvements  to  include 
completion  of  interior  facilities  at 
Shackford  Hall  - —  a  conference 
center  — •  and  replacement  of  the 
adjacent  dormitory-type  lodges 
and  the  Junaluska  Cafeteria. 
These  improvements  will  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  1956-60  schedule  of 
the  Buildings  and  Grounds  Com¬ 
mittee,  headed  by  Hugh  Massie  of 
Waynesville,  N.  C.

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World  Wide  Bible  Research 
Project  at  Emory  Univ. 

The  international  headquarters 
for  a  research  project  that  may 
result  in  a  more  accurate  transla¬ 
tion  of  the  New  Testament  has 
been  set  up  at  Emory  University. 

Called  the  International  Greek 
New  Testament  Project,  the  study 
was  moved  this  summer  to  Emory 
from  the  University  of  Chicago. 
Dr.  Ernest  Colwell,  former  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  University  of  Chicago 
and  now  a  vice  president  of  Em¬ 
ory,  is  one  of  the  project  directors. 
Dr.  Merrill  M.  Parvis,  executive 
secretary  of  the  project,  moved  to 
Emory  with  the  collected  manu¬ 
scripts,  photographs,  and  files  of 
the  world  wide  study. 

Began  in  1949,  the  research  is 
headed  by  Bible  scholars  from 
several  countries,  and  is  financed 
by  gifts  from  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation,  churches,  and  clergy¬ 
men  of  all  denominations. 

“The  Bible  has  played  a  greater 
role  in  Western  civilization  than 
any  other  book,”  commented  Dr. 
Colwell.  “Accuracy  in  the  wording 
of  the  New  Testament  is  impor¬ 
tant,  for  the  book  is  the  primary 
source  for  our  knowledge  of  Jesus’ 
life  and  for  our  knowledge  of  the 
origin  of  the  church,” 

He  pointed  out  that  the  Bible 
has  been  copied  by  hand  more 
than  any  other  book,  and  that  is 
such  copies  errors  are  certain.  The 
Emory  project  will  compare  1,000 
of  the  oldest  hand  copies.  About 
500  photograph  or  microfilm  cop¬ 
ies  have  already  been  collected. 
“The  resulting  new  translations  of 
the  Greek  New  Testament  will  lay 
the  foundation  for  future  transla¬ 
tions  into  all  languages,”  said  Dr. 
Colwell.  He  does  not  expect  to  un¬ 
cover  changes  that  would  effect 
basic  theological  concepts.  A  study 
of  Luke,  the  first  of  a  series, 
should,  be  ready  in  two  years,  Dr. 
Colwell  estimates.

Paul  Bosley  of  Evanston,  Ill.,  is 
the  new  president  of  the  National 
Conference  of  Methodist  Youth 
which  represents  nearly  2,000,000 
members  across  the  country.

Miss  Gibson  is  treasurer  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  of  Christian 
Service.

The  Board  of  Education  and  the 
Board  of  Evangelism  need  means  of  communi¬ 
cating  their  keen  plans.  The  Florida  Methodist 
is  available.

The  Christian  Advocate 
is  a  worthy  journal  that  can  be  a  marvelous  as¬ 
sistant  pastor  to  every  minister  of  the  confer¬ 
ence,  whether  you  have  a  large  or  a  small  church. 
And.  the  World  Outlook  is  tops  in  the  field  of 
missionary  journalism.  Florida  is  way  out  in 
front  in  subscribers  to  the  Outlook  and  that 
plays  a  part  in  the  wonderful  development  of 
our  Advance  Specials.

We  have  been  slow  in  getting  the  pictures  together  but  here,  at  last,  are  the  three  minis¬ 
ters  who  became  members  of  the  Bishop’s  cabinet  at  the  last  session  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Dr.  Robert  L.  Allen  was  appointed  to  the  Tampa  District,  after  having  been  the  minister 
at  First  Church,  St.  Petersburg,  since  1944.  Dr.  Allen  transferred  to  the  Floirda  Conference  from 
the  Tennessee  Conference  in  1918.  In  1921  he  went  to  Tampa  to  organize  the  Seminole  Heights 
Church  and  he  has  only  served  four  churches  in  the  ensuing  34  years.  In  addition  to  Seminole 
Heights  those  churches  are  First  Church,  West  Falm.  Beach;  Trinity  Church,  Miami;  and  First 
Church,  St.  Petersburg. 

Dr.  P.  M.  Boyd,  of  the  Miami  District,  went  to  his  new  post  after  nine  years  as  pastor  of 
First  Church.  Jacksonville.  In  fact,  this  nine-year  pastorate  was  actually  Dr.  Boyd’s  second  term 
as  pastor  of  that  great  church  as  he  had  previously  served  as  its  minister  from  1936-1941.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  inteiim  between  these  pastorates  he  served,  on  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore’s  cabinet  as  the 
District  Superintendent  of  the  Tampa  District. 

The  Rev.  Jesse  E.  Waller,  appointed  to  the  Orlando  District,  is  the  youngest  member  of  the 
cabinet.  Admitted  on  trial  to  the  Florida  Conference  in  1938,  he  has  served  at  Silver  Palm,  Kis¬ 
simmee,  Winter  Garden  and  Bartow.  He  has  been  especially  active  in  the  work  of  the  Florida 
Conference  Brotherhood  and  served  as  secretary-treasurer  of  that  organization  for  several  years.

“CHAIN  REACTION”

The  Apostle  Paul  said  to  Christ¬ 
ians  at  Corinth,  “I  have  become 
ALL  things  to  ALL  men,  that  I 
might  by  ALL  means  save  some.” 
(I  Cor.  9:22b  RSV) 

The  Stewardship  of  Possess¬ 
ions  Movement  is  meaning  just 
that  to  the  membership  and  cor¬ 
porate  life  of  our  Church — ALL 
permeating  and  ALL  pervading 
into  ALL  areas  of  the  Church 
program. 

It  is  said  that  a  “scarlet  thread” 
is  placed  in  all  rope  used  by  the 
British  Navy,  and  when  a  line  is 
cut  at  any  point  this  thread  will 
be  revealed.  One  may  “cut”  into 
the  program  of  this  Church  at 
any  place  and  discover  definite 
effect  of  the  Stewardship  of  Pos¬ 
sessions  Movement.  As  a  District 
Director  of  Stewardship,  this  pas¬ 
tor  observed  some  real  “convers¬ 
ions”  during  the  Sub-district 
Training  Sessions.

The  series  of  stewardship  ser¬ 
mons  proved  to  be  the  most  per¬ 
suasive  and  powerful  this  preach¬ 
er  ever  shared  with  his  people. 
Preaching  at  the  Sunday  morning 
worship  hour  on  “The  Christian 
Tithejr.”  and  using  as  a  text, 
“Sanctify  them  with  truth:  Thy 
Word  is  Truth,”  (John  17:17) 
there  was  experienced  a  mighty 
demonstration  of  the  power  of 
God  as  He  honored  His  Word.  A 
young  father  responded  to  the 
invitation  and  accepted  Christ  as 
his  Saviour,  as  faithful  Church 
members  filled  the  altar  for  pray¬ 
er  and  reconsecration.  This  young 
man  is  now  a  loyal  member  of  the 
choir  and  one  of  the  most  active 
laymen  in  our  visitation  evange¬ 
lism  effort.  The  membership  of 
the  Church  has  been  almost 
doubled,  and  much  credit  must 
be  given  to  the  Stewardship 
Movement  for  helping  generate 
such  a  spiritual  impetus  and 
zeal.  Those  outside  the  Church 
were  aroused  by  a  group  which 
had  definite  goals  and  was  mov¬ 
ing  toward  them. 

Our  local  church  Director  of

covered  a  great  deal  of  territory 
and  is  moving  much  more  rapidly 
than  we  can  keep  pace  with  from 
day  to  day. 

The  latest  word  THE  FLORIDA 
METHODIST  had  received  at 
press  time  was  in  the  form  of  an 
invitation,  printed  in  both  Kor¬ 
ean  and  English,  to  a  tea  honor¬ 
ing  and  welcoming  Bishop  Brans¬ 
comb  to  be  held  from  four  to  six 
o’clock  on  Friday  afternoon,  Sept¬ 
ember  16,  at  Gray  House,  Chung 
Dong,  Seoul.  It  was  mailed  from 
Seoul  on  September  14th. 

Wrote  the  bishop:  “This  is  but 
a  sample  of  the  great  hospitality 
I’m  finding  here  in  Korea. 

“Yesterday  I  went  to  see  Presi¬ 
dent  Syngman  Rhee.  He’s  quite  a 
person. 

“I’ve  crossed  the  38th  parallel 
and  visited  many  churches,  or¬ 
phanages,  clinics,  etc.,  in  Korea. 
Tomorrow  I’ll  go  to  Taejon  and 
on  Friday  to  Inchon  and  fly  to 
Taipei,  Formosa,  on  Saturday 
night. 

“Then  to  Hong  Kong  and,  on 
September  22,  I’ll  arrive  in  Man¬ 
ila.” 

According  to  the  bishop’s  sched¬ 
ule  he  will  be  in  the  Philippines 
until  the  14th  of  this  month. 


evening  worship  service  and  oth¬ 
er  miracles  took  place.  (O,  that 
space  would  permit  a  description 
of  this  service  and  its  effect.)  A 
visitor  to  our  Church  was  so 
touched  and  moved  by  this  lay¬ 


man’s  appeal  until  he  vowed  “by 
the  help  of  God”  (Words  of  his 
own  testimony)  to  give  up  the 
drink  habit.  He  has  kept  his  word. 
This  past  Christmas,  instead  of 
the  “Christmas  cheer”  which  had 
characterized  former  years,  this 
man  used  his  money  to  make  a 
gift  to  the  Church,  which  brought 
cheer  to  all,  and  especially  to  the 
children.  From  a  total  of  fifty 
regular  contributing  families, 
thirty-fiive  have  made  “Tithing 
Covenants”  to  Almighty  God.  Our 
World  Service  acceptance  for  the 
year  was  doubled;  giving  for  the 
vance  Mission  Specials  has  in¬ 
creased  three-fold;  and  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  Children’s  Home  is 
up  25%  over  the  past  year.  A  mort¬ 
gage  drawn  for  three  years  on 
the  new  sanctuary  was  paid  in 
one  year;  new  furniture  has  been 
placed  throughout  the  building; 
visual  aid  equipment  purchased; 
an  electric  organ  installed;  and 
the  Church  is  now  purchasing  a 
new  parsonage  and  beginning 
construction  on  the  first  unit  of 
a  three  unit  educational  plant. 

This  new  and  aggressive  spirit 
of  stewardship  is  really  having  a 
“chain  reaction”  effect  even  out¬ 
side  the  bounds  of  our  own  local 
church.  Members  of  other  de¬ 
nominations  have  made  inquiry. 
Just  recently  a  lady  whose  mem¬ 
bership  was  other  than  Methodist 
in  a  distant  city  said  to  me,  “Pas¬ 
tor,  I’m  thinking  of  affiliating 
v/ith  your  Church.  I  am  a  tithing 
Christian.  Will  you  help  me  fig¬ 
ure  my  tithe  during  the  five  weeks 
I  was  in  the  hospital  and  unable 
to  attend  the  Church.” 

Our  Church’s  slogan  for  the 
year  just  past  was,  “A  Church 
Going,  Growing,  and  Glowing.” 
And  the  radiant  faces  are  many 
and  evident,  for  our  people  have 
learned  the  joy  of  giving  and 
sharing.  The  slogan  for  the  new 
year  is,  “A  Church  Alive  in  55.” 
And  the  Church  is  ALIVE — alive 
with  renewed  missionary  zeal,  and 
with  evangelistic  passion — made 
possible  through  a  stewardship  of 
possessions  consciousness  that 
has  been  broadened  and  deepened 
by  the  “movement.” 

We  sincerely  feel  that  we  are 
experiencing  a  “chain  reaction  of 
faith”  that  shall  lead  God’s 
people  on  to  greater  endeavor  and 
conquest  for  the  Kingdom.  For, 
now  we  know,  as  never  before, 
that  if  we  take  God  at  His  Word 
and  obediently  claim  His  promises 
and  “seek  first  His  Kingdom  and 
His  righteousness,”  then,  ALL 
these  other  thngs  will  fall  in  their 
proper  places.  As  our  dear  Bishop 
would  say,  “AMEN  and  AMEN.”

THE  ROMANCE  OF 
THE  WRITTEN  WORD 

One  of  the  dramatic  phenom¬ 
ena  of  Pentecost  was  that  people 
heard  in  their  own  familiar  lan¬ 
guage  the  marvelous  works  of 
God. 

One  of  the  romantic  stories 
which  is  an  oft-repeated  tale  told 


from  one  mission  after  another, 
is  the  story  of  some  child,  some 
earnest  man  or  woman  clutching 
firmly  and  yet  reverently  a  por¬ 
tion  of  Scripture  or  a  Sunday 
School  lesson,  or  a  devotional 
pamphlet  written  in  his  own  lan¬ 
guage.  worn  and  frayed  by  re¬ 
peated  and  repeated  readings. 

One  of  the  problems  of  every 
field  is  the  communication  of  the 
Gospel.  On  a  mission  field  where 
the  supply  of  devotional  and  in¬ 
structional  literature  is  extremely 
limited,  communication  also  is 
limited.  Another  recurrent  story 
I  hear  throughout  our  Latin 
areas,  from  the  Mexican  border 
through  South  America  to  neigh¬ 
boring  Cuba,  is  the  need  for  good 
literature  in  the  Spanish  lan¬ 
guage. 

One  of  the  shames  upon  us,  in 
our  well  equipped  and  over  sup¬ 
plied  churches  of  Florida  is  that 
we  have  not  rallied  more  ade¬ 
quately  to  this  essential  need. 
Buidings  we  can  see  and  measure, 
they  stand  and  monumentalize. 
Scholarships  we  understand  and 
appreciate,  they  furnish  the  fu¬ 
ture  leadership  of  the  Kingdom. 
But  perishable  paper  with  words 
we  cannot  read,  does  not  inspire 
us.  We  seem  to  envision  the  les¬ 
sons  bunched  and  unused,  out¬ 
dated,  or  wadded  and  cast  aside. 
That  is  more  our  symbol  than 
their’s.  They  are  not  so  careless. 
They  do  not  have  such  over-sup¬ 
ply — And  they  can  understand  it. 
And  the  words  they  read  are  the 
words  of  eternal  life,  tidings  of 
the  unsearchable  riches  of  God. 
And  so  the  perishable  paper  you 
send  is  read  and  re-read  until 
the  unsearchable  riches  are 
transmuted  into  living  spirit  and 
eternal  life. 

EVERY  YEAR— 

For  sometime,  I  have  been  lift¬ 
ing  up  this  item,  number  8,  in  the 
proposed  Advance  Specials — usu¬ 
ally  toward  the  end  of  the  year, 
when  it  appears  that  we  have 
failed  to  realize  its  importance.

Church  Publishes  History 

Mr.  Alvin  H.  Hinson,  historian 
of  the  Trinity  Methodist  Church 
of  Plant  City,  has  written  a  brief 
history  of  that  church’s  less  than 
10  year  existence  which  has  been 
published  in  an  interesting  leaf¬ 
let. 

Mothered  by  First  Church,  Plant 
City,  Trinity  was  organized  May 
27,  1946,  and  Harold  Miller  was 
appointed  to  serve  as  pastor  with 
Jiles  Kirkland  serving  as  assist¬ 
ant  pastor.  During  the  Summer, 
Mr.  Miller  preached  in  the  morn¬ 
ings  and  Mr.  Kirkland  preached 
at  night.  In  the  Fall  they  both 
went  away  to  seminary.  During 
the  first  year  this  young  church 
was  served  by  5  pastors.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  Mr.  Miller  and  Mr. 
Kirkland,  they  were  Dumas  Shel- 
nutt,  Dr.  Ira  LeBaron  and  the 
late  Dr.  R.  E.  Meador. 

The  first  services  of  the  new 
church  were  held  in  the  Wilson 
School  auditorium  and  when  they 
did  move  into  their  own  building 
their  first  service  was  held  on  a 
dirt  floor. 

Before  the  church  was  a  year 
old.  it  had  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry.  Mr.  W.  B.  Miller,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Official  Board,  felt 
called  to  preach  and  the  quarter¬ 
ly  conference  of  December  12, 
1946,  recommended  him  for  li¬ 
cense  to  preach.  Mr.  Miller  is  cur¬ 
rently  serving  the  church  at  Tho- 
notosassa. 

Chiefly  because  of  its  nearness 
to  Florida  Southern  College  and 
its  consequent  availability  as  a 
student  appointment,  Trinity  has 
had  a  number  of  fine  young 
preachers  during  its  short  life.  In 
addition  to  the  5  already  named, 
it  has  been  served  by  Herbert 
Bowdoin,  J.  G.  Shaw,  Nelson  P. 
Moyer,  C.  A.  Barker,  E.  S.  Ker- 
rick,  E.  D.  Dinkins  and  H.  L.  Kin- 
nard. 

The  congregation  moved  into  a 
new  building  on  Palm  Sunday, 
1954.  A  lot  has  been  purchased 
near  the  church  for  a  new  par¬ 
sonage.  At  the  time  of  the  last 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference 
the  church  had  222  members  and 
is  looking  forward  to  continuing- 
growth  and  progress  through  the 
years  ahead.

(On  a  September  Sunday  eve¬ 
ning  the  youth  of  the  First 
Methodist  Church  of  St.  Cloud 
took  full  charge  of  the  evening 
service  for  the  pastor,  the  Rev.

Reporting  to  his  people  an  av¬ 
erage  weekly  attendance  at  Sun¬ 
day  School  last  year  of  157  and 
an  attendance  of  201  on  Sunday, 
September  11th, — a  situation  that 
is  greatly  over-taxing  the  educa¬ 
tional  facilities  that  are  adequate 
for  only  150  persons,  the  Rev.  E. 
Fariss  Mayton,  pastor  of  the 
Methodist  Church  at  Tice,  has  set 
in  motion  the  machinery  which 
is  expected  to  produce  the  need¬ 
ed  additional  space  in  the  form 
of  new  Sunday  School  rooms. 

This  need  began  to  be  felt  last 
year  and  the  Commission  on  Fi¬ 
nance  was  requested  last  Fall  to 
include  $500  in  the  regular  church 
budget  as  a  start  in  meeting  it.

The  author,  a  member  of  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference  and  on  the  staff  of  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Board  of  Education,  has  “tested”  most  of  the 
programs  in  his  home  church,  Glendale  Methodist 
Church,  Nashville. 


The  Amen  Corner... 

If  you  put  a  map  of  the  world  before  you  and 
then  put  your  finger  on  Jacksonville,  then  San 
Francisco,  and  then  stretch  your  finger  2500  miles 
to  Honolulu,  and  after  that  move  your  finger  to 
Wake  Island  about  2000  miles  more,  and  then  ex¬ 
tend  your  finger  2400  miles  more,  you  would  hit 
Tokyo,  Japan.  Reach  your  finger  850  miles  more 
to  Seoul,  Korea,  then  about  1250  miles  south  to 
Taipei,  Formosa,  and  750  miles  more  to  Hong 
Kong,  and  then  about  800  miles  to  Manila,  and 
after  that  run  your  finger  down  through  the  in¬ 
tricate  network  of  islands  to  Mindanao,  and  over 
to  the  Province  of  Cotabata  which  would  be  about 
800  miles  more,  you  would  find  a  little  village 
named  “Kidapawan”  and  then 
take  a  jeep  out  three  miles  to 
the  Methodist  Rural  Center  in 
the  “House  of  Spottswood”  and 
you’d  find  out  where  we  are 
having  World  Wide  Commun¬ 
ion  Sunday  this  morning. 

Spotty  came  back  to  the 
Philippines  in  the  Summer  of 
1952.  You  will  remember  that 
he  spoke  at  annual  conference 
one  morning  and  moved  our 
hearts  so  deeply  that  we  made 
an.  offering  of  about  $2000.  When  he  got  back 
out  here  he  asked  the  Bishop  to  send  him  to 
Mindanao.  Have  you  ever  driven  through  the 
wilderness  from  Holapaw  to  Okeechobee?  Well, 
most  of  Mindanao  is  just  like  that  with  fifty 
billion  tons  of  mud  and  slush.  Spotty  had  in¬ 
spired  a  young  doctor,  dentist,  nurse,  teacher 
and.  a  few  others  to  give  a  year  of  their  time 
without  salary  to  come  with  him  to  Kidapawan 
to  start  Methodist  work  in  Mindanao.  Until  then 
we  had  no  work  here  on  this,  the  second  largest 
Island  in  the  Philippine  group. 

For  over  two  years  now,  Spotty,  his  wife,  his 
five  sons  and  their  dog.  Piper,  and  of  course  the 
jeep  and  the  “Piper  Cub”  plane  have  been  down 
under  these  parts.  When  I  arrived  here  on  Sep¬ 
tember  26th  I  discovered  that  the  three  houses 
they  have  built  had  just  been  completed,  painted, 
and  ready  for  occupancy.  They  are  useful  and 
attractive.  The  $2000  contributed  at  the  1952  an¬ 


nual  conference  session  went  into  the  building 
fund.  Spotty  and  his  wife  are  great  missionaries. 
And  that  goes  for  their  five  boys,  Curren  III,  Da¬ 
vid,  Steve,  and  the  twins,  Phillip  and  Paul.  It’s 
a  great  experience  to  live  in  the  home  with  them 
for  a  week.  Devotions  at  the  table. .  .unique  and 
beautiful.  Discipline.  .  .you  found  it  here.  And 
yet  it’s  for  everybody.  Their  day  starts  at  5  a.  m., 
when  they  join  with  the  staff  workers  and  others 
in.  nrayers  and  Bible  study  for  an  hour.  Then 
breakfast,  and  by  the  time  you  and  I  are  usually 
getting  up  at  home,  the  Spottswood’s  are  half 
through  with  a  day’s  work. 

In  two  years  they  have  opened  up  about  30 
preaching  places,  inspired  about  a  dozen  doctors, 
dentists,  nurses  and  teachers  to  come  for  a  year 
of  service  without  pay,  and  a  provisional  annual 
conference  of  a  dozen  pastors  has  been  organ¬ 
ized.  It’s  a  remarkable  piece  of  work.  I  am 
grateful  for  Spotty.  I  used  to  know  him  back  in 
the  States  and  in  Tampa  and  knew  he  had  cour¬ 
age  and  daring,  but  now  I  have  discovered  that 
he  has  missionary  statesmanship  and  in  a  decade 
1  predict  that  the  Methodist  work  in  Mindanao 
will  be  a  strong,  going  and  vigorous  annual  con¬ 
ference. 

When  I  get  back  to  Florida  I’ll  be  telling  you 
how  1500  can  provide  a  3000  chapel,  and  300  can 
give  a  young  minister  training  for  a  year.  And 
you  will  want  to  hear  about  plans  for  a  Metho¬ 
dist  Student  Center  at  Mindanao  Institute  of 
Technology,  and  how  we  can  help  in  building 
about  six  parsonages  for  about  1500  each. 

I’ve  got  lots  to  tell  you  but  I’ll  save  it  until  I 
get  back  to  Florida.  God  bless  you,  my  Comrades 
in.  Christ.  If  I  keep  up  this  traveling  where  our 
missionaries  have  gone  I’ll  get  interested  in  mis¬ 
sions  for  sure.  So  I  expect  I  ought  to  be  starting 
back  home  soon.  I  am  having  World  Wide  Com¬ 
munion  with  the  group  here  in  Kidapawan  this 
morning  and  I  am  thinking  about  all  of  my  dear 
fiiends  back  in  Florida,  and  thinking  how  won¬ 
derful  it  is  that  10,000  miles  cannot  separate  me 
from,  the  people  I  love  so  much. 

I  have  learned  that  Amen  is  the  same  in 
“Illacarno  dialect”  as  it  is  in  the  English  so 
with  great  missionary  zeal  I  am  saying . 

Amen  and  Amen,

The  Methodists  of  the  Jacksonville  District  met 
at  a  mass  meeting  in  the  Riverside  Park  Methodist 
Church  of  that  city  on  the  night  of  September  28th 
to  launch  the  million  dollar  Florida  Southern  Col¬ 
lege  Endowment  program  that  was  approved  by  the 
last  session  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  of  Atlanta,  Dr.  Ludd  M. 
Spivey,  president  of  Florida  Southern  College,  and 
Dr.  P.  M.  Boyd,  superintendent  of  the  Miami  Dis¬ 
trict  and  Chairman  of  the  Endowment  Fund  Com¬ 
mission,  were  the  speakers  of  the  eveniing. 

Prior  to  the  mass  meeting,  the  ministers  of  the 
district,  along  with  certain  selected  laymen,  met 
for  dinner  in  the  social  hall  of  the  church  and  tne 
plans  for  the  fund  campaign  were  explained  to 
them  at  that  time. 

Speaking  to  the  mass  meeting,  Bishop  Moore 
outlined  the  things  that  an  educational  program 
supported  by  the  church  should  have.  He  said: 

“It  should  be  the  best  that  can  be  found  intellec¬ 
tually;  it  should  be  unmistakably  Christian,  and 
genuinely  loyal  to  time-honored  Methodist  doc¬ 
trines;  it  should  resist  the  present  day  trend  to¬ 
ward  idolatry  of  material  success.” 


Defining  the  role  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  the 
education  program,  the  bishop  declared: 

“We  who  are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
carrying  on  our  educational  program  must  resist 
the  secularizing  tendencies  of  our  times  by  under¬ 
girding  it  with  positive  Christian  teaching.” 

The  Endowment  Fund  campaign  will  be  pro¬ 
moted  on  a  district-wide  basis  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  District  Superintendent  of  each 
of  the  nine  districts.  The  49  churches  of  the  Jack¬ 
sonville  District  were  assigned  a  goal  of  $174,000 
and  each  church  was  given  a  tentative  quota.  Riv¬ 
erside  Park  received  the  largest  quota  assignment 
with  their  share  set  at  $30,000.  First  Church,  Jack¬ 
sonville,  received  the  next  largest  with  a  quota  of 
$20,000.  The  canvassers  began  their  work  on  Mon¬ 
day,  October  3,  and  expect  to  complete  their  work 
by  November  18.  That  this  is  not  at  all  an  impos¬ 
sible  task  is  evident  in  the  fact  that  Dr.  Boyd,  re¬ 
maining  in  Jacksonville  only  one  day  to  talk  to 
friends  and  possible  contributors,  secured  several 
gifts  amounting  to  about  $60,000.  It  is  in  that  spirit 
that  the  campaign  is  fully  expected  to  move  tri¬ 
umphantly  from  district  to  district.

The  service  was  opened  by 
group  singing  of  "How  Firm  a 
Foundation”  followed  by  prayer 
led  by  the  Rev.  J.  Moodv  McNair, 
president  of  the  Sarasota  Minis¬ 
terial  Association.  This  portion 
of  the  service  was  followed  by  the 
reading  of  the  cornerstone  laying 
ritual  by  Dr.  A.  Dale  Hagler,  su¬ 
perintendent  of  the  Sarasota  Dis¬ 
trict  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

Present  for  the  history-making 
establishment  of  a  church  in  the 
heart  of  the  downtown  section  of 
the  city,  were  two  members  of  the 
church  who  had  been  present  at 
the  cornerstone  laying  of  the 


present  church  in  1914,  Mrs.  C.  B. 
Wilson  and  George  Thacker, 
church  and  building  fund  treas¬ 
urer. 

Also  present  for  the  ceremonies 
were  Vice  Mayor  John  D.  Kick- 
lighter,  Sibley  White,  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees;  Clarence 
Jones,  chairman  of  the  official 
board  and  William  Robertson, 
church  lay  leader.  General  con¬ 
tractors  for  the  building,  Rasmus¬ 
sen  and  Larson  Bros,  were  present. 

The  Rev.  H.  A.  Spencer,  retired 
Methodist  minister  of  Sarasota, 
led  the  congregation  in  prayer 
during  the  ritual.  Present  minis¬ 
ter  of  the  church  informed  the 
audience  what  articles  were  to  be 
placed  in  the  cornerstone.  These 
articles  included  a  copy  of  the 
Holy  Bible,  the  church  hymnal 


and  lists  of  members  and  officers 
of  the  church  as  well  as  copies  of 
local  newspapers. 

The  cornerstone  of  the  steepled 
church  was  lifted  into  place  by 
Herbert  Braren,  chairman  of  the 
building  committee  and  Chester 
Crowder,  member  of  the  commit¬ 
tee.  The  stone  was  cemented  into 
place  by  Gordon  Brick,  who  also 
placed  the  official  papers  within 
the  stone. 

The  new  church,  costing  ap¬ 
proximately  $450,000  is  to  be  air 
conditioned  and  will  seat  1,400 
persons.  Two  Sunday  services  are 
planned,  with  a  nursery  and  Sun¬ 
day  School  for  children. 

Christmas  Sunday  has  been  set 
as  the  date  of  the  first  services 
in  the  new  building.

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Floridians  Will  Observe  with  Interest 
Dollar  Endowment  for  Southern  College

(Editor’s  Note — The  foollowing  editorial  appeared  in  the 
FLORIDA  TIMES-UNION,  Jacksonville,  on  October  4th, 
subsequent  to  the  launching  of  the  Florida  Southern  Col¬ 
lege  Endowment  Campaign  in  the  Jacksonville  District. 
It  has  a  timely  message  for  every  Florida  Methodist.) 


“The  aims  of  education 
should,  not  be  exclusively,  or 
even  predominantly,  defined 
by  the  needs  of  the  economic 
structure  of  our  society.” 

These  words  of  President  Nath¬ 
an  M.  Pusey  of  Harvard  Univer¬ 
sity  serve  as  a  fitting  introduc¬ 
tion  to  the  statement  made  by 
Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  in  launch¬ 
ing  the  campaign  the  other  night 
for  a  million-dollar  endowment 
fund,  for  Southern  College  at 
Lakeland. 

“The  task  of  Christian  educa¬ 
tion,”  the  Bishop  declared,  “is  to 
assert  the  supremacy  of  the  spiri¬ 
tual  over  the  secular;  to  defend, 
preserve  and  promote  those  in¬ 
tangible  ideals  that  come  from  re¬ 
ligion.” 

Combine  these  authoritative 
opinions  of  education  and  they 
constitute  a  challenge  to  Florida 
Methodists,  who  own  Southern 
College,  that  cannot  be  properly 
met  except  by  prompt  and  full 
cooperation  to  the  end  that  the 
fund  be  fully  subscribed  by  the 
date  fixed  for  conclusion  of  the 
campaign — Nov.  18. 

It  is  inconceivable  that  the 
Methodists  would  do  less  than 
that,  for  there  are  scores  of 
thousands  of  them  in  the  state, 
a.nd  a  million  dollars  is  a  mere 
pittance  in  proportion  to  what 
Southern  College — like  all  the 
rest  of  the  privately  financed  in¬ 
stitutions  of  higher  learning  - — 
needs  and  should  have. 

Obviously  the  income  from  the 
million  dollars  will  have  to  be 
spread  mighty  thin  to  make  a 
noteworthy  showing  in  keeping 
down  tuition  costs,  improving  fac¬ 
ulty  salaries  and  the  quality  of 
personnel,  and  pay  other  essen¬ 
tial  expenses. 

To  determine  just  how  far  it 
will  go  figure  the  amount  of  the 
income  and  estimate  the  various 
benficiaries’  receipts.  The  result 
should  encourage  every  Methodist 
to  give  five  dollars  where  he  had 
planned  to  give  only  one. 

The  Methodists  should  not,  how¬ 
ever,  think  that  when  they  con- 
trbute  to  the  comparatively  small 
fund  they  are  doing  something 
wholly  for  themselves — something 
from  which  they  will  be  the  sole 
beneficiaries. 

Far,  far  from  it.  Their  gifts  will 
serve  as  life-blood  to  keep  alive  an 
excellent  educational  institution 


which  is  makig  a  noteworthy  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  ranks  of  leaders 
in  business,  cultural,  professional 
and.  managerial  enterprises  in 
America. 

What  Southern  College  is  thus 
doing  has  become  recognized  in 
recent  years  by  our  informed,  in¬ 
telligent  and  alert  leadership  as 
of  outstanding  importance  to  the 
country. 

Wherever  men  and  women  of 
high  qualifications  are  wanted  for 
training  for  positions  of  manage- 
graduates  of  the  privately  oper- 
ment  they  are  sought  among  the 
ated  colleges  and  universities  — 
among  those  who  have  contribut¬ 
ed  most  to  the  cost  of  their  edu¬ 
cation. 

President  Eisenhower  declared 
some  months  ago  that  it  would  be 
a  calamity  to  let  any  of  these 
schools  go  out  of  business  because 
of  lack  of  funds. 

Another  feature  of  this  cam¬ 
paign  that  should  appeal  strongly 
to  the  members  of  Methodist 
churches  throughout  the  state  is 
that  if  their  denomination  is  to 
keep  its  nameplate  on  Southern 
College,  it  ought  to  support  the 
school  financially. 

For  church  people  to  claim  an 
institution  of  higher  learning  as 
their  own,  send  large  numbers  of 
their  young  people  there  for  train¬ 
ing  without  cost  to  the  students 
— even  for  the  ministry —  and 
then  solicit  funds  outside  the  de- 
nominaton  to  keep  the  school  op¬ 
erating,  reflects  discredit  upon 
the  denomination. 

In.  all  such  cases  the  denomin¬ 
ational  affiliation  should  be  sev¬ 
ered,  and  the  institution  placed 
in  position  to  obtain  liberal  funds 
from  those  multi-million  dollar 
Foundations  which  refuse  to  aid 
schools  having  religious  affilia¬ 
tions. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  fi¬ 
nancial  stability  there  are  un¬ 
doubtedly  many  colleges  in  the 
South  that  would  be  benefited  by 
this  cutting-loose  policy. 

Every  denomination  should, 
however,  have  its  college  at  which 
to  train  its  young  people  in  de¬ 
nominational  doctrines  and  prac¬ 
tices.  How  else  can  it  equip  its  age. 
to-age  leadership? 

The  young  man  who  gets  his  ed¬ 
ucation  for  the  ministry  at  his  de¬ 
nominational  university  obviously 


develops  through  active  service 
into  a  more  satisfactory  preacher 
than  one  who  goes  off  to  one  of 
the  big  divinity  schools  where  the 
deity  of  Christ  is  a  questionable 
and  debatable  subject. 

Early  members  of  the  Methodist 
ministerial  staff  evidently  recog¬ 
nized  this  as  a  fact.  Bishop  Moore 
said  the  other  night  that  not  one 
of  the  original  American  circuit 
riders  was  a  college  graduate,  but 
when  they  came  up  to  their  first 
conference,  they  already  had  on 
hand  the  cash  to  build  a  college. 

And  John  Wesley,  founder  of 
Methodism,  insisted  that  training 
of  the  mind  is  an  essential  part 
of  Christian  life. 

Under  these  circumstances  it 
w'ould  seem  that  every  Methodist 
would  make  a  quick  and  liiberal 
response  to  the  opportunity  the 
endowment-fund  campaign  of¬ 
fers  him.

Youth  Camp  Closes 
Greatest  Summer  Program 

Each  year  we  are  able  to  report 
that  our  summer  program  was  an 
improvement  over  the  previous 
summer,  but  this  summer  has 
topped  anything  we  have  ever  ex¬ 
perienced  in  our  Florida  MYF 
Camp  and  Assembly  program. 

A  good  many  leaders  who  know 
our  Camp  and  Assembly  program 
very  well  were  somewhat  skepti¬ 
cal  about  the  “double-camp”  pro¬ 
gram  idea,  but  it  has  worked  out 
beautifully.  In  fact,  a  good  many 
remarks  have  been  made  similar 
to  this  one  made  bv  one  minister 
to  the  camp  director:  “This  is  my 
fifth  summer  in  our  camp  and 
this  program  has  topped  them 
all.” 

There  were,  of  course,  many 
contributing  factors  to  this  "more 
successful”  program.  First  of  all, 
we  had  space  enough  so  that  no 
applications  were  rejected  for  the 
first  time  in  several  years,  thanks 
to  our  conference  laymen  who  gave 
and  built  19  new  buildings.  Second, 
the  double  camp  made  it  possible 
to  put  all  seventh  graders  together 
in  one  camp,  while  eight  and 
ninth  graders  occupied  the  other 
camp,  solving  some  age-problems 
we  usually  face.  Third,  the  new 
unit  of  study  for  Intermediates 
CHRIST  ABOVE  ALL,  written  by 
Mrs.  Thelma  Tatum,  created  new 
interest  and  gave  new  meaning 
to  the  camp  and  local  MYF  pro¬ 
gram.  Fourth,  we  had  a  wonder- 


v/ith  the  Hon.  Harold  E.  Stassen, 
president  of  the  23rd  Quadrenni¬ 
al  International  Church  School 
Convention,  at  recent  sessions  of 
that  body  at  which  they  repre¬ 
sented  the  Florida  Conference. 


i'ul  group  of  young  people  form¬ 
ing  the  Youth  Leadership  Team, 
working  cooperatively  and  with 
true  Christian  spirit.  The  list 
could  go  on  and  cn,  but  these  are 
the  main  factors  giving  us  a  bet¬ 
ter  program. 

The  greatest  proof  of  the  suc¬ 
cessful  program  is  found  in  the 
results.  Many  ministers  have  re¬ 
ported  receiving  new  members  as 
a  result  of  the  summer  progam. 
Figures  cannot  show  most  of  the 
wonderful  things  that  happened 
“inside”  our  campers,  but  they  do 
indicate  seme  worth  while  things. 
Last  summer  (1954)  our  total 
summer  attendance  was  2,778,  in¬ 
cluding  staff.  This  year  the  total 
attendance  was  3,695.  Last  year 
out  of  some  2,200  campers  we  had 
registered  789  first  committments 
to  Christ.  This  year  we  had  3,055 
campers  and  the  unbelieveable 
number  of  first  decisions  for 
Christ  was  1,439.  We  do  not  press 
for  committments  to  full-time  vo¬ 
cational  Christian  service  among 
our  Intermediate  group;  we  do 
give  them  opportunity  to  indicate 
an  interest  in  this  field.  524  In¬ 
termediates  indicated  such  an  in¬ 
terest  this  summer.  And  from  our 
Assembly  delegates  (senior  high 
agej  we  had  120  first  decisions  for 
full-time  service. 

An  intense  interest  in  others 
was  also  shown  among  the  youth 
at  Camp  this  summer.  One  of  the 
tangible  indications  of  this  was 
in  the  way  they  shared  their 
spending  money  with  worth  while 
projects.  The  first  four  Intermed¬ 


iate  Camps  promoted  the  German 
Youth  Camp  fund,  which  enables 
many  German  youth,  some  from 
the  Russian  zone,  to  attend  a 
Methodist  youth  camp  program. 
The  campers  of  these  four  weeks 
gave  $1,175.00  for  this  project.  The 
last  three  Intermediates  Camps 
and  the  four  Youth  Assemblies 
shared  in  the  Wai  Yun  Syn  pro¬ 
ject  by  giving  $3,499.27.  Wai  Yun 
has  completed  his  pre-med  work 
at  U.  of  F.  and  is  entering  Emory 
Medical  School  this  fall. 

The  figures  for  total  attendance 
at  the  Camp  this  summer  include 
107  delegates  attending  the  MYF- 
MSM  Convocation.  This  group  be¬ 
gan  a  project  to  help  start  Meth¬ 
odist  student  work  at  Florida  A. 
and  M.  University,  Tallahassee. 
Their  giving  amounted  to  about 
$200.00. 

We  are  grateful  to  God  for  the 
place  the  Florida  Methodists  have 
provided  for  their  youth  at  the 
Youth  Camp.  We  are  grateful  for 
the  leaders  who  come  to  share  in 
the  program  by  giving  of  their 
time  and  efforts  and  love.  We  are 
thankful  for  the  love  of  God 
which  reaches  the  hearts  of  so 
many  in  a  program  that  brings 
together  the  experiences  of  home 
and  church  and  school  and  work 
and  leads  toward  decisions  for 
Him  and  His  Kingdom.

Mrs.  Northrup,  being  a 
member  at  the  time  of  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  Trinity.  Community  in 
Daytona  Beach  claims  her  now 
and  has  for  a  number  of  years. 
Mrs.  Lavar  Smith  was  the  First 
President  of  the  District  and  a 
member  of  Trinity  Society  at  the 
time;  Mrs.  Morton  McDonald  was 
the  second  District  President  and 
Mrs.  Northrup  the  third.  How  is 
that  for  an  outstanding  Society? 

Mrs.  Lessie  Hagstrom,  District 
Secretary  of  the  District  prior  to 
unification,  gave  a  humorous  and 
interesting  account  of  one  of  the 
District  Meetings  she  held  while 
serving  in  that  capacity.  The  dis¬ 
trict  reached  from  Falatka  to  Oke¬ 
echobee.  The  day  before  the  meet¬ 
ing  was  to  be  held  at  Okeechobee 
she  boarded  an  early  morning 
train  at  Orange  City  Junction. 
When  the  passenger-log  train  got 
a  little  below  Kissimmee  the 
woods  were  on  fire  and  they  had 
to  wait  for  five  hours  until  the 
fire  burned  past  the  place  of 
crossing  the  tracks.  She  said  the 
smoke  was  so  dense  that  as  yet 
she  had  not  fully  recovered.  When 
the  belated  train  pulled  into 
Okeechobee  it  was  early  morning. 
No  one  was  there  to  meet  her.  A 
kind  old  gentleman  that  had  met 
the  train  for  a  person  that  had 
not  made  connections  with  this 
one,  took  her  to  the  place  where 
she  was  to  stay.  She  had  to  awak¬ 
en  the  people  who  were  strangers 
to  her.  They  had  met  the  train 
earlier,  but  as  it  was  not  in  the 
“habit”  of  always  coming  in  the 
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same  day  it  was  scheduled  to,  they 
thought  nothing  of  it.  They  were 
sure  she  would  get  there  some 
way. 

The  next  morning  they  were  at 
the  church  at  9  o’clock  and  began 
their  meeting.  They  stayed  until 
5  that  afternoon.  At  noon  time 
they  had  a  sumptuous  feast  with 
all  the  children.  In  fact  there 
were  15  of  them — and  only  one 
colored  woman  to  “mind”  them. 

The  children  had  all  been  good 
as  could  be.  They  played  outside 
all  the  time  without  any  disturb¬ 
ance  at  all. 

Mrs.  Hagstrom  said  that  the 
women  were  most  enthusiastic 
about  their  work  and  wanted  to 
know  everything  that  was  expect¬ 
ed  of  them. 

The  train  she  boarded  back  the 
next  day  was  this  time  a  “log- 
passenger”  train.  It  even  had  logs 
in  the  one  passenger  coach,  along 
with  the  one  passenger  they  had. 

The  women  had  fixed  her  a  “lap 
lunch”,  enough  to  last  a  week  she 
said. 

They  stopped  over  an  hour  load¬ 
ing  logs  at  Holopaw.  After  that 
they  made  much  slower  time — but 
she  got  home  safe  and  sound  and 
so  thankful  of  the  opportunity  to 
do  her  part  in  carrying  out  the 
mission  of  her  Church. 

We  are  sure  there  are  many 
others  that  have  just  such  a  story 
to  tell.  How  much  we  owe  to  them 
for  these  unselfish  and  uncom¬ 
fortable  experiences.  Truly  the 
torch  has  been  in  consecrated 
hands — we  must  see  that  it  con¬ 
tinues  to  burn  brighter  and 
brighter  and  further  and  further, 
to  the  “ENDS  OF  THE  EARTH.” 


Clarification 

An  ambiguous  statement  made 
in  a  news  story  which  appeared 
in  the  FLORIDA  METHODIST  for 
September  1st  should  be  clarified. 
The  statement  reported  recog¬ 
nition  being  given  the  Rev.  T. 
Newton  Wise,  pastor  at  Tampa

First  Church,  Bradenton,

A  contract  for  alterations  and 
additions  to  the  First  Methodist 
Church  of  Bradenton,  has  been 
awarded  to  John  Rasmussen,  con¬ 
tractor,  and  work  has  already  be¬ 
gun.  The  contract  is  for  $155,360. 
The  Ground  Breaking  Service 
was  held  Sunday  morning,  Octo¬ 
ber  2nd.  A  large  crowd  attended 
this  significant  service

ter  member  of  the  original  Meth¬ 
odist  Church:  D  .  Smith  Hardin, 
Minister  when  the  present  church 
building  was  erected;  John  Ras¬ 
mussen,  contractor;  Edward  Dean 
Wyke,  Supervising  Architect;  Leo 
H.  Wilson,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees;  W.  M.  Smiley,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Official  Board;  C.  C. 
Carter,  Church  School  Superin¬ 
tendent;  Mrs.  S.  L.  Stoner,  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.;  Walter 
S  Hardin,  Chairman  of  the 
Building  C'ommiittee;  Pat  Sipe, 
President  of  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship;  Rev.  Fred  L.  Martin, 
and  Rev.  John  R.  Sanderson. 

The  new  addition  will  house 
fifteen  new  classrooms  and  ade¬ 
quate  restroom  facilities.  When 
the  alterations  are  complete  there 
will  be  side  balconies  in  the  main 
sanctuary;  complete  renovation  of 
the  choir  loft;  a  chapel  on  the 
ground  floor;  a  small  prayer 
room;  arrangement  for  a  dress¬ 
ing  room  for  the  choir  and  ade¬ 
quate  office  space  for  the  Minis¬ 
ter  of  Education  and  Church 
School  Secretary. 

The  building  will  be  completed 
for  Easter,  1956. 


Of  the  $51,000  pledged  last 
March,  Tamiami  Temple,  Miami, 
now  has  $18,000  in  the  bank. 
When  the  bank  balance  reaches 
$25,000  ground  will  be  broken  for 
the  new  Church  School  building. 


AN  URGENT  APPEAL 

Dr.  Gaither  P.  Warfield,  direct¬ 
or  of  the  Methodist  Committee 
for  Overseas  Relief,  today  appeal¬ 
ed  to  Methodists  in  the  United 
States  to  provide  additional  funds 
for  the  relief  of  flood  victims  in 
the  Punjab  area  of  India  and 
bordering  sections  of  Pakistan.  M- 
COR  already  has  sent  $3000  in  aid 
to  the  stricken  areas  and  has 
joined,  with  Church  World  Ser¬ 
vice,  interdenominational  relief 
agency,  in  shipment  of  food,  med¬ 
icines  and  cash. 

“What  we  have  done  is  only  a 
fragment  of  the  relief  and  reha¬ 
bilitation  measures  which  are 
needed,”  Dr.  W'arfield  said  in 
making  the  appeal.  He  estimated 
that  $10,000  is  needed  for  work 
through  Methodist  sources. 

Described  as  the  worst  flood  in 
living  history,  the  rampaging 
waters  of  three  rivers  have  af¬ 
fected  more  than  45,000,000  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  country  northwest  of 
Delhi,  India’s  capital  city.  Eye 
witness  accounts  tell  of  thous¬ 
ands  of  starving  villagers  maroon¬ 
ed.  in  isolated  areas,  some  lodged 
in  tree  tops  for  three  days  before 
help  came.  The  situation  was 
made  worse  by  the  hazard  of  dis¬ 
ease  among  the  undernourished 
nationals.  The  death  toll  in  Pun¬ 
jab  alone  rose  to  5000. 

Farmlands,  one  of  the  main 
souces  of  income  among  the  vil¬ 
lagers,  will  be  unusable  for  many 
months  to  come.  More  than  900,- 
000  square  miles  of  land  was  in¬ 
undated  in  the  Multan  section  of 
Pakistan  and  damage  to  land  in 
other  parts  of  the  flooded  area 
was  equally  bad.  Added  to  other 
aspects  of  the  tragedy  is  the  in¬ 
festation  of  snakes  which  have 
been  brought  down  from  the  hill 
tracts  by  the  flood  waters.  In  Lud¬ 
hiana,  where  Methodist  mission¬ 
ary  doctors  work  in  the  interde¬ 
nominational  Christian  Medical 
College,  thousands  of  snakes  have 
invaded  the  area.  One  owner  of  a 
tractor  who  was  using  his  ma¬ 
chine  to  rescue  flood  victims  re¬ 
ported  that  at  the  end  of  a  short 
run  he  found  eleven  snakes  cling¬ 
ing  to  various  parts  of  the  tractor. 

Bishop  J.  Waskom  Pickett,  of 
the  Delhi  episcopal  area,  report¬ 
ed  heavy  damage  to  church  and 
mission  properties  but  said  that 
missionaries  and  Indian  church 
leaders  were  safe.  However,  many 
Chistians  were  caught  up  in  the 
disaster  in  the  border  areas  of  In¬ 
dia  and  Pakistan. 

“The  India  and  Pakistan  people 
are  doing  a  magnificant  job  of 
meeting  this  disaster  ”  Dr.  War- 
field  said,  “but  all  of  their  self¬ 
less  service  is  not  adequate.  In  the 
face  of  recent  crippling  floods  in 
our  own  county,  we  of  all  people 
should  be  ready  to  help.”

Commission  on  Evangelism 
Gets  Results 

In  one  of  the  discussion  groups 
on  the  work  of  the  Commission 
on  Membership  and  Evangelism 
in  the  local  church  which  met  as 
a.  part  of  the  Conference  on  Evan¬ 
gelism  at  Lake  Junaluska  this 
summer,  Mrs.  T.  L.  Bays,  Sr.,  of 
Ormond  Beach,  brought  a  report 
of  the  work  of  the  commission  in 
her  local  church  that  challenged 
and  thrilled  all  who  heard  it.  Here 
is  a  portion  of  her  account  of  the 
methods  used  and  results  achiev¬ 
ed. 

“All  members  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion  are  dedicated  Christians.  We 
begin  each  meeting  with  prayer. 

“Our  pastor,  the  Rev.  Alfred 
Vaught,  is  our  inspiration  and 
the  chairman,  Mr.  Paul  Shuler, 
is  an  excellent  executive — creat¬ 
ing  friendly  cooperation  among 
the  thirty  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mission.” 

“We  find  our  prospects  and 
new  members  for  the  church 
through  the  Sunday  School,  post¬ 
men,  business  reports,  guests  at 
Circle  meetings,  moving  compan¬ 
ies,  watching  for  new  people  mov¬ 
ing  into  our  neighborhoods,  and 
visiting  with  guests  after  the  Sun¬ 
day  morning  services  while  en¬ 
joying  orange  juice  served  by  our 
ushers. 

“Our  work  is  divided  into  sec¬ 
tions,  usually  about  four  blocks 
square,  and  two  Captains  are  in 
charge  of  each  section,  usually  a 
couple.  Printed  calling  cards  are 
provided,  for  the  callers  with  a 
space  for  them  to  write  in  their 
names  under  the  name  of  the 
church.  -’Cards  are  left  whether 
the  prospects  are  found  at  home 
or  not. 

“There  are  twelve  floating  Cap¬ 
tains  who  go  into  any  section 
where  second  or  third  calls  are 
deemed  wise  by  the  section  Cap¬ 
tain. 

“Our  callers  are  schooled  to 
learn  of  any  talents,  hobbies,  and 
interests  of  the  prospects  and  this 
information  is  passed  along  to 
the  choir,  Men’s  Club,  W.  S.  C.  S., 
etc.  It  has  helped  give  the  new¬ 
comers  a  contact  and  establish  an 
early  feeling  of  being  a  welcome 
part  of  the  church  family. 

“Our  card  files  are  carefully 
systematized.  Duplicate  cards  are 
given  to  the  Captains  each  meet¬ 
ing  and  they  are  reported  upon 
at  the  following  meeting. 

“The  Commission  members  as¬ 
sist  in  greeting  guests  at  the 
church  dinners  and  luncheons 
and  they  preside  at  the  Guest 
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Book  preceding  the  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing  services. 

“We  have  prayer  groups  for  ill 
members  and  friends  of  the 
Church  and  we  pray  individually 
before  we  go  out  on  calls.  We  have 
planned  a  Retreat  and  a  Week  of 
Prayer  before  the  dedication  of 
our  new  sanctuary  this  Fall. 

“In.  less  than  three  years  our 
membership  has  grown  from  three 
families,  meeting  in  the  pastor’s 
house,  to  a  membership  of  over 
three  hundred  with  a  well  plan¬ 
ned  church  building  nearing  com¬ 
pletion. 

“We  are  deeply  grateful  for 
God’s  help  in  the  rapid  and 
healthy  growth  of  our  beloved 
Church.”

From  First  Methodist  Church 
at  Perry,  Florida,  Rev.  Jesse  E. 
Jones,  pastor,  and  with  515  mem¬ 
bers  come  these  testamonials  in 
regard  to  tithing: 

One  said — “I  tithed  until  I  got 
married,  then  I  stopped  for  my 
husband  did  not  believe  in  tithing 
and  I  had  only  what  he  gave  me 
for  groceries.

The  annual  TEN-IN-ONE  offer¬ 
ing  toy  Florida  Methodists  will  be 
received  throughout  most  of  the 
churches  of  the  Conference  on 
Sunday,  March  4,  Dr.  C.  M.  Cot¬ 
ton,  committee  chairman  and 
WTest  Palm  Beach  district  super¬ 
intendent,  has  announced. 

Dr.  'Cotton  said  that  the  1956 
objective  in  the  one-time  offer- 
iing  will  be  $90,000  with  the  break¬ 
down  as  follows: 

Week  of  Dedication,  $20,000; 
College  Day,  $21,000;  Veterans’ 
Day,  $8,000;  Wesley  Foundation 
Program,  $7,000;  Television,  $6,- 
000;  Methodist  Student  Work, 
$5,000;  Race  Relations,  $5,000; 
Group  Insurance,  $10,000;  Dis¬ 
trict  Promotion,  $5,000;  and  Tem- 
peance,  $3,000. 

Dr.  Cotton,  after  meeting  with 
his  committee  during  Pastors’ 
School  at  the  Methodist  Youth 
Camp  at  Leesburg,  said  that  all 
churches  in  the  Conference  will 
be  requested  to  take  the  TEN-IN- 
ONE  offering  on  March  4  except 
those  which  have  already  provid¬ 
ed  for  contributions  in  their  bud¬ 
gets. 

The  TEN-IN-ONE  offering  plan 
was  approved  by  the  Conference 
in  annual  session  in  Lakeland  in 
1954.  It  is  desiged  to  provide  just 
one  annual  offering  for  10  pur¬ 
poses  instead  of  10  special  offer¬ 
ings  during  the  calendar  year. 

With  an  increase  of  only  $5,000 
over  the  1955  goal  of  $85,000,  Dr. 
Cotton  said  that  he  was  confident 
that  this  year’s  objective  would 
be  reached,  and  he  added: 

“While  Sunday,  March  4,  has 
been  designated  for  the  TEN-IN- 
ONE  offering,  some  churches  will 
not  have  to  even  take  the  special 
offering  on  that  day  since  they 
have  made  budget  provisions. 
Some  of  the  smaller  churches  may 
want  to  take  two  or  three  offer¬ 
ings  for  the  TEN-IN-ONE  pro¬ 
gram  because  a  single  offering- 
makes  it  difficult  for  them  to  sub¬ 
scribe  to  a  quota.  We  hope  that 
all  churches  in  the  Conference 
will  set  up  their  plans  so  that 
complete  reports  may  be  made 
immediately  after  March  4.  ” 

The  TEN-IN-ONE  committee 
will  prepare  literature  for  distri¬ 
bution  in  all  churches  to  provide 
members  with  complete,  detailed 
information  on  the  offering  pro¬ 
gram.

At  Lake  Worth 

Rally  Day  in  the  Church  School 
emphasized  the  opening  of  Christ¬ 
ian  Education  Week  at  Calvary 
Church,  Lake  Worth.  A  goal  of 
500  was  set  for  the  attendance 
record.  The  final  count  was  14 
short.  A  record  of  some  sorts, 
however,  was  set  with  reference 
to  Sunday  School  attendance  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer.

The  Living  Word  By  Luther  A.  Weigle 

Editor’s  Note — The  Committee  on  the  Use  and  Un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  Bible  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  is  releasing  to  the  Religious  Press  a  series 
of  brief  articles  giving  new  insights  into  words  that 
have  changed  in  meaning  as  found  in  the  Revised 
Standard  Version  in  contrast  to  the  King  James  Ver¬ 
sion  of  the  Bible.  These  articles  are  being  written  by 
Dr.  Luther  A.  Weigle,  well-known  Chairman  of  the 
Standard  Bible  Committee.  We  are  happy  to  carry 
this  feature  in  THE  FLORIDA  METHODIST  and 
hope  our  readers  will  find  it  interesting  and  helpful. 

“HEAVINESS”  AND  “HEAVY” 


A  New  England  daily  news¬ 
paper  has  the  good  custom  of 
printing,  just  below  its  mast¬ 
head,  a  verse  from  the  Bible. 
On  the  day  before  Christmas, 
December  24,  1954,  this  verse 
was  Proverbs  12:25:  “Heaviness 
in  the  heart  of  man  maketh  it 
stoop;  but  a  good  word  maketh 
it  glad.” 

Wondering  why  this  verse 
was  chosen,  when  there  are  so 
many  verses  in  the  Bible  which 
are  more  appropriate  to  Christ¬ 
mas  Eve,  I  turned  to  see  how  it 
is  worded  in  the  Revised  Stan¬ 
dard  Version.  Here  I  found  a 
more  accurate  translation  of 
the  Hebrew  text:  “Anxiety  in 
a  man’s  heart  weighs  him 
down,  but  a  good  word  makes 
him  glad.” 

“Heaviness”  is  a  word  that  is 
strangely  used  in  the  King 
James  Version  of  the  Bible.  It 
appears  fourteen  times,  but 
never  in  the  sense  of  physical 
weight.  In  each  case  it  has  a 
psychological  meaning;  it  de¬ 
notes  a  state  of  mind.  More 
precisely,  in  each  of  these  cases 
it  denotes  one  of  a  dozen  dif¬ 
ferent  states  of  mind.  For  the 
King  James  Version  uses  “heav¬ 
iness”  to  represent  seven  dif¬ 
ferent  Hebrew  words  and  three 
different  Greek  words,  each  of 
which  has  its  own  distinct 
meaning.  The  more  exact 
translation  of  these  terms  by 
the  Revised  Standard  Version 
displaces  the  word  “heaviness” 
in  all  of  the  fourteen  cases. 
Listing  the  terms  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  given  in 
Young’s  Concordance,  “heavi¬ 


ness  is  replaced  by  “anxiety” 
(Proverbs  12:25),  “a  faint  spir¬ 
it"  (Isaiah  61:3),  “sad  counte¬ 
nance,”  (Job  9:27),  “moaning,” 
(Isaiah  29:2),  “sorrow,”  (Psalm 
119:28;  Proverbs  10:1;  Romans 
9:2),  “grief,”  (Proverbs  14:13), 
“fasting,”  (Ezra  9:5),  “dejec¬ 
tion,”  (James  4:9),  “painful,” 
(II  Corinthians  2:1),  “despair,” 
(Psalm  69:20),  “distressed,” 
(Philippians  2:26),  “have  to 
suffer,”  (I  Peter  1:6). 

The  word  “heavy”  is  used  by 
the  King  James  Version  more 
naturally  —  we  read  of  heavy 
yokes,  heavy  burdens,  heavy 
bondage,  heavy  hands,  heavy 
hearts,  heavy  hair,  heavy  trans¬ 
gression,  eyes  heavy  with  sleep, 
and  ears  heavy  to  hear.  In 
Isaiah  58:6  “heavy  burdens” 
does  not  accurately  represent 
the  Hebrew,  which  means  “the 
thongs  of  the  yoke”;  in  Pro¬ 
verbs  31:6  “heavy  hearts”  is  not 
strong  enough  an  expression 
for  “those  in  bitter  distress.” 

The  King  James  Version  uses 
the  same  word  to  express  King 
Ahab’s  vexation  over  Naboth’s 
refusal  and  our  Lord’s  feeling 
as  he  approached  his  agony  in 
the  Garden  of  Gethsemane. 
Ahab  was  “heavy,”  it  says,  and 
Jesus  began  to  be  “very  heavy  ” 
This  is  entirely  unjustified,  for 
the  Hebrew  term  used  concern¬ 
ing  Ahab  means  “resentful”  or 
“vexed,”  which  is  just  the  op¬ 
posite  of  our  Lord’s  attitude  in 
Gethsemane.  Compare  I  Kings 
20:43;  21:4  and  Matthew  26  37- 
Mark  14:33  in  the  King  James 
Version  and  the  Revised  Stan¬ 
dard  Version 


After  ten  years  of  splendid  ser-

of  a  series  of  three  by  this  prolific  writer.  The  first 
volume  was  “CHRISTIANITY — An  inquiry  into  Its

Fiftieth  Anniversary  Bross  Prize.  The  second  was 
“RELIGION  AS  SALVATION,  published  in  1953. 

Says  Dr.  Rail,  “Religion  is  man’s  highest  con¬ 
cern”  .  .  .  and  .  .  .  “God  is  the  great  word  in  religion, 
its  first  word  and  its  last  .  .  .  His  help  is  our  hope. 
Jesus  Christ  is  our  Lord  and  Master  and  Savior  be¬ 
cause  we  believe  that  the  eternal  God  has  come  to 
us  in  Him.  The  highest  task  of  our  preaching  and 
teaching  is  to  set  forth  the  God  of  our  faith.  That 
is  the  aim  of  this  work.” 

Here  is  a  book  of  theology  that  will  have  inter¬ 
est  and  appeal  for  thoughtful  laymen  as  well  as  for 
ministers  and  theological  students.

The  Amen  Corner... 

The  Land  of  India.  Christ  of  the  Indian  Road. 
Thirty  years  ago  I  read  that  book  which  was  the 
first  to  be  published  by  E.  Stanley  Jones.  It  be¬ 
came  a  world  sensation.  It  skyrocketed  Dr.  Jones 
into  international  fame  and  opened  doors  to  him 
through  which  he  has  been  going  for  three  dec¬ 
ades. 

And  now  I  am  writing  in  the  “Amen  Corner” 
in  Lucknow,  India.  It  was  here  that  Stanley 
Jones  began  his  great  missionary  career.  He  was 
a  pastor  here  and  a  district 
superintendent  and  an  evan¬ 
gelist.  It’s  near  here  where 
he  conducts  his  famous  Ash¬ 
rams.  Even  now  there  is  a 
building  under  construction 
in  Lucknow  to  be  used  as  his 
clinic. 

Last  night  1  was  enter¬ 
tained  in  the  home  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  W.  W.  Bell  along  with  a 
number  of  Indian  and  Am¬ 
erican  guests  at  a  lovely  din¬ 
ner.  Following  the  meal,  16  Indian  young  people 
came  in  and  sang  a  group  of  songs  for  us.  They 
were  dressed  in  the  colorful  garments  so  charac¬ 


teristic  of  India.  And  how  they  could  sing.  They 
will  be  coming  to  the  General  Conference  in 
Minnesota  next  April  to  sing  on  the  night  that 
the  Centennial  of  Indian  Methodism  is  to  be 
celebrated.  Then  they  will  sing  in  churches, 
schools,  colleges,  and  conferences  over  the  na¬ 
tion,  after  which  all  of  them  will  enter  colleges 
as  Crusade  Scholars  and  on  other  scholarships 
This  is  a  wonderful  plan.  I  hope  we  might  have 
these  16  splendid  Indian  Youth  in  Florida. 

Two  days  in  Calcutta  were  most  interesting. 
Then  three  days  in  New  Delhi,  capitol  of  India, 
where  I’ll  be  with  Bishop  Pickett.  After  that  I’ll 
visit  Lahore  and  then  Karachi  in  Pakistan — and 
head  for  Cairo,  Jerusalem,  Beirut,  Rome,  Paris, 
London  and  Home! 

Wherever  I  go  for  the  next  six  months  lead¬ 
ing  up  to  Annual  Conference  I’ll  be  sharing  in¬ 
formation  on  this  great  trip.

I  won’t  bore  you  with 
details  but  I  will  try  to  hit  the  highlights  that 
may  prove  helpful  in  increasing  our  interest  in 
the  World  Mission  of  Our  Christ. 

And  I  have  taken  some  pictures,  too.

“Therefore,  since  we  are  sur¬ 
rounded  by  so  great  a  cloud  of 
witnesses,  let  us  lay  aside  every 
weight,  and  sin  which  clings  so 
closely,  and  let  us  run  with  per¬ 
severance  the  race  that  is  set  be¬ 
fore  us,  looking  to  Jesus,  the  Pio¬ 
neer  and  Perfecter  of  our  faith.” 
Like  the  early  Christian  church 
First  Methodist  of  Ft.  Myers  has 
had  from  the  very  beginning  a 
great  cloud  of  dynamic  witnesses 
some  of  whom  have  been  color¬ 
ful,  but  many  more  who  hove 
worked  quietly  like  leaven. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Jordan,  a  Methodist 
Circuit  Rider  from  Bartow  held 
the  first  religious  services  in  Ft. 
Myers  in  1872.  He  rode  a  hundred 
miles  to  preach  to  the  four  fam¬ 
ilies  living  there,  two  of  whom 
were  Catholic.  Every  man,  woman 
and  child  in  town  listened  to  the 
sermon  and  prayed  with  him. 

Until  1881  the  group  of  Metho¬ 
dists  worshipped  in  a  log  house 
near  the  banks  of  the  Caloosa- 
hatchee  River  which  served  as  a 
school  during  the  week.  Because 
of  the  tearful  pleas  of  Rev.  E.  H. 
Giles,  cattlemen  for  miles  around 
chipped  in  and  helped  to  pay  for 
the  first  real  church  building 
anywhere  in  that  region.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  years  were  successful  fin¬ 
ancially  and.  spiritually.  Most  of 
the  reports  to  Quarterly  Confer¬ 
ence  breathe  a  deep  yearning  and 
longing  for  a  better  way  of  life. 
An  excerpt  from  one  made  by  Rev. 
W.  E.  Collier  in  1880  on  the  gener¬ 
al  state  of  the  church  brings  alive 
this  period  of  our  history.  “We 
have  abundant  material  to  have 
an  efficient  core  of  teachers. 
There  is  a  host  of  children  and 
young  people  who,  if  properly 
handled  may  contribute  its  quota 
towards  making  earth  sing  and 
heaven  shout.  I  long  to  find  more 
suitable  ways  to  help  my  little 
flock  of  sixty  scholars.”  In  1882 
Rev.  E.  H.  Giles  wrote:  “There  is 
no  special  demonstration  of  the 
Presence  and  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  However,  there  is  less  in¬ 
clination  to  overlook  church  law 
and  order.” 

Forgiveness  has  been  a  cardi¬ 
nal  principle  of  Christianity  from 
the  beginning.  And  Myers  Charge 
as  it  was  called  in  1885,  demon¬ 
strated.  its  willingness  to  live  by 
this  important  teaching  of  Jesus. 
A  lay  preacher  was  brought  before 
the  quarterly  conference  and  was 
charged  with  being  intoxicated. 
Later  he  pleaded  guilty  and  asked 
forgiveness.  The  conference  voted 


to  forgive  him,  and  Rev.  R.  H. 
Barnett,  the  Presiding  Elder,  re¬ 
newed  his  license  to  preach. 

By  1887  the  congregation  had 
outgrown  their  seven  year  old 
building  and  plans  were  laid  to 
raise  funds  for  a  new  one.  Rev.  J. 
A.  Oastel,  pastor  at  this  time  re¬ 
vealed  in  his  reports  much  of  the 
type  of  thinking  and  planning 
that  was  prevalent.  “The  only  ad¬ 
verse  feature  of  the  Sunday 
School  is  the  painful  absence  of 
parents.  With  few  exceptions 
work,  is  in  the  hands  of  young 
people,  this,  I  look  upon  as  a  thing 
to  be  lamented  and  feel  sure  that 
the  school  would  be  productive  of 
far  more  good  if  the  parents  as 
a  rule  were  more  active.  In  a  ma¬ 
terial  point  of  view  there  is  noth¬ 
ing  to  complain  of.  It  is  neverthe¬ 
less  to  be  regretted  that  the 
church  as  a  whole  does  not  oc¬ 
cupy  that  high  spiritual  ground 
which  is  the  essential  basis  of 
power  in  all  church  organizations. 
While  we  have  some  true  Christ¬ 
ian  men  and  women  who  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  every  good  word  and 
work,  we  have  more  who  have 
only  the  form  of  godliness  with¬ 
out  the  power  thereof.  Most  of 
this  class  it  can  be  said  are  inof¬ 
fensive  but  at  the  same  time 
equally  non  aggressive.  In  other 
words  they  are  too  negative.  Qua¬ 
si  opposition  to  all  week  time 
services  must  be  removed  and 
replaced  by  a  desire  upon  the  part 
of  the  majority  to  respond  to  all 
the  claims  that  God  and  the 
church  lays  upon  them  our  pro¬ 
gress  must  necessarily  be  slow.” 

Denominational  rivalries  were 
acute  during  the  late  eighteen 
hundreds  causing  Rev.  J.  M. 
Sweat,  the  pastor,  to  lament  “De¬ 
nominational  lines  are  tightly 
drawn  and  there  is  no  spirit  of 
cooperation.  Petty  rivalries,  jeal¬ 
ousies  and  bickering  must  cease 
to  exist.”  The  minister  and  con¬ 
secrated  laymen  decided  to  try 
to  bring  about  a  more  brotherly 
spirit  among  churches,  and  after 
many  months  of  hard  work  they 
accomplished  their  task  and  the 
Methodist  church  held  an  exalted 
place  in  the  community. 

In  1902  Mr.  Hugh  O’Neal,  a  ho¬ 
tel  owner,  gave  a  large  amount  of 
money  for  a  much  needed  new 
church  which  was  known  as  O’¬ 
Neal  Methodist  Church  for  many 
years.  Rev.  S.  W.  Lawler  preached 
the  first  sermon  in  the  new 
church  on  November  22,  1903.  The 
old  church  was  moved  to  a  new 


location  and  has  been  used  as  a 
house  of  worship  by  the  First 
Fresbyterian  Church.  However,  it 
will  soon  be  torn  down  to  make 
room  for  a  new  Presbyterian  Ed¬ 
ucational  Building. 

A  period  of  tremendous  growth 
and  progress  followed,  but  the 
new  church  was  very  soon  too 
small  and  plans  were  made  to 
build  a  third  house  of  worship. 
By  1914  $80,008  had  been  raised. 
Also,  that  year  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  pastor  E.  F.  Ley  and 
the  Presiding  Elder,  M.  H.  Nor¬ 
ton,  a  new  Methodist  work  was 
sponsored  by  First  Methodist  in 
a  section  of  town  known  as  Edge- 
wood. 

In  1927  financial  conditions  had 
become  so  acute  that  the  build¬ 
ing  committee  was  discontinued. 
However,  even  though  the  nation 
was  in  the  midst  of  a  terrible  de¬ 
pression  First  Methodist  again  es¬ 
tablished  a  new  church  on  Grand 
Avenue.  Dr.  L.  M.  Spivey  preached 
a  sermon  on  Christian  Education 
that  year  and  the  pastor,  Rev.  J. 
B.  Rooney  said,  “It  was  a  fine  ser¬ 
mon  and  did  much  good.” 

Dr.  J.  F.  Bell  guided  the  flock 
with  tenderness  and  love  through 
a  most  difficult  period  of  church 
and  world  history.  One  of  the 
highlights  of  his  reports  is  an  ac¬ 
count  of  a  revival  conducted  by 
Rev.  John  B.  Branscomb,  pastor 
from  Arcadia.  “Rev.  Branscomb 
is  a  sweet  spirited  and  gifted 
young  minister,  and  we  enjoyed 
'his  labors  very  much.” 

Rev.  Carlock  Hawk  appointed  a 
building  committee  in  1936  to  ac¬ 
quire  property  for  either  an  edu¬ 
cational  building  or  a  parsonage. 
During  the  following  ministry  of 
Rev.  R.  M.  Guy  the  need  for  more 
space  was  critical  and  interest  in 
building  grew.  There  was  no  in¬ 
centive  for  growth  because  there 
was  no  place  to  put  additional 
people. 

World  War  II  came  and  arrest¬ 
ed  plans  somewhat,  however,  the 
pastor,  Dr.  W.  A.  Myres  lead  the 
congregation  in  a  tithing  cam¬ 
paign  to  raise  funds  for  building 
as  soon  as  the  war  was  over.  Rev. 
J.  B.  Culpepper  succeeded  him 
and  continued  to  work  very  hard 
to  secure  cash  and  bonds.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  $101,912  was  a- 
vailable. 

Rev.  M.  C.  Cleveland  was  pas¬ 
tor  when  the  lovely  educational 
building  finally  became  a  real¬ 
ity.  During  his  ministry  the 
church  enjoyed  a  period  of  great 
success.  Miss  Edna  Wilson  be¬ 
came  the  first  full  time  Educa¬ 
tional  Director.  The  Membership 
jumped  from  1009  to  1353.  Con¬ 
gregations  increased  making 
double  services  necessary.  A  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  church,  Mr.  Ralph 
Kingston,  gave  property  for  a  new 
church  in  North  Ft.  Myers  which 
makes  the  third  Methodist  work 
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sponsored  by  First  Methodist. 
Plans  were  drawn  and  a  cam¬ 
paign  waged  to  raise  funds  for  a 
new  sanctuary.  In  1952  the  old 
church  was  torn  down  and  the 
foundation  laid  just  before  Rev. 
Cleveland  was  transferred. 

The  congregation,  with  Dr.  J. 
D.  Jones  pastor,  worshipped  in  a 
downtown  theater  while  the  sanc¬ 
tuary  was  being  built.  Already 
space  was  needed  for  an  expand- 
ing  Sunday  School.  Property 
nearby  was  purchased  and  is  now' 
being  used  for  the  youth  and  for 
a  parking  lot. 

First  services  were  held  in  the 
new  edifice  in  December  1953  by 
the  newly  appointed  pastor,  Rev. 
John  James  Rooks.  The  congre¬ 
gation  is  working  very  hard  to 
free  all  properties  of  debt  so  that 
it  can  be  dedicated  in  the  near 
future.  A  program  of  teacher 
training  has  been  set  in  motion 
which  could  make  the  dreams  of 
the  earlier  ministers  come  true 
when  the  church  would  have  ad¬ 
equate  space  and  adequately 
trained  teachers  and  officers. 
Membership  is  now  1,588  with  pro¬ 
perty  valued  at  $542,500.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  other  Missionary  giving 
North  Ft.  Myers  is  an  Advance 
Special. 

In  the  years  since  Methodism 
brought  the  first  religious  servic¬ 
es  to  Ft.  Myers,  denominational 
cooperation  has  replaced  rivalries 
and  bickerings.  First  Methodist 
has  sponsored  three  new  church¬ 
es  in  the  city.  Looking  backward, 
it  is  quite  evident  that  progress 
has  been  spurred  on  by  the  Di¬ 
vine  Discontent  of  the  early  min¬ 
isters  who  felt  so  keenly  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  what  is  and  what 
ought  to  be. 

Winter  Park  Church 
Breaks  Ground 

On  October  2,  the  Winter  Park 
Methodist  Church  held  a  ground 
breaking  ceremony  for  an  educa¬ 
tion  building. 

The  Rev.  Jack  Davis  opened 
the  ceremony  with  a  scripture 
reading.  Mrs.  Myra  Dewnirst  and 
Howard  Gross  spoke  briefly. 

A  prayer  was  offered  by  Bishop 
John  Gowdy.  Ground  was  broken 
by  Joseph  Neily,  chairman  of  the 
building  fund  committee. 

The  education  building  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  cost  about  $75,000. 

The  building  will  be  composed 
mainly  of  class  and  recreation 
rooms.  All  classes  from  the  nurs¬ 
ery  to  the  fourth  grade  will  meet 
in  this  building.  Other  rooms  will 
be  used  for  young  people  and 
there  will  also  be  some  adult 
classes  held  in  the  educational 
building. 

Mr.  Gross  is  chairman  of  the 
building  committee  and  the  con¬ 
tractor  of  the  building  is  Allen 
Trovillion.

The  Florida  laymen  gathered 
with  other  Methodist  leaders  from 
the  Southeast  to  discuss  the  pro¬ 
gram  and  development  of  Emory 
University,  with  emphasis  on  the 
work  being  done  by  the  univer¬ 
sity’s  Candler  School  of  Theology. 
They  heard  a  luncheon  address 
by  Ben  M.  Stevens,  Mississippi  bu¬ 
sinessman,  and  talks  by  Bishop 
Arthur  J.  Moore  of  the  Atlanta 
area;  Emory  president  Goodrich 
C.  White;  Robert  F.  Whitaker,  as¬ 
sociate  director  of  university  de¬ 
velopment;  Dean  William  R.  Can¬ 
non  of  the  Candler  School  of 
Theology,  and  others. 

Dr.  White  voiced  the  continu¬ 
ing  determination  of  the  Emory 
Board  of  Trustees  “that  we  suc¬ 
ceed  here  in  building  a  university 
of  national  significance  and  in¬ 
fluence,  firmly  committed  to  com¬ 
bining  the  highest  Christian  prin¬ 
ciples  with  superior  scholarship 
and  training.” 

In  the  40  years  since  its  found¬ 
ing,  the  laymen  learned,  support 
of  the  School  of  Theology  at  Em¬ 
ory  —  until  recently  —  has  been 
meager.  During  this  time  the 
school  has  given  over  2,000  minis¬ 
ters  to  Southern  Methodism,  while 
only  a  little  over  $150,000  has  been 
added  to  its  original  endowment. 
During  the  past  eight  years  the 
seminary  —  in  the  faith  that  ad¬ 
ditional  operating  funds  would 
come  —  has  more  than  quadru¬ 
pled  its  enrollment. 

Dean  Cannon  and  Dr.  White 
outlined  specific  contributions  to 
Methodism  that  the  School  is 
making,  and  broader  contribu¬ 
tions  it  can  make,  with  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  additional  endowment  in¬ 
come.

The  Living  Word

WHEN  “LET”  MEANS  “HINDER” 


If  you  will  turn  to  your  Web¬ 
ster’s  New  International  Dic¬ 
tionary  you  will  discover  that 
there  are  two  verbs  spelled  and 
pronounced  exactly  alike,  let, 
which  come  from  two  distinct 
Anglo-Saxon  roots.  The  one 
verb  “let”  means  to  hinder,  im¬ 
pede  or  prevent;  the  other 
means  just  the  opposite,  to  per¬ 
mit  or  allow.  Both  were  in  cur¬ 
rent  use  in  1611;  both  are  used 
in  the  Bible  and  in  Shakes¬ 
peare.  But  only  the  second  re¬ 
mains  a  part  of  living  English 
today;  the  first  survives  only  as 
a  noun  in  the  legal  phrase 
“without  let  or  hindrance”  and 
in  the  game  of  tennis,  where 
anything  that  interrupts  or 
hinders  the  game  and  requires 
a  point  to  be  played  again  is 
called  a  “let.” 

In  Shakespeare’s  Henry  V, 
the  Duke  of  Burgundy,  suing 
for  peace  with  England,  and 
speaking  of  the  ruin  that  con¬ 
tinued  war  entails,  says: 

“My  speech  entreats 
That  I  may  know  the  let,  why 
gentle  Peace 
Should  not  expel  these 
inconveniences 

And  bless  us  with  her  former 
qualities.” 

When  Hamlet’s  friends  seek 
to  restrain  him  from  following 
the  beckoning  ghost  of  his  fa¬ 
ther,,  he  cries: 

“Unhand  me,  gentlemen. 


By  heaven.  I’ll  make  a  ghost  of 
him  that  lets  me.” 

This  obsolete  use  of  the  verb 
“let”  appears  three  times  in 
the  King  James  Version  of  the 
Bible.  In  Isaiah  43:13  God 
speaks  through  the  prophet: 
“There  is  none  that  can  de¬ 
liver  out  of  my  hand:  I  will 
work,  and  who  shall  let  it?” 
The  revised  versions  have  “who 
can  hinder  it?”  Paul,  writing 
to  the  Romans  (1:13)  tells  that 
he  had  “oftentimes  purposed” 
to  come  to  them,  but  that  he 
“was  let  hitherto”;  the  Revised 
Standard  Version  renders  this, 
“I  have  often  intended  to  come 
to  you,  but  thus  far  have  been 
prevented.” 

The  other  occurrence  is  in  2 
Thessalonians  2:6-7,  where  the 
King  James  Version  reads: 
“And  now  ye  know  what  with- 
holdetb  that  he  might  be  re¬ 
vealed  in  his  time.  For  the 
mystery  of  iniquity  doth  al¬ 
ready  work:  only  he  who  now 
letteth  will  let,  until  he  be  tak¬ 
en  out  of  the  way.”  The  obscur¬ 
ity  of  these  verses  is  increased 
by  the  use  of  the  word  “letteth” 
in  verse  7  for  the  Greek  word 
which  was  translated  “with- 
holdeth”  in  verse  6.  The  Re¬ 
vised  Standard  Version  reads: 
“And  you  know  what  is  re¬ 
straining  him  now  so  that  he 
may  be  revealed  in  his  time. 
For  the  mystery  of  lawlessness 
is  already  at  work;  only  he  who 
now  restrains  it  will  do  so  un¬ 
til  he  is  out  of  the  way.”

NOW  THANK  WE  ALL  OUR  GOD 

“We  must  now  bury  the  dead  in 
trenches,”  Bishop  Martin  Rink- 
hart  said  to  his  pastors  in  Eilen- 
berg,  Germany.  “For  days  now 
we  have  been  burying  them  in 
separate  graves  —  first  "by  the 
tens  and  then  by  the  scores.  Now 
there  is  neither  room  for  their 
graves  nor  men  strong  enough  to 
dig  them  and  cover  them  up 
a  g  a  i  n.”  The  clergymen  nodded 
understandingly.  “Eilenberg  is  the 
last  city  of  refuge  left.  We  may 
expect  more  and  more  refugees  in 
the  weeks  ahead.  The  war  will  not 
subside,  but  will  be  pressed  by  the 
enemy  until  the  last  man  of  us 
takes  his  place  in  some  trench 
alongside  those  already  lying 
there,  stiff  and  cold  in  death,” 
the  Bishop  continued.  “But  we 
will  not  surrender!  As  God  is  our 
helper,  we  will  not  give  in!” 

“Bishop,”  one  of  the  pastors 
said,  “our  people  are  already 
starving.  Where  are  we  to  find 
food  foi  the  others  who  are  ex¬ 
pected?” 

“In  my  parish,”  another  minis¬ 
ter  explained,  “the  people  are  al¬ 
ready  fighting  over  scraps  of 
stale  bread.” 

“And  in  mine,”  a  third  inter¬ 
rupted,  “they  are  reduced  to  quar¬ 
reling  over  the  bodies  of  dead 
birds,  and  men  kill  their  neigh¬ 
bors  over  the  carcass  of  a  dead 
dog,  or  the  skeletal  remains  of  an 
alley  cat.” 

“And  after  that,”  the  Bishop 
said  solemnly,  “will  come  the 
plague.  The  four  horsemen  are 
riding  again:  the  white  horse  of 
conquest,  the  red  horse  of  war, 
the  black  horse  of  famine  and 
pestilence  and  the  pale  horse  of 
death!  We  must  commit  ourselves 
into  the  hands  of  God,  who  alone 
can  save  us  in  this  dark  and 
dreadful  hour.” 

The  ministers  then  engaged  in 
a  period  of  fervent  prayer,  after 
v/hich  each  man  returned  to  his 
respective  parish,  wondering 
which  of  them  would  be  alive 
when  they  gathered  together  a 
few  days  hence  in  the  Bishop’s 
study,  adjoining  the  cathedral. 
The  Thirty  Years  War  had  been 
waged  back  and  forth  across  that 
part  of  Germany  for  more  than 
a  quarter  of  a  century.  The  fields, 
once  rich  with  ripening  grain, 
were  now  soggy  with  the  blood  of 
those  slain  upon  the  altars  of 
Moloch,  and  offered  up  as  living 
sacrifices  to  satisfy  the  insatiable 
hunger  of  Mars,  the  god  of  war! 
To  heap  cruelty  upon  cruelty,  the 
victorious  invading  armies  suc¬ 


cessively  quartered  their  troops  in 
the  homes  of  the  citizens  of  the 
city. 

“I  do  my  share  of  soul-search¬ 
ing,”  Rinkhart  told  one  of  his  in¬ 
timate  friends,  “for  in  my  home, 
too,  the  enemy  has  quartered  his 
soldiers.  With  one  hand  I  want 
to  destroy  them,  and  yet,  with 
the  other,  I  struggle  to  obey  the 
words  of  the  Lord,  ‘Love  your  en¬ 
emies,’  and  the  admonition  of  St. 
Paul,  ‘Vengeance  is  mine,  I  will 
repay,  saith  the  Lord;  so  if  thine 
enemy  hunger,  feed  him;  if  he 
thirst  give  him  drink.’  Yet  it  is 
not  easy,  my  friend.” 

“Nor  was  the  Master’s  cross,” 
his  friend  reminded  him. 

“Last  year,”  the  Bishop  contin- 
ried,  “we  buried  eight  thousand. 
What  will  it  be  this  year?  Last 
year  men  fought  for  crumbs. 
What  will  they  fight  over  this 
year?  The  bodies  of  their  unborn 
or  still-born  children?  Will  we  see 
a  recurrance  of  those  horrible 
days  described  by  Josephus,  when 
the  Romans  under  Titus  laid 
seige  to  Jerusalem,  captured  the 
city  and  laid  it  waste?  Those 
days  when  women  slew  women 
over  the  bodies  of  their  dead  and 
dying  infants?  Will  we  come  to 
that?”  he  shouted. 

The  next  months  were  stren¬ 
uous  ones,  as  the  pastors  gave 
themselves  unselfishly  to  the 
service  of  God  and  their  fellow 
men.  They  comforted  the  dying, 
fed  the  starving,  cheered  the  des¬ 
perate,  buried  the  dead,  gave  hope 
to  the  depressed  and  strength  to 
the  tempted.  Then  the  Swedish 
army  swept  through  the  city  once 
again,  driving  out  the  forces  that 
had  sought  refuge  within  her 
walls,  and  the  General,  to  punish 
the  inhabitants  for  not  welcoming 
him  and  his  men  with  open  arms, 
promptly  and  arrogantly  ordered 
the  citizens  to  pay  him  tribute 
equal  to  $25,000  in  cash.  Rinkhart 
gathered  his  ministers  and  peo¬ 
ple  about  him  and  said,  “We  have 
no  money,  nor  have  we  any  jewels 
or  precious  stones.  We  cannot  pay 
what  is  demanded  of  us.  So  let  us 
go  together,  in  the  power  of  God, 
to  intercede  before  the  General  of 
the  Swedish  Army.” 

They  marched  through  the 
gates  of  the  city  and  stood  defi¬ 
antly  before  the  tent-headquar¬ 
ters  of  the  foreign  commander. 
Rinkhart  explained  to  the  Gener¬ 
al  the  condition  of  the  city  and 
its  inhabitants. 

“We  are  willing  to  meet  your 
demands,”  he  said,  ‘  but  we  do  not 
have  that  with  which  to  meet 
them.” 
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The  people  fell  on  their  knees 
as  Rinkhart  pleaded  on  their  be¬ 
half,  but  to  no  avail.  When  the 
military  leader  rejected  their  ap¬ 
peal,  the  Bishop  turned  to  his 
people  and  said,  “Come,  my  chil¬ 
dren,  we  can  find  no  mercy  with 
men;  let  us  turn  to  God.”  And 
there  on  the  plain  before  their 
ruined  city,  he  lifted  up  his  heart 
and  voice  to  God  with  such  feel¬ 
ing  and  power  that  the  General, 
seeking  refuge  in  his  tent,,  could 
not  escape  his  words  nor  the  emo¬ 
tion  with  which  he  spoke.  Throw¬ 
ing  back  the  tent  flaps,  he  called 
out  to  Rinkhart,  “Pay  me  $1,500 
and  be  done  with  you!”  As  he 
stormed  back  to  review  plans  for 
further  military  operations,  the 
Bishop  slowly  rose  from  his  knees, 
motioned  to  his  people,  who  also 
got  to  their  feet  and  the  pathetic 
army  of  the  faithful  slowly  and 
proudly  returned  to  Eilenberg. 

Sacked  once  by  the  Austrians 
and  twice  by  the  Swedes,  the  peo¬ 
ple  had  little  left.  Nevertheless 
they  scraped  together  the  de¬ 
manded  tribute,  which  Rinkhart 
personally  delivered  to  the  con¬ 
queror.  Meanwhile,  he  had  mort¬ 
gaged  himself  for  years  to  come 
in  order  to  purchase  scraps  of 
food,  for  the  starving  and  clothing 
for  the  naked.  Despite  the  pres¬ 
sures  under  which  he  lived  and 
worked,  he  found  time  to  write 
several  stirring  dramas  of  the 
Reformation,  as  well  as  numerous 
other  literary  works.  In  addition, 
he  penned  sixty-six  hymns  before 
wearing  himself  out  and  dying  at 
sixty-three,  in  1649.  This  prolific 
writer  and  brilliant  musician  and 
composer,  in  gratitude  to  God  for 
the  final  conclusion  of  the  gory 
conflict  which  had  been  waged  in 
and.  about  his  city,  recalling  the 
words  of  St.  Paul,  “In  everything 
give  thanks”  and  the  admonition 
found,  in  Ecclesiastes,  “And  now 
let  all  praise  God  who  hath  done 
great  things,”  wrote  his  immortal 
hymn,  “Nan  danket  alle  Gott.”  As 
translated  by  Catherine  Wink- 
worth  in  1858,  his  first  stanza 
reads  as  follows: 

Now  thank  we  all  our  God, 

With  hearts  and  hands  and  voices; 
Who  wondrous  things  hath  done, 
In  whom  His  world  rejoices; 

Who  from  our  mother’s  arms, 
Hath  blessed  us  on  our  way, 

With  countless  gifts  of  love, 

And  still  is  ours  today. 

The  passing  of  centuries  only 
enhances  the  glory  and  grandeur 
of  these  autobiographical  lines, 
and  reminds  successive  genera¬ 
tions  of  Christians  that  “In  every¬ 
thing  God  works  for  good  with 
those  who  love  Him.”

F.  S.  C.  Holds  Exposition 

Florida  Southern  College  is  hold¬ 
ing  its  fifth  annual  Exposition  of 
Children’s  Literature  from  Mon¬ 
day,  November  14,  through  Satur¬ 
day,  November  19,  on  its  Frank 
Lloyd  Wright  Campus.

Theatre-in-the-Round  with  an 
anticipated  attendance  of  more 
than  6,000  elementary  school  pu¬ 
pils,  teachers  and  other  adults. 

The  exposition,  largest  book  show 
of  its  kind  held  in  the  South,  is 
open  to  the  public  from  9:00  a.m.

The  Methodist  General  Conference 
And  the  Central  Jurisdiction 

By  John  Q.  Schisler 

What  to  do  about  the  Central  Jurisdiction  will 
be  the  most  crucial  and  the  most  troublesome  issue 
before  the  next  General  Conference  of  The  Metno- 
dist  Church. 

There  will  be  three  groups  of  delegates  to  the 
General  Conference  with  respect  to  it.  First,  there 
will  be  the  extremeists  on  one  side  who  want  to 
abolish  the  Central  Jurisdiction  at  once.  Second, 
there  will  be  extremeists  on  the  other  side  who 
think  the  Church  can  ignore  the  movement  in  his¬ 
tory  toward  desegregation  and  who  will  contend 
that  the  Central  Jurisdiction  should  be  retained 
permanently.  Third,  there  will  be  a  large  body  of 
the  delegates,  white  and  colored,  who  will  stand  on 
middle  ground.  The  Church’s  hope  lies  in  this  group 
for  a  calm  and  courageous  consideration  of  this 
problem. 

In.  the  minds  of  many  this  problem  is  being  over¬ 
simplified.  Some  seem  to  think  that  the  General 
Conference  itself  can,  if  it  will,  abolish  the  Central 
Jurisdiction.  Actually,  this  can  only  be  accom¬ 
plished.  by  a  change  in  the  constitution  of  the 
Church.  The  General  Conference  can,  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting, 
begin  the  process  of  change  but  it  cannot  com¬ 
plete  it  because  a  constitutional  change  requires  a 
“two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  several 
annual  conferences.”  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that 
such  a  change  cannot  be  made  in  less  than  two 
years  even  if  it  should  be  initiated  by  the  General 
Conference  of  1956,  which  is  doubtful. 

In  the  second  place,  there  are  those  who  over¬ 
simplify  the  problem  by  assuming  that  the  Central

New  Delhi,  India,  is  the  Amen  Corner  this 
time.  It’s  October  25  and  I  am  beginning  to  get 
excited  over  the  thoughts  of  coming  home.  It 
has  been  a  joy  to  be  in  this  modern  city  with 
Bishop  and  Mrs.  Pickett.  This  is  the  capitol  of 
India,  a  city  of  about  three 
million.  On  Sunday  I  preached 
at  the  Christ  Methodist 
Church  here  to  about  400  In¬ 
dians,  with  my  sermon  being- 
translated  into  Hindi.  Many 
of  the  people  understand  Eng¬ 
lish  in  the  church,  but  the 
oldsters  do  not,  so  I  needed  an 
interpreter  for  them.  My  ex¬ 
perience  of  using  interpreters 
in  Cuba  served  me  in  good 
stead. 

What  a  unique  experience 
it  was  to  visit  the  Taj  Mahal.  It’s  as  beautiful  as 
I  had  expected — more  so!  My  vocabulary  is  in¬ 
adequate  to  give  a  perfect  description.  It  leaves 
one  breathless.  Its  magnitude,  rare  beauty  and 
majesty  inspired  me  greatly. 

I  have  discovered  afresh  how  wonderful  it  is 
to  get  letters  from  home.  One  gets  lonely  travel¬ 
ing  so  extensively,  and  to  come  into  a  hotel  in  a 
strange  city  and  have  the  clerk  to  hand  you  two 
or  three  letters  from  Florida  is  like  having  some¬ 
one  dash  a  bowl  of  mountain  dew  in  your  face. 
A.  letter  from  one  of  the  District  Superintendents 
this  morning  brought  me  the  news  that  over  200 


pastors  attended  the  Pastors’  School,  and  844 
were  registered  at  the  Laymen’s  Conference  at 
Leesburg.  That’s  wonderful.  It  thrills  my  heart 
to  see  the  way  our  lay  forces  are  working  in 
Florida.  I’m  mighty  proud  of  them.  And  a  cable¬ 
gram  came  out  here  to  me  from  the  Pastors’ 
School.  How  grateful  I  am  for  such  thoughtful 
men.  Surely  we  have  a  glorious  fellowship  in  the 
Florida  Conference.  It  isn’t  surpassed  anywhere 
in  Methodism. 

Good  news  comes  to  me  about  the  program  of 
the  Florida  Southern  College  Campaign  in  the 
Jacksonville  District.  It  is  imperative  that  this 
effort  be  crowned  with  success.  Florida  is  des¬ 
tined  to  grow  greatly  and  the  life  of  our  college 
will  play  a  large  part  in  training  ministers  and 
laymen  to  help  guide  the  work  of  our  Methodism 
in  our  beloved  state. 

As  the  District  Conferences  draw  nigh,  we  are 
all  thinking  of  the  reports  which  we  will  make. 
Hundreds  won  to  the  church,  every  church  sup¬ 
porting  the  Advance  with  many  Mission  Specials, 
all  churches  meeting  their  quotas  on  The  Florida 
Methodist,  World  Service  paid  50%,  all  items  up 
in  full.  Florida  Methodism  has  established  mag¬ 
nificent  records  and  we  must  grow  from  strength 
to  strength. 

My  thoughts  turn  toward  home.  All  of  you  are 
dear  to  my  heart  and  I  thank  God  for  the  won¬ 
derful  privilege  of  working  in  a  conference  where 
laymen  and  pastors  join  together  in  such  coop¬ 
erative  spirit.

Jurisdiction  and  segregation  are 
almost  synonomous  terms.  If  we 
can  get  the  Central  Jurisdiction 
out  of  the  organizational  struc¬ 
ture  of  the  Church,  they  say,  we 
have  gone  a  long  way  toward  elim¬ 
inating  segregation.  Actually,  if 
we  do  no  more  than  eliminate  the 
Central  Jurisdiction  we  will  mere¬ 
ly  be  back  where  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  was  prior  to 
unification.  In  fact,  it  would  be 
well,  in  my  judgment,  for  dele-

The  purpose  of  the  conference 
was  to  provide  spiritual  motiva¬ 
tion,  the  sharing  of  group  exper¬ 
ience  through  guidance  in  semi¬ 
nars,  counseling  on  the  basis  of 
vocational  and  personal  interest, 
and  opportunities  for  fellowship 
with  young  people  who  have  the 
common  purpose  of  life  service 
within  the  church. 

The  conference  began  on  Fri¬ 


gates  to  the  General  Conference 
to  study  the  historic  background 
of  the  Negro  in  the  Methodist 
churches  which  united  in  1940. 

Some  Methodists  have  errone¬ 
ous  notions  about  the  relations 
of  the  Negro  in  the  uniting 
churches  prior  to  union.  There 
are  Methodists  who  think  that 
segregation  came  into  The  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  with  union  in  1940. 
They  do  not  know,  at  least  they 
do  not  recognize,  that  segregation 
existed  both  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  prior  to  union.  The  Negro 
was  a  member  of  the  Methodist 


day  evening,  November  4  with 
addresses  by  Miss  Leeper  and  Rev. 
Victor  Rankin.  An  evaluation  per¬ 
iod  was  conducted  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing  at  which  time  special  empha¬ 
sis  was  placed  upon  the  need  for 
the  formation  of  the  local  church 
committee  on  Christian  Voca¬ 
tions  and  the  District  Committees 
on  Christian  Vocations.  The  local 
church  committee  is  to  be  called 
together  by  the  pastor  and  mem<- 
bership  consists  of  the  pastor,  the 
Church  School  Superintendent,  a 
representative  from  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  a 
layman  elected  by  the  Quarterly 
Conference,  the  director  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Education,  and  the  counselor 
of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellow¬ 
ship. 

Rev.  D.  J.  Cathcart  presided  at 
the  closing  worship  service  in  the 
chapel  Sunday  morning  at  which 
time  Rev.  Victor  Rankin  spoke  on 
“The  Christ  and  the  Cross”. 

A  great  deal  of  the  credit  for 
the  increased  enrollment  at  the 
conference  should  go  to  the  Wo¬ 
man’s  Society  of  Christian  Ser¬ 
vice.  Mrs.  W.  L.  Tedder  and  the 
District  Secretaries  of  Missionary 
Personnel  have  been  very  effective 
in  promoting  an  interest  through¬ 
out  the  conference  in  church-re¬ 
lated  vocations. 


Episcopal  Church  but  he  was  for 
the  most  part  segregated,  having 
his  own  local  church,  his  own 
district,  and  his  own  annual  con¬ 
ference.  For  example,  prior  to 
union,  there  were  two  annual  con¬ 
ferences  of  the  Methodist  Episco¬ 
pal  Church  in  certain  states,  one 
colored  and  one  white.  The  same 
is  true  in  The  Methodist  Church 
today  and  eliminating  the  Cen¬ 
tra).  Jurisdiction  will  not  neces¬ 
sarily  affect  it.  So  far  as  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South 
was  concerned,  the  Negro  was  also 
segregated  but  in  a  different  way. 
Negroes  were  members  of  the  lo¬ 
cal  churches  in  that  church  until 
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about  1870  when  the  Negro  mem¬ 
bers  were,  with  their  consent  and 
co-operation,  constituted  an  au¬ 
tonomous  church,  namely,  the  Col¬ 
ored  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
(now  the  Christian  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church). 

The  plan  of  union  under  which 
The  Methodist  Church  came  into 
being  simply  extended  by  one  step 
the  pattern  of  segregation  which 
was  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  prior  to  1940.  The  plan 
ignored  the  Colored  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  entirely.  The 
plan  of  union  so  far  as  the  status 
of  the  Negro  in  the  Church  is  con¬ 
cerned  was  a  much  more  radical 
departure  for  the  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  Church,  South  than  it  was 
for  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  This  is  a  fact  which* 
manv  speakers  and  writers  on 
this  subject  fail  to  understand,  or 
at  least  recognize. 

In  the  third  place,  this  issue  is 
reallv  a  bundle  of  problems  in 
which  the  elimination  of  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Jurisdiction  is  only  one.  Some 
of  the  other  problems  tied  up  in 
this  bundle  stated  in  the  form  of 
questions  are  these: 

If  the  Central  Jurisdiction  is 
eliminated — 

1.  Who  will  elect  the  Negro 
bishops,  indeed  what  must  be 
done  to  make  certain  the  election 
of  Negros  as  bishops? 

2.  Will  the  Negro  Annual  Con¬ 
ferences  be  retained  or  will  Negro 
churches  and  Negro  preachers  be 
merged  into  other  Annual  Con¬ 
ferences? 

3.  How  will  the  Negro  colleges 
be  affected? 

4.  Should  assembly  grounds, 
camps,  and  various  summer  con¬ 
ferences  become  inter-racial,  and 
if  so,  when? 

In  the  light  of  these  considera¬ 
tions,  the  General  Conference 
would  do  well,  it  seems  to  me,  first, 
to  reiterate  the  position  on  seg¬ 
regation  which  was  affirmed  in 
the  episcopal  address  of  1952,  and, 
second,  set  up  a  strong  commis¬ 
sion  charged  with  responsibility 
for  working  on  these  several  prob¬ 
lems  and  for  bringing  recommen¬ 
dations  to  the  General  Confer¬ 
ence  of  1960.  Four  years  is  indeed 
a  brief  span  of  time  for  studying 
these  problems  which  lie  deep  in 
the  mores  of  the  people  and  in 
the  history  of  the  Church.  Right 
solutions  of  these  problems  can¬ 
not  be  found  by  impatient  enthu¬ 
siasts.  They  require  the  wisdom 
and  patience  of  thoughtful  Chris¬ 
tian  men  and  women  who  will  la¬ 
bor  long  for  solutions  that  will 
be  successful  and  permanent. 

The  great  body  of  Methodists 
accepted  the  plan  of  union  in 
good  faith,  though  a  small  minor¬ 
ity  has  been  unhappy  all  along. 
This  minority  has  now  been 
somewhat  increased  in  the  south 
as  a  result  of  the  agitation  re¬ 
sulting  from  the  Supreme  Court 
decision  in  regard  to  segregation

in  the  schools.  There  are  those 
among  the  former  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in¬ 
cluding  many  Negroes,  who  have 
never  been  satisfied  with  the  sta¬ 
tus  of  the  Negro  in  The  Metho¬ 
dist  Church.  Other  aspects  of 
Methodist  union  have  met  with 
deep  satisfaction  and  approval  by 
the  vast  majority  of  our  people 
and  there  is  a  wonderful  spirit  of 
unity  among  Methodists  in  all 
parts  of  the  country  in  the  many 
and  varied  aspects  of  our  church 
life.  We  need  to  remember  that 
the  whole  Church  and  not  just 
this  or  that  segment  must  take 
an  advanced  position  in  regard 
to  segregation. 

Actually,  many  youth  and  young 
adults  in  the  church  have  been 
going  through  a  process  of  soul 
searching  and  mind  changing  as 
a  result  of  the  teachings  in  our 
church  schools  and  in  the  Wo¬ 
man’s  Society  of  Christian  Ser¬ 
vice.  Progress  is  being  made  in 
many  places,  South  as  well  as 
North.  The  problem  of  a  Central 
Jurisdiction  is  a  vexing  one,  but 
The  Methodist  Church  will  solve 
it.  The  problem  of  segregation  is 
even  a  more  vexing  one,  but  in 
time  it,  too,  will  be  solved  be¬ 
cause  tomorrow  belongs  to  youth 
and  our  youth  today  are  earnest¬ 
ly  seeking  to  know  God’s  will  and 
to  do  it,  and  they  will  find  the 
right  way  ahead.

F.  C.  SMELT 
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Tampa  Heights  Hears 
Bishop  on  Korea 

An  overflow  congregation  at  the 
Tampa  Heigths  Church,  Tampa, 
heard  Bishop  Branscomb  on  the 
night  of  November  20th  in  one  of 
his  first  addresses  in  South  Flor¬ 
ida  since  his  return  from  his  trip 
around  the  world. 

The  local  press  reported  the 
bishop  as  saying  that  South  Korea 
has  the  best  chance  of  becoming 
the  greatest  Protestant  nation  in 
the  world  next  to  the  United 
States.  He  said  that  200  Metho¬ 
dist  churches  have  been  built  in 
South  Korea  in  the  last  year  alone 
and  other  Protestant  denomina¬ 
tions  are  also  making  great  strides 
there. 

Analyzing  the  situation  further 
Bishop  Branscomb  pointed  out 
that  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
has  not  developed  the  foothold  in 
South  Korea  that  it  has  in  so 
many  countries  and  Buddhism 
has  become  a  dead  issue  in  that 
land. 

At  the  morning  hour  on  the 
20th,  which  was  aiso  seen  on  T.V., 
the  pastor,  the  Rev.  T.  Newton 
Wise,  led  a  service  in  which  the 
mortgage  was  burned  leaving  the 
Tampa  Heights  Church  now  com¬ 
pletely  free  of  debt. 

Also,  following  the  evening  ser¬ 
vice,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  R.  L.  Allen 
joined  the  pastor  and  his  wife  and 
other  officials  of  the  local  church 
in  a  receiving  line  at  a  reception 
honoring  Bishop  Branscomb.  Dr. 
Allen  is  the  District  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  the  Tampa  District. 

Bishop  Branscomb  also  dedi¬ 
cated  a  new  neon  sign  and  me¬ 
morial  cross  which  recently  has 
been  installed  just  outside  the 
church.  This  was  presented  as  a 
gift  to  the  church  in  memory  of 
Sgt.  William  E.  Carrington,  by  his 
mother,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Carrington 
and  son,  Pat.

Mrs.  Raymond  M.  Smith,  a  trus¬ 
tee,  is  holding  the  102-year-old 
deed,  to  the  Swift  Creek  Methodist 
Church  for  a  group  of  direct  de- 
cendents  of  the  original  trustees 
to  admire.

Mrs.  Taylor  is  the  granddaugh¬ 
ter  of  Joseph  Bellett,  Roy  is  her 
son,  and  Dickie  her  grandson.

W.  McAlpin  is  the  great-grandson, 
and  Edward  Saunders  the  great- 
great-grandson  of  Francis  Brow¬ 
ard.  Senator  Shands  is  the  grand¬ 
son  of  Wm.  A.  Shands,  great- 
grandson  of  Turner  Jackson,  and 
great-nephew  of  John  F.  Shands, 
and  Benjamin  Jackson.  Mrs. 
Smith’s  late  husband  was  a  grand¬ 
son  of  Turner  Jackson. 

That  the  property  was  used  for 
church  and  cemetery  for  many 
years  before  the  deed  was  exe¬ 


cuted,  July  29,  1853,  is  evidenced 
by  several  tombstones  in  the  cem¬ 
etery  which  record  burials  as  early 
as  1831,  and  the  conference  ap¬ 
pointment  of  Rev.  J.  G.  Ley  as 
pastor  of  the  Hamilton  Circuit  on 
February  10,  1847.  In  his  book, 
“Fifty-two  Years  in  Florida”  Bro. 
Ley  summarizes  his  year’s  work, 
and  tells  of  the  Camp  Meeting  at 
Swift  Creek,  October  25,  1847, 

when  nineteen  new  members  were 
received  into  the  church. 

An  “Old  Log  Meetinghouse”  on 
Swift  Creek  was  torn  down  short¬ 
ly  after  the  property  was  pur¬ 
chased  and  a  frame  building  erec¬ 
ted  on  the  site.  About  1870  this 
was  dismantled,  and  much  of  the 
material  used  to  erect  the  larger 
building  which  now  stands. 

Swift  Creek  is  now  on  the  White 
Springs  Circuit,  services  are  held 
each  first  and  third  Sundays.  The 
annual  Homecoming  is  one  of  the 
major  attractions  in  this  part  of 
the  state  with  more  than  300  per¬ 
sons  attending  every  year.

The  Florida  Council  of  Churches 
was  Eight  Years  Old. 

The  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church 
was  host  to  the  Party 
The  Fellowship  Dinner  was  a 
fellowship.  Following  introduc¬ 
tions,  the  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Florida  spoke  to  the  Council 
and  visitors. 

The  greatest  joy  of  the  party 


was  not,  however,  in  the  Social 
hour  at  the  “Grove”  with  the 
Governor,  but  in  the  three  main 
games  that  reflect  the  life  of  the 
Council  in  our  State. 

The  first,  the  Evening  Worship, 
with  an  Episcopalian  leading  the 
service  and  a  Baptist  speaking 
God’s  Word  to  eager  ears,  showed 
the  “one  Spirit,  one  Lord,  one 
Faith”  that  makes  being  a  part 
of  the  Council  a  real  joy.  This  is 
UNITY. 

Then,  the  Morning  Business 
Session  of  November  second,  un¬ 
der  the  capable  direction  of  Rev. 
Howard  Lee  and  Rev.  Melton  Ware 
simply  stated  to  all  who  had  been 
to  the  Parties  before,  or  who  had 
come  for  the  first  time,  that  har¬ 
mony  was  manifest.  As  the  “One 
Spirit”  guided  in  Worship,  so  did 
He  lead  in  sharing  through  the 
business  of  the  day.

With  more  than 
ten  denominations  sharing  in  lib¬ 
erty  of  ideologies  and  opinions 
which  developed  in  unity  and  har¬ 
mony,  we  were  aware  of  His  Spirit. 

And  the  third  game?  Oh,  that 
was  a  “lulu”.  It  was  like  one  of 
these  “Harbin”  games  that  you 
learn  to  play,  so  that  you  might 
teach  others. 

Mrs.  Glenn  C.  James  taught  us 
the  game.  It’s  called  “The  Flor¬ 
ida  Christian  Ministry  to  Mi¬ 
grants”.  The  game  costs  much 
more  than  the  $20,000  spent  last 
year  — -  the  game  is  just  one  of  the 
facets  of  the  Council’s  purposes: 
CHARITY. 

We  can  play  the  game  by  telling 
others  how  to  share  —  in  gifts, 
making  kits,  donating  equipment, 
giving  of  our  time. 

Fred  Noble,  W.  C.  White  and  I 
dro/e  out  over  those  rolling  hills — - 
the  party  was  over.

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The  Living  Word

WHEN  “PREVENT” 


The  word  “prevent”  is  used 
fifteen  times  in  the  King  James 
Version  of  the  Old  Testament 
and  twice  in  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment,  but  always  in  the  now 
obsolete  sense  of  go  before,  an¬ 
ticipate,  or  precede  (a  meaning 
immediately  derived  from  the 
Latin  prae  before  -f  venire  to 
come.)  When  the  Psalmist  says 
(119.147),  “I  prevented  the 
dawning  of  the  morning,”  the 
present-day  reader  of  the  King 
James  Version  is  mystified.  He 
may  then  consult  the  Revised 
Version  of  1901,  where  he  will 
read.  “I  anticipated  the  dawn¬ 
ing  of  morning” — by  which  he 
will  probably  understand  that 
the  writer  eagerly  looked  for¬ 
ward  to  the  dawn.  The  Revised 
Standard  Version  expresses  the 
meaning  of  the  Hebrew  clearly, 
“I  rise  before  dawn.”  This  is  a 
part  of  the  description  of  the 
devotional  habits  of  a  pious 
Hebrew  who  rises  before  the 
dawn  to  begin  the  day  with 
meditation  and  prayer.  In  the 
following  verse  148,  “Mine  eyes 
prevent  the  night  watches”  is 
now  translated  “My  eyes  are 
awake  before  the  watches  of 
the  night.” 

When  Peter  came  to  Jesus  to 
report  that  they  were  asked  to 
pay  the  half-shekel  tax,  (Mat¬ 
thew  17.25),  the  King  James 
Version  says  that  Jesus  “pre¬ 
vented  him.”  That  does  not 
mean  that  He  kept  Peter  from 


MEANS  “PRECEDE” 


speaking;  it  means  simply  that 
Jesus  spoke  to  him  first.  When 
Paul  tells  the  Thessalonians, 
anxious  to  know  what  will  hap¬ 
pen  on  the  last  great  day,  that 
“we  which  are  alive  and  re¬ 
main  unto  the  coming  of  the 
Lord  shall  not  prevent  them 
which  are  asleep”  (I  Thessa¬ 
lonians  4.15  KJ),  he  is  not 
thinking  of  a  possible  attempt 
to  keep  the  dead  in  their 
tombs;  he  is  saying  simply  that 
those  who  are  alive  will  not 
precede  the  dead  to  the  trium¬ 
phant  meeting  with  the  Lord. 

In  the  other  -cases  -the  Re¬ 
vised  Standard  Version  replaces 
“prevent”  with  “meet”  (Psalm 
21.3;  59.10;  Isaiah  21.14;  Amos 
9.10),  “come  to  meet”  (Job  30. 
27;  Psalm  79.8),  “come  before” 
(Psalm  88.13),  “come  upon”  (2 
Samuel  22.19;  Psalm  18.18), 
“confront”  (2  Samuel  22.6; 
Psalm  18.5),  “receive”  (Job.  3. 
12),  “has  given  to”  (Job.  41.11). 
The  Hebrew  word  thus  trans¬ 
lated  is  qadam,  the  basic  idea 
of  which  is  to  come  or  be  in 
front  or  beforehand.  The  ap¬ 
propriate  English  word  there¬ 
fore  depends  upon  the  context. 
The  King  James  Version  trans¬ 
lated  qadam,  in  eleven  other 
instances,  by  “meet,”  “come  be¬ 
fore,”  “go  before,”  “disappoint,” 
and  “before.”  I  will  send  a  list 
of  these  instances,  with  chap¬ 
ter  and  verse  numbers,  to  any¬ 
one  who  requests  it.

Now  I  know  from  one  year’s  ex¬ 
perience.  that  a  college  campus 
during  the  Christmas  holidays  is 
one  of  the  most  desolate,  lonely, 
almost  God-forsaken  places  in  the 
world.  All  activity  has  stopped,  al¬ 
most  everyone  is  gone — it’s  dead! 

“The  many  Methodists  of  Flor¬ 
ida  could  make  a  stranger  happy 
and  create  good  will  for  our  coun¬ 
try  if  they  would  write  to  the 
nearest  college,  get  the  name  of 
a  foreign  student,  and  invite  that 
student  to  spend  all  or  part  of  the 
Christmas  holidays  with  them.  If 
you  are  too  far  from  a  college, 
check  to  see  if  your  nearest  hos¬ 
pital  doesn’t  have  a  doctor  from 
another  land  who  is  doing  his  or 
her  intern  or  residence  work 
here.  Anyone  who  does  this  will 
find  a  whole  new  world  of  inter¬ 
est  opened  to  him.  and  he  will  be 
doing  a  great  deal  for  our  world 
missions  and  world  peace  pro¬ 
gram.  Some  of  the  most  interest¬ 
ing  and  thrilling  people  I  have 
ever  known  have  been  from  other 
countries.”

Why  observe  a  Sunday  in  your 
church  as  Retired  Ministers  Day? 
In  Chapter  III,  Part  VIII,  Section 
I,  Paragraph  1612  06)  of  the  1952 
edition  of  the  Discipline  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  we  read: 

“Each  Annual  Conference,  on 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
Conference  Claimants  .  .  .  shall 
select  a  Sunday  in  each  year  to  be 
observed  in  the  churches  as  Re¬ 
tired  Ministers  Day,  in  honor  of 
the  retired  ministers,  their  wives, 
and  the  widows  of  ministers,  and 
in  recognition  of  the  church’s  ob¬ 
ligation  for  their  support.  The 
Bishop  shall  request  each  Annual 
Conference  in  his  area  to  insert 
the  Retired  Ministers  Day  in  its 
calendar,  and  he  shall  diligently 
promote  the  observance  of  it.” 

November  20th  is  the  day  for  its 
observance  set  by  our  Annual 
Conference.  Has  your  church  ob¬ 
served  it? 

The  money  provided  by  the  spe¬ 
cial  offering  taken  on  this  day 
goes  to  our  Preachers’  Relief  Fund 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  is  used  to 
provide  homes  and  maintain  re¬ 
pairs  thereon  for  our  Conference 
Claimants. 

In  our  Florida  Conference  we 
have  38  homes  that  have  come  to 
us  largely  as  gifts  from  loyal 
Methodists  interested  in  this  sac¬ 


red  cause.  There  are  only  a  few 
of  these  homes  that  are  not  in 
need  of  repairs;  some  of  them 
should,  have  extensive  remodeling 
to  make  them  comfortable  and 
convenient  to  live  in.  Of  course 
you  want  our  Retired  Ministers 
and.  wives,  as  well  as  widows  of 
deceased  ministers  to  be  provided 
with  comfortable  living  accommo¬ 
dations. 

You  would  never  vote  to  neglect 
them  in  the  sunset  years  of  life. 
Their  labors,  together  with  the  la¬ 
bors  of  others  “who  have  gone  on 
before,”  have  made  possible  the 
great  church  that  is  ours  today. 

Therefore,  it  is  imperative  that 
every  church  observe  Retired 
Ministers  Day  and  that  our  peo¬ 
ple  be  given  ample  opportunity 
to  contribute  to  this  noble  cause. 
Another  thing! — why  not  remem¬ 
ber  this  work  in  your  will?

A  new  plan  for  pastors’  meet¬ 
ings  in  the  Orlando  District  was 
inaugurated  by  Rev.  Jesse  Waller, 
District  Superintendent.

Ground  was  broken  Sunday, 
October  23,  1955  for  a  new  par¬ 
sonage  at  North  Shore  Methodist 
Church  in  Jacksonville.  The  event 
marks  another  milestone  in  the 
history  of  the  church,  which  is  in 
its  ninth  year  since  its  organiza¬ 
tion. 

The  parsonage  is  being  con¬ 
structed  upon  a  lot  purchased  by 
the  church  earlier  this  year  at  a 

New  District  Church 
Extension  Plan 

The  Sarasota  District,  under  the 
excellent  leadership  of  its  District 
Superintendent  and  Secretary  of 
its  Board  of  Missions,  has  launched 
a  plan  “catch  up”  to  the  need  of 
church  Extension  within  its  boun¬ 
daries,  and  to  care  adequately  for 
the  needs  of  the  future.  The  at¬ 
tractive  brochure  describing  the 
plan  states:  “The  Fellowship  is  an 
effort  not  to  ask  the  few  to  con¬ 
tribute  so  much,  but  to  ask  the 
many  to  contribute  a  little.”  The 
name  of  the  plan  explains  its  pur¬ 
pose:  “The  Fellowship  of  Sponsors 
of  new  Churches.” 

An  individual  may  sponsor  one 
or  more  units,  at  $10.00  per  unit, 
with  the  assurance  of  not  more 
than  three  “calls”  per  year. 

The  plan  was  initiated  through 
a  series  of  three  dinners  in  the 
District.  These  dinners  were  well 
attended,  and  out  of  them  came 
pledges  for  350  basic  units,  on  a 
goal  of  300.  The  Rev.  Scottv  Boze¬ 
man  gave  the  inspirational  stew¬ 
ardship  addresses  at  the  dinners. 

The  first  “call”  has  been  issued 
for  our  church  at  Ft.  Myers  Beach. 
At  this  writing  the  results  of  the 
“call”  are  not  known,  but  it  was 
expected  that  the  total  pledging 
of  the  units  would  grow  consider¬ 
ably  after  a  presentation  of  the 
plan  from  the  pulpits  of  the 
churches  in  the  District. 

The  Missionary  Secretary,  Rev. 
E.  Pierce  Hendry,  is  very  well 
pleased  over  the  progress  of  the 
plan  to  date.

The  kmm  Corner . . . 

“O  little  town  of  Bethlehem,  how  still  I 
see  thee  lie.”  During  my  recent  tour  of  the 
whole  world  I  put  down  for  twenty-four  hours 
in  Jerusalem.  For  a  part  of  the  day  I  visited 
the  street  called  “Via  Dol¬ 
orosa”  along  which  the 
Master  bore  the  cross.  At 
the  top  of  the  hill  called 
Golgotha  I  felt  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  Him  Who  gave  His 
life  for  us  there.  A  visit  to 
the  borrowed  tomb  in 
which  His  body  rested  filled 
me  with  a  strange  sense  of 
awe.  An  hour  in  the  Gar¬ 
den  of  Gethsemane  gave 
me  an  opportunity  for  sob¬ 
er  meditation  on  the  events  of  the  last  week 
of  our  Lord’s  life  on  the  earth.  I  stood  among 
the  friendly  trees  on  the  Mount  of  Olives  from 
which  Jesus  ascended  into  Heaven.  All  of  these 
had  been  names  in  a  book  to  me,  but  now  they 
loomed  up  as  reality. 

A  few  minutes’  journey  by  auto  brought  me 
to  Bethlehem,  still  a  tiny  little  city  nestling  in 
the  hills  hard  by  Jerusalem.  There  I  saw  the 
spot  where  a  little  baby  was  born  Who  was 
destined  to  change  the  life  of  the  whole  world. 
The  church  erected  at  that  point,  the  Church 
of  the  Nativity,  didn’t  impress  me  so  much. 
The  men  and  boys  selling  souvenirs,  post 
cards,  etc.,  did  not  help  create  holy  atmos¬ 
phere.  Not  even  the  priests  who  silently  moved 
about  among  the  people  and  along  the  dark 
corridors  of  the  church,  increased  my  sense  of 
His  presence.  But  that  night  as  I  stood  under 
the  sky  and  saw  the  star-spangled  heavens,  I 
knew  that  in  reality  such  a  scene  as  that  pre¬ 


vailed  the  night  that  God  became  flesh  and 
dwelt  among  men,  and  a  glorious  peace  set¬ 
tled  over  me  that  still  lingers  in  my  heart. 

It’s  Christmas  time  again.  Nearly  two  mil- 
leniums  have  passed  since  the  first  Christmas. 
But  the  basic  values  involved  in  that  first  di¬ 
vine  event  abide  with  us  still.  In  these  days 
the  whole  earth  feels  the  compulsions  of  the 
presence  of  the  Christ  Child.  Millions  of  youth 
will  be  boarding  trains,  planes  and  busses  to 
commemorate  the  birth  day  of  Jesus  at  home. 
Business,  commerce,  industry,  banking,  gov¬ 
ernment,  schools,  homes,  all  are  again  being 
caught  up  in  the  sway  of  a  little  child  who 
was  born  in  the  City  of  David  in  Bethlehem 
of  Judea 

In  celebrating  the  birthday  of  Jesus  again 
let  us  join  together  and  make  a  pilgrimage  to 
the  place  of  His  birth  and  lay  our  souls  before 
Him  as  a  Christmas  gift  to  Him  Who  gave  us 
the  first  Christmas.  What  a  wonderful  time  to 
bring  our  babies  to  His  altar  for  baptism.

NEW  TV  SERIES 


Scene  from  Our  Father's  World,  one  of  the  programs  in  The 
Way,  the  new  series  of  dramatic  half-hour  television  programs 
being  produced  by  the  Radio  and  Film  Commission  for  The 
Methodist  Church. 


Methodists  who  have  been  ask¬ 
ing  what  the  church  is  doing 
about  television  will  have  an  an¬ 
swer  in  January. 

The  first  month  of  1956  will 
mark  the  beginning  of  a  new  dra¬ 
matic  series  of  TV  programs,  The 
Way,  produced  for  The  Methodist 
Church  by  the  Radio  and  Film 
Commission. 

What  is  The  Way'}  It  is  a  series 
of  13  half-hour  dramatic  pro¬ 
grams  based  on  the  power  of 
Christian  love  at  work  in  every¬ 
day  situations  and  its  adequacy 
for  every  circumstance.  The  re¬ 
demptive  power  of  this  love,  as 
expressed  in  forgiveness,  unself¬ 
ish  concern  for  others,  brotherli¬ 
ness,  parental  affection,  immer¬ 
sion  in  the  service  of  others  and 
similar  qualities,  is  related  to  day 
to  by  problems  which  are  being 
faced  by  some  family  every  hour 
in  communities  throughout  Am¬ 
erica  today. 

What  does  the  release  of  The 
Way  mean  to  not  only  The  Meth¬ 
odist,  but  The  Christian  Church? 
This  series  of  13  programs  is  a 
major  step  in  the  expansion  of 
mass  evangelism  through  televi¬ 
sion,  the  most  effective  means  of 
communication  yet  discov¬ 
ered.  The  programs  on  the  air, 
plus  local  tie-in,  use,  and  follow¬ 
up,  will  be  the  greatest  potential 
in  evangelism  ever  attempted  by 
our  church. 

According  to  the  Federal  Com¬ 
munications  Commission,  seven 
out  of  every  10  families  in  the 
United  States  now  own  a  TV  set. 
By  next  year,  an  estimated  90 
per  cent  of  the  nation’s  homes 


can  be  reached  by  this  medium. 

One  program  in  the  series  has 
as  large  a  potential  audience  as 
an  average  minister  speaks  to  in 
churches  in  his  lifetime.  What  an 
opportunity  this  offers  for  reach¬ 
ing  those  families  who  have  not 
made  Christ  a  part  of  their  lives 
nor  learned  to  apply  Christian 
teachings  to  their  everyday  liv¬ 
ing! 

Produced  in  Hollywood,  The 
Way  will  be  released  to  local  sta¬ 
tions  all  over  the  nation  for 
showing  on  public  service  time. 
The  series  will  be  made  available 
through  the  Broadcasting  and 
Film  Commission  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  and  no  com¬ 
mercial  sponsorship  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted. 

To  enable  local  Methodist 
churches  to  derive  the  maximum 
value  from  the  series  showings,  a 
kit  of  materials  will  be  provided 
for  tie-ins  with  sermons,  Sunday 
school  work,  viewing  and  discus¬ 
sion  groups,  and  other  phases  of 
the  local  church  program. 

Contributions  to  the  TV  Min¬ 
istry  Fund  from  Methodists  all 
over  the  country  help  to  make 
the  production  of  the  series  pos¬ 
sible.  However,  there  is  more  that 
church  members  can  do  than  give 
money. 

How  can  Methodists  help  get 
The  Way  on  the  air?  By  working 
through  their  local  Council  of 
Churches  or  Ministerial  Associa¬ 
tion. 

How  can  they  help  build  audi¬ 
ences  for  the  series?  Telephone 
committees,  bulletin  board  and 
window  displays,  word-of-mouth 


promotion,  and  all  other  possible 
means  should  be  used.  Materials 
are  being  prepared  now  to  assist 
in  this  project. 

To  acquaint  laymen  and  min¬ 
isters  with  the  series,  a  pilot  film, 
Give  Us  Tomorrow,  is  being  shown 
at  conference-wide  meetings  and 
pastors’  schools. 

This  film  is  available  now  also 
to  a  very  limited  number  of  local 
churches  where  it  is  desired  to  re¬ 
ceive  an  offering  for  the  World 
Service  Special  Methodist  TV 
Fund.  Application  for  use  should 
be  made  to  the  Radio  and  Film 
Commission,  attention  Royer  H. 
W  o  o  d  b  u  r  n,  1525  McGavock  St., 
Nashville,  Tennessee. 

Every  Methodist  can  partici¬ 
pate  in  this  type  of  evangelism  by 
giving  generously  and  early  to 
the  TV  Fund,  by  helping  build  a 
large  viewing  audience  in  his 
community,  and  by  using  the  pro¬ 
grams  as  a  basis  for  follow-up  to 
win  others  to  Christ  and  the 
Church. 

Contributions  may  be  made 
through  the  local  church  which 
will  channel  it  through  the  con¬ 
ference  treasurer  as  a  part  of  the 
10-in- 1,  designated  for  the  TV 
Fund.

A  national  poetry  competition, 
to  be  known  as  the  Wallace  Stev¬ 
ens  Awards,  will  be  sponsored  by 
Florida  Southern  College  with  a 
first-place  award  of  $500. 

Dr.  Ludd  M.  Spivey,  president 
of  Florida  Southern,  announced 
that  the  competition  will  also  pro¬ 
vide  a  second  place  national 
award,  of  $150;  a  third  award  of 
$100;  and  a  fourth  award  of  $50. 

In  addition,  awards  totaling 
$100  will  be  made  to  students  of 
Florida  Southern  College  submit¬ 
ting  prize-winning  entries  in 
poetry. 

Judges  for  the  national  compe¬ 
tition  will  be  Hy  Jordan  Sobiloff, 
New  York  poet  and  business  ex¬ 
ecutive;  Conrad  Aiken,  interna¬ 
tionally  known  poet  and  literary 
critic  of  New  York;  John  L. 
Sweeney,  of  the  Lamont  Library, 
Harvard  University;  and  Allen 
Tate,  poet,  critic  and  educator,  of 
Princeton,  N.  J. 

The  deadline  for  poets  submit¬ 
ting  entries  for  the  national 
awards  will  be  12  o’clock,  mid¬ 
night,  January  5,  1956.  All  entries 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Wal¬ 
lace  Stevens  Awards,  Florida 
Southern  College,  Lakeland,  Flor¬ 
ida.

“THEY  WANTED  WINE” 


“And  when  they  wanted 
wine,  the  mother  of  Jesus  saith 
unto  him,  They  have  no  wine” 
-so  reads  the  King  James  Ver¬ 
sion  in  its  account  of  the  mar¬ 
riage  at  Cana  in  Galilee  (John 
2.1-11.)  To  the  modern  reader 
this  means  that  when  some  of 
the  guests  grew  thirsty  and  de¬ 
sired  wine,  the  mother  of  Je¬ 
sus  realized  that  there  was 
none  and  turned  to  Him  for 
help. 

But  that  is  not  what  the 
Greek,  text  of  John  2.3  means. 
Its  first  clause  was  translated 
by  Tyndale:  “And  when  the 
wine  failed.”  Tyndale’s  render¬ 
ing  is  correct,  and  was  used  in 
the  successive  versions  of  Cov- 
erdale,  Thomas  Matthew,  the 
Great  Bible,  the  Geneva  Bible, 
and  the  first  edition  of  the 
Bishops’  Bible.  The  Greek  text 
implies  that  the  bridegroom 
had  supplied  wine,  according 
to  Jewish  custom,  but  that  he 
had  miscalculated  and  did  not 
supply  enough.  Tyndale’s 
translation  of  the  clause  has 
been  reinstated  by  all  author¬ 
ized  revisions  of  the  King 
James  Version — by  the  English 
Revised  Version  of  1881,  the 
American  Standard  Version  of 
1901,  and  the  Revised  Standard 


Trinity  Church,  Lakeland, 
Continues  Expansion 

Trinity  Church,  Lakeland, 
hopes  to  be  able  soon  to  complete 
parts  of  the  new  sanctuary  which 
had  to  be  omitted  at  the  time  the 
church  was  constructed  last  year. 
These  include  a  small  chapel,  the 
pastor’s  office  and  study,  and  the 
tower  with  a  neon  lighted  cross 
on  top. 

A  campaign  is  now  underway 
to  raise  $27,000.  Part  of  this  will 
be  used  to  make  substantial  pay¬ 
ments  on  a  loan  from  Florida 
Southern  College,  and  the  balance 
as  collected  will  be  set  aside  for 
the  new  construction  work  to  be 
done  on  a  pay-as-you-go  basis, 
without  increasing  the  church  in¬ 
debtedness. 


Version  of  1946-1952.  Other 
modern  translators  also  agree 
with  Tyndale;  they  say  that 
the  wine  “ran  short”  (Moffatt, 
Weymouth,  Twentieth  Century, 
Ballantine,  Rieu)  or  “gave  out” 
(Goodspeed,  Philips,  Verkuyl.) 

The  wording  of  the  King 
James  Version,  “when  they 
wanted  wine,”  is  an  ambiguous 
rendernig  for  which  a  reviser  of 
the  Bishops’  Bible  is  responsi¬ 
ble.  It  first  appeared  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  edition  of  the  Bishops’  Bi¬ 
ble,  and  was  taken  from  it  by 
the  King  James  translators. 
These  two  versions  stand  alone 
in  this  mistake. 

In  1611  the  error  was  not  as 
apparent  as  it  is  now,  for  the 
verb  “want”  is  always  used  by 
the  King  James  Version  in  the 
older  sense  of  “lack,”  and  not 
in  the  sense  of  “desire.”  The 
seventeenth-century  reader  un¬ 
derstood  the  clause  to  mean 
“when  they  lacked  wine”  just 
as  naturally  as  the  reader  of 
today  understands  it  to  mean 
“when  they  desired  wine.”  But 
even  so,  the  King  James  ren¬ 
dering  of  this  clause  is  an  in¬ 
accurate  paraphrase  of  the 
Greek,  text,  and  is  apt  to  mis¬ 
lead  the  English  reader. 


Included  in  the  project  also  is 
some  remodelling  of  the  former 
church  building  to  make  more 
room,  for  Sunday  school  classes 
which  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  W.

“This  letter  comes  to  you 
from  the  Sanitarium  of  So- 
teria,  in  Athens,  Greece,  where 
I  am  a  patient.  How  I  praise 
God.  for  the  salvation  I  have 
found  in  Christ.  I  could  not  live 
without  Him. 

“For  nine  years  now  I  have 
been  struggling  against  tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  I  cannot  regain  my 
health.  My  poor  children  are 
beginning  to  show  signs  of  the 
disease  and  I  am  afraid  it  is 
because  they  do  not  have  any¬ 
thing  to  eat  or  a  mother’s  lov¬ 
ing  care.  Their  father  has  suf¬ 
fered  from  pleurisy  and  is  un¬ 
able  to  work.  You  cannot  imag¬ 
ine  the  suffering  in  which  our 
little  family  is  found.  I  just 
cannot  describe  it  to  you.  How 
is  it  possible  for  me  to  get  well, 
knowing  that  my  children  lack 
even  their  daily  bread?  I  am 
afraid  they  will  die  and  I  shall 
never  see  them  again.  My  des¬ 
pair  is  beyond  description. 
Sometimes  I  feel  it  would  be 
better  for  me  to  die  first  so 
that  I  would  not  have  to  en¬ 
dure  the  sorrow  of  burying  my 
children.  Please  put  yourself  in 
my  place  for  just  a  little  while 
and  you  will  feel  something  of 
the  untold  tragedy  that  exists 
in  my  heart.  My  clothing  is  all 
worn  out  and  my  children  are 
almost  naked.  They  are  two 
boys,  ages  13  and  15.  Please 
have  mercy  on  them  and  don’t 
worry  about  me.  You  cannot 
imagine  how  a  mother  feels 
when  she  cannot  take  care  of 
her  own  children.  Oh,  how  I 
wish  I  could  send  them  some¬ 
thing  to  bring  just  a  little  joy 
into  their  lives!  My  only  com¬ 
fort  is  prayer  and  the  reading 
of  God’s  Word.  I  have  faith  to 
believe  that  the  day  of  miracles 
is  not  past  and  that  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  is  able  to  restore 
me  to  health  so  that  I  may  re¬ 
turn  to  my  family  and  give 
them  what  they  have  lacked 
for  so  many  years.

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W.S.C.S.  Officers  Visit 
Cuban  Mission  Stations 

(Mrs  A.  R.  Ivey,  Conference 
President  of  the  W.S.C.S.,  and 
Mrs.  H.  V.  Weems,  Conference 
Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications,  have  just  complet¬ 
ed  a  tour  of  Methodist  mission 
stations  in  Cuba.  The  following 
is  Mrs.  Ivey’s  first-hand  account 
of  the  trip.— EDITOR) 

“We  arrived  in  Havana  on  Sat¬ 
urday  morning,  November  5.  We 
were  met  at  the  boat  by  Mrs.  Vas- 
seur,  Mrs.  Lopez-Silvero,  Miss  Ag¬ 
nes  Malloy  and  Miss  Lorraine 
Buck.  The  last  two  named  are 
missionaries  out  at  our  Buena  Vis¬ 
ta  School  in  Havana. 

“Buena  Vista  is  a  beautiful 
school.  It  works  very  closely  with 
Candler  College  of  the  General 
Board.  I  m  o  g  e  n  e  Elswick,  our 
worker  at  the  Student  Center  of 
Havana  University,  was  our 
chauffeur  all  the  time  we  were  in 
Havana  and  she  was  a  good  one. 
W’e  shopped  Saturday  afternoon, 
went  to  church  at  University 
Church  Sunday  morning  and  to 
church  out  from  Havana  at  night. 

“Monday  we  went  down  to  Her- 
radura  in  Pinar  del  Rio  province. 
We  had  a  fine  trip  and  beautiful 
scenery  in  the  Vinales  Valley  on 
our  way  home.  Tuesday  we  took 
two  sightseeing  trips  and  Wednes¬ 
day  morning  left  for  Matanzas 
and  Irene  Toland  School.  We  en¬ 
joyed  our  stay  there  and  left  next 
morning  for  Santa  Rosa,  nine 
miles  out  from  Jovellanos  where 
Miss  Leera  Shanks  has  her  work. 
That  is  really  the  most  primitive 
and  rural  area  that  you  could 
find.  It  is  right  out  in  the  cane 
fields. 

“We  left  there  the  next  morning 
for  Cienfuegos  and  Eliza  Bowman 
School.  That  is  one  of  the  finest 
and  prettiest  of  our  schools,  al¬ 
though  Buena  Vista  is  usually 
considered  the  tops.  We  left  for 
Camaguey  by  bus  at  11:38  P.M. 
Arriving  at  4:10  A.M.  and  right  to 
the  Grand  Hotel  and  to  bed. 

“We  got  in  touch  with  Mrs. 
Rankin  next  morning  and  had 
lunch  with  them  and  a  group  of 
people  from  Belle  Glade,  who  had 
been  in  Cuba  a  week  traveling 
with  Rev.  Victor  Rankin.  They 
were  amazed  that  we  were  travel¬ 
ing  alone.  But,  of  course,  we  were 
escorted,  to  the  bus  and  met  each 
time  by  some  of  our  workers. 

“We  were  very  tired  when  we 
reached  Camaguay  and  were  de¬ 
lighted  that  we  had  a  breathing 
spell  there.  We  attended  the  Eng¬ 
lish  service  at  eleven  o’clock.  I 
spoke  at  the  night  service,  at 
which  time  they  had  a  “con¬ 
centration”  of  their  women  (as 
they  called  it.)  Have  been  speak¬ 
ing  at  each  place  and  just  pray 
that  I  have  been  saying  the  right

“Call  Your  Pastor” 

This  is  the  subject  of  a  worth¬ 
while  item  which  the  Rev.  Elliott 
S.  Ritch,  Sr.,  recently  printed  in 
the  First  Church,  Bartow,  bulletin. 

“Why  doesn’t  he  come  without 
being  called?” 

He  will  if  he  knows  that  you 
need  him  —  just  as  your  family 
doctor  would  come  without  being 
called  if  he  knew  you  had  been 
struck  by  a  hit-and-run  driver 
and.  were  lying  unconscious  on  the 
highway,  Brother  Ritch  said,  ad¬ 
ding  : 

But  it  often  happens  that  your 
minister  does  not  know  you  need 
him.  You  would  call  your  doctor 
if  you  wanted  to  see  him.  Call 
your  minister  in  the  same  way. 

At  what  time  should  I  call  him? 

As  soon  as  you  feel  the  need  of 
him.  If  you  wait,  you  may  lose 
your  courage  and  lose  the  chance 
to  take  a  significant  step  forward. 
At  any  time  of  day  or  night — if 
you  feel  you  need  your  minister, 
call  him. 

What  problems  should  I  take  to 
my  minister? 

Anything  that  troubles  you.  He 
is  concerned  about  anything 
which  is  important  to  you. 

Should  I  call  my  minister  about 
other  people? 

You  certainly  should!  When 
new  people  move  into  your  neigh¬ 
borhood  or  members  of  the 
church  move  away;  when  some¬ 
one  in  the  parish  is  facing  illness, 
hospitalization,  death  or  other 
special  hardships;  when  neighbors 
or  friends  seem  ready  to  become 
members  of  the  church  or  enroll 
their  children  in  the  church 
school;  when  you  discover  unused 
talents  among  the  church’s  mem¬ 
bers  which  might  find  profitable 
employment  in  the  church’s  min¬ 
istry — call  your  minister. 

Whenever  you  are  in  doubt 
whether  or  not  you  should  call 
your  minister,  always  remember 
that  vyou  will  probably  be  making 
a  mistake  if  you  don’t. 


W.S.C.S.  BAZAAR  AT  BEYMER 

The  ladies  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  at 
the  Beymer  Memorial  Church  re¬ 
cently  held  a  Bazaar  and  served 
dinner  to  more  than  400  persons.

Their  tour  included  the  cities  of 
Havana,  Matanzas,  Santa  Clara, 
Cienfuegos,  L  a  M  o  z  a,  Manicar- 
agua,  Camaguey,  Holguin,  Ba- 
ganos,  Preston,  Mayari  and  An- 
tilla,  as  well  as  many  smaller 
towns  and  rural  communities. 
Over  30  Methodist  institutions 
-were  visited;  among  them  were 
churches,  schools,  colleges  the 
seminary,  the  youth  camp,  clin¬ 


ics,  dispensaries,  chapels  and  oth¬ 
er  mission  posts. 

Services  were  conducted  along 
the  way  with  the  laymen  from 
America  as  well  as  the  Cuban  lay¬ 
men.  speaking  on  the  subject  of 
stewardship  and  a  nightly  sermon 
by  H.  E.  Garrett  or  C.  M.  Cotton. 

On  Friday  night  the  group  was 
welcomed  at  the  Methodist  church 
at.

0  Zion  Haste,  Thy  Mission  High  Fulfilling 


“Why  don’t  other  children  know 
about  Jesus,  mother?”  little  Betty 
Thomson  asked  her  mother,  thir¬ 
ty-four  year  old  Mrs.  Mary  Ann 
Thomson,  from  her  sick  bed  one 
afternoon  in  1868. 

“Because  no  one  has  gone  to  tell 
them  the  good  news  of  Jesus  and 
His  love,”  her  mother  replied. 

“T  hen  who  do  they  pray  to 
when  they  are  sick?”  the  little  girl 
asked. 

“If  they  don’t  know  about  God 
and  Jesus,  they  have  no  one  to 
pray  to,”  her  mother  explained. 

“And.  no  Bible  to  read  from?” 
the  child  continued. 

“No,  dear.  If  they  don’t  know 
about  Jesus,  they  don’t  have  a 
Bible,”  she  answered. 

The  girl  was  silent  for  a  few 
moments,  and  then  said,  “It  must 
be  awful  to  be  sick  and  not  have 
a  God  to  pray  to  and  Bible  stories 
to  read.  It’s  just  like  the  song  we 
learned  in  Sunday  School,  moth¬ 
er.” 

“Which  one  was  that?” 

“‘I  think  when  I  read  that 
sweet  story  of  old’,”  the  child  be¬ 
gan,  “and  the  chorus  went  like 
this : 

But  thousands  and  thousands 
who  wander  and  fall 

Never  heard  of  that  heavenly 
home; 

I  wish  they  could  know  there 
was  room  for  them  all, 

And  Jesus  has  bid  them  to 
come.” 

“That’s  true,  Betty,”  her  mother 
said.  “There  are  thousands  of 
children  here  in  America  as  well 
as  in  other  parts  of  the  world  who 
have  never  heard  about  Jesus  and 
His  love,  and  the  room  in  His 
heart  as  well  as  in  His  heavenly 
home  for  each  one  of  them.” 

“When  I  grow  up,  mother,  I 
think  I’ll  be  a  missionary,”  the 
child  said,  “and  tell  some  of  these 
children  what  it  means  to  love 
Jesus  and  be  a  Christian.” 

“Your  father  and  I  will  be  so 
happy  if  you  decide  to  do  that, 
Betty,”  her  mother  said.  “You 
could  do  nothing  nobler  with  your 
life  than  to  publish  the  glad  tid¬ 
ings  of  Jesus,  the  tidings  of  re¬ 
demption  and  release.  You  see, 
dear,  the  fathers  and  mothers 
need  to  know  the  story  just  as 
much  as  the  children  do.” 

“And  I’ll  tell  them  that  when 
they  are  sick,  Jesus  will  send  His 
angels  to  stand  by  their  beds  un¬ 
til  they  get  well  again,”  Betty 
continued,  “and  I’ll  tell  them  that 
Jesus  is  the  light  of  the  world  so 
they  won’t  be  afraid  of  the  dark.” 


To  comfort  her  little  daughter, 
Mrs.  Thomson,  London-born  wife 
ox  John  Thomson,  librarian  of  the 
Free  Library  of  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  and  a  member  of 
the  Church  of  the  Annunciation 
in  that  city,  went  to  the  piano  in 
the  next  room  and  played  through 
several  beautiful  hymn  tunes. 
When  she  came  to  “Hark,  Hark 
my  soul,  angelic  songs  are  swell¬ 
ing,”  she  sang  a  couple  of  stanzas 
to  the  tune  “Pilgrims”  by  Henry 
Smart.  “This  is  my  favorite  tune,” 
she  said  to  Betty,  as  the  child  lis¬ 
tened  intently  from  the  adjoining 
room. 

“I  like  it,  mother,”  Betty  called 
out.  “Sing  some  more  verses.” 

Her  mother  played  and  sang 
until  her  daughter  had  fallen  fast 
asleep.  Then,  moved  by  their  con¬ 
versation  about  the  need  for  peo¬ 
ple  to  spread  the  good  news  of  Je¬ 
sus  and  His  love,  and  with  the 
strains  of  her  favorite  hymn  tune 
ringing  in  her  ears,  Mrs.  Thomson 
picked  up  some  paper  and  a  pen¬ 
cil,  tip-toed  into  her  daughter’s 
bedroom,  sat  in  a  comfortable 
chair  near  the  foot  of  the  bed,  and 
began  to  write  a  hymn.  The  first 
stanza  began: 

O  Zion,  haste,  thy  mission  high 
fulfilling, 

To  tell  to  all  the  world  that  God 
is  light; 

That  he  who  made  all  nations 
is  not  willing, 

One  soul  should  perish,  lost  in 
shades  of  night. 

Publish  glad  tidings,  tidings  of 
peace; 

Tidings  of  Jesus,  redemption 
and  release. 

In  half  an  hour,  as  Betty  lay 
nearby  sound  asleep,  she  complet¬ 
ed  the  six  stanzas  of  her  new 
hymn.  Later  she  said  to  her  hus¬ 
band,  “I  wrote  my  lines  to  be  sung 
to  Henry  Smart’s  tune  for  ‘Hark, 
Hark  my  soul.’  ”  Sitting  at  the  pi¬ 
ano,  she  sang  her  stanzas  to  the 
tune  with  which  he  was  familiar. 

“It  will  make  a  fine  missionary 
hymn,  Mary,”  he  told  her,  “and  if 
Betty  is  never  able  to  go  herself, 
the  hymn  she  inspired  may  move 
others  to  spread  the  glad  tidings.” 

Eight  years  after  this  scene  had 
taken  place  in  Philadelphia,  and 
unknown  to  the  participants 
there,  two  musicians  met  in  the 
home  of  James  Walch,  Bolton, 
Lancashire,  England.  Forty-year 
old  Walch,  organist,  choir  director 
and  composer,  explained  to  his 


friend  that  afternoon  in  1876,  “I 
invited  you  over  to  hear  a  new 
hymn  tune.” 

“To  what  hymn?”  his  friend 
asked. 

“Faber’s  ‘Hark,  hark  my  soul’,” 
Walch  answered. 

“Good  heavens,  man,”  his  friend 
said.  “Isn’t  that  hymn  burdened 
down  with  enough  tunes  now?” 

“Maybe  so,  but  none  of  them 
suit  my  fancy,”  the  older  compos¬ 
er  replied.  “Take  Dyke’s  tune,  ‘An¬ 
gel’s  Song.’  It  is  all  right  for  a 
choir  to  sing  as  an  anthem,  but 
for  congregational  singing,  it  has 
too  many  high  F’s  to  make  it 
practical.  I’m  afraid  the  people’s 
voices  would  crack  before  they 
finished  the  second  stanza.” 

“What  about  Henry  Smart’s 
tune  ‘Pilgrims?’  It  certainly  is 
popular  here  in  Lancashire.” 

“I  know  that  only  too  well,” 
Walch  explained,  “but  it  falls 
short  of  my  idea  of  a  perfect 
hymn  tune.” 

“Then  let  me  hear  your’s,”  his 
friend  asked,  “and  judge  it  for 
myself.” 

Walch  sat  down  at  the  keyboard 
and  played  through  his  tune,  af¬ 
ter  which  his  friend  commented, 
“That  is  too  good  a  tune  to  be 
printed  as  an  alternate  for  ‘Hark, 
hark  my  soul.’  Don’t  you  know  of 
a  stirring  poem  that  needs  just 
the  kind  of  music  you  have  com¬ 
posed?” 

“No,  I  don’t,”  the  older  man  re¬ 
plied.  “The  metrical  pattern, 
11. 10. 11.10.,  with  refrain,  is  a  bit 
unusual,  you  know,  and  it  won’t 
be  easy  to  find  another  good  poem 
to  fit  it.  However,  if  a  first  class 
hymn  would  fall  into  my  lap,  like 
manna  from  heaven,  that  would 
be  a  different  matter.” 

It  didn’t  fall  into  Walch’s  lap, 
but  an  editor  of  a  new  hymnal 
took  Walch’s  new  tune  for  “Hark, 
hark  my  soul,”  composed  in  Eng¬ 
land  in  1876,  and  matched  it  with 
Mrs.  Thomson’s  poem,  written  in 
America  in  1868,  to  fit  Smart’s 
tune  “Pilgrims,”  and  came  up 
with  as  perfect  a  blending  of 
words  and  music  as  one  could  de¬ 
sire.  Walch’s  music  was  hence¬ 
forth  known  by  the  name  “Tid¬ 
ings,”  and  “O  Zion,  Haste”  is  re¬ 
garded  universally  as  one  of  the 
most  stirring  hymns  of  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century.  While  Walch  lived 
until  1901  and  Mary  Ann  Thomson 
until  1923,  neither  ever  achieved 
the  heights  they  reached  in  the 
hymn  on  which  they  unknowingly 
collaborated,  altough  they  never 
met  each  other  and  little  dreamed 
such  a  union  of  words  and  music 
possible.

Fight  Liquor  Advertising 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that 
Reader’s  Digest  until  very  recent¬ 
ly  contained  no  advertisements  of 
any  kind.

tion  of  over  thirty  million;  but 
Reader’s  Digest  tops  them  all.

proper  celebration  of  Christmas. 
This  year  they  are  stressing  not 
only  the  superb  quality  of  the  liq¬ 
uors,  but  the  containers  in  which 
they  are  to  be  presented  to  friends 
— not  an  ordinary  bottle,  but  an 
exquisitely  beautiful  decanter,  de¬ 
signed  and  manufactured  for  this 
special  use.  This  is  the  Christmas 
gift  that  will  be  most  appreciated 
and  prized  by  your  friends.  Thus 
they  join  hands  with  the  distillers 
and  brewers  in  profaning  this 
sacred  day  on  which  Christ,  the 
Son  of  God  and  the  Savior  of  the 
World,  was  born.

New  “Hydrogen  Bomb” 

To  Help  Citrus  Trees 

Miami,  (Lakeland),  Dec.  9  — 
(Special)  —  A  “hydrogen  bomb,” 
made  of  fish  oil  and  atoms  of  hy¬ 
drogen,  may  provide  the  Florida 
citrus  industry  with  a  method  to 
combat  the  spreading  disease  of 
citrus  trees. 

Six  scientists  from  the  Bio-Re¬ 
search  Laboratory  and  Citrus  De¬ 
partment  of  Florida  Southern  Col¬ 
lege  announced  today  that  pre¬ 
liminary  investigation  indicated 
that  the  “hydrogen  bomb”  kills 
the  nematode  which  causes  de¬ 
cline  in  citrus  groves. 

They  reported  today  at  the 
20th  annual  meeting  of  the  Flori¬ 
da  Academy  of  Sciences,  held  at 
the  University  of  Miami,  on  their 
experimental  studies  with  hydro¬ 
genated  fish  oils  and  hydrogen 
atoms  in  combating  nematodes. 

By  fortifying  the  fish  oil  with  a 
chemical  containing  four  atoms  of 
hydrogen  in  a  molecule,  the  Flor¬ 
ida  Southern  scientists  reported 
the  creation  of  a  “hydrogen 
bomb,”  which  when  sprayed  on 
soil  containing  Radopholus  Simi- 
lis — the  nematode  causing  spread¬ 
ing  decline — kills  these  destruc¬ 
tive  worms.

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Florida’s  Methodist  pulpits 
should  be  well  manned  in  future 
years,  if  enrollment  statistics  of 
the  Candler  School  of  Theology  at 
Emory  University  have  any  bear¬ 
ing  on  the  case,  according  to  Dean 
William  R.  Cannon  of  the  Atlanta 
seminary. 

The  jurisdictional  university  in 
Atlanta  enrolls  some  47  Florida 
Conference  members,  along  with 
332  other  students  representing  45 
annual  conferences,  Great  Brit¬ 
ain,  Russia  and  Cuba,  and  five  de¬ 
nominations. 

The  Florida  ministerial  students 
at  Emory  have  banded  together  to 
form  a  “Florida  Club.”  “Since  we’ll 
be  working  together  in  the  future, 
we  decided  our  acquaintance 
should  begin  here,  in  the  fellow¬ 
ship  and  exchange  of  ideas  so 
necessary  to  cooperation  later  on,” 
Ed  Dinkins,  secretary  of  the  Flor¬ 
ida  Club,  says. 

The  group  usually  meets  month¬ 
ly,  and  sponsors  two  or  three  an¬ 
nual  social  occasions,  when  Flori¬ 
da  churchmen  or  student  wives 
are  honored. 

Florida’s  Bishop  Branscomb  was 
feted  at  such  an  event  last  Spring, 
a  barbecue  supper  given  on  the 
spacious  lawns  of  Glenn  Memorial 
Church  by  Emory’s  Florida  semi¬ 
narians. 

Occasionally  a  turn-about  finds 
the  Florida  Club  being  enter¬ 
tained  instead.  One  such  occasion 
recently  was  a  dinner,  given  for 
the  club  by  the  Rev.  David  Cath- 
cart,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Florida  Conference  Board  of  Min¬ 
isterial  Training  and  Qualifica¬ 
tion.  In  the  university’s  Alumni 
Memorial  Building,  future  Florida 
ministers  heard  Mr.  Cathcart  dis¬ 
cuss  the  procedure  for  admission 
into  full  connection  with  the  con¬ 
ference. 

“Sessions  like  that  one,”  says 
one  Florida  student,  “are  of  real 


value  to  us  in  planning  our  future 
program  and  deciding  on  what 
exactly  we  can  bring  to  Florida 
with  us  as  ministers.” 

Officers  of  the  Florida  Club  are 
William  Trobaugh,  Zolfo  Springs, 
president;  Donald  Mizell,  Lake 
Butler,  vice  president,  and  Ed 
Dinkins,  Lakeland,  secretary- 
treasurer.  The  group’s  Committee 
on  Conference  Relations  is  headed 
by  Harry  Parham,  a  former  law¬ 
yer  and  judge  from  Bradenton. 

Florida  Conference  representa¬ 
tion  in  Candler’s  enrollment  is 
the  largest  with  the  exception  of 
that  of  the  North  Georgia  Confer¬ 
ence,  which  is  represented  by  52 
students  this  year. 

Candler  School  of  Theology  was 
40  years  old  last  year.  One  of  the 
oldest  “school  s”  that  make  up 
Emory  University,  the  seminary 
came  into  existence  before  the 
university  itself  was  chartered, 
and  is  the  oldest  division  of  the 
university  proper. 

Its  present  dean,  William  R. 
C  a. nnon,  a  summa  cum  laude 
graduate  of  the  University  of 
Georgia,  and  Yale  University  Di¬ 
vinity  School,  has  made  a  name 
for  himself  at  jurisdictional  and 
conference  meetings,  and  is  well 
known  as  an  author  and  speaker. 

The  chief  aim  of  the  school,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dean  Cannon,  is  “the 
preparation  of  students  for  the 
pastoral  ministry  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church.”  The  dean  and  his 
faculty  have  the  school’s  curricu¬ 
lum.  under  constant  scrutiny, 
adapting  it  as  needs  for  more  ef¬ 
fective  service  in  annual  confer¬ 
ences  grow.  A  significant  addition 
to  the  curriculum  is  the  program 
of  training,  leading  to  the  Master 
of  Christian  Education  degree. 

A.  recent  important  step  in  the 
development  of  Emory  University 
as  a  whole,  has  been  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  Committee  of  100 — 


Methodist  laymen  from  through¬ 
out  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction 
who  are  particularly  interested  in 
the  program  and  development  of 
the  seminary. 

A  recent  recommendation  of 
this  distinguished  committee  of 
business  and  professional  men 
has  been  for  a  considerable  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  operating  fund  of  the 
Candler  School  of  Theology, 
whose  enrollment  has  almost 
quadrupled  without  a  correspond¬ 
ing  increase  in  resources  to  carry 
on  its  work. 

Some  138  alumni  of  Emory’s 
theology  school  are  serving  now 
in  the  Florida  Conference.

Another 
son,  Ronald,  has  been  born  since  this  picture  was 
made.  It  is  because  of  the  Christ-like  spirit  shown 
by  the  members  of  Trinity  Church  that  this  family 
will  soon  be  bound  for  the  land  of  freedom. 

The  church  mission  activities  committee,  headed 
by  Mrs.  R.  E.  Cranie,  will  arrange  transportation 
from  New  York  for  the  Michael  Muraszewski  family 
now  in  West  Germany’s  Altengrabov  DP  camp. 

The  church  will  rent  a  home  for  the  family  and 
provide  food  for  their  first  month  here — until  they 
can  get  on  their  feet  financially  in  the  land  of 
freedom  and  opportunity. 

The  family  is  to  arrive  here  in  March. 

Promised  Job  Here 

Muraszewski  who  held  the  title  “master  builder” 
at  his  old  home  in  Warsaw,  Poland,  has  been  prom¬ 
ised.  a  job  by  Merle  W.  Jones,  a  member  of  the 
church  and  an  official  of  a  construction  company. 

The  U.  S.  government  and 
church  organizations  are  to  ar¬ 
range  passage  from  Germany  to 
New  York. 

Over  half  of  a  $300  goal  that 
was  set  by  the  Tampa  church  has 
already  been  raised  for  the 
Thanksgiving  project. 

Muraszewski  has  four  small 
children,  three  of  whom  are  by  a 
former  wife  and  an  infant  son  by 
his  present  spouse. 

The  church  learned  of  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  bringing  a  displaced 
family  here  through  the  national 
Methodist  Committee  for  Over¬ 
seas’  Relief  and  the  international 
World  Council  of  Churches. 

Both  the  church  groups  and  the 
U.  S.  government  have  “cleared” 
the  Muraszewskis  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  security  and  health,  ac¬

When  I  spent  several  days  in  Hong  Kong  last 
September  it  was  my  privilege  to  visit  Wesley  Vil¬ 
lage,  a  new  housing  project  way  up  on  the  side  of 
the  Peak  that  slopes  down  to  the  great  bay  which 
is  one  of  the  largest  harbors  in  the  world. 

Wesley  Village  is  made  up  of  80  housing  units. 
Each  unit  will  accommodate  two  families.  About 
160  refugee  families  from  the  mainland  of  China 
have  been  placed  in  these  houses.  Their  rent  is  $2.00 
per  month  per  family. 

The  money  which  made  it  possible  for  these 
housing  units  to  be  constructed  was  provided  by  M. 
C.  O.  R.  And  where  does  M.  C.  O.  R.  get  its  money? 
From  Florida.  From  all  over  the  United  States 
where  there  are  Methodist  people  who  care.  During 
this  year  of  1955-56  we  are  striving  to  have  every 
church  in  the  Florida  conference  provide  a  mission 
special  gift  to  M.  C.  O.  R.  It  can  be  done  simply  by

husen,  pastor  of  the  Tampa 
church. 

“Reports  we  have  received  here 
indicate  the  Muraszewskis  are  a 
high-type  family  and  both  par¬ 
ents  are  well-educated,”  he  said. 

Ackenhusen  said  that  religious 
creed  did  not  enter  at  all  into  the 
selection.  Muraszewski  is  a  Cath¬ 
olic  while  his  wife  is  Protestant. 

Muraszewski  is  46  years  old, 
and.  his  wife,  a  native  of  Bran¬ 
denburg,  Germany,  is  30.  They 
speak  little  English  but  are  study¬ 
ing  hard  to  master  the  tongue  of 
their  new  land. 

Worked  in  Warsaw 

The  story  of  Muraszewski’s  life 
is  that  of  most  Central  Europeans 
in  a  harsh  land  that  was  made 
still  harsher  by  the  ravages  of 
World  War  II. 

In  1930  he  was  graduated  from 


a  technical  school  in  Warsaw — the 
equivalent  to  finishing  work  at  a 
technical  university  in  the  U.  S. 
—and  until  1939  worked  as  a 
building  technician  for  a  Warsaw 
firm. 

He  fought  in  the  Polish  army’s 
short-lived  attempt  to  stop  the 
Nazi  onslaught  in  1939,  then  re¬ 
turned  to  the  building  business 
in  Warsaw  until  the  Russian  in¬ 
vasion  of  1944.  Again  he  joined 
the  military  forces,  to  help  drive 
the  Germans  from  Poland,  was 
captured  and  interned  in  a  Ger¬ 
man  POW  camp. 

After  the  war  he  succeeded  in 
bringing  his  three  children  into 
West  Germany.  He  married  his 
present  wife  in  1951. 

Through  the  years  since  1945 
Muraszewski  has  seen  the  inside 
of  five  different  DP  camps.

In  The  Secret  of  His  Presence 


“I  won’t  go;  you  understand?  I 
don’t  want  to  go  back  to  India 
and  teach  my  own  people,”  Ellen 
Lakshmi  Goreh  said  to  her  Eng¬ 
lish  foster  parents.  “I’m  happy 
here  in  England  and  I  have  no 
desire  to  leave,”  she  continued, 
with  resolute  determination. 

The  road  from  India’s  coral 
strand  to  the  white  cliffs  of  Do¬ 
ver  had  been  a  long  and  rough 
one.  Little  wonder,  then,  that  the 
young  Christian  wanted  to  remain 
v/here  she  was  settled  and  happy. 
Looking  back  through  the  years, 
she  could  almost  hear  the  voice 
of  her  father,  Rev.  Nehimiah  Go¬ 
reh,  telling  her  of  the  incidents 
surrounding  her  birth.  “Your  mo¬ 
ther,”  he  often  reminded  her, 
“was  a  high  caste  Brahmin.  When 
I  became  a  Christian,  her  parents 
were  so  enraged  that  they  took 
her  back  home  with  them  and  re¬ 
fused  to  let  me  see  her.  But  when 
her  father  died,  some  friends  of 
mine  went  to  her  house  and 
brought  her  out  to  the  palki  in 
which  I  sat  waiting  for  her.  Being 
near  to  me  in  the  palki  automat¬ 
ically  broke  her  cast,  according  to 
the  Indian  beliefs  of  the  day,  and 
she  went  home  with  me.  But,”  her 
father  added,  “she  said  she  would 
never  become  a  Christian.  I  didn’t 
press  the  matter,  but  merely  gave 
her  some  good  books  to  read  that 
awakened  her  interest  in  the  new 
faith.  Then  you  were  born  to  us 
on  September  11,  1853,  and  some 
weeks  later  your  mother,  Lak¬ 
shmi,  expressed  the  desire  to  be 
baptized  with  her  new  baby 
daughter.  You  were  both  dedicat¬ 
ed  to  God  in  baptism  on  Decem¬ 
ber  1,  1853,  just  three  days  before 
mother  died.” 

The  road  was  a  difficult  one  for 
the  new  baby  after  that.  Her  fa¬ 
ther,  helpless  and  desolate,  agreed 
to  let  her  be  adopted  by  an  indigo 
planter  and  his  wife.  However,  af¬ 
ter  five  years,  he  lost  all  his  prop¬ 
erty  and  then  his  life,  in  the  Mu¬ 
tiny.  The  homeless  little  girl  then 
was  adopted  for  the  second  time 
by  Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  T.  Storrs,  a 
young  missionary  couple  stationed 
at  Benares,  who  had  recently  lost 
their  first  child.  When  they  went 
to  England  on  furlough  several 
years  later,  they  brought  Ellen 
and  their  own  children  with 
them.  When  the  Storrs  returned 
to  India,  Ellen  was  adopted  for 
the  third  time  by  Mr.  Storr’s  sis¬ 
ter,  who  welcomed  the  gifted  girl 
into  her  family  that  already  in¬ 
cluded  three  boys  and  three  girls. 
She  was  educated,  meanwhile,  in 


several  English  schools  and  was 
active  in  Sunday  School  and 
church  activities  in  many  ways. 
At  one  time  she  taught  a  class  of 
seventy  mill  girls  who  became 
very  devoted  to  their  “foreign” 
teacher. 

It  was  several  years  after  she 
had  practically  renounced  her 
own  people  that  God  put  these 
words  in  her  heart,  “You  ought  to 
be  doing  this  among  your  own 
people.”  So  she  answered  the  call 
and  prepared  herself  to  be  a 
Christian  missionary.  The  next 
years  saw  her  engaged  in  many 
varied  activities.  First,  she  taught 
in  a  girls’  school  at  Amristar. 
Then  she  studied  nursing  and 
worked  in  a  hospital  in  Allahabad. 
After  that,  she  was  elected  Super¬ 
intendent  of  the  new  Bishop 
Johnson  Orphanage  for  Anglo- 
Indian  children,  serving  in  that 
capacity  for  nine  years.  She  felt 
the  call  to  become  a  deaconess,  so 
she  resigned  from  that  responsible 
position  and  became  a  deaconess, 
being  ordained  to  that  office  in 
All  Saints  Cathedral,  Allahabad, 
on  St.  Andrews’  Day,  1897. 

During  her  years  in  England, 
she  had  begun  to  write  poetry,  an 
art  she  continued  to  practice  as 
long  as  she  lived.  She  remembered 
some  remarks  of  England’s  lead¬ 
ing  woman  hymn-writer,  Frances 
Ridley  Havergal,  after  reading 
some  of  her  poems.  Miss  Havergal 
had  said,  “My  candid  opinion  is 
that  God  has  given  you  a  real 
gift,  which  may  be  and  ought  to 
be  used  for  His  glory.”  Out  of  the 
busiest  years  of  her  life  she  wrote 
a  beautiful  hymn  which  revealed 
the  secret  of  her  unusual  life.  The 
first  stanza  contained  these  lines: 

In  the  secret  of  His  presence,  how 
my  soul  delights  to  hide; 

Oh,  how  precious  are  the  lessons 
Which  I  learn  at  Jesus’  side! 
Earthly  cares  can  never  vex  me, 
Neither  trials  lay  me  low; 

For  when  Satan  comes  to  tempt 
me, 

To  the  secret  place  I  go. 

Set  to  lovely  music  by  George 
C.  Stebbins  sometime  later,  this 
hymn  has  won  a  permanent  place 
in  Christian  hymnody. 

In  1901,  Ellen  Goreh  became  as¬ 
sociated  with  The  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  and 
labored  faithfully  with  its  pro¬ 
gram  until  her  retirement  in  1919. 

A  young  missionary  who  knew 
Miss  Goreh’s  hymn  was  thrilled 
at  the  prospect  of  meeting  her, 
though  she  was  afraid  the  older 
woman  would  not  come  up  to  her 


expectations.  But  when  she  saw 
her,  she  exclaimed,  “Oh,  she  does 
do  it.  She  does  dwell  in  the  secret 
place,  and  bear  the  image  of  the 
Master  in  her  face.”  That  glow 
was  still  there  when  Ellen  entered 
St.  Catherine’s  Hospital  in  Cawn- 
pore  in  1932.  “I  seem  such  a  poor, 
weak,  good  for  nothing  little 
woman,”  she  said.  “I  am  in  a  very 
dilapitated  condition,  just  waiting 
at  the  pearly  gate  until  it  is  op¬ 
ened  for  me  to  enter.” 

Early  in  1937,  her  eighty-fourth 
year,  the  gate  was  opened  and 
she  was  welcomed  home  by  Him 
Who  could  well  have  said,  “Well 
done,  thou  good  and  faithful  ser¬ 
vant;  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of 
thy  Lord.”

New  Church  for  Tampa 

A  church  was  born  on  Sunday 
afternoon,  December  4,  at  the 
Lake  Magdalene  School  in  Tampa. 
Some  140  people  gathered  in  the 
school  cafeteria  to  hear  Dr.  R.  L. 
Allen,  Tampa  DS,  preach  the  first 
sermon,  and  to  hear  Dr.  Shuler 
Peele  tell  plans  for  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Forest  Hills  Methodist 
Church.  When  the  time  came  for 
those  interested  in  affiliating 
with  the  new  church  to  express 
themselves,  forty-two  filled  out 
cards  saying  that  they  were  de¬ 
sirous  of  becoming  members  im¬ 
mediately. 

The  Tampa  District  is  being  led 
by  Seminole  Heights  Church  in 
establishing  this  new  church. 
Seminole  has  already  given  $2,150 
for  land  in  the  Forest  Hills  area, 
and  a  committee  of  that  church  is 
in  the  process  of  locating  a  favor¬ 
able  church  site.  Dr.  Peele  has 
said  that  there  are  136  members 
of  Seminole  Heights  living  in  the 
Forest  Hills  area,  and  that  the 
Seminole  church  is  willing  to  have 
any  of  these  members  join  the 
new  church  if  they  so  desire.  The 
Forest  Hills  area  is  a  fast  growing 
section  on  the  north  side  of  Tam¬ 
pa,  that  is  already  well  populated.

Rodeheaver  Passes 

Homer  Rodeheaver,  song  leader 
for  Billy  Sunday  and  long  a  fam- 
ilar  figure  in  Methodist  evangel¬ 
istic  meetings,  is  dead  at  75. 

The  arm  -  waving,  trombone¬ 
playing  musician  who  followed 
the  “sawdust  trail”  around  the 
world,  was  the  victim  of  a  cere¬ 
bral  hemorrhage  suffered  Dec.  18 
at  his  home  at  Winona  Lake,  Ind. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted 
December  20  at  the  Warsaw,  Ind., 
Methodist  Church  by  a  longtime 
friend  and  fellow  -  worker,  Meth¬ 
odist  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  of 
Atlanta,  Ga. 

Rodeheaver  served  as  songlead- 
er  in  the  summer  of  1951  at  the 
first  annual  Candler  Camp  Meet¬ 
ing  at  Lake  Junaluska,  N.  C.,  site 
of  the  Methodist  Church’s  south¬ 
eastern  assembly  grounds.  Bishop 
Moore  was  the  principal  speaker. 

After  attending  Ohio  Wesleyan 
University,  Rodeheaver  entered 
evangelistic  work  and  soon  be¬ 
came  known  as  the  “musical  mis¬ 
sionary.” 

Author  and  publisher  of  nu¬ 
merous  religious  songs,  Rodeheav¬ 
er  was  a  key  member  of  Billy 
Sunday’s  evangelistic  team  for 
20  years,  and  later  served  with  a 
host  of  other  evangelists,  includ¬ 


ing  Billy  Graham.  He  helped  es¬ 
tablish  Winona  Lake  as  a  world 
famous  religious  encampment, 
and  operated  a  ranch  for  under¬ 
privileged  boys  at  Palatka,  Fla. 

Warm  -  hearted  and  humorous, 
Rodeheaver  was  fond  of  telling 
about  the  time  in  Shelbyville, 
Tenn.,  when  just  as  he  was  lead¬ 
ing  the  choir  in  the  opening 
phrase,  “All  hail  the  power  of 
Jesus’  name,”  the  worst  hail¬ 
storm  in  the  town’s  history  fell 
on  the  roof. 

Unmarried,  Rodeheaver  is  sur¬ 
vived  by  a  sister,  Ruth  Thomas  of 
Winona  Lake.

A  friend  and  admirer  of  the  bishop  found  it  help- 
fui,  saved  it  and  now  has  sent  it  in  and  we  are  happy  to  pass  it  along  to  you.  Here 
is  a  message  of  courage  and  encouragem  ent  that  is  as  timely  now  as  when  written. 


The  Amen  Corner . . . 

“I  thank  God  for  my  handicaps,  for  through 
them,  I  have  found  myself,  my  work,  and  my 
God.”  These  invincible  words  of  Helen  Keller, 
blind,  deaf  and  dumb,  are  a  great  challenge  to 
any  of  us  who  may  be  playing  the  game  of  life 
at  a  disadvantage.  It  doesn’t  afford  any  thought¬ 
ful  person  much  satisfaction  to  look  around  and 
see  those  who  are  worse  off  than  they  are,  but 
it  can  serve  as  a  definite  inspiration  to  cease 
complaining  and  rise  above  handicaps  and  sur¬ 
mount  the  high  hurdles  which  confront  most 
of  us. 

There  was  a  fellow  who  continuously  whined 
because  he  didn’t  have  any  shoes  until  he  saw  a 
man  who  didn’t  have  any  feet.  One  day  during 
the  depression  in  the  early 
’30’s  I  was  in  a  very  despond¬ 
ent  mood.  In  that  frame  of 
mind,  I  passed  by  a  school 
yard  where  an  old  Negro  was 
working.  He  had  a  peg  leg  and 
one  arm  was  gone.  The  noon 
day  sun  was  beaming  down 
upon  his  head  and  perspira¬ 
tion  was  streaming  down  his 
face  as  he  swung  his  scythe. 
He  was  singing  .  .  .  “Gonna 
walk  the  streets  of  glory  one 
of  these  days.”  There  I  was,  a  trained  man,  oc¬ 
cupying  a  place  of  service  in  the  community  and 
serving  a  fine  group  of  people,  yet  I  was  victim¬ 
ized  by  the  “worries”  and  ready  to  give  up  the 
ghost.  But  a  poor  old  one-legged  fellow  with  an 
arm  gone  was  singing  about  the  glory  of  the  fu¬ 
ture  when  he  would  be  walking  in  heavenly 
places  with  two  good  legs.  Shame  on  you.  And  I 
threw  back  my  head,  gritted  my  teeth  and  took 
a  new  lease  on  life. 

Lots  of  folk  yield  to  the  handicap  of  life 
quickly  and  are  ready  to  quit.  Such  a  man  was 
found  dangling  from  a  tree  with  a  grass  rope 
about  his  middle.  He  was  kicking  and  yelling  for 
help.  His  friends  came  and  cut  him  down. 

After  he  had  recovered  sufficiently  to  talk, 
one  of  them  asked,  “Why  were  you  hanging  in 
that  tree  with  a  rope  around  your  tummy?” 
He  replied,  “I  was  trying  to  commit  suicide.” 
“Well,  why  didn’t  you  put  the  rope  around  your 


neck?”  asked  the  neighbor.  “I  did  try  that,” 
replied  the  discouraged  man,  “but  it  cut  my 
wind  off.” 

Exactly!  All  of  us  love  life  in  spite  of  our 
handicaps  and  disadvantages.  And  some  of  the 
noblest  examples  of  living  in  the  world  can  be 
found  among  people  who  had  every  reason  to 
give  up  because  of  physical  and  psychological 
problems  that  would  floor  and  defeat  most  any¬ 
body. 

Some  years  ago  a  young  man,  39  years  of  age, 
strong  of  body,  dashed  down  the  beach.  For 
several  hours  he  had  been  engaged  in  fighting 
a  great  forest  file  on  Campobello  Island.  He  was 
hot  and  tired,  but  with  his  usual  zest  he  dived 
into  the  icy  water  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy.  The 
next  morning  he  was  carried  to  the  mainland  on 
a  stretcher,  the  victim  of  polio.  Franklin  Roose¬ 
velt  was  through  at  39.  He  had  just  been  defeated 
in  his  race  for  the  Vice  Presidency  of  the  United 
States.  The  doctors  and  everyone  else  believed 
he  was  down  and  out.  He  faced  the  prospect  of 
spending  his  life  in  a  wheel  chair,  of  watching 
from  the  sidelines  men  with  strong  bodies  play 
the  interesting  game  and  win  its  prizes. 

Not  so!  We  may  or  may  not  have  agreed 
with  Mr.  Roosevelt's  politics,  but  we  could  not 
help  admiring  the  courage  with  which  he  met 
his  crisis.  He  knew  life  was  an  obstacle  race, 
and  beleagured  as  he  was,  he  went  on  to  the 
Governorship  of  the  great  State  of  New  York, 
and  in  1932  he  was  elected  to  the  Presidency 
of  the  United  States.  Three  years  ago  last 
Monday,  FDR  died.  But  the  world  knew  that 
he  had  lived. 

Let’s  call  the  roll  of  some  of  the  world’s  great 
and  peep  through  the  keyhole  and  see  if  any  of 
them  labored  under  handicaps  and  disadvantages. 
Speak  up  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  from  your 
South  Sea  Island  where  you  suffered  with  tuber¬ 
culosis  through  the  years.  Watch  Lord  Byron  and 
Sir  Walter  Scott  limping  through  life  on  club 
feet.  Who  are  those  three  blind  men  over  there 
in  the  Amen  Corner.  .  .  .  Milton,  Homer  and 

Ossian-  Dostoevski  and  Schiller  were  epileptics. 
Richard  Baxter  never  knew  a  well  day  in  his  life, 
and  Elizabeth  Barrett  Browning  was  an  invalid. 

Look  at  some  folks  who  had  legitimate  reasons 
to  throw  in  the  towel  and  quit  and  yet  went  on 
in  spite  of  their  handicaps  to  great  victories.  Tom

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NEWEST  HALL  AT  ENTERPRISE  PROVIDES 
COMFORT  AND  CONVENIENCE  FOR  YOUTH

Gilbert  Hall,  the  newest  build¬ 
ing  on  the  campus  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Children’s  Home  at  Enter¬ 
prise,  is  officially  a  part  of  the  in¬ 
stitution,  following  its  formal 
dedication  on  Thanksgiving  Day. 
It  is  already  providing  a  comfort¬ 
able  and  convenient  home  for 
some  24  boys  and  girls  who  now 
reside  there. 

Built  of  brick,  with  two  connect¬ 
ing  wings,  the  hall  is  similar  in 
design  to  a  college  dormitory,  with 
the  addition  of  kitchen  and  din¬ 
ing  facilities,  although  the  kitch¬ 
en  is  not  yet  in  use. 

However,  it  will  be,  as  the  Rev. 
Bascom  Carlton,  superintendent 
of  the  home,  says.  He  finds  that  it 
is  better  for  the  students  to  eat 
together  in  smaller  groups  than 
in  one  large  hall.  Consequently  a 
kitchen  with  stainless  steel  work 
surfaces  has  been  provided  for 
the  hall.  Other  features  are  a 
hooded  canopy  for  the  stoves, 
stainless  steel  electric  dishwash¬ 
ers,  ample  pantries  for  the  stor¬ 
age  of  groceries,  linens,  utensils 
and  other  equipment. 

The  dining  room  in  each  wing 
is  furnished  in  light  blonde  wood, 
with  formica  topped  tables  for 
durability  and  easy  cleaning.  Ter- 
azzo  floors  are  used  here  and  in 
the  living  and  recreation  rooms, 
while  the  rest  of  the  floors  are 
covered  with  asphalt  tile. 

Separate  living  room  and  rec¬ 
reation  rooms  for  the  two  wings 
are  also  a  part  of  the  building. 
Each  recreation  room  has  shelves 
for  books  and  games,  chairs  and 
tables.  The  one  TV  set  available 
is  rotated  between  the  two  rooms 
on  a  week  by  week  basis.  A  north 
wall  of  each  room  is  glassed  in, 
following  the  traditional  Florida 
room  style. 

Living  rooms  for  the  girls  and 


for  the  boys  are  comfortably  fur¬ 
nished  with  blonde  modern  fur¬ 
niture,  colorful  draperies  and  at¬ 
tractive  lamps. 

While  the  double  bedrooms  are 
all  alike,  they  are  also  all  differ¬ 


ent,  as  the  roommates  decorate 
them  to  express  their  individual 
tastes.  Twin  beds,  with  bookcase 
headboards,  desks,  lamps  and  sta¬ 
tionary  wash  basins  make  up  the 
furnishings. 

There  is  one  oversized  bath 
room  for  each  wing  with  the  lava¬ 
tories,  shower  stalls  and  wash  ba¬ 
sins  enclosed  to  give  the  young 
people  privacy. 

For  the  house  mother  in  each 
wing,  there  is  a  private  office  and 
her  personal  bedroom  and  bath. 
There  are  extra  closets  for  stor¬ 
age  and  utility. 

The  entire  building  has  had  Ve¬ 
netian  blinds  installed  at  the  win¬ 
dows,  and  all  the  furniture  is  new 
and  bright. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  entire 
building  to  give  it  the  appearance 
of  an  institution.  “The  home  op¬ 
erates  and  is  run  for  the  chil¬ 
dren,”  Carlton  pointed  out.  “It  is 
not  like  the  old  days  when  homes 
were  run  for  the  staff.  We  try, 
and  we  succeed  in  giving  every 
child  here  a  homelike  atmos¬ 
phere.” 

Carlton  explained  that  the  stu¬ 
dents  all  have  chores  to  do.  The 
responsibility  of  tidying  up,  keep¬ 
ing  the  main  rooms  presentable  is 
alternated  between  the  residents

in  the  hall.  Because  of  the  many 
activities  of  the  teenage  group  re¬ 
siding  in  Gilbert  Hall,  most  of  the 
heavy  cleaning  must  be  done  by 
outside  help. 

Carlton  pointed  with  pride  to 
the  beautiful  landscaping  in  the 
planters  outside  the  building.  A 
wide  variety  of  flowering  plants 
from  azaleas  to  gardenias  are  al- 
already  flourishing.  The  wide  ex¬ 
panse  of  lawn  facing  Lake  Mon¬ 
roe  was  leveled  before  rye  grass 
was  planted. 

Designed  by  I.  A.  De  Minicis  of 
Tampa,  and  constructed  by  W.  A. 
McCree,  Inc.,  Orlando,  the  build¬ 
ing  cost  $110,000  and  the  furnish¬ 
ings  an  additional  $10,000. 

A  heating  system  for  Hardin 
Hall  was  installed  at  a  cost  of 
more  than  $12,000.  Other  improve¬ 
ments,  such  as  new  beds  and  other 
facilities,  cost  an  additional  $5,000. 

The  trustees  of  the  Home  plan 
to  renovate  the  upstairs  east  wing 
of  Hardin  and  Brinkley  Halls. 
They  also  hope  to  convert  the  old 
laundry  building  into  a  recreation 
hall. 


Ocala  Continues  To  Build 

When  the  folks  at  the  Ocala 
First  Church  make  up  their  minds 
to  do  something,  they  really  go 
all  the  way.  If  you  have  never 
seen  the  church  plant,  which  they 
built  and  moved  into  some  two 
or  more  years  ago,  then  you  have 
not  observed  the  last  word  in 
church  building. 

Well,  you  would  think  that  they 
would  stop  and  take  a  breath  for 
a  few  years  after  spending  over 
$300,000  for  this  beautiful  plant, 
but  not  the  Ocala  folks  of  First 
Church,  under  the  capable  lead¬ 
ership  of  Rev.  Gaylon  L.  Howe. 
They  recently  voted  to  air  condi¬ 
tion  the  church  sanctuary  and 
fellowship  hall,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $20,000.  Then  they  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  board  of  trustees 
that  plans  be  made  to  air  condi¬ 
tion  the  educational  classrooms, 
and,  if  the  never-stay-still  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  fast-growing  church 
remain  true  to  form,  it  won’t  be 
long  before  the  class  rooms  will 
be  air  conditioned. 

Now,  they  did  not  stop  at  this 
point  in  the  special  quarterly  con¬ 
ference.  Not  by  a  long  shot,  for 
they  voted  to  build  a  second  par¬ 
sonage,  at  a  limited  cost  of  $10,000 
on  the  lot  donated  to  the  church 
by  Mr.  M.  C.  Izlar.  No  doubt  the 
assistant  pastor,  Rev.  C.  Winter 
Giddings,  and  his  family,  will  oc¬ 
cupy  this  new  parsonage.  How¬ 
ever,  another  special  conference 
may  be  called  to  let  Giddings  and 
Howe  draw  straws  to  see  who  goes 
into  the  new  home.

On  November  29,  a  10-year-old 
landmark  passed  away.  It  was  the 
barracks  building  which  has 
housed  the  early  beginnings  of 
the  Woodstock  Park  Church, 
Jacksonville.  Rev.  Gordon  H. 
Strickland  said,  “its  passing  was 
observed  with  mixed  emotions,  for 
the  building  had  served  well  and 
long.  But  it  was  worn  out  and  in¬ 
adequate;  therefore,  our  people 
were  both  happy  and  sorry  to  see 
it  go.” 

The  greatest  part  of  the  story 
is  that  the  old  barracks  building 
is  replaced  by  the  first  unit  of  the 
$60,000  church  school  annex.  The 
new  annex  provides  three  and 
one-half  times  as  much  floor 
space  and  has  relieved  some  of 
the  pressure  of  the  Sunday  school 
overflow. 

The  barracks  building  was 
purchased  for  $350  from  Camp 
Blanding  during  the  second  year 
of  the  church’s  organization.  On 


REV.  LAWRENCE  RADCLIFFE 

The  Rev.  Lawrence  Radcliffe 
passed  to  his  reward  December  29, 
1955.  Since  his  retirement  in  1944, 
he  and  his  wife  have  been  living- 
in  Daytona  Beach. 

Mr.  Radcliffe  was  born  in  the 
Isle-of-Man,  and  educated  in 
England.  After  preaching  a  few 
years  in  England,  he  came  to  the 
United  States  and  joined  the 
North  Minnesota  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  1907.  Eleven  and  one-half  years 
later,  he  transferred  to  the  St. 
Johns  River  Conference,  and  was 
appointed  to  the  First  Methodist 
Church,  DeLand,  where  he  led 
the  congregation  in  the  building 
of  the  present  beautiful  edifice. 

Mr.  Radcliffe  then  served  Cal¬ 
vary  Church,  Lake  Worth,  for  six 
years,  was  superintendent  of  the 
Jacksonville  District  for  seven 
years,  and  was  serving  the  church 
at  Sebring  at  the  time  of  Meth¬ 
odist  union.  After  four  years  at 


Thanksgiving  Day,  the  men  of  the 
community  reassembled  it  and  the 
women  served  dinner  on  the 
ground.  At  noon,  a  real  Thanks¬ 
giving  service  was  held  in  it.  It 
served  as  the  church  for  about 
two  years,  until  the  walls  of  the 
permanent  building  were  erected. 

After  the  church  moved  into  the 
main  building,  during  the  minis¬ 
try  of  Ralph  B.  Huston,  it  was 
largely  used  for  a  Boy  Scout  hut 
and  Sunday  school  classes.  It  was 
remodeled  by  the  men  of  the 
church  at  the  beginning  of  Mr. 
Strickland’s  ministry,  at  a  cost  of 
$150.  Glass  windows  replaced  the 
old  shutters.  A  Celotex  ceiling  was 
put  in,  and  the  roof  was  repaired. 
Four  movable  partitions  were 
built  in,  and  it  was  used  for  the 
2-year-old  nursery  and  primary 
Sunday  school  classes.  It  served 
in  this  way  for  2y2  years,  and  now, 
rather  beaten,  they  have  hauled 
it  away. 


Sebring,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Cason  Memorial  Church,  Delray 
Beach,  where  he  served  three 
years  before  retiring.

the  love  of  Christ. 

How  many  times  we  have 
thought  of  you  during  the  year, 
even  though  our  letters  may  have 
been  few  and  far  between!  We 
are  grateful  for  your  friendship, 
and  for  the  memories  we  have  of 
shared  experiences. 

Thank  you,  too,  for  the  gifts 
v/hich  have  come  from  you  and 
your  churches — gifts  that  lift  our 
spirits  and  minister  so  wonder¬ 
fully  to  human  need.  To  those  of 
our  people  here — the  great  major¬ 
ity — whose  per  capita  income  is 
only  about  $50-$60  a  year,  Christ¬ 
mas  is  only  a  word,  a  story.  In 
most  of  their  homes,  the  children 
get  up  on  Christmas  morning  to 
no  Christmas  stockings,  no 
brightly-wrapped  Christmas  gifts, 
no  oranges,  apples,  and  all  other 
“extras”  we  take  for  granted  at 
home.  This  is  just  to  say,  though, 
that  your  gifts  have  been  tangible 
expressions  of  love  that  have 
helped  to  brighten  their  lives 
throughout  the  year,  to  make 
Christmas  more  than  a  name. 


The  Spottswoods  have  had  a 
thrilling  year.  Last  year  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  Christmas  season, 
we  had  just  moved  into  our  huge, 
unfinished  rural  center  building, 
with  no  windows  or  doors,  and 
about  half  the  wall  boards  still 
lacking.  All  seven  Spottswoods 
were  sleeping  on  the  floor  in  an 
end  of  the  upstairs  room,  with 
one  kerosene  lantern  for  our  light. 
When  it  rained,  we  hurriedly 
moved  all  our  things  from  one 
side  of  the  room  to  the  other.  Our 
toilet  was  a  bamboo  structure  over 
a  hole  in  the  ground,  with  all  the 
attendant  smells.  We  bathed  in 
the  river  a  quarter  mile  away. 
Now,  as  this  Christmas  rolls 
around,  we  are  wonderfully, 
gratefully  situated  in  a  beautiful, 
two-story  house,  all  painted,  with 
genuine  beds,  closets,  and  even  a 
flush  toilet!  By  using  a  generator, 
we  are  able  to  have  electric  lights 
several  nights  a  week.  How 
pleased  all  the  little  boys  are  with 
their  new  bedrooms,  with  all  their 
private  drawers  and  shelves.  We 
have  a  view  from  our  front  porch 
which  is  almost  too  beautiful  to 
believe.  It  looks  as  if  somebody 
painted  a  post-card  scene,  com¬ 
plete  with  mountains,  green  val¬ 
leys,  a  winding  road,  and  even  a 
picturesque  bridge.  Indeed,  we 
never  fail  to  feel  the  presence  of 
the  Someone  Who  did  paint  our 
beautiful  surroundings,  with  all 
His  most  luxurious  blues  and 
greens.  We  give  thanks  to  Him 
this  Christmas  for  this  soul-sat¬ 
isfying  place  to  live. 

Our  work  has  also  moved  for¬ 
ward  in  a  thrilling  way  during 
this  past  year.  Last  Sunday  I 
hiked  15  miles  back  into  the  foot¬ 
hills  of  our  nearby  mountains  to 
assist  the  district  superintendent 
in  dedicating  a  new  church,  or¬ 
ganized  and  built  in  the  past 
three  months.  A  few  weeks  ago  I 
hiked  most  of  the  morning 
through  mud  to  visit  another  new 
congregation  and  frontier  villages. 
Here  in  the  rural  center  we  have 
organized  a  Sunday  School  and 
are  holding  morning  services.  We 
have  about  six  to  eight  families 
attending,  with  a  large  number  of 
neighboring  children  who  also 
come  to  Sunday  School,  even 
though  their  parents  are  Roman 
Catholics.  Under  the  guidance 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  we  hope 
to  organize  our  church  officially 
by  January  1.  We  have  challenged 
our  staff  of  volunteer  workers  to 
visit  from  house  to  house  at  least 
one  day  a  week,  to  carry  the  Gos¬ 
pel  to  “the  last  and  the  least.” 
Thus  far,  we  have  visited  almost 
every  family  within  a  radius  of 
two  miles  of  the  center,  not  once, 
but  twice.  Out  of  these  visits  have 
grown  three  weekly  cottage  pray¬ 
er  groups.  So  we  are  trying  to  fol¬ 
low  in  the  way  of  Wesley. 

We  are  grateful  that  our  mobile 
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clinic,  with  doctor,  dentist,  nurse, 
and  teacher  is  still  carrying  God’s 
ministering  love  to  the  small 
“barrios,”  or  villages.  Every  time 
I  accompany  these  young  people 
to  the  barrios,  I  am  amazed  anew 
at  their  patience  and  good  humor 
in  the  face  of  difficulties.  Last 
v/eek  I  went  with  them  to  Bula- 
conon,  about  five  kilometers  from 
Kidapawan.  They  were  staying  in 
a  small  house  that  already  held  a 
family  of  eight.  We  all  slept  on 
the  floor  of  the  main  room,  sep¬ 
arated  from  each  other  only  by 
small  sheets.  Behind  one  sheet 
in  the  corner  were  our  dentist, 
teacher,  and  nurse,  while  the  doc¬ 
tor  and  I  shared  the  corner  op¬ 
posite  from  them,  with  our  feet 
touching  the  feet  of  the  family 
of  the  house.  As  I  watched  our 
girls  sweating  over  an  open  fire, 
cooking  their  lunch  in  the  little, 
smoky  kitchen,  I  remembered  that 
they  could  have  been  back  in 
Manila,  in  a  spotlessly  white  uni¬ 
form,  working  an  8-hour  day  for 
a  salary,  with  their  meals  pre¬ 
pared  and  served  to  them.  These 
young  people  are  always  an  in¬ 
spiration  to  us! 

The  last  night  I  was  with  them 
at  New  Dagupan,  the  barrio  far¬ 
ther  on  up  the  mountain  from 
Bulacanon,  we  were  awakened  in 
the  middle  of  the  night  with  the 
sound  of  the  heavy  tropical  rain 
pounding  down  on  the  little  grass 
roof,  and  streams  of  water  pour¬ 
ing  in  through  the  cracks  onto  our 
bedding  and  clothes.  We  hurried¬ 
ly  moved  our  belongings  to  the 
few  dry  spots  on  the  floor,  when 
we  discovered,  to  our  consterna¬ 
tion,  that  the  heavy  motor  gen¬ 
erator,  left  under  the  house  with 
the  other  audio-visual  equipment, 
was  floating  off  down  the  hillside 
away  from  the  house.  The  whole 
area  under  the  house  had  been 
flooded  by  the  heavy  rain,  and 
the  force  of  the  rushing  water  was 
pushing  our  equipment  toward 
the  nearby  river.  Needless  to  say, 
when  I  hiked  back  home  the  next 
day,  the  fields  were  seas  of  mud. 
If  you  want  to  learn  more  of  our 
Mindanao  mud,  just  ask  Bishop 
Branscomb  to  tell  you  about  it. 
He  had  a  wonderful  week  with  us 
here  recently,  and  rode  a  carabao 
(which  he  nick-named  “Gillette” 
because  it  was  razor-sharp),  for 
four  hours  over  just  such  mud  to 
visit  our  barrio  team  in  Banawa. 
It  was  a  joy  to  have  him  here 
with  us.  We  re-lived  old  times, 
and  caught  up  on  the  news  of  the 
Florida  Conference.  I  think  he 
enjoyed  his  visit,  too,  for  he  re¬ 
ported  to  the  folks  in  Manila, 
“Now  I  really  have  a  story  to  tell 
the  nations!” 

To  give  you  an  idea  of  how  your 
gifts  to  the  rural  center  have 
helped  the  work  in  Mindanao, 
other  than  maintaining  our  staff 
of  young  professionals  at  work  in 


the  barrios,  let  me  tell  you  of  some 
of  the  other  groups  which  have 
used  the  center  for  training  and 
inspiration  during  the  past  year. 
The  W.S.C.S.  of  the  conference 
held  a  four-day  leadership  train-

ing  institute  last  June,  and  then 
the  M.Y.F.  officers  followed  with 
a  four-day  meeting  for  training 
and  program  planning.  Then  the 
l'.D.E.I.  (Inter-District  Evangelis¬ 
tic  Institute)  met  here  for  one 
month,  with  about  20  young  peo¬ 
ple  who  studied  Sunday  School 
methods,  church  organization, 
and  prepared  themselves  for  lead¬ 
ership  in  the  local  church.  We 
have  just  completed  our  second 
pastors’  school,  one  month  each 
year  when  all  accepted  supply 
pastors  of  the  church,  plus  other 
interested  young  men,  come  to¬ 
gether  for  study.  Our  hearts  were 
touched  by  the  decision  for  three 
more  gallant  young  men  to  en¬ 
ter  full-time  ministry  of  the 
church.  They  were  assigned  fol¬ 
lowing  the  closing  services,  to 
three  of  our  rural  congregations 
who  are  clamoring  for  pastors. 
The  most  recent  large  group  to 
use  the  rural  center  was  the  Rural 
Life  Institute,  composed  of  dele¬ 
gates  of  both  the  Methodist  and 
U.C.C.P.  churches.  This  gathering 
was  the  first  really  cooperative 
undertaking  between  the  two 
groups  in  Mindanao,  and  was  sig¬ 
nificant,  not  only  for  its  practical 
help  in  solving  rural  problems, 
but  also  for  its  real  advance  in 
fellowship  and  understanding  be¬ 
tween  the  two  churches. 

Though  we  are  making  mis¬ 
takes,  and  falling  down  in  many 
ways,  we  are  getting  uo  again, 
and.  genuinely  trying  to  make 
Christ  known  to  all  those  about 


us  in  all  areas  of  life.  We  are  al¬ 
ways  conscious  of  the  fact  that 
this  center  would  not  be  possible, 
nor  its  on-going  program,  with¬ 
out  the  wonderful  support  that 
you,  and  others  like  you,  have  giv¬ 
en  us.  So,  thanks!  and  Merry 
Christmas!

University  Church 
Nears  Completion 

The  Rev.  Thaxton  Springfield, 
director  of  the  Wesley  Founda¬ 
tion  at  the  University  of  Florida, 
Gainesville,  reports  that  the  new 
sanctuary  of  the  University 
Church  will  be  ready  for  use  next 
month.  Construction  began  on 
May  10,  1955,  and  the  work  has 
gone  forward  with  but  few  delays. 
The  organ  will  not  be  installed 
for  the  opening  ceremonies,  but 
the  formal  opening  is  now  sched¬ 
uled  for  February  3,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  observance  of  “Re- 
ligion-In-Life  Week”  at  the  uni¬ 
versity. 

The  outstanding  construction 
features  of  the  building  are  seven 
laminated  wood  arches  which  rise 
from,  the  floor  to  the  peak  of  the 
roof,  and  support  the  main  body 
of  the  building.  The  arches  are 
topped  with  4x5  decking,  which 
forms  the  ceiling  and  roof.  The 
side  walls  are  about  one-fourth 
glass,  and  the  east  wall  opens  on¬ 
to  a  pleasant  courtyard,  which 
will  be  landscaped  with  funds 
contributed  by  students  and 
friends.  The  chancel  area  is  ap¬ 
propriately  of  simple  design,  with 
the  raised  atlas  and  cross  cen¬ 
tered.  in  the  chancel  recess.  The 
Duloit  and  lectern  are  raised,  and 
to  the  left  and  right  of  the  chan¬ 
cel  area.  The  organ  and  50-seat 
choir  loft  are  located  in  the  bal¬ 
cony  over  the  narthex. 

The  organ  will  be  a  three-man¬ 
ual  pipe  organ,  and  is  now  under 
construction  at  the  factory  in  Il¬ 
linois.  It  will  be  completed  at  the 
factory,  tested  there,  and  then 
disassembled  for  shipment  to 
Gainesville. 

Because  of  rapidly  increasing 
student  enrollment,  and  need  for 
a  campus  church,  the  capacity  of 
the  main  sanctuary  was  increased 
by  about  30%  over  the  1950  pre¬ 
liminary  plans.  This  is  the  maxi¬ 
mum  capacity  consistent  with  ef¬ 
ficient  use  of  the  land  available 
to  the  Wesley  Foundation.  “This 
increase,  together  with  rising 
costs,  however,  has  raised  our  to¬ 
tal  costs  less  than  15%  over  the 
1950-52  estimates,”  says  Rev. 
Springfiled,  and  he  continues  by 
saying,  “The  1952  estimated  cost 
was  $135,000,  and  the  cost  of  the 
present  building  will  be  $155  000 
an  increase  of  $20,000.”

intendent  of  the  Lakeland  Dis¬ 
trict,  joined  with  pastor  Hoyt

The  total  cost  of  this  fine, 
new  building,  including  furnish¬ 
ings  and  landscaping,  was  $105,- 
721.00.  The  campaign  to  raise 
these  funds  was  launched  in  Ap¬ 
ril,  1952.  The  building  was  first 
used  in  April,  1954,  and  all  finan¬ 
cial  obligations  paid  in  July,  1955. 


F.  S.  C.  Campaign  Opens

The  Florida  Southern  College 
Endowment  Fund  program  was 
launched  in  the  Tampa  district 
at  the  First  Methodist  Church  in 
Tampa  Friday  evening,  January 
6.  at  7:30. 

The  objective  of  the  Florida 
Southern  College  Endowment 
Fund,  program  is  to  raise  $1,000,- 
000  from  Methodist  alumni  and 
friends  to  increase  the  endow¬ 
ment  for  Florida  Southern  Col¬ 
lege. 

The  conference-wide  movement 
was  launched  in  Jacksonville  Oc¬ 
tober  1.  The  goal  was  $150,000  and 
over  $180,000  was  subscribed  in 
the  Jacksonville  district.  The  Tal¬ 
lahassee  district  launched  its 
campaign  November  17.  Their 
goal  was  $75,000  and  over  $105,000 


was  subscribed  in  this  district. 

Bishop  John  W.  Branscomb  and 
Dr.  Ludd  M.  Spivey  were  the  main 
speakers  at  the  Tampa  kick-off 
meeting.  Dr.  P.  M.  Boyd,  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Miami  District,  is 
chairman  of  the  commission  in 
charge  of  the  endowment  fund 
program.  The  campaign  in  the 
Tampa  District  is  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  Dr.  R.  L.  Allen  and 
A.  Ivan  Pelter,  conference-wide 
director.  All  pastors  and  large  del¬ 
egations  from  all  the  Methodist 
churches  in  the  Tampa  District 
attended  the  kick-off  meeting.

Woolworth  worked  in  a  dry  goods 
store  as  a  young  fellow  and  was 
not  allowed  to  wait  on  the  custo¬ 
mers  because  he  was  declared  stu¬ 
pid.  Beethoven  was  deaf  and  Adm. 
Byrd  was  retired  from  the  U.  S. 
Navy  as,  physically  unfit  for  ser¬ 
vice. 

And  did  you  know  that  Char¬ 
les  P.  Steinmetz  was  a  dwarfed 
hunchback,  Roger  Babson  has 
only  one  lung  and  Kagawa  is  al¬ 
most  blind  with  trachoma  and 
likewise  is  a  victim  of  tuber¬ 
culosis. 

We  could  go  on  indefinitely  call¬ 
ing  the  roll  of  great  souls  who 
have  refused  to  surrender  to  their 
handicaps,  but  have  gone  on  to 
victory  after  victory,  using  their 
tragedies  and  deficiencies  as  step¬ 
ping  stones  to  greatness.  So  can 
you! 

A  Scotch  gardener’s  son  aspired 
to  become  a  doctor  but  poverty 
had  prevented  him  going  on  with 
his  education.  When  a  prominent 
family  was  visiting  the  estate  on 
which  the  lad  and  his  father 
worked,  the  scoin  of  the  family 
was  striken  with  cramps  while 
swimming  and  the  gardener’s  boy 
rescued  him  and  saved  his  life. 
The  grateful  family  desired  to  re¬ 
ward  him  and  sent  him  to  medical 
school.  This  obscure  gardener  did 
right  well. 

He  became  a  great  physician 
and  was  the  discoverer  of  peni¬ 
cillin.  His  name  was  Dr.  Alex¬ 
ander  Fleming..  Interestingly 
enough,  the  boy  that  he  saved 
from  drowning  was  Winston 
Churchill. 

During  World  War  II  when 
Churchill  was  at  the  point  of 
death  with  pneumonia  in  the 
heart  of  Egypt,  Dr.  Fleming  was 
flown  to  the  bedside  of  the  great 
Prime  Minister  who  was  so  sorely 
needed  in  the  midst  of  the  world’s 
crisis.  He  carried  with  him  a  case 
of  precious  penicillin  which  saved 
the  life  of  the  leader.  It’s  a  far 
cry  from  a  poverty  stricken  Scotch 
boy  working  among  the  flowers  to 
a  world  famous  physician  serving 
humanity,  but  that  can  happen  to 
men.  It  may  be  happening  in  the 
life  of  that  Sunday  School  boy  you 
are  teaching  each  Sunday.  Per¬ 
haps  that  little  wee  lad  in  your 
home  is  the  man  who  will  lead 
the  world  to  permanent  peace. 
Could  it  be  that  the  youngster  you 
are  helping  to  get  an  education  in 
science  might  one  day  find  the 
cure  for  cancer.  Who  knows?  Let 
every  man  do  his  best.  And  every¬ 
body  said  ....

JOHN  W.  BRANSCOMB 
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KEN  DeHAVEN  FINDS  PARALYSIS 
NO  OBSTACLE  TO  USEFUL  LIFE 


KENNETH  DeHAVEN 
.  .  .  Everyone  has  a  handicap 


The  young  man  in  the  wheel¬ 
chair  glides  swiftly  from  type¬ 
writer  to  mimeograph  machine  to 
table  in  the  sparsely-furnished 
office. 

The  telephone  purrs.  He  sprints 
across  the  room  on  flashing 
wheels,  his  voice  rings  cheerily 
over  the  wire. 

No  matter  if  the  room  is  under¬ 
furnished.  The  wheelchair  can  use 
the  space. 

“The  guy  with  the  round  feet,” 
the  kids  call  Kenneth  DeHaven. 
Or  sometimes:  “The  fellow  you 
can  push  around.” 

Ken’s  broad  face  broadens  into 
a  grin  when  he  thinks  of  the  kids, 
his  primary  interest  over  at  Goss 
Memorial  Methodist  Church. 

He  picks  them  up  after  school 
in  his  1951  Nash.  He  drives  them 
to  youth  meetings,  takes  them 
home  with  him  to  dinner,  listens 
to  their  troubles  and  helps  with 
their  homework. 

On  Sundays,  scrubbed  and 
combed,  they  fill  his  morning  re¬ 
ligious  education  class  and  his 


evening  youth  fellowship  session. 

Next  to  the  kids  comes  the 
church  office — a  position  which 
officially  claims  12  hours  of  his 
time  and  unofficially  gobbles  up 
at  least  40. 

Thus,  3i-year-old  Ken,  a  para¬ 
plegic,  is  not  troubled  with  get¬ 
ting  employment.  His  problem  is 
how  to  keep  up  with  it. 

The  problem  would  have  struck 
him  as  negligible  11  years  ago 
when  he  was  lying  on  a  battle¬ 
field  near  Brest  with  a  bullet  in 
his  spine.  It  was  43  hours  before 
the  stretcher  bearers  found  him. 

Nearly  20  months  later,  he  was 
discharged  from  the  government 
hospital  for  paraplegics  —  para¬ 
lyzed  from  the  shoulders  down. 

Besides  the  paralysis,  there  were 
a  few  other  changes  from  the 
pre-war  Ken.  He  had  married  his 
high  school  sweetheart,  Beatrice, 
and  his  arms  were  stronger  than 
ever. 

Otherwise  he  felt  much  the 
same  and  went  ahead  with  his 
original  plans  to  get  a  degree  in 
religious  education.  Bea  taught 


school  in  High  Point,  N.  C.,  while 
her  husband  went  through  college 
there.  After  graduation,  they 
moved  to  Florida,  instead  of  re¬ 
turning  to  their  home  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

Though  Ken  has  what  probably 
could  be  classified  as  a  “serious 
handicap,”  he  neglects  taking  it 
seriously. 

“Everyone  has  a  handicap,”  he 
has  deduced.  “The  point  is,  can 
we  learn  to  live  with  it?” 

He  does  not,  however,  claim 
credit  for  making  a  difficult  ad¬ 
justment,  because  he  has  never 
found  the  adjustment  difficult. 
He  thinks  “being  a  Christian  be¬ 
fore  the  injury”  helped  him  over 
the  rough  spots.  He  does  not  re¬ 
call  feeling  bitterness. 

He  thinks  the  physically  handi¬ 
capped  make  faithful  employees 
and  lose  less  work  time  than  their 
normal  competitors  for  jobs. 

And  he  is  determined  to  give  top 
performance  in  the  job  he  feels 
has  given  him  “a  fascinating  life.” 

To  this  end  he  staffs  the  church 
office  and  acts  as  private  secre¬ 
tary  to  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Roughton, 
pastor.  “The  more  I  can  do  for 
him,  the  more  time  he  has  for 
others,”  says  Ken. 

Also  to  this  end  he  has  put 
himself  perpetually  on  call  to  the 
45  young  people  of  the  church.  He 
may  not  amount  to  anything  him¬ 
self,  but  if  he  can  help  youth, 
Kenneth  DeHaven  will  feel  he  is 
a  success. 

Ken  has  perfected  the  wheel¬ 
chair  type  of  pedestrianism  to  a 
scientific  degree.  He  spins  out  to 
his  hand-controlled  automobile, 
hoists  himself  into  the  driver’s 
seat,  folds  the  chair,  stows  it  be¬ 
hind  the  front  seat,  and  away  he 
goes. 

Some  stare,  some  pretend  not  to 
watch  and  some  step  right  up  and 
ask  if  he  minds  an  audience.  He 
likes  those  best.  When  he  sur¬ 
prises  someone  studying  him 
closely,  he  smiles  and  speaks.  He 
has  found  it  relieves  embarrass¬ 
ment. 

Spectators  no  longer  bother 
him.  Be  he  has  lost  track  of  the 
number  of  times  he  fell  between 
car  and  chair  before  he  learned  to 
perform  for  a  gallery. 

With  the  exception  of  operating 
a  lawnmower,  homeowner  Ken 
can  take  care  of  his  yard  as  well 
as  any  other  man  of  the  house. 

And  when  Bea,  who  teaches 
music,  is  busy  with  students,  Ken 
cooks  the  dinner. 

The  constant  pain  in  his  feet  is 
more  mystifying  than  demoraliz¬ 
ing.  “The  doctors  tell  me  it’s  really 
in  my  back,”  is  his  puzzled  com¬ 
ment.  He  is  glad  he’s  tall.  “It  puts 
the  pain  further  away.” 

But  life  for  Kenneth  DeHaven 
is  full  and  rewarding.

A  Quick  Review  of  1955 

The  four-year  cycle  of  Metho¬ 
dist  organizational  life  foreor¬ 
dains  that  any  pre-General  Con¬ 
ference  year  will  be  focused  on 
preparations  for  the  forthcoming 
law  and  policy-making  assem¬ 
blage. 

During  1955  this  has  been  very 
much  the  case.  The  Annual  Con¬ 
ferences  have  elected  764  of  the 
total  786  delegates,  lay  and  cler¬ 
ical.  More  than  1,800  memorials 
(petitions  for  legislative  action) 
have  been  proposed  in  confer¬ 
ences  and  in  smaller  groups,  then 
debated,  adopted  and  forwarded 
to  the  secretary,  Dr.  Ludd  H.  Es¬ 
tes.  In  the  church  press,  issues  to 
come  before  the  General  Confer¬ 
ence  have  been  discussed  in  edi¬ 
torials,  articles  and  letters  to  the 
editor.  General  board  and  com¬ 
mission  officials  of  the  church 
have  spent  long  hours  preparing 
budgets  and  reports.  Legislative 
committees  of  the  several  agen¬ 
cies  have  been  studying  their 
Disciplinary  charters  with  a  view 
to  seeking  clarifying  and  helpful 
enactments  at  Minneapolis  next 
Spring. 

A  Year-Long  Prayer 

Unbroken  petitions  for  world 
peace  began  in  the  Upper  Room 
chapel  in  Nashville  on  New  Year’s 
Eve.  Planned  by  the  Board  of 
Evangelism  in  prayer  vigils  of  24 
hours  each,  and  scheduled  in  se¬ 
lected  churches  across  the  coun¬ 
try,  there  has  been  no  moment  of 
1955  when  somewhere  at  a  Meth¬ 
odist  communion  rail  there  have 
not  been  kneeling  suppliants  for 
‘  goodwill  among  men.” 

Eight  Hundred  Board  Members 
Convene 

January  7-14  witnessed  an  ex¬ 
perimental  “Assembly  of  Boards 
and  Agencies.”  New  in  Methodist 
procedures,  the  plan  called  for  the 
holding  of  annual  meetings  of 
some  thirty  general  agencies  in 
Cincinnati  during  this  one  slight¬ 
ly  stretched  week.  Midway  in  the 
schedules  all  members  of  all 
boards  and  commissions  were 
brought  together  for  several  il¬ 
luminating  sessions.  Mission  board 
members  were  made  familiar  with 
the  denomination’s  programs  of 
education  and  evangelism.  Tem¬ 
perance  and  world  peace  special¬ 
ists  learned  more  about  missions. 
Male  members  of  boards  were  in¬ 
formed  about  the  extensive  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  All 
were  inspired  by  their  new  per¬ 
spective  of  the  range  and  diver¬ 
sity  of  Methodism’s  services  to 
mankind. 

With  the  Bishops 
Bishop  Clare  Purcell  of  Birm¬ 
ingham,  Ala.,  was  elected  presi-

dent  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  in 
April.  He  will  continue  in  office 
until  April  26,  1956  when  Bishop 
W.  Earl  Ledden  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y., 
now  president-designate,  succeeds 
him. 

The  plan  which  puts  upon  each 
U.  S.  bishop  the  duty  of  making 
an  official  visitation  to  a  mission 
field  once  each  quadrennium  has 
continued  to  keep  the  Council  of 
Bishops  intimately  informed  con¬ 
cerning  the  progress  of  Metho¬ 
dism’s  world  parish. 

Leadership  Chances 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Leon  M.  Adkins, 
minister  of  University  Church, 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  became  executive 
secretary  of  the  Division  of  the 
Local  Church,  November  1.  He 
succeeded  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Q. 
Schisler  who  on  several  occasions 
was  honored  in  pre-retirement 
observances  lauding  his  long  serv¬ 
ice  to  Christian  education. 

Paul  Bosley  of  Evanston,  Ill., 
was  elected  in  August  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  National  Conference 
of  Methodist  Youth. 

Changes  within  the  Division  of 
National  Missions  include  the  res¬ 
ignation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Elliott  L. 
Fisher.  He  was  succeeded  in  his 
position  as  executive  secretary  of 
the  Section  of  National  Missions 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  Vernon  Mid¬ 
dleton,  one  of  the  two  executive 
secretaries  of  the  Section  of 
Church  Extension.  The  Louisville 
and  Philadelphia  offices  of  this 
Section  have  been  consolidated 
under  one  executive  secretary,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  B.  P.  Murphy,  formerly 
head  of  the  Louisville  church  ex¬ 
tension  office. 

Noteworthy  Items  of  Progress 

Unfortunately  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  the  established,  fam¬ 
iliar  duties  of  church  administra¬ 
tive  agencies,  though  their  results 
are  of  tremendous  significance, 
are  not  as  newsworthy  as  are 
some  less  important  happenings 
which  break  precedent  or  set  new 
highs. 

Here  are  some  but  not  all  of  the 
facts,  accomplishments  and  new 
records  that  made  the  news  in 
1955. 

©  While  the  Bishops’  Appeal  for 
Korea  was  made  late  in  1954, 
funds  continued  to  come  in  dur¬ 
ing  1955.  Receipts  of  $1,642,265 
were  reported  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  and  have  been  at  work 
in  rebuilding  churches,  parson¬ 
ages  and  institutions. 

•  The  Methodist  church  in  Korea 
has  doubled  its  membership  in 
five  years,  according  to  mission 
authorities.  Sarawak,  the  Congo 
and  Bolivia  are  especially  re¬ 
sponding  to  a  strengthened  mis¬ 
sionary  program. 


•  Among  the  denomination’s  199 
hospitals  and  homes,  104  buildings 
and  improvement  projects  have 
been  started  during  the  year. 
They  will  cost  $51,600,000. 

•  More  than  enough  ministers  to 
form  two  average-sized  annual 
conferences  have  been  serving  as 
chaplains  in  the  armed  forces 
during  the  past  year.  They  num¬ 
ber  623  and  are  serving  in  24 
countries  and  islands. 

e  After  15  years,  the  Woman’s 
Division  has  brought  into  one 
pension  set  up  the  pension  assets 
of  the  seven  different  uniting  or¬ 
ganizations. 

©  Seventy  ministerial  students 
from  17  seminaries,  following  ten 
days  of  intensive  training  under 
the  Board  of  Evangelism,  spent 
ten  summer  weeks  in  evangelistic 
activity. 

•  The  Department  of  In-service 
Training  conducted  43  one-week 
refresher  schools  for  ministers* 
enrolling  10,000. 

©  A  Methodist  Council  of  Evan¬ 
gelism  was  organized  October  17 
as  a  means  “of  enlisting  the  in¬ 
terest  and  support  of  laymen  in 
evangelism  at  the  ‘grassroots  lev¬ 
el’.” 

•  Local  organizations  of  Metho¬ 
dist  men  have  multiplied  during 
the  year.  More  than  9,000  charters 
have  been  granted  and  500,000- 
members  enrolled. 

•  Methodist  youth  organizations 
have  turned  the  tide  of  12  years 
of  losses  in  membership.  A  gain 
of  77,000  was  registered  in  1955. 

•  The  Upper  Room ,  devotional 
bi-monthly,  continues  to  grow, 
the  three  million  mark  having 
been  passed  in  1955.  It  is  pub¬ 
lished  in  26  editions,  including 
Braille. 

•  The  tenth  anniversary  of  the 
Crusade  Scholarship  program  will 
reveal  that  876  students  have 
been  helped  throughout  the  years 
with  93  studying  this  year  in  five 
countries.  Among  the  50  home¬ 
lands  represented  by  the  students 
are  Taiwan  and  Hong  Kong,  cur¬ 
rent  areas  of  deprivation  and 
suffering. 

•  The  Chicago  Temple,  22-story 
skyscraper  church  and  office 
building  erected  in  1924,  burned 
its  $3  million  mortgage  in  Sep¬ 
tember. 

•  Two  notable  motion  pictures 
have  been  produced.  One  on  civil 
liberties,  “The  Sound  of  a  Stone,” 
was  premiered  by  the  Board  of 
Social  and  Economic  Relations  in 
February.  The  other,  “The  Cap¬ 
tain’s  Choice,”  which  presents  the 
alcohol-free  way  of  life,  was  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Board  of  Temper¬ 
ance  and  will  be  released  in  1956. 

•  A  series  of  thirteen  half-hour 
dramatic  TV  programs  costing 
$300,000  have  been  produced  dur-

Church,  which  convenes  in  Min¬ 
neapolis,  Minn.,  April  25;  May

Enrollment  in  these  institutions 
approximates  200,000.

“ADMIRE”  AND  “ADMIRATION” 


The  words  “admire”  and 
“admiration”  were  used  in  the 
seventeenth  century  simply  to 
denote  wonder  or  astonish¬ 
ment,  without  any  implication 
of  praise  or  approval.  Thomas 
Fuller,  the  church  historian, 
writing  in  1639,  said  of  Moham¬ 
medanism  that  it  was  “admir¬ 
able  how  that  senseless  religion 
should  gain  so  much  ground 
on  Christianity” — by  which  he 
meant  that  this  fact  was  amaz¬ 
ing.  He  elsewhere  told  of  Car¬ 
dinal  Pole  delivering  “a  dry 
sermon  .  .  .  many  much  admir¬ 
ing  the  jejuneness  of  his  dis¬ 
course” — that  is,  they  were  as¬ 
tonished  at  its  emptiness.  In 
Milton’s  Paradise  Lost,  Satan 
was  confronted  at  the  gates  of 
Hell  by  a  monster  Shape,  and 
“the  undaunted  Fiend  what 
this  might  be  admired” — that 
is,  Satan  wondered  what  this 
might  be  (Book  II,  line  677). 

In  Shakespeare’s  Hamlet  (I, 
2,  192)  when  Horatio  tells 

Hamlet  that  he  has  seen  the 


ghost  of  “the  king  your  father,” 
Hamlet  responds  with  a  start¬ 
led  exclamation  of  surprise,  to 
which  Horatio  answers: 
“Season  your  admiration  for 
awhile 

With  an  attent  ear,  till  I  may 
deliver, 

Upon  the  witness  of  these 
gentlemen, 

This  marvel  to  you.” 

This  evidence  is  enough  to 
show  that  when  the  writer  of 
Revelation  17.6,  as  reported  in 
the  King  James  Version,  ex¬ 
pressed  “great  admiration”  for 
the  woman  arrayed  in  scarlet, 
“drunken  with  the  blood  of  the 
saints  and  the  blood  of  the 
martyrs  of  Jesus,”  he  meant 
simply  to  declare  his  wonder 
and  astonishment  at  her.  The 
American  Standard  Version 
translates  the  statement : 
“when  I  saw  her,  I  wondered 
with  a  great  wonder.”  The  Re¬ 
vised  Standard  Version  has: 
“When  I  saw  her  I  marveled 
greatly.” 


Palatka  Suffers 
Disastrous  Fire 

Fire  roared  through  the  upper 
part  of  the  new  educational  build¬ 
ing  of  the  St.  James  Methodist 
Church,  Palatka,  on  Christmas 
Day,  causing  damage  estimated 
at  approximately  $25,000.  The  Rev. 
T.  H.  Norton,  pastor,  said  the  fire 
may  have  originated  in  an  air 
conditioning  duct  which  housed 
an  electric  heater,  one  of  the 
building’s  two  heating  plants,  but 
the  exact  cause  of  the  fire  had 
not  been  determined  at  the  time 
of  this  story. 

The  one-story  brick  and  stucco 
building  held  15  classrooms,  a 
suite  of  offices,  a  little  chapel  and 
a  lounge,  and  had  only  been  in 
use  since  last  Easter.  Circuit 
Judge  P.  B.  Revels,  a  member  of 
the  official  board,  said  the  value 
of  the  building  was  close  to  $50,- 
000,  and  it  was  insured  for  90% 
of  its  value. 

Loss  was  first  estimated  to  ap¬ 
proximate  $40,000.  The  floors,  ceil¬ 


ing,  interior  walls,  and  the  entire 
roof  will  all  have  to  be  replaced 
and.  the  furniture  must  be  refin¬ 
ished.  Even  so,  immediate  steps 
were  taken  to  locate  Sunday 
school  classes  temporarily  and  the 
reconstruction  of  the  ravaged 
building  will  begin  at  once.

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HYMN  OF  THE  WEEK 

By  the  REV.  ERNEST  K.  EMURIAN 

0  God  Our  Help  In  Ages  Past 


Isaac  Watts  was  a  peace-loving 
little  man,  and  would  have  been 
horrified  had  he  known  that  some 
of  his  hymns  would  play  a  promi¬ 
nent  part  in  the  American  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War. 

While  he  was  a  religious  and 
ecclesiastical  non-conformist,  his 
spirit  of  dissent  did  not  carry  over 
into  the  political  field,  and  he  was 
content  to  alter  the  singing  hab¬ 
its  of  Christendom  all  by  himself, 
leaving  the  banners  of  state  to 
be  carried  by  stronger  and  more 
capable  hands. 

In  his  day,  Watts,  (1674-1748), 
deplored  the  poor  condition  of 
congregational  singing  and 
blamed  it  as  much  on  the  lack  of 
hymns  good  enough  to  be  sung  as 
upon  the  indolent  clergy,  who  rel¬ 
egated  the  musical  portions  of 
public  worship  to  the  paid  choir 
and  organist.  “God  stopped 
speaking  in  poetic  meters  when 
David  died,”  he  was  often  told  by 
those  who  felt  it  their  bounden 
duty  to  discourage  him  from  writ¬ 
ing  original  hymns  for  use  by  his 
fellow  non-conformists.  But  Watts 
knew  more  about  God  than  did 
his  critics,  and  refused  to  harken 
to  their  gloomy  voices  of  doom. 
The  beauty  of  his  soul  and  bril¬ 
liant  clarity  of  his  mind  seemed 
to  be  in  direct  contrast  to  his  out¬ 
ward  appearance.  The  only  wom¬ 
an  he  ever  loved  took  one  look  at 
him  and  said,  “I’m  sorry,  Dr. 
Watts,”  and  that  was  as  close  as 
he  ever  came  to  committing  mat¬ 
rimony.  But  they  remained  good 
friends  for  many  years,  for  she 
later  softened  the  blow  of  her 
blunt  refusal  by  adding,  “I  ad¬ 
mired.  the  jewel  but  not  the  cas¬ 
ket.” 

Saul,  the  first  King  of  Israel, 
was  a  head  taller  than  most  men 
of  his  day,  but  his  heart  was  in 
the  gutter  much  of  the  time. 
Watts,  on  the  other  hand,  stood 
a  mere  five  feet  tall,  but  was  blest 
with  a  heart  that  communed  with 
the  Infinite  and  made  the  living 
God.  a  reality  to  the  believers  of 
his  day.  He  lacked  the  handsome 
figure  and  face  of  Absalom,  be¬ 
cause  his  large  nose,  low  forehead, 
prominent  cheek  bones  and  small 
piercing  grey  eyes  neither  drew  a 
second  glance  from  admirers  of 
physical  perfection,  nor  ever 
caused  a  maiden’s  heart  to  skip  a 
beat  when  he  walked  by. 

Wholly  dedicating  himself  to 
the  task  of  revolutionizing  the 
hymnodic  habits  of  his  day,  he 
began  by  versifying  the  revered 
Psalms  of  David,  in  order  to  con¬ 
vince  his  opponents  that  he  had 


no  ulterior  motive  in  view  other 
than  giving  the  Christians  of  the 
day  better  hymns  by  means  of 
which  to  praise  their  God.  His 
first  volume  was  published  in 
1706,  followed  by  another  the  very 
next  year.  Both  of  these  books 
went  through  several  editions, 
even  as  he  was  preparing  addi¬ 
tional  manuscripts  for  the  pub¬ 
lishers.  In  1715,  his  hymns  and 
poems  for  children  was  released, 
and  in  1719,  his  monumental 
work,  “The  Psalms  of  David,  Imi¬ 
tated,”  came  from  the  press.  In 
this  book  there  appeared  for  the 
first  time  his  majestic  poem,  “Our 
God,  Our  Help  In  Ages  Past.”  It 
was  inspired  by  Psalm  90,  “Lord, 
thou  hast  been  our  dwelling  place 
in  all  generations,”  and  was  print¬ 
ed  under  the  caption,  “Man  Frail 
and  God  Eternal.”  John  Wesley, 
the  founder  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  later  changed  the  first 
word  from  “Our”  to  “O,”  and  the 
hymn  appears  under  either  or 
both  of  these  titles  in  most  hymn¬ 
als  in  the  English-speaking  world. 

A  quarter  of  a  century  after  his 
death,  the  thirteen  colonies  that 
comprised  the  United  States  of 
America  went  to  war  against 
Great  Britain  for  freedom  and 
independence.  The  conflict  was  a 
long,  gruelling  and  bloody  one. 
Among  the  many  battles  fought 
between  the  poorly-equipped  for¬ 
ces  under  General  Washington 
and  the  well-trained  mercenaries 
from  across  the  Atlantic,  was  a 
rather  insignificant  one  known  as 
“The  Battle  of  Springfield.”  The 
Rev.  James  Caldwell  was  pastor  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Eliza¬ 
beth,  New  Jersey,  in  May,  1780, 
when  the  British  forces  sallied 
forth  from  their  headquarters  at 
Staten  Island  and  burned  the 
nearby  town  of  Springfield.  The 
pastor’s  wife  was  one  of  the  cas¬ 
ualties  of  the  raid.  Three  weeks 
later,  in  June,  when  the  enemy 
attempted  a  repetition  of  this  ac¬ 
tion,  Washington’s  militia  was  on 
the  ground,  all  lined  up  to  give 
them  battle.  Suddenly  the  defend¬ 
ers  discovered  that  there  was  a 
tragic  and  almost  fatal  shortage 
of  wadding  for  their  guns.  When 
the  minister  heard  the  news,  he 
rushed  back  to  his  church,  picked 


up  an  armful  of  hymnals  and 
hurried  back  to  the  scene  of  bat¬ 
tle.  Handing  the  books  to  the 
fighters  up  and  down  the  line,  he 
cried  out,  “Give  ’em  Watts,  boys! 
Give  ’em  Watts!”  The  desperate 
soldiers  tore  out  the  pages  of  the 
books  and  gave  the  enemy  what 
their  chaplain  had  commanded. 
In  a  quarter  of  a  century,  the 
hymns  of  the  English  divine  had 
found  such  a  place  in  the  worship 
of  the  free  churches  that  his 
name  was  synonymous  with  the 
hymnbook!  What  higher  tribute 
could  any  hymn  writer  gain  in  so 
short  a  period  of  time! 

This  act  was  in  keeping  with 
American  ingenuity,  however,  be¬ 
cause,  a  few  months  earlier,  some 
of  the  lead  pipes  from  the  large 
pipe  organ  in  Christ  Church, 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  had 
been,  melted  down  to  make  bul¬ 
lets  for  the  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill. 
Ironically,  the  instrument  had 
been  secured  through  the  good 
graces  of  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Lon¬ 
don  in  1764.

WHY  DOES  GOD  ALLOW 
CHILDREN  TO  SUFFER? 

That  is  a  question  which  no 
theologian  can  answer.  Even 
the  Bible  remains  silent  on  the 
subject. 

There  is  one  thing,  however, 
that  I  believe  God  will  not  tol¬ 
erate,  and  that  is  for  us,  His 
children,  to  allow  little  ones  to 
suffer  when  it  is  within  our 
power  to  help  them. 

The  land  of  Greece  probably 
has  more  orphans  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  its  population  than  any 
other  country  in  the  world.  Al¬ 
most  400,000"  orphans  out  of  a 
population  of  seven  million! 
And  in  Greece  the  American 
Mission  to  Greeks  has  built  and 
maintains  the  only  Protestant 
orphanage  for  Greek  children. 

“I  have  a  little  boy  of  ten 
who  never  felt  a  mother’s  love,” 
writes  Michael  Belos,  a  blind 
Protestant  believer  in  Greece. 
“Being  extremely  poor,  I  had 
to  place  him  in  a  state  institu¬ 
tion  where  he  stayed  for  two 
years.  Then  they  discharged 
him  because  I  would  not  have 
him  baptized  in  the  Greek  Or¬ 
thodox  Church.  When  I  learned 
of  your  Protestant  Orphanage, 

I  immediately  took  him  there 
and  was  allowed  to  stay  with 
him  for  a  few  days.  Words  fail 
me  to  express  how  I  feel  about 
it.  Such  an  institution  never 
existed  in  Greece  before.  If 
ever  a  new  Book  of  the  Acts  of 
the  Apostles  were  written, 
much  could  be  said  about  this 
Orphanage  and  the  work  of  the 
American  Mission  to  Greeks.  Of 
course,  I  know  that  if  my  son 
is  to  stay  in  this  wonderful  Or¬ 
phanage,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  you  to  find  a  foster  parent 
for  him  in  America.  That  is 
why  I  am  writing  this  letter. 
Just  think  of  my  plight  —  a 
blind,  forsaken  father,  unable 
to  offer  his  son  anything.  And 
yet,  in  spite  of  my  blindness,  I 
am  able  to  distribute  a  great 
many  Scriptures  and  other 
Gospel  literature.” 

Would  you  not  like  to  be  a  foster 
parent  to  this  ten-year-old  boy?  His 
support  is  only  $15  a  month.  You  will 
receive  his  picture  and  have  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  corresponding  with  him.  There 
are  other  children  also  waiting  to  be 
cared,  for  in  the  Orphanage  and  to  at¬ 
tend  the  Christian  Day  School  operated 
by  the  same  Mission.  It  is  one  of  the 
most  worth-while  missionary  enterpris¬ 
es  you  could  undertake.  Or  you  may  be 
interested  in  providing  the  Scriptures 
this  blind  brother  is  anxious  to  distrib¬ 
ute.  Ten  dollars  will  provide  him  with 
fifty  Modern  Greek  New  Testaments. 
The  people  of  Greece  are  eager  to  read 
the  Word.  They  gave  it  to  us  and  now 
it  is  our  privilege  to  give  it  to  them.

Brother  Frank  W.  Twilley  went 
to  be  with  his  Heavenly  Father 
on  December  30,  1955.

The  fire  apparently  was  caused 
by  an  over-heated  stove  pipe. 

The  Rev.  Eddy  said  he  lighted 
the  stove  in  the  church  at  seven 
o’clock  to  warm  the  building  for 
the  service. 

“All  appeared  well,”  said  The 
Rev.  Eddy,  “until  about  8  o’clock 
when  flames  were  seen  bursting 
from  the  wall  where  the  chimney 
pipe  ran  to  the  roof. 

“In  less  than  10  minutes  the 
church  was  ablaze.” 

Three  trucks  from  the  Tampa 
Fire  Department  answered  a  call 
to  the  church,  even  though  it  is 
about  a  block  outside  city  limits. 

“The  firemen  had  to  concen¬ 


trate  their  efforts  on  several  near¬ 
by  homes  to  save  them,”  said  The 
Rev.  Eddy,  “nothing  could  save 
the  church.” 

Sunday  afternoon  the  living  room 
of  the  parsonage  was  filled  with 
friends  and  members  of  the  con¬ 
gregation. 

“We’ll  rebuild,”  was  the  tone  of 
the  conversation.

Some  brought  gifts  of 
food,  others  promised  financial 
help. 

“It  was  a  fine  example  of  friend¬ 
ship,”  said  the  minister.  “People 
have  been  wonderful.” 

Then  before  the  friends  de- 
narted.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Eddy  raised 
his  hands  in  benediction.

Nativity  Scene 
In  Homestead 

Six  years  ago  in  Homestead,  a 
few  people  came  early  to  the 
Christmas  Eve  midnight  com¬ 
munion  service,  donned  hastily 
assembled  “costumes”  for  a  living 
representation  of  the  nativity 
scene,  and  grouped  themselves  to 
be  viewed  by  their  fellow  wor¬ 
shippers  as  they  approached  the 
church  for  this  most  holy  of 
nights.  Out  of  that  well-meaning, 
yet  haphazard  beginning,  brew  an 
annual  presentation  which  in¬ 
creased  in  organization  and  scope 
to  include  live  animals,  controlled 
lighting,  faithfully  executed  cos¬ 
tumes,  and  not  one  scene,  but 
four! 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  the 
characters  were  not  stationary, 
but  moved  across  a  wide  setting, 
as  the  lights  first  revealed  Joseph, 
with  Mary  on  a  donkey,  wander¬ 
ing  through  Bethlehem  in  search 
of  a  place  to  stay.  After  they  had 
come  to  their  rude  stable,  an  an¬ 
gel  appeared  in  the  distance  to 
shepherds  watching  their  sheep  in 
a  field  near  the  “town.”  Among 
the  local  sheep,  there  is  also  a 
tradition  of  performance,  for  the 
first  sheep  to  appear  in  the  early 
years  of  the  tableau  was  the 
mother  and  grandmother  of  two 


of  this  year’s  “cast.”  The  third 
scene  followed  the  shepherds  as 
they  found  the  place  where  the 
young  Christ  lay,  and  fell  down 
in  amazement  and  adoration. 
Scene  four  brought  the  Wise  Men 
from  the  East,  opening  and  pre¬ 
senting  their  treasures.  True  to 
their  origin,  the  kings  were  splen¬ 
did  in  robes  of  silks  and  fur  en¬ 
crusted  with  jewels  and  wearing 
costly  crowns.  (These  items  are 
within  th'--  budget  of  any  church 
group  having  access  to  a  theatri¬ 
cal  supply  company).  Three  an¬ 
gels,  flooded  by  brilliant,  white 
lights,  hovered  high  over  the 
manger. 

To  unify  the  production,  the 
committee  made  a  tape  recording 
and  played  it  over  a  public  ad¬ 
dress  system  assembled  on  the 
church  lawn.  The  Gospel  stories 
from  Luke  and  Matthew  formed 
the  narration,  and  appropriate 
instrumental  and  choral  music 
was  used  for  introducing  and  un¬ 
derlining  the  text.  After  the  last 
scene  was  complete,  the  music 
then  continued  for  several  min¬ 
utes  while  the  characters  held 
positions  in  tableau  fashion. 

This  plan  can  be  varied,  en¬ 
larged,  or  reduced.  It  is  dependent 
each  year  upon  the  desires  of  the 
workers,  but  if  your  church  is  like 
Homestead,  you  would  find  it 


growing  and  growing  as  each  suc¬ 
cessive  year  goes  by. 
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Florida  Women  Alcoholics  Quadruple 
In  Number  During  Last  15  Years 

GAINESVILLE— Women  alcoholics  in  Florida  have 
almost  quadrupled  in  15  years,  says  Dr.  John  M. 
Maclachlan,  head  of  the  Department  of  Sociology 
and  Anthropology  at  the  University  of  Florida. 

In  an  advance  press  report  of  a  survey  done  for 
the  Florida  Alcoholic  Rehabilitation  Program;  Mac¬ 
lachlan  said  that  the  male  rate  has  doubled;  that 
unskilled  workers  had  three  times  their  proportion¬ 
ate  share  of  alcoholics;  business  and  managerial

I  put  on  my 
robe  and  slippers  and  sat 
down  to  enjoy  the  1955  session 
of  the  Florida  Annual  Confer¬ 
ence.  I  was  present  for  every 
bit  of  it  last  June.  But  I  have 
discovered  that  the  seat  can 
get  mighty  hot  when  you  are 
actually  sitting  up  there  try¬ 
ing  to  direct  the  affairs  of  this  mighty  confer¬ 
ence  and  you  get  so  busy  trying  to  keep  your 
hand  on.  everything  that  you  miss  a  lot  of  things. 

So  what  a  time  I  had  lifting  sections  and 
taking  excerpts  from  17  reels  of  activity  where 
every  thing  was  recorded  from  the  opening  hymn 
of  the  memorial  service  to  the  final  sine  die 
benediction  at  the  end  of  the  noon  service  on 
Sunday.  The  reports  of  the  district  superinten¬ 
dents,  the  message  of  Bishop  Tippett,  Dr.  Charlie 
Goff’s  unique  sermons,  the  magnificent  singing 
of  the  Bethune-Cookman  singers,  the  General 
and  Jurisdictional  conference  elections,  the 
wholesome  laughter  that  punctuated  many 
phases  of  the  program  as  it  moved  from  hour 
to  hour  and  day  to  day;  the  ineffably  beautiful 
singing  of  Methodist  preachers  and  Methodist 
laymen  as  they  blended  their  voices  together.

We  have  had  this  done  for  the  past  two  years, 
and  contemplate  doing  it  again  next  June.  These 
reels  are  stored  away  in  tin  containers  and  a  few 
years  from  now  it  will  be  a  unique  experience  to 
pull  out  some  of  these  tapings  and  recapture  the 
past.  Some  of  us  will  have  moved  on  to  the  Fa¬ 
ther’s  House,  and  it  will  be  a  tender  experience 


to  hear  the  voices  of  some  of  our  comrades  who 
walk  with  us  no  more.  Then,  too,  it  is  important 
for  us  to  have  these  oral  recordings  for  reference 
in  case  any  one  ever  needs  to  check  back  on  what 
actually  was  said  or  done.  Joe  Martin  has  ren¬ 
dered  a  fine  service  for  the  conference,  and  we 
should  be  grateful. 

I  am  writing  these  lines  on  Jan.  27.  Next  week, 
Harry  Denman  and  I  will  join  with  110  pastors 
from  all  over  America  in  the  Evangelistic  Cru¬ 
sade  in  Cuba.

Workers  School  at 
Fort  Myers 

The  Christian  Workers  School 
held  January  15-19  at  Fir/t  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  in  Fort  Myers  has 
been  spoken  of  as  “one  of  the 
most  successful  schools  held  in 
the  area”.  Church  school  workers, 
parents  of  children  in  church 
schools,  and  persons  interested  in 
the  work  of  the  church  from  the 
participating  churches  brought 
the  enrollment  to  better  than  150. 
Churches  cooperating  in  the 
school  were  those  in  Fort  Myers, 
Ft.  Myers  Beach,  North  Ft.  Myers, 
Tice,  Alva-Olga,  Bonita  Springs- 
Estero,  LaBelle,  Immokalee  and 
Punta  Gorda. 

The  class  covering  “The  Work 
of  the  Local  Church”  was  con¬ 
ducted  by  Rev.  Robert  M.  Black¬ 
burn  of  DeLand.  This  course  gave 
special  attention  to  helping  the 
church  become  a  vital  factor  in 
community  and  national  life.  Also 
of  interest  to  those  taking  part  in 
the  course  was  a  discussion  of  the 
organization  and  ooeration  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 

The  Rev.  Orville  Nelson  of  North 
Miami  Beach  conducted  a  course 
in  “Teaching  Youth”  which  was 


ery  interested  person  to  have 
some  specialized  training  in 
church  work.  A  total  enrollment 
of  350  was  reported. 

In  the  Tallahassee  area,  profes¬ 
sional  educators  from  FSU,  plus 
the  local  talent,  made  it  possible 
to  have  a  superior-rated  faculty 
with  only  one  out-of-tov’n  in¬ 
structor.

This  fine,  new  church  boasts 
one  of  the  largest  and  finest  elec¬ 
tronic  organs  in  the  South.  The 
instrument  latest  design  in  Bald¬ 
win  electronic  organs,  has  separ¬ 
ate  divisions  of  amplification  for 
the  great,  swell,  and  echo  divi¬ 
sions.  This  elaborate  arrangement 
was  planned  in  the  verv  early 
stages,  right  alon°:  with  the  rest 
of  the  building.  The  installation 


was  thoroughly  planned  with  the 
architect. 

Rev.  Alfred  B.  Vaught,  pastor, 
has  expressed  his  great  pleasure 
in  the  completion  of  the  building- 
in  these  words:  “A  splendid  ex¬ 
ample  of  what  can  be  accomp¬ 
lished  with  faith  and  enthusiasm 
is  contained  in  the  new  sanctuary 
of  the  Ormond  Beach  Church.

Rader  Mcmori-V  to  Build 

A  total  of  $110,292  was  sub¬ 
scribed  during  the  month  of  Jan¬ 
uary  by  members  and  f”iends  of 
Rader  Memorial  in  M^-mi,  for 
new  church  offices  and  a  new 
educational  adcht'^n  to  th*  ^ves- 
ent  buildmg,  which  was  complet¬ 
ed.  in  1952  and  is  already  out¬ 
grown.  The  goal  that  had  been 
set  was  $95  000. 

Directing  the  driv®  was 
Alton  Lowe  of  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  Field  Service  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  with  offices  in 
Philadelphia,  Penna.  The  total 
cost  of  this  combined  budget  and 
building  fund  drive,  which  result¬ 
ed.  in  pledges  of  $150,837,  was 
$2,000,  which  is  less  than  1V2%. 
Any  of  the  commercial  firms 
would  have  charged  three  or  four 
times  that  amount.  The  $2.0%  in¬ 
cluded.  a  fee  of  $1,500  to  the  Board 
of  Missions,  which  included  Dr. 
Lowe’s  expenses,  and  local  pro¬ 
motion  expenses  of  $500. 

Caxton  Doggett,  the  pastor,  says 
that  Alton  Lowe  is  a  “real  expert 
with  a  high  sense  of  calling.”  The 
church  experienced  a  genuine  re¬ 


vival  as  the  200  visitors  went  out 
fwr,  hv  two  to  call  on  members 
and.  friends.  Assisting  Dr.  Lowe 
was  a  committee  headed  by  Earle 
M.  Rader,  general  chairman,  and 
Andrew  Tyree,  advance  fund  gifts 
chairman.  The  new  addition  will 
give  Rader  Memorial  5  church 
building  valued  at  $500,000. 


Pastor  Writes  for 
The  Upper  Room 

The  Reverend  Mr.  T.  Newton 
Wise,  pastor  of  Tampa  Heights 
Methodist  Church,  Tampa,  is  the 
author  of  the  meditation  being- 
used  on  Tuesday,  March  6  by  an 
estimated  eleven  million  people  a- 
round  the  world  who  are  readers 
of  The  Upper  Room.  The  Upper 
Room,  a  devotional  guide  under 
the  editorship  of  Dr.  J.  Manning 
Potts,  has  a  world  circulation  of 
over  three  million  copies.  It  is 
published  in  32  editions  including 
27  languages  and  English  Braille. 

Mr.  Wise  based  his  meditation 
on  John  3:16,  “God  so  loved  the 
world,  that  he  gave  his  only  be¬ 
gotten  Son,  that  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  in  him  should  not  perish, 
but  have  everlasting  life.”  He  tells 


the  story  of  trying  to  find  a 
[church  in  a  Cuban  city  where  only 
|  Spanish  is  spoken  and  says  in 
| part:  “Finally  I  inquired  in  the 
bank  if  anyone  spoke  English.  A 
young  man  stepped  from  behind 
the  counter  and  smilingly  said, 
‘My  father  is  the  minister  of  that 
church,  I  will  take  you  to  him.’ 
As  I  was  leaving  the  parsonage  on 
my  way  back  to  Vioieta,  I  thought 
how  this  compares  to  salvation. 
One  day  we  realize  that  we  are 
lost.  We  do  not  know  our  way  to 
God.  Then  we  find  through  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  our  way  to 
Him.”  The  meditation  is  conclud¬ 
ed  with  a  prayer  and  a  thought 
for  the  day. 

Because  of  the  wide  readership 
and  popularity  of  The  Upper 
Room  it  is  considered  a  high  hon¬ 
or  to  have  a  meditation  selected 
and  published  in  the  world’s  most 
widely  used  devotional  guide.  Dr. 
Potts,  the  editor,  points  out  that 
each  meditation  appears  not  only 
in  English  but  each  of  the  other 
language  editions  including: 

Arabic,  Italian,  Armenian,  Jap¬ 
anese,  Hindi,  Thai,  Korean,  Greek, 
Spanish,  Urdu,  Portuguese,  Taga- 
log,  Ilocano,  Telugu,,  Norwegian, 
Tamil,  Turkish,  Hungarian,  Per¬ 
sian,  Chinese,  Finnish,  Russian, 
Gujarati,  Cebuano  and  French. 

Chaplains  report  that  a  special 
pocket  sized  edition  is  the  item  of 
religious  literature  most  often  re¬ 
quested  by  men  and  women  in  the 
military  services.  Many  thousands 
of  copies  are  made  available  to 
Veterans  hospitals  also. 

Mr.  Wise’s  meditation,  with  the 
others  in  the  March-April  issue, 
is  a  Dart  of  the  ministry  of  70,000 
churches  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  These  churches  represent 
every  Protestant  denomination.

Dough  who  provided  devotional 
music  for  the  services.

Mrs.  Ivey,  along  with  Mr.  Ivey 
and.  their  youngest  daughter, 
Betty,  makes  her  home  in  New 
Smyrna  Beach,  Florida.  For 
some  20  years  she  taught  in  the 
public  schools  of  that  east  coast 
city,  and  during  that  time  she 
served  her  church  and  commun¬ 
ity  in  many  capacities.  She  has 
always  been  an  ardent  Metho¬ 
dist.  a’fd  boasts  forbears  on  her 
mother’s  side  going  back  in  un¬ 
broken  line  to  the  class  meetings 
of  John  Wesley. 


Now  completing  his  fourth 
year  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Sarasota  District,  Dr.  Hagler 
served  the  Bryan  Memorial 
Miethodist  Church,  Coconut 
Grove,  Miami,  for  17  years  be¬ 
fore  coming  to  his  present  post.

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HYMN  OF  THE  WEEK 

By  the  REV.  ERNEST  K.  EMURIAN 


‘How  Firm  A  Foundation’ 


Some  authors  and  composers  try 
to  fool  the  public  by  publishing 
their  words  under  a  variety  of 
pen  names.  The  composer  of 
“Whispering  Hope,”  listed  as  Anne 
Hawthorne,  is  none  other  than 
the  Philadelphia  song-writer,  Sep¬ 
timus  Winner,  hiding  behind  a 
woman’s  name.  In  his  own  right 
he  was  well  known  in  his  day  as 
the  composer  of  “Listen  to  the 
mocking  bird.” 

As  for  Fanny  Crosby,  who 
penned  more  than  eight-thousand 
poems  and  hymns  during  her 
ninety-five  years,  she  had  more 
aliases  than  Public  Enemy  Num¬ 
ber  One.  Many  of  her  finest  poems 
appeared  as  the  compositions  of 
A.  C.;  H.  D.  W.;  V.  A.;  Ella  Dale; 
Jenny  V.;  Mrs.  Jenie  Glen;  Mrs. 
Kate  Grinley;  Grace  J.;  Henrietta 
Blair;  Rose  Atherton  and  dozens 
of  others,  equally  anonymous. 

Other  hymn  writers  hesitate  to 
sign  their  names  as  both  author 
and  composer,  although  a  few, 
like  Rev.  John  Hopkins,  Jr.,  who 
gave  us  the  words  and  music  of 
“We  three  kings,”  and  Rev.  Edwin 
P.  Parker  who  wrote  “Master,  no 
offering  costly  and  sweet,”  are  not 
embarrassed  by  that  fact. 

Henry  Ernest  Nichol  solved  the 
problem  to  his  own  satisfaction 
by  using  his  real  name  as  author, 
and  adopting  a  pen-name  for 
those  hymns  for  which  he  also 
composed  the  music.  He  is  re¬ 
membered  as  the  author  of  “We’ve 
a  story  to  tell  to  the  nations,” 
while  the  composer  of  the  tune 
to  which  it  is  sung  is  listed  as 
“Colin  Sterne.”  A  second  glance 
will  reveal  that  “Sterne”  is  the 
poet’s  name  “Ernest,”  scrambled 
to  suit  his  taste,  while  “Colin”  is 
his  last  name,  “Nichol,”  all  mixed 
up  with  the  “h”  left  out! 

Some  poets  get  credit  for  other 
author’s  successes,  as  was  the  case 
with  the  famous  German  man  of 
letters,  Goethe  who,  in  many 
hymnals  was  credited  with  writing 
the  hymn,  “Purer  yet  and  purer.” 
Research  by  Professor  Alan  Pief- 
fer  of  the  University  of  Buffalo, 
established  the  fact  that  the 
hymn  actually  came  from  the  pen 
of  one  Anna  R.  Bennet,  and  was 
included  in  one  of  her  volumes, 
printed  in  1351,  and  containing, 
among  her  original  works,  some 
translations  from  the  German 
writer.  Hence  the  unfortunate 
mixup  which  baffled  hymnolo- 
gists  for  decades. 

Again  there  are  poets  who  are 
so  ashamed  of  some  of  their  crea¬ 
tions  that  they  actually  deny 
them  as  their  own.  Rev.  Clement 


Clarke  Moore  felt  that  way  about 
his  poem,  “’Twas  the  night  before 
Christmas,”  saying  it  was  beneath 
the  dignity  of  a  Hebrew  professor 
in  a  famous  theological  seminary 
to  admit  having  written  such 
stuff.  But  the  years  proved  how 
wrong  he  was,  and,  before  he  died, 
he  confessed  to  having  penned  the 
only  poem  by  which  he  is  remem¬ 
bered  today. 

Still  others  put  a  strain  on  his¬ 
torians  of  the  future  by  affixing 
only  an  initial  to  their  writings, 
td  the  dismay  of  those  who  wish 
to  give  them  the  credit  that  is 
their  due  after  the  passing  of 
time.  Unfortunately  we  do  not 
even,  have  an  initial  as  a  clue  to 
the  author  of  “Come  Thou  Al¬ 
mighty  King”  and  “We  gather  to¬ 
gether  to  ask  the  Lord’s  blessing.” 
But  we  do  have  a  letter  of  the  al¬ 
phabet,  and  only  one,  as  the  sig¬ 
nature  of  the  poet  who  penned 
the  seven  thrilling  stanzas  of  the 
majestic  hymn  “How  firm  a  foun¬ 
dation.”  When  it  was  published 
for  the  first  time  in  1787,  in  “Se¬ 
lection,”  a  collection  of  hymns 
prepared  by  Rev.  Dr.  John  Rip- 
pon,  minister  of  a  prominent  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  in  London  at  the  turn 
of  the  nineteenth  century,  the 
stanzas  appeared  under  the  sig¬ 
nature  of  “K.”  Curious  critics  dug 
up  dozens  of  famous  names  that 
began  with  that  letter,  from  Kirk- 
man  to  Keith,  and  from  Kings¬ 
bury  to  Keene.  But,  while  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  them  agreed  that 
“Keene”  could  have  been  Rob¬ 
ert  Keene,  the  director  of  music 
in  Dr.  Rippon’s  church  at  the 


time,  his  authorship  has  never 
been  fully  established  beyond  a 
reasonable  doubt,  and  the  creator 
of  one  of  the  noblest  hymns  of 
the  Church  continues  to  be  listed 
as  “Anonymous.” 

As  if  that  were  not  enough,  the 
name  of  the  composer  to  the  tune 
to  which  these  stanzas  are  sung, 
“Adeste  Fidelis,”  is  wrapped  in  the 
same  cloak  of  anonymity.  For 
sometime  after  it  was  first  pub¬ 
lished  in  John  F.  Wade’s  volume, 
“Cantus  Diversi”  in  England  in 
1751,  it  was  called  “Portugese 
Hymn,”  leaving  some  with  the  er¬ 
roneous  impression  that  it  origin- 
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ated  in  Portugal.  Later  it  was  es¬ 
tablished  that  the  music  had  been 
discovered  and  used  in  the  chapel 
of  the  Portugese  Embassy  in  Lon¬ 
don,  and  had  no  connection  with 
the  country  from  which  the  am¬ 
bassador  had  come. 

Even  the  Christmas  hymn,  “O 
come,  all  ye  faithful,”  which  is 
wedded  to  the  same  excellent  tune 
in  the  hearts  of  Christians  all 
over  the  world,  was  authored  by 
an  unknown  poet.  Supposedly  it 
came  from  the  pen  of  an  eight¬ 
eenth  century  French  or  German 
writer,  but  its  translation  into 
English  by  Canon  Frederick  Oake- 
ley  in  1841  assured  it  a  permanent 
place  in  Christian  hymnody. 

The  most  important  fact  about 
the  two  hymns  and  the  tune  to 
which  they  are  sung,  is  not  that 
their  creators  are  unknown,  but 
that  they  themselves  knew  Him 
of  Whom  they  wrote  and  sang.  It 
was  for  that  reason  that  “How 
firm  a  foundation”  was  the  fa¬ 
vorite  hymn  of  President  Theo¬ 
dore  Roosevelt,  as  well  as  Presi¬ 
dent  Andrew  Jackson,  who  re¬ 
quested  that  it  be  sung  during  his 
last  and  fatal  illness.  For  that 
reason,  too,  it  was  the  special  fa¬ 
vorite  of  that  southern  gentleman 
without  peer,  Robert  E.  Lee,  who 
asked  that  it  be  sung  at  his  fun¬ 
eral  “as  an  expression  of  his  full 
trust  in  the  ways  of  the  Heavenly 
Father.” 

When  earth’s  final  secrets  are 
revealed  and  her  deepest  mys¬ 
teries  unravelled,  many  will  re¬ 
joice  to  know  the  names  of  the 
unknown  authors  and  composers 
whose  hymns  have  made  many 
weak  Christians  become  towers  of 
strength,  and  sustained  others  by 
encouraging  them  to  lean  heavily 
upon  a  God  Who  would  never  for¬ 
sake  them,  but  would  be  with 
them  to  the  very  end.

alcoholism.” 

The  findings,  which  will  be  pub¬ 
lished  this  year  by  the  Florida  Al¬ 
coholic  Rehabilitation  Program, 
were  gained  from  a  field  survey.

Orchids  and.  lilies  look  beautiful  on  a  cas¬ 
ket,  but  they  don't  smell  very  sweet  to  the  oc¬ 
cupant  of  the  casket,  so  let’s  give  Charlie  Thomp¬ 
son  his  orchids  and  lilies  while  he  can  still  enjoy 
their  aroma  and  behold  their  ineffable  beauty. 
Ye  Editor  is  doing  a  mighty  good  job  with  The 
Florida  Methodist.  Recent  issues  have  shown  a 
marked  improvement,  evi¬ 
dencing  the  fact  that  a  lot  of 
thought  and  hard  work  have 
been  going  into  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  our  paper.  So  orchids 
and  lilies  to  you,  Brother 
Charlie. 
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“Our  church,  confronted  as 
it  is  by  a  rush  of  ministerial 
need,  of  near  tidal  wave  pro¬ 
portions,  must  provide  new 
theological  school  activities.” 

So  says  Bishop  Donald  H.  Tip¬ 
pett,  chairman  of  a  special  nine-member  study 
commission  on  theological  education  authorized 
by  the  1952  General  Conference.  “Every  Metho¬ 
dist  church  and  home  must  be  alerted  to  the 
need  for  more  ministers,”  the  bishop  empha¬ 
sized.  He  said  the  commission’s  study  showed 
that  the  denomination  should  gain  1,400,000 
members  by  1965  “if  we  merely  maintain  our 
current  per  centage  (5.69)  of  the  United  States 
population.”  The  Methodist  Church  in  this  coun¬ 
try  now  numbers  nearly  40,000  congregations  to¬ 
taling  9,313,278  full  members  and  1,187,805  prep¬ 
aratory  members.  The  survey  shows  that  the 
church  needs  1,200  new  ministers  annually  to  re¬ 
place  those  lost  by  death  and  retirement,  and  an 
additional  1,600  a  year  to  supply  new  congrega¬ 
tions,  the  chaplaincy,  and  other  requirements. 
Our  seminaries  graduated  less  than  one-fourth 
of  this  number  last  year. 

Who  will  fill  our  empty  pulpits  of  tomorrow 
at  this  rate?  It  is  imperative  that  the  church 
create  an  atmosphere  that  will  be  conducive  to 
the  enlargement  of  the  numbers  of  young  men 
who  will  feel  the  divine  call  of  God  to  preach 
the  Gospel. 

Florida  is  the  fastest  growing  state  in  the 
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Union.  In  the  year  1954-55,  the  Florida  Confer¬ 
ence  led  the  entire  church  in  net  increase  in 
membership.  During  the  quadrennium  of  1952-56 
our  conference  will  have  developed  36  new 
churches.  That  means  a  need  of  36  new  minis¬ 
ters  to  take  over  the  destiny  of  these  new 
churches.  We  neglect  ministerial  supply  at  the 
peril  of  the  very  life  of  our  conference.  Somebody 
must  help  produce  these  ministers.  What  is  your 
church  doing  about  it? 

On  April  6  and  7  the  bishop  and  the  cabinet, 
along  with  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Training  and 
the  Christian  Vocations  Commission  will  strive 
to  bring  all  of  the  young  men  of  the  Florida 
Conference  who  have  been  licensed  to  preach  and 
all  of  those  who  have  felt  an  urge  to  seek  a  place 
in  the  Christian  ministry  together  at  the  Youth 
Camp  for  two  days  of  inspiration,  guidance,  and 
information  regarding  the  ministry.  If  you  have 
any  who  are  in  this  classification  in  your  church, 
see  to  it  that  they  are  provided  ways  and  means 
to  attend  this  meeting.  It  will  prove  most  help¬ 
ful  in  further  guiding  these  young  men  along 
the  path  way  that  will  eventually  guide  them  to 
the  pulpits  that  you  and  I  will  be  vacating  all 
too  soon. 

When  I  was  a  student  at  the  Candler  School 
of  Theology  in  1925-28,  the  entire  student  body 
numbered  less  than  one  hundred.  This  past  year 
the  graduating  class  numbered  more  than  a 
hundred  receiving  3.  D.  degrees.  That’s  good 
news!  But  alas!  450  seminary  students  are  crowd¬ 
ed  into  the  same  halls  and  class  rooms  that 
housed  less  than  100  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago. 
Enlarged  facilities  at  Candler  are  imperative. 
A  group  of  laymen  have  initiated  a  voluntary 
plan  which  asks  local  churches  to  include  the 
equivalent  of  1%  of  their  budgets  for  expansion 
funds  for  the  seminary  buildings.  Several  of  our 
Florida  churches  have  already  answered  the  call. 
In  the  months  that  lie  ahead,  I  pray  that  many 
of  our  churches  will  do  the  same.  Who  knows? 
You  may  be  providing  the  means  for  training 
the  very  means  for  training  the  very  man  who 
will  come  to  lead  your  church  in  a  few  years. 
Lots  of  us  ought  to  lift  our  voices  and  answer 

Amen  and  Amen!

The  Advancing  “Advance” 

Take  a  look  at  The  Advance!  A 
recent  report  from  the  Chicago 
Treasurer’s  office  reveals  some 
encouraging  figures.  The  total 
amount  contributed  by  the  the 
entire  church  from  June  1,  1955, 
to  January  31,  1956,  is  $2,536,877.07. 
This  figure  is  for  foreign  advance 
specials.  Of  this  amount,  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  has  giv¬ 


en  $813,301.84.  This  amount  puts 
the  Southeast  in  first  position, 
with  the  North  Central  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  being  second,  with  $537,015.20. 

During  this  period,  the  Florida 
Conference  has  contributed  $145,- 
063.00  for  foreign  specials,  exceed¬ 
ed  only  by  the  Virginia  Confer¬ 
ence,  which  has  given  $153,655.08. 
Thus,  in  the  103  annual  confer¬ 
ences  of  the  church,  Florida  oc¬ 
cupies  second  place,  and  in  per 
capita  giving  it  is  in  first  place. 
There  are  37  episcopal  areas,  and 
Florida  is  in  fourth  place  among 
the  areas  in  actual  amount  con¬ 
tributed  to  foreign  specials. 

In  this  eight  months  period,  the 
Florida  Conference  has  shown  a 
marked  increase  in  support  of  the 
Methodist  Committee  on  Overseas 
Relief,  giving  about  three  times  as 
much  as  last  year.  Likewise,  in  the 
field  of  National  Missions,  our 
specials  have  more  than  tripled. 
A  large  part  of  this  has  been  di¬ 
rected  to  the  support  of  the  Alas¬ 
ka  College  campaign.  Reports  in¬ 
dicate  that  there  is  a  correspond¬ 
ing  advance  in  giving  to  district 
specials. 

Two  districts  in  the  conference 
have  the  distinction  of  having  ev¬ 
ery  church  contributing  at  least 
one  special  in  each  of  the  four 
categories.  Another  district  is  on 
the  verge  of  that  goal.  It  would 
bring  joy  to  the  hearts  of  us  all, 
if,  by  conference,  every  district 
would  be  able  to  report  “100% 
participation  in  all  four  categories 
by  every  charge.”

The  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Service  of  the  Methodist 
Church’s  Southeastern  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  convenes  February  21-23  in 
Richmond,  Va.  Approximately  250 
officers,  delegates,  and  official 
visitors,  representing  415,000 
Woman’s  Society  members  in  nine 
southeastern  states  and  Cuba,  will 
be  attending  the  sessions.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  several  hundred  women  of 
Virginia  and  other  states  are  ex¬ 
pected  as  visitors.  The  meeting 
will  be  held  in  Reveille  Methodist 
Church.  Mrs.  E.  U.  Robinson,  Gal¬ 
latin,  Tenn.,  is  the  jurisdictional 
president.  Other  general  officers 
are:  Mrs.  David  J.  Cathcart,  Lake¬ 
land,  Fia.,  vice  president;  Mrs. 
John  Hoyle,  Jr.,  Greensboro,  N.  C., 
recording  secretary;  and  Mrs. 
B.  R.  Stout,  Knoxville,  Tenn., 
treasurer. 

The  regional  and  local  church 
societies  are  affiliated  with  the 
Woman’s  Division  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Board  of  Missions.  They  give 
particular  attention  to  the  devel¬ 
opment  and  maintenance  of 
Christian  work  among  women  and 
children  in  the  United  States  and 
overseas. 

The  W.S.C.S.  membership  in  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  has  a 
pledge  of  $1,692,095  to  the  board’s 
church-wide  program  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  fiscal  year.  In  addition  to 
sponsoring  educational  and  ser¬ 
vice  projects  in  local  churches, 
the  work  of  the  W.S.C.S.  in  the 
Southeast  includes  150  deacon¬ 
esses  and  missionaries  attached  to 
17  schools  and  colleges,  35  settle¬ 
ment  houses  and  urban  centers, 
48  rural  centers  and  five  social 
welfare  and  medical  institutions.

The  theme  for  this  year’s  meeting 
is  “Thine  Is  the  Power.”  It  is  the 
sixteenth  annual  meeting. 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Ivey,  Conference 
President,  sends  us  this  report; 

“The  ‘Fruits  of  Discipleship’  of 
1,800,000  Methodist  women  were 
reviewed  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Service,  January  10-14.  at 
Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pennsylvania, 
which  will  challenge  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Woman’s  Society  and 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  greater 
efforts  in  the  master’s  service. 
The  worship,  the  fellowship,  the 
messages  of  the  missionaries  who 
work  in  the  home  and  foreign 
fields,  the  reports  of  the  execu¬ 
tive  secretaries,  and  the  group 
discussions  were  inspiring  and  in¬ 
formative. 

“More  than  35  workers  in  for¬ 
eign  fields,  and  37  in  the  home 
fields  answered  the  question: 
“What  is  the  most  significant 
thing  that  has  happened  in  your 
work  this  quadrennium?”  As  these 
dedicated  people  reported,  we 
realized  anew  the  effective  pro¬ 
gram  around  the  world,  made  pos¬ 
sible  by  the  local  women  in  socie¬ 
ties  and  guilds  across  this  nation, 
and  we  were  filled  with  a  sense  of 
urgency  to  do  more — particularly 
through  recruitment  of  workers — 
to  meet  today’s  opportunities. 

“From  the  Section  of  Education 
and  Cultivation  came  plans  which 
will  improve  and  greatly  simplify 
our  system  of  reporting  the  work 
of  the  local  society.  Of  special  in¬ 
terest  is  the  recommendation  that 
duplication  of  the  various  officers’ 
reports  be  reduced  to  a  minimum, 
and  that  there  be  only  three  re¬ 
ports  each  year  for  all  officers  ex¬ 
cept  the  treasurer:  October  1, 
February  1,  and  June  1.  No  change 


was  made  regarding  the  time  for 
treasurers’  reports.  In  recognition 
of  the  fact,  “All  Action  Is  Local,” 
if;  was  recommended  that  the 
1956-60  program  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
be  directed  to  the  local  women  in 
the  local  church,  and  be  related 
to  the  overall  emphasis:  ‘Under¬ 
standing  Our  World  in  the  Spirit 
of  Christ.’ 

“A.  study  of  the  ‘Fruits  of  Dis¬ 
cipleship,’  which  is  the  sixteenth 
annual  report  of  the  Woman’s  Di¬ 
vision,  and  of  the  next  issues  of 
the  Methodist  Woman  and  World 
Outlook,  will  make  possible  for 
every  woman  a  new  vision  of  the 
mission  of  the  church  in  today’s 
revolutionary  world,  and  a  new 
understanding  of  each  local  mem¬ 
ber’s  responsibility  and  opportun¬ 
ity. 

“I  am  grateful  for  the  privilege 
of  attending  this  annual  meeting 
of  the  Woman’s  Division.”

The  Apopka  society  held  an  all¬ 
day  study  on  “Indian  Americans” 
February  7.  Mrs.  Howard  Ander¬ 
son,  recording  secretary  of  the 
Orlando  District,  conducted  the 
study.  She  was  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Robert  Hays,  associate  pas¬ 
tor  of  Community  Church,  Day¬ 
tona  Beach,  and  Mrs.  Hays.  Those 
assisting  from  Apopka  were  Mrs. 
C.  C.  Cobb,  Secretary  of  Mission¬ 
ary  Education  and  Service;  and 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Standard,  who  super¬ 
vised  the  luncheon.  The  table  was 
decorated  with  Indian  motifs  with 
special  emphasis  on  the  totem 
pole  featuring  the  outstanding  ac¬ 
complishments  and  work  of  the 
society  for  the  year. 

The  worship  service,  “Wearing 
of  the  Moccasins,”  began  the 
study.  Mrs.  Hays  reviewed  “The 
Heritage  of  the  Indian  American,” 
as  seen  in  E.  Russel  Carter’s  “The 
Gift  Is  Rich.”  Mrs.  Anderson  re¬ 
viewed  the  relationship  of  Gov- 
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ernment  and  Indians,  beginning 
with  the  nineteenth  century 
treaties  to  the  present  time.  “The 
Church’s  Response  to  the  Indian 
American,”  using  the  textbook, 
“Within  Two  Worlds,”  “The  Ro¬ 
mance  of  Indian  Missions,”  and 
excepts  from  the  Christian  Cen¬ 
tury ,  was  given  by  Rev.  Hays.  A 
question-and-answer  period,  con¬ 
cerning  the  characteristics  of  the 
Indians,  was  planned  and  exe¬ 
cuted  by  members  of  the  societv. 
The  study  session  ended  with,  “I 
Am.  An  Indian”  role  played  by 
Mrs.  Hays. 

Forty-two  were  present  for  the 
study,  the  offering,  $16.00,  to  be 
sent  to  the  work  being  done  for 
the  Cherokees  of  North  Carolina. 
Other  action  was  letters  to  be 
written  to  Congressman  and  Com¬ 
mission  on  Indian  Affairs,  asking 
that  they  consider  the  Indian’s 
prayer:  “O  Thou  Great  Spirit, 
Maker  of  men.  Forbid  that  I  judge 
any  man  until  I  have  walked  two 
moons  in  his  moccasins.”  Address¬ 
es  and  suggestions  were  to  be 
mimeographed  and  given  to  each 
member  of  the  study  in  order  that 
they  have  a  chance  to  do  their 
duty  as  Christian  citizens.  The 
leader  called  attention  to  the  need 
of  educating  Indians  to  be  lead¬ 
ers  on  the  reservations,  asking  the 
members  of  the  study  to  be  alert 
to  an  opportunity  to  help  influ¬ 
ence  others  to  this  great  need. 


“You’ve  heard  some  of  our 
“priceless”  members  who  make  up 


the  smaller  societies  say  this,  we 
are  sure:  “We  are  so  small  out  our 
way.”  If  every  society  would  do 
as  much  in  proportion  as  some  of 
the  smaller  (in  number)  ones  do, 
much  more  would  be  accomp¬ 
lished.  From  the  DeLeon  Springs 
society,  which  is  one  of  these 
small  in  number  societies,  but 
large  in  vision  and  deeds,  comes 
the  account  of  their  Indian  study, 
and  my!  how  interesting  it 
sounds.  They  had  a  “Buffalo 
Hunt”  —  nickels,  that  is  —  along 
with  a  dinner  meeting,  carrying 
out  the  Indian  motif,  which  was 
attended  by  70  or  more  folks,  all 
intering  into  the  spirit,  and  hav¬ 


ing  a  grand  time.  The  sum  of 
$71.35  was  sent  to  the  district 
treasurer  as  a  result  of  their 
study,  asking  the  treasurer  to 
please  see  that  it  was  used  in 
some  way  for  the  advancement  of 
Indian  Americans  .  .  .  she  knew 
it  would  do  a  lot  of  good,  for  it 
had  come  from  such  loving  hearts 
and  hands  .  .  .  that  theirs  was 
only  a  “small  society!” 

As  Mrs.  Ivey  said  in  her  report 
from  division.  “All  Action  Is  Lo¬ 
cal.”  and  it  takes  the  combined 
efforts  of  us  all  to  do  our  jobs 
well  for  the  Master.  The  size  of 
the  society  does  not  matter;  it  is 
the  size  of  our  hearts  aid  hands 
that  matters.  God  bless  those 
sweet  ladies  at  DeLeon  Springs. 
Eow  they  have  helped  ''Tith  their 
prayers  and  cc operation!

da  Southern. 

The  special  “Ten-in-One”  of¬ 
fering  will  be  received  in  most 
churches  in  the  conference  in 
March,  although  some  congrega¬ 
tions  are  now  meeting  the  call  by 
making  budget  provisions  for  the 
annual  contribution.

Wesley  Foundation — Our  gifts 
through  the  “Ten-in-One”  pro¬ 
vide  funds  for  student  work  car¬ 
ried  on  in  colleges  and  universities 


All  of  the  activities  of 
the  program  are  designed  to  help 
Methodist  young  men  and  women 
in  the  development  of  their  re¬ 
ligious  life  while  away  from  home. 

Group  Insurance — This  phase  of 
the  “Ten-in-One”  helps  to  make 
it  possible  for  the  conference  to 
provide  a  group-insurance  pro¬ 
gram — similar  to  those  found  in 
business  and  industry — for  its  ac¬ 
tive  clerical  members.

ren  would  likely  lose  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  elect  leaders  for  their 
people  if  they  were  absorbed  as 
small  minority  groups  in  the  geo¬ 
graphical  jurisdictions. 

“3.  Because  neither  the  white 
nor  the  colored  groups  in  the 
areas  that  would  be  most  affected, 
arc  ready  to  be  merged. 

“4.  Because  we  already  have 
permissive  legislation  for  Central 
jurisdiction  churches  that  wish  to 
unite  with  geographic  jurisdic¬ 
tions,  to  do  so,  with  the  approval 
of  the  annual  conferences  in  ques¬ 
tion  (Par.  538).”

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The  Living  Word

“Ye  allow  the  deeds  of  your  fathers” 


The  word  “allow”  is  used  five 
times  in  the  King  James  Ver¬ 
sion  of  the  Bible.  In  each  case 
it  has  the  sense  of  praise,  ap¬ 
prove,  or  accept  —  the  common 
meaning  of  “allow”  in  the  six¬ 
teenth  and  seventeenth  cen¬ 
turies,  derived  from  the  Latin 
“allaudare,  to  praise.  Jesus’  ac¬ 
cusation  of  the  lawyers  (Luke 
11.48).  “ye  allow  the  deeds  of 
your  fathers,”  does  not  imply 
that  rdiey  had  any  power  to 
permit  or  prohibit  what  their 
fathers  did.  That  was  history, 
past  and  done.  What  he  said 
was,  “you  approve  the  deeds 
of  your  fathers.”  The  Greek 
word  means  literally  “join  in 
thinking  well  of.”  The  revised 
versions  use  the  word  “consent” 
— “you  consent  to  the  deeds  of 
your  fathers.” 

When  the  King  James  trans¬ 
lators  used  the  word  “allow”  in 
Paul’s  vivid  description  of  the 
predicament  of  the  sinner 
(Romans  7.15)  —  “that  which 


I  do  I  allow  not:  for  what  I 
would,  that  do  I  not;  but  what 
I  hate,  that  do  I”  —  they  used 
it  in  the  sense  of  “approve.” 
Their  rendering  would  be  ex¬ 
pressed  today  in  the  words,  “I 
do  not  approve  what  I  am  do¬ 
ing.”  But  in  this  case  they  mis¬ 
translated  the  Greek  verb, 
which  means  “know”  or  “un¬ 
derstand.”  What  Paul  said  was, 
“I  do  not  understand  what  I 
am  doing.”  The  Revised  Stan¬ 
dard  Version  translates  the 
verse:  “I  do  not  understand  my 
own  actions.  For  I  do  not  do 
what  I  want,  but  I  do  the  very 
thing  I  hate.” 

Paul’s  statement  in  I  Thessa- 
lonians  2.4  does  not  mean 
merely  that  God  permitted  him 
to  be  entrusted  with  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel,  but 
that  God  approved  him  for  this 
mission.  The  Revised  Standard 
Version  uses  the  word  “ap¬ 
prove”  in  Romans  14.22  also, 
and  the  word  “accept”  in  Acts 
24.15.

Winter  Haven 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  Febru¬ 
ary  19,  a  group  of  interested  peo¬ 
ple  met  with  Dr.  J.  H.  Daniel, 
superintendent  of  the  Lakeland 
District,  in  the  Havendale  Baptist 
Church,  Winter  Haven,  and  or¬ 
ganized  a  new  Methodist  church.

June.

During  the  week  of  January  22- 
29,  it  was  my  privilege  to  lead  a 
revival  service  for  Rev.  Paul’  Hol¬ 
loway  in  Curundu,  Panama  Canal 
Zone.  This  was  a  rare  treat  to 
share  in  the  services  of  this 
unique  church.  The  Curundu 
Protestant  Church  is  made  up  of 
13  different  denominations.  It  has 
s.  number  ox  denominations  rep¬ 
resented  on  the  official  board. 
There  were  ten  who  made  definite 
uscisions  for  Christ. 

Rev.  Holloway  has  for  the  past 
two  years  served  as  pastor  of  this 
march.  mere  is  an  active  Sunday 
School  of  fine  boys  and  girls.  Dr. 
Robert  White,  who  is  a  doctor  at 
Gorgas  hospital,  is  doing  a  fine 
work  in  the  adult  department. 

We  had  the  opportunity  of  visit¬ 
ing  with  Dr.  Louis  Fiske,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Southern  California 
conference,  who  has  served  for 
many  years  as  superintendent  of 
the  Pan  American  Institute.  This 
school  has  a  yearly  enrollment  of 
800  students.  Most  of  the  students 
take  commercial  courses,  but  Bible 
is  a  required  course  in  the  curric¬ 
ulum  of  each  student.  The  sea¬ 
wall  school  and  Church  is  linked 
with  the  history  of  Panama.  The 
school  here  is  built  above  the  an¬ 
cient  site  of  the  dungeons  where 
prisoners  were  placed  for  death 
as  the  tide  would  flood  the  cells. 
There  are  500  students  who  re¬ 
ceive  instruction  in  this  secondary 
school.  Rev.  Charles  Butler,  a 
young  minister  from  the  Alabama 
conference,  is  the  pastor  of  the 
mission  church  in  the  down-town 
slum  area  of  Panama.  What  a  joy 
comes  to  the  heart  as  one  sees 
the  Church  at  work  in  these 
down-trodden  areas.  In  the  midst 
of  depressed  people,  the  Church 
lifts  its  song  of  delight. 

The  plane  flight  brought  us  to 
San  Joss,  Costa  Rica,  where  we 
stopped  for  a  visit  with  our 
friends  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Powell 
Royster.  This  fine  young  couple 
represent  the  Kentucky  confer¬ 
ence.  Rev.  Royster  serves  as  prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  Methodist  school  and 
pastor  of  the  Union  English- 
speaking  congregation.  Four  years 
ago,  the  school  was  scattered  all 
over  the  city.  The  site  where  the 
school  has  been  built  was  a  coffee 
field,  but  today  they  have  two 
units  built  and  are  planning  ex¬ 
pansion  to  take  care  of  the  ever- 
enlarging  demand  for  teaching 
space.  This  school  is  influencing 
400  lives  with  its  Christian  mes¬ 
sage  of  Christ-like  and  compas¬ 
sionate  concern.  I  came  back  with 
a  feeling  of  gratitude  for  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  being  a  part  of  a  World 
Movement  to  make  Christ  known 
to  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth, 
and  saying  with  Bishop  Brans- 
comb,  “AMEN  AND  AMEN!”

ocean  in  1736  had  been  anything 
but  peaceful.  The  seas  were  far 
from  tranquil  and  for  days  on  end 
the  passengers  feared  for  their 
lives,  as  their  vessel  was  tossed  to 
and  fro  on  the  angry  waves,  at 
the  mercy  of  the  sea  and  the  un¬ 
predictable  whims  of  the  wind 
and  the  tide.  Charles  alternately 
prayed  with  excited  passengers 
and  for  his  own  soul,  while  salty 
water  poured  into  the  hold  in  such 
quantities  that,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  four  men  were  pumping 
almost  continually,  the  Captain 
ordered  the  mizzen  mast  cut  to 
save  the  boat  from  sinking.  Half- 
alive  as  well  as  half -starved,  the 
passengers  finally  reached  the 
shore  in  safety.  Most  of  them  im¬ 
mediately  fell  upon  the  ground  in 
reverent  prayer,  offering  their 
gratitude  to  God  for  having  been 
spared  from  a  watery  grave.  Such 
a  harrowing  experience  is  bound 
to  leave  its  scars  on  any  man^s 
soul  and  Charles  Wesley  was  no 
exception.

HYMN  OF  THE  WEEK 

By  the  REV.  ERNEST  K.  EMURIAN 


“Jesus  Lover  of  My  Soul” 


If  Charles  Wesley  could  have 
found  a  good  one-syllable  word 
to  rhyme  with  “flee”  his  noblest 
hymn  would  not  have  achieved 
its  universal  popularity  and  hym- 
nologists  would  have  been  spared 
the  ordeal  of  discounting  many  a 
romantic  story  about  its  origin. 
Finding  no  satisfactory  word  to 
meet  his  needs,  Wesley  wrote  the 
first  line  to  read:  “Jesus,  Lover  of 
my  soul,  Let  me  to  Thy  Bosom 
fly.”  thus  giving  rise  to  legends 
about  a  dove  flying  for  protection 
into  his  bosom  during  a  storm  in 
rural  England,  and  sea-gulls  beat¬ 
ing  their  wings  at  his  port-hole 
during  tempesGS  at  sea,  none  of 
which  contain  a  grain  of  truth. 

This  eighteenth  child  of  Sam¬ 
uel  and  Susanna  Wesley  did  not 
pen  these  majestic  lines  until  1740 
when  he  was  thirty  -  three,  the 
age  at  which  his  Lord  had  been 
crucified.  It  was  four  years  after 
he  had  made  the  perilous  journey 
across  the  Atlantic  from  Ogle¬ 
thorpe’s  colony  in  George  in  the 
new  world,  and  two  years  after 
his  heart  had  been  “strangely 
warmed”  on  Whitsunday,  May  20, 
1738  “when  he  found  peace  with 
God.  and  rejoiced  in  the  hope  of 
a  living  Christ”. 


However,  his  diary  contains  de¬ 
tailed.  accounts  of  several  notable 
incidents  that  may  have  served  as 
a  background  against  which  this 
hymn  was  eventually  written.  His 
return  trip  to  England  across  the 


His  interesting  diary  further 
records  another  unusual  incident 
that  occured  in  1738,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  his  spiritual  awakening. 
He  had  been  suffering  from  a 
strange  malady  for  several  days 
during  which  he  had  been  indis¬ 
posed  with  what  he  thought  was 
a  combination  of  pleurisy  and 
dysentery.  Suddenly  one  after¬ 
noon  he  thought  he  saw  a  woman 
he  knew  entering  his  room  and 
walking  over  to  stand  beside  his 
bed.  While  he  stared  at  the  ap¬ 
parition  in  amazement,  she  said, 
“In  the  Name  of  Jesus  of  Naza¬ 
reth,  arise  and  believe  and  thou 
shaft  be  healed”.  When  the  vision 
faded,  the  sick  man  leaped  from 
his  bed  and  ran  downstairs  look¬ 
ing  for  the  woman,  but  she  was 
nowhere  to  be  found.  Turning  to 
tne  Bible,  he  consoled  himself 
with  God’s  “exceeding  great  and 
precious  promises”,  and  then  re-

alized  that  his  bodily  strength 
was  returning  and  he  was  getting 
well.  Such  a  dramatic  and  unex¬ 
pected  episode  will  be  remember¬ 
ed  in  detail  as  long  as  one  lives 
and  Wesley  was  no  exception. 

His  third  experience  had  to  do 
with  the  conversion  of  several 
condemned  criminals,  with  whom 
he  spent  many  hours  prior  to 
their  execution  by  hanging  in  Ju¬ 
ly  of  that  same  year.  He  had  the 
joy  of  ushering  several  of  these 
felons  into  the  Kingdom  of  God 
just  before  their  death  and  rea¬ 
lized.  afresh  the  power  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  to  save  to  the  uttermost  even 
those  in  the  very  depths  of  de¬ 
spair.  These  unforgettable  exper¬ 
iences  formed  the  background  a- 
gainst  which  the  “sweet  singer  of 
Methodism”  was  inspired  to  write 
one  of  the  noblest  hymns  of  all 
literature. 

Of  the  more  than  six  thousand 
hymns  written  during  his  long 
and  fruitful  life,  1707-1788,  this  is 
by  far  the  most  outstanding.  Since 
it  was  written  before  Wesleyan 
sermons  incited  mobs  to  riot  and 
crowds  to  assault  the  brother 
preachers,  the  story  that  Wesley 
wrote  the  stanzas  while  hiding 
from  ruffians  in  a  farmer’s  milk- 
house  is  as  legendary  as  the  dove 
and  seagull  tales. 

As  for  the  tune  “Martyn”  to 
which  this  hymn  is  sung,  it  was 
not  composed  for  Wesley’s  stanzas 
at  all.  Simeon  March  wrote  the 
music  for  John  Newton’s  hymn, 
“Mary,  at  her  Saviour’s  tomb”,  a- 
bout  one-hundred  years  after 
Wesley  had  fashioned  his  famous 
lines.  It  was  Thomas  Hastings, 
composer  of  the  tune  “Toplady” 
to  which  “Rock  of  Ages”  is  sung, 
who  wedded  Marsh’s  music  and 
Wesley’s  words  and  set  “Jesus. 
Lover  of  my  soul,”  singing  its 
way  into  immortality. 


Pastor’s  Father  Passes 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Edward  George 
Mackay,  70,  of  Georgia,  a  reserve 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church’s 
Judicial  Council,  died  February  23 
at  Emory  University  Hospital  af¬ 
ter  suffering  a  heart  attack  the 
week  before. 

A  native  of  Ireland,  Dr.  Mackay 
came  to  this  country  at  19,  stud¬ 
ied  for  the  ministry  at  Emory-at- 
Oxford,  and  served  numerous 
pastorates  in  Georgia  and  Ala¬ 
bama.  He  was  also  on  the  faculty 
of  several  schools  during  his  min¬ 
istry,  including  the  former  Ath¬ 
ens,  Ala.,  Woman’s  College,  Birm¬ 
ingham-Southern  College,  Hunt¬ 
ingdon  College  at  Montgomery, 
Ala.,  and  Emory  University,  At¬ 
lanta. 

Survivors  include  his  wife,  the 
former  Beaulah  Mason;  four  sons, 
the  Rev.  Donald  M.  Mackay,  St. 
Augustine,  Fla.;  Edward  H.  and 
James  Mackay  of  Atlanta,  and 
Leland  Mackay  of  Charlotte, 
N.  C.,  and  a  daughter.  Mrs.  Frank 
/  sbury  of  Decatur,  Gn. 


Expansion  of  facilities  for  min¬ 
isterial  education  at  Emory  Uni¬ 
versity  is  essential  to  help  alle¬ 
viate  the  shortage  of  trained 
Methodist  preachers  in  the  South¬ 
east. 

This  is  the  belief  of  church 
leaders  and  Emory  officials  who 
are  suggesting  the  construction 
of  a  $600,000  ministerial  educa¬ 
tion  building  at  Emory.  The  new 
structure  would  supplement  the 
present  theology  building,  built  in 
1917  when  the  enrollment  was  100 
students.  The  enrollment  last 
year  was  483. 

Although  now  only  in  the  plan¬ 
ning  stage,  the  proposed  building 
would  be  a  four-story  concrete 
structure  across  Kilgo  circle  from 
the  one  now  housing  the  Candler 
School  of  Theology.  The  new 
building  would  provide  32,000 
square  feet  of  floor  space  for 
classrooms  and  work  activities  of 
the  school.  The  present  building 
would  be  modified  to  house  the  li¬ 
brary,  chapel,  some  offices,  and 
seminar  rooms. 

The  need  for  the  new  building 
is  endorsed  by  Bishops  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  by  the 
Emory  board  of  trustees,  and  by 
the  “Committee  of  100,”  a  group 
of  prominent  Methodist  laymen 
from  the  nine  Southeastern 
states. 

Dr.  William  R.  Cannon,  dean  of 
the  Emory  theology  school,  points 
out  that  Emory  has  given  the 
Methodist  church  over  2,000  min¬ 
isters  since  the  seminary  was 
founded  in  1914.  In  the  past  five 
years  Emory  has  graduated  607. 

“However,  this  is  not  keeping  up 
with  the  demand  for  trained 
Methodist  ministers  in  the  South¬ 
east,”  he  said.  “Many  churches 
that  wish  a  full-time  pastor  are 
still  on  a  ‘circuit’,  and  communi¬ 
ties  which  desire  to  establish  a 
Methodist  congregation  cannot  do 
so  because  a  trained  preacher  is 
not  available.  The  growth  of  our 
church  must  keen  pace  with  the 


progress  of  our  fast-growing  re¬ 
gion.” 

The  theology  dean  said  that 
from  1941  to  1958  there  was  an  in¬ 
crease  of  1,623  assignments  in  the 
Southeast  for  preachers.  In  that 
time  there  was  an  increase  of  410 
in  trained  ministers  available. 
This  was  still  a  lack  of  1,213  train¬ 
ed  ministers  for  the  new  assign¬ 
ments. 

Dr.  H.  B.  Trimble,  associate  di¬ 
rector  of  development  at  Emory 
and  dean  emeritus  of  the  School 
of  Theology,  mentioned  that  in 
1941  there  were  632  “supply  pas¬ 
tors”  filling  charges.  This  num¬ 
ber  stands  today  at  1,888. 

“Christianity  can  t/  our  na¬ 
tion’s  major  strength,”  said  Dr. 
Trimble.  “The  Methodist  church 
has  an  obligation  toward  this  end 
and  in  the  Southeast  Methodists 
have  a  particular  obligation.  Here 
we  are  most  numerous,  and  our 
church  has  long  been  a  vital, 
growing  institution.  Without  more 
able  and  inspired  preachers  we 
cannot  have  the  strong  church 
which  we  and  our  nation  need.” 

Dr.  Cannon  and  Dr.  Trimble 
agree  that  the  number  of  minis¬ 
ters  alone  is  not  the  whole  prob¬ 
lem.  “The  higher  educational  lev¬ 
el  of  the  people  in  general  re¬ 
quires  a  better  educated  minis¬ 
try.”  they  said.  Theological  train¬ 
ing  is  professional  training,  and 
the  church  needs  ministers  of 
high  calibre,  who  are  well  trained 
and  educated  as  are  members  of 
other  professions,  say  these  Em¬ 
ory  officials. 

Henry  L.  Bowden,  Atlanta,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  “Committee  of  100”,  is 
convinced  that  expanding  the  fa¬ 
cilities  of  the  Candler  School  of 
Theology  is  one  logical  way  to 
“assure  the  ongoing  of  a  great  and 
strong  Methodist  church  in  this 
region.” 

“The  seminary  is  located  in  the 
heart  of  the  region  and  is  part  of 
a  strong.  M^thod’st  -  ow^pd.  uni- 
v'.rsitr.  Erro'Imcnt  recently  in- 
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creased  four-fold,  but  there  has 
not  been  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  means  of  teaching  this 
growing  number  of  students,”  he 
said. 

The  theology  building  has  been 
modified,  and  space  borrowed 
from  other  university  divisions. 
Thirteen  professors  have  been  ad¬ 
ded,  and  the  amount  of  general 
university  funds  spent  for  theolo¬ 
gy  training  has  been  increased 
more  than  1,000  per  cent. 

‘‘Nevertheless,  over  -  crowding 
is  serious,”  said  the  committee 
chairman.  “Operating  funds  must 
be  increased,  more  professors  se¬ 
cured,  and  classroom  and  library 
space  must  be  trebled.  The  im¬ 
mediate  need  is  an  adequate  plant 
including  a  new  building  as 
promptly  as  possible.” 

Funds  for  ministerial  education 
at  Emory  come  from  endowment, 
expendable  gifts  and  contribu¬ 
tions,  and  fees  paid  by  students. 
Last  year’s  income  from  endow¬ 
ment  totaled  $33  573.  The  school 
received  $109,246  from  the  Meth¬ 
odist  church.  Tuition  paid  a- 
mounted  to  $86,638.  This  would 
have  exceeded  $250,000  had  the 
full  tuition  been  paid,  but  very 
few  theology  students  are  able  to 
pay  much  tuition  and  a  qualified 
student  is  accepted,  whether  or 
not  he  can  pay. 

“This  income  is  not  enough  for 
the  present  operation,  and  does 
not  allow  for  the  expansion  that 
is  needed  if  Emory  is  to  prepare 
more  and  better  educated  minis¬ 
ters  for  the  Southeastern  region,” 
Mr.  Bowden  said. 


Di .  Stuntz  to  Go  to  Cuba 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Hugh  C.  Stuntz 
plans  to  return  to  the  Methodist 
missions  field  following  his  re¬ 
tirement  June  30  as  president  of 
Scarritt  College. 

He  and  Mrs.  Stuntz  have  been 
reinstated  by  the  Methodist  Board 
of  Missions  and  assigned  to  Cuba, 
where  Dr.  Stuntz  is  due  to  become 
pastor  of  University  Methodist 
Church  in  Havana  next  Novem¬ 
ber,  subject  to  appointment  by 
Bishop  John  Branscomb,  Jackson¬ 
ville,  Fla. 

Dr.  Stuntz  served  20  years  in 
Latin  America  as  a  missionary, 
specializing  in  educational  and 
editorial  work.  He  has  been  at 
Scarritt,  a  Methodist  training 
school,  since  1940,  first  as  public 
relations  director  and  as  president 
since  1943. 

He  and  Mrs.  Stuntz  plan  to 
visit  in  Europe  from  July  to  Oc¬ 
tober  before  going  to  Cuba.  Their 
plans  were  announced  March  6  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Scar¬ 
ritt  Board  of  Trustees. 

Dr.  Stuntz  will  reach  the  Scar¬ 
ritt  retirement  age  of  65  on  June 
29.  As  previously  announced,  he 
will  be  succeeded  at  Scarritt  by 
President  Foye  G.  Gibson  of  Em¬ 
ory  and  Henry  College,  another 
Methodist  institution,  Emory,  Va.

They  will  speak  to  church 
groups  and  confer  with  Methodist 
officials  in  the  interest  of  evange¬ 
lism  and  the  denomination’s 
world-wide  “chain  of  prayer”  for 
peace. 

Dr.  Potts  said  that  conferences 
are  also  scheduled  with  military 
chaplains  and  editors  of  The 
Upper  Room  in  the  Far  East,  as 
well  as  in  Rome,  Italy,  on  the  re¬ 
turn  trip. 

The  visitation  is  being  made 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Board  of  Missions,  New 
York,  and  at  the  invitation  of 
Bishop  Hyungki  J.  Lew,  head  of 
the  Korean  Methodist  Church, 
and  Bishop  Ralph  A.  Ward  of 
Hong  Kong,  missionary  to  the 
Chinese. 

En  route,  Dr.  Denman  and  Dr. 
Potts  stopped  in  Anchorage  to 
confer  with  the  Rev.  Leslie  J.  Ross 
of  Nashville,  staff  member  of  the 
evangelism  board,  who  is  helping 
direct  an  evangelistic  mission  in 
Alaska.

The  1956  International  Evange¬ 
listic  Campaign  in  Cuba  was  the 
most  effective  and  productive  ef¬ 
fort  of  the  six  that  have  been  held 
in  the  island  during  the  past  six 
years.  Bishop  Branscomb  and  Dr. 
Harry  Denman  assembled  a  hun¬ 
dred  ministers  from  28  states  and 
several  laymen  in  the  Trinity 
Church,  Miami,  on  January  31  for 
a  period  of  instruction.  The  group 
was  addressed  by  Bishop  Arthur 
J.  Moore,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  and  Dr.  James  E.  El¬ 
lis,  Secretary  of  the  missionary 
work  in  Latin  America.  At  the 
dinner  hour  a  banquet  was  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  campaigners  by  the 
Men’s  Club  of  Trinity  Church. 

On  the  morning  of  February  1, 
the  evangelists  flew  to  Cuba  on 
two  planes,  moving  to  Havana 
and  Camaguey,  from  which  points 
they  proceeded  to  their  appoint¬ 
ments  all  over  Cuba  and  the  Isle 
of  Pines,  to  conduct  preaching 
and  visitation  programs.  The 
group  re-assembled  in  Havana  on 
February  9  for  a  luncheon  at  the 
Buenavista  School,  after  which 
they  gathered  in  Candler  College 
gymnasium  with  1,500  students 
for  the  Victory  Rally.  The  report 
meeting  was  held  in  Leland  Me¬ 
morial  Church  in  the  late  after¬ 
noon,  and  the  results  of  the  cam¬ 
paign  proved  to  be  the  best  ever. 
There  was  a  total  attendance  of 
68,000  at  the  850  preaching  ser¬ 
vices  held.  2,965  first  decisions 
were  reported,  and  1933  in  prepar¬ 
atory  classes.  156  new  members 
were  received  into  the  church  dur¬ 
ing  the  week.  The  conference  in 
Cuba  is  moving  toward  a  goal  of 
10,000  members  by  next  June.

“CONVERSATION”  IS  BEHAVIOR 


The  word  “conversation”  in 
the  King  James  Version  of  the 
Bible  always  refers  to  conduct, 
behavior,  or  manner  of  life, 
and  is  never  used  in  the  sense 
that  it  has  today  as  a  term  for 
the  give  -  and  -  take  of  talk. 
“The  end  of  their  conversation” 
i  Hebrews  13.7  KJ)  is  now 
translated,  “the  outcome  of 
cheir  life”  (Revised  Standard 
Version).  The  “vain  conversa¬ 
tion  received  by  tradition  from 
your  fathers”  (1  Peter  1.18  KJ) 
is  “the  futile  ways  inherited 
from  your  fathers”  (RSV).  Lot 
is  said  by  the  King  James  Ver¬ 
sion  (2  Peter  2.7)  to  have  been 
“vexed  with  the  filthy  conver¬ 
sation”  of  Sodom  and  Gomor¬ 
rah,  but  it  means  that  he  was 
“greatly  distressed  by  the  li¬ 
centiousness”  of  these  cities. 
The  injunction  to  the  Christian 
wives  of  unbelieving  husbands 
expressed  in  the  King  James 
version  of  1  Peter  3.1-2  is  con¬ 
fusing  to  the  reader  of  today: 
“Likewise,  ye  wives,  be  in  sub¬ 
jection  to  your  own  husbands; 
that,  if  any  obey  not  the  word, 
they  also  may  without  the 
word,  be  won  by  the  conversa¬ 
tion  of  the  wives;  while  they 
behold  your  chaste  conversa¬ 
tion  coupled  with  fear.”  That 
conveys  the  impression  that 
these  wives  are  to  talk  their 
husbands  into  becoming  Chris¬ 
tians,  though  it  seems  strange 
that  husbands  are  to  behold 
the  conversation  rather  than

wonder  what  being  coupled 
with  fear  has  to  do  with  it. 
But  there  is  no  word  in  the 
Greek  for  “coupled,”  and  no 
justification  for  dragging  it  in; 
the  word  “fear”  stands  for  the 
reverent  fear  of  God  which  is 
the  mark  of  a  good  Christian; 
and  the  “conversation”  of  these 
wives  is  their  behavior.  The  Re¬ 
vised  Standard  Version  trans¬ 
lates  the  passage:  “Likewise 
you  wives,  be  submissive  to 
your  husbands,  so  that  some, 
though  they  do  not  obey  the 
word,  may  be  won  without  a 
word  by  the  behavior  of  their 
wives,  when  they  see  your  rev¬ 
erent  and  chaste  behavior.” 

Writing  to  the  Corinthians 
Paul,  referring  to  himself  as 
“we,”  expresses  rejoicing  in 
“the  testimony  of  our  cons¬ 
cience,  that  in  simplicity  and 
godly  sincerity,  not  with  flesh¬ 
ly  wisdom,  but  by  the  grace  of 
God,  we  have  had  our  conver¬ 
sation  in  the  world,  and  more 
abundantly  to  you-ward.”  (2 
Corinthians  1.12  in  the  King 
James  Version).  Note  how 
much  more  clearly  this  reason 
for  rejoicing  is  expressed  in  the 
translation  of  the  Revised 
Standard  Version:  “the  testi¬ 
mony  of  our  conscience  that 
we  have  behaved  in  the  world, 
and  still  more  toward  you,  with 
holiness  and  godly  sincerity, 
not  by  earthly  wisdom  but  by 
the  grace  of  God.”

Methodists  To  Get  New  Papers 

Methodist  families  are  promised  “a  new  and 
strikingly  different  family  church  paper  beginning 
sometime  next  fall”  by  Lovick  Pierce,  administra¬ 
tive  head  of  The  Methodist  Publishing  House. 

“As  a  matter  of  fact,”  Mr.  Pierce  said,  “we  will 
have  two  new  church  papers  this  fall,  the  second 
one  being  a  journal  for  ministers  and  leading  lay 
people.  Two  new  papers,  however,  do  not  mean  two 
additional  publications  as  the  new  periodicals,  both 
monthlies,  will  replace  the  present  Christian  Ad¬ 
vocate  and  The  Pastor. 

“These  new  ventures  in  religious  journalism  will 
be  an  outgrowth  of  years  of  study  by  committees 
from  the  Board  of  Publication  and  church  paper 
editors.  Intensive  work  toward  the  development  of 
the  papers  has  been  done  since  the  Episcopal  Ad¬ 
dress  of  the  Methodist  Council  of  Bishops  in  195? 
urged,  such  action,  and  the  General  Conference  of 
that  year  authorized  the  Board  of  Publication  to 
proceed  with  plans  as  they  might  be  worked  out. 

“The  papers  will  reveal  the  best  in  modern 
craftsmanship  in  graphic  arts,  and  they  will  be  in¬ 
formative,  inspirational  and  devotional.  Full  in¬ 
formation  concerning  them — their  names,  the  types 
of  material  they  will  carry,  their  general  plans  of 
circulation — will  be  formally  announced  at  the 
forthcoming  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church  to  be  convened  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  Ap¬ 
ril  25,”  Mr.  Pierce  stated. 


The  Amen  Corner... 

On  March  9  I  sat  beside  the  retiring  Honorary 
Chancellor  of  Florida  Southern  College  at  the 
convocation.  He  is  a  highly  successful  business¬ 
man,  a  person  of  large  affairs.  All  week  he  had

in  the  Founders’  Week  activi¬ 
ties.

He  said  to  me,  “For  years  I 
have  been  engaged  in  the 
highly  competitive  business 
world.  It’s  easy  to  become 
insensitive  to  the  deeper  and 
sweeter  values  of  life.  Dur- 

_  ing  this  year  that  I  have 

been  Chancellor,  I  have  vis¬ 
ited  the  campus  several  times,  and  now  I  have 
returned  to  Florida  Southern  College  to  retune 
the  violin  strings  of  my  soul.” 

This  is  Easter  time!!  Again  we  are  commem¬ 
orating  the  Resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ.  What 
an  imperative  engagement  we  have  with  our 
Risen  Lord.  Through  the  months,  we  live  and 
move  in  a  highly  competitive  world,  often  a  sor¬ 
did  world,  and  it  is  a  tremendous  experience  to 
come  again  on  Easter  morning  and  retune  our 
souls  to  the  great  truth  of  the  dignity  of  human 
personality  and  the  reality  of  immortality.  This 
is  basic  in  our  Christian  faith.  The  whole  struc¬ 


ture  of  Christianity  is  founded  on  the  Resur¬ 
rection.  “If  Christ  be  not  risen  from  the  dead — 
then  neither  our  preaching  nor  your  faith  has 
any  meaning  at  all.”  We  read  in  First  Corinth¬ 
ians,  (J.  B.  Phillips) — “Further  it  would  mean 
that  we  are  lying  in  our  witness  for  God,  for  we 
have  given  our  solemn  testimony  that  He  did' 
raise  up  Christ,  and  that  is  utterly  false  if  it 
should  be  true  that  the  dead  do  not,  in  fact,  rise 
again!  For  if  the  dead  do  not  rise  neither  did 
Christ  rise,  and  if  Christ  did  not  rise  your  faith 
is  futile  and  your  sins  have  never  been  forgiven. 
Moreover  those  who  have  died  believing  in  Christ 
are  utterly  dead  and  gone.  Truly  if  our  faith  in 
Christ  were  limited  to  this  life  only,  we  should 
of  all  mankind  be  the  most  to  be  pitied.  But  the 
glorious  fact  is  that  Christ  did  rise  from  the 
dead!” 

This  is  the  capstone  of  our  faith.  It  was  upon 
the  Resurrection  Fact  that  the  first  disciples 
built  the  church  and  the  whole  structure  of  the 
World  Church  today  is  based  upon  the  reality 
of  the  living  presence  of  the  Risen  Christ. 

On  the  gravestone  of  the  little  daughter  of 
Sir  James  Simpson,  the  discoverer  of  chloroform 
in  Edinburgh,  are  engraved  the  words,  “Never¬ 
theless  I  Live.”  This  is  Christ’s  answer  to  death. 
That  is  our  greatest  hope.  Let  us  come  again  in 
this  Easter  Season  and  retune  our  souls  to  that 
Great  Affirmation  about  Life. 

Amen  and  Amen!

Upper  Room  Raises  Price 

Rising  costs  have  finally  forced 
The  Upper  Room,  daily  devotional 
guide,  to  hike  its  basic  price  from 
five  to  seven  cents  per  copy. 

The  increase  will  become  ef¬ 
fective  with  the  July- August  is¬ 
sue,  it  was  announced  by  the  ed¬ 
itor,  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Manning 
Potts,  Nashville,  Tenn. 

Dr.  Potts  said  the  decision  to 
increase  the  price  was  voted  “re¬ 
luctantly”  by  the  Methodist  Board 
of  Evangelism.  “However,  the 
board  felt  that  there  was  no  al¬ 
ternative  in  the  face  of  steadily 
rising  costs  of  paper,  printing  and 
distribution,”  he  explained. 

The  new  rate  will  apply  to  ten 
or  more  copies  of  an  issue  mailed 
to  churches  or  individuals.  This 
will  enable  readers  to  buy  a  single 
copy  in  churches  for  seven  cents. 
The  cost  of  a  single  copy  by  mail, 
now  ten  cents,  will  advance  to  15 
cents. 

Pointing  out  that  most  maga¬ 
zines  have  raised  their  prices  in 
the  last  12  years,  Dr.  Potts  said 
“those  responsible  for  The  Upper

Its  circulation  exceeds  3,000,000 
copies,  the  largest  of  any  religious 
periodical. 

The  Upper  Room  has  no  sub¬ 
sidy,  but  thousands  of  copies  are 
provided  chaplains  for  men  and 
women  in  military  service,  hos¬ 
pitals  and  prisons.

Property  Purchased 
For  New  Church 

Dr.  Robert  L.  Allen,  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  the  Tampa  District,  an¬ 
nounced  at  a  recent  district  min¬ 
isters  meeting  that  property  for 
the  new  Forest  Hills  Church  in 
Tampa  has  been  purchased.  The 
lots  are  on  the  corner  of  North 
Boulevard  and  Linebaugh  Avenue, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  prop¬ 
erty  are  260  feet  by  170  feet. 

The  pastor  of  the  Forest  Hills 
Church,  Fred  Rumsey,  said  that 
the  church  hoped  to  have  150 
members  by  Easter  Sunday.  The 
congregation  of  the  new  church 
has  already  pledged  $105  per  Sun¬ 
day  to  the  general  fund  of  the 
church. 

The  first  services  for  this  fast 
growing  church  were  held  on  the 
first  Sunday  of  December,  1955, 
in  the  Lake  Magdalene  School.

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Florida  Pastor’s  Conference  Features 
List  of  Distinguished  Speakers

Many  of  the  most  complex 
problems  of  our  age  were  brought 
into  focus  for  Florida  clergymen 
attending  the  Florida  Pastors’ 
Conference  at  the  University  of 
Florida  in  February. 

Made  possible  by  the  General 
Extension  Division  of  Florida’s 
church  and  rural  services  depart¬ 
ment — the  only  extension  religion 
department  in  the  country  —  the 
two-day  program  featured  a  dis¬ 
tinguished.  list  of  speakers: 

Judge  Harold  R.  Medina,  who 
won  fame  by  conducting  the  trial 
of  this  country’s  twelve  top  com¬ 
munists;  Charles  M.  McConnell, 
emeritus  professor  of  town  and 
country  church  at  Boston  Uni¬ 
versity;  Donald  Harrington,  pas¬ 
tor  of  New  York’s  noted  Com¬ 
munity  Church;  William  Muehl, 
noted,  professor  of  speech  at  the 
Yale  Divinity  School;  and  Har¬ 
vard.  University  Professor  Pitirim 
A.  Sorokin,  who  fled  the  Bolshe¬ 
vik  revolution  in  Russia  and  later 
gained,  world  acclaim  as  an  au¬ 
thor  and  lecturer  in  the  free 
world. 

Also  participating  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  were  a  number  of  Florida 
clergymen  and  educators:  John 
Dickson,  pastor  of  the  First  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church,  Tampa;  Charles 
S.  McCoy,  UF  professor  of  re¬ 
ligion;  Delton  L.  Scudder,  head  of 
the  UF’s  religion  department; 
and.  Melton  Ware,  pastor  of  Jack¬ 
sonville’s  First  Methodist  Church 
and.  president  of  the  Florida 
Council  of  Churches.  Troy  M. 
Wakefield,  who  heads  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Extension’s  church  and  rural 
services  department,  was  confer¬ 
ence  coordinator.

Although  the  conference  sched¬ 
ule  touched  on  topics  ranging 
from  “America’s  role  in  Africa’s 
struggle  for  freedom”  to  “rural 
trends  and  the  church”  to  “the 
church  and  public  affairs,”  almost 
without  exception  the  speakers 
stressed,  one  central  themm.-  the 
need,  for  Christian  love  Jm  the 
modern  world.  jr 

Judge  Medina  emphasized  this 
point  over  and  over  again  in  his 
talk  to  a  massed  audience  of  pas¬ 
tors,  educators  and  university 
students.  And  Prof.  Sorokin, 
whose  works  have  been  translat¬ 
ed.  into  almost  every  major  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  world,  referred  to 
his  own  theory  of  “altruistic  love” 
as  the  hope  of  mankind. 

On  a  bread  and  butter  level, 
William  Muehl  accused  America 
of  seeking  salvation  in  the  “Lone 
Ranger  myth.”  He  said  the  typi¬ 
cal  American  is  always  hoping  to 
be  rescued  miraculously  from  his 
complex  problems  without  doing 
anything  himself. 

“The  average  American  is  al¬ 
ways  trying  to  withdraw  his 
moral  sense  from  the  political  and 
public  scene,”  he  said.  “Man  is  al¬ 
ways  trying  to  deny  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  his  life.” 

He  said  that  men  joined  “phony 
fraternal  organizations”  in  the 
hope  of  avoiding  real  community 
responsibility;  and  he  emphasized 
that  it  is  the  clergyman’s  duty 
to  help  direct  his  congreagtion 
toward,  responsible  activities  in 
the  area  of  public  affairs. 

“A  critical  contemporary  prob¬ 
lem  with  which  the  church  is 
faced  is  the  resistance  of  mod¬ 
ern  man  to  accept  his  involve¬ 


ment  in  the  social  structure,” 
Muehl  said.  “He  wants  to  live  by 
an  individualistic  mythology  that 
no  longer  represents  the  realities 
of  life.  This  only  leads  him  into 
deeper  frustration  and  entangle¬ 
ment  with  his  own  sin.” 

While  Muehl  discussed  the  over¬ 
all  need  for  Christian  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  public  affairs  arena, 
Donald.  Harrington  applied  the 
priinciple  to  a  specific  problem, 
that  of  America’s  relations  with 
Africa. 

All  in  all,  he  was  sharply  criti¬ 
cal  of  the  current  U.  S.  Govern¬ 
ment  policy  toward  Africa.  “Up 
to  the  present  time,  I  don’t  know 
of  one  instance  where  the  United 
States  has  sided  with  the  aspira¬ 
tions  of  the  colonial  peoples,”  he 
said.  “It  is  my  opinion  that  we 
are  making  a  terrible  mistake.” 

He  noted  that  eventually  Africa 
may  hold  the  balance  of  power 
in.  the  world,  and  warned  that 
Russia  is  taking  advantage  of  our 
shortsightedness. 

“The  communists  are  thinking 
25  years  ahead,”  he  said.  “Ours  is 
a  short-sighted  and,  in  my  opin¬ 
ion,  an  immoral  point  of  view.” 

“My  own  faith  is  one  which  in¬ 
cludes  the  concept  that  men  are 
willed,  by  God  to  be  free,  no  mat¬ 
ter  who  he  may  be,  or  where  he 
may  be,  or  what  color  his  skin  is.”

Grace  Methodist  Church,  Mi¬ 
ami,  Florida  (formerly  Lemon 
City  Methodist  Church)  went  over 
the  lop  in  a  campaign  for  build¬ 
ing  funds.

(Editor’s  Note:  When  the  edit¬ 
or  requested  our  delegates  to  the 
General  Conference  to  furnish 
some  information  about  their 
opinions  and  convictions  re¬ 
garding  issues  that  likely  will 
face  the  General  Conference, 
Dr.  Albert  Dale  Hagler,  District 
Superintendent  of  the  Sarasota 
District,  responded  in  an  un¬ 
usually  fine  manner.  The  mate¬ 
rial  could  not  be  used  in  the 
brief  “Meet  the  Delegates” 
sketch.  But,  because  Dr.  Hagler 
is  a  thoughtful  man  with  keen 
insights  and  with  the  courage  of 
his  convictions,  we  want  to  try 
to  share  his  thinking  with  you 
on  matters  that  are  near  to  all 
of  our  hearts). 


Dr.  Hagler  is  widely  hailed  as 
an  authority  in  the  field  of  court¬ 
ship  and  marriage.  Regarding  the 
position  of  The  Methodist  Church 
on  divorce,  he  feels  that  U  356,  con¬ 
cerning  the  marriage  of  divorced 
persons  should  be  reworded,  since 
the  t:-rm  “innocent  person”  does 
not  ;.ake  account  of  insights 
made  available  by  the  depth  psy¬ 
chologies  and  marriage  counseling 
experience  that  no  third  party 
breaks  up  a  marriage  that  was  not 
already  weak,  that  “innocence”  is 
a  judgment  evaluation  which  only 
God  is  capable  of  rendering,  and 
that  the  pastor  is  liable  to  a 
“maladministration”  charge  if  he 
should  be  wrong  in  his  evaluation 
of  innocence.  Dr.  Hagler  deplores 
divorce  because  of  its  “deep  psy¬ 
chic  wounding”  but  feels  it  can¬ 
not  be  halted  by  “ecclesiastical 
fiat;”  that  it  is  the  symptom  of 
a  deeper  disease,  with  which  the 
church  needs  to  deal  more  con¬ 
structively  and  effectively,  em¬ 
ploying  spiritual  methods.  He  has 
never  recommended  divorce  to 
anyone  in  all  his  vast  counseling 
experience,  but  feels  that  there 
are  rare  circumstances  where  it  is 
justifiable  as  the  lesser  of  evils 
and.  that  the  church  should  spell 
out  more  clearly  the  circum¬ 
stances  under  which  it  can  give 
its  approval  to  remarriage  of  di¬ 
vorced.  persons.  The  Conference 
concurred  in  his  committee’s  rec¬ 
ommendation  re  continuance  of 
a  denominational  Family  Life 
Committee  and  a  Quadrennial 
Family  Life  Conference. 

Pensions 

As  a  past  chairman  of  the 
Board,  of  Conference  Claimants, 
Dr.  Hagler  is  greatly  interested  in 
the  matter  of  preachers’  pensions, 
and.  introduced  this  year  a  me¬ 
morial,  which  was  adopted,  to  em¬ 
power  annual  conferences  to 
grant  annuity  to  a  wife  without 
granting  annuity  to  a  husband, 
to  take  care  of  the  basic  injustice 
involved  in  disqualifying  auto¬ 
matically  a  wife  as  claimant  be-

cause  of  some  action  or  mental 
illness  of  her  husband  over  which 
she  has  no  control.  He  feels  that 
annuities  earned  while  in  good 
standing  should  be  paid  and  not 
be  withheld  punitively  as  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  economic  justice. 

Limited  Tenure  Episcopacy 
Dr.  Hagler  believes  in  limited 
tenure  for  bishops,  but  voted 
against  it  at  Annual  Conference 


because  he  feels  the  church  should 
adopt  with  limited  tenure  some 
method  of  dealing  with  the  prac¬ 
tical  appointive  problems  which 
it  would  involve.  How  would  you 
handle  the  appointive  problem  of 
a  bishop  whose  tenure  had 
reached  its  limit,  who  failed  of 
re-election,  but  was  not  old 
enough  for  retirement?  If  the 
election  of  bishops  is  now  too 
much  a  matter  of  staged  cam¬ 
paigns,  “deals”  between  delega¬ 
tions,  and  political  maneuvering, 
what  might  it  become  unless  it 
were  limited  to  one  term?  For 
the  same  reasons,  he  feels  the 
presidency  of  the  nation  should 
be  limited  to  one  six-year  term. 
But  he  believes  in  the  principle 
of  keeping  elected  officials  re¬ 
sponsible  to  their  electorates  as 
a  device  for  overcoming  the  in¬ 
clination  of  power  to  create  auto¬ 
cracy.  Bishops  must,  of  necessity, 
he  feels,  make  so  many  decisions 
under  pressures  of  time  which 
they  dare  not  reverse,  that  the 
circumstance  tends  to  make  them 
autocrats,  however  hard  they  try 
to  avoid  it.  As  they  get  older, 
some  do  not  try  very  hard!  It  has 
crystallized,  of  necessity,  into  a 
habit.  While  he  voted  against  the 
memorial  to  limit  both  in  com¬ 
mittee  and  on  the  floor  of  the  an¬ 
nual  conference  because  he  felt 
those  who  introduced  it  had  no 
thought  out  plan  of  democratic 
implementation,  he  will  vote  for 
it  if  it  comes  before  General  Con¬ 
ference  because  he  feels  he  should 
represent  the  wishes  of  the  con¬ 
ference  which  elected  him,  unless 
some  matter  of  conscience  is  in¬ 
volved.  In  his  characteristic  hu¬ 
mor,  he  says,  “Concerning  bish¬ 
ops,  he  has  no  conscience — just 
respect  for  their  ‘awesome  respon¬ 
sibility’.” 

Long  Pastorates 

Long  pastorates :  After  four 
years  on  the  Cabinet,  Dr.  Hagler 
still  believes  in  longer  pastorates. 
Most  of  the  opposition  to  them 
comes  from  men  who’ve  never  had 
a  really  long  pastorate.  As  the 
nation  grows  older  and  its  popu¬ 
lation  increases,  churches  will  be¬ 
come  larger  and  the  need  for  spe¬ 
cialized  staff  members  greater. 
Apart  from  directors  of  education, 
our  seminaries,  he  feels,  are  fail¬ 
ing  to  prepare  for  this  develop¬ 
ment  by  the  character  of  the 
training  they  offer.  His  exper¬ 
ience  as  a  district  superintendent 
leads  him  to  believe  that  our  semi¬ 
naries  are  still  much  too  academ¬ 
ic  and  too  little  practical  in  ap¬ 
proach. 

Dr.  Hagler  has  also  expressed 
himself  most  interestingly  and 
thoughtfully  on  such  matters  as 
desegregation,  the  Commission 
Plan,  the  open  cabinet,  our  alarm¬ 
ing  overhead,  and  church  exten¬ 
sion.  We  will  try  to  present  these 
views  in  future  issues.

When  those  of  us  who  spend  sometime  in  the 
Amen  Corner  read  the  words  contained  herein, 
Elizabeth  and  I  will  be  well  on  the  way  to  Min¬ 
neapolis  to  meet  with  the  Council  of  Bishops  a 
week  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  mighty  con¬ 
clave  that  convenes  in  that 
great  city  April  25-May  9.  We 
will  be  staying  at  the  Curtis 
Hotel  and  can  be  reached  in 
case  of  emergency  at  that  ad¬ 
dress  day  or  night. 


The  Florida  delegation, 
composed  of  six  ministers, 
four  laymen  and  two  lay- 
women,  will  give  worthy  rep¬ 
resentation  for  our  confer¬ 
ence.  Cuba  will  be  represent¬ 
ed  by  Dr.  Humberto  Carrazana  and  Senor  Ser¬ 
gio  Roca. 

For  a  modest  amount  of  money  you  can  se¬ 
cure  a  copy  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  that 
will  afford  you  the  “blow-by-blow”  description 
of  the  General  Conference  from  beginning  to 
end.  The  daily  press  gives  a  fairly  good  news 
coverage  of  the  conference,  but  to  have  the  Daily 
Advocate  coming  to  your  desk  will  enable  you 
to  look  on  as  if  you  were  sitting  on  the  50-yard 
line  at  the  football  game. 

All  of  us  are  concerned  about  the  problems 
that  confront  the  whole  church  today.  One  in 
Darticular  that  has  gained  wide-spread  atten¬ 
tion  is  the  matter  pertaining  to  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tional  Structure  of  the  Methodist  Church.  It  is 
thought  by  men  and  women  who  occupy  large 
places  of  usefulness  in  the  church  that  most 
likely  the  General  Conference  will  approve  a 
plan  calling  for  a  study-commission  that  will 
make  a  deep  study  and  careful  analysis  of  the 
plan  of  jurisdictional  government  in  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  and  bring  its  report  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Conference  of  1960.  It  would  be  unfortunate 
for  a  body  as  large  as  the  General  Conference 
to  try  to  decide  an  issue  as  vital  as  this  through 
open  debate  in  the  midst  of  an  emotional  at¬ 
mosphere  that  would  make  a  sane  decision  al¬ 
most  impossible.  We  will  all  pray  that  God  will 


guide  our  Methodism  through  these  tense  days 
and  hold,  us  steadfast  in  the  bonds  of  unity 
through  all  the  years. 

There  are  many  facets  to  the  program  of  our 
Florida  Conference.  It’s  such  a  great  and  vital 
fellowship  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  keep 
up  with  all  of  the  activities  going  on.  On  May 
1-4-.  there  will  be  a  Conference  for  those  of  More 
Mature  Years  at  the  Youth  Camp,  and  immedi¬ 
ately  following  on  May  4-6  there  will  be  a  con¬ 
ference  for  those  of  middle  adult  years.  And  then 
the  magnificent  summer  program  for  our  In¬ 
termediates,  Seniors,  and  Older  Youth.  What  a 
program ! 

Starting  on  May  11,  I  will  be  in  Tallahassee 
to  join  with  Joe  Tolle  in  seeing  any  pastoral  re¬ 
lations  committees  that  desire  to  confer  with  the 
bishop  and  the  district  superintendent  about  ap¬ 
pointments  for  next  year.

One  Man’s  Convictions  . . . 

Continuing  the  statement  be¬ 
gun  in  the  last  issue  concerning 
Dr.  Albert  Dale  Hagler’s  convic¬ 
tions  on  some  of  the  issues  that 
will  come  before  the  General  Con¬ 
ference,  Dr.  Hagler  believes  that 
desegregation  will  be  the  fight  of 
the  conference.  He  regrets  that 
the  Church  trails  government  and 
labor,  when  it  ought  to  be  setting 
the  pace.  While  he  feels  that  de¬ 
segregation  in  the  schools  is  in¬ 
evitable  there  as  elsewhere,  that 
if  the  tempo  is  forced  too  violent¬ 
ly,  the  results  will  be  too  violent, 
also.  That  the  methods  of  Jesus 
are  still  the  methods  of  love,  per¬ 
suasion,  and  insight.  These  must 
be  our  methods,  too.  But  we  have 
been  dilatory  in  employing  them 
in  respect  to  this  problem.  We 
must  now  face  the  consequences 
of  our  neglect.  He  resents  the  il¬ 
logical-emotional  approach  to  the 
problem  which  asks,  “Would  you 
want  your  daughter  to  marry  a 
Negro?”  “Certainly  not!”  he  says 
with  some  vehemence.  But  then 
he  adds  that  he  feels  that  the 
son.  of  the  Negro  janitor  in  the 
church  he  served  is  entitled  to  as 
much  tax  money  per  capita  being- 
spent  to  educate  him  as  is  spent 
to  educate  his  daughter  and  son, 
and  that  we  really  do  not  believe 
in  democracy  and  equal  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  all  until  we  believe  in 
this  enough  to  do  something 
about  it.  He  hopes  that  some  con¬ 
structive  compromise  plan  will  be 
evolved  by  the  General  Confer¬ 
ence  to  enable  the  Church  to 
make  a  few  more  steps  of  prog¬ 
ress  without  taking  time  out  for 
a  bitter  dog-fight  over  an  inevit¬ 
able  destination. 

Commission  Plan:  This,  he  feels, 
is  not  working  effectively  in  small 
and  rural  churches.  He  feels  the 
plan  could  be  greatly  strength¬ 
ened  by  empowering  the  Quar¬ 
terly  Conference  to  elect  the 
chairmen  of  commissions  so  that 
half  the  year’s  working  period  is 
not  lost  before  the  commissions 
get  organized. 

Open  Cabinet:  Based  on  his  ex¬ 
perience  of  having  served  in 
four  conferences,  under  both  the 
“open”  and  “closed”  cabinets,  he 
is  still  a  great  devotee  of  the  open 
cabinet,  which  he  believes  to  be 
more  democratic  and  brotherly. 
A  very  small  number  of  preachers 
“who  talk  too  much  and  are  hard 
to  deal  with  because  they  agitate 
pressures  from  their  churches,” 
make  the  “closed  cabinet”  ap¬ 
proach  seem  attractive,  but  he 
still  feels  it  is  wrong  to  confer 
with  some  men  in  some  brackets 
about  their  appointments  without 
being  able  to  confer  with  all  men 
in  all  brackets  about  their  ap¬ 
pointments.  f  432,  §  1  is  intended 
to  mean  something  more,  he  feels, 


than  release  on  Friday  at  confer¬ 
ence  of  a  set  of  appointments  be¬ 
fore  reading  them  publicly  a  day 
or  so  later.  If  it  doesn’t  mean 
more,  it  should  be  revised  so  that 
it  does.  He  feels,  too,  that  “trans¬ 
fer  men”  get  much  more  consid¬ 
eration  in  this  regard  than  regu-

lar  conference  men  with  regard 
to  the  acceptability  of  their  ap¬ 
pointments.  A  better  case  would 
be  made  for  a  “closed  cabinet”  if 
it  really  stayed  “closed,”  but  none 
does,  he  feels.  In  a  truly  Chris¬ 
tian  fellowship,  all  are  treated 
alike,  and  “consult”  should  mean 
what,  it  says.  Correction  of  abuses 
here  would  eliminate  much  of  the 
agitation  for  limited  tenure  of 
episcopacy,  he  feels. 

Alarming  Overhead:  Methodism 
is  now  suffering  from  her  own 
bigness  and  “methods.”  The  fail¬ 
ure  of  the  Survey  Commission  to 
deal  practically  with  this  prob¬ 
lem.  was  not  only  a  great  disap¬ 
pointment,  but  created  a  great 
danger  to  the  church.  The  aver¬ 
age  pastor  who  tries  to  be  loyal 
to  the  connectional  interests,  re¬ 
fusing  to  turn  “glamor  boy”  and 
play  a  lone  role,  find  that  he 
simply  has  little  time  or  energy 
left  for  his  main  business: 
preaching,  the  pastoral  office,  and 
administration  of  a  locally  ad¬ 
justed.  program.  The  last  two 
General  Conferences  have  talked 
about  giving  some  relief  to  the 
local  church  on  this  score,  but  the 
boards  still  are  grinding  out  more 
ready-made  programs  and  mate¬ 
rials  than  either  pastors  or  sup¬ 
erintendents  could  possibly  read, 
let  alone  act  upon.  The  great 
danger  of  this  approach,  comes, 
he  feels,  when  a  man  surrenders 
to  the  system  and  abandons  his 
own  initiative  and  responsibility 
at  the  local  parish  level.  This  is 


how  Methodism  is  blighted  at  the 
grass-roots  level.  And  one  reason 
why  certain  other  denominations 
are  moving  ahead  of  us  is  be¬ 
cause  their  pastors  individually 
succeed  or  fail  by  standing  on 
their  own  feet  in  their  own  par¬ 
ishes.  He  has  sought  to  dramatize 
this  problem  by  calling  himself 
“Red.  Tape”  as  a  district  superin¬ 
tendent,  and  protecting  his  men 
by  “cutting”  all  the  “red  tape” 
he  can.  When  his  preachers  gave 
him  a  beautiful  electric  saw  for 
Christmas,  he  observed  that  per¬ 
haps  they  really  did  want  him  to 
cut  “red.  tape,”  but  he  was  not 
just  sure  where  ! 

Church  Extension:  is  the 
most  neglected  area  in  the  Flor¬ 
id?.  Conference,  according  to  Dr. 
Hagler.  From  a  purely  practical 
point  of  view,  an  unimaginable 
amount  of  money  is  being  lost  to 
Methodists  of  tomorrow — money 
for  missions,  for  charities,  for 
Christian  education — because  of 
our  failure  today  to  divert  a  prop¬ 
er  amount  of  our  current  fund¬ 
raising  to  church  extension.  We 
are  “indulging  a  false  pride”  in 
the  number  of  our  new  churches. 
We  should  compare  our  member¬ 
ship  gains  percentage  wise  with 
the  population  gains  percentage 
wise  for  the  state  as  a  whole,  and 
see  how  little  of  the  surface  we 
are  really  touching  with  our  new 
churches.  Nothing  less  than  a 
conference-wide  approach  to  this 
problem  by  our  combined  leader¬ 
ship  and  ability  will  enable  us  to 
capture  the  gains  for  our  denomi¬ 
nation  which  our  national  rating 
as  a  growing  state  makes  possible. 
It  is  a  heart-breaking  picture  to 
those  who  have  the  insight  to  see 
it  in  proper  focus,  he  avers.  The 
phrase,  “beginning  at  Jerusalem” 
has  a  new  significance  for  us  to¬ 
day. 

Jurisdictional  System:  Believes 
in  retaining  them  at  present. 


Baby  Grows  Rapidly 

Sixty  persons  have  been  re¬ 
ceived.  into  the  Sardis  Methodist 
Church,  the  “baby”  church  of  the 
Tallahassee  District  since  Annual 
Conference.  This  figure  is  ex¬ 
tremely  significant  when  the  fact 
is  added  that  this  church  started 
with.  41  members  ten  months  ago. 
Also,  this  increase  in  membership 
was  realized  in  a  rural  area  that 
was  considered  fruitless.  The  pas¬ 
tor,  Rev.  J.  L.  Hunter,  retired  (?) 
member  of  the  Florida  Confer¬ 
ence,  states  that  there  are  also 
many  more  genuine  prospects. 

Sardis  is  now  using  the  beauti¬ 
ful,  new  educational  building 
which  has  been  built  since  last 
August  at  the  cost  of  more  than 
$20,000.  The  point  is,  this  is  some 
baby  church,  and  some  pastor 
serving  it.

Glenn  W.  Gold 


The  son  of  a  father  who  was 
himself  a  delegate  to  six  Gen¬ 
eral  Conferences,  Glenn  W.  Gold 
will  be  returning  to  his  native 
state  when  he  goes  to  Minneapo¬ 
lis  this  month.  Mr.  Gold  was 
born  at  Sacred  Heart,  Minneso¬ 
ta,  and  graduated  from  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Minnesota.  It  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  that  his  father 
owned  6,000  acres  of  land  with 
Mr.  R.  W.  Sears  the  founder  of 
Sears,  Roebuck  and  Co.,  and  Mr. 
Gold  operated  those  farms  for 
years  before  he  entered  the  field 
of  mortgage  loans.  Since  1942, 
however,  he  has  been  affiliated 
with  Pan  American  World  Air¬ 
ways. 

Mr.  Gold  came  to  Miami  and 
the  membership  of  the  White 
Temple  Methodist  Church  in 
1931.  After  holding  many  posi¬ 
tions  of  leadership  in  the  local 
church,  he  became  the  lay  lead¬ 
er  of  the  Miami  District  three 
years  ago.  This  district  now 
boasts  42  Methodist  Men’s  Clubs 
in  47  churches  and  have  their 
own  laymen’s  retreats  and  ral¬ 
lies  in  addition  to  the  record- 
breaking  delegations  they  send 
to  the  annual  Conference  Re¬ 
treat  at  Leesburg. 

While  Mr.  Gold  has  been 
placed  on  the  Publishing  Com¬ 
mittee  at  the  General  Confer¬ 
ence,  his  chief  interest  is  in  the 
field  of  lay  activities.

Dr.  Glenn  C.  James,  pastor  of 
the  Trinity  Methodist  Church  of 
Tallahassee,  was  pastor  of  the 
White  Temple  Church  in  Miami 
for  21  years  and  served  with  dis¬ 
tinction  as  a  leader  in  the  St. 
Johns  River  Conference  of  the 
former  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  prior  to  Methodist  Un¬ 
ion. 

Dr.  James  was  a  member  of 
the  Uniting  Conference  in  1939. 
He  has  been  a  member  of  every 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Con¬ 
ference  since  that  time  and  was 
a  member  of  the  General  Con¬ 
ferences  of  1944  and  1948. 

Like  his  colleagues,  Dr.  James 
expects  the  matters  of  race  and 
the  jurisdictional  system  to  be 
the  most  debated  issues  at  Min¬ 
neapolis.  Concerning  his  own 
position  in  these  matters,  Dr. 
James  says,  “I  feel,  however, 
that  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  The 
Methodist  Church  to  do  away 
with  the  jurisdictional  system, 
and  I  do  not  expect  any  such 
thing  to  be  done  at  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Conference  in  1956.  How¬ 
ever,  so  far  as  the  question  of 
segregation  is  concerned,  I  hope 
that  the  Church  may  be  cour¬ 
ageous  enough  to  stand  by  her 
Christian  convictions  and  take 
some  position  that  will  not  be 
evasive  and  not  be  cowardly  in 
the  face  of  the  need  and  in  the 
face  of  the  demand  for  Chris¬ 
tian  action  in  our  world  today. 
It  is  never  wrong  to  take  a 
right  stand;  though  it  may  be

ship  of  possessions  program  and 
educate  our  churches  more  about 
how  to  run  an  every  member  can¬ 
vass  and  our  responsibilities  along 
this  line.”

cal  church  and  community  level. 
At  the  mass  meeting,  which  was 
open  to  the  public,  Dr.  Boss  told 
of  his  experiences  in  Russia. 

The  purpose  of  the  workshops 
was  to  provide  an  opportunity  for 
the  serious  and  objective  study 
of  the  pressing  problems  of  world 
affairs  closely  related  to  world 
peace.  The  development  of  well- 
informed,  spiritually  sensitive 


leadership  for  church  and  com¬ 
munity  was  the  primary  goal  of 
the  workshops. 

Dr.  Charles  F.  Boss,  Jr.,  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary  of  the  General 
Board  of  World  Peace,  was  the 
workshop  leader.  Dr.  Boss  recent¬ 
ly  returned  from  a  ten-week 
peace  mission  to  Europe,  which 
included  eight  days  in  the  U.S.S.R., 
and  visits  to  Poland,  Czechoslo¬ 
vakia,  and  Hungary. 

In  addition  to  the  iron  curtain 
countries,  Dr.  Boss  visited  and 
had  consultations  in  eight  oth¬ 
er  European  countries,  England, 
Belgium,  Sweden,  Switzerland, 
Austria,  Germany,  France,  and 
Yugoslavia. 

He  conducted  an  All-European 
Methodist  Leader’s  Conference  on 
World  Peace  at  Frankfurt,  with, 
Bishop  Freiderich  Wunderlich  of 
Germany  and  Bishop  Ferdinand 
Sigg  of  the  Geneva  Area  leading 
a  group  of  50  who  came  from 
eight  different  countries. 

Dr.  Boss  also  attended,  as  an  ac¬ 
credited  non-governmental  repre¬ 
sentative,  the  United  Nations 
Conference  on  the  Peaceful  Use 
of  Atomic  Energy,  in  Geneva,  and 
the  World  Brotherhood  Confer¬ 
ence  in  Brussels. 

While  in  the  Soviet  Union, 
Dr.  Boss  preached  in  crowded 
churches,  twice  in  Moscow  and 
twice  in  Leningrad,  and  conferred 
with  religious  leaders.  Evidence 
generally  pointed  to  a  relaxation 
of  tensions. 

“I  had  no  sense  of  insecurity 
in  Russia  or  anywhere  else,”  he 
said. 

Dr.  Boss  said  he  found  no  evi¬ 
dence  indicating  any  fundamental 
change  in  the  Soviet  form  of  gov¬ 
ernment  or  any  basic  change  in 
the  Communist  Party’s  interna¬ 
tional  policies. 

“What  I  think  has  changed,” 
he  explained,  “is  the  Soviet  poli¬ 
cy  with  reference  to  the  attitude 
and  method  of  seeking  co-exist¬ 
ence.  How  long  this  may  last  is 
anyone’s  guess.” 

One  of  Dr.  Boss’  most  profound 
impressions  growing  out  of  his 
preaching  experiences  behind  the 
“Iron  Curtain”,  is  that  “God  and 
Christ  are  not  dead  in  this  world 
— not  even  in  Russia.”

“Communicate”  and  “communication” 


The  King  James  Version  of  the 
Bible  uses  the  verb  “communi¬ 
cate”  six  times  and  the  noun 
“communication”  seven  times; 
but  in  each  case  the  Revised 
Standard  Version  has  chosen 
another  word  as  a  more  accu¬ 
rate  translation!.  To  say  that 
Paul  “communicated”  to  the 
heads  of  the  church  in  Jerusa¬ 
lem  the  gospel  which  he  was 
preaching  among  the  Gentiles 
(Galatians  2:2),  fails  to  de¬ 
scribe  the  situation,  for  the 
Greek  says  that  he  “laid  it  be¬ 
fore  them”  with  a  view  to  com¬ 
ing  to  an  agreement  concern¬ 
ing  the  most  far-reaching  ques¬ 
tion  of  principle  and  policy 
that  the  church  ever  faced.  In 
all  other  cases  where  it  is  used 
in  the  King  James  Version,  the 
verb  “communicate”  has  the 
sense  of  “share.”  It  refers,  not 
in  words,  but  to  fellowship  and 
generous  action. 

“To  do  good  and  to  commu¬ 
nicate  forget  not”  (Hebrews 
13:16)  means  “Do  not  neglect 
to  do  good  and  to  share  what 
you  have.”  Paul’s  injunction  to 
the  Galatians  (6:6),  “Let  him 
that  is  taught  in  the  word  com¬ 
municate  unto  him  that  teach- 
eth  in  all  good  things,”  means 
“Let  him  who  is  taught  the 
word  share  all  good  things  with 


him  who  teaches.”  When  Paul 
wrote  to  the  Philippians  (4:14) 
“Ye  have  well  done,  that  ye  did 
communicate  with  my  afflic¬ 
tion,”  he  did  not  refer  to  let¬ 
ters  of  sympathy,  but  to  gifts 
of  material  aid,  as  the  succeed¬ 
ing  verses  make  perfectly  clear. 
This  verse  is  now  translated, 
“It  was  kind  of  you  to  share 
my  trouble.” 

In  one  case  the  use  of  the 
word,  “communcation”  is  mis¬ 
leading.  It  is  the  often-quoted 
text  in  I  Corinthians  15:33, 
“Evil  communications  corrupt 
good  manners.”  That  was  a 
copy-book  maxim  in  my  public- 
school  days  which  I  am  sure 
that  I  copied  a  thousand  times, 
and  I  thought  that  “evil  com¬ 
munications”  meant  profane  or 
obscene  language.  But  the 
Greek  word  used  here  is  more 
comprehensive;  it  refers  to  the 
whole  body  of  social  influences, 
the  companionships  and  asso¬ 
ciations,  in  which  oral  conver¬ 
sation  and  written  communi¬ 
cations  play  only  a  part.  And 
what  is  at  stake  is  more  than 
good  manners,  it  is  moral  char¬ 
acter.  The  Greek  word  is  the 
one  from  which  the  English 
word  “ethics”  is  derived.  The 
present  translation  is,  “Bad 
company  ruins  good  morals.”

begins  on  a  circuit  it  is  well-nigh 
impossible  to  secure  employment 
in  station  work.  If  Macedonia 
embraces  more  than  one  preach¬ 
ing  place,  I  may  as  well  tell  you 
frankly  that  I  cannot  consider 
that  call. 

There  is  another  important 
item  you  overlooked  in  your  brief 
and  somewhat  sudden  invitation. 
No  mention  was  made  of  the  sal¬ 
ary  I  will  receive.  While  it  is  true 
that  I  am  not  preaching  for  mon¬ 
ey,  there  are  certain  things  that 
need  to  be  taken  into  account.  I 
may  say  with  pardonable  pride 


that  I  am  a  Sanhedrin  man — the 
only  one  in  the  ministry  today. 

The  day  is  past  when  we  might 
expect  a  man  to  rush  into  a  new 
field  without  some  idea  of  the 
support  he  is  to  receive.  I  have 
worked  myself  up  to  a  good  po¬ 
sition  in  the  Asiatic  field  and"  to 
take  a  drop  now  and  lose  my  gain 
in  salary  would  be  serious. 

Nor  can  I  afford  to  swap  “dol¬ 
lar  for  dollar”  as  the  sayin  goes 
among  the  Apostles.  Kindly  get 
your  good  Macedonia  brethren  to¬ 
gether  and  see  what  you  can  do 
in.  the  way  of  support.  You  have 
told,  me  nothing  about  Macedon¬ 
ia  beyond  the  implication  that 
the  place  needs  help.  What  are 
the  social  advantages?  Is  the 


church  well  organized? 

I  recently  had  a  fine  offer  to 
return  to  Damascus  at  an  in¬ 
crease  in  salary,  and  I  am  told 
that  I  made  a  very  favorable  im¬ 
pression  on  the  church  at  Jerusa¬ 
lem.  If  it  will  help  the  board  at 
Macedonia,  you  might  mention 
these  facts,  and  also  that  some 
of  the  brethren  in  Judea  have 
been  heard  to  say  that  if  I  keep 
on,  in  a  few  years  I  might  have 
one  of  the  choice  positions  in  the 
church.  For  recommendation, 
write  to  the  Rev.  Simon  Peter, 
D.D.,  of  Jerusalem.  I  will  say  that 
7.  am  a  first-class  mixer  and  es¬ 
pecially  good  on  argumentative 
preaching. 

If  I  accept  the  call  I  must  stip¬ 
ulate  the  privilege  of  a  two- 
months’  vacation  with  pay  and 
the  occasional  making  of  a  lec¬ 
ture  tour. 

My  lecture  on  “Over  the  Wall 
in  a  Basket”  is  worth  two  drach¬ 
mas  in  any  man’s  money. 

The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  be 
with  you.

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Liquor  Advertising  Bills 
May  Come  Alive 

SPECIAL:  Washington,  D.  C., 
April  2,  1956  —  Alcohol  advertis¬ 
ing  may  soon  be  the  subject  of 
open  debate  on  the  floor  of  the 
House  and  Senate.  Reliable  sourc¬ 
es  on  Capitol  Hill  have  revealed 
that  bills  to  ban  interstate  alcohol 
advertising  are  expected  to  be  re¬ 
ported  out  of  the  Interstate  and 
Foreign  Commerce  Committees 
soon. 

The  bills,  subjects  of  House  and 
Senate  committee  hearings  last 
February,  are  H.R.  4627,  introduc¬ 
ed  by  Rep.  Eugene  Siler  of  Ken¬ 
tucky  and  S.  923  authored  by  Sen¬ 
ator  William  Langer  of  North  Da¬ 
kota.  It  is  believed  that  for  the 
first  time  in  a  decade  there  is 
every  indication  that  a  majority 
of  committee  members  will  vote  to 
force  the  bills  to  the  floor  of  the 
respective  houses. 

An  indicator  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee’  position  on  the  bills  was  last 
week’s  United  States  Brewers 
Foundation  bulletin  pleading  for 
the  support  of  everyone  connected 
with  the  beer  industry  in  a  drive 
to  “kill  the  House  bill.”  The  bul¬ 
letin  announced  that  in  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  Foundation’s  Washing¬ 
ton  counsel,  Clinton  M.  Hester, 
Congressmen  will  vote  to  ban  al¬ 
cohol  advertising  if  the  issue 
reaches  the  floor  of  the  House.  “It 
is  necessary  that  the  Representa¬ 
tives  hear  from  their  constituents 
at  home,”  pleaded  Mr.  Hester. 

Accordingly,  the  Foundation  has 
called  on  its  members  to  contact 
everyone  they  do  business  with  — 
wholesalers,  retailers,  newspapers, 
radio  and  television  stations  and 
allied  industries  —  to  appeal  to 
both  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Committee  and  the  Rules  Com¬ 
mittee  to  kill  the  Siler  bill  in  com¬ 
mittee. 

Brewers’  Move  Opposed 

Dr.  Caradine  R.  Hooton,  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary  of  the  Methodist 
Board  of  Temperance  called  for 
opposition  to  the  brewers’  cam¬ 
paign.  “Letters  to  Congress  are 
of  extreme  importance  at  this 
time,”  he  said.  “Concerned  Christ¬ 
ians  should  make  certain  that  the 
brewers’  efforts  to  kill  the  bills  in 
committee  are  unsuccessful.” 

Brewers  Bulletin,  an  industry 
newsheet,  quoted  Mr.  Hester  as 
saying  “  .  .  .it  may  become 
necessary  for  brewers  to  use  some 
of  their  television  and  radio  com¬ 
mercial  time  to  inform  the  people 
of  this  bill,  its  sponsorship  and 
its  objectives.” 

Dr.  Hooton  suggested  that  com¬ 
munications  supporting  the  legis¬ 
lation  should  be  addressed  not 
only  to  each  writer’s  representa¬ 
tive  and  senators,  but  also  to  Rep. 
Percy  Priest  and  Senator  Warren 
G-.  Magnuson.

The  “Grab  for  Grads”  is  on 

By  W.  W.  Reid 

A  Wall  Street  Journal  reporter 
picked  up  a  story  the  other  day 
that  seemed  to  have  been  missed 
by  other  newspapers.  Captioned 
“Grab  for  Grads,”  it  was  an  ac¬ 
count  of  the  “drive”  that  the  in¬ 
dustries  and  big  business  are  mak¬ 
ing  to  “corner”  the  1956  crop  of 
college  graduates  for  their  partic¬ 
ular  companies;  offering  them 
ever-increasing  beginning  salaries, 
post-graduate  and  specialized 
training,  travel  money  to  visit 
plants,  fringe  benefits  of  all  kinds 
and  promises  of  rapid  promotion. 
“Scouts”  are  even  recruiting  jun¬ 
iors  (1957  graduates)  in  a  wild 
scramble  to  fill  the  job-needs  in 
the  expanding  corporations. 

It  is  estimated  that  some  5,000 
companies  are  out  competing  for 
about  350,000  students  who  will 
receive  B.  A.,  B.  S.,  and  M.  A.  de¬ 
grees  this  year.  The  most  eagerly 
sought,  of  course,  are  those  who 
have  majored  in  engineering  or 
in  the  sciences,  though  they  are 
also  seeking  men  with  education¬ 
al,  business,  and  journalistic  and 
advertising  training.  But  the  com¬ 
panies  are  looking  also  for  liberal 
arts  graduates  —  they  will  be 
trained  for  the  hiring  company’s 
particular  needs.  The  demand  is 
so  great  for  men  that,  one  college 
head  estimates,  there  are  12  to  15 
jobs  open  to  every  engineering 
graduate,  8  to  10  for  each  teach¬ 
er,  5  or  6  for  each  business  admin¬ 
istration  grad,  and  3  or  4  for  each 
liberal  arts  student. 

Men  with  an  engineering  de¬ 
gree  (yet  without  experience)  may 
expect  to  receive  salaries  of  $425 
per  month  or  more,  plus  fringe 
benefits,  etc.;  while  other  grad¬ 
uates  may  expect  from  $375  to 
$450  per  month.  And  the  outlook 
is  that  promotion  beyond  these 
salaries  will  be  rapid  and  regu¬ 
lar. 

The  Wall  Street  Journal,  has 
nothing  to  say  about  the  Christ¬ 
ian  ministry  in  this  survey.  But 
the  report  is  that  practically  all 
theological  seminaries  are  over¬ 
flowing  with  students,  and  that 
the  demand  for  trained  ministers 
is  far  greater  than  can  be  sup¬ 
plied  from  the  seminaries.  Be¬ 
yond  this  is  the  increasing  de¬ 
mand  for  highly  qualified  young- 
men  for  the  mission  fields. 

But  the  churches  are  not  able 
to  begin  to  compete  with  the 
profit-making  corporations  in  the 
matter  of  salaries.  (Seminary 
graduates  have  spent  three  years 
beyond  college  in  training  —  in 
time  the  equivalent  of  a  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  or  Doctor  of  Science 
course,  either  of  which  would  be 


“rewarded”  with  salaries  well  be¬ 
yond  the  figures  above.)  Nor  do 
the  churches  have  the  staffs  to 
recruit  as  do  the  corporations,  nor 
of  course,  will  they  recruit  by 
“pressure”  for  the  ministry. 

The  time  was  when  the  Christ¬ 
ian  church  could  recruit  some  of 
the  “top”  men  in  any  college 
graduating  class  for  the  ministry 
or  its  allied  services.  But  we  have 
been  telling  students  —  and  right¬ 
ly  so  —  that  the  Christian  life 
can  and  should  be  lived  in  any 
field  of  useful  labor  or  profession 
as  well  as  in  the  pulpit.  A  man 
can  be  a  Christian  engineer  or  a 
Christian  teacher  —  and  be  well 
paid  for  it.  What  motivation  do 
we  give  him  to  sacrifice  (not  him¬ 
self  but)  his  family,  in  so  far  as 
creature  comforts  are  concerned, 
to  minister  to  well-paid  people 
who  will  not  share  equally  with 
them? 

In  the  center  of  America’s 
greatest  concentration  of  wealth, 
a  Methodist  annual  conference 
offers  a  salary  of  $300  per  month 
to  a  minister  with  three  years  of 
post-graduate  preparation;  plus 
a  slow  advance  which  may  never 
exceed  $5,000  to  $6,000  per  annum. 
And  this  is  more  for  the  beginner 
than  any  other  Methodist  confer¬ 
ence  guarantees.  Are  not  the  lay¬ 
men  asking  a  bit  too  much  (and 
themselves  withholding  too  much) 
when  they  ask  talented  and  con¬ 
secrated  young  men  (brought  up 
of  plenty)  to  give  up  for  their 
in  this  generation’s  atmosphere 
families  the  offers  of  business  and 
industry  and  other  professions  in 
order  to  enter  the  highly-praised 
but  actually  -  unappreciated  min¬ 
istry? 

No  man  enters  the  Christian 
ministry  in  search  of  financial  re¬ 
wards.  But  those  of  us  to  whom 
their  ministry  is  given  have  no 
moral  right  to  withhold  from 
them  and  their  families  a  fair 
share  of  what  we  possess  and  en¬ 
joy. 


How  About  These  Ideas?? 

Here  are  some  interesting  and 
thoughtful  ideas  offered  in  the 
form  of  prospective  memorials  to 
the  General  Conference  by  the 
Rev.  Bennett  William  Palmer, 
pastor  at  Canal  Point.  We  are 
not  certain  which  of  these  mem¬ 
orials  were  accepted  by  his  Dis¬ 
trict  Conference,  but,  if  these 
memorials  were  passed  by  the 
General  Conference,  these  chang¬ 
es  would  be  made  in  Methodist 
policy  or  organization: 

1— Children  would  no  longer 
postpone  decision  to  join  the 
church  until  they  were  “old 
enough.”  Children  would  be  full 


members  but  would  be  designated 
as  “child  members.” 

2 —  The  Methodist  Church  would 
recapture  something  of  the  1st 
century  reverence  for  the  Church 
Roll  by  transferring  the  names  of 
deceased  members  to  a  Roll  of 
Deceased  Members  instead  of  re¬ 
moving  their  names.  Also,  those 
who  transfer  to  other  Methodist 
Churches  would  remain  honorary 
members  of  the  church  from 
which  they  transferred  without 
any  obligations  to  it. 

3 —  The  Board  of  Missions  would 
attempt  to  recruit  and  train  at 
least  1,000  self-supporting  mis¬ 
sionaries,  drawn  from  pensioners 
and  others,  to  supplement  our 
present  meager  force. 

4 —  The  Church  would  establish 
at  one  of  our  seminaries  a  De¬ 
partment  of  Martyrology  to  col¬ 
lect,  preserve  and  publish  ac¬ 
counts  of  20th  century  martyrs, 
thus  giving  world-wide  inspira¬ 
tion  to  any  who  may  be  called  up¬ 
on  to  die  for  Christ. 

5 —  T  h  e  General  Conference 
would  call  upon  laymen  in  every 
country  to  run  for  public  offices 
with  the  Social  Creed  of  the 
Church,  the  “nearest  thing  we 
have  to  divine  guidance  in  social 
matters,”  as  their  avowed  set  of 
principles. 

6 —  The  General  Board  of  Mis¬ 
sions  would  be  authorized  to  bor¬ 
row  one  hundred  million  dollars 
more  or  less,  without  interest,  in 
small  loans  from  Methodist  mem¬ 
bers,  the  interest  accruing  from 
this  fund  to  build  up  a  hundred 
million  dollar  endowment  for  the 
Board  of  Missions.

training.  Her  research  will  be 
made  in  the  Florida  Conference. 
Mrs.  Gambill  is  a  doctoral  student 
in.  the  field  of  adult  education.

Mrs.  Howard  V.  Weems,  wife  of  Dr.  Howard  V. 
Weems,  of  Sebring,  became  the  1956-58  president  of 
the  Florida  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Service  at  the  sixteenth  annual  meeting  in 
Daytona  Beach,  April  10-12. 

Mrs.  Weems  has  been  the  Conference  Secretary 
of  Literature  and  Publications.

Amen 
and  Amen! 

It  was  a  marvelous  experience  to  spend  a  few 
days  at  Epworth-by-the-Sea  on  St.  Simon’s 
Island,  Ga.,  recently.  There  were  assembled  there 
scores  of  missionaries,  missionary  bishops,  na¬ 
tionals,  and  leaders  of  all  types  along  with  the 
Staff  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions.  They 
came  from  all  of  the  countries  where  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  is  working.  I  never  saw  anything 
like  it.  The  ecumenical  aspect  of  our  Methodism 
is  thrilling.  This  group  spent  ten  days  at  the 
Methodist  Center  in  South  Georgia.  At  the  time 
of  adjournment  most  of  them  moved  on  to  Gen¬ 
eral  Conference,  many  of  them  being  delegates 
from  across  the  nations  of  the  earth.  I’ll  always 
be  grateful  that  I  was  able  to  attend  this  unique 
conference.  I  saw  many  of  the  bishops,  minis- 


ters,  missionaries  and  nationals  that  I  met 
around  the  world  in  the  Fall  of  1955.  Like  meet¬ 
ing  old  friends. 

One  of  the  most  vital  undertakings  we  have 
made  in  these  four  years  is  the  million  dollar 
campaign  to  raise  support  for  the  endowment 
fund  for  our  Florida  Southern  College.  The  suc¬ 
cess  of  this  campaign  in  all  of  the  districts  where 
it  has  been  held  thus  far  has  brought  joy  to  the 
hearts  of  all  of  us  who  love  the  college  and  be¬ 
lieve  in  her  future.  As  the  campaign  moves  on 
to  the  Orlando  and  Gainesville  Districts,  all  of 
us  will  be  praying  and  working  that  success  will 
be  contagious  and  that  ere  we  meet  in  Lakeland 
June  6,  we  will  have  assurance  that  two  more 
districts  are  well  on  the  way  to  complete  vic¬ 
tory.

As  we  close  out  the  year  it  would  strengthen 
the  hands  of  the  bishop  in  his  effort  to  meet 
the  needs  of  Cuba  if  pastors  could  send  in  an 
Advance  Special  labeled,  “Bishop’s  Emergency 
Fund"  or  “Bishop’s  Pioneer  Fund.”

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How  Does  God 
Make  Ministers?

Four  distinguished  laymen  were 
having  lunch  in  a  downtown  At¬ 
lanta  restaurant.  The  conversa-

tlon  drifted  to  the  church  and  to 
ministers. 

One  of  them  said,  “Where  do 
we  get  our  ministers?  How  much 
training  do  they  have?  And  why 
do  we  not  have  more  effective 
rner.  in  our  pulpits?” 

They  set  out  to  find  the  an¬ 
swers,  and  unusual  things  have 
resulted.  Similar  questions  are  of¬ 
ten  upon  the  minds  of  Methodist 
people,  but  seldom  do  they  be¬ 
come  concerned  enough  to  make 
an  investigation. 

If  they  did,  they  would  discover 
that;  these  young  men  come  from 
very  ordinary  homes.  One  day 
they  felt  the  touch  of  God  and 
surrendered  themselves  for  ser¬ 
vice.  Maybe  it  was  in  college, 
maybe  it  was  at  a  youth  camp, 
maybe  it  was  around  a  campfire, 
maybe  it  was  in  a  morning  ser¬ 
vice  of  worship,  maybe  it  was  in 
an  evangelistic  meeting,  maybe 
it  was  at  a  camp  meeting,  or  may¬ 
be  it  was  in  earnest  conversation 
with  some  intimate  friend.  But 
they  saw  the  Lord,  recognized  the 
great  need,  and,  like  Isaiah,  they 
felt  impelled  to  answer,  “Here  am 
I;  send  me.” 

But  that  was  only  the  begin¬ 
ning.  Then  began  the  long,  slow 
process  of  preparation  and  train¬ 
ing.  For  who,  in  himself,  feels 
equal  to  these  things,  and  who 
will  attempt  to  speak  for  the  Most 
High  God  without  adequate  train¬ 
ing? 


Four  years  of  college,  three 
years  of  seminary,  two  years  on 
trial  in  an  annual  conference  be¬ 
fore  any  young  man  is  ready  to 
bo  ordained.  The  trek  to  the  class 
room  is  lightened  by  a  burning 
zeal,  but  each  one  must  spend 
sever,  years  in  study  before  he  is 
through. 

From  farms,  from  shops,  from 
stores,  from  behind  executive 
desks,  from  positions  of  influence 
and  responsibility  they  come.  But 
before  they  can  serve  the  church, 
training  is  imperative. 

What  kind  of  training  are  they 
given?  Who  are  the  men  respon¬ 
sible  for  their  training?  And 
where  do  they  get  the  ideas  they 
preach? 

Emory  University,  as  one  of  the 
places  they  go,  belongs  to  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Methodist  Church.  And  each 
Methodist  has  a  right  and  an  ob¬ 
ligation.  to  know  something  about 
it. 

The  Candler  School  of  Theology 
has  definite  ideas  about  the  kind 
of  ministers  needed  in  the  church 
today.  More  than  that,  members 
of  the  faculty  feel  that  the 
church  is  entitled  to  know  some 
of  the  things  being  taught. 

For  the  next  few  issues,  various 
members  of  the  faculty  will  share 
some  of  their  thinking  and  plans 
through  the  columns  of  The  Flor¬ 
ida  Methodist.  Be  on  the  lookout 
for  them.

There  weren’t  many  Amens  heard  around  the 
halls  of  the  Municipal  Auditorium  in  Minneapo¬ 
lis  where  seven  hundred  and  fifty  lay  and  cler¬ 
ical  delegates  convened  for  the  1956  sessions  of 
the  General  Conference,  but  there  was  plenty  of 
action. 

The  most  significant  issue  before  the  con¬ 
ference  was  the  matter  of  the  Central  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  and  its  future.  Seventeen  years  ago  when 
the  three  major  branches  of 
American  Methodism  united 
to  form  the  Methodist  Church, 
the  former  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  had  about  nine¬ 
teen  conferences  scattered 
across  the  nation  composed  of 
approximately  350,000  Negro 
members.  The  Plan  of  Union 
set  up  five  geographical  juris- 
tions,  and  a  sixth  jurisdiction 
was  provided  to  embrace  all 
of  the  Negro  conferences 
with  four  Negro  bishops  and  representation 
on  all  of  the  boards  and  commissions  of  the 
Church. 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  great  deal 
of  discussion  as  to  the  wisdom  of  continuing  the 
Central  Jurisdiction.  As  the  delegates  assembled 
in  Minneapolis  it  was  generally  thought  that  the 
General  Conference  would  authorize  a  Study 
Commission  to  study  the  jurisdictional  structure 
of  the  Methodist  Church  and  report  its  findings 
in  1960.  Such  a  resolution  was  discussed  and  out 
of  the  discussion  came  an  amendment  that  sub¬ 
mitted  a  plan  to  the  annual  conferences  of  the 
Methodist  Church  to  vote  on  an  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Church  to  the  effect 
that  any  local  church  of  the  Central  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  may  be  transferred  to  another  jurisdiction 
when  all  parties  concerned  have  agreed.  In  or¬ 
der  for  this  amendment  to  the  Constitution  to 
become  effective  it  is  necessary  that  two-thirds 
of  the  members  of  all  Annual  Conferences  ap¬ 
prove. 

The  plan  means  that  a  local  church  of  the 
Central  Jurisdiction  desiring  to  be  transferred 
to  some  other  jurisdiction  must  by  two-thirds 
majority  of  its  quarterly  conference  and  of  its 
church  conference  request  such  a  transfer,  and 
the  annual  conference  from  which  it  transfers 
must  by  two-thirds  vote  agree  to  release  it,  and 
the  conference  to  which  it  is  transferred  must 
agree  by  two-thirds  majority  to  receive  it. 

The  amendment,  if  approved  by  two-thirds 
of  all  of  the  members  of  all  of  the  annual  con¬ 
ferences  in  the  Church,  also  provides  the  means 
by  which  an  Annual  Conference  may  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  another  jurisdiction.  In  order  for  this 


to  be  done,  the  following  steps  must  be  taken: 
First:  An  annual  conference  by  two-thirds  vote 
must  request  a  transfer.  Second:  There  must  be 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  annual 
conferences  of  the  jurisdiction  to  which  that  an¬ 
nual  conference  belongs  in  agreement  to  the 
transfer  of  the  said  annual  conference.  Third: 
The  members  of  the  annual  conferences  of  the 
jurisdiction  to  which  it  requests  to  be  transferred 
must  approve  the  transfer  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Thus,  if  this  amendment  should  be  adopted 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  of  the  members  of  the 
annual  conferences  of  the  Methodist  Church,  it 
would  become  an  open  door  plan  by  which  the 
transfer  of  local  churches  and  annual  confer¬ 
ences  may  be  made.  But  it  is  perfectly  clear  that 
no  church  or  conference  would  be  forced  into 
such  a  plan,  and  no  annual  conference  or  juris¬ 
diction  would  be  compelled  to  act  against  its  will. 
The  delegates  to  the  General  Conference  were 
so  impressed  that  this  plan  would  be  a  wise  ad¬ 
ministrative  provision  and  a  truly  Christian  ap¬ 
proach,  that  the  vote  was  almost  unanimous  to 
pass  this  program  to  the  more  than  100  confer¬ 
ences  in  the  United  States  and  overseas  in  the 
form  of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

Believing  firmly  in  local  and  regional  self- 
determination,  it  seems  to  many  of  us  that  the 
proposed  amendment  is  a  move  in  the  direction 
of  good  churchmanship  and  an  agreement  that 
will  bind  the  whole  Church  brotherly  under¬ 
standing. 

Following  the  approval  of  the  above  plan,  the 
General  Conference  then  proceeded  to  approve 
a  Study  Commission  composed  of  lay  and  cler¬ 
ical  members  and  two  bishops  from  each  juris¬ 
diction  to  make  a  careful  study  of  the  whole  jur¬ 
isdictional  structure  of  the  Methodist  Church 
and  make  its  report  to  the  General  Conference 
of  1960.  It  is  my  conviction  that  regional  govern¬ 
ment  is  mandatory  if  the  unity  of  this  great 
Methodist  Church  of  ours  is  to  be  kept  intact. 
Thus  do  I  believe  that  a  careful  study  of  the 
jurisdictional  plan  will  result  in  a  strengthening 
of  the  program  and  allow  our  Methodist  Church 
to  move  into  the  future  with  unity  in  a  frame¬ 
work  of  diversification. 

There  were  many  other  major  issues  that 
came  before  the  Conference,  but  time  does  not 
permit  me  to  deal  with  them  here.  One  of  the 
major  issues  was  Full  Clergy  Rights  for  Women. 
By  now  you  must  know  that  such  a  plan  has 
been  adopted.  The  vote  was  about  435  to  310. 
The  Florida  delegation,  lay  and  clerical,  will  hold 
a  panel  discussion  of  the  matters  before  the 
General  Conference  during  the  Annual  Confer¬ 
ence  at  Lakeland.  I  wouldn’t  miss  being  there 
for  anything.  “Y’all  Come.” 

Amen  and  Amen!

Stevens,  chairman  of  the  Roy 
Crocker  Memorial  Fund  Commit¬ 
tee,  to  Mrs.  George  White,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Commission  on  Mis¬ 
sions  of  Grace  Methodist  Church, 
St.  Augustine.  The  presentation 
was  made  at  the  Annual  Spring 
Banquet  of  the  Wesley  Fellowship 
Class  of  which  Rev.  Roy  Crocker 
was  the  beloved  teacher  up  until 
Palm  Sunday  of  1955.  The.  ban¬ 
quet  was  held  at  Hotel  Marion. 

The  Rev.  Roy  Crocker  was  a 
life-long  member  of  the  Rock  Riv¬ 
er  (Illinois)  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  and  on  his  re¬ 
tirement  had  made  his  home  in 
St.  Augustine  where  he  and  Mrs. 
Crocker  had  been  active  in  the 
work  of  Grace  Methodist  Church. 
Following  four  months  of  illness, 


he  passed  away  in  August  of  last 
year. 

The  Memorial  Fund  has  grown 
cut  of  the  request  at  the  time  of 
his  death  that  gifts  to  such  a 
fund  be  made  in  lieu  of  flowers 
and  that  the  money  go  toward  the 
construction  of  a  chapel  or  church 
in  Cuba,  where  Rev.  Crocker  had 
preached  on  an  evangelistic  mis¬ 
sion  a  year  before. 

Already  gifts  have  been  sent  in 
as  an  Advance  Special  by  the 
Methodist  Church  at  Crescent 
City,  where  Rev.  Crocker  served 
as  supply  pastor  for  several 
months.  And,  in  Illinois,  friends 
are  also  adding  to  the  Memorial 
Fund  as  an  Advance  Special 
through  Trinity  Methodist  Church 
in  Chicago,  where  Rev.  Kermit 
Long  is  pastor. 

It  has  been  arranged  by  Rev. 
Garfield  Evans  and  Bishop  John 
Branscomb  that  these  combined 
sums  be  added  to  gifts  obtained 


in  Cuba  and  used  to  construct  a 
church  at  Tracajo,  Cuba,  to  be 
known  as  the  Roy  Crocker  Me¬ 
morial  Methodist  Church.  Tracajo 
is  a  town  of  several  thousand 
people,  without  any  evangelical 
church. 

Grace  Methodist  Church,  where 
Rev.  Donald  M.  Mackay  is  pastor, 
is  also  providing  two  scholarships 
for  students  in  Cuba,  one  of  them 
at  the  Agricultural  and  Industrial 
School  at  Preston,  a  Methodist 
institution.  Also  figuring  in  the 
mission  program  originating  in 
Grace  Church  is  an  Alaskan  Col¬ 
lege  special  and  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  undergirding  the  basic 
mission  program  of  Methodism 
through  World  Service.  Thus  far 
the  total  giving  to  the  cause  of 
missions  exceeds  five  thousand 
dollars,  making  this  one  of  the 
greatest  years  yet  in  the  75-year 
history  in  its  support  of  the  mis¬ 
sion  program.

Because  of  large  enrollment, 
two  sessions  of  the  Sarasota  Dis¬ 
trict  Youth  Camp  Meetings  will 
be  held  at  the  Avon  Park  Camp 
this  year.

10.  The  Senior  Camp  will  be  from 
June  11-17. 


This  camp  is  now  an  annual 
event  in  the  Sarasota  District,  and 
is  operated  under  aegis  of  a  Youth 
Advisory  Committee  presently 
composed  of  Mrs.  Helen  A.  Tay¬ 
lor,  W.S.C.S.  District  Secretary  of 
Youth;  the  Rev.  Whitney  J.

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New  Educational  Building  at  Sardis 


Begun  on  August  8,  1955,  and  finished  in  March, 
1956,  the  people  of  the  Sardis  Church,  in  the  Talla¬ 
hassee  District,  are  properly  proud  of  this  new 
educat'onal  building. 

The  builidng  is  75x36  ft.  and  provides  six  class¬ 
rooms,  an  office,  nursery,  kitchen,  furnace  room, 
two  rest  rooms  and  a  chapel.

$2,259,  according  to  the  energetic  pastor,  the  Rev. 
J.  L.  Hunter. 


Manatee  Has  Church-Wide 
Mission  Study 

The  Woman's  Society  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Service  issued  an  invitation 
to  all  of  Manatee  Methodist 
Church  to  take  a  Magic  Carpet 
journey  around  the  world,  for  the 
special  purpose  of  observing  “The 
Christian  Mission  in  a  Revolu¬ 
tionary  World.”  Beginning  on  Ap¬ 
ril  4,  and  closing  May  2,  classes 
were  held  on  Wednesday  nights, 
for  all  age  groups.  A  total  of  28 
enrolled  in  the  adult  group,  which 
was  taught  by  Mrs.  C.  F.  Parvin, 
and  which  followed  plans  for  ap¬ 
plying  for  Jurisdictional  recogni¬ 
tion.  Nine  senior  youth  and  eight 
intermediates  enrolled  in  classes 
taught  by  Mrs.  F.  L.  Waggoner, 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Educa¬ 
tion,  and  Mrs.  E.  Pierce  Hendry, 
who  was  also  general  chairman  of 
the  school.  Seven  juniors,  taught 
by  Mrs.  Bernice  Thompson,  had  a 
perfect  attendance  record  for  the 
school.  Ten  were  enrolled  in  the 
primary  class,  taught  by  Mrs. 
R.  D.  Campbell,  assisted  by  Mrs. 
R.  S.  Storr;  and  Mrs.  Grace  Garn¬ 
er  cared  for  six  kindergarten  and 
nursery  age  children  each  night. 

After  the  class  sessions,  in 
which  the  literature  for  this  study 
as  published  for  each  age  group 
by  the '  Woman’s  Division  was 
used,  th^  entire  group  assembled 


in  Friendship  Hall  for  supper.  At 
this  time  the  attendance  figure 
was  swelled  by  25  or  30  additional 
men  and  women  who  could  not 
come  in  time  for  classes,  but  came 
for  supper  and  the  feature  fol¬ 
lowing.  Each  of  the  four  circles 
took  a  turn  in  planning  and  serv¬ 
ing  the  main  course  of  one  meal, 
arc1  decorat.ng  the  room  and  ta¬ 
bles  appropriately.  On  the  first 
night  the  Magic  Carpet  stopped 
in  the  Orient,  and  chop  suey  was 
served  by  the  Eloise  Rogers  Cir¬ 
cle.  It  was  actually  prepared  by 
Mr.  F.  L,.  Waggoner,  who  had  sev¬ 
eral  other  men  helping  him  in 
the  kitchen.  After  supper  on  this 
night,  the  youth  choir  presented 
the  choral  reading,  “The  Answer,” 
by  Darius  Swann. 

The  second  stop  was  in  India 
and  the  Middle  East,  when  the 
Rosa  Lane  Circle  served  a  meat 
curry  on  rice,  and  a  native  Indian 
bread,  and  Mrs.  C.  R.  Haun,  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  directed  the 
one-act  play,  “Fear  Not,”  as  the 
table  feature. 

At  the  African  stop,  the  Lam¬ 
beth  Circle  served  chicken  pilau, 
and  the  colored  filmstrip,  “Af¬ 
rica  Goes  to  School,”  was  shown. 
The  fourth  and  final  stop  was  in 
Latin  America,  with  chili  con 
carne  served  by  the  Emily  Hendry 
Circle.

Theological  Seminaries 
With  a  New  Look

A  popular  preacher  whom  I 
know  has  facetiously  compared  a 
seminary  to  a  cemetery.  And  well 
he  might,  since  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  stale  and  unprofitable 
learning,  on  the  one  hand,  and 
bodies  mouldering  into  dust,  on 
the  other,  is  not  great,  loj  fre¬ 
quently  the  mind  dies  before  the 
body.  And  what  is  more  mane

than  a  dead  past,  or  people  ad¬ 
dressing  themselves  to  problems 
which  no  longer  exist?  The  manu¬ 
facture  of  stagecoaches  cannot  be 
very  profitable  in  the  age  of  the 
automobile  and  airplane.  Neither 
can  nineteenth  century  principles 
and  methods  in  religion  cope  with 
the  problems  of  the  twentieth 
century  man.  If  a  seminary  dealt 
only  wRh  the  past,  no  matter  how 
glorious,  it  would  be  a  cemetery. 

But  the  seminaries  I  know,  es¬ 
pecially  those  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  are  as  wide-awake  and 
up-to-date  as  television,  and  they 
lead  the  way  of  the  Church’s  ad¬ 
vance;  they  do  not  bring  up  the 
rear  guard.  The  organization  of 
the  first  Approved  Supply  Pas¬ 
tors’  School,  for  example,  took 
place  at  Emory  University;  and 
the  great  Town  and  Country 
Movement,  which  has  caught  the 
enthusiastic  interest  of  the  na- 
t  on,  originated  at  the  Candler 
School  of  Theology. 

There  are  ten  seminaries,  or 
theological  schools,  of  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Church.  Three  of  them  are 
located  in  the  northeast;  one, 


near  Chicago;  another,  in  Den¬ 
ver:  one,  in  the  southwest;  one 
on  the  west  coast;  and  the  re¬ 
maining  three,  in  the  southeast. 
Gammon,  Duke,  and  Emory  are 
in  our  region,  and  Emory  is 
owned  outright  by  the  South¬ 
eastern  Jurisdiction. 

These  seminaries,  one  and  all, 
have  as  their  sole  aim:  the  best 
preparation  of  men  today  for  the 
Christian  ministry  in  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Church.  Consequently,  they 
are  employing  the  most  effective 
means  they  know  to  teach  the 
students  how  to  communicate  the 
gospel  in  the  thought  patterns  of 
the  contemporary  world. 

We  at  Emory,  for  example,  have 
completely  reorganized  our  pro¬ 
gram  in  Christian  education.  Our 
aim  is  not  merely  to  give  an  edu¬ 
cational  philosophy,  but  to  in¬ 
struct  students  in  the  practical 
means  of  dealing  with  people  as 
they  find  them  in  local  situations 
and  in  communicating  to  them 
the  benefits  of  the  Christian 
Faith.  Students  are  taught  now 
by  professors  of  practical  exper¬ 
ience  in  the  parish  how  to  organ¬ 
ize  and  direct  a  program  of  Chris¬ 
tian  education  in  the  local  church. 

Likewise,  variety  of  opinions 
and  attitudes  are  represented  on 
the  faculty.  I  speak  of  Emory,  for 
it  is  the  school  I  know  best.  We 
have  not  confined  ourselves  to 
opinions  registered  by  the  leading 
universities  of  this  country  such 
as  Yale,  Columbia,  Chicago, 
Princeton,  Duke,  and  Emory 
(though  all  are  represented  on 
our  faculty),  but  we  have  em¬ 
ployed  men  educated  on  the  con¬ 
tinent  of  Europe  and  in  England 
as  well. 

The  gospel  of  God  in  Christ  ia 
changeless.  Yet  it  must  be  com¬ 
municated  to  men  in  thought  pat¬ 
terns  which  are  forever  changing. 
The  seminaries  of  Methodism  are 
keeping  up  with  the  times  in  or¬ 
der  to  bring  the  times  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  will  of  God. 


NEW  EDUCATIONAL  BUILDING 
DEDICATED  AT  LINDEN 

A  new  educational  building,  re¬ 
cently  dedicated  at  Linden  by 
Bishop  Branscomb  and  Dr.  J.  H. 
Daniel,  District  Superintendent, 
has  been  named  the  “Addie 
Phelps  Educational  Building,”  in 
honor  of  a  much-loved  and  faith¬ 
ful  member  of  the  church.  Mrs. 
Phelps,  84  years  of  age,  was  pres¬ 
ent  at  the  dedication  and  was 
presented  with  a  corsage  by  Bish¬ 
op  Branscomb.

The  group  will  be  met  in  Ha¬ 
vana  by  Miss  Marujo  Olmo,  who 
will  take  them  to  visit  many  of 
the  mission  stations,  including 
those  in  Havana,  Matanzas,  San¬ 
ta  Clara,  Cienfuegos,  and  Man- 
icaragua.  The  mission  at  Mani- 
caragua,  where  Miss  Olmo  is  pas¬

tor,  will  serve  as  the  headquarters 
for  the  group.  In  Manicaragua 
the  group  will  actually  work  in 
the  missions  of  La  Moza,  El  Hoyo, 
Cacao,  and  Encampment. 

Once  in  Cuba,  transportation, 
housing,  and  food,  as  well  as 
the  scheduling,  will  be  under 
the  supervision  of  Miss  Olmo.  au 
food,  except  in  authorized  eating- 
establishments  in  the  large  cities, 
will  be  prepared  and  served  by 
Miss  Olmo’s  cook  in  the  parson¬ 
age  in  Manicaragua. 

The  purpose  of  the  trip  is  to 
give  the  young  people  a  first¬ 
hand  knowledge  of  Methodist 
missionary  enterprises  in  Cuba, 
and  to  allow  them  to  actually 
work  in  one  of  our  mission  sta¬ 
tions  themselves. 


The  Living  Word

‘Conversation”  and  “conversant’ 


The  archaic  use  of  the  word 
“conversation”  in  the  King 
James  Version  of  the  Bible  is 
so  misleading,  and  so  complete¬ 
ly  abandoned  by  the  revised 
versions  and  modern  transla¬ 
tions,  that  it  will  be  well  to 
cite  other  examples,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  those  given  in  this  col¬ 
umn  two  weeks  ago.  I  will 
quote  the  renderings  of  the 
Revised  Standard  Version,  and 
state  in  parentheses  the  archa¬ 
ic  phrases  which  they  have  dis¬ 
placed. 

In  Galatians  1.13  Paul  refers 
to  his  “former  life  in  Judaism” 
(conversation  in  time  past  in 
the  Jews’  religion).  He  reminds 
the  Epesians  (2.3)  how  “we  all 
once  lived”  (we  all  had  our 
conversation  in  times  past)  as 
children  of  wrath;  and  he 
urges  them  (4.22)  to  “put  off 
your  old  nature  which  belongs 
to  your  former  manner  of  life” 
(put  off  concerning  the  former 
conversation  the  old  man).  He 
exhorts  the  Philippians  (1.27) 
to  let  their  “manner  of  life  be 
worthy  of  (conversation  be  as 
it  becometh)  the  gospel  of 
Christ,”  and  declares  that  “our 
commonwealth  (conversation) 
is  in  heaven”  (3.20). 

Timothy  is  encouraged,  in 
spite  of  his  youth  (I  Timothy 
4.12),  to  “set  the  believers  an 


example  in  soeech  and  con¬ 
duct”  (be  thou  an  example  of 
the  believers,  in  word,  in  con¬ 
versation).  Among  the  injunc¬ 
tions  in  the  Letter  to  the  Heb¬ 
rews  is  (13.5)  “Keep  your  life 
free  from  love  of  money”  (Let 
your  conversation  be  without 
covetousness).  If  a  man  is 
wise  and  understanding  (James 
3.13),  “by  his  good  life  let  him 
show  his  works”  (let  him  shew 
out  of  a  good  conversation  his 
works). 

Peter  counsels  his  readers  (I 
Peter  1.15;  2.12)  to  be  holy  “in 
all  your  conduct”  (in  all  man¬ 
ner  of  conversation),  and  to 
“maintain  good  conduct  among 
the  Gentiles”  (having  your 
conversation  honest  among  the 
Gentiles).  He  warns  (3.16)  that 
some  may  “revile  your  good  be¬ 
havior  in  Christ”  <  falsely  ac¬ 
cuse  your  good  conversation  in 
Christ).  He  encourages  them 
(2  Peter  3.11)  to  “lives  of  holi¬ 
ness  and  godliness”  (holy  con¬ 
versation  and  godliness). 

In  the  Old  Testament  “the 
strangers  that  were  conversant 
among  them”  means  “the  so¬ 
journers  who  lived  among 
them”  (Joshua  8.35);  and  “as 
long  as  we  were  conversant 
with  them”  means  “as  long  as 
we  went  with  them”  (I  Sam¬ 
uel  25.15). 
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Progress  at  Punta  Gorda 

A  “Progress  Report,”  given  to 
the  people  of  the  Methodist 
Church  in  Punta  Gorda  by  the 
official  board,  included: 

Sixty-five  new  members  joining 
the  church  this  year;  with  two 
morning  services,  church  attend¬ 
ance  has  been  at  an  all-time  high 
(Pastor  Fred  Stinson  explains 
that  Punta  Gorda  is  expanding 
rapidly,  that  the  population  is 
larger  than  ever  before);  the  at¬ 
tendance  record  in  the  Sunday 
School  was  broken,  then  new  rec¬ 
ords  set  four  more  times  during 
the  year;  several  thousands  of 
dollars  have  been  spent  in  im¬ 
provements,  repairs,  and  new 
equipment  for  the  sanctuary,  edu¬ 
cational  building,  pastor’s  study, 
fellowship  hall,  parsonage  and 
grounds;  during  a  special  youth 
emphases  period,  a  series  of  panel 
discussions  brought  together 
prominent  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  both  youth  and  adult,  in 
a  program  that  brought  forth 
much  interest  among  the  large 
crowds  of  youth  attending;  a 
Methodist  Men’s  group  has  been 
organized  with  strong  leadership, 
and  a  large  number  of  men  who 
constitute  a  real  source  of  “man¬ 
power”  for  the  church;  wonder¬ 
ful  attendance,  and  real  enthusi¬ 
asm  in  the  fellowship  meetings, 
including  a  young  adult  class 
meeting  that  has  tripled  in  size 
and  strength,  and  is  still  grow¬ 
ing;  the  activation  of  all  com¬ 
missions;  an  emphasis  on  tithing 
for  a  month,  which  led  to  some 
new  tithers  in  the  church;  the 
hiring  of  a  secretary  to  aid  the 
pastor  and  the  church;  a  won¬ 
derful  week  of  spiritual  adven¬ 
ture  under  the  able  leadership  of 
Bishop  Marvin  Franklin,  of  the 
Jackson,  Mississippi,  Area;  and, 
best  of  all,  the  laying  of  founda¬ 
tions  for  future  growth. 

An  enlarged  budget  for  next 
year  includes  a  substantial  raise 
in  the  pastor’s  salary.  The  Quar¬ 
terly  Conference  has  asked  that 
the  pastor  be  returned.

Riviera  Beach 
Has  Dedication 

The  church  building  and  prop¬ 
erty  of  the  Riviera  Beach  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  were  dedicated  by 
Dr.  Clare  M.  Cotton,  District  Su¬ 
perintendent,  at  services  Sunday 
evening,  April  29.  Dr.  Cotton 
preached  on  the  subject,  “You 
Are  God’s  Field,”  illustrating  to 
a  capacity  congregation  how  the 
church  may  be  compared  to  a 
farm.  Dr.  Cotton  pointed  out  that 
the  successful  farmer  is  the  one 
who  raises  more  to  feed  others 
than  he  does  to  feed  himself. 
“And  so  with  the  church,  which 
must  raise  more  money  for  others 
than  for  itself,”  he  stated. 

The  mortgage  of  $7,500  was  re¬ 
tired  by  four  special  offerings 
taken  at  times  well  publicized  in 
advance.  No  individual  solicita¬ 
tion  or  subscription  campaign  was 
undertaken,  but  the  loose  offer¬ 
ings  of  the  fourth  Sundays  of 
January  and  February,  and  those 
of  Palm  Sunday  and  Easter,  were 
designated  for  the  mortgage  fund. 
These  four  loose  offerings  totalled 
the  amount  needed  to  retire  the 
debt. 

Drive-in  services  were  inaugu¬ 
rated  in  December,  1953.  Though 
the  membership  is  now  but  274 
(107  new  members  have  been  re¬ 
ceived  during  this  conference 
year),  the  Sunday  morning  at¬ 
tendance  is  double  this  number. 
Attendance  on  Easter  was  965. 

The  members  of  the  Riviera 
Beach  Church  have  over-sub¬ 
scribed  the  budget  for  next  year 
by  $3,500.

After  the  president’s  challenging- 
message,  the  conference  officers 
gave  their  report  in  a  unique 
way, — as  each  one  gave  some  of 
the  things  that  had  been  accom¬ 
plished  through  her  department, 
a  church  was  built  on  the  plat¬ 
form  where  all  could  see.  It  began 
with  the  Public  Relations  Secre¬ 
tary  saying,  “A  spotlight  of  pub¬ 
licity  is  turned  on  so  that  all  may 
know  the  activities  and  accom¬ 
plishments  of  the  Woman’s  So¬ 
ciety. 

The  vice  president,  through 
study  courses  and  monthly  pro¬ 
grams  and  special  days,  lays  the 
foundation  of  information  and 
education  upon  which  is  based  all 
action  of  the  Society. 

Girders  representing  money  and 
all  its  uses  in  the  30  countries 
where  we  have  work,  are  put  in 
place  by  the  treasurer.  Mrs. 
Schoch  gave  these  figures  for  the 
three  quarters  this  year: 

To  apply  on  pledge  (this  all 
sent  to  division),  $115,441.95; 
Methodist  Youth  Fund,  $7,378.24; 
Children’s  Service  Fund,  $338.33; 
Yv^eek  of  Prayer  offering,  $13,.- 
855.81;  Supply  Work,  home  and 
foreign,  $13,583.81;  Supplemen¬ 
tary,  home  and  foreign,  $6,997.62 
— a  total  of  $157,645.76.  She  chal¬ 
lenged.  us  by  quoting  from  Dr. 
Eugene  Smith:  “There  are  five 
new  areas  in  the  world  where  we 
will  send  missionaries,  as  soon  as 
we  have  the  funds  to  assure  con¬ 
tinuance  for  their  work.” 

Accurate  records  are  the  floor 
on  which  to  build  the  future,  from 
the  Recording  Secretary. 

Christian  Social  Relations 
raised  the  wall,  emphasizing  the 
things  that  belong  unto  peace. 

Wesleyan  Service  Guild  added  a 
second  wall,  symbolizing  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  employed  women, — 
a  wall  of  Christian  attitudes  and 
sustaining  fellowships. 

Missionary  Education  and  Ser¬ 
vice  erected  the  front  and  rear 
walls,  indicating  knowledge 
gained  and  support  given  to  the 
work  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

The  office  of  Secretary  of  Pro¬ 
motion  covers  all  phases  of  the 


work,  so  she  erected  the  roof  for 
the  church. 

Literature  and  Publications  put 
the  windows  in  so  that  all  could 
receive  a  clear  vision. 

Spiritual  Life  gave  the  dynamo 
for  the  lights,  etc. 

Children,  Youth,  and  Student 
secretaries  gave  the  individuals 
of  all  races,  showing  that  the 
Church  is  for  serving  all  man¬ 
kind. 

Status  of  Women,  Supply  Work, 
Missionary  Personnel,  and  Par¬ 
liamentary  Procedure  supplied  re¬ 
inforcements  in  every  way,  need¬ 
ed. 

“I  Love  Thy  Church,  O  God” 
was  the  closing  benediction  for 
the  morning. 

The  Wednesday  afternoon  ses¬ 
sion  consisted  of  an  address  by 
our  own  Virginia  Chapman,  mis¬ 
sionary  to  Cuba.  She  delighted  us 
with  her  youth  and  her  enthusi¬ 
asm  for  her  work.  Virginia  is  from 
Sanford.  Mrs.  F.  B.  Godfrey,  al¬ 
ways  a  shining  light  in  any  con¬ 
ference,  gave  the  closing  prayer. 

Clinics  of  the  work  were  held 
after  the  meeting  adjourned.  All 
were  well  attended,  and  we  heard 
many  fine  testimonies  of  help  giv¬ 
en  those  who  met  with  their  re¬ 
spective  officers. 

A  tour  to  Bethune-Cookman 
College  took  place  immediately 
after  the  clinic  sessions.  Mrs.  Ivey 
laid  a  wreath  on  the  grave  of 
Mrs.  Mary  McLeod  Bethune  which 
contained  50  one-dollar  bills,  to 
be  applied  on  their  scholarship 
fund.  This  was  from  the  Florida 
Conference  Woman’s  Society. 

A  beach  supper  and  water  show 
at  the  Daytona  Plaza  Hotel  patio 
were  the  arrangements  for  the 
evening  meal. 

Mrs.  Floyd  Cooper,  Secretary  of 
Promotion,  presided  at  the  eve¬ 
ning  meeting.  Combined  choirs  of 
the  Methodist  Churches  in  the 
Daytona  Beach  area,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  John  A.  M.  Stew¬ 
art,  was  a  highlight  of  the  con¬ 
ference.  This  came  Wednesday 
evening,  just  after  the  prayer. 

Mrs.  Allen  Watson,  Secretary  of 
Supply  Work,  presented  the  con¬ 
ference  love  gift.  The  ten  secre¬ 
taries  of  Supply  Work  in  the  dis¬ 
tricts  assisted  her  in  this  program. 

After  Mrs.  Ruth  Youngdahl 


Nelson’s  inspiring  address  on  the 
Christian  Home,  and  Mrs.  Peter 
Shaaumba’s  stirring  message  of 
her  childhood  in  the  Belgian  Con¬ 
go,  and  how  God  had  so  richly 
blessed  her  by  leading  her  to  the 
mission  school  there, — how  they 
took  her  in  to  keep  her  from  hav¬ 
ing  to  a  marry  a  chief  who  al¬ 
ready  had  many,  many  wives,  and 
how  her  sister  had  run  away  into 
the  forest  and  been  eaten  by  a 
lion,  her  brave  testimony  made 
everyone  present  feel  that  surely 
our  small  bit  had  reaped  mar¬ 
velous  dividends  in  this  one  Con¬ 
go  national.  The  love  offering  was 
taken  at  this  time,  with  the  ten 
districts  being  taken  separately. 
$10,794.50  was  laid  on  the  altar 
for  the  promoting  of  God’s  King¬ 
dom  in  the  area  where  Mrs. 
Shaaumba  lives  in  the  Congo,  Ka- 
tako  Kombe,  and  part  to  go  to 
the  Yuma  Indian  Mission  in 
Yuma,  Arizona. 

The  Thursday  session  brought 
the  report  of  the  district  presi¬ 
dents.  They  continued  the  church 
building  idea  by  placing  the  land¬ 
scaping  around  it  in  their  re¬ 
ports.  Gainesville  District  planted 
shrubbery  honoring  splendid 
progress  in  all  lines  of  work,  but 
said  it  would  have  to  be  nurtured 
well  to  keep  it  growing  and  thriv¬ 
ing. 

Jacksonville  furnished  plants  in 
the  name  of  many  new  members 
joining  their  societies. 

Miami  added  their  part  in  the 
name  of  the  distirct  officers  who 
have  made  so  many  visits  into  the 
local  societies  during  the  year, — 
also  in  the  name  of  the  23  prayer 
groups  in  the  district. 

Tallahassee  placed  her  plants  to 
all  51  societies  in  her  district  for 
their  100%  reporting  for  the  first 
time  in  history.  She  also  spoke  of 
the  fine  cooperation  of  her  dis¬ 
trict  officers  in  an  “every  society 
visitation  program”  during  the 
year. 

Tampa  added  some  beautiful 
shrubbery  for  visitation  made  to 
every  local  society,  for  organizing 
a  new  one,  and  for  assisting  in 
uniting  two  small  ones  where  it 
seemed  the  best  thing  to  do:  also 
for  many  extra  sessions  in  study 
with  children,  and  furnished  ex¬ 
tra  “food,”  sunshine  and  rain,  by 
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raising  their  pledge  by  a  thousand 
dollars. 

West  Palm  Beach  added  some 
rare  plants  in  token  of  fine  work 
done  all  during  the  year,  and  for 
definite  plans  for  improvements 
in  years  to  come.  They,  too,  had 
stimulated  their  growth  by  much 
more  interesting  programs  and 
district-wide  meetings,  including 
officer  training  days,  executive 
committee  meetings,  and  their 
annual  district  meeting. 

Sarasota  placed  some  tropical 
plants  for  their  new  society  at  Ft. 
Myers  Beach.  Tribute  was  paid 
for  the  cooperation  had  with  the 
ministers  in  her  district. 

Lakeland  contributed  some 
healthy-looking  plants  honoring 
their  full-time  workers,  also  their 
scholarship  girl  at  Paine  College 
and  the  splendid  grades  she  was 
making  there.  Two  new  societies 
came  in  for  special  cultivation, 
Asbury  and  Methodist  Temple. 

St.  Petersburg  gave  some  new, 
tender  plants;  two  new  churches 
have  been  organized,  and  soon 
now  there  will  be  two  new  soci¬ 
eties, — St.  Marks  and  the  74th  St. 
Mission  in  the  Lakewood  section. 
A  rare  specimen  was  planted  for 
the  generous  giving  to  the  Week 
of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  offer¬ 
ing. 

Orlando  District  gave  some 
beautiful  shrubs  honoring  the 
many  new  members;  for  the  rais¬ 
ing  of  the  pledge  by  $3,000.00;  for 
two  new  societies;  for  a  splendid 
Spiritual  Life  retreat;  for  the 
privilege  of  entertaining  the  con¬ 
ference.

Miss  Virginia  Chapman,  mis¬ 
sionary  to  Cuba,  brought  the  ad¬ 
dress.  She  thrilled  us  with  her 
many  interesting  accounts  of 
things  that  were  happening  for 
Christ  in  Cuba.  She,  too,  begged 
us  to  encourage  more  young  peo¬ 
ple  to  dedicate  their  lives  to 
Christian  vocations,  for  Cuba  is 
desperately  calling  for  more 
workers. 

Our  noon-time  devotions  were 
brought  to  us  each  day  by  Mrs. 
Ruth  Youngdahl  Nelson,  wife  of 
the  Augustana  Lutheran  Church, 
Washington,  D.C.,  a  noted  speak¬ 
er  for  United  Church  Women,  a 
world  traveler,  1954  Mother  of  the 
Year  for  the  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia.  She  also  brought  a  message 
on  Wednesday  evening.  As  she 
began  her  messages  to  us,  she 
said,  “As  I  have  the  privilege  to 
speak  to  such  groups  as  this 
many,  many  times,  I  51m  con¬ 
vinced  we  must  become  one.  We 


must  forget  about  being  women 
or  men,  Methodist  or  Lutheran, 
but  put  our  whole  attention  on 
being  Christian.  There  is  a  serious 
danger  in  our  pride  of  being 
something  else  first.”  Then  she 
asked,  “Are  you  a  thermometer 
or  a  thermostat?  If  you  are  a 
thermometer,  you  only  register 
the  situation  in  hand;  but  if  you 
are  a  thermostat,  you  do  some¬ 
thing  about  it,  making  the  situa¬ 
tion  more  comfortable.”  She  kept 
reminding  us  that  if  we  possessed 
this  “power”  that  could  be  ours, 
we  could  do  something  about  ev¬ 
ery  situation  where  brotherly  love 
is  not  practiced;  we  could  do 
something  about  injustices  that 
are  everywhere  in  our  world.  She 
reminded  us  that  in  God’s  King¬ 
dom  there  were  no  preferred  peo¬ 
ple.  She  told  us  thrilling  incidents 
of  young  people’s  prayer  groups. 
She  told  us  of  one  in  Coral  Ga¬ 
bles,  Florida,  where  a  group  of 
youth  met  a  half  hour  before 
school  for  prayer.  Many  others 
just  like  this  throughout  the 
country.  One  group  especially 
awakened  us,  where  the  youth 
are  praying  for  their  parents,  ask¬ 
ing  God  to  help  them  (youth)  in 
the  homes,  to  have  the  courage  to 
ask  their  parents  not  to  drink; 
another  wanted  prayer  for  her  to 
let  her  establish  a  family  altar  in 
her  home. 

Mrs.  Nelson  said  that  there 
should  be  three  “F’s”  in  the  home, 
— Fun,  Fellowship,  and  Faith. 

Another  time  Mrs.  Nelson's  mes¬ 
sage  was,  “Implementation  in  An 
Age  Like  This.”  She  gave  us 
W-I-N-G-S,  to  consider  in  this 
way:  W — is  for  Whatsoever  things 
are  lovely,  etc.;  I — In  nothing  be 
anxious,  but  in  everything  let 
your  requests  be  known  unto  God, 
etc.;  these  first  two  are  the 


“warm-ups,”  she  said.  N— Not  I, 
but  Christ;  study  the  superlatives 
of  Paul;  G — Go  ye  therefore  into 
all  the  world, — these  two  are  the 
taking  off;  S — Stand  fast  oh  the 
rock  of  salvation. 

Anyone  who  will  take  the  STOP 
(daily  devotion)  to  keep  going, 
will  be  blessed.

From  the  standpoint  of  per 
capita  giving  we  are  in  first  place  by  a  wide 
margin.

Beer  in  the  Ball  Park 

Many  a  good  citizen  of  Jacksonville  was  incensed 
last  week  to  learn  that  our  City  Council  rushed  a 
controversial  bill  through  allowing  the  sale  of  in¬ 
toxicating  beer  at  the  city  Baseball  Park.  The  Bill 
was  passed  on  a  rainy  Tuesday  night  when  there 
were  no  spectators  present  and  no  arguments  heard. 
Ordinarily  the  Bill  would  have  to  stand  three  read¬ 
ings  with  at  least  a  week  between  the  second  and 
third  readings.  This  provision  was  waived  by  unani¬ 
mous  vote  of  the  Council.  Only  one  dissenting  vote 
would  be  necessary  to  hold  the  measure  up  for  a 
week.  This  vote  was  not  heard,  so  our  honorable 
City  Council  rushed  the  Bill  through  and  Mayor 
Burns  refused  to  veto  it. 

Christian  citizens  are  disturbed  by  two  things: 
(1)  the  high-handed  and  undemocratic  method  of 
forcing  a  Bill  through  without  offering  the  citizens 
a  chance  to  express  themselves,  and  (2)  the  allow¬ 
ing  of  sale  and  consumption,  on  the  spot,  of  intoxi¬ 
cating  beer  at  our  new  city-owned  Baseball  Park 
which  is  frequented  by  minors. 

A  general  protest  meeting  is  being  organized  by 
the  churches  of  the  city  at  the  time  of  next  Coun¬ 
cil  meeting.

JOHN  W.  BRANSCOMB 
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Sebring  Dedicates  New  Church 


BRIEF  HISTORICAL 
STATEMENT 

The  Founding  Fathers  of  Seb- 
ring,  Florida,  came  to  these  high¬ 
lands  and  lake  shores  with  Christ, 
courage  and  the  church  in  their 
hearts.  These  pioneers  erected  in 
the  year  1912  a  church  within  a 
day,  and  conducted  Christian 
Worship  services  therein  a  bit  af¬ 
ter  nightfall. 

The  lot  upon  which  the  church 
was  to  stand  was  given  by  Brother 
George  E.  Sebring.  The  site  of  this 
lot,  and  the  first  edifice  resting 
thereon,  was  the  lot  upon  which 
now  stands  the  Post  Office.  The 
first  church  was  founded  Decem¬ 
ber  15,  1912. 

The  second  era  of  expapsion  by 
the  people  called  Methodists  in 
Sebring  was  the  erection  in  1916 
of  a  new  church  building  on  Pine 
Street,  destined  to  be  “the  Street 
of  Churches”  in  Highlands  Coun¬ 
ty.  This  second  church  building 
was  dedicated  on  February  15, 
1917,  by  Bishop  John  W.  Hamilton. 

The  third  step  of  progress  was 
the  ground-breaking  service  for 
the  erection  of  the  educational 
building  on  September  12,  1948. 
This  service  was  led  by  the  Pas¬ 
tor,  Dr.  Perry  B.  James,  under 
whose  dynamic  and  business-like 
leadership  this  present  church 
building  was  conceived  in  the 
Minister’s  dream,  and  he  was  in¬ 
strumental  in  others  dreaming 
his  dreams  of  a  larger,  better  and 
more  beautiful  era  in  the  history 
of  Sebring  Methodism. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  educa¬ 
tional  building  was  laid  by  Bishop 
Roy  H.  Short  and  Dr.  James  on 
January  28,  1949.  This  building, 


now  called  Layton  Hall,  in  mem¬ 
ory  of  a  former  minister  and  wife, 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  W.  J.  Layton,  was 
dedicated  January  25,  1950,  with

District  Superintendent  Dr.  J.  G. 
Stradley  leading  the  service  of 
Dedication. 

Ground-breaking  for  the  Sanc¬ 
tuary  took  place  on  October  12, 
1952  under  the  ministry  of  Dr.  A. 
Dale  Hagler,  District  Superinten¬ 
dent,  assisted  by  the  ever-faithful 
and  courageous  Pastor,  Dr.  Frank 
E.  Carwithen. 

The  Corner  stone  laying  for  the 
Sanctuary  was  on  March  5,  1953 
by  Bishop  John  W.  Branscomb, 
assisted  by  Dr.  Hagler  and  Dr. 
Carwithen.  The  Sanctuary  was  of¬ 


ficially  opened  for  worship  and 
consecration  on  May  31,  1953,  Dr. 
Carwithen  and  Dr.  William  F. 
Quillian  taking  principal  parts. 

The  Tower  Cross  was  presented 
by  Mr.  E.  O.  Hunt  and  Mr.  Fred 
Fritz,  contractors.  The  cross  was 
dedicated  September  13,  1953. 

Many  people  now  refer  to  this 
church  as  being  “The  Church  of 
the  Radiant  Cross.” 

On  April  17,  1955,  the  three- 
manual  Schantz  organ  was  dedi¬ 
cated  by  Bishop  Branscomb,  as¬ 
sisted  by  Dr.  Hagler  and  the  Min¬ 
ister,  Dr.  Edward  J.  Rees. 

The  present  dedication  of  this 
Sanctuary  on  May  20,  1956,  under 
the  joyous  leadership  of  our  resi¬ 
dent  Bishop  John  W.  Branscomb, 
of  the  Jacksonville  area,  may  well 
open  the  portals  to  another  era 
of  spiritual  and  missionary  ex¬ 
pansion.  Friends  from  far  and 
near  have  contributed  of  their 
love,  devotion,  prayers  and  dedi¬ 
cation,  thus  making  dreams  of  the 
yesterday’s  come  true. 

Today  the  entire  plant  is  con¬ 
servatively  estimated  at  $300,000. 
Paul  planted,  Apollos  watered  and 
God  gave  the  increase.  Dr.  Perry 
James  dreamed,  with  others,  of  a 
stately  edifice  for  the  people’s  ser¬ 
vice  and  worship.  Dr.  Frank  Car¬ 
withen  led  these  people  in  hours 
of  construction,  erection  and 
equipment.  Dr.  Edward  J.  Rees 
led  the  congregation  in  the  liqui¬ 
dation  of  indebtedness  and  the 
amortization  program.  Dollar  by 
dollar,  deed  after  deed,  prayer 
and  prayers,  faith  on  faittq  love 
with  love  over  it  all  makes  this 
Dedication  Dream  become  a  radi¬ 
ant  reality  and  a  redemptive 
trust.  To  God  be  all  the  glory!

But 
nothing  must  be  allowed  to  weak¬ 
en  the  appeal  to  enter  the  pastor¬ 
al  ministry. 

Why?  For  two  reasons.  First, 
the  overwhelming  need  today  for 
an  increasing  number  of  men  to 
man  the  pulpits.  New  churches 
are  being  established.  This  must 
continue  on  an  increasing  scale. 
Other  churches  are  in  desperate 
need  of  one  or  more  additional 
ministers.  And,  according  to  re¬ 
ports  now  available,  we  are  far  be¬ 
hind  in  recruits  for  the  ministry. 
Secondly,  the  pastoral  ministry 
is  the  key  to  every  other  work  in 
the  Church.  If  the  charges  are 
improperly  manned  or  not  man¬ 
ned  at  all,  then  every  phase  of  the 
Church’s  work  suffers. 

So  while  it  must  be  far  from 
any  of  us  to  tell  young  people 
what  they  should  do  with  their 
lives,  it  is  our  sure  duty  to  see 
that  they  have  a  good  chance  to 
hear  the  call  of  God.  The  need 
for  volunteers  is  critical. 

The  second  great  need  of  the 
Church  follows  upon  the  first.  It 


is  the  tremendous  need  for  pro¬ 
viding  adequately  for  the  theolog¬ 
ical  training  of  these  men. 

Methodism  has-  not  really  a- 
wakened  to  this  responsibility.  A 
start  has  been  made.  But  no  more 
than  that.  Yet  the  Methodist 
Church  is  in  principle  absolutely 
committed  to  theological  educa¬ 
tion.  This  principle  must  now  be 
made  increasingly  practical  by  a 
full  measure  of  support  to  our 
theological  schools. 

For  example,  Emory  University 
is  owned  by  Southeastern  Juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
Its  School  of  Theology  belongs  to 
the  Jurisdiction.  Yet  astonishing¬ 
ly  little  has  been  done  to  under¬ 
gird  its  enterprising  and  expand¬ 
ing  program  of  training  Methodist 
ministers.  The  physical  plant  of 
the  School  of  Theology  of  Emory 
University  was  originally  design¬ 
ed  to  take  care  of  a  maximum  of 
150  students.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  around  400  or  more 
students.  By  the  most  careful

planning,  both  in  the  School  of 
Theology  and  in  the  general  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  University, 
these  men  are  being  given  a  good 
theological  education.  But  the 
need  for  financial  undergirding 
is  very  great. 

In  addition  to  more  ministers, 
the  Church  needs  the  best  trained 
ministers.  This  means  that  our 
men  must  be  spiritually  conse¬ 
crated,  academically  qualified, 
and  carefully  trained  to  work  in 
the  Methodist  system.  They  must 
not  only  know  the  Bible,  Christian 
History,  Theology,  and  the  Psy¬ 
chological  and  Social  Studies  of 
Christianity.  They  must  know  the 
Methodist  program  and  have  the 
feel  of  the  Methodist  system.  And 
of  course  this  will  equip  them  to 
lead  also  in  the  larger  "reaches  of 
Christianity  in  the  world  today.

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By  Methodist  Information 

The  1956  General  Conference  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  which  met 
from  April  25  through  May  7  in 
Minneapolis,  Minn.,  was  hailed  by 
many  observers  as  perhaps  the 
“most  progressive  and  forward 
looking”  assembly  since  Methodist 
union  in  1939. 

The  quadrennial  conference  — 
the  church’s  supreme  legislative 
and  policy  -  Making  body  —  was 
certainly  not  a  “do  nothing”  con¬ 
ference. 

The  766  lay  and  clerical  dele¬ 
gates  considered  4,986  memorials 
or  petitions  (a  record  number, 
more  than  doubling  the  previous 
high  of  1,680  in  1952)  filed  by  in¬ 
dividuals  and  groups;  acted  on 
270  reports  of  16  legislative  com¬ 
mittees  dealing  with  memorials 
and  resolutions;  set  budgets  and 
studied  the  work  of  the  church’s 
general  boards  and  agencies,  and 
elected  members  of  numerous  reg¬ 
ular  agencies,  councils  and  special 
commissions. 

The  traditional  Episcopal  Ad¬ 
dress  —  the  collective  voice  of  the 
church’s  75  bishops  —  was  read  on 
opening  night  by  Bishop  Fred 
Pierce  Corson  of  Philadelphia. 
The  18,000  -  word  message  review¬ 
ed  the  state  of  the  church  around 
the  world  and  sounded  a  call  for 
action  on  many  fronts. 

Highlights  of  principal  legisla¬ 
tive  action  were  as  follows: 

Race 

Perhaps  the  conference’s  most 
extensive  action  centered  on  the 
matter  of  racial  segregation  with¬ 
in  the  church.  In  brief,  the  con¬ 
ference  did  this: 

1.  Said  “there  must  be  no  place 
in  the  The  Methodist  Church  for 
discrimination  or  enforced  segre¬ 
gation,”  and  recommended  that 
such  practice  be  abolished  with 
“reasonable  speed.” 

2.  Adopted  a  constitutional  a- 
mendment,  which  next  will  be 
submitted  for  ratification  to  every 
Annual  Conference  in  the  United 

Florida  Southern 
Commencement  June  4 

Florida  Southern  College  will 
hold  its  71st  spring  commence¬ 
ment  on  Monday,  June  4,  in  the 
Annie  Pfeiffer  Chapel,  with  a  class 
of  194  seniors  scheduled  to  receive 
academic  degrees. 

The  commencement  address  will 
be  given  by  the  Rev.  Lex  King 
Souter,  pastor  of  the  Congrega¬ 
tional  Church,  Fall  River,  Mass., 
and  diplomas  will  be  awarded  the 
graduating  seniors  by  Dr.  Ludd 
M.  Spivey,  president  of  Florida 
Southern. 

Carolyn  Ann  Greer,  of  Lakeland 
will  be  the  top  honor  student  in 
the  June  class  of  1956.  She  will  re¬ 
ceive  her  bachelor  of  science  de- 
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States  and  overseas,  permitting 
gradual  dissolution  of  the  Central 
(Negro)  Jurisdiction.  If  ratified  by 
two-thirds  of  the  total  voting 
membership  of  all  the  Annual 
Conferences,  the  amendment 
would  provide  a  voluntary  proced¬ 
ure  whereby  Negro  members  could 
be  absorbed,  by  mutual  consent, 
at  the  local  church,  annual  con¬ 
ference  or  jurisdictional  level. 

3.  Created  a  70  -  member  com¬ 
mission  to  conduct  a  four-year 
study  of  racial  segregation  and 
the  church’s  jurisdictional  struc¬ 
ture,  the  group  to  report  its  find¬ 
ings  and  recommendations  to  the 
1960  General  Conference. 

Quadrennial  Program 

Authorized  a  four-year,  church¬ 
wide  program  to  strengthen  Me¬ 
thodist  educational  institutions 
and  local  churches,  including  $37,- 
000,000  to  be  raised  on  a  regional 
basis  in  behalf  of  the  116  Metho- 


gree  summa  cum  laude. 

Marion  Haymond  Cooke,  of  West 
Palm  Beach;  Barbara  Ann  Mock, 
of  Winter  Park;  and  Harris  E. 
Stevenson,  of  Homeland,  are 
scheduled  to  be  graduated  magna 
cum  laude.

The  educational  aspect  of 
the  emphasis  will  be  directed  by  a 
60  -  member  committee  elected  by 
the  conference. 

Allocated  $1,000,000  to  help  es¬ 
tablish  a  School  of  International 
Service  at  Methodism’s  American 
University,  Washington,  D.  C.,  to 
serve  as  a  Protestant  training 
center  for  students  in  government 
and  industrial  foreign  service. 

World  Service 

Approved  a  “World  Service” 
budget  of  $12,200,000  annually  for 
the  1956-60  quadrennium,  and  a 
general  administrative  fund  of  at 
least  $450,000. 

Voted  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
effective  bishops  from  $10,000  to 
$12,500  annually,  but  rejected  a 
move  to  limit  the  tenure  of  bish¬ 
ops  to  eight  years  in  an  episcopal 
area.

From  Talla¬ 
hassee  to  Key  West  and  from  Miami  to  Jackson¬ 
ville,  from  Gainesville  and  Ocala  to  Tampa,  St. 
Petersburg  and  Clearwater,  from  Lakeland  and 
Winter  Haven  to  Qrlando  and  Daytona  Beach,  in 
fact  east  and  west,  north  and  south,  the  hammers 
have  been  ringing  and  the  artisans  working,  and 
as  a  result  the  skyline  of  this  great  state  is  filled 
with  the  spires  of  new  churches  and  educational 
buildings,  while  the  avenues  are  lined  with  new 
parsonages  and  activities  buildings.  Let  us  re¬ 
joice  and  be  glad  over  this  magnificent  progress 


which  has  characterized  the  four  years  that  are 
ending  just  now. 

Approximately  300  new  edifices  of  one  kind  or 
another  have  been  constructed  during  this  period. 
It  would  be  difficult  to  measure  the  actual  value 
in  millions  of  dollars  of  these  buildings.  Their 
spiritual  value  is  immeasurable.

We 
are  grateful  to  the  District  Superintendents  and 
pastors  who  have  cooperated  to  gather  the  pic¬ 
tures  together  and  to  the  Editor  of  The  Florida 
Methodist  for  the  many  hours  he  has  spent  in 
putting  the  supplement  together. 


We  express  our  gratitude  to  Almighty  God 
for  His  guidance  and  to  all  of  the  faithful  and 
generous  people  who  have  provided  the  means 
with  which  to  accomplish  this  great  task.  And 
the  end  is  not  yet!  Architectural  plans,  financial

Fifteen  church  school  or  youth 
buildings,  nine  parsonages  and 
three  new  sanctuaries  have  been 
erected  in  the  Gainesville  Dis¬ 
trict  in  the  past  four  years.  In 
addition  to  these,  there  have 
been  four  major  repair  jobs  or 
church  buildings.  This  means 
that  twenty-five  of  the  forty- 
one  charges  now  in  the  Gaines¬ 
ville  District  have  been  engaged 
in  some  sort  of  building  pro¬ 
gram. 

Progress  has  been  made  in 
other  areas  and  gains  have  been 
registered  all  along  the  line. 
Thirty-three  of  the  charges  have 
increased  the  pastors’  salary, 
which  also  involves  increases 
in  connectional  and  benevolent 
giving. 

In  the  field  of  church  exten¬ 
sion,  one  new  church  has  been 
organized  and  another  will  be 
set  for  the  beginning  of  the  new 
conference  year.  We  are  only 
sorry  that  space  does  not  permit 
pictures  of  ail  the  work  done.

Storter,  Chairman  of  the  Official 
Board;  Don  Bain,  President  of 
the  Wesley  Foundation;  June 
Saine  and  the  Rev.  Don  Koko- 
moor,  former  students  at  the 
University;  and  the  District  Su¬ 
perintendent  joined  with  the 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Thaxton  Spring- 
field.  Mr.  J.  Francis  Cooper,  Vice 
President  of  the  Conference 
Board  of  Education,  represented 
that  body  in  the  ceremonies. 

Another  interesting  sidelight 
on  a  building  project  was  the 
fine  job  done  by  the  Rev.  T. 
Howren  Norton  and  the  people 
of  St.  James,  Palatka,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  fire  that  gutted 
their  new  educational  building.. 
This  brand  new  building,  built 
at  a  cost  of  more  than  $47,000, 
had  only  been  in  use  since  Eas¬ 
ter,  1955,  when,  on  Christmas 
Day  a  fire  broke  out  that  in¬ 
flicted  damages  in  the  amount 
of  some  $25,000.

The  past  four  years  <  1952-56  > 
have  been  characterized  in  the 
Jacksonville  District  by  great 
activity  in  the  field  of  new 
church  building  enterprises.  The 
growth  of  the  population  in  the 
greater  Jacksonville  area  has 
been  the  result  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  Southeastern  Headquar¬ 
ters  for  several  large  insurance 
companies,  who  have  brought 
thousands  of  employees. 

Since  June  of  1952,  new  con¬ 
gregations  have  been  organized 
at  Lakewood,  Glynlea,  Southside 
Estates,  Highlands,  Normandy 
Boulevard,  Wesconnett  and  Os¬ 
ceola  Forest.  The  Lakewood 
project  now  includes  a  beautiful 
sanctuary  and  a  Church  School 
building,  with  a  total  valuation 
of  approximately  $50,000.  The

first  unit  at  Glynlea  consisted 
of  an  all-purpose  unit,  and  re¬ 
cently  an  addition  has  been 
completed,  giving  more  adequate 
space  for  Church  School  classes. 
At  Southside  Estates,  a  new 
sanctuary  is  now  under  con¬ 
struction,  the  original  all-pur¬ 
pose  unit  having  become  totally 
inadequate.  At  Highlands,  Nor¬ 
mandy  Boulevard  and  Wescon¬ 
nett,  we  have  completed  educa¬ 
tional  units,  with  space  for  an 
assembly  of  100  persons  for  wor¬ 
ship.  Property  at  Osceola  Forest 
has  been  purchased  through  the 
Livingston  Board,  and  building- 
should  begin  within  the  next  few 
months.  The  congregation  at 
present  is  using  one  of  the  resi¬ 
dence  units  being  loaned  by  the 
developers.  Total  present  mem¬ 
bership  of  these  new  congrega¬ 
tions  will  approximate  1,500. 


The  District  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension,  under 
the  leadership  of  the  Hon.  C.  B. 
Peeler,  President,  and  the  Rev. 
A.  Fred  Turner,  together  with 
the  Livingston  Board,  has  been 
responsible  for  the  financing  of 
these  new  church  enterprises. 
Riverside  Park  Church  took  the 
leadership  and  assumed  much  of 
the  financial  responsibility  for 
the  Normandy  Boulevard  proj¬ 
ect,  with  help  from  Inman  Me¬ 
morial;  and  the  Murray  Hill 
Church  was  instrumental  in 
promoting  the  organization  and 
development  of  the  Wesconnett 
church.  Inman  Memorial  and 
Riverview  assisted  materially  in 
the  survey  work  done  and  the 
launching  of  the  work  at  Os¬ 
ceola  Forest.

Many  of  the  churches  rep¬ 
resented  have  other  improve¬ 
ments,  and  pictures  have  not 
been  received  of  some  of  the 
projects. 

In  addition  to  the  accomplish¬ 
ments  shown,  Alturas  has  se¬ 
cured  a  parsonage  and  installed 
stained  glass  windows  in  the 
church.  Coleman  and  Wildwood 
have  new  educational  buildings. 
A  parsonage  is  being  built  at 
Dundee.  Frostproof  has  secured 
a  new  site  and  will  begin  to 
build  a  new  plant  this  summer. 

Major  improvements  have  been 
made  to  the  church  in  Haines 
City.  Several  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars  have  been  spent  in  Kissim¬ 
mee  to  place  both  the  church 
and  the  parsonage  in  excellent 
condition.  Major  interior  im¬ 
provements  have  been  made  at 
College  Heights,  Lakeland,  and 
the  building  has  been  air-condi¬ 
tioned. 

A  new  educational  building 
is  being  constructed  at  Mulber¬ 
ry.  Wesley  Memorial,  Lakeland, 
has  been  air-conditioned,  a  new 
educational  building  has  been

erected  and  additional  property 
secured.  Major  improvements 
have  been  made  at  Lake  Alfred 
and  more  land  secured.  Zephyr- 
hills  has  made  extensive  im¬ 
provements  on  the  education¬ 
al  building.  Beymer  Memorial, 


Winter  Haven,  has  installed 
more  than  $12,000  worth  of 
stained  glass  windows  and  has 
purchased  adjoining  property  for 
expansion. 

Three  new  churches  have  been 
organized,  namely,  Methodist 
Temple,  Lakeland;  Asbury,  Bar¬ 
tow;  and  Trinity,  Winter  Haven. 

Methodist  Temple  has  a  well 
located  property  easily  worth 
$25,000.00.  The  first  unit  of  the 
church  plant  has  been  erected 
at  a  cost  of  $35,000.00.  It  has  a 
membership  of  around  130  mem¬ 
bers. 

Asbury  has  a  membership  of 
approximately  175  and  recently 
raised  approximately  $60,000.00 
in  cash  and  pledges  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  securing  about  four 
acres  of  land  and  the  erection  of 
the  first  unit  of  its  church  plant. 

Approximately  two  acres  of 
land  has  been  secured  mid-way 
between  Auburndale  and  Winter 
Haven.  A  new  church  was  or¬ 
ganized  in  a  Baptist  building  on 
February  19.  The  membership 
named  their  new  church  Trin¬ 
ity.  The  first  unit  of  their 
church  plant  is  now  in  process 
of  erection. 

The  District  Trustees  have 
placed  the  district  parsonage 
property  in  excellent  condition.

Some  sections  of 
six  and  eight  miles  with  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  twenty,  thirty,  and 
forty  thousand  and  no  Metho¬ 
dist  Church.  Unless  a  person  has 
surveyed  the  development  pro¬ 
gram  in  and  around  Miami  and 
in  Dade  County,  there  is  simpiy 
no  way  to  describe  the  influx  ox 
new  people  and  the  new  sub¬ 
divisions  with  thousands  of 
homes  to  be  found  in  every  sec¬ 
tion. 

Many  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  have  gone  into  the 
building  of  new  sanctuaries, 
educational  plants  and  parson¬ 
ages  during  the  last  four  years. 
In  all  probability  the  amount 
that  will  be  spent  in  the  next 
four  years  will  be  much  greater. 
Those  of  us  who  live  and  work 
on  the  “Gold  Coast  of  Florida” 
need  the  prayers  of  everyone  in 
order  that  we  may  somehow

measure  up  to  the  obligation 
that  rests  upon  us.  Indeed  this 
is  a  glorious  day  for  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  Methodism  in  this  area 
if  we  are  to  be  true  to  those  who 
have  gone  before  us  and  those 
who  shall  come  after  us.  What 


we  have  done  and  what  we  are 
doing  is  “only  a  drop  in  the 
bucket.” 

Because  of  limitations  of  space 
it  is  not  possible  for  us  to  pic¬ 
ture  here  all  of  the  new  build¬ 
ings  in  the  District.  For  example, 
there  are  lovely  new  parson¬ 
ages,  either  newly  erected  or 
purchased,  at  North  Hialeah, 
Davie,  Gpa  Locka,  Kendall, 
South  Miami,  Coral  Way,  Holly¬ 
wood  Temple,  and  West  Holly¬ 
wood.  All  of  these  are  fine,  com¬ 
fortable  parsonage  homes. 

There  are  at  least  two  Meth¬ 
odist  institutions  in  the  Miami 
District  that  should  be  men¬ 
tioned  in  this  issue.  The  Bis- 
cayne  Home  for  the  Aged  was 
not  founded  in  this  quadren- 
nium,  but  it  has  made  an  ex¬ 
cellent  growth.  Originally  the 
project  of  the  White  Temple 
Church,  it  has  now  been  made 
?,  matter  of  District-wide  inter¬ 
est  and  support  and  is  serving 
well  in  a  worthy  field. 

The  other  is  the  Wesley  Foun¬ 
dation  on  the  campus  of  the 
University  of  Miami.

Like  other  Districts  in  the 
Florida  Conference,  the  Orlando 
District,  serving  the  rapidly 
growing  Central  Florida  section, 
has  been  busily  engaged  in  new 
construction  on  most  of  the  pas¬ 
toral  charges  during  the  past 
four  years.

blessed  the  efforts  of  the  faith¬ 
ful  pastors  and  loyal  members 
during  these  four  years.  Every 


church  has  greatly  increased  in 
membership.  The  Church  School 
growth  has  continued  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  that  every  school  is  need¬ 
ing  more  room  and  we  are  grate¬ 
ful  to  the  District  Staff  of  Edu¬ 
cation  for  the  continuous  pro¬ 
gram  it  has  promoted. 

Emphasizing  stewardship  and 
organizing  new  Methodist  Men’s 
Clubs  have  brought  rewarding 
results  to  our  faithful  laymen 
and  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  has  an  organi¬ 
zation  in  every  charge,  thanks 
to  our  capable  leaders.  Our  Ad¬ 
vance  Missionary  Program  has 
been  well  supported  and  this 
year  every  church  has  partici¬ 
pated  with  increased  giving. 

Approximately  three  million 
($3,000,000)  have  been  expended 
on  church  buildings  and  prop¬ 
erty,  and  the  end  is  not  yet! 
Thirty-one  of  our  churches  are 
now  engaged  in  building  pro¬ 
grams. 

We  have  organized  five  (5) 
new  congregations. 

As  this  goes  to  press,  we  are 
engaged  in  the  Florida  Southern 
Campaign:  the  people  are  re¬ 


sponding  well  and  we  will  ex¬ 
ceed  our  goal. 

Our  Heavenly  Father  has  been 
gracious  to  us  and  with  His 
guidance  we  press  forward  to 
greater  achievements.

In  Sarasota  District,  under  the 
able  leadership  of  the  District 
Secretary  of  Missions,  E.  Pierce 
Hendry,  our  District  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension 
has  defined  its  goals  and  planned 
its  district  strategy.  A  vast  sum 
of  money  has  been  spent  during 
the  quadrennium  in  expanding 
existing  facilities  of  churches  so 
that  they  may  meet  growing  de¬ 
mands  upon  them.  New  educa¬ 
tional  buildings,  fellowship  halls, 
parsonages  and  sanctuaries  have 
been  erected.  Our  next  goal  is 
to  catch  up:  to  meet  the  demand 
already  upon  us  for  new  church¬ 
es  in  new  communities.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  an  apportionment  on  ex¬ 
isting  churches  for  church  ex¬ 
tension  funds,  a  campaign  was 
staged  to  enlist  a  large  number 
of  sponsors  of  new  churches  who 
would  contribute  as  individuals 
an  indicated  number  of  ten  dol¬ 
lar  units  each  time  a  call  was 
issued  to  start  a  new  baby 
church. 

Our  ultimate  goal  is  to  plan 
for  future  growth  before  it  takes 
place.  To  avoid  the  emergency 
pattern  of  our  present  over¬ 
whelming  population  influx,  we 
must  plan  ahead  of  population 
growth  by  purchasing  property

for  future  church  use  in  project¬ 
ed  growth  areas.  Prices  are  so 
much  more  favorable  before  de¬ 
velopment.  They  advance  sev¬ 
eral  hundred  per  cent  after  de¬ 
velopment.  This  is  our  ideal,  but 


we  are  still  in  the  catch  up 
phase,  desperately  trying  to 
meet  the  demands  upon  us.  We 
are  trying  to  avoid  the  easy  mis¬ 
take  so  repetitiously  made  of 
spreading  the  help  so  thin  in  an 
effort  to  help  everywhere  that 
we  give  no  substantial  help  any¬ 
where.  We  are  aware  that  the 
first  church  in  any  new  com¬ 
munity  of  whatever  denomina¬ 
tion  has  an  estimated  20%  ad¬ 
vantage  over  the  next  denomi¬ 
nation  to  arrive! 

Our  fellowship  is  an  effort  not 
to  ask  the  few  to  contribute  so 
much,  but  to  ask  the  many  to 
contribute  a  little.  As  donors 
watch  these  “baby”  churches 
reach  skyward  brick  by  brick, 
their  church  schools  grow  child 
by  child,  their  family  life  ex¬ 
alted  household  by  household, 
they  can  say  with  pride,  “I  have 
helped  build  this.”  Such  is  our 
fellowship  of  Sponsors  of  New 
Churches. 

In  addition  to  the  buildings 
pictured,  Trinity,  Bradenton, 
and  Immokalee,  have  new  par¬ 
sonages  while  Englewood,  Boni¬ 
ta  Springs  and  Naples  have  new 
educational  units.

A  special  word  of  gratitude  is 
expressed  for  the  encouragement 
and  financial  assistance  given 
some  of  these  projects  by  our 
Conference  Board  of  Missions 
through  the  Church  Extension 
section.  Without  this  encourage¬ 
ment  and  help,  many  of  these 
buildings  would  not  have  been 
built.  The  amount  of  money  was 
not  big  but  the  feeling  that  the 
Church  at  large  was  concerned 
about  them  gave  these  smaller 
groups  the  muchly-needed  lift

that  was  essential. 

Space  does  not  permit  putting 
the  picture  of  every  building 
project  in  the  Tallahassee  Dis¬ 
trict.  We  were  asked  to  limit  the 
the  number  of  pictures  to  one 


for  each  charge  where  there  was 
a  building  program.  Some  of  the 
circuits  put  up  as  many  as  three 
major  buildings  in  as  many  dif¬ 
ferent  communities,  and  it  is 
with  sincere  regret  that  pictures 
of  each  building  could  not  be 
used  in  this  issue. 

I  note  with  pride  that  the  rec¬ 
ord  shows  a  minimum  amount 
of  indebtedness  remaining  on 
the  buildings. 

It  is  with  even  greater  pride 
that  I  note  in  the  records  that 
while  all  of  this  building  pro¬ 
gram  has  been  going  on  that 
the  District  has  over-paid  all  of 
its  World  Service  and  other  Con¬ 
ference  apportionments  and  at 
the  same  time  set  something  of 
a  record  for  itself  in  the  field 
of  giving  to  Advance  Specials, 
World,  National,  M.C.O.R.,  and 
District  Church  Extension.  We 
were  more  than  pleased  with  the 
interest  shown  in  our  own  Flor¬ 
ida  Southern  College  by  over¬ 
subscribing  the  goal  set  for  the 
Florida  Southern  College  En¬ 
dowment  Fund. 

My  greatest  pride  comes  when 
I  note,  in  the  record,  that  there 
is  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
number  of  souls  saved  and  added 
to  the  Kingdom  through  the 
Methodist  Churches.

And  with  few  exceptions  a 
New  Day  has  dawned  in  the 
churches  of  the  district  and 


herculean  strides,  really  fantas¬ 
tic,  are  being  made  by  these 
churches  in  the  developing  of 
their  programs  and  property  to 
more  adequately  care  for  the  in¬ 
creasing  numbers  of  people  at¬ 
tracted  by  our  Methodism.  The 
evidence:  across  the  last  four 
years  some  $1,100,000.00  has  been 
expended  by  these  churches  for

Added  two  new  episcopal  areas 
to  the  church’s  overseas  structure, 
one  in  Africa  and  the  other  in 
Pakistan,  which  will  increase  the 
number  of  overseas  bishops  from 
15  to  17. 


Reaffirmed  the  church’s  Social 
Creed  with  only  minor  changes  in 
text. 

Endorsed  “planned  parenthood,” 
stating  that  if  “practiced  i  n 
Christian  conscience,  (it)  may  ful¬ 
fill  rather  than  violate  the  will  of 
God.”  This  is  believed  to  be  the 
first  major  Protestant  pronounce¬ 
ment  on  the  subject. 

Publications 

Accepted  a  plan  of  the  Board  of 
Publication  to  replace  the  130- 
year-old  weekly  Christian  Advo¬ 
cate  and  The  Pastor  with  two 
new  monthlies —  Together,  a  fam¬ 
ily  magazine,  and  the  New  Christ¬ 
ian  Advocate,  a  digest  -  size 
journal  for  pastors  and  church  of¬ 
ficials.  An  immediate  goal  of  one 
million  subscribers  was  set  for  To¬ 
gether,  the  circulation  campaign 


to  feature  an  “every  family”  plan 
for  local  churches. 

Authorized  a  general  program 
journal  for  ministers  to  replace 
certain  “promotional”  publications 
of  boards  and  agencies.  The  new 
journal  will  be  issued  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  of  Promotion  and  Culti¬ 
vation. 


Elections 

During  the  conference  the  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Bishops  installed  its  new 
president,  Bishop  W.  Earl  Ledden, 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  and  announced 
the  election  of  Bishop  W.  Angie 
Smith,  Oklahoma  City,  as  presi¬ 
dent  -  designate  and  Bishop  Roy 
H.  Short,  Nashville,  as  secretary  to 
succeed  Bishop  G.  Bromley  Oxnam 
of  Washington,  who  had  held  the 
secretaryship  for  17  years. 

The  conference  elected  five  new 
members  to  the  Judicial  Council, 
re-elected  two  members  and  nam¬ 
ed  nine  alternates  to  fill  vacan¬ 
cies  on  the  church’s  “supreme 
court.”  In  turn,  the  council  elect¬ 
ed  as  its  president  the  Hon.  J. 
Ernest  Wilkins  of  Washington,  D. 
C.,  to  succeed  the  retiring  presi¬ 
dent,  Judge  Marvin  A.  Childers  of 
San  Antonio,  Tex.  Other  officers 
are  Dr.  Clarence  M.  Dannelly,  of 
Montgomery,  Ala.,  educator,  vice 
president,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ralph 
M.  Houston  of  Hempstead,  Long 
Island,  N.  Y.,  secretary. 

Elected  secretary  of  the  General 
Conference,  effective  in  January, 
was  the  Rev.  Leon  T,  Moore,  of 
Wayne,  Pa.  He  will  succeed  the 
Rev.  Lud  H.  Estes,  Memphis,  Tenn. 
who  has  held  the  post  since  1940. 

The  12-member  Commission  on 
Entertainment,  elected  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  1960  Gener¬ 
al  Conference,  will  be  headed  by 
these  officers:  the  Rev.  William

Without  knowing  anything  of 
the  place  to  which  he  was  going, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Worthington  an¬ 
swered  the  missionary  call  in  1902. 
He  spent  four  years  at  Penang, 
and  then  was  sent  to  the  west 
coast  of  Borneo.  Mission  funds 
were  inadequate,  and  he  main¬ 
tained  himself  and  his  work  by 
teaching  English  to  Chinese  boys. 

During  his  first  term  of  seven 
years,  he  founded  a  number  of 
churches  in  West  Borneo,  then  re¬ 
turned  to  the  United  States  for  a 
furlough  of  less  than  a  year. 

Back  in  the  field,  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  principal  of  the  English 
department  of  a  Chinese  school  in 
Java  which  was  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Chinese  Educational 
Society. 

In  Jakarta,  Batavia,  the  mis¬ 
sionary  organized  a  church  whose 
original  membership  consisted  of 
but  one  family.  Today  the  church 
is  active  and  has  more  than  600 
members. 

Headed  Opium  Fight 

During  that  first  term,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Worthington  was  asked  to  be 
the  first  president  of  the  Anti- 
Opium  Society,  an  organization 
which  continued  its  work  for 
many  years. 

In  1917,  he  was  married  to  Miss 
Pauline  Stefanski,  a  missionary  he 
had  met  10  years  earlier.  Their 
honeymoon  was  a  trip  half-way 
around  the  world  on  their  second 
furlough.  After  a  year  in  the 
states,  they  returned  to  Java  to 
take  charge  of  the  Methodist 
boarding  school  for  boys.

The  Rev.  Charles  M.  Worthington  Passes 


Jacksonville  lost  one  of  her 
most  colorful  church  figures  in 
the  passing  of  the  Rev.  Charles 
Myron  Worthington,  80,  retired 
missionary,  on  Sunday,  April  29. 
The  following  story  is  from  the 
Jacksonville  Times-Union : 

Born  at  Tiskilwa,  Ill.,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Worthington  spent  his  boy¬ 
hood  on  a  farm,  and  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  high  school  and  college 
in  Illinois.  During  his  senior  year 
in  college,  the  institution  was  vis¬ 
ited  by  Bishop  William  F.  Oldham, 
who  asked  for  a  volunteer  as  a 
missionary  to  Malaya. 

Answered  Call  in  1902 


After  one  year,  the  couple  went 
back  to  West  Borneo,  where  they 
established  the  first  Christian 
church  for  the  Dyak  headhunters. 
Eighty-five  people  were  baptized 
as  charter  members,  and  today 
several  grandsons  of  those  85  are 
pastors  of  churches. 

In  1927,  he  was  transferred  to 
Sumatra  as  supervisor  of  churches 
with  native  pastors.  He  and  Mrs. 
Worthington  began  the  long  trip 
home  in  1930,  stopping  to  speak 
in  Methodist  churches  of  Hawaii 
in  Japanese,  Korean  and  English. 

Retired  in  1934,  he  continued  to 
serve  churches  as  supply  pastor,

If  the  congregation  approves 
the  plan,  it  is  likely  that  the 
church  will  have  a  financial  cam¬ 
paign  in  the  fall.  The  estimated 
cost  of  all  these  improvements  is 
$165,000.

Each  member  will  come  to 
church  with  broom  and  dust  mop 
to  keep  building  clean. 

Those  who  wish  to  use  water 
will  bring  their  own  bottles. 

Each  will  provide  his  own  hymn 
book  and  music  in  the  choir. 

Each  member  will  bring  ma¬ 
terial  and  tools  for  remodeling 
and  repair  of  the  building. 

Each  member  will  spend  some 
time  working  in  the  church  office. 

Each  member  will  take  his  turn 
preaching,  leading  the  services, 
conducting  funerals,  performing 
marriages  and  such  other  duties. 

Each  one  must  agree  to  spend 
at  least  one  year  as  missionary  at 
his  own  expense. 

If  the  membership  doesn’t  wish 
it  that  way  then  10  per  cent  of 
all  income  should  go  to  the 
church.

Bowling  Green  Gets  New  Parsonage 


Shortly  after  the  1955  Annual 
Conference  the  Official  Board  of 
the  Bowling  Green  Methodist

The  word  “comprehend” 
comes  from  a  Latin  verb  which 
means  to  seize  or  grasp.  The 
primary  reference  of  the  Latin 
comprehendere  was  to  the  phy- 
sical  laying  hold  of  something; 
but  it  readily  acquired  a  sec¬ 
ondary  meaning,  and  was  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  intellectual  grasp 
or  understanding  of  a  matter 
In  the  sixteenth  century  the 
English  word  “comprehend” 
was  employed  in  both  the  phy¬ 
sical  and  the  intellectual  sens¬ 
es,  as  was  also  the  related  word 
“apprehend.”  Today  the  physi¬ 
cal  sense  of  “comprehend”  is 
obsolete,  while  “apprehend”  re¬ 
tains  both  senses. 

For  this  reason  the  transla¬ 
tion  of  John  1.5  in  the  King 
James  Version  has  now  become 
misleading:  “The  light  shineth 
in  darkness;  and  the  darkness 
comprehended  it  not.”  That 
seems  to  the  reader  of  today  to 
be  a  statement  concerning  the 
stupidity  of  those  who  were  in 
the  dark,  and  their  lack  of  un¬ 
derstanding.  The  translation  by 
the  American  Standard  Version 
is  better  —  “the  darkness  ap¬ 
prehended  it  not”  —  but  it  is 
still  open  to  the  same  misun¬ 
derstanding. 

The  best  translation  is  that 
which  was  given  in  the  margin¬ 


al  note  of  the  American  Stand¬ 
ard  Version,  and  has  now  been 
adopted  by  the  Revised  Stand¬ 
ard  Version:  “the  darkness  has 
not  overcome  it.”  The  opening 
sentences  of  John’s  Gospel  con¬ 
cerning  the  Word  in  whom  is 
life  and  who  is  the  light  of  men 
do  not  close  with  the  anti- 
climactic  idea  that  it  is  all  very 
puzzling,  but  with  the  trium¬ 
phant  assertion  that  the  light 
dispels  the  darkness,  and  that 
the  darkness  can  not  overcome 
the  light.  Here  is  the  present 
rendering  of  the  first  five  vers¬ 
es  of  the  Gospel  of  John: 

“In  the  beginning  was  the 
Word,  and  the  Word  was  with 
God,  and  the  Word  was  God. 
He  was  in  the  beginning  with 
God;  all  things  were  made 
through  Him,  and  without  Him 
was  not  anything  made  that 
was  made.  In  Him  was  life,  and 
the  life  was  the  light  of  men. 
The  light  shines  in  the  dark¬ 
ness,  and  the  darkness  has  not 
overcome  it.” 

Other  modern  translations 
have  “did  not  master  it”  (Mof- 
fatt) ;  “has  never  nut  it  out” 
(Goodspeed,  Phillips);  “has 
never  overpowered  it”  (Wey¬ 
mouth,  Twentieth  Century, Wil¬ 
liams)  ;  “overcame  it  not”  (Tor- 
rey) ;  “did  not  conquer  it” 
(Rieu).

No  one  knows  better  than  this 
qditor  that  this  supplement  is 
faulty  and  incomplete.  The  first 
thought  was  that  we  would  pub¬ 
lish  a  picture  of  every  new  build¬ 
ing  erected  during  the  quadren¬ 
nium.  Our  space  was  limited, 
however,  and  it  soon  became  evi¬ 
dent  that  this  would  be  impossible.

Therefore,  a  job  of  editing 
and  condensing  had  to  be  done. 
The  District  Superintendents  co¬ 
operated  splendidly  and  we  bring 
you  the  result.  We  did  not  have 
pictures  we  could  use  of  some  of 
the  buildings.  Others  came  in  af¬ 
ter  the  deadline.  Some  charges 
had  several  buildings  and  we  have 
tried  to  show  only  one  from  each 
church,  although  we  have  not  al¬ 
ways  done  so. 


In  other  words,  it  has  been  a 
glorious  period  of  Kingdom  build¬ 
ing  and  Church  Extension  and 
that  is  the  idea  we  have  wanted 
to  get  across.  It  comes  as  a  trib¬ 
ute  to  our  Bishop,  his  cabinet, 
and  every  preacher  and  layman 
who  has  had  a  part  in  the  work 
and  we  all  join  in  praising  our 
Father  God  for  every  gain  we 
have  made.  It  is  our  prayer  that 
this  lot  of  pictures  will  encourage 
our  hearts  and  inspire  us  to  even 
greater  endeavor  in  the  new 
quadrennium. 

Candler  School  of  Theology 
Offers  Scholarships 

As  part  of  an  attempt  to  ease 
what  has  been  described  as  a 
“critical”  shortage  of  trained 
ministers  in  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction,  Emory  University’s 
Candler  School  of  Theology  will 
next  fall  offer  thirty  full  tuition 
scholarships  to  June  graduates  of 
Methodist  senior  colleges  in  the 
region. 

In  announcing  the  scholarship 
program,  Dr.  W.  R.  Cannon,  dean, 
said,  “This  is  part  of  our  policy 
to  increase  scholarship  aid  as 
rapidly  and  by  as  much  as  pos¬ 
sible.  In  so  doing  we  hope  to  an¬ 
swer  our  Church’s  and  region’s 
need  for  more  and  better  trained 
ministers.” 

Colleges  that  wish  to  partici¬ 
pate  have  been  invited  to  submit 
three  nominations  each  or  pre- 
ministerial  students  whom  they 
think  will  qualify.  Selections  of 
scholarship  holders  will  be  made 
by  the  Scholarship  Committee  at 
Emory,  on  the  basis  of  scholar¬ 
ship,  general  aptitude  for  the 
ministry,  and  promise  of  future 
usefulness. 

Dean  Cannon  said  that  some 
special  scholarships  will  also  be 
awarded  in  the  fall  of  1956  to 
students  selected  to  sing  in  the 
theology  chapel  choir.  These  will 
be  auditioned  by  Dr.  Malcolm  H. 
Dewey,  director  of  the  Emory  Glee 
Club. 

Those  who  wish  to  be  consid¬ 
ered  for  a  ministerial  training 
scholarship  should  contact  offi¬ 
cials  of  their  respective  colleges 
immediately.

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HINTS  FOR  USING  BOOKS  IN  THE  SCHOOL  OF 
THEOLOGY  LIBRARY 


To  use  a  library  wisely,  one 
must  go  about  searching  for 
material  and  information  in  a 
systematic  manner.  When  select¬ 
ing  books  the  reader  should  be 
guided  by  certain  tools  and  aids. 

The  card  catalogue  is  much

more  than  a  finding  index  under 
author,  subject,  and  title.  It  tells, 
for  instance,  where  and  when  a 
book  is  published.  Many  waste 
time  loking  for  or  sending  for  an 
1898  book  when  they  need  1956 
information.  A  glance  through 
the  card  in  the  catalogue  would 
have  been  a  time  saver.  When  it 
is  important  to  have  geographic 
information  the  card  in  the  cata¬ 
logue  mentions  the  fact  that  the 
book  contains  maps.  If  costume 
or  other  illustrations  are  needed, 
the  catalogue  card  mentions  that 
fact.  To  read  through  the  card 
in  the  catalogue  saves  valuable 
time  and  is  the  beginning  of  wise 
use  of  the  library. 

Much  current  material  is  found 
only  in  periodical  literature.  All 
librarians  wish  that  more  theo¬ 
logical  journals  might  be  included 
in  the  periodical  indexes.  How¬ 
ever,  the  READERS’  GUIDE  TO 
PERIODICAL  LITERATURE,  IN¬ 
TERNATIONAL  INDEX  TO  PER¬ 
IODICALS,  EDUCATIONAL  IN¬ 
DEX  and  the  American  Theolog¬ 
ical  Association’s  INDEX  TO 
RELIGIOUS  PERIODICAL  LIT¬ 
ERATURE  all  index  and  are  clues 
to  the  wealth  of  material  con¬ 
tained  in  the  important  theolog¬ 
ical  periodicals. 

For  concise  background  know¬ 
ledge,  encyclopedic  articles  are 


invaluable  and  the  bibliographies 
at  the  end  of  such  articles  are 
a  lead  to  wider  and  more  detailed 
information  on  a  given  subject. 

The  combination  of  a  good  con¬ 
cordance  for  Biblical  references, 
the  Bible  for  the  material  itself 
and  several  outstanding  commen¬ 
taries  for  exegesis  are  the  basis 
for  much  a  theologian  needs.  Add 
to  this  the  works  of  the  great 
philosophers,  doctrinal  discourses, 
biography  and  history  as  well  as 
literary  classics.  Much  help  can 
be  gleaned  from  reading  the 
sermons  of  great  pulpit  masters, 
not  to  pass  them  on  verbatim  but 
to  become  aware  of  sermon  con¬ 
struction,  language,  style  and  the 
strategic  use  of  homiletical  illus¬ 
trations. 

Wise  use  of  a  library,  also  is 
is  based  in  discrimination  in 
choice  of  books.  A  reader  might 
follow  the  thinking  of  a  librarian 
when  selecting  a  book.  Is  the 
author’s  background  such  that  he 
is  qualified  to  write  on  a  given 
subject.  Is  the  book  published  by 
an  outstanding  publisher  noted

for  reliable  policy  in  the  choice 
of  publications.  Does  the  book 
have  illustrations,  maps,  dia¬ 
grams  as  needed.  Is  the  material 
contained  authenticated  and  doc¬ 
umented  in  footnotes  and  biblio¬ 
graphies.  Much  of  this  informa¬ 
tion  is  given  to  the  reader  on  the 
card  in  the  catalogue. 

Wise  use  of  the  library  means 
good  habits  in  the  mechanics  of 
reading.  Some  books  are  light 
and  easy  reading  and  the  meat  of 
a  page  can  be  taken  in  almost  at 
a  glance.  Other  books  must  be 
absorbed  in  much  greater  detail. 
A  reader  should  learn  to  skim 
when  that  will  suffice  or  when  to 
read  every  word  for  detailed,  in¬ 
volved  or  abstract  information 
or  to  fully  appreciate  the  langu¬ 
age  and  literary  style  of  a  book. 
Sometimes  a  librarian  can  assign 
the  classification  numbers  and 
subject  headings  to  a  book  from 
glancing  at  the  table  of  contents 
and  preface  and  again  it  is  nec¬ 
essary  to  practically  read  a  book 
and  even  check  the  Biblical  ref¬ 
erences  to  accurately  catalogue 
it.  Good  reading  habits  for  anyone 
have  much  the  same  bases  as 
those  making  up  the  thinking  of 
a  librarian.

The  Forest  Hills  Methodist 
Church,  Tampa,  was  officially  or¬ 
ganized  on  Sunday,  January  8, 
1956.

I  am  poised  for  flight  as  I  take  a  moment 
out  to  write  you  greetings  in  the  Amen  Corner.

The  progress  made  in  the  con¬ 
ference  during  the  quadren- 
nium  has  been  remarkable. 
Aided  by  the  wonderful  re¬

The  total  for  the  quadrennium  was  656,737.  And 
all  of  this  was  second  mile  giving.  Coupled  to 
that  we  find  the  National  Advance,  M  C  O  R, 
Church  Extention,  Conference  Specials,  and  Bis¬ 
hop’s  Appeal  for  Korea,  and  the  grand  total  was 
1,  388,991.  Amen  and  Amen.  In  per  capita  giving 
on  The  Advance  the  Florida  Conference  is  way 
out  in  front  of  the  whole  Church.  Actual  amounts 


given  places  the  Florida  Conference  in  second 
place  for  the  quadrennium. 

Soon  the  Commission  on  Cultivation  and 
Promotion  will  be  meeting  in  Orlando  to  organ¬ 
ize  for  the  new  quadrennium  and  the  Advance 
will  continue.  Our  record  for  the  past  four  years 
is  so  splendid  that  it  might  seem  almost  im¬ 
possible  to  equal  that  record  again.

In  a  few  days  we  will  be  gathering  at  Lake 
Junaluska  for  the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 
Our  delegates  will  be  on  hand  to  represent  the 
conference,  but  we  hope  that  there  will  be  scores 
of  our  pastors  and  laymen  on  the  Lake  grounds 
to  keep  in  touch  with  the  life  of  our  great  juris¬ 
diction.  Two  new  bishops  will  be  elected  with 
the  retirement  of  Bishop  Clare  Purcell  and 
Bishop  Costen  J.  Harrell.  As  these  two  great 
leaders  come  to  the  close  of  their  great  careers, 
there  will  be  others  on  the  horizon  who  will  take 
their  places  and  bring  devoted  and  consecrated 
leadership  to  the  Church. 

And  now,  Beloved,  let  me  say  a  million 
thanks  to  the  whole  Florida  Conference  for  a 
great  quadrennium.  You  have  treated  me  with 
such  tenderness  and  kindness  and  the  four  years 
have  gone  down  in  my  books  as  the  happiest  of 
my  life.  There’s  no  conference  in  the  Church 
with  a  greater  spirit  and  I  am  grateful  to  God 
for  the  joy  that  has  been  mine  in  working  with 
the  finest  preachers  and  laymen  in  America.

On  A  Wide  Circuit  .  .  .  By  W.  W.  REID 

Democracy  and  the  General  Conference 


There  are  certain  “prices”  that 
one  must  pay  in  order  to  achieve 
even  a  relative  degree  of  democra¬ 
cy  in  a  so  -  called  deliberative  as¬ 
sembly.  One  of  these  is  time:  the 
true  democratic  process  —  letting 
each  have  his  say  and  letting 
each  make  his  contribution  to  the 
result  —  is  time  -  consuming; 
the  movements  of  a  dictatorship 
are  much  faster.  Another  is  pa¬ 
tience  and  tolerance:  hearing  the 
other  fellow  out;  assessing  his 
suggestion  in  the  light  of  one’s 
own  experience.  And  a  third 
“price  of  true  democracy  is  a 
“freedom  from  points  of  order” 
that  hamper,  or  curtail,  or  hurry 
one  who  may  have  something  of 
value  to  offer  the  assembly. 

Now  I  share  with  quite  a  num¬ 
ber  of  observers  conviction  that 
the  recent  General  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Church  was  ser¬ 
iously  —  even  dangerously  — lack¬ 
ing  in  all  these  necessary  attri¬ 
butes  of  a  genuinely  deliberative 
assembly.  It  seemed  unwilling  to 
pay  the  higher  cost  in  time,  in  pa¬ 
tience,  and  in  listening  with  an 
open  mind.  Perhaps  this  is  no  pe¬ 
culiar  criticism  of  the  1956  Gen¬ 
eral  Conference:  it  has  probably 
been  true  of  earlier  conferences — 
with  hundreds  of  men  trained  and 
ready  to  speak,  with  delegates 
eager  to  get  home,  and  with  too- 
many  things  to  consider  in  too- 
few  harried  hours.  Nor  am  I  par¬ 
ticularly  complaining  about  most 
of  the  actions  of  the  Conference: 
I  am  merely  trying  to  assess  and 
to  preserve  the  democratic  pro¬ 
cess.  There  are  some  delegates  at 
home  right  now  trying  to  explain 
just  what  was  meant  by  some  of 
the  actions  they  voted. 

We  are  told  that  the  real  work 
of  the  General  Conference  was 
done  in  the  ten  legislative  com¬ 
mittees  and  that  each  delegate 
was  a  member  of  one.  That  is 
true.  But  it  also  means  that  a 


committee  report  came  from  10% 
or  less  of  the  Conference,  and  that 
some  committees  had  a  prepond¬ 
erance  of  members  who  selected 
to  serve  on  that  particular  com¬ 
mittee  because  of  already-arrived- 
at  conclusions  for  or  against  its 
major  considerations.  That  is  un¬ 
derstandable,  legal,  and  probably 
desirable.  But  it  indicates  why 
there  should  be  ample  provision 
for  time  and  opportunity  for  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  topic  on  the  main 
floor  of  the  Conference.  For  if 
discussion  time  is  limited,  or  men 
must  compete  for  the  chair’s  at¬ 
tention,  or  a  “point  of  order”  or  a 
“previous  question”  motion  inter¬ 
rupts  or  terminates  debate,  then 
the  90%  may  be  disenfranchised 

and  their  views  unheard . 

Indeed,  I  am  one  who  feels  that 
there  were  several  important  de¬ 
cisions  made  that  would  have 
probably  been  decided  differently 
had  there  been  ample  time  for 
free  discussion.  The  pity  is  that 
the  Church  will  have  to  live  with 
these  hasty  decisions  for  four 
years. 

It  must  be  recognized,  too,  that 
some  important  reports  came 
from  groups  other  than  the  ten 
committees,  had  not  had  commit¬ 
tee  consideration,  and  that  par¬ 
liamentary  motions  prevented 
wide  discussion  of  them.  (Fifty 
percent  of  the  delegates  were  such 
for  the  first  time,  and  many  were 
unfamilar  with  the  involved  par¬ 
liamentary  procedurees.)  Indeed 
I  am  willing  to  contend  that  the 
motion  for  “the  previous  question” 
is  often  undemocratic  and  dis¬ 
courteous  to  the  house;  especially 
when  made  following  a  humorous 
address  which  favors  the  mover’s 
point  of  view.  I  regret  too,  that 
there  are  differences  in  presiding 
officers,  and  one’s  ruling  on  pro¬ 
cedures  may  unwittingly  help  de¬ 
termine  a  vote;  and  I  am  sure 
that  consideration  of  200  reports 


in  one  long  half-day  is  not  time 
enough  for  adequate  discussion. 

I  would  suggest  four  ideas  for 
the  consideration  of  makers  rules 
for  future  General  Conferences: 

( 1 )  that  adequate  time  be  given 
for  calm  consideration  by  the  to¬ 
tal  body  of  actions  which  are  to 
affect  the  Church’s  life  for  four 
years;  (2)  that  on  every  question, 
the  delegation  from  each  annual 
conference  be  permitted  to  have 
one  of  its  members  present  its 
point  of  view  if  it  so  desires  (as 
done  in  UN  debates) ;  it  will  take 
time,  but  you  can’t  achieve  demo¬ 
cracy  without  it  —  nor  through  a 
parliamentary  struggle;  (3)  the 
motion  for  “the  previous  ques¬ 
tion”  should  be  done  away  with 
or  sharply  modified  and  many 
other  rules  and  procedures  sim¬ 
plified;  (4)  there  should  be  a 
trained  parliamentarian  (a  secre¬ 
tary)  beside  the  presiding  officer, 
keeping  him  informed  of  ‘the  par¬ 
liamentary  situation.” 

While  working  for  world  demo¬ 
cracy,  let’s  preserve  it  in  the 
Church.

While  Dr.  Walt  Holcomb  is 
known  as  Evangelist  of  “One-Day 
Missions”,  he  made  an  exception 
of  The  City  Road  Chapel  Metho¬ 
dist  Church,  adjoining  Nashville, 
and  held  6  One-Day  Missions  for 
the  pastor,  Rev.  D.  B.  Sargent, 
other  pastors  cooperating.

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Paul  As  A  Modern  Church  Statesman 


It  is  always  difficult  when  one 
is  asked  to  talk  about  how  a  per¬ 
son  living  in  another  age  and  cul¬ 
ture  would  act  if  living  in  ours. 
Yet  there  are  common  interests 
and  problems  in  various  ages,  and 
the  way  Paul  met  those  of  his  day 
can  provide  indications  as  to  how 
he  would  meet  similar  ones  today. 
This  is  most  obvious  with  regard 
to  the  basic  problem  of  man’s  re¬ 
lation  to  God.  It  is  precisely  be¬ 
cause  this  problem  has  not  chang¬ 
ed,  that  the  Bible  can  be  the  word 
of  God  for  us  today.  But  it  is  also 
true  of  other  problems,  such  as 
those  of  the  church  statesman. 
Fortunately  Paul  was  a  church 
statesman  in  his  day,  and  has  left 
indications  of  how  he  approached 
the  church’s  problem  as  a  respon¬ 
sible  leader.  Therefore  we  are  not 
left  with  mere  conjectures  and 
speculations  when  we  ask  how  he 
would  act  as  a  modern  church 
statesman. 

1.  Most  church  statesman  have 
strong  personal  views,  for  other¬ 
wise  they  would  not  have  come 
into  places  of  leadership.  Paul  was 
here  no  exception.  And  yet  he  had 
the  remarkable  gift  of  distin¬ 
guishing  between  the  cause  and 
his  own  personal  opinions  or  pref¬ 
erences.  When  his  church  at  Cor¬ 
inth  is  torn  by  factions,  some  ap¬ 
pealing  to  Paul,  others  to  Apollos, 
others  to  Peter,  and  others  to 
Christ,  Paul  has  enough  states¬ 
man-like  objectivity  to  call  all  of 
them  equally  to  repentance:  “Is 
Christ  divided?  Was  Paul  crucifi¬ 
ed  for  you?  Or  were  you  baptized 
in  the  name  of  Paul?”  (1  Cor.  1,- 
13)  On  another  occasion  Paul’s 
opponents  within  the  church  ex¬ 
ploit  the  fact  that  he  is  in  jail,  to 
press  their  non-Pauline  type  of 
Evangelism.  Paul  can  ignore  the 
personal  aspect,  and  say:  “What 
then?  Only  that  in  every  way, 
whether  in  pretense  or  in  truth, 
Christ  is  proclaimed:  and  in  that 
I  rejoice.”  (Phil.  1:18) 

Paul  was  adaptable,  much  more 
so  than  are  the  Paulinists,  so  that 
he  must  exhort  them  to  imitate 
him  on  this  point  too:  “Give  no 
offense  to  Jews  or  to  Greeks  or  to 
the  church  of  God,  just  as  I  try 
to  please  all  men  in  everything  I 
do,  not  seeking  my  own  advan¬ 
tage,  but  that  of  many,  that  they 
may  be  saved.”  (I  Cor.  10 :32f.) 
For  the  Jews  he  becomes  as  a  Jew, 
for  the  Greeks  he  becomes  like 
a  gentile,  to  the  weaker  brother 
he  abstains  from  things  which  he 
knows  to  be  harmless:  “I  have  be¬ 
come  all  things  to  all  men,  that  I 
might  by  all  means  save  some.  I 
do  it  all  for  the  sake  of  the  gos¬ 
pel.”  (I  Cor.  9:20-23) 

Paul’s  cause  has  lifted  him  a- 
bove  himself,  rather  than  tempt-

ing  him  to  glorify  all  his  personal 
preferences  into  dogmas.  He  is 
still  able  to  distinguish  between

himself  and  his  Lord:  “To  the 
married  I  give  cnarge,  not  I  but 
the  Lord,  that  the  wife  should 
not  separate  from  her  husband.  .  . 
To  the  rest  I  say,  not  the  Lord, 
that  if  any  brother  has  a  wife  who 
is  an  unbeliever,  and  she  consents 
to  live  with  him,  he  should  not 
divorse  her.”  (I  Cor.  7:10-12) 

It  is  this  amazing  flexibility  and 
adaptability  which  made  Paul  a 
church  statesman  rather  than  a 
religious  fanatic.  If  he  were  a 
modern  church  statesman,  he 
would  accept  an  invitation  to  ad¬ 
dress  a  church  night  supper  in  a 
segregated  church  without  a  “ho- 
lier-than  -  thou”  attitude.  He 
would  also  accept  an  invitation  to 
speak  at  a  non-segregated  church 
night  supper.  Paul  did  not  look 
upon  himself  as  a  knight  in  shin¬ 
ing  armor,  and  therefore  didn’t 
look  to  other  people  like  Don 
Quixote.  The  young  fanatic  fresh 
cut  of  seminary  was  Saul  the  per¬ 
secutor  of  the  church,  not  Paul 
the  church  statesman. 

2.  The  cause  has  not  only  lifted 
Paul  above  his  personal  prefer¬ 
ences,  but  has  also  given  him  a 
clear  awareness  of  the  unity  of 
the  church.  Many  of  the  issues  di¬ 
viding  the  church  were  for  him 
central  issues.  Yet  he  worked  in¬ 
cessantly  to  maintain  the  unity 
cf  the  church.  The  gulf  separat¬ 
ing  the  non  -  Palestinian  church 


from  the  Palestinian  church  was 
much  greater  than  that  separat¬ 
ing  e.  g.  the  North  from  the 
South.  Yet  rather  than  letting 
differences  lead  to  schism,  he  goes 
to  Jerusalem,  and  “laid  before 
them  the  gospel  which  I  preach 
among  the  Gentiles,  lest  somehow 
I  should  be  running  or  had  run 
in  vain.”  (Gal.  2:2)  A  working  ar¬ 
rangement  is  reached  whereby 
Peter  would  be  responsible  for  the 
mission  to  the  gentiles,  and  on 
this  basis  “they  gave  me  and  Bar¬ 
nabas  the  right  hand  of  fellow¬ 
ship”  (Gal.  2:9) 

It  is  especially  significant  that 
the  Jerusalem  leaders  request 
Paul  to  “remember  the  poor, 
which  very  thing  I  was  eager  to 
do.”  (Gal.  2:10)  One  can  trace  all 
through  Paul’s  letters  and  in  Acts 
Paul’s  great  concern  for  these  col¬ 
lections.  And  the  collection  is  al¬ 
ways  turned  in  at  Jerusalem.  It  is 
apparent  that  this  collection  is  an 
outward  symbol  of  church  unity, 
and  that  it  is  primarily  for  this 
purpose  that  Paul  stresses  it  to 
such  a  great  extent.  We  are  not  to 
assume  that  the  Jerusalem  church 
was  the  only  one  with  poor  peo¬ 
ple.  Rather  the  “poor”  was  for  the 
Jews  a  term  for  the  “godly,”  and 
was  a  title  for  the  original  Pales¬ 
tinian  Christians.  They  were  call¬ 
ed  “Ebionites,”  which  means  “the 
poor.”  Thus  Paul  saw  to  it  that 
Christian  churches  throughout 
the  whole  Mediterranean  world 
paid  allegiance  to  the  mother 
church — a  church  with  which 
Paul  disagreed  theologically. 

Paul’s  cause  led  him  to  humble 
himself,  and  led  him  to  maintain 
the  unity  of  the  church.  But  the 
cause  also  led  him  to  take  a 
stand,  and  few  have  stood  more 
firmly  on  central  issues  facing 
the  church  than  did  Paul.

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Tampa’s  Late  Mayor 

On  May  21,  Mayor  Curtis  Hixon 
of  Tampa  lost  in  his  battle  with 
pneumonia  as  the  extreme  strain

of  his  sickness  caused  heart  fail¬ 
ure.  Two  days  later,  the  mayor’s 
pastor,  Dr.  Laurie  G.  Ray,  read 
final  rites  as  hundreds  packed  in¬ 
to  Hyde  Park  Methodist  Church 
and  more  stood  outside  paying 
tribute  to  a  man  who,  in  Dr.  Ray’s 
words,  was  “a  dedicated  public 
servant  who  gave  his  life  to  the 
City  of  Tampa.”  The  minister  ad¬ 
ded  that  he  was  “persuaded  that 
it  is  true  that  Tampa  does  not 
yet  know  what  it  has  lost.”  He 
ccncluded  that  “we  will  not  for¬ 
get”  the  man  whose  fourth  term 
in  the  office  of  mayor  was  cut 
short  by  death. 

Mayor  Hixon  was  an  active 
churchman.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Official  Board  of  Hyde  Park 
Church.  He  had  also  served  in  an 
important  capacity  in  Hyde 
Park’s  building  campaign. 

Hixon  had  held  the  city’s  top 
office  for  12  'i  years  after  14  Vi 
years  of  previous  service  to  Tam¬ 
pa  and  Hillsborough  County.  Hix¬ 
on  led  Tampa  into  a  new  era  of 
civic  gains.  During  his  adminis¬ 
tration  Tampa  doubled  its  popu¬ 
lation  via  annexation  and  a  steady 
influx  of  new  industry  and  new 
people.  Many  of  Tampa’s  streets 
and  all  of  its  main  arteries  have 
been  resurfaced.  A  new  down¬ 
town  traffic  system  has  been  in¬ 
stituted,  and  many  new  play¬ 
grounds  have  been  installed  so 
that  Tampa  has  a  very  good  rec¬ 
reational  system  for  the  youth  of 
the  city.  Much  progress  has  been 
made  in  slum  clearance,  and  a 
new  master  sewer  plan  is  in  the 
process  of  becoming  a  reality. 
Hixon  was  also  instrumental  in 


the  abolition  of  the  old  ward  sys¬ 
tem  which  was  so  detrimental  to 
good  government. 

The  mayor  was  survived  by  his 
widow,  his  daughters,  Jo  Ann  and 
Elaine,  a  brother,  R.  F.  Hixon  and 
a  sister,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Burns,  Jr.

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HYMN  OF  THE  WEEK 

By  the  REV.  ERNEST  K.  EMURIAN 


The  Church’s  One  Foundation 


Rev.  Samuel  J.  Stone  never 
sought  a  fight,  but  he  didn’t  back 
away  from  one,  either,  whether 
it  was  a  physical  one  or  a  theo¬ 
logical  one.  He  always  said,  “Had 
it  not  been  for  an  irresistible  call 
to  the  Christian  ministry,  I  would 
have  become  a  professional  sol¬ 
dier.”  His  friends  usually  added, 
“He  would  have  made  a  first- 
class  prize  fighter,  too.  A  man 
doesn’t  captain  his  college  crew 
unless  he  has  what  it  takes,  and 
Samuel  Stone  had  more  than  his 
share  of  steel  muscles  and  iron 
determination.” 

When  he  graduated  from  Ox¬ 
ford,  he  went  to  serve  his  first  ap¬ 
pointment  in  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land,  the  little  mission  in  Wind¬ 
sor,  across  the  river  from  Eton 
College  and  the  Royal  Castle.  It 
was  a  tough  neighborhood  but  the 
minister  was  equal  to  every  occa¬ 
sion.  When  he  came  upon  a  bully 
mistreating  a  small  girl  one  day, 
he  beat  the  community  terror 
black  and  blue.  The  other  “toughs” 
carefully  avoided  the  rector  from 
that  day  on,  especially  when  the 
victim  of  the  parson’s  righteous 
wrath  reported  that  “he  tore  into 
me  like  an  avenging  angel”.  The 
minister  later  confessed  his  anger 
had.  momentarily  gotten  the  best 
of  him,  but  those  who  knew  the 
community  were  secretly  glad  that 
someone  had  had  the  fortitude  to 
curb  the  gang  of  ruffians  that 
had  terrorized  the  area  too  long. 

He  became  involved  in  a  bitter 
dispute  with  civic  authorities  when 
public  schools  were  opened  in  his 
parish.  “They  will  conflict  with 
our  system  of  Church  supported 
parochial  schools,”  he  protested 
vigorously,  until  a  strong  adher¬ 
ent  of  the  other  system  denounced 
him  as  “the  most  tyrannical  priest 
in  East  London.” 

He  was  a  curious  mixture  of 
conservative  and  liberal  ideas, 
fighting  for  the  all-sufficiency  of 
the  Scriptures  on  one  hand,  and, 
on  the  other  hand,  opening  his 
Church  early  in  the  morning  so 
commuters  could  rest  there  be¬ 
tween  the  time  their  trains  ar¬ 
rived  and  their  offices  opened. 
The  most  famous  as  well  as  the 
most  fruitful  controversy  in  which 
he  became  involved  broke  in  full 
fury  in  1862,  Stone’s  twenty-third 
year,  when  Rev.  John  Colenso, 
Bishop  of  the  Anglican  Church  in 
Natal,  South  Africa,  threw  a  theo¬ 
logical  bomb-shell  into  the  ranks 
of  Christendom  with  the  publi¬ 


cation  of  a  book  entitled  “The 
Pentateuch  and  the  Book  of 
Joshua  Critically  Examined.” 

When  the  distinguished  clergy¬ 
man  got  through  “critically  ex¬ 
amining”  the  first  five  books  of 
the  Old  Testament,  he  was  ready 
to  throw  them  out  of  the  Holy 
Bible.  Subjecting  them  to  the 
analysis  of  the  critics  of  the  day, 
and  basing  his  arguments  entirely 
upon  reason  and  science,  his  book 
was  greeted  with  wide-spread  fu¬ 
rore  on  the  part  of  those  who  be¬ 
lieved  in  “the  inerrant  verbal  ini- 
spiration  of  the  Bible”. 

One  of  those  who  leaped  into 
the  fray  was  Samuel  John  Stone. 
“This  kind  of  trash  will  destroy 
the  Church,”  he  argued,  “and 
if  it  is  allowed  to  go  unchallenged 
will  weaken  our  position  for  a 
thousand  years.”  The  challenge 
was  met,  however,  by  Colenso’s 
superior,  Bishop  Gray,  of  Cape¬ 
town,  South  Africa.  He  brought 
his  subordinate  to  trial  for  heresy 
the  very  next  year,  1863,  the  re¬ 
sult  being  that  Colenso  was  “con¬ 
demned  for  his  views,  deposed 
from  his  position,  and  prohibited 
from  the  exercise  of  any  divine 
office”.  The  sentence  was  severe 
because  his  superiors  considered 
hiis  questioning  of  the  inerrancy 
of  the  Bible  a  very  severe  crime. 

When  the  “culprit”  disregarded 
his  sentence,  he  was  excommuni¬ 
cated  from  the  Church.  The 
Crown  reversed  the  judgement  of 
the  Church  court,  when  the  Privy 
Council  declared  the  decision 
“null  and  void”.  But,  for  all  in¬ 
tents  and  purposes  Colenso  was 
finished  in  South  Africa.  Return¬ 
ing  to  England,  he  was  supported 
by  gifts  from  interested  friends 
all  over  the  island,  and  preached 
to  large  congregations  whenever 
he  had  the  opportunity.  In  many 
ways,  he  was  far  less  pugnacious 
than,  his  critics  and  demonstrated 
far  more  of  the  love  of  Christ 
than  those  who  opposed  them. 

Stone  rejoiced  when  Bishop 
Gray  came  to  the  defense  of  the 
Church  and  the  Bible,  and  offered 
to  participate  in  the  series  of  de¬ 
bates  that  ensued.  Out  of  this 
period  of  bitterness  and  wrang¬ 
ling,  Stone,  now  twenty-seven, 
was  inspired  to  wiite  a  series  of 
poems  based  upon  the  phrases  of 
The  Apostles’  Creed,  in  order  to 
explain  as  well  as  strengthen  and 
defend  the  official  position  of  the 
Church.  Cecil  Humphreys  had 


published  her  “Hymns  for  little 
children”  in  1848,  the  year  she 
married  Rev.  William  Alexander, 
in  which  she  included  a  series  of 
hymns  for  children  based  on  the 
statements  in  the  historic  Creed. 
But  it  had  been  many  years  since 
anyone  had  attempted  the  same 
thing  for  adults.  And  to  that  task 
Samuel  Stone  set  his  heart  and 
his  hand. 

When  he  came  to  the  phrase  “I 
believe  ...  in  the  holy  catholic 
Church”,  he  rose  to  the  occasion 
and  penned  his  defence  of  the 
Church  he  loved  and  served  in 
words  that  have  outlived  their 
immediate  setting  and  have  en¬ 
dured  after  the  situation  that  in¬ 
spired  them  has  been  forgotten. 
He  began  with  these  superb  lines: 

The  Church’s  one  foundation, 

Is  Jesus  Christ,  her  Lord; 

She  is  His  new  creation, 

By  water  and  the  word. 

From  heav’n  He  came  and  sought 
her 

To  be  His  holy  bride; 

With  His  own  blood  He  bought  her, 

And  for  her  life  He  died. 

The  original  seven  stanzas  were 
expanded  to  ten  and  then  re¬ 
duced  to  the  four  that  are  found 
in  practically  every  hymnal  in  the 
English  speaking  world,  because 
no  grander  hymn  of  the  Church 
has  ever  been  written.  It  was 
published  as  one  of  twelve  creedal 
hymns  in  the  author’s  “Lyra  Fi- 
delium”  in  1866. 

Now,  wedded  to  the  tune  “Au¬ 
relia”  (Golden),  which  was  first 
matched  with  “Jerusalem  The 
Golden”,  although  it  was  com¬ 
posed  originally  for  Keble’s  wed¬ 
ding  hymn,  “The  voice  that 
breathed  o’er  Eden”  in  1864,  its 
greatness  and  glory  can  best  be 
summed  up  in  on  word,  “mag¬ 
nificent”. 

Controversies  come  and  con¬ 
troversies  go,  but  this  hymn  re¬ 
minds  us  again  and  again  that 
“the  Church  is  of  God  and  will 
endure  until  the  end  of  tipie”.

There  are  17  Conferences  in  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdic  tion  and 
each  Conference  is  entitled  to  12 
delegates — regardless  of  the  mem¬ 
bership  or  area — the  offocers  that 
are  the  respective  delegates  each 
year  are  the  same  through  the 
Jurisdiction  —  8  are  always  des¬ 
ignated,  that  is  named  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  from  Division;  the  others 
are  designated  by  the  Conferences 
themselves.  Many  times  a  new 
district  president  is  designated  by 
her  Conference,  and  it  is  a  fine 
thing  to  fill  the  quota  with  these 
new  presidents,  for  they  surely 
get  a  fine  perspective  of  the  en¬ 
tire  work  of  the  Society  at  the 
school  (I  was  one  once,  so  I  know 
whereof  I  speak). 

The  Secretary  of  Supply  Work, 
Mrs.  Allen  Watson  will  be  one  of 
het  four  designated,  for  she  is  on 
the  School  of  Missions  Committee 
for  the  Conference — who  the  oth¬ 
ers  are  have  not  been  sent  in  to 
the  Public  Relations  office  as  yet. 


Some  one  has  said  if  meetings 
could  save  the  world,  that  Metho¬ 
dist  would  save  a  big  part  in  1956. 
But  all  of  us  know  that  meetings, 
as  just  meetings,  cannot  amount 
to  very  much.  We  need  to  use 
good  public  Relations,  both  in  the 
announcing  and  in  the  following 
up  of  these  meetiings,  that  the 
public  mind  may  be  clear  in  what 
is  to  be  accomplished  and  in  what 
IS  accomplished. 

The  Methodist  church,  in  using 
the  media  of  today,  is  following  in 
the  line  of  the  Christian  move¬ 
ment,  which,  according  to  Bishop 
Donald  A.  Tippett  “Got  its  im¬ 
petus  from  an  attempt  on  the  part 
of  God  to  utilize  a  new  and  dif¬ 
ferent  medium  of  communica¬ 
tion.”  God  had  been  telling  men 
in  every  conceivable  way  about 
Himself  and  His  love  for  men.  He 
spoke  through  the  growing  tree, 
the  sky,  the  harvest,  the  prophet, 
but  man  could  not  understand. 
What  God  wanted  to  say  to  man 
was  beyond  words,  so  God  wrap¬ 
ped  us  His  idea,  not  in  words,  but 
in  a  Person,  whom  even  a  little 
child  could  understand.  His  mes¬ 
sage  was  clothed  with  fresh 
blood,  and  walked  the  streets  of 
men’s  every  day  lives.  God  told 
men  of  His  love  and  of  their  worth 
by  a  Cross.  The  Incarnation  is 
communication  at  its  best. 

In  order  that  we  today  may  help 
carry  His  message — the  message 
of  the  Church — the  executive  com¬ 
mittee  on  all  levels — local  dis¬ 
trict,  conference,  and  jurisdiction 
— directs  that  some  one  person  be 
selected  to  help  correlate  our  day 
to  the  past  and  to  the  future,  that 
the  principles,  policies  and  pro¬ 


grams  of  the  Church  organiza¬ 
tions  may  be  interpreted  with 
clarity  to  the  public  mind.  Each 
person  is  in  her  own  way  a  public 
relations  representative,  letting 
the  people  know  through  media  of 
today  how  the  church  stands  and 
what  it  represents. 


It  was  this  person’s  good  for¬ 
tune  to  “sit”  with  the  delegate 
from  the  local  church  at  annual 
Conference  at  Lakeland  which  has 
just  ended.  All  of  it  was  very  in¬ 
spirational  and  fine — but  Friday 
with  the  Youth  from  all  over  the 
Conference  mingling  about,  put¬ 
ting  on  the  program  that  night — 
seeing  their  enthusiasm  for  the 
work  of  their  Church,  was  an  ex¬ 
perience  I  shall  forever  be  most 
thankful  for. 

Second,  in  my  estimating  was 
the  “love  offering”  for  the  Brans- 
comb-Evans  Church  to  be  erected 
in  Cuba.  Watching  Garfield  as  the 
several  Secretaries  came  in  with 
their  amount  tabulated  on  a  pla¬ 
card  and  held  high  where  all 
could  see,  was  simply  priceless.  I 
was  not  close  enough,  but  some 
said  he  wept  throughout  it  all — 
I  could  see  him  wiping  his  eyes 
occasionally — over  $41,000  was  laid 
cn  the  altar  and  dedicated  to  this 
work.  Knowing  about  Garfield  and 
Christine’s  work  in  Cuba  has  been 
such  a  “boost”  to  us  old  Florida 
Conference  Epworth  Leaguers  — 
(that  dates  me,  I  know)  but  I 
suppose  to  many  of  us,  they,  the 
Evans,  were  the  first  real  Mission¬ 
aries  we  knew.  What  they  have 
done  and  what  they  continue  to 
do  mean  much  to  all  of  us  who 
love  them  so  much.  It  was  good 
to  have  Rev.  Garfield  Evans,  Dis¬ 
trict  Superintendent  in  the  Cuba 
Conference,  to  be  present  at  the 
Conference. 

Another  inspiration  was  the 
buying  of  the  truck  for  the  Youth 
Camp — $1,800  was  needed — over 
$800  came  in,  in  the  collection 
plates  that  night — and  a  note 
from  a  fine  Layman  saying  he 
would  make  up  the  rest  of  it.  Nice 
to  have  such  Laymen  in  your 
audience — he’d  have  a  warm  wel¬ 
come  in  any  Church,  I’m  think¬ 
ing. 

The  monetary  part  was  not  the 
only  thrill  either  —  seeing  the 
new  young  ministers  being  ordain¬ 
ed  was  an  inspiring  sight,  too — I 
know  that  all  this  will  be  told  by 
the  person  designated  in  the  Con¬ 
ference  to  do  so — but  this  is  just 
from  a  “sitters”  view  point.  The 
church  delegate  mentioned,  by  the 
way,  was  my  husband — and  I  was 
delighted  to  get  to  go  with  him.

The  sessions  were  held  in 
i  the  old  Leland  Chapel  on  the  campus  of  Candler 
!  College,  and  the  evening  sessions  were  conducted 
I  in  the  beautiful  new  church  that  is  replacing  the 
j  Leland  Church.  It  is  known  as  the  “Costen  J. 

Harrell  Iglesia  Methodista.’ 
The  programs  there  each 
night  were  as  fine  as  I  have 
experienced.  Carl  Stewart  has 
been  pastor  of  that  church 
for  about  eight  years  and  he 
has  performed  wonders  in 
bringing  this  beautiful  new 
building  to  a  climax.  He  and  I 
were  class  mates  in  the 
Candler  School  of  Theology. 
Carl  is  a  Christian  Statesman, 
one  of  the  finest  I  have  ever 
met.  For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  he 
has  been  pouring  himself  out  extravagantly  for 
the  expansion  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  the 
Island  of  Cuba.

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BISHOPS  RETIRE 

Editors  Note:  Below  are  excerpts 
from  an  address  by  Bishop  Arthur 
J.  Moore,  paying  tribute  to  Bish¬ 
ops  Clare  Purcell  and  Costen  J. 
Harrell  upon  the  occasion  of  their 
formal  retirement  at  the  South-

eastern  Jurisdictional  Conference 
July  11-15,  at  Lake  Junaluska,  N. 
C. 

The  adjournment  of  this  Con¬ 
ference  will  witness  the  official 
retirement  of  Bishops  Clare  Pur¬ 
cell  and  Costen  J.  Harrell.  It  is  a 
high  honor  to  have  been  request¬ 
ed  to  say  some  words  of  appre¬ 
ciation  of  these  two  leaders  of  the 
church  who  have  served  with  such 
rare  distinction. 

God  did  a  beautiful  thing  when 
He  gave  to  the  Church  Clare  Pur¬ 
cell  and  Costen  Harrell.  I  have 
known  with  some  degree  of  in¬ 
timacy  all  of  the  bishops  of  The 
Methodist  Church  during  the  last 
forty  -  seven  years.  All  of  them 
have  been  good  and  effective  ser¬ 
vants  of  the  church,  and  I  do  not 
disparage  any  one  of  them  when 
I  affirm  that  Clare  Purcell  and 
Costen  Harrell  have  been  among 
the  most  effective  and  beloved 
bishops  the  church  has  known  in 
all  of  its  history. 

For  half  a  century  Clare  Pur¬ 
cell  has  been  an  honored  Metho¬ 
dist  preacher,  blameless  in  life 
and  faithful  to  every  task  com¬ 
mitted  to  his  hands.  He  is  a  prod¬ 
uct  of  the  “Vanderbilt  school”  of 
preachers  who  went  forth  out  of 
Wesley  Hall  with  the  stamp  of 
Dean  Tillett  and  other  sainted 
teachers. 

Pastorates  which  revealed  him 
as  a  wise  and  effective  leader 
followed  at  McCoy  Memorial  in 
Birmingham,  Sylacauga,  Tallade¬ 


ga,  Tuscaloosa  and  Gasden,  Ala. 
These  brought  him  soon  to  the 
attention  of  the  entire  church. 
Service  as  a  chaplain  in  World 
War  I  prepared  him  to  under¬ 
stand  and  serve  the  men  of  his 
generation. 

It  was  almost  inevitable  that 
the  1938  session  of  the  General 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  Church,  South,  should  call 
this  gifted  and  courageous  leader 
to  the  episcopacy.  He  was  sent  im¬ 
mediately  to  the  Charlotte,  N.  C., 
Area,  where  for  ten  happy  years 
he  was  the  beloved  leader  of  that 
growing  area.  Since  1948  he  has 
been  the  shepherd  and  guide  of 
Methodists  in  his  native  state  for 
the  Birmingham  area. 

The  church  has  placed  upon  the 
broad  shoulders  of  Clare  Purcell 
many  exacting  responsibilities. 
Here  are  a  few  of  them:  member 
of  the  Commission  on  Church  Un¬ 
ion;  member  of  the  Council  on 
W’orld  Service  and  Finance  since 
1940  and  its  chairman  from  1948 
to  1956;  president  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion  on  General  Headquarters; 
member  of  the  Survey  Commis¬ 
sion,  and  the  Commission  on  the 
Ministry;  president  of  the  Lake 
Junaluska  Assembly  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  Council  of  Bishops 
honored  him  with  its  presidency 
in  1955.  In  each  and  all  of  these 
responsible  positions,  he  served 
with  unwavering  fidelity  and  ex¬ 
traordinary  effectiveness. 

Costen  J.  Harrell  for  forty  -  six 
years  has  been  an  itinerant 
preacher  serving  either  as  pastor 
or  bishop.  He  has  also  served  with 
distinction  as  an  author.  The  wide 
reading  of  “The  Bible:  Its  Origin 
and  Growth;”  “Prophets  of  Is¬ 
rael,”  “A  Child’s  Methodist  Mem¬ 
bership  Manual,”  and  other  works 
reveals  his  contribution  in  this 
field.  A  careful  study  of  the  Meth¬ 
odist  “Discipline”  will  disclose 
that  a  considerable  portion  of  it 
W'as  written  by  Bishop  Harrell. 
He  also  wrote  the  legislation  set¬ 
ting  up  the  Southeastern  Juris¬ 
dictional  Council. 

No  man  has  played  a  more  cre¬ 
ative  role  in  the  Crusade  for 
Christ,  the  Advance  for  Christ, 
and  the  present  quadrennial  pro¬ 
gram  —  which  strengthens  the 
local  church  and  our  institutions 
of  higher  learning  —  than  Costen 
Harrell. 

He  has  served  with  distinction 
several  of  the  outstanding 
churches  of  our  Southland.  Not¬ 
able  among  these  was  a  five  - 
year  pastorate  at  First  Churcn, 
Atlanta,  and  eleven  years  at  West 
End,  Nashville,  where  a  cathedral 
church  stands  as  a  monument  to 
his  vision  and  courage.  His  minis¬ 
try,  either  as  pastor  or  bishop, 
has  taken  him  into  every  state 
of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction 
except  Mississippi  and  Kentucky. 


Five  years  of  episcopal  supervision 
in  Cuba  made  his  name  hallowed 
along  with  Bishops  Candler  and 
Kern. 

We  have  all  been  stirred  by  the 
announcement  that  “The  Metho¬ 
dists  are  one  people.”  Exactly 
what  is  meant  by  that  phrase,  I

am  not  sure.  The  Methodist 
Church  is  composed  of  many  mil¬ 
lions  of  souls  coming  from  many 
nations.  Certainly  we  do  not  mean 
that  amid  so  much  variety  we 
have  established  uniformity  in 
theological  statement,  forms  of 
liturgy  or  religious  terminology. 
Be  that  as  it  may,  there  is  a 
Methodist  genius,  unique,  parti¬ 
cular  and  precious  which  joins 
the  mind  and  heart. 

These  colleagues  of  mine  are 
splendid  incarnations  of  that 
Methodist  spirit.  Always  their 
message  has  been  the  Eternal  Eyv- 
angel  which  has  to  do  with  the 
healing  of  human  hearts,  the 
health  of  the  nations,  and  the 
building  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
May  you  both  live  many  years  to 
inspire  and  guide  us.

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Paul  As  A  Modern  Church  Statesman . . . 

Part  II 


Last  week  we  saw  that  Paul’s 
cause  led  him  to  humble  himself, 
and  led  him  to  maintain  the  u- 
nity  of  the  church.  But,  in  the 
third  place,  the  cause  also  led  him 
to  take  a  stand,  and  few  have 
stood  more  firmly  on  central  is¬ 
sues  facing  the  church  than  did 
Paul.  Paul  did  not  talk  platitudes 
or  limit  his  speeches  to  problems 
of  far-off  concern.  He  knows  that 
God’s  Word  is  not  addressed  to 
everybody  else  BUT  the  audience, 
but  rather  is  always  addressed  to 
the  local  situation:  “Now  we 
know  that  whatever  the  law  says 
it  speaks  to  those  who  are  under 
the  law,  so  that  every  mouth  may 
be  stopped,  and  the  whole  world 
may  be  held  accountable  to  God.” 
(Rom.  3,19)  Therefore  when  he 
saw  the  will  of  God  being  rejected 
around  him,  he  did  not  close  his 
eyes  to  it,  but  rather  took  his 
stand. 

The  main  point  where  we  can 
observe  him  is  the  issue  as  to 
whether  gentiles  can  be  admitted 
to  the  church  on  equal  footing 
with  Jews.  This  is  precisely  the 
point  where  he  was  beyond  per¬ 
sonal  preferences,  and  was  able 
to  act  like  a  Jew  or  like  a  gentile, 
in  order  to  save  both.  And  this  is 
precisely  the  point  where  he  made 
his  greatest  effort  to  keep  n  is¬ 
sue  from  splitting  the  church. 
And  yet  he  did  not  retreat  from 
the  will  of  God  on  the  point, 
when  the  basic  Christian  princi¬ 
ple  was  challenged. 

The  gospel  proclaimed  that  in 
Christ  the  whole  warring  universe 
had  been  reconciled  into  har¬ 
mony  (Col.  1,20;  2,15),  and  this 
meant  that  Christ  frees  the  be¬ 
liever  from  whatever  historical 
and  social  hostilities  we  have 
been  subject  to:  “Here  there  can¬ 
not  be  Greek  and  Jew,  circum¬ 
cised  and  uncircumcised,  barbar¬ 
ian,  Scythian,  slave,  free  man, 
but  Christ  is  all,  and  in  all.”  (Col. 
3,11)  The  one  body  of  Christ  can¬ 
not  be  divided  by  schism.  For 
when  one  makes  such  human  dis¬ 
tinctions,  one  is  permitting  a 
wordly  consideration  to  outweigh 
a  spiritual  consideration.  One  is 
clinging  to  one’s  own  heritage,  at 
the  expense  of  the  gospel,  and  for 
Paul  this  means  trusting  in  one¬ 
self,  rather  than  in  God.  This  is 
for  Paul  “works  righteousness,” 
and  “falling  from  grace”:  “Now  I, 
Paul,  say  to  you  that  if  you  receive 
circumcision,  Christ  will  be  of  no 
advantage  to  you  ...  You  are 
severed  from  Christ,  you  who 
would  be  justified  by  the  law; 
you  have  fallen  away  from  grace  . 

.  .  .  For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither 
circumcision  nor  uncircumcision 
is  of  any  avail,  but  faith  working

through  love.”  (Gal.  5,  2.4.6) 
Therefore  when  it  became  an  is¬ 
sue,  Paul  stood  —  stood  even  in 
fee  of  the  pressure  of  the  Jerusa- 
lam  church,  even  in  face  of  Peter’s 
moral  collapse:  “But  when  Cephas 
came  to  Antioch  I  opposed  him 
to  his  face,  because  he  stood  con¬ 
demned.  For  before  certain  men 
came  from  James,  he  ate  with 
the  gentiles;  but  when  they  came 
he  drew  back  and  separated  him¬ 
self,  fearing  the  circumcision  par¬ 
ty.”  (Gl.  2,  11-12) 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  Paul 
takes  to  task  a  church  leader  who 
is  “enlightened”  on  the  issue  at 
hand.  Paul  does  not  condemn  him 
for  ignorance,  but  for  betraying 
his  own  principles.  Paul  is  very 
tender  with  the  “weaker  brother,” 
i.e.  with  the  person  whose  spirit¬ 
ual  insight  has  not  penetrated  to 
all  of  the  gospel’s  implications, 
and  who  therefore  can’t  break 
with  all  his  former  habits.  (1  Cor. 
8,10)  As  a  modern  church  states¬ 
man,  Paul  would  be  aware  that 
many  people  can  never  change 
their  traditional  pattern  of 
Southern  life  and  he  will  continue 
to  love  and  commune  with  them, 
though  he  himself  is  a  stronger 
brother.  With  regard  to  them  he 
might  say:  “Sin  indeed  was  in 
the  world  before  the  law  was  giv¬ 
en,  but  sin  is  not  counted  where 
there  is  no  law.”  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  we  have  the  Bible,  there 
are  many  Christians  to  whom 
Christ  has  not  yet  spoken  on  this 
point.  And  yet  they  are  Christ¬ 
ians,  though  blind  on  this  point. 
On  the  other  hand  there  are  an 
increasing  number  of  Southern 
Christians  among  the  youth  and 
the  clergy  who  know  the  will  of 
Christ,  and  have  a  guilty  con¬ 
science.  Paul  as  a  modern  church 
statesman  would  tell  these  to  o- 
bey,  just  as  he  told  Peter. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  issue 
upon  which  Paul  took  his  stand 
is  quite  parrallel  to  the  issue  be¬ 
fore  the  Christian  church  in  the 
South  today.  Then,  just  as  now, 
table  fellowship  symbolized  spirit¬ 
ual  fellowship,  and  for  this  reason 
ic  was  the  place  where  many  balk¬ 
ed.  But  then  just  as  today,  the  is¬ 
sue  became  acute  because  Christ¬ 
ians  eat  together  the  Lord’s  Sup¬ 
per,  and  if  they  are  segregated 
here,  such  non-Christian  disunity 
disrupts  the  communion  with 
Christ.  Then  just  as  now,  Paul 
stood  against  tremendous  pres¬ 
sure  from  other  distinguished 
church  leaders,  and  stood  against 


the  majority,  supported  only  by 
the  cause:  “And  with  Peter  the 
rest  of  the  Jews  acted  insincerely, 
so  that  even  Barnabas  was  carri¬ 
ed  away  by  their  insincerity.  But 
when  I  saw  that  they  were  not 
straight-forward  about  the  truth 
of  the  gospel,  I  said  to  Cephas  be¬ 
fore  them  all  .  .  (Gal.  2,13-14) 
Because  Paul  was  surrendered  to 
the  cause,  he  did  not  dogmatize 
either  his  personal  prejudices  or 
his  personal  advise,  and  he  did 
not  split  the  church.  But  because 
he  was  surrendered  to  the  cause, 
he  stood.  He  did  not  stand  fanat¬ 
ically,  and  he  did  not  just  make 
a  sensation  and  then  disappear. 
He  stood  in  a  statesman-like-way 
serving  the  cause  and  not  a  per¬ 
sonal  desire  for  martyrdom.  There, 
fore  he  saw  the  cause  through  to 
ultimate  victory.  We  gentiles  are 
Christians  today  because  Paul 
stood  as  a  church  statesman  for 
our  sake.  The  Negroes  are  more 
likely  to  be  Christians  tomorrow 
because  we  stand  today  as  mod¬ 
ern  church  statesmen  for  their 
sake.

ELECTED 

The  election  and  consecration 
of  two  new  bishops  of  The  Metho¬ 
dist  Church,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Nolan 
B.  Harmon  of  Virginia  and  New 
York  City,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bach¬ 
man  G.  Hodge,  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.,  climaxed  the  quadrennial 
sessions  of  the  Southeastern  Juris¬ 
dictional  Conference  held  at  Lake 
Junaluska,  N.  C.,  July  11-15. 


Bishop  Harmon 


Bishop  Harmon  was  assigned  to 
the  Charlotte  Area,  embracing  the 
Western  North  Carolina  and 
South  Carolina  annual  confer¬ 
ences.  Bishop  Hodge  was  assigned 
supervision  of  the  Birmingham 
Area,  comprising  the  Alabama 
and  North  Alabama  conferences. 
The  six  other  effective  bishops 
were  returned  to  their  same  areas. 

Bishop  Harmon,  64,  was  elected 
July  12  on  the  fourth  ballot,  pro¬ 
gressing  from  103  votes  on  the 
first  to  317,  with  227  or  a  three- 
fifths  majority  necessary. 

Bishop  Hodge,  63,  was  elected 
July  13  on  the  eighth  ballot.  He 
advanced  from  54  votes  on  the  in¬ 
itial  ballot  to  86  on  the  fourth, 
when  Bishop  Harmon  was  named, 
and  then  quickly  outdistanced 
other  nominees  to  poll  313  votes 
on  the  final  ballot. 

Runners  -  up  were  the  Rev.  Dr. 
W.  L.  Clegg,  Durham,  N.  C.,  with 
27  votes  and  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Chit¬ 
wood,  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  with  17. 
Dr.  Chitwood  received  68  votes  on 
the  third  ballot,  and  Dr.  Clegg 
polled  his  highest  number  33,  on 
the  seventh.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Walter 
C.  Gum,  Norfolk,  Va.,  received  81 
votes  on  the  third  ballot. 

Seventy  -  five  ministers  receiv¬ 
ed  votes  on  the  first  ballot,  and 
50  on  the  second.

As 
the  church’s  book  editor,  he  has 
also  been  editor  of  the  Abingdon 
Press  for  the  Methodist  Publish¬ 
ing  House,  the  official  Methodist 
“Discipline”  and  the  scholarly 
Journal,  “Religion  in  Life.”  He 
is  also  the  author  of  numerous 
books  on  church  life  and  policy, 
including  “The  Organization  of 
The  Methodist  Church,”  a  stand¬ 
ard  text  in  Methodist  schools  and 
seminaries. 

Bishop  Harmon  is  the  son  and 
grandson  of  Mississippi  Methodist 
ministers.  Mrs.  Harmon  is  the  for¬ 
mer  Rebecca  Lamar  of  Rockville, 
Md.

Announcement  of  his  reported 
release  was  made  by  Bishop  Arth¬ 
ur  J.  Moore,  during  the  South¬ 
eastern  Jurisdictional  Conference. 
Bishop  Moore  said  the  informa¬ 
tion,  from  “what  might  be  called 
an  authoritative  source,”  was  in  a 
letter  received  by  Bishop  Ralph 
A.  Ward,  who  supervises  Method¬ 
ism’s  Hong  Kong  episcopal  area. 

Bishop  Ward  declined  to  reveal 
the  source  of  his  letter,  but  said 
Bishop  Chen  was  described  as  be¬ 
ing  in  good  health  and  had  been 
tcld  that  he  could  resume  his 
church  work.  “I  believe  the  in¬ 
formation  is  quite  reliable,”  Bish¬ 
op  Ward  commented. 

He  said  that  there  was  no  news 
of  Bishop  Chen’s  family.

Mr.  Dulles  recalled  “the  years 
of  our  close  personal  association 
in  the  work  of  the  council  of 
churches,”  as  “among  the  hap¬ 
piest  of  my  life.  I  was  honored 
that  he  gave  me  his  friendship 
and  grateful  for  his  frequent  spir¬ 
itual  guidance,”  he  said.

Ahn  Wha-sil  was  found  by  a  Ko¬ 
rean  railroad,  her  mother  and  father 
missing  .  .  .  her  stomach  swollen  with 
hunger.  How  many  days  and  nights 
she  had  tried  to  look  out  for  herself, 
how  long  it  had  been  since  she  had 
eaten  and  what,  Dr.  Oh,  examining 
her  a  week  after  orphanage  admit¬ 
tance,  never  found  out.  He  didn’t 
even  know  if  good  care  could  save 
her,  if  it  was  not  already  too  late. 

Last  month  a  television  photog¬ 
rapher,  taking  movies  of  Dr.  Oh’s 
CCF  Orphanage,  was  intrigued  by 
Ahn.  He  writes,  “Our  only  way  of 
talking  was  to  smile  at  each  other. 
We  became  close  friends.  She  hung 
on  my  coat  sleeve  throughout  my  film¬ 
ing  and  was  such  a  pert,  happy  imp. 
Her  warmth  easily  penetrated  the 
bleak  Korean  winter.  It  was  difficult 
to  believe  that  the  poor,  sickly,  emaci¬ 
ated  little  thing  Dr.  Oh  had  exam¬ 


ined  was  this  happy,  lovable  child. 
And  to  think  it  was  only  by  a  slim 
chance  that  she  was  lucky  enough  to 
be  one  of  the  few  among  hundreds  to 
be  picked  up  that  day.” 

There  are  still  35,000  homeless 
refugee  children  in  South  Korea — 
neglected,  friendless  and  wretched 
children.  Korea  is  no  longer  on  the 
front  pages  and  it  is  so  hard  to  get 
help  for  them.

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Developing  A  Social  Conscience 


Despite  the  fact  that  the  Social 
Creed  of  the  Methodist  Church 
bears  eloquent  witness  to  the  tra¬ 
ditional  concern  of  Methodism  for 
society  as  a  whole,  there  is  a 
widespread  tendency  to  assume 
that  one  can  discharge  his  re¬ 
sponsibilities  in  this  larger  area 
of  social  relationships  by  faith¬ 
fully  and  diligently  practicing  the 
Christian  virtues  in  all  of  one’s 
personal  relationships  with  other 
individuals.  The  Christian,  many 
hold,  is  one  who  practices  love  in 
all  of  his  personal  connections, 
but  he  does  this  within  the  broad 
context  of  the  status  quo  in  the 
economic  and  political  and  sociai 
spheres.  These  areas  of  society 
are  assumed  to  be  either  general¬ 
ly  wholesome  and  self-regulating 
or  else  so  complex  and  overpower¬ 
ing  that  they  can  not  be  greatly 
improved;  efforts  to  change  them 
only  make  matters  worse,  or  at 
best  they  are  futile. 

Thus  one  recent  critic  of  a 
statement  on  the  economic  life 
adopted  by  the  General  Board  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches 
argued  that  the  Christian’s  re¬ 
sponsibility  in  the  economic  area 
is  limited  to  the  demand  to  be 
honest,  industrious,  thirfty, 
square-dealing,  dependable,  cour¬ 
ageous,  faithful,  and  sober.  Sim¬ 
ilarly,  there  are  many  sincere  and 
well-meaning  people  who  insist 
that  the  problem  of  juvenile  de¬ 
linquency  can  be  effectively  dealt 
with  by  a  transformation  of  in¬ 
dividual  relationships  between 
parents  and  children,  between 
husbands  and  wives,  or  between 
law-enforcement  officers  and  ju¬ 
veniles.  And,  with  even  more  fer¬ 
vor  and  in  even  larger  numbers, 
many  insist  that  the  solution  ol 
the  problem  of  race  relations  must 
be  left  to  private  individuals  of 
each  race  who  will  practice  love 
and  good-will  in  their  contacts 
with  members  of  the  other  race. 

As  Christians  we  readily  ac¬ 
knowledge  that  we  are  called  to 
love  all  men,  but  we  often  fail  to 
recognize  that  the  kind  of  love 
which  we  are  called  to  show  forth 
is  not  sentimental  or  merely  emo¬ 
tional;  it  is  not  just  good-will  or 
the  absence  of  hostility.  Even  to 
begin  to  glimpse  the  meaning 
and  implications  of  this  love  at 
the  social  level  means  that  we 
must  search  ourselves  and  explore 
the  manifold  needs — physical, 
psychological,  and  spiritual — of 
our  neighbors  to  the  end  that 
these  needs  may  be  met  in  as 
full  a  measure  as  possible.  Christ¬ 
ian  love  can  never  be  content 
with  administering  first  aid  to

those  who  are  wounded  by  the  so¬ 
cial  order  without  seeking  to 
change  that  order  to  prevent  fur¬ 
ther  injuries  and  frustrations 
which  will  make  additional  phil¬ 
anthropy  and  charity  necessary. 

All  of  this  means  that  the  com¬ 
mand  to  love  all  men,  which  the 
Christian  readily  acknowledge  in 
abstract  terms,  carries  with  it  as 
part  and  parcel  of  itself  the  de¬ 
mand  for  justice — a  term  which 
makes  us  uncomfortable  for  it 
makes  us  keenly  aware  that  senti¬ 
mentality  and  good  intentions 
and  good-will  are  not  what  is  be¬ 
ing  required  of  us.  Justice  per¬ 
mits  no  escape  from  the  demand 
to  come  to  grips  with  its  terms. 
It  was  this  in  mind  that  the  Ox¬ 
ford  Conference  on  Life  and  Work 
in  1937  declared;  “Undue  empha¬ 
sis  upon  the  possibilities  of  love 
in  personal  relations,  within  the 
limits  of  a  given  system  of  justice 
oi  an  established  social  structure, 
may  tempt  Christians  to  allow  in¬ 
dividual  acts  of  charity  to  be¬ 
come  a  screen  for  injustice  and  a 
substitute  for  justice.”  In  short, 
a  Christian  conscience  that  is  ful¬ 
ly  developed  and  mature  must  of 
necessity  be  sensitive  not  only  to 
the  claims  of  other  individuals 
but  also  to  the  needs  of  society 
as  a  whole  and  of  its  constituent 
groups,  to  all  of  which  the  indi¬ 
vidual  is  related  in  numerous 
ways.

As  a  boy  I  wondered  why  the 
Bible  calls  God’s  chosen  people 
“a  peculiar  peopl”  (Deuteron¬ 
omy  14:2).  My  wonder  was  not 
lessened  by  the  fact  that  the 
same  designation  is  applied  by 
Paul  and  by  Peter  to  those  who 
are  redeemed  by  our  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ  (Titus  1:14;  I  Pet¬ 
er  2:9).  It  puzzled  me,  because 
in  conversation  the  word  “pe¬ 
culiar”  was  used  in  the  sense  of 
odd  or  eccentric. 

But  in  1611  the  word  had  not 
yet  gotten  that  meaning.  It 
meant  “one’s  very  own,”  and 
was  applied  to  private  personal 
property  as  distinguished  from 
what  is  owned  in  common. 

The  same  Hebrew  word 
which  is  translated  “peculiar” 
in  Deuteronomy  14:2  and  26:18 
is  translated  “special”  in  Deu¬ 
teronomy  7:6,  which  reads: 
“For  thou  art  an  holy  people 
unto  the  LORD  thy  God:  the 
LORD  thy  God  hath  chosen 
thee  to  be  a  special  people  un¬ 
to  himself,  above  all  people 
that  are  upon  the  face  of  the 
earth.”  The  word  is  segullah. 
The  King  James  Version  else-

The  revised  versions  have 
given  up  the  use  of  the  word 
“peculiar”  in  these  passages. 
They  use  “treasure”  in  I  Chron¬ 
icles  and  Ecclesiastes;  but  else¬ 
where  use  “my  (or  his  or  God’s) 
own  possession”  as  the  transla¬ 
tion  of  segullah.  The  phrase  “a 
peculiar  people”  has  disappear¬ 
ed.  In  Titus  2:13-14  the  Re¬ 
vised  Standard  Version  reads: 
“awaiting  our  blessed  hope,  the 
appearing  of  the  glory  of  our 
great  God  and  Savior  Jesus 
Christ,  who  gave  himself  for 
us  to  redeem  us  from  all  in¬ 
iquity  and  to  purify  for  himself 
a  people  of  his  own  who  are 
zealous  for  good  deeds.”  In 
I  Peter  2:9  it  reads:  “You  are  a 
chosen  race,  a  royal  priesthood, 
a  holy  nation,  God’s  own  peo¬ 
ple,  that  you  may  declare  the 
wonderful  deeds  of  him  who 
called  you  out  of  darkness  into 
his  marvelous  light.”

The  Children  Whet  the  Brewers’ 
Appetites 

The  U.S.  Census  Bureau  says 
that  the  nation’s  popuation  pass¬ 
ed  the  168,000,000  figure  in  July 
1956.  It  was  151,132,000  in  the  1950 
census.  Population  is  increasing 
by  about  7,200  persons  per  day. 
But,  more  striking  yet,  the  Bureau 
estimates  that  the  population  will 
be  177,426,000  by  1960;  190,000,000 
by  1965;  and  213,000,000  by  1975. 
This  growth  is  not  coming  from 
immigration,  but  chiefly  from  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  babies 
born  into  our  homes. 

Most  every  industry  and  pro¬ 
fession  in  America  is  excited 
about  this  new  crop  of  babies  that 
will  be  in  our  schools  in  the  next 
quadrennium  and  decade,  estab¬ 
lishing  homes  and  entering  ca¬ 
reers  a  few  years  later.  It  means- 
more  schools,  more  homes,  more 
shops  and  industries,  more  need 
for  professional  men  and  “push¬ 
ers  of  buttons.”  Everyone  is  aware

of  a  “great  future”  —  and  none 
are  more  aware  nor  doing  more 
to  be  ready  than  the  liquor  in¬ 
terests.  Their  publications  boast 
that  they  are  going  to  make  these 
Americans  beer-conscious  and 
liquor  -  consuming.  They  have  a 
great  “educational  campaign”  un¬ 
der  way  to  make  of  these  youth 
‘‘men  of  distinction,”  delighting 
in  “supreme  elegance”  and  in 
“gracious  living.” 

No  area  of  human  life  or  activ¬ 
ity  is  too  sacred  for  the  liquor  in¬ 
terests  to  invade.  They  pound  in 
upon  our  ears  and  eyes  and  minds 
via  radio  and  television  right  in 
our  homes.  They  warp  the  Christ¬ 
mas  message  and  its  symbolism 
to  boost  their  sales.  Looking  to¬ 
ward  Father’s  Day  this  year,  one 
whiskey  firm  used  this  advertise¬ 
ment:  “Wise  fathers  make  the 
time  to  talk,  to  teach,  to  help 
mold  the  boy  into  the  man.  Even 
more  important,  a  good  father 
teaches  by  example.  He  lives  the 
way  he  wishes  his  son  to  live  in 
the  future,  a  reliable,  respected 
man — fulfulling  his  duties  as  a 


good  neighbor  and  a  resposible 
citizen,  exerciting  self-restraint 
and  moderation  in  all  things. 
The  intelligent  and  temperate  life 
must  certainly  include  modera¬ 
tion  in  the  use  of  whiskey.  That 

is  why - ,  on  the  occasion 

of  Father’s  Day,  would  like  to 
point  out  again  that  fine  whis¬ 
key  is  a  luxury,  to  be  used  moder¬ 
ately,  at  the  proper  time,  and  al¬ 
ways  with  common  sense.”  No 
crude  sales  talk  here,  but  clever 
“come  on  and  buy  ours,”  because 
you  want  to  do  right  by  your 
boy  .  .  .  Next  year,  can’t  we  in¬ 
troduce  some  whiskey  to  the  lady 
we  honor  on  Mother’s  Day?  Cer¬ 
tainly  for  the  baby’s  sake,  she 
should  have  the  best! 

As  an  introduction  to  the  “real 
stuff,”  and  especially  for  states 
where  liquor  cannot  be  sold  to 
one  under  21,  brewers  are  now 
pushing  “teen-age  beer.”  This  is 
“legal”  in  that  the  alcoholic  con¬ 
tent  is  below  the  percentage  noted 
in  the  law — and  it  is  tax-free.  In 
some  places  it  is  available  in  gro¬ 
cery  stores,  lunchrooms,  and  at 
soda  fountains.  Sold  in  cans,  it 
is  definitely  a  “start”  in  getting 
children  habituated  to  liquor 
drinking. 

According  to  the  Bureau  of  Ad¬ 
vertising,  advertising  by  liquor 
distillers  more  than  doubled  be¬ 
tween  1948  and  1955.  Distillers 
newspaper  expenditures  in  1955 
were  $41,055,000 — an  increase  of 
118%  in  seven  years.  Money  spent 
in  their  magazine  advertising  was 
$27,254,000  in  1955.  And  visual  ad¬ 
vertising  (TV,  radio,  billboards) 
has  soared  tremendously  in  cost. 
For  this  year  all  the  liquor  ad¬ 
vertising  budgets  are  up  again. 
One  whiskey  distiller  alone  boasts 
that  he  spent  over  $100,000,000 
in  advertising  during  the  past  22 
years.  Now  he  spends  about  $10,- 
000,000  per  year  in  newspapers 
aione.  Evidently  it  all  pays  off: 
the  package  liquor  stores  report 
“healthy  growth”  in  1955:  vodka 
sales  in  America  doubled  in  1955. 

“The  same  newspapers  that  ac¬ 
cept  lucrative  alcohol  advertise¬ 
ments,”  notes  Presbyterian  Editor 
Earl  F.  Ziegler,  of  Philidelphia, 
“publish  the  news  about  alcohol¬ 
ic  excesses  that  have  resulted  in 
crimcjs,  fatal  accidents,  broken 
homes,  and  a  pandora  box  of  oth¬ 
er  afflictions  to  society.  Almost 
every  community  has  had  teen¬ 
age  alcoholic  excesses  that  have 
humiliated  proud  families  .  .  . 
Alcoholic  excesses  are  arousing 
public  sentiment.  Public  senti¬ 
ment  is  a  powerful  force  in  cul¬ 
tural  changes  .  .  .  The  churches 
do  not  need  to  take  this  drinking 
practice  on  the  chin.  Churches 
need  not  be  compelled  to  endorse 
what  their  gospel  does  not  ap¬ 
prove.”

Churches  Study  Selves 

Every  local  Methodist  church  m 
the  country,  totaling  nearly  40,000, 
will  take  stock  of  itself  this  fall 
as  the  first  step  in  a  four-year 
program  aimed  at  lifting  the  ex¬ 
tent  and  quality  of  all  its  serv¬ 
ices,  and  meeting  its  full  respon¬ 
sibility  in  all  areas  of  Christian 
living. 

The  local  church  emphasis,  au¬ 
thorized  by  the  denomination  s 
1956  General  Conference,  also  will 
extend  to  overseas  churches.  ThJ. 
program  will  be  directed  by  the 
Methodist  Council  of  Bishops. 

“What  the  Methodist  Church 
as  a  whole  accomplishes  in  this 
special  four-year  effort  depends 
upon  the  sum  total  of  the  results 
achieved  in  each  local  church,  re¬ 
gardless  of  its  size,”  said  Bishon 
Roy  H.  Short,  Nashville,  secretary 
of  the  council. 

He  said  self-study  guides  have 
been  prepared  for  each  church  “to 
take  the  measure  of  itself.”  The 
self-analysis  will  be  supervised  by 
district  superintendents  at  quart¬ 
erly  conferences  or  called  meet¬ 
ing  of  congregations. 

The  guide  is  in  the  form  of  a 
four-page  questionnaire  seeking 
facts  on  spiritual  and  numerical 
growth,  attendance,  participation, 
evangelism,  education,  social  serv¬ 
ice,  support  of  missions,  and  fi¬ 
nancial  giving. 

“Every  church  will  be  requested 
to  use  the  findings  of  its  self- 
study  to  set  annual  goals  of  im¬ 
provement,”  Bishop  Short  said. 
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A  Happy  Story 


The  Jasper  Methodist  Church 
was  distressed  over  the  condition 
of  the  Religious  progress  of  the 
colored  people  in  our  town.  Not 
only  the  religious  activities  but 
the  lack  of  advantages  in  every 
field.  Jasper  being  the  second  lar¬ 
gest  Tobacco  center  in  Florida, 
with  seven  large  warehouses,  and 
a  town  with  three  mills  and  a 
Government  box  factory  as  well 
as  many  hundreds  of  Turpentine 
acres  and  stills  to  be  attended  to 
by  many  colored  folk,  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  colored  people  almost  out¬ 
number  the  white.  In  some  schools 
there  are  751  white  and  771  color¬ 
ed.  Most  every  family  in  Jasper 
has  a  colored  maid,  cook  or  nurse, 
or  helper,  if  not  all  the  time, 
several  days  a  week. 

The  population  of  Jasper  is 
around  3000.  There  are  12  color¬ 
ed  churches.  One  that  beats  drums 
and  dances  in  a  frenzy  until  they 
fall,  as  the  colored  Methodist 
preacher  said,  “Darkest  Africa 
doesn’t  have  the  problems  that  he 
faces  here.”  Voo  Doo  is  a  common 
practice. 

The  colored  school  (elementary) 
was  built  two  years  ago  and  is  a 
beautiful  modern  school,  to  the 
“NTH”  degree.  That  is  a  real 
credit  to  Jasper,  to  the  County 
School  Board,  to  Senator  J.  Gra¬ 
ham  Black,  to  County  School  Su¬ 
pervisor  Mr.  Wm.  Odum,  and  to 
County  School  Superintendent, 
Mr.  R.  W.  Wilkinson. 

Rev.  J.  Milton  Ivey,  along 
with  other  teachers  from  the  V 
B.  S.  Faculty,  talked  with  the  ne¬ 
gro  preacher,  the  Rev.  O.  N.  Top- 
lin,  to  demonstrate  and  show  him 
our  school  and  literature,  to  help 
him  set  up  his  own  school.  Sev¬ 
eral  meetings  with  the  colored 
faculty  to  explain  crafts,  sched¬ 
ules,  teaching  were  held. 

Eight  churches  of  all  denomin¬ 
ations  joined  together  in  the 
colored  school  for  the  very  first 
Vacation  Bible  School  ever  held 
among  colored  people  in  Jasper, 
with  an  enrollment  of  179  Chil¬ 
dren.  The  colored  Methodist 
preacher  as  Dean.  Ten  of  the  fac¬ 
ulty  are  colored  school  teachers, 
the  other  three  are  young  college 
girls  at  various  Negro  colleges. 

Methodist  literature  is  being 
used  and  furnished  by  the  Jasper 
Methodist  Church.  Much  of  the 
craft  material  was  brought  by  in¬ 
terested  members  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church,  Thompkins-Worley 
Circle,  of  the  W.S.C.S.  and  the 
Kiwanis  Club 

The  VBS  is  a  real  step  forward, 
we  believe.  This  is  also  the  first 
time  the  negro  churches  have  ev¬ 
er  been  together  on  any  project. 
The  school  was  conducted  in  the 
J.  R.  Lee  High  School  Building, 
August  6th  through  17th  with 
“commencement”  exercises  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon,  August  19th.

Ministering  to 
Spiritual  Ills

Ever  since  our  Lord  walked  the 
dusty  roads  of  Palestine  and 
spoke  transforming  words  to 
troubled  individuals  we  Christians 
have  been  committed  to  a  person¬ 
al  ministry  one  to  another.  Our 
faith  is  that  the  pastor  can  be  an 
instrument  of  God’s  grace  and  a 
means  of  God’s  reconciling  love 
flowing  anew  into  the  lives  of 
people  about  him.  Beneath  the 
apparently  tranquil  surface  of 
even  a  tiny  parish  there  exist 
turbulent  problems.  A  marriage  is 
slowly  decaying,  a  man  is  strug¬ 


gling  with  the  clawing  demands 
of  alcohol  and  another  is  wrest¬ 
ling  with  the  spiritual  implica¬ 
tions  of  grief.  All  these  and  count¬ 
less  more  situations  clamor  for 
the  attention  and  pastoral  care  of 
the  alert  minister.  But  where 
shall  he  gain  the  strength  and 
skills  for  so  complex  a  task? 

Only  God  can  give  a  man  a 
heart  sensitive  enough  to  meet 
the  pressing  needs  of  people.  In¬ 
deed,  only  our  Heavenly  Father 
can  bequeath  to  a  man  a  passion 
for  people  that  makes  him  rest¬ 
less  to  aid  them  in  their  personal 
difficulties.  But  the  job  of  the 
theological  school  is  to  take  a 
man  with  these  basic  requisites 
and  train  him  for  the  pastoral 
task.  And  this  we  are  doing  at  the 
Candler  School  of  Theology. 

The  student  minister  is  con¬ 
fronted  with  basic  insights  into 
human  behavior  in  order  that  he 
may  deepen  his  Christian  out¬ 
reach  with  a  surer  grasp  of  hu¬ 
man  motivation.  To  make  the 
Gospel  most  relevant  to  each  par¬ 
ticular  soul  the  minister  must 
comprehend  fully  the  complexi¬ 
ties  of  the  human  dilemma.  To¬ 
ward  this  end  the  best  of  psychol¬ 
ogy  and  psychiatry  is  examined 
from  a  Christian  perspective  so 
as  to  provide  the  seminary  stu¬ 
dent  with  the  resources  necessary 
to  interpret  our  faith  to  the  ter¬ 
rible  conflicts  and  problems  of 
life. 

Pastoral  study  in  the  seminary 
is  not  a  time  of  escape  into  the 
unreal  world  of  musty  books  but 
is  made  into  a  workshop  of  hu¬ 
man  behavior.  Classroom  use  is 
made  of  situations  which  are  con¬ 
fronted  in  the  local  ministry,  and 
each  student’s  participation  is 
constructively  criticized.  Further¬ 
more,  the  pastoral  aspects  of  the 
student’s  field  work  responsibili¬ 
ties  are  scrutinized  and  evaluated 
with  an  eye  toward  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  his  personal  ministry.  In 
fact,  recorded  instances  of  actual 
counseling  interviews  are  used  to 
familiarize  the  student  minister 
with  Christian  ways  to  help  his 
people. 

Your  school  of  theology  is  keen¬ 
ly  aware  of  the  relationship  be¬ 
tween  the  personality  of  the  min¬ 
ister  and  his  attitude  toward  peo¬ 
ple  and  their  problems  in  the 
parish.  Consequently,  the  student 
is  helped  to  overcome  those  per¬ 
sonal  stumbling  blocks  which 
would  mar  his  ministry  to  his 
flock. 

Plans  are  underway  to  provide 
the  theological  student  with  ac¬ 
tual  supervised  pastoral  exper¬ 
ience  in  special  situations.  For 
example,  students  will  serve  un¬ 
der  a  highly  trained  chaplain  in 
a  general  hospital  and  learn  ways 
cl  bringing  the  Christian  faith  to 
bear  upon  the  common  needs  of 
all  people. 

So  it  is  that  both  in  present 


training  and  in  future  plans  the 
Candler  School  of  Theolqgy  is 
attempting  to  serve  the  congrega¬ 
tions  of  this  area  by  sending  out 
men  with  warm  hearts  and  train¬ 
ed  minds  capable  of  being  ambas¬ 
sadors  of  God’s  love.  When  the 
telephone  rings  in  the  parsonage 
of  a  Methodist  church  in  our  jur¬ 
isdiction  and  a  voice  says, 
“Preacher,  I  must  talk  to  you 
about  a  personal  problem!”  we 
hope  we  have  helped  answer  the 
call.

The  first 
issues  of  the  new  publications  are 
to  reach  their  readers  in  October.

on  journalism  that  has  been  in 
use  for  25  years  in  colleges  and 
universities  and  is  now  in  its  4th 
edition. 

Dr.  T.  Otto  Nall,  editor-in-chief 
of  “The  Christian  Advocate,”  will 
be  the  editor  for  THE  NEW 
CHRISTIAN  ADVOCATE. 

The  subscription  price  for  TO¬ 
GETHER  is  also  $3.00  a  year  and 


an  immediate  circulation  goal  of 
one  million  copies  has  been  set. 
However  there  is  a  club  rate  of 
$2.00  per  year  for  those  churches 
which  subscribe  for  all  of  their 
families  and  it  is  believed  that 
many  Florida  churches  will  take 
advantage  of  this  plan.  Full  de¬ 
tails  have  long  been  in  the  hands 
of  the  ministers  and  several 
churches  are  known  to  have  sub¬ 


scribed  to  the  plan.  The  Uni¬ 
versity  Church,  Gainesville,  was 
among  the  first  churches  in  the 
country  to  adopt  the  plan  and 
the  Beymer  Memorial  Church, 
Winter  Haven,  was  one  of  the 
first  churches  in  the  Florida  Con¬ 
ference  with  more  than  1,000 
members  to  subscribe  for  its  fam¬ 
ilies. 

At  Minneapolis,  Bishop  Ken¬ 
nedy  declared  the  Methodist 
Church  is  today  a  rapidly  grow¬ 
ing  church  of  10,000,000  members, 
largely  because  John  Wesley’s 
heart  was  “strangely  warmed.” 

“Think  of  the  power  for  Christ 
we  could  exert  if  10,000,000  hearts 
beat  with  the  Wesley  zeal,  en¬ 
thusiasm,  evangelistic  spirit,”  he 
said,  “It  may  be  that  this,  Meth- 
odisms’  bold  venture  in  publishing, 
will  help  us  rekindle  the  flame  of 
the  spirit,  recover  souls,  renew 
our  faith  and  bolster  our  courage.  ' 


The  magazine  to  be  known  as 
TOGETHER  is  to  be  “a  magazine 
of  general  interest  that  in  all  re¬ 
spects  will  measure  up  to  the  rep¬ 
utation  of  The  Methodist  Church” 
as  ordered  by  the  Council  of  Bish¬ 
ops  in  those  terms.  It  will  be  an 
80-page  quality  publication  with 
many  pages  in  full  color  and  will 
feature  articles,  stories,  and  pic¬ 
tures  of  religious  significance. 

THE  NEW  CHRISTIAN  ADVO¬ 
CATE  is  the  second  publication 
and  it  will  be  a  journal  for  min¬ 
isters  and  church  leaders  and  will 
carry  feature  departments  on 
preaching,  pastoral  care,  music, 
church  administration  and  relig¬ 
ious  news.  It  will  be  a  digest-size 
magazine  of  132  pages.  The  sub¬ 
scription  price  is  $3.00  a  year  but 
both  of  the  magazines  may  be

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World  Wide  Communion 

The  seventeenth  observance  of 
World  Wide  Communion  will  be 
held  this  year  on  Sunday,  October 
7.  At  this  time,  Christians  will 
join  in  a  world  wide  fellowship 
that  knows  no  limitations  of  race, 
class,  or  denomination.  Here  wc 
will  have  fellowship  with  Christ 
as  Lord  and  Saviour  and  renew 
our  faith  in  God,  strengthening 
our  fellowship  one  with  another. 

True  faith  and  repentance  are 
expressed  as  around  this  common 
altar  we  kneel,  acknowledging  our 
need  of  divine  aid  and  mutual 
understanding. 

The  Lord's  table  is  25,000  miles 
long.  It  encircles  the  globe;  it 
unites  people  who  desire  to  share 
in  the  common  experience  of  love 
for  God  and  for  one  another. 

All  barriers  are  broken  down; 
all  hatreds  are  cast  aside  as  we 
“draw  near  with  faith”  to  par¬ 
take  of  elements  of  bread  and 
wine — the  symbols  of  Christ's 
broken  body  and  shed  blood. 
Christ  died  for  all,  without  ex¬ 
ception. 

In  sharing  in  this  fellowship, 
we  are  reminded  that  humanity 
has  physical  needs.  Many  are 
there  who  suffer  hunger  for  the 
bread  which  is  necessary  to  phys¬ 
ical  well-being. 

From  year  to  year  this  obser¬ 
vance  of  World  Wide  Communion 
has  gained  momentum.  It  was  be¬ 
gun  by  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.A.  Now  it  is  being  observed 
by  numerous  denominations 
throughout  the  world.  Many  dif¬ 
ferent  peoples  will  observe  the 
Holy  Communion  on  this  clay. 
They  will  represent  many  colors 
of  skin,  languages,  races,  kinds  of 
dress,  and  various  denominations. 
They  all  acknowledge  Christ  as 
Saviour.  They  share  their  love  of 


Christ  with  one  another. 

On  Sunday,  October  7,  when  it 
is  11:00  o’clock  with  the  Christians 
in  the  Fiji  Islands,  it  is  6:00  P.M. 
the  evening  before  on  Saturday, 
October  6,  in  New  York,  5  00  o’¬ 
clock  in  Chicago:  and  3:00  o’¬ 
clock  in  Los  Angeles.  There  will  be 
no  hour  during  the  24  when  con¬ 
gregations  of  Christians  will  not 
be  at  some  Communion  Table. 
This  is,  indeed,  a  fellowship  with¬ 
out  boundaries  or  limitations. 

The  Lord’s  Table  will  be  spread, 
with  its  emblems  of  the  bread  and 
wine,  in  stately  cathedrals  and 
humble  meetinghouses.  It  will  be 
observed  on  battleships  and  in 
military  hospitals.  Communion 
will  be  given  to  shut-ins  and  to 
the  aged,  in  homes  and  in  hos¬ 
pitals,  during  the  day.  The 
churches  everywhere  will  do  their 
best  to  make  it  possible  for  every 
Christian  to  be  a  part  of  this  fel¬ 
lowship  without  boundaries. 

This  World  Wide  Communion  is 
increasingly  becoming  the  svmbol 
of  our  common  faith.  For,  as  we 
receive  the  symbols  of  His  body 
and  blood,  we  experience  once 
again  the  reality  of  His  Presence, 
and  realize  anew  that 

“Jesus  spread  His  banner 
o’er  us,  Cheers  ours  fam¬ 
ished  souls  with  food.” 

In  Methodist  churches  a 
special  offering  will  be  received 
for  the  Fellowship  of  Suffering 
and  Service,  for  the  rehabilitation 
of  underpriviledeged  peoples  and 
lands.  This  very  important  and 
worthy  cause  should  be  given  full 
support,  should  help  to  emphasize 
the  fellowship  of  Christians  the 
world  around,  and  should  bind 
our  hearts  together  as  we  share 
the  suffering  and  service  of  other 
lands. 

The  World  Wide  Communion  ob¬ 
servance  is  being  co-sponsored  by 


the  National  Council  of  Churches 
of  Christ  in  the  U.S.A. ,  The  Gen¬ 
eral  Board  of  Evangelism  of  the 
Methodist  Church  and  other 
Protestants.

Editor’s  Note:  The  most 
comprehensive  statement  we 
have  seen  of  the  work  of  the 
Florida  Conference  in  the 
quadrennium  just  closed  is 
Bishop  Branscomb’s  report  to 
the  Southeastern  Jurisdic¬ 
tional  Conference  as  publish¬ 
ed  in  the  Christian  Daily  Ad¬ 
vocate.  We  reprint  it  here 
for  your  benefit  and  enjoy 
ment. 

JACKSONVILLE  AREA 

Methodism  in  the  Jacksonville 
Area  affords  a  unique  opportun¬ 
ity  for  service  inasmuch  as  it  com¬ 
bines  the  Florida  Conference 
which  is  experiencing  such  tre¬ 
mendous  growth  with  the  Cuba 
Conference  which  is  the  near¬ 
end  of  missions.  During  this  quad¬ 
rennium  these  two  conferences 
have  had  unprecendented  growth 
and  progress,  the  extent  of  both 
being  so  marked  that  I  dare  not 
trust  myself  to  dwell  on  it  least  I 
abuse  the  privilege  which  is  mine 
in  making  this  report.  The  spirit¬ 
ual  and  material  gains  have  been 
made  possible  because  of  wonder¬ 
ful  team  work  between  ministers 
and  laymen  and  likewise  between 
the  two  conferences.  Thus  has 
been  provided  an  atmosphere  in 
which  God  has  been  able  to  work 
with  grace  and  power. 

Let  us  look  at  the  record  of  the 
work  in  the  Cuba  Conference. 
During  the  four-year  period  there 
have  been  2588  added  on  profes¬ 
sion  of  faith,  with  a  net  increase 
in  membership  of  more  than  2500. 
There  are  approximately  1900  in 
preparatory  classes  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time.  Evangelism  has  char¬ 
acterized  the  program  in  Cuba 
during  the  quadrennium.  For  four 
consecutive  years  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  the  Board  of  Evan¬ 
gelism  have  joined  with  us  in  an 
annual  International  Evangelis¬ 
tic  Crusade.  Through  this  plan  we 
have  carried  over  500  American 
pastors  to  the  Island  of  Cuba. 
The  success  of  these  campaigns 
has  been  a  spiritual  phenomena. 

The  church  school  program  has 
increased  from  7800  to  10,350  in 
the  quadrennium.  A  full-time 
youth  worker  has  been  put  in  the 
field,  and  a  splendid  youth  camp 
has  been  developed  at  a  cost  of 
$15,000.  This  camp  has  multiplied 
the  program  of  the  Cuban  young 
people  in  a  great  way.  The  number 
of  Sunday  Schools  has  increased 
from  106  to  109.  The  Vacation 
Bible  School  enrollment  has  de¬ 
veloped  from  2159  in  1952  to  4684 
in  1955. 

We  are  glad  to  report  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  membership  of  the 
WSCS  from  1089  to  1235.  18  Meth¬ 
odist  Men’s  Clubs  have  been  or¬ 
ganized  during  the  quadrennium. 


Preaching  places  have  increased 
from  142  to  210. 

Church  Extension  has  exper¬ 
ienced  a  remarkable  growth  with 
67  new  churches,  parsonages  and 
educational  units  having  been 
built  through  the  wonderful  aid 
of  Advance  Specials.  Included  m 
the  building  program  are  the 
Student  Hostel  at  the  University 
of  Havana,  an  infirmary  and  a 
chapel  at  the  Agricultural  School, 
and  five  buildings  on  the  Campus 
of  Candler  College,  one  at  Buena- 
vista  and  four  at  Colegio  Pinson. 

The  Cuba  Conference  has  raised 
$340,000  itself  during  the  quadren¬ 
nium  and  it  is  a  joy  to  report  that 
through  increased  interest  in 
stewardship  supplemented  by  the 
aid  of  Advance  Specials  we  have 
been  able  to  increase  the  salary 
level  of  the  Cuban  pastors  about 
40%.  There  are  signs  that  lead 
us  to  believe  that  Christ  has  a 
chance  to  take  the  Island  of  Cuba, 
the  Pearl  of  the  Antilles. 

The  Florida  Conference  has  had 
a  splendid  quadrennium.  In  mem¬ 
bership  it  has  grown  from  154,- 
089  in  1952  to  185,107  in  1956,  an 
increase  of  31,018.  41,164  were  re¬ 
ceived  on  profession  of  faith  and 
from  other  denominations.  During 
the  past  year  Florida  received 
over  23,000  new  members,  with  a 
net  increase  of  10,500. 

The  Church  School  has  grown 
from  105,000  in  1952  to  139,958  in 
1956.  The  WSCS  has  increased 
from  31.967  to  37,590.  Methodist 
Men’s  Clubs  have  grown  from  125 
to  225  with  a  membership  increase 
from  5845  to  10,223. 

We  are  able  to  walk  about  Zion 
and  number  her  new  palaces  and 
bulwarks  and  towers  with  thanks¬ 
giving.  Over  275  new  churches, 
parsonages,  and  educational 
buildings  have  been  erected.  Over 
$11,000,000  was  expended  in  new 
building  projects.  At  present  the 
total  property  values  in  the  Flor¬ 
ida  Conference  exceed  $45,000,000. 
The  building  expansion  includes 
two  new  Wesley  Foundation  build¬ 
ings  valued  at  $350,000,  the  ac¬ 
quisition  of  a  new  episcopal  resi¬ 
dence  and  the  construction  of  a 
new  administration  building  that 
includes  the  episcopal  headquar¬ 
ters. 

Thirty-seven  new  churches 
have  been  organized  during  the 
quadrennium  with  that  many 
new  buildings  for  the  new  congre¬ 
gations.  One  new  district  was  or¬ 
ganized  for  a  total  of  ten. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  fine  re¬ 
sponse  our  people  have  made  to 
the  total  benevolent  program  of 
the  Church.  During  the  quadren¬ 
nium  the  Florida  Conference  has 
given  $1,285,469  to  World  Service 
and  Conference  Work.  It  has  con¬ 
tributed  $95,000  to  the  Week  of 
Dedication.  The  conference  has 
experienced  unusual  success  in 


the  Advance  for  Christ.  The  a- 
mount  contributed  to  Advance 
Specials  in  the  foreign  fields  was 
$726,061.  $302,000  of  this  was  giv¬ 
en  during  the  past  year.  For  Na¬ 
tional  Advance  Special,  $46,415; 
for  M.C.O.R.  $42,695;  for  Church 
Extension,  $397,616;  for  Confer¬ 
ence  Specials,  $190,928;  and  for 
the  Bishop’s  Appeal  for  Korea, 
$54,600.  The  total  Advance  giving 
for  the  quadrennium  has  been.  $1,- 
385,149.  The  conference  operates 
a  Ten  in  One  program  each  year 
for  special  day  offerings  which 
has  amounted  to  $360,000. 

Ministerial  support  has  risen 
from  $1,190,000  in  1952  to  $1,385,- 
000  in  1956.  The  Grand  Total  for 
all  purposes  during  the  quadren¬ 
nium  was  $35,739,773. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  cam¬ 
paign  for  a  million  dollars  for 
Florida  Southern  College  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund  increase.  During  the 
year  just  passed  seven  districts 
had  their  campaigns  and  raised  in 
cash  and  pledges  $891,000.  There 
are  three  more  districts  to  go 
and  we  are  assured  that  the  cam¬ 
paign  will  go  far  beyond  the  mil¬ 
lion  mark. 

In  this  quadrennium  we  have 
admitted  117  on  trial  and  the  total 
membership  of  the  conference  has 
grown  from  447  to  491. 

It  has  been  a  romatic  and  glor¬ 
ious  experience  for  this  bishop.  I 
am  grateful  to  God  for  the  match¬ 
less  cooperation  and  wonderful 
spirit  shown  by  the  ministers  and 
laymen  of  the  Jacksonville  Area. 
We  lay  whatever  gains  have  been 
made  at  the  feet  of  the  Father 
God  and  ask  that  He  will  contin¬ 
ue  to  use  us  to  the  extension  of 
His  Kingdom  and  the  glory  of 
His  name.  Amen  and  Amen!

Dr.  Geissinger  originated  the 
idea  of  area  stewardship  train¬ 
ing  conferences,  which  have  been 
held  in  many  centers  in  recent 
years.  He  served  last  quadrennium 
as  secretary  of  the  church’s  Joint 
Stewardship  Council,  which  spear¬ 
headed  the  emphasis  on  Christ 
ian  stewardship  and  lifted  up  the 
tithe  as  the  minimum  standard 
of  giving  for  Methodists. 


Dean  Benton  Passes 

A  leading  religious  educator  ana 
Methodist  clergyman,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  John  Keith  Benton,  60,  dean 
of  the  Vanderbilt  University 
School  of  Religion,  died  in  Nash¬ 
ville,  Tenn., August  21  of  cancer. 

Death  came  to  Dean  Benton 
just  as  the  seminary  he  had  head¬ 
ed  since  1939  was  preparing  to 
expand  its  facilities  through  a 
multi-million-dollar  grant  he  had 
helped  obtain. 

Vanderbilt  was  once  a  Metho¬ 
dist  school,  and  the  seminary  has 
retained  a  great  many  Methodist 
characteristics.  More  than  half 
the  divinity  students  are  Metho¬ 
dists. 

Dr.  Benton  served  pastorates  m 
Alabama,  and  was  a  pilot  in 
World  War  I.  Entering  the  educa¬ 
tion  field,  he  was  a  teacher  and 
professor  at  Florida  Southern  Col¬ 
lege,  Drew  University,  and  Duke 
University  before  going  to  Van¬ 
derbilt.

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Dr.  Spivey 
Reports  on  Russia 

The  vast  majority  of  the  Rus¬ 
sian  people  are  fanatical  in  their 
support  of  communism  and  its 
leaders  and  outside  hopes  for  any 
internal  uprising  within  the  So¬ 
viet  Union  are  merely  wishful 
thinking. 

This  is  the  considered  opinion 
of  Dr.  Ludd  M.  Spivey,  president 
of  Florida  Southern  College,  who 
has  just  returned  to  Lakeland  aft¬ 
er  an  European  visit  which  in¬ 
cluded  14  days  behind  the  Iron 
Curtain. 

“The  great  mass  of  Russian 
people  never  had  it  so  good  be¬ 
fore.”  Dr.  Spivey  stated. 

“Contrary  to  what  I  had  be¬ 
lieved,  the  ‘new  freedom’  allowed 
Russian  people  since  the  death 
of  Stalin  is  not  a  sign  of  commun¬ 
ist  party  weakness,  but  rather  is 
a  positive  symbol  of  strength. 

“The  communist  leaders  are 
now  permitting  the  people  great¬ 
er  liberties  because  they  believe 
strongly  that  they  have  now  con¬ 
verted  everyone  to  communism 
and  they  are  no  longer  afraid  of 
any  dissension  from  within.” 

Emphasizing  that  he  did  not  be¬ 
lieve  that  anvone  could  interpret 
fully  a  nation  or  its  people  dur¬ 
ing  a  relatively  short  visit,  Dr. 
Spivey  said  that  he  based  his 
opinion  on  the  solid  support  Of  the 
communist  party  from  within 
after  tslks  with  hundreds  of  Rus¬ 
sians — from  peasaants  to  profess¬ 
ors,  and  from  his  personal  obser¬ 
vations  of  the  Russia  of  today  as 
compared  with  21  years  ago  when 
the  educator  previously  visited  in 
the  Soviet  Union. 

“By  our  American  standards,” 
he  said,  “food  and  clothing  are 
scarce  and  expensive.  But  in  com- 
parision  with  the  situation  as  I 
saw  it  in  1935,  the  Russians  to¬ 
day  have  more  and  better  food 
and  clothing — an  important  fac¬ 
tor  in  the  overall  support  of  the 
communist  party.” 

The  Florida  Southern  College 
president  said  that  he  came  and 
went  at  will  while  visiting  in  such 
cities  as  Moscow,  Kiev  and  Len¬ 
ingrad  and  in  the  towns  and  on 
the  collective  farms,  finding  the 
Russian  people  friendly  and  eager 
to  talk  with  an  American.  On 
the  overall,  he  commented: 

“There  isn’t  any  doubt  in  my 
mind  that  communism  has,  from 
a  material  point  of  view,  improved 
the  Soviet  Union.  There  have  been 
some  profound  changes  in  the 
way  of  life  for  the  Russian.  It  is 
amazing  to  see  the  amount  of 
building  activity,  not  only  in 
large  housing  projects  but  also 
in  huge  business  buildings.  One  of 
the  great  improvements  I  noticed 
in  Moscow  was  the  widening  of 
the  principal  street. 

“The  whole  center  of  Moscow, 


except  Red  Square,  has  greatly 
changed  in  the  past  21  years. 
Under  the  communists,  there  have 
also  been  great  improvements  in 
transportation,  bus  and  rail.” 

Dr.  Spivey  said  that  he  neither 
saw  nor  sensed  discontent  with 
the  communist  party  program,  ex¬ 
cepting  a  relatively  few  malcon¬ 
tents.  He  noted  that  on  his  pre¬ 
vious  visit  to  the  Soviet  Union,  at 
which  time  Stalin  was  in  power, 
there  were  huge  pictures,  bunting 
and  flags  everywhere,  designed  to 
inspire  enthusiasm  for  the  com¬ 
munist  cause. 

“There  are  no  such  external 
signs  now,”  he  stated,  “the  party 
leaders  feel  there  is  no  need  for 
them.” 

Although  the  food  and  clothing- 
situation  could  be  improved,  the 
educator  noted  not  only  that  con¬ 
ditions  were  better  than  in  the 
yesteryear,  but  also  that  the  peo¬ 


ple  know  that  great  effort  is  be¬ 
ing  put  into  the  production  of 
armaments  and  heavy  industry. 

The  lack  of  modern  machinery 
is  holding  back  food  production 
on  the  collective  farms,  he  said. 
A  second  factor  is  that  the  peas¬ 
ants  are  each  allocated  about  an 
acre  of  land  which  they  are  per¬ 
mitted  to  cultivate  and  sell  the 
products  on  the  open  market. 

“As  a  result,  the  peasants  con¬ 
centrate  more  on  working  their 
personal  acre  of  land  than  in  in¬ 
creasing  food  production  on  the 
collective  farm  itself.” 

In  comparison  with  the  Stalin 
regime,  Dr.  Spivey  said  that  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  people  have 
greater  freedom  under  Bulganin 
and  Kruschev  and  that  they  be- 
live  the  outside  world  misunder¬ 
stands  communism  and  its  ob¬ 
jectives.

We  need  bishops 
and  district  superintendents 
and  executive  secretaries  in 
order  to  supervise  the  work 
of  the  25,000  local  churches 
that  go  to  make  up  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Church.

to  use  as  guides  in  developing  a  well-rounded 
program  for  churches  of  all  sizes  and  places. 

There  are  guides  which  will  enable  each  lo¬ 
cal  church  to  score  itself  and  evaluate  its  pro¬ 
gram  and  measure  its  progress  by  the  standard? 
set  forth  on  the  guide.  This  plan  is  not  some¬ 
thing  handed  down,  but  a  program  that  is  de¬ 
signed  to  inspire  and  stimulate  each  local  church 
to  consider  well  worked  out  objectives  and 
standards  so  as  to  ascertain  whether  it  is  meas¬ 
uring  up  to  what  God  expects  of  it. 

Dear  Friends,  we  are  going  to  make  inroads 
into  the  lives  of  people  only  as  we  remember  that 
this  business  of  the  church  has  to  do  with  people. 
A  person-related  approach  is  about  the  only  way 
we  are  going  to  win  folks  to  Christ.  I  am  all  for 
mass  efforts.  I  believe  in  radio  and  television  as 
well  as  the  press  and  all  means  of  advertising  to 
attract  attention  to  the  work  of  the  Church,  but 
in  the  long  last,  the  thing  that  is  going  to  count 
most  in  seeking  to  win  people  to  the  Christian 
Life  is  the  person-to-person  contact  on  the  part 
of  pastors  and  teachers  and  visitors  and  friends. 
Let  me  appeal  to  the  pastors  and  to  the  officials 
of  the  church  to  enthusiastically  join  with  the 
district  superintendents  as  they  present  the  Lo¬ 
cal  Church  Emphasis  to  the  Quarterly  Confer¬ 
ence  in  making  this  approach  to  our  task  a  per¬ 
sonal  one. 

I  want  a  bishop  to  be  person-centered.  If  i 
district  superintendent  is  to  get  an  A-rating  on 
my  chart,  he  must  be  interested  in  folks,  and 
know  his  pastors  and  his  people  intimately  and 
well.  The  pastor  who  looms  large  in  my  appraisal 
as  an  effective  soul  winner  is  the  pastor  who 
knows  his  flock  by  name,  knows  where  they  live, 
knows  their  hopes  and  fears.  And  the  local 
qhurch  that  rates  way  up  on  my  list  of  vital 
churches  is  the  church  that  has  organized  its 
commissions  and  is  concerned  that  all  of  the 
members  of  the  commission  are  well-informed 
and  are  uniting  together  to  put  on  a  program 
of  action  and  achievement  in  all  of  the  areas  in 
which  our  Methodist  Church  is  working.  This 
Local  Church  Emphasis  for  the  Quadrennium 
can  impress  you  as  being  complicated  and  you 
won’t  even  try.  The  Lord  help  you  if  that  is  your 
attitude.  But  let  me  urge  that  “each  church  do 
something.”  Make  a  start,  and  the  difference  wiil 
be  marvelous.  I  say  .  .  .  Amen  and  Amen!

The  Sarasota  District  of  The 
Methodist  Church  launched  the 
Florida  Southern  College  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund  Program  in  the  Trin¬ 
ity  Methodist  Church  at  Arcadia 
Friday  evening,  September  7.  Bish¬ 
op  John  W.  Branscomb  and  Pres- 
iaent  Ludd  M.  Spivey,  of  Florida 
Southern  College,  were  the  prin¬ 
cipal  speakers  at  this  kick-off 
meeting. 

Dr.  P.  M.  Boyd,  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  the  Miami  District,  is 
chairman  of  the  Florida  Confer¬ 
ence  Commission  and  also  took 
part  in  the  launching  of  the  cam¬ 
paign. 

The  Endowment  Fund  Pro¬ 
gram  in  the  Sarasota  District  is 
under  the  direct  supervision  of 
Albert  Dale  Hagler,  Superinten- 
den  of  the  district,  and  A.  Ivan 
Pelter,  director  of  the  conference¬ 
wide  Endowment  Fund  Program. 
All  Methodist  pastors  and  large 
delegations  of  laymen  from  all 
the  Methodist  churches  in  the 
Sarasota  District  attended  the 
kick-off  meeting. 

The  Florida  Conference-wide 
objective  is  to  raise  a  million  dol¬ 
lars  from  Methodists,  alumni,  and 
friends  to  increase  the  endowment 
for  Florida  Southern  College.  The 
increase  in  endowment  is  needed 
tc  keep  pace  with  the  steady  in¬ 
crease  in  enrollment. 

The  Endowment  Fund  Program 
has  been  carried  on  successfully 
in  the  Jacksonville,  Tallahassee, 
Tampa,  Lakeland,  St.  Petersburg, 
Orlando,  and  Gainesville  districts. 
This  program  was  authorized  by 
the  Florida  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church  June  9,  1955. 
A  commission  of  one  hundred  rep¬ 
resentative  laymen  and  ministers 
was  elected  to  conduct  the  con¬ 
ference-wide  campaign.

Is  Quoted 

The  Rev.  Milton  Kelly,  now  a 
member  of  the  congregation  if 
the  Southwest  Methodist  Church, 
Miami,  substituted  for  the  pastor, 
the  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Cotton  while 
the  latter  was  on  vacation  and  at¬ 
tracted  considerable  attention  in 
so  doing. 

It  so  happened  that  Adon  Taft, 
Religion  Editor  for  the  MIAMI 
HERALD,  chose  that  morning  to 
attend  the  Southwest  Church  in 
search  for  material  for  his  col¬ 
umn  “A  Stranger  Goes  to  Church.” 
Obviously  Mr.  Taft  was  impressed 
for  his  column  the  next  day  was 
given  over  almost  entirely  to  a 
digest  of  Mr.  Kelly’s  messages— 
one  for  children,  the  other  for  a- 
dults. 
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Dr.  Spivey  Reports 
On  Russia 

“On  my  previous  visit,  almost 
no  Russian  dared  speak  with  me. 
But  this  time,  when  I  arrived  in 
Kiev,  a  whole  host  of  people  ga¬ 
thered  around,  asking  my  opinion 
of  Russia.  None  seemed  afraid 
when  I  openly  criticized  their  way 
of  life.  Those  who  spoke  English 
were  anxious  to  answer  my  crit¬ 
icisms  of  the  communist  philoso¬ 
phy.  At  times,  there  were  so  many 
people  gathered  around  me  that 
the  police  asked  me  to  move  on 
because  I  was  causing  traffic  tie- 
ups. 

“At  the  great  University  of  Mos¬ 
cow,  so  many  fanatical  students 
surrounded  me  that  I  was  afraid 
to  tell  exactly  what  I  thought  of 
communism.  I  asked  the  young 
interpreter  not  to  tell  the  group 
because  I  was  afraid  I  might  be 
overwhelmed. 

“The  students  wanted  to  know 
why  America  surrounded  Russia 
with  so  many  fortresses  and  air 
bases.  I  frankly  told  them  we 
were  afraid  of  their  leaders,  point¬ 
ing  to  the  fate  of  Hungary,  Czech- 
slovokia,  East  Germany  and  the 
other  captive  nations. 

“They  laughed  and  said  that  my 
conception  of  the  whole  setup  was 
all  wrong —  that  all  of  the  captive 
nations  had  come  running  to 
Russia  for  protection  against  the 
western  powers.  When  I  told  them 
further  that  the  communist  lead¬ 
ers  were  trying  to  interfere  with 
the  governments  of  the  free  world, 
they  derided  this. 

“I  talked  with  a  great  many 
school  teachers  and  educators  in 
Moscow,  Kiev,  Leningrad  and  else¬ 
where.  I  found  none  who  wasn’t 
enthusiastic  about  communism 
and  each  felt  sure  that  I  had 
misunderstandings  about  Lenin’s 
ideas.” 

Dr.  Spivey  said  that  he  was 
greatly  surprised  in  Moscow  to 
find  large  delegations  from  Po¬ 
land,  North  Korea.  Czechoslova¬ 
kia,  Hungary  and  the  other  cap¬ 
tive  countries.  Each  group  that  he 
talked  with,  the  educator  added, 
emphasized  the  great  prosperity 
enjoyed  under  communism. 

“I  realized  full  well  that  com¬ 
munist  leaders  in  those  various 
countries  would  permit  only  their 
nationals  who  were  thoroughly  in¬ 
doctrinated  to  come  to  Moscow. 
These  groups  seemed  better  dress¬ 
ed  and  better  fed  than  the  na¬ 
tives  in  Russia.” 

The  Russian  people,  the  college 
president  said,  are  well  aware  that 
Stalin  in  death  has  been  “demot¬ 
ed”  by  the  party  leaders  and 
there  is  apparent  relief  that  the 
Stalin  regime  is  no  more.  All  say 
that  Stalin  committed  a  great 
many  “errors”,  but  nothing  more. 


Dr.  Spivey  said  that  when  his 
party  (of  32  business  and  profess¬ 
ional  men)  went  to  Red  Square  to 
see  the  tomb  of  Lenin  and  Stalin 
there  were  long  lines  of  Russians 
waiting  to  file  past  the  glass-top 
ped  coffins  of  the  two  former  Red 
dictators. 

“We  had  to  pass  by  these  long 
lines  of  Russians,  and  we  were  ap¬ 
plauded  from  beginning  to  end. 
They  did  not  seem  to  resent  in  the 
least  our  party  being  given  pref-

erence  over  them|  The  visitations 
to  the  tomb  are  a  form  of  worship. 
As  one  approaches  there  is  a  great 
quiet  and  a  mysterious  atmos¬ 
phere. 

“I  asked  one  American  news¬ 
paperman  how  long  he  expected 
Stalin  would  lay  side  by  side  with 
Lenin.  He  answered  that  he  be¬ 
lieved  Stalin  would  eventually  be 
taken  out  for  repairs  and  would 
not  be  returned  to  the  tomb  in 
Red  Square”. 

The  Florida  Southern  president 
also  reported  that  he  saw  long 
lines  of  Russians  waiting  to  visit 
the  Kremlin  itself  for  the  first 
time,  since  it  was  closed  and 
closely  guarded  in  the  days  of 
Stalin.  Describing  the  Kremlin  as 
the  real  beauty  spot  in  Moscow, 
Dr.  Spivey  said  he  sought  to  enter 
a  second  time  without  a  ticket  of 
admission.  He  told  the  guard  he 
was  an  American  and  the  guard 
waved  him  on  in. 

A  little  understood  fact  about 
Russia  is  that  only  a  small  per¬ 
centage  of  the  people  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  communist  party,  Dr. 
Spived  said.  He  added  that  party 
discipline  is  so  severe  and  dress 
and  other  standards  so  rigid  that 
many  young  men  and  women  give 
up  and  drop  out  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion.  This,  in  adition  to  the  great 
competition  for  party  advance¬ 
ment,  definitely  limits  member¬ 
ship. 

“The  leaders  have  made  is  so 
deliberately.  They  want  to  keep 
the  racket  for  themselves.” 

Communist  leaders  in  Russia 
have  fully  sold  the  Russian  peo¬ 
ple  on  the  theme  of  peace,.  Dr. 
Spivey  reported.  He  noted  that 
peace  buttons  were  in  evidence 
everywhere,  and  that  often  he  re¬ 
turned  to  his  hotel  with  a  lapel 
solid  with  buttons  presented  him 
by  the  natives.  There  is  no  belief 
that  there  will  be  war  between 
Russia  and  the  United  States — in 
fact  the  reverse  is  true. 

“I  felt  that  if  anything  the  So¬ 
viet  chiefs  might  be  just  a  little 
embarassed  on  over-selling  then- 
people  on  the  peace  idea.  I  was 
told  by  one  observer  that  an  en¬ 
emy  would  have  to  drop  a  bomb 
on  Moscow  before  the  people 
would  fight.” 

Religion  is  virtually  at  death’s 
door  in  Russia,  Dr.  Spivey  stated. 
He  said  that  he  failed  to  meet  one 
young  man  or  woman  who  pro¬ 
fessed  any  belief  in  God,  or  at 
least  in  the  Russian  conception  of 
God. 

“For  one  thousand  years,  the 
church  was  the  chief  instrument 
of  the  government  in  the  suppres¬ 
sion  of  the  people,”  the  college 
president  pointed  out.  “The  rea¬ 
son  I  believe  that  there  is  no  hope 
for  the  church  in  Russia  today  is 
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because  the  communist  party  for¬ 
bids  the  church  from  having  any 
kind  of  social  interpretation. 

“Religion  in  Russia  is  still  just 
the  opiate.  This  is  true  not  only 
in  the  Russian  Orthodox  Church 
but  in  the  Baptist  church  there 
as  well.  No  Baptist  pastor  is  per¬ 
mitted  to  instruct  the  children. 
Only  the  parents  are  thus  permit¬ 
ted  and  they  mostly  are  atheists. 

“If  a  man  like  Billy  Graham 
were  permitted  to  go  into  Russia 
today,  he  perhaps  could  revive  re¬ 
ligion  in  the  people.  But  the  Rus¬ 
sian  leaders  are  not  about  to  al¬ 
low  anything  like  this. 

“The  churches  are  filled  with 
grandfathers  and  grandmothers. 
There  is  a  great  sea  of  old  faces.” 

Dr.  Spivey  said  that  the  Rus¬ 
sians  by  and  large  are  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  a  great  future,  a  feeling 
shared  by  both  party  members 
and  non-members.  He  concluded: 

“There  is  no  doubt  but  what 
the  mass  of  people  are  caught  up 
in  a  sort  of  dream  world.  They 
still  believe  that  communism  will 
bring  a  heaven  on  earth.  None 
seem  to  think  this  will  come  by 
force.  But  rather  that  the  rest  of 
the  world  will  some  day  find  out 
the  wonders  of  communism. 

“That  is  their  belief  .  .  .  not 
mine.”

MY  IMPRESSIONS  AT  THE 
WORLD  FEDERATION  MEETING 

As  a  Conference  Vice  President, 
it  was  a  distinct  privilege  to  at¬ 
tend  the  Quadrennial  meeting  of 
the  World  Federation  of  Method¬ 
ist  Women  held  the  last  week  in 
August  at  Lake  Junaluska.  Dele¬ 
gates  and  representatives  from 
more  than  35  countries  were  in 
attendance  at  this  meeting.  Most 
of  the  103  vice  presidents  of  the 
Conference  of  our  United  States 
Methodism  were  present.  Fifty  of 
them  had  the  privilege  of  staying 
at  Lambuth  Inn  where  all  of  the 
women  from  other  countries  were 
housed. 

Sessions  were  held  three  times 
a  day  at  the  auditorium,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  business  sessions  which 
were  held  there  in  the  after¬ 


which  one  might  grow  tired.  Each 
person  who  talked  to  us  had  so 
much  to  offer — and  I’m  afraid 
that  if  I  start  to  name  some  of 
the  outstanding  speakers,  I  shall 
have  to  name  them  all.  But  I  sim¬ 
ply  must  mention  Dr.  Dorothy 
Farrar  of  Great  Britain,  Mrs. 
Manuela  Valencia  of  the  Philip¬ 
pines,  Mrs.  Alan  Walker  of  Aus¬ 
tralia,  Mrs.  Lee  Kong  Beng  of  Ma¬ 
laya — I  could  go  on  and  on. 

It  was  a  wonderful  experience 
to  have  a  ring-side  seat  when  his¬ 
tory  was  in  the  making;  for  it  was 
at  this  meeting  that  the  delegates 
voted  to  become  affiliated  witn 
the  World  Methodist  Council.  Be¬ 
cause  of  this  affiliation,  five  new 
units  of  Methodist  Women  became 
members  of  the  Federation,  thus 
making  the  organization  a  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women 
in  the  truest  sense.  Those  uniting 
were:  The  African  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  Zion  Church,  The  Methodist 
Women  of  Great  Britain,  The 
Methodist  Women  of  Australia, 
The  African  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  the  Methodist  Wo¬ 
men  of  New  Zealand.  The  impres¬ 
sive  ceremony  in  which  all  units 
signed  the  charter  of  the  affilia¬ 
tion  sent  shivers  up  and  down  ny 
spine — everyone  felt  the  solemn¬ 
ity  of  the  occasion. 

I  have  only  one  regret  concern¬ 


ing  this  meeting,  and  that  is  that 
it  was  not  possible  for  every 
Methodist  Woman  to  see  and  hear 
these  women,  her  sisters  in  Meth¬ 
odism,  who  serve  the  same  Master, 
and  work  for  the  same  goal.  That 
goal  is  the  motto  of  the  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women — 
“To  Know  Christ,  and  to  Make 
Him  Known.”

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I  Saw  The  Sun  Rise  In  Hiroshima 

by  the  Rev.  Fred  L.  Martin,  Jr. 


We  have  just  returned  from 
Hiroshima,  where  on  August  6, 
1945  at  eight  fifteen  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  more  than  260,000  men,  wo¬ 
men  and  children  were  killed  by 
the  explosion  of  a  single  Atomic 
Bomb.  And  more  than  100,000 
more  bear  the  marks  of  the  trag¬ 
edy  in  their  bodies,  even  until  to¬ 
day.  I  heard  the  story,  first-hand, 
of  the  groans  and  cries  and  suf¬ 
ferings,  that  followed  in  the  wake 
of  the  explosion.  I  got  on  my 
knees  and  read  the  following  in¬ 
scription  on  the  Memorial  Ceno¬ 
taph,  in  the  middle  of  the  large 
Peace  Park.  This  is  supposed  to 
be  located  at  the  center  of  the  ex¬ 
plosion.  I  read  the  words: 

“Repose  Ye  in  peace,  For  the 
error  shall  never  be  repeated.” 

Before  I  got  off  my  knees  I 
closed  my  eyes  and  prayed  with 
tears,  unashamed,  “O  Christ  help 
me  to  be  a  part  of  this  determ¬ 
ination,  Amen.” 

A  Japanese  boy  was  reading  this 
inscription  to  a  visitor  from  In¬ 
dia  one  day  and  read  it  thus; 
“Sleep  in  peace,  this  mistake 
won’t  be  made  again.”  I  like  this 
boy’s  version.  The  visitor  asked  a 
very  important  question;  “Whose 
mistake?”  I’ll  be  using  that  as 
the  subject  of  one  of  my  sermons 
on  Japan  so  won’t  preach  it 
here. 

After  seeing  some  other  places 
we  had  supper  and  then  went  out 
to  the  Methodist  School  for  Girls, 
had  been  invited  to  spend  the 
Hiroshima  Jogakuin,  where  we 
night.  It  was  dark  when  we  ar¬ 
rived  at  the  school  and  we  could 
not  see  any  buildings  except  where 
we  were  to  stay.  I  went  to  bed 
rather  depressed  and  lay  awaxe 


far  too  long,  but  before  day  light 
I  got  a  fair  nap. 

Yesterday  morning  I  got  up 
and  looked  out  to  see  the  sun 
shining  over  a  dozen  school 
buildings.  All  of  these  have  been 
built  since  the  war.  This  school 
was  started  by  a  Japanese  Christ¬ 
ian  layman,  Mr.  Teikichi  Sunamo- 
to  and  Dr.  W.  R.  Lambuth  under 
the  leadership  of  the  former 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
South,  in  1886  and  though  this 
school  was  completely  destroyed 
along  with  304  girls,  18  teacheis 
and  2  janitors  during  the  explo¬ 
sion,  the  Woman’s  Division  )f 
Christian  Service  in  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  is  helping  to  rebuild 
it.  Nine  years  after  the  close  of 
the  war  through  gifts  from 
friends  in  Japan  and  America  un¬ 
der  the  leadership  of  the  Woman’s 
Division  of  Christian  Service  of 
the  Methodist  Board  of  Missions, 
there  are  buildings  all  over  the 
place.  Nearly  2,000  girls  and  young- 
women  now  attend  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School,  Junior  Col¬ 
lege  and  the  regular  College.  I 
had  the  privilege  of  seeing  Dr. 
Hamako  Hirose,  a  distinguished 
graduate  of  this  college,  and  now 
it’s  president.  She  was  a  guest  in 
our  home  in  Winter  Haven  in 
1949.  The  picture  enclosed  was 
taken  in  front  of  the  Senior  High 
School.  Yes,  I  saw  the  sun  rise 
again  in  Hiroshima.

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World  Conference  Closes 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Harold  Roberts  of 
England  was  elected  president  of 
the  World  Methodist  Council  at 
the  closing  session  of  the  body's 
international  conference  at  Lake 
Junaluska,  September  12. 

He  succeeds  Bishop  Ivan  Lee 
Holt,  St.  Louis,  of  the  Methodist 
Church. 

Dr.  Roberts,  president-designate 
of  British  Methodist  Church,  is 
principal  of  Richmond  College  and 
dean  of  the  faculty  of  theology  at 
the  University  of  London.  He  has 
been  vice  president  of  the  300- 
member  council,  which  links  some 
40  Methodist  communions  in  70 
countries  with  approximately  18,- 
000,000  members. 

In  a  new  departure,  the  council 
named  nine  vice  presidents  in  or¬ 
der  to  provide  denominational 
and  geographical  spokesmen  in 
various  sections  of  the  world. 

American  vice  presidents  are 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Oscar  T.  Olson,  Cleve¬ 
land,  Ohio;  Bishop  Fred  P.  Cor¬ 
son,  Philadelphia,  and  Charles  C. 
Parlin,  New  York  City,  all  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  and  Bishop 
Sherman  L.  Greene,  Atlanta,  of 
the  African  Methodist  Church. 

Other  regional  vice  presidents 
are  as  follows:  Europe — Bishop 
Ferdinand  Sigg,  Zurich,  Switzer¬ 
land;  Latin  America — Mrs.  Ottilia 
de  Chaves,  Porta  Algre,  Brazil; 
Asia — the  Rev.  James  S.  Mather, 
Columbo,  Ceylon;  Africa  —  the 
Rev.  J.  B.  Webb,  Johannesburg, 
Union  of  South  Africa;  Austral¬ 
asia — the  Rev.  A.  Harold  Wood, 
Victoria,  Australia. 

The  council  re-elected  its  sec¬ 
retaries,  Dr.  Elmer  T.  Clark  of 
Lake  Junaluska,  and  Dr.  E.  Ben¬ 
son  Perkins  of  Birmingham,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  treasurer — Edwin  L 
Jones  of  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  and  L. 
A.  Ellwood  of  London. 

Conference  delegates  elected  300 
members  to  the  council,  repre¬ 
senting  25  denominational  and 
geographical  sections,  and,  in 
turn,  the  council  named  a  25- 
member  executive  committee  and 
numerous  subcommittees. 

The  nine  American  members  of 
the  executive  committe  are;  Bish¬ 
op  Bertram  W.  Doyle,  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  of  the  Christian  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church;  Bishop  W.  J. 
Walls,  Chicago,  of  the  African 
Methodist  Episcopal  Zion  Church, 
and  these  representatives  of  The 
Methodist  Church—  Bishop  Ar¬ 
thur  J.  Moore,  Atlanta;  Bishop 
F.  Gerald  Ensley,  Des  Moines,  la., 
Dr.  T.  Otto  Nall,  Chicago;  J. 
Ernest  Wilkins,  Washington.  D.  C.; 
Ray  Nichols,  Vernon,  Tex.;  Dr 
J.  Manning  Potts,  Nashville,  and 
Mrs.  J.  Fount  Tillman,  Lewisburg, 
Tenn.

English  Theologian 
To  Teach  at  Emory 

Dr.  Maldwyn  Edwards,  pastor  of 
one  of  England’s  largest  Method¬ 
ist  congregations,  has  accepted  an

appointment  as  visiting  professor 
for  the  fall  quarter  at  Emory  Uni¬ 
versity’s  Candler  School  of  Theo¬ 
logy,  according  to  Dr.  W.  R.  Can¬ 
non,  dean  of  the  Atlanta  semin¬ 
ary. 

The  English  theologian  is  min¬ 
ister  of  Birmingham  Central  Hall 
and  serves  also  as  secretary  of  the 
Temperance  and  Social  Welfare 
Department  of  the  English  Meth¬ 
odist  Church. 

Before  his  appointment  to  the 
pastorate  in  Birmingham,  he  serv¬ 
ed  the  Yiewsley,  Dagenham, 
Gateshead  and  Manchester  cir¬ 
cuits.  He  was  superintendent  of 
the  Bristol  Mission  just  prior  to 
his  Birmingham  appointment. 

Dr.  Edwards  is  author  of  nine 
volumes  on  Methodism,  including 
“John  Wesley  and  the  18th  Cen¬ 
tury,”  “Methodism  and  England,” 
‘This  Methodism,”  and  “Churfch 
and  Society.” 

He  is  a  graduate  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Wales,  where  he  received 
the  M.  A.  degree;  from  Cambridge 
University,  where  he  took  the  M. 
A.  and  B.  D.  degrees,  and  from 
the  University  of  London,  which 
awarded  him  the  Ph.  D.  degree. 
During  his  university  days,  Dr. 
Edwards  was  awarded  two  prizes 
in  history.  At  one  time  he  served 
as  assistant  tutor  of  Handsworth 
College. 


In  oth^r  business,  the  confer¬ 
ence  adopted  a  message  to  Meth¬ 
odists  around  the  world  stating 
the  belief  that  the  international 
meeting  had  enriched  the  church 
as  a  whole,  “and  will  be  a  means 
of  enabling  it,  as  a  branch  of  the 
Holy  Catholic  Church,  to  bring  to 
the  work  of  Christian  reunion  its 
most  valuable  contribution.” 

The  10-section  message  touch- 
on  race  relations,  war  and  peace, 
evangelism,  religious  education, 
social  issues  and  other  concerns 
of  the  international  body.  We  will 
probably  publish  the  complete 
text  in  a  future  issue. 

In  business  sessions,  the  coun¬ 
cil  accepted  the  new  $100,000 
building  at  Lake  Junaluska  as  an 
archives  and  research  center,  but 
deferred  its  acceptance  as  an  ad¬ 
ministrative  headquarters. 

The  gift  of  southeastern  Meth¬ 
odists,  the  handsome  stone  struc¬ 
ture  houses  the  private  collection 
of  Wesleyan  and  other  historical 
materials  of  Dr.  Clark,  valued  at 
$100,000. 

Main  objections  to  using  the 
building  as  American  headquar¬ 
ters  were  cited  as  Lake  Junalus¬ 
ka  being  too  far  removed  from 
the  mainstream  of  world  church 
offices  and  travel,  and  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  whether  Methodists  of  all 
races  would  be  free  to  visit  the  as¬ 
sembly  grounds. 

“Methodism  in  the  Contempor¬ 
ary  World”  was  the  program 
theme  of  the  12-day  conference, 
which  attracted  some  2,000  dele¬ 
gates  and  visitors  from  45  coun¬ 
tries.  “The  Methodists  are  One 
People  in  all  the  World”,  spelled 
cut  on  a  backdrop  in  the  circular 
auditorium,  reminded  the  group  of 
its  common  Wesley  heritage. 

The  daily  platform  hours  fea¬ 
tured  95  speakers  in  major  ad¬ 
dresses,  lectures,  sermons  and 
worship  services  in  four  principal 
categories:  “Affirmations,” 

“Christian  Responsibility  in  a  Di¬ 
vided  World,”  “Christian  Respon¬ 
sibility  in  a  Divided  Church,”  anu 
“Distinctive  Methodist  Contribu¬ 
tions.” 

The  series  of  speeches  was 
broken  daily  by  a  morning  social 
hour  when  the  visitors  were 
served  coffee,  cookies  and  soft 
drinks  under  a  large,  gayly-color- 
ed  tent. 

Other  diversions  included  after¬ 
noon  trips  to  the  nearby  Cherokee 
Indian  reservataion,  the  Great 
Smoky  Mountain  National  Park, 
and  scenic  point  of  the  Western 
North  Carolina  mountain  country. 

Lake  Jualuska  proved  an  ideal 
conference  site,  most  visitors 
agreed,  in  lauding  Bishop  Holt, 
Dr.  Clark  and  the  assembly  staff 
for  the  preparation  and  execution 
of  the  program,  and  the  facilities 
and  accomodations.

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Florida  Southern 
Begins  New  Y ear 

The  doors  of  Florida  South¬ 
ern  College’s  dormitories  were 
opened  Sept.  21st  to  a  record  class 
of  more  than  1,000  freshmen  and 
other  new  students  as  the  college 
began  its  72nd  academic  year. 

For  the  32nd  consecutive  year, 
FSC’s  president,  Dr.  Ludd  M.  Spiv¬ 
ey,  head  of  the  Lakeland  insti¬ 
tution  of  higher  learning  since 
1925,  was  on  hand  to  greet  the 
new  class  and  direct  the  college 
activities  of  a  faculty  of  more 
than  150  men  and  women,  and  a 
student  body  numbering  upwards 
of  2,000  full-time  students. 

With  such  a  sizable  class  being 
enrolled  at  Florida  Southern,  Dr. 
Spivey  stated  that  the  physical 
facilities  of  the  college  will  be 
taxed  to  the  limit,  despite  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  the  seven  new  women’s 
residence  halls  on  Lake  Hollings¬ 
worth. 

The  seven  units,  completed  this 
summer  at  a  cost  in  excess  of 
$700,000,  will  provide  private  room 
and  private  bath  accomodations 
for  280  co-eds. 

Because  of  the  heavy  enrollment 
Florida  Southern  is  being  forced 
to  reject  more  student  applica¬ 
tions  for  admission  than  at  any 
other  time  in  the  school’s  history. 

One  of  the  more  splendid  sights 
the  new  students  discovered  on 
the  campus  was  the  new  $1,000,- 
000  “Polk  County  Science  Build¬ 
ing,”  designed  by  Frank  Lloyd 
Wright.  The  new  structure,  rising- 
on  the  west  campus,  has  three  of 
its  four  sections  already  complet¬ 
ed.  The  Citrus  Department  and 
the  Physics  and  Mathematics  De¬ 
partments  were  completed  last 
year  and  the  third  unit  for  the 
Chemistry  Department  will  be  m 
use  this  semester. 

The  opening  convocation  was 
held  Thursday  evening,  Sept.  27, 
at  6  o’clock  on  the  terrace,  facing 
the  Science  Building.  The  area 
had  been  given  a  political  con¬ 
vention  setting  with  placards  of 
34  states  and  the  District  of  Co¬ 
lumbia,  as  well  as  13  foreign  coun¬ 
tries  and  Puerto  Rico,  set  about 
the  terrace. 

The  convocation  devotional  was 
given  by  Dr.  Robert  MacGowan, 
Dean  of  the  Chapel  and  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  an  address  by  Dr.  Spiv¬ 
ey. 

The  rest  of  the  week  -  long  or¬ 
ientation  period  was  taken  up  in 
guided  tours  to  acquaint  the  stu¬ 
dents  with  the  87  -  acre  orange 
grove  campus,  dances,  assemblies, 
placement  tests  and  registration. 

Classes  began  on  Sept.  28.

Moral  Insurance 

For  Methodist  Servicemen 

By  Chaplain  George  H.  Birney 

Your  Methodist  chaplains  with 
the  armed  forces  are  the  best  in¬ 
surance  you  can  have  that  the 
youth  of  your  church  will  return 
from  military  service  unaffected 
by  the  moral  hazards  which 
threaten  all  men  and  women  in 
uniform. 

Take  the  case  of  Johnny  as  an 
example.  Johnny  was  a  Methodist 
lad  from  a  middle  western  par¬ 
ish  who  came  to  the  overseas 
station  in  Japan  where  I  was  a 
chaplain.  His  three  months  in  the 
army  so  far  had  been  spent  in  ba¬ 
sic  training,  a  short  leave  home, 
and  the  travel  which  brought  him 
to  us.  Until  now  he  hadn’t  had 
time  to  get  into  trouble.  However, 
within  24  hours  after  he  joined 
us  he’d  already  fallen  in  with  a 
group  of  soldiers  whe  were  de¬ 
termined  to  introduce  him  to  ail 
the  varieties  of  entertainment  a- 
vailable  in  the  near-by  vice-laden 
Japanese  town. 

Johnny,  who’d  never  taken  a 
drin  kin  his  life,  got  drunk  the 
first  night  he  was  there.  Ironical¬ 
ly,  it  was  this  fact  that  kept  him 
from  far  graver  sins  his  first  nignt 
on  the  town.  As  he  put  it,  “The 
others  wanted  to  pick  up  some 
Japanese  girls  in  a  bar  and  I  guess 
I'd  have  gone  right  along  with 
them  if  I  hadn’t  been  so  sick  I 
had  to  excuse  myself  and  go  back 
to  the  barracks.” 

That  happened  on  a  Saturday 
night.  The  next  morning  a  very 
wretched  Johnny  dragged  himself 
to  my  chapel  service.  “I  felt  so 
miserable,”  he  explained  later,  ‘T 
thought  maybe  going  to  church 
might  help.” 

It  was  Communion  Sunday  and 
I  used  the  little  printed  Commun¬ 
ion  Service  folders  which  are  made 
available  to  all  Methodist  chap¬ 
lains  by  the  Commission  on  Chap¬ 
lains.  As  the  service  progressed, 
Johnny  began  to  feel  right  at 
home.  From  the  opening  hymn, 
“Holy,  Holy,  Holy,”  to  the  “Gloria 
in  Excelsis,”  it  was  just  like  the 
Communion  service  in  his  home 
church. 

When  we  came  to  the  prayer  of 
General  Confession,  he  told  me 
afterward,  he  poured  out  his  heart 
to  God.  “I  never  knew  how  much 
that  one  prayer  could  mean,”  he 
said. 

After  church  he  asked  to  see 
me  for  a  few  minutes  and  I  took 
him  into  my  study.  We  talked  for 
nearly  an  hour.  We  planned  a 
course  of  action  for  him  which  en¬ 
tailed  his  breaking'  with  the 
friends  who  had  tried  to  lead  him 
into  sin.  He  promised  to  become 


active  in  the  chapel  program 
where  I  assured  him  he  would 
find  better  companions.  Johnny 
was  faithful  to  his  promise  and 
before  long  he  was  the  leader  of  a 
little  Bible  study  group  that  met 
every  Sunday  evening. 

When  our  young  men  leave 
home  to  become  members  of  the 
army,  air  force,  or  navy,  they  en¬ 
ter  a  strange  new  world.  It  is  a 
masculine  world  in  which  many  of 
the  restraints  of  morality  and  re¬ 
ligion  are  missing.  Such  is  always 
the  case  in  a  male  society,  wheth¬ 
er  it  be  a  lumber  camp  or  a  mili¬ 
tary  post.  However,  the  military 
recognizes  the  moral  pitfalls 
which  await  “single  men  in  bar¬ 
racks,”  and  has  made  it  possible 
for  you  to  send  ministers  of  your 
church  along  with  your  sons 
wherever  they  may  go  in  the 
world. 

There  is  only  one  reason  for  mil¬ 
itary  chaplains.  They  are  to  be 
pastors,  full  time,  to  their  ser¬ 
vice  congregations.  By  military 
law  they  may  not  be  given  any 
extra  -  curricular  duty  which  is 
not  directly  connected  with  their 
religious  ministries.  Their  only 
justification  for  being  in  the  ser¬ 
vice  is  to  bring  God  to  men  and 
men  to  God. 

The  lifeline  which  binds  your 
Methodist  chaplain  to  you  and 
your  church  is  the  Methodist 
Commission  on  Chaplains  which 
you  support  with  your  Fellowship 
of  Suffering  and  Service  offering 
on  World  -  wide  Communion  Sun¬ 
day.  The  commission  screens  ail 
applicants  for  the  chaplaincy  and 
certifies  to  the  military  that  they 
are  qualified  to  represent  you. 

Without  your  Commission  on 
Chaplains,  your  Methodist  preach¬ 
ers  in  uniform  would  not  be  able 
to  perform  nearly  as  effectively 
as  they  do.

Missions 
Are  Thrilling 

The  good  people  of  the  Memor¬ 
ial  Methodist  Church,  Fernan-

You 
have  heard  about  his  conversion, 
perhaps — how  after  visiting  one 
of  our  litte  Sunday  School  Mis¬ 
sions  rather  consistently,  he  drop¬ 
ped  out.  After  some  months,  he 
came  to  church,  at  our  San  Pab¬ 
lo  Church,  one  night.  At  the  in¬ 
vitation,  he  tore  up  a  fiesta  tick¬ 
et  that  he  was  holding  and  said 
that  he  was  through  with  that 
kind  of  life  and  was  dedicating 
himself  to  Christ  and  his  service 

“Voluntarily,  he  began  working 
in  the  same  mission  that  he  had 


formerly  attended.  He  organized 
a  literacy  class  and  went  each 
night  to  teach  a  group  of  seven 
boys  to  read.  He  organized  a  youth 
group —  they  held  meeting  in  the 
street  outside  the  mission.  All  this 
time  he  was  working  in  a  hat 
sihop,  cleaning  and  delivering 
hats.  He  showed  so  much  natural 
talent  that  I  asked  him  if  he 
would  not  like  to  study  and  pre¬ 
pare  himself  for  the  ministry. 
Your  scholarship  has  made  this 
possible.  He  passed  his  first  year, 
with  highest  grades  in  his  class. 
He  is  studying  this  summer  in 
order  to  do  the  first  year’s  work  of 
high  school.  He  expects  to  enter 
the  second  year  with  the  open¬ 
ing  of  school  in  the  fall.  If  he 
does  that,  within  three  or  four 
years  he  will  be  in  the  seminary. 
In  the  meantime,  he  is  doing 
good  work  in  our  “Heaven  Street 
Mission”  giving  all  his  extra  time 
He  is  dependable,  he  has  initia¬ 
tive,  and  best  of  all,  he  is  sen¬ 
sitive  to  people.  He  instinctively 
knows  how  to  deal  with  situations 
“Aren’t  you  glad  that  you  are 
helping  this  young  man  become 
one  of  Christ’s  ministers?  I  am.”

A  Statement  On 
The  Methodist  Church’s 
Jurisdictional  Structure 

Editor’s  Note:  The  following 
statement  was  adopted  by  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Con¬ 
ference  of  The  Methodist  Church 
at  its  quadrennial  sessions,  July 
11-15,  at  Lake  Junaluska,  N.  C. 
It  was  recommended  by  the  Jur¬ 
isdictional  Council  and  introduced 
by  Dean  William  R.  Cannon  of 
the  Candler  School  of  Theology, 
Emory  University,  a  delegate  from 
the  North  Georgia  conference. 


Seventeen  years  have  passed 
since  three  branches  of  American 
Methodism  were  joined  in  one 
great  fellowship  of  faith.  As  we 
look  backward  over  these  event¬ 
ful  years  we  are  persuaded  that 
Methodist  Union  was  of  God,  that 
on  account  of  it  the  life  of  the 
whole  church  has  been  enriched, 
and  that  as  one  body  we  have 
been  able  to  serve  God  and  man¬ 
kind  in  ways  we  could  not  have 
served  as  separate  units.  We  ex¬ 
perience  a  thrill  when  we  remem¬ 
ber  that  our  sons  and  daughters 


ported,  the  threat  of  war  is  faced 
by  conscripting  all  men  for  two 
and  a  half  years  and  all  women 
for  two  years.

live  and  labor  on  every  continent 
and  that  we  are  a  part  of  a  world¬ 
wide  communion.  Again  we  de¬ 
clare  our  loyalty  to  The  Methodist 
Church,  now  extended  beyond 
anything  our  fathers  dreamed, 
and  we  pledge  to  it  our  devoted 
service. 

The  jurisdictional  structure  was 
of  the  essence  of  the  ‘Plan  of  Un¬ 
ion,’  which  plan  is  now  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  the  church.  On  “the 
long  road  to  Methodist  Union”  no 
plan  was  seriously  considered  that 
did  not  contain  the  jurisdictional 
idea.  Its  advantages  were  evident 
then  and  are  equally  evident  now. 
The  jurisdictional  structure  pro¬ 
tects  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
minorities;  it  preserves  the  spirit¬ 
ual  graces  and  the  varied  cultural 
heritages  of  the  regions  that  are 
contained  in  our  larger  fellowship, 
and  thereby  the  whole  body  :s 
enriched;  it  saves  the  church  from 
the  monotony  inherent  in  a  hard 
and  fast  overhead  system  that 
knows  no  flexibility:  it  roots  the 
church  in  the  soil  of  every  region, 
produces  a  closer  fellowship,  en¬ 
courages  initiative,  and  inspires 
the  will  to  undertake  the  enter¬ 


prises  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  We 
believe  in  these  principles  as  firm¬ 
ly  as  when  at  a_  high  hour  in  1939 
in  Kansas  City  the  long-dreamed 
of  Union  of  Methodism  was  con- 
sumated. 

We  of  the  Southeastern  Juris¬ 
diction,  and  our  brethren  of  at 
least  one  other  jurisdiction,  have 
taken  seriously  the  section  of  the 
church’s  constitution  which  makes 
provision  for  a  program  of  activi¬ 
ty  on  the  jurisdictional  level.  Ex¬ 
perience  has  proved  its  effective¬ 
ness.  Through  our  Jurisdictional 
Council  and  related  agencies  we 
have  been  able  to  pioneer  in  the 
field  of  radio  and  television,  and 
the  Protestant  Radio  Center  in 
Atlanta  is  the  result.  The  council 
promoted  the  first  Pastors’  Sup¬ 
ply  School  and  the  pattern  has 
been  followed  over  the  church.  It 
led  in  the  development  of  Lake 
Junaluska  as  the  summer  capital 
of  Methodism  in  the  Southeast, 
from  which  streams  of  influence 
reach  to  distant  places.  It  has 
rallied  the  loyalties  of  our  people 
around  two  great  Methodist  uni¬ 
versities  that  are  under  the  su¬ 
pervision  of  the  jurisdiction  or  of 
conferences  in  it.  The  council  has 
led  in  the  promotion  of  World 
Missions,  Church  Extension,  Lay 
Activities,  Town  and  Countiy 
work  and  in  numerous  other  fields 
in  which  The  Methodist  Church 
labors  to  serve  the  needs  of  the 
world.  In  addition,  bonds  of  fel¬ 
lowship  have  been  strengthened 
by  these  our  labors  together  and 
we  have  experienced  over  the  en¬ 
tire  region  deep  satisfaction  in 
this  closer  association  in  a  com¬ 
mon  faith  and  in  a  world  mission. 

We,  therefore,  again  declare  our 
conviction  that  the  jurisdictional 
structure  is  an  instrument  better 
fitted  to  preserve  the  unity  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  and  better  fit¬ 
ted  to  make  her  work  and  service 
effective  at  home  and  abroad  than 
any  other  instrument  that  has 
been  devised  or  suggested.  We 
look  with  disfavor  on  any  propos¬ 
al  that  would  radically  change 
our  jurisdictional  plan.

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When  Toleration  Becomes  An  Evil

Candler  School  of  Theology, 

A  Texan  built  three  swimming- 
pools :  one  with  hot  water,  anoth¬ 
er  with  cold,  and  the  third  with 
no  water  at  all — for  people  unable 
to  swim.  Apparently  the  mood  to 
be  accommodating  has  even  in¬ 
vaded  out  bath! 

What  is  tolerated  in  swimming- 
pools  can  become  dangerous  in  re¬ 
ligion.  To  divorce  the  Christian 
faith  from  dogma,  in  the  interests 
of  a  genial  romantic  gregarious¬ 
ness,  produces  not  only  theological 
sterility,  but  moral  confusion.  It 
could  become  the  heretical  rock 
upon  which  the  church  founders, 
in  becoming  “all  things  to  all 
men”,  become  nothing  to  any¬ 
body. 

The  intellectual  climate  of  our 
time  has  not  encouraged  great 
convictions.  Life-and-death  com¬ 
mitments,  both  academic  and  ev¬ 
angelical,  to  the  “faith  of  our 
fathers”,  is  not  characteristic  of 
the  current  mood.  An  eccentric 
British  preacher  says,  for  many 
people,  the  Gospel  has  degenerat¬ 
ed  into  a  pious  exhortation  to 
“Take  care  of  Granny  and  the 
cat!”  We  must  not  ignore  the  the¬ 
ological  significance  of  the  cat,  to 
say  nothing  of  Granny. 

John  Wesley’s  words,  “We  think 
and  let  think,”  are  often  used  in 
a  manner  quite  foreign  to  his  in¬ 
tention.  It  is  true,  he  wrote  them. 
They  are  found,  among  other 
places,  in  his  Journal  for  May  29, 
1745,  and  also  for  May  18,  1788. 
But  Wesley  is  used  to  defend  a  de- 
supernaturalized,  non  _  dogmatic 
“Christianity”  —  a  sort  of  thing 
the  Apostle  Paul  would  not  rec¬ 
ognize  nor  Jesus  go  to  a  cross  to 
produce. 

Wesley’s  most  important  state¬ 
ment  on  the  subject  is  in  “The 
Character  of  a  Methodist.”  He 
says:  “But  as  to  all  opinions  which 
do  not  strike  at  the  root  of  Christ¬ 
ianity,  we  think  and  let  think.” 
His  broad  sympathies  and  ecu¬ 
menical  spirit  are  well  expressed 
in  the  sermons:  “A  Caution  a- 
gainst  Bigotry”,  and  “Catholic 
Spirit.”  But  he  would  be  most  un¬ 
happy  over  what  has  been  called 
by  a  modern  Methodist,  “theolo¬ 
gical  strip-tease.” 

One  can  imagine  this  meaning¬ 
less  mood  of  toleration  confront¬ 
ing  the  Philippian  jailer’s  ques¬ 
tion,  “What  must  I  do  to  be  sav¬ 
ed?”,  with  answers  like  these: 
“We’ll  appoint  a  committee.”  “It’s 
time  to  conduct  a  survey.”  “Let’s 
ventilate  the  problem.”  Or,  the 
zaniest  of  all:  “What  do  you 
think?”  Almost  anything  except 
the  requirement  to  repent  and 
turn  to  God!  This  is  a  reflection 
of  the  idea  that  adults  can’t  be

converted  and  children  don’t  need 
to  be. 

Of  course,  we  do  not  want  emp¬ 
ty  doc  tr  i,n  a  1  pronouncements, 
much  less  a  hard,  non-redemptive 
dead  orthodoxy.  But  neither  can 
we  afford  to  sell  our  theological 
birthright  for  a  mess  of  heretical

The  messages  are  changed  every 
day. 


pottage.  There  is  an  irreducible 
“core”  of  Christian  dogmatics 
which,  to  ignore  or  deny,  is  to  lay 
the  axe  at  the  root  of  the  Christ¬ 
ian  faith.  The  strong  moral  found¬ 
ations  of  a  Christian  civilization, 
even  of  a  Democratic  order,  are 
rooted  in  the  solid  convictions  of 
New  Testament  theology. 

In  the  name  of  a  false  sense  of 
toleration,  we  must  not  define  the 
Christian  religion  in  terms  whicn 
deny  those  things  for  which  mil¬ 
lions  have  suffered  —  things  but 
for  which  the  New  Testament 
never  would  have  been  written  ;n 
the  first  place.  James  3.  Stewart 
says  it  so  well: 

“It  is  truly  astonishing  that 
so  many  of  our  latter  -  day 
prophets  can  go  on  punctual¬ 
ly  producing  their  revised 
versions  of  the  Christian 
faith,  without  even  noticing 
that  these  polished  novelties 
of  theirs  are  just  the  same  old 
mildewed  heresies  which  the 
ancient  Church  exploded  1800 
years  ago!” 

(A  Faith  to  Proclaim,  p.  34) 

When  toleration  destroys  even 
what  it  tolerates,  then  it  is  time 
to  be  done  with  toleration. 

Emory  and  S.M.U. 
Correspondence  Schools 
Remain  Active 

Theology  correspondence  schools 
will  continue  operation  at  Emory 
University  and  Southern  Metho¬ 
dist  University  unless  a  change  is 
made  early  in  1957. 

This  was  announced  by  Dr.  Ar- 
vin  C.  Floyd,  director  of  the  Em¬ 
ory  correspondence  school,  fol¬ 
lowing  a  recent  meeting  of  Metho¬ 
dist  seminary  administrators  with 
representatives  of  the  general  ed¬ 
ucation  board. 

Dr.  Floyd  feels  that  confusion 
may  have  grown  out  of  action 
taken  at  the  session  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Conference  relative  to  work 
done  in  the  Conference  Course  of 
Study  by  correspondence.  He  em¬ 
phasizes  that  papers  are  to  be  sent 
in  as  previously,  and  they  will  be 
graded  and  reported  as  usual. 

Emory  and  S.  M.  U.  have  oper¬ 
ated  correspondence  schools  for 
over  40  years.  Emory  now  has  3,- 
000  enrolled  from  all  over  the  U- 
nited  States  for  theology  courses 
by  correspondence,  and  a  smaller 
number  are  signed  up  with  S.M.U. 
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The  Church  and  the 
Senior  Citizens  Institutes 

The  General  Extension  Division 
of  Florida  with  the  cooperation  of 
the  Florida  Council  of  Churches 
and  the  local  ministerial  associa¬ 
tions  will  conduct  a  series  of  ten 
one  -  day  institutes  dealing  with 
the  church  and  the  senior  citizen. 
These  institutes  will  be  held  on  a 
non  -  denominational  and  inter¬ 
faith  basis.  All  clergymen  and  lay¬ 
men  who  are  working  with  the 
older  adults  in  the  church  and 
community  will  be  welcomed  and 
are  urged  to  attend. 

Purpose  of  the  Institutes 

These  institutes  are  designed  to 
assist  all  clergymen  and  church 
and  community  workers  who  are 
developing  programs  and  activit¬ 
ies  for  the  older  adults  in  the 
church  and  community.

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Bishop  Corson  Summarizes 
World  Conference  Talks 

Delegates  and  official  visitors  to 
future  world  Methodist  assemblies 
want  more  time  for  discussion  of 
current  problems,  social  issues, 
missionary  strategy,  and  theologi¬ 
cal  trends,  —  and  fewer  address¬ 
es.  More  than  sixty  learned  lec¬ 
tures,  sermons,  and  dissertations 
were  delivered  at  the  Methodist 
World  Conference  at  Lake  Juna- 
luska,  N.  C.,  in  twelve  days. 

This  desire  for  opportunities  to 
talk  things  over  was  expressed  by 
Bishop  Fred  Pierce  Corson  of  Phil¬ 
adelphia,  chairman  of  the  twelve 
discussion  groups,  in  his  report  of 
findings  to  the  final  plenary  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Conference. 

Eight  primary  areas  of  discus¬ 
sion  were  summarized  by  Bishop 
Corson.  They  included  such  sub¬ 
jects  as  race  relations,  church  and 
state,  science  and  religion,  and 
church  unity.  Central  ideas  con¬ 
tained  in  the  ten  -  page  report 
follow: 

Basis  of  Christian  Authority 

Is  it  in  a  person,  an  institution, 
an  experience,  or  a  book?  All  con¬ 
tribute,  but  Methodists  have  given 
special  significance  to  the  author¬ 
ity  of  the  Bible,  particularly  when 
what  it  says  is  applied  to  every¬ 
day  living. 

Adequacy  of  the  Gospel 

The  answer  as  to  the  adequacy 
of  the  gospel  as  a  cure  for  man’s 
multiple  ills  must  be  found  in  an 
examination  of  the  results  in  our 
own  lives. 

Church  and  State 

From  all  parts  of  the  world 
comes  the  question,  “Shall  we  o- 
bey  man  rather  than  God?”  There 
is  no  easy  solution  in  many  sit¬ 
uations.  Actions  of  Christians 
living  amid  difficult  conditions 
must  be  judged  with  Christian  un¬ 
derstanding  and  sympathy.  How¬ 
ever,  it  is  necessary  to  find  ways 
of  bearing  Christian  witness  in  an 
alien  or  hostile  atmosphere.  Free¬ 
dom  must  not  be  allowed  to  lose 
its  true  meaning,  even  when  it  is 
denied.  Man’s  first  responsibility 
to  God  remains.  The  state  serves 
man  best  as  his  tool  and  not  as 
his  master. 

Race  Relations 

Since  the  Christian  faith  claims 
universality,  the  relationship  of 
the  races  becomes  a  religious  as 
well  as  a  social  and  political  con¬ 
cern.  Consideration  of  this  im¬ 
portant  question  was  lifted  above 
sectionalism  and  in  humility  it 
was  admitted  that  in  regard  to 
Christian  brotherhood  “we  have 
all  sinned  and  come  short  of  the 
example  of  Christ.” 

Principles  of  human  brother¬ 
hood  were  affirmed,  and  their 
present  imperfect  practices  ac¬ 


knowledged  with  sincere  regret 
Progress  was  recognized,  and  this 
conference,  held  in  North  Carolina 
was  referred  to  as  a  symbol  of 
progress. 

“While  the  state  has  made  us 
‘brothers-in-law’  it  remains  for 
the  church  to  make  all  races  true 
‘brothers  -  in  -  Christ.’  ” 

Place  of  Evangelism 

It  was  agreed  that  a  static 
church  is  a  dying  church.  Ways 
must  be  found  to  make  evangelism 
as  effective  as  it  was  in  the  days 
of  early  Methodist  enthusiasm. 
Forms  of  evangelism  were  re-ex¬ 
amined  and  the  church  was  urged 
to  find  new  approaches,  not  for 
the  sake  of  novelty,  but  to  bring 
about  conversions  and  commit¬ 
ments. 

Warnings  were  sounded  of  the 
danger  of  equating  evangelism 
with  the  recruitment  of  church 
membership  withhout  the  prior 
challenge  to  a  full  surrender  of 
life  to  Jesus  Christ.  It  was  indi¬ 
cated  that  this  danger  is  of  major 
concern  to  Methodism  in  the  Q- 
nited  States. 

Conservation  of  Members 

Shrinkage  of  membership  roils 
was  discussed  with  the  conclusion 
that  “Christian  nurture  must  be 
given  more  attention  following 
conversion  than  it  is  now  receiv¬ 
ing.” 

Ministry 

The  discussions  lifted  up  the 
nature  of  the  ministry  and  its 
preparation  for  service  in  the 
contemporary  world.  Better  theo¬ 
logical  education,  both  in  content, 
and  in  extent,  was  held  to  be  es¬ 
sential  and  church  bodies  were 
challenged  to  make  provision  for 
it. 

There  was  concern  for  minis¬ 
terial  recruitment:  all  bodies  re¬ 
ported  shortages.  At  present  they 
are  not  securing  sufficient  num¬ 
bers  of  candidates  to  fill  vacan¬ 
cies,  not  to  mention  the  number 
of  ministers  needed  to  open  new 
work. 

Warning:  “We  must  not  substi¬ 
tute  ‘professional  aptitudes’  for 
the  ‘spiritual  call’  in  securing  life 
commitments  for  full-time  Christ¬ 
ian  service.” 

Science  and  Religion 

Old  supposed  conflicts  require 
little  attention,  since  a  full  under¬ 
standing  of  the  nature  and  func¬ 
tion  of  each  makes  them  compli¬ 
mentary  to  the  full  life.  The  so- 
called  “conflict  of  religion  and 
science”  is  a  “straw  man”  in  any 
current  intelligent  discussion  of 
the  relations  of  the  two.  Moral 
control  of  science  appeared  to  be 
the  most  urgent  need. 

“We  are  of  one  mind  that  nu¬ 
clear  power  should  be  removed  as 
an  instrument  for  waging  war.” 

“Science  in  and  by  itself  is  not 
a  sufficient  gospel  for  this  age.  If 


self  destruction  is  to  be  avoided 
we  must  “learn  more  about  God  as 
we  learn  more  about  chemistry.” 

Church  Unity 

A  strategy  for  a  simultaneous 
Christian  advance  on  all  fronts 
toward  a  common  objective  by 
means  of  unified  action  was  held 
to  be  a  prime  necessity  for  the 
full  impowerment  of  Protestant 
churchmanship. 

Groups  were  of  one  mind  in 
stating  that  organic  union  and 
uniformity  could  not  be  said  to 
represent  the  position  of  Method¬ 
ism  at  present.  They  also  agreed 
that  many  of  our  denominational 
differences  were  non  -  theological 
in  nature. 

There  were  many  reminders  in 
the  discussion,  however,  that  the 
pressing  contemporary  problems 
resulting  from  our  divisions  should 
not  dim  our  perspective  in  sens¬ 
ing  our  distinctive  denomination 
and  Protestant  contributions  and 
in  safe-guarding  their  perpetua¬ 
tion  in  any  plan  for  church  union. 

“Methodism  has  much  to  gain 
in  healthy  church  union  and  it 
also  has  much  to  contribute.” 

Education 

The  need  for  a  restatement  of 
the  Protestant  view  of  a  philo¬ 
sophy  of  Christian  education  m 
terms  which  the  rank  and  file 
can  understand  received  unani¬ 
mous  endorsement. 

“Religious  illiteracy  is  proving 
to  be  one  of  Protestantism's  most 
serious  handicaps.  Concern  is  real 
that  our  churches,  growing  in 
numbers  and  in  material  strength 
do  not  become  churches  of  “the 
half-educated  and  the  half-re¬ 
deemed.” 


General  Comment 

Exact  agreement  was  the  ex¬ 
ception  rather  than  the  rule  in 
the  conclusions  reached  by  the 
twelve  discussion  groups.  In  two 
respects  we  have,  however,  join¬ 
ed  in  a  common  experience.  As  we 
conversed  in  Christian  fellowship, 
like  Wesley,  our  hearts  have  been 
strangely  warmed  and  as  we  sep¬ 
arate,  we  carry  in  our  hearts  a 
common  dedication  “to  live  to 
God  and  to  help  others  to  live  to 
God.”

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HYMN  OF  THE  WEEK

Come,  0  Thou  Traveller  Unknown 


When  Thomas  Koschat  discov¬ 
ered  the  poem  about  unrequited 
love  which  began,  “Forgotten,  for¬ 
gotten,  forgotten  am  I”,  he  was 
so  moved  by  the  sentiments  that 
he  immediately  sat  down  and 
set  the  story  to  music.  He  little 
dreamed  that  the  editor  of  a 
Christian  hymnal  would  one  day 
include  his  music  in  a  new  vol¬ 
ume,  with  the  stanzas  of  James 
Montgomery’s  great  hymn  on  the 
Twenty-third  Psalm,  “The  Lord  is 
my  Shepherd,  No  want  shall  I 
know.”. 

Nor  did  George  Webb  imagine 
that  a  somewhat  similar  exper¬ 
ience  would  be  his  when,  for  an 
evening  of  entertainment  aboard 
a  passenger  vessel  in  mid-Atlan¬ 
tic,  he  composed  a  new  tune  for 
the  poem,  “Tis  dawn,  the  lark  is 
singing.”  It  was  left  to  another 
editor  to  take  that  tune  and  to 
match  it  with  George  Duffield’s 
words  and  thus  create  one  of  the 
most  militant  hymns  in  all 
Christendom,  “Stand  up,  Stand  up 
for  Jesus!” 

This  thing  also  works  in  reverse, 
because  it  was  to  the  tune  of  an 
old  hymn  written  during  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  nineteenth  century  by 
Abbey  Hutchinson,  “Kind  words 
can  never  die,”  that  the  British 
Tommies,  during  the  first  World 
War,  sang  a  song  of  their  own, 
substituting  “Old  soldiers”  for 
“Kind  Words”,  giving  the  world 
the  song  now  popular  with  veter¬ 
ans  in  every  branch  of  the  mili¬ 
tary,  “Old  soldiers  never  die.” 

Felix  Mendelssohn  was  asked  to 
compose  a  tune  for  a  celebration 
in  connection  with  an  anniversary 
of  the  invention  of  printing.  Little 
did  he  know  that  his  music  wouid 
be  immortalized  by  being  linked 
with  Charles  Wesley’s  superb 
Christmas  hymn,  “Hark  the  Her¬ 
ald  Angels  Sing.”  Nor  did  William 
Shield,  who  composed  the  tune 
now  known  as  “Auld  Lang  Syne” 
for  his  opera  “Rosina”  in  1782, 
ever  dream  that  his  music  would 
be  the  inspiration  of  a  noble 
hymn  of  immortality,  “It  singeth 
low  in  every  heart”,  which  Rev. 
John  Chadwick  wrote  in  1876. 

Stranger  still  is  the  fact  that 
the  tune  William  Steffe  wrote  in 
the  middle  1800’s  for  his  own  gos¬ 
pel  song,  “Say,  brothers,  will  you 
meet  us  on  Canaan’s  happy  shore” 
soon  become  associated  with  an 
entirely  different  kind  of  song, 
“John  Brown’s  body  lies  a-mould- 
ering  in  the  grave.”  Later  it  was 
rescued  from  oblivion  when  Julia 


Ward  Howe  while  visiting  at  Mun¬ 
son  Hill  Farm,  near  Washington, 
D.  C.,  was  inspired  to  write  her 
own  hymn,  “The  Battle  Hymn  of 
The  Republic.” 

But,  getting  back  to  Scotch  mel¬ 
odies,  Robert  Burns  came  across 
a  delightful,  lilting  tune  one  day 
which  was  called  “The  Caledonian 
Hunts’  Delight”  and  was  so  intrig¬ 
ued  by  it  that  he  sat  down  and 
wrote  a  poem  to  be  sung  to  the 
tune,  beginning  with  the  line,  “Ye 
Banks  and  Braes  of  Bonnie  Doon.” 
He  learned,  after  he  had  written 
his  poem,  that  the  music  had 
come  about  as  the  result  of  a  con¬ 
versation  between  James  Miller 
and  a  Mr.  Clarke  some  years  earl¬ 
ier.  It  seems  that  Miller  had  said 
to  his  friend,  “I  am  anxious  to 
compose  a  Scots  air.  In  fact,  it  has 
become  one  of  the  ardent  desires 
of  my  heart.  How  do  I  go  about 
it?” 

Clarke,  thinking  Miller  was  jok¬ 
ing,  humorously  replied,  “Write 
your  melody  on  the  black  keys  of 
the  harpsichord  to  a  good  steady 
kind  of  rhythm  and  you’ll  have 
what  you  want.” 

Miller,  taking  his  friends  words 
as  sound  musical  advice,  and  fol¬ 
lowing  them  infallibly,  did  exact¬ 
ly  that  and  produced  the  rudi¬ 
ments  of  what,  with  some  altera¬ 
tions  and  corrections  by  Clarke, 
became  the  afore-mentioned  tune. 
Burns  was  doubly  anxious  to  au¬ 
thenticate  the  tune’s  origin  since 
its  popularity  had  led  to  the  claim 
that  it  was  of  Irish  origin. 

The  night  that  Charles  Wesley 
preached  in  Kingswood,  May  24, 
1741,  he  wrote  these  words  in  his 
diary,  “I  preached  on  Jacob  wrest¬ 
ling  for  the  blessing.”  Doubtless, 
the  music  to  which  Burns  referred 
was  the  farthest  thing  from  the 
Methodist  preacher’s  mind  as  he 
delivered  the  sermon  that  even¬ 
ing.  The  thoughts  he  shared  with 
his  people  that  night  were  finally 
reduced  to  poetic  form  the  follow¬ 
ing  year,  when  he  wrote  the  four¬ 
teen  stanzas  of  one  of  his  most 
profound  poems,  sometimes  called 
“Wrestling  Jacob,”  but  known  by 
its  first  line,  “Come,  O  thou  trav¬ 
eller  unknown.” 

Meanwhile  Burns’  poem  had  be¬ 
come  so  popular  that  the  tune  to 
which  the  verses  were  sung  was 
no  longer  known  by  its  original 
title  but  was  called  “Bonnie  Doon” 
after  the  last  two  words  of  the 
first  lines  of  his  stanzas.  The 
name  of  the  person  who  discover¬ 
ed  that  Wesley’s  words  could  be 


sung  to  “Bonnie  Doon’  is  not 
known,  but  whoever  he  was,  he 
must  have  made  a  good  job  of  it. 
Because,  the  young  lad  who  was 
to  grow  up  to  become  Methodist 
Bishop  Warren  A.  Candler,  found¬ 
er  of  the  famous  Emory  Univer¬ 
sity,  learned  the  words  to  tha1 
tune  and  never  forgot  them.  Old¬ 
er  hymnals  carry  this  notation  a- 
bove  the  hymn,  “Bonnie  Doon,  as 
sung  by  Bishop  Warren  A.  Candl¬ 
er.”  Later  the  name  of  the  tune 
was  again  forgotten,  and  ’’Wrestl¬ 
ing  Jacob”  was  sung  to  a  tune 
now  named  for  the  Methodist 
leader  himself,  “Candler”,  which 
was  nothing  but  “Bonnie  Doon  ’ 
which  was  originally  “The  Cale¬ 
donian  Hunts’  Delight.” 

So  a  poem  by  an  English  divine, 
sung  to  a  tune  by  a  Scottish  com¬ 
poser,  popularized  by  a  Bishop  of 
the  former  Southern  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  has  won  the  universal  ac¬ 
claim  it  so  well  deserves.  And 
“Wrestling  Jacob”  will  be  a  per¬ 
manent  part  of  Methodist  hymn- 
ody  as  long  as  that  hymnody  en¬ 
dures.

The  Living  Word 

By  Luther  A.  Weigle 


When  “possess”  means  seize  or  gain 


The  verb  “possess’*  is  used  54 
times  in  the  King  James  vers¬ 
ion  of  the  book  of  Deuteronomy 
and  nearly  one  hundred  times 
more  in  the  rest  of  the  Bible. 
In  almost  all  of  these  cases  it 
has  the  sense  of  seize,  acquire, 
gain,  or  take  possession  of. 
Deuteronomy  1:8  sets  the  key 
for  that  book:  “go  in  and  pos¬ 
sess  the  land.” 

Shakespeare  used  the  word 
in  this  sense.  In  the  third  part 
of  King  Henry  VI,  act  I,  scene 
1,  line  26,  the  Earl  of  Warwick 
encourages  the  ambition  of 
Richard  Plantagenet,  Duke  of 
York,  to  gain  Henry’s  throne: 

“Possess  it,  York- 

For  this  is  thine  and  not 
King  Henry’s  heirs’.”  In  The 
Temptest,  III,  2,  100,  Caliban 
tells  Stephano  how  to  oust 
Prospero  from  control  of  the 
Island: 

“Remember 

First  to  possess  his  books; 
for  without  them 
He’s  but  a  sot,  as  I  am, 
nor  hath  not 
One  spirit  to  command.” 

The  Greek  verb  which  the 
King  James  Version  translates 


by  “purchased”  in  Acts  1:18 
and  8:20,  and  by  “obtained”  in 
Acts  22:28,  is  rendered  as  “pos¬ 
sess”  in  three  other  New  Test¬ 
ament  passages,  with  the  re¬ 
sult  that  the  English  reader  is 
not  aware  of  their  true  mean¬ 
ing.  “In  your  patience  possess 
ye  your  souls”  (Luke  21:19)  is 
correctly  translated,  “By  your 
endurance  you  will  gain  your 
lives.”  The  Pharisee’s  state¬ 
ment,  “I  give  tithes  of  all  that 
I  possess”  (Luke  18:21),  is 
properly  “I  give  tithes  of  all 
that  I  get” — that  is,  the  tithe 
is  based  upon  income  rather 
than  upon  capital.  Paul’s  coun¬ 
sel  to  the  Thessalonians  that 
each  should  “know  how  to  pos¬ 
sess  his  vessel”  (I  Thessalon¬ 
ians  4:4)  means  “know  how  to 
take  a  wife.” 

The  last  of  these  passages  has 
been  so  much  misunderstood 
that  it  will  be  well  to  quote  it 
more  fully:  “This  is  the  will  of 
GodL  your  sanctification:  that 
you  abstain  from  immorality, 
that  each  one  of  you  know  how 
to  take  a  wife  for  himself  in 
holiness  and  honor,  not  in  the 
passion  of  lust  like  heathen 
who  do  not  know  God.” 


and  understand  the  facts  about  it 
before  drawing  a  conclusion.  The 
Florida  Conference  is  trying, 
through  the  Fall  Action  Project, 
to  give  young  people  the  informa¬ 
tion  they  need  and  an  insight  in¬ 
to  the  cold  facts  concerning  al¬ 
cohol  and  its  effects,  so  that  they 
will  be  able  to  draw  an  intelligent 
conclusion.  This  Fall  Action  Pro¬ 
ject  called  Action  Against  Alcohol 
or  “Triple  A  Project”  is  being 
promoted  by  the  National  Con¬ 
ference  of  Methodist  Church,  and 
since  Florida  is  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  indulgers  in  alcohol  we  should 
be  willing  to  help  make  it  a  suc¬ 
cess.  We  should  love  our  young 
people  enough  to  help  them 
through  this  program  to  destroy 
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Action  Against  Alcohol

Gazing  at  the  world  through  the 
eyes  of  a  Teenager  in  High  school 
you  would  begin  to  understand 
why  he  does  some  of  the  things 
he  does.  You  would  understand 
why  this  adolescent  might  become 
a  juvenile  delinquent  and  why  a 
young  person  might  become  an 
alcoholic.  He  sees  the  woild  in 
chaos.  Not  only  in  political  af¬ 
fairs  does  he  find  chaos  and  con¬ 
fusion,  but  also  in  his  own  life. 
He  is  struggling  with  himself  try¬ 
ing  to  draw  right  conclusions  and 
trying  to  make  the  tremendous 
decisions  which  will  govern  his 
entire  life.  One  of  these  impor¬ 
tant  decisions  is  concerned  with 
whether  or  not  he  should  indulge 
in  alcoholic  beverages.  What 


should  he  believe  about  drinking? 
He  has  seen  how  drinking  causes 
repulsive  drunkenness  and  hew 
it  has  been  the  root  of  broken 
homes  .  .  .  Then  on  the  other 
hand,  he  has  seen  how  distin¬ 
guished  businessmen  drink  occas¬ 
ionally  and  how  people  seem  to 
have  such  a  gay  time  at  a  party 
where  there  is  alcohol.  People 
whom  he  admires  very  much  seem 
to  enjoy  a  social  drink,  too.  Also 
the  teenager  has  observed  how  a 
drink  seems  to  relax  a  person  who 
is  under  strain,  but  then  he  ob¬ 
serves  that  if  it  is  used  to  an  ex¬ 
cess  this  person  will  become  an 
alcoholic.  The  evidence  seems  to 
contradict  itself  in  the  eyes  of  a 
teenager.  What  intelligent  decis¬ 
ion  can  he  make  in  such  a  chaos? 

The  only  possible  way  for  a  per¬ 
son  to  make  an  intelligent  decis¬ 
ion  is  first  to  study  the  question 
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their  chaos  of  indecision.  The 
teenagers  need  your  adult  help, 
support,  interest,  and  influence 
before  they  can  whip  their  prob¬ 
lem  of  making  a  decision  against 
alcohol. 

The  Triple  A  Project  is  a  pro¬ 
gram  of  ACTION  in  which  we  are 
trying  to  familiarize  the  youth 
and  the  adults  with  the  facts  of 
alcohol  and  help  them  make  a 
commitment  to  abstain  from  the 
use  of  beverage  alcohol  and  to 
witness  to  this  decision.  There  aie 
many  ways  in  which  this  may  be 
done.  The  Packet  put  out  by  the 
Florida  Conference  contains  all 
the  resource  material  needed  and 
also  a  sheet  of  instructions  whicn 
gives  a  definite  plan  of  action. 
The  first  project  suggested  is  a 
study  course  on  “Alcofax”  divided 
into  three  sessions:  (1)  Physical 
Aspects  of  Alcohol,  (2)  Social  As¬ 
pects  of  Alcohol,  (3)  Spiritual  As¬ 
pects  of  Alcohol.  For  these  stud¬ 
ies  materials  in  the  packet  are 
specified  and  adults  should  be 
asked  to  speak,  giving  the  facts 
about  each  topic.  Another  project 
for  the  young  people  is  called 
“Youth  Speaks  to  the  Church”  in 
which  the  young  people  with  the 
consent  of  the  pastor  are  givien 
three  minutes  in  the  Sunday 
Morning  Worship  Service  on  each 
ol  the  seven  Sundays  (Oct.  28  to 
Dec.  9)  to  share  with  the  congre¬ 
gation  some  of  the  things  they 
have  learned.  Again  suggested 
materials  for  these  talks  are  en¬ 
closed  in  the  packet.  This  project 
gives  the  young  people  a  chance 
nessing  for  Christ.  Another  impor- 
to  express  their  view,  thus  wit- 
tant  area  of  the  Triple  A  Project 
is  the  Commitment  Service  which 
should  be  held  without  fail  after 
studying  the  alcohol  facts.  This 
gives  a  definite,  tangible  decision 
which  the  teenager  can  hold  on  to 
and  finally  quiet  the  chaos  in  his 
life. 

The  Action  Against  Alcohol  is  a 
big  project,  a  huge  challenge  to 
the  young  people  to  help  solve  the 
alcohol  problem  in  their  own  lives 
and  by  witnessing  they  can  help 
others  to  solve  the  problem  in  the 
world..  You  as  the  adult  are  the 
one  who  will  determine  how  suc¬ 
cessful  this  project  will  be.  Urge 
the  MYF  to  get  the  Fall  Action 
Packet  from  FALL  ACTION 
PACKET,  Box  78,  Lakeland,  Flor¬ 
ida. 

Offer  your  help  in  planning  the 
action  or  at  least  offer  to  speak 
at  one  study  session.  Help  bv  be¬ 
ing  the  go-between  for  the  Youth 
Department.  Official  Board,  and 
the  Women’s  Societv  of  Christian 
Service.  Be  available  to  discuss 
with  the  voung  Deoole  their  per¬ 
sonal  nroblems,  back  them  up  in 
their  decisions  and  most  import¬ 
ant  of  all,  set  a  good  example  for 
them.

Professor  Pens 
Booklet  on  Sledd 

Dr.  Albert  Barnett,  professor  of 
New  Testament  at  Emory  Univer¬ 
sity,  is  the  author  of  an  18  -  page 
paper  back  monograph  on  Dr. 
Andrew  Sledd,  prominent  South¬ 
ern  educator.  The  booklet  was 
sponsored  by  the  Sledd  Club  of 
the  Alabama  Methodist  Confer¬ 
ence,  and  was  distributed  at  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  group. 

The  Sledd  Club  was  founded  as 
a  study  group  by  several  minist¬ 
ers  of  the  Alabama  -  West  Flori¬ 
da  Conference  in  1938,  and  has 
grown  into  a  large  discussion 
group  holding  semi  -  annual  ses¬ 
sions.  The  booklet,  in  which  Dr. 
Barnett  describes  the  life  and 
work  of  Dr.  Sledd,  was  first  given 
as  a  paper  at  the  spring  session. 

Dr.  Sledd  (1870-1939),  taught  at 
Emory  College;  was  president  of 
the  University  of  Florida;  was 
pastor  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church,  Jacksonville;  and  from 
1910-14  was  president  of  Southern 
University,  Greensboro.  He  was 
the  first  member  of  the  faculty 
chosen  for  the  Emory  University 
theology  school,  where  he  served 
for  24  years.  An  outspoken  South¬ 
ern  liberal,  Dr.  Sledd  was  well 
known  for  his  leadership  as  a 
champion  of  social  justice,  as  well 
as  a  scholar.

Elected  Africa  Bishop 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ralph  E.  Dodge, 
of  Ridgewood,  N.  J.,  for  seven 
years  secretary  for  Africa  and 
Europe  of  the  Methodist  Board  of 
Missions,  has  been  elected  a  bis¬ 
hop  of  the  Methodist  Church  for 
central  and  southern  Africa,  the 
Board  of  Missions,  Methodist 
Church  has  been  advised  by 
cable. 

Dr.  Dodge,  who  was  a  mission¬ 
ary  to  Africa  for  14  years,  was 
elected  to  the  episcopacy  by  the 
Africa  Central  Conference,  in 
session  last  week  at  Elisabethville, 
Belgian  Congo.  Chosen  on  the 
first  ballot,  he  is  the  first  bishop 
to  be  elected  by  that  conference 
which  comprises  Southern  Rho¬ 
desia,  the  Union  of  South  Africa, 
Angola  and  Mozambique  (Portu¬ 
guese  East  Africa).  Dr.  Dodge  will 
share  administrative  responsibil¬ 
ity  for  Africa  with  Bishop  Newell 
S.  Booth,  who  was  elected  for  Af¬ 
rican  Service  in  1944  by  Method¬ 
ism’s  Northeastern  Jurisdiction. 

Dr.  Dodge,  who  was  in  New  York 
when  elected,  flew  to  Elisabeth¬ 
ville  and  was  consecrated  on  Sun¬ 
day,  October  21  by  Bishop  Booth 
and  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore,  of 
Atlanta,  Ga.  The  latter  was  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  Methodist 
Council  of  Bishops  to  the  Central 
Conference. 


Dr.  Murphy  Visits  Brazil 

Dr.  O.  Alton  Murphy,  pastor  of 
the  Community  Methodist  Church 
Daytona  Beach,  was  one  of  12 
ministers  from  throughout  the 
United  States  who  left  Miami  on 
October  18th  for  a  month  -  long 
evangelistic  mission  to  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  of  Brazil  and  a  tour 
of  Methodist  missions  in  Latin 
America. 

The  mission,  sponsored  jointly 
by  the  Boards  of  Missions  and  Ev¬ 
angelism,  will  include  3  weeks  of 
evangelistic  teamwork  with  Braz¬ 
ilian  ministers  and  Methodist 
missionaries  to  Brazil.  The  visit¬ 
ors  will  preach  in  Brazilian 
churches  and  will  participate  in 
discussions  with  leaders  in  the 
Brazilian  churches  on  all  of  many 
evangelistic  techniques. 

The  tour  of  Latin  American 
missions  will  include  those  in 
Panama  City,  Santiago,  Chile; 
Buenos  Aires,  Argentina  and  Mon- 
tivideo,  Uruguay.  The  group  will 
meet  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  on  Novem¬ 
ber  19  and  will  leave  for  home  the 
following  day. 

In  most  cases  the  churches  of 
districts  which  the  missioners 
serve  in  the  United  States  have 
underwritten  the  cost  of  the  jour¬ 
ney. 

The  Methodist  Church  of  Brazil 
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with  about  65,000  full  and  prepar¬ 
atory  members,  is  not  a  part  of 
the  Methodist  church  in  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States,  but  is  an  autonomous 
body  affiliated  with  American 
Methodism.  The  American  church 
sends  missionaries  to  Brazil  and 
provides  financial  support.

GIVING  AND  GROWING  by 
Margaret  F.  Donaldson,  Fleming 
H.  Revell  Co.,  154  pages,  $2.50. 

Although  the  title  does  not  iden¬ 
tify  as  a  “how  to”  book,  here  is 
one  of  the  most  practical,  down- 
to-earth  books  on  finance  and 
public  relations  in  the  local 
church  that  we  have  seen  in  a 
long  time. 

With  a  wide  experience  in  news¬ 
paper,  public  relations,  communi¬ 
ty  and  church  work,  the  author 
has  been  the  Director  of  Public 
Relations  for  the  New  York  Area 
of  The  Methodist  Church  for  sev¬ 
eral  years.  Out  of  this  background 
she  deals  with  such  matters  as  the 
attractiveness  of  church  property, 
church  signs,  bulletins,  ushering, 
church  music,  use  of  newspapers,

Nor  is  the  vital  matter  of  church 
finance  overlooked  and  two  chap¬ 
ters  deal  especially  with  the 
church  budget  and  methods  of 
keeping  it  an  income  abreast  of 
the  growth  of  the  congregation. 

To  quote  the  author,  “We  are 
attempting  to  make  a  practical 
approach  to  a  workable  public  re¬ 
lations  program,  and  to  show  the 
effect  it  can  have  upon  a  church.” 
We  believe  she  has  succeeded.

THE  NEW 
CHRISTIAN  ADVOCATE,  a  130  - 
page  digest  size  magazine,  will  al¬ 
so  be  published  monthly  with  ap¬ 
peal  to  the  ministry  and  lay  lead¬ 
ership  of  the  church.  Department¬ 
alizing  the  treatment  of  minister’s 
interests  and  local  church  affairs 
it  continues  the  service  of  the  19- 
year  -  old  publication,  THE  PAS¬ 
TOR. 

The  editor  of  TOGETHER  is  Le- 
land  D.  Case.  He  is  the  son  of  a 
Methodist  minister  and  for  20 
years  was  editor  of  THE  ROTAR- 
IAN  Dr.  T.  Otto  Nall,  former  edi¬ 
tor  of  the  CHRISTIAN  ADVO¬ 
CATE.  is  editor  of  THE  NEW 
CHRISTIAN  ADVOCATE.  Manag¬ 
ing  editor  of  TOGETHER  is  Char¬ 
les  W.  Keysor,  who  for  several 
years  was  managing  editor  of  THE 
KIWANIS  MAGAZINE.  Newman 
S.  Cryer,  formerly  editor  of  THE 
PASTOR,  is  managing  editor  of 


THE  NEW  CHRISTIAN  ADVO¬ 
CATE. 

Approximately  700,000  copies  of 
TOGETHER  will  be  circulated. 
The  goal  for  the  first  year  of  pub¬ 
lication  is  a  million  subscribers.

The  periodicals,  published  for 
both  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship 
and  Methodist  student  groups,  are 
Concern,  bi  -  weekly  news  maga¬ 
zine,  Power,  quarterly  devotional 
guide,  and  Motive,  monthly  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  Methodist  Student 
Movement. 

Concern  and  Power  are  publish- 
by  the  National  Conference  of 
Methodist  Youth;  Motive  is  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Division  of  Educa¬ 
tional  Institutions,  Methodist 
Board  of  Education. 

Miss  Post  was  formerly  research 
editor  of  the  Christian  Advocate, 
national  Methodist  weekly  news 
magazine.  Prior  to  her  work  with 
the  Advocate,  she  was  employed 
for  12  years  in  sales  promotion 
and  research  for  a  national  bus¬ 
iness  paper  publisher.

Wins  World  Christian 
Fellowship  Citation 

Bishop  Ivan  Lee  Holt  of  St. 
Louis  is  the  1956  winner  of  The

Upper  Room’s  eight  annual  World 
Christian  Fellowship  citation. 

He  received  the  award  in  a  spec¬ 
ial  ceremony  at  the  Hotel  Statler 
in  Cleveland  on  Friday,  October 
5.  The  presentation  was  made  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  J  Manning  Potts, 
editor  of  the  international  devo¬ 
tional  guide. 

Bishop  Holt  recently  retired  as 
president  of  the  World  Methodist 
Council.  Before  his  election  as 
bishop  in  1938,  he  served  churches 


in  St.  Louis  and  Cape  Girardeau, 
Mo.  For  three  years  he  was  pro¬ 
fessor  of  Old  Testament  literature 
at  Southern  Methodist  University, 
Dallas,  Texas. 

A  graduate  of  Vanderbilt  Uni¬ 
versity  and  of  the  University  of 
Chicago,  Bishop  Holt  holds  honor¬ 
ary  degrees  from  seven  colleges 
and  universities.  He  has  served 
as  president  of  the  Federal  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Churches,  and  was  one  of 
the  organizers  of  the  World  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Churches. 

In  making  the  presentation,  Dr. 
Potts  cited  Bishop  Holt  as  “a  ded¬ 
icated  servant  to  the  principles  of 
world  Christian  brotherhood  and 
fellowship  ...  a  devoted  follower 
cf  Christ  .  .  .  preacher,  theologian, 
historian,  world  church  leader  . 
...  a  world  figure  who  has  given 
a  life  -  time  of  service  to  the  ecu¬ 
menical,  world  brotherhood  and 
peace  movements.”

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Message  to  World 

The  official  text  of  the  “Mes¬ 
sage  to  the  Methodists  of  the 
World”  has  been  released  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Elmer  T.  Clark,  a  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  World  Methodist  Coun¬ 
cil. 

The  1500  -  word  message,  a- 
dopted  September  12,  1956  in  the 
concluding  session  of  the  ninth 
World  Methodist  Conference  rep¬ 
resents  the  composite  thinking  of 
Methodist  leaders  from  every  con¬ 
tinent.  It  is  expected  that  it  will 
be  read  to  every  Methodist  con¬ 
gregation  in  the  world. 

The  full  text  of  the  message 
follows: 

Message  To  The 
Methodists  Of  The  World 

1.  The  World  Methodist  Con¬ 
ference,  meeting  at  Lake  Juna- 
luska,  North  Carolina,  U.  S.  A.,  in 
September,  1956,  sends  greetings 
to  Methodists  everywhere  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ,  their  Lord 
and  ours.  The  Conference  repre¬ 
sents  a  world  membership  of  more 
than  18,000,000  people  and  a 
Christian  community  several 
times  that  figure.  Forty  -  four 
nations,  from  all  five  continents, 
have  been  represented  at  its 
meetings,  and  without  discrimina¬ 
tion  or  hindrance,  have  shared 
fully  that  fellowship  in  Christ 
which  is  the  cherished  privilege 
cf  His  disciples.  The  Conference 
believes  that  the  increasing  inter¬ 
est  in  World  Methodism  amongst 
cur  people  and  the  strengthening 
of  the  links  between  its  many 
members,  are  an  enrichment  of 
the  Methodist  Church  as  a  whole 
and  will  be  a  means  of  enabling 
it,  as  a  branch  of  the  Holy  Cath¬ 
olic  Church,  to  bring  to  the  work 
of  Christian  reunion  its  most  val¬ 
uable  contribution.  Yet  that  con¬ 
tribution  will  not  be  fully  effec¬ 
tive  until  Methodist  theologians 
and  preachers  study  and  set  forth 
those  aspects  of  Christian  theo¬ 
logy  on  which  Methodism  has  an 
especial  duty  to  speak,  including 
the  doctrines  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  of  perfect  love.  We  should 
clarify  our  own  teaching  in  re¬ 
spect  of  the  Christian  ministry 
and  the  doctrine  of  creation  (par¬ 
ticularly  in  relation  to  science 
and  the  arts). 

2.  The  theme  of  the  Confer¬ 
ence  was,  “Methodism  in  the  Con¬ 
temporary  World.”  Our  concern 
for  the  urgent  problems  of  our 
time  springs  directly  from  our 
knowledge  of  God’s  redemptive 
purpose  for  mankind,  now  in  so 
many  ways  hindered  by  the  rebel¬ 
lion  of  sinful  men,  by  their  devo¬ 
tion  to  the  gods  of  secularism,  .ex¬ 
treme  nationalism,  oppressive  im¬ 
perialism  or  totalitarianism,  anH

by  a  wide  -  spread  disintegration 
of  personal  moral  standards.  But 
we  believe  this  divine  purpose 
stands  sure.  It  was  declared  in 
the  incarnation,  life,  death,  and 
resurrection  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  It  has  been  manifested 
through  the  ages  in  the  continual 
activity  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the 
life  and  work  of  the  Church.  It 
is  evident  today  in  the  virility  and 
the  courageous  witness  of  count¬ 
less  Christians,  not  least  in  the 
churches  of  more  recent  origin. 

3.  The  Church  is  called  to  a 
righteousness  rooted  in  the  Gos¬ 
pel  of  redeeming  love.  That  Gos¬ 
pel  is  not  to  be  identified  with 
specific  social  or  political  pro¬ 
grams;  benevolences  must  not  be 
made  a  substitute  for  faith,  or 
social  zeal  an  escape  from  the 
searching  personal  demands  of 
our  Lord.  The  Christian  must  so 
live  within  the  present  situation 
in  personal  and  family  conduct, 
in  business,  social,  and  political 
action,  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may 
work  through  him  for  the  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  God’s  design  for  man. 

4.  The  Conference,  composed 
of  representatives  from  many  na¬ 
tions  and  ethnic  groups  united  in 
fellowship  in  Christ,  deplores  the 
embittered  strife  which  bedevils 
human  relations.  The  Conference 
is  entirely  convinced  that  the 
Church  is  committed  by  its  very 
nature  to  the  establishment  of  a 
human  society  in  which  discrimi¬ 
nation  based  on  race  or  color  will 
no  longer  exist.  The  Conference 
expresses  its  active  concern  for 
those  of  any  color  or  race  who  are 
suffering  from  political,  econom¬ 
ic,  educational,  social,  or  religious 
discrimination,  or  segregation, 
and  the  earnest  desire  that  Meth¬ 
odists  themselves  will  initiate, 
contend  for  and  foster,  within 
their  own  Societies,  a  genuine  and 
ail  -  inclusive  fellowship. 

5.  The  first  duty  of  the  Christ¬ 
ian  in  relation  to  peace  and  war 
is  to  understand  and  help  remove 
the  underlying  causes  of  war. 
While  peoples  in  various  parts  of 
the  world  are  forced  to  endure  a 
lower  standard  of  life  than  those 
of  more  advanced  countries,  the 
danger  of  war  is  always  present. 
It  is  increased  in  our  time  by  the 
growing  threat  to  human  liberty 
in  many  places,  and  by  the  wide¬ 
spread  denial  of  human  rights 
and  of  the  value  of  human  per¬ 
sonality.  When  men  and  nations 
are  actuated  by  greed  and  the 
love  of  power  they  are  scarcely 
prevented  from  taking  advantage 
of  the  situation,  even  by  the  fear 
of  nuclear  weapons.  The  Confer¬ 
ence  urges  Methodists  everywhere, 


not  only  in  order  to  avoid  war  but 
because  God  wishes  all  men  to 
have  equal  opportunities  for  a 
full  life,  to  work  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  inadequate  living  condi¬ 
tions,  to  uphold  the  cause  of 
truth,  liberty  and  justice  to  the 
utmost  of  their  power,  to  care  for 
refugees  and  displaced  persons 
and  all  who  are  oppressed,  and 
to  foster  all  that  leads  to  reconcil- 
ation  and  trust  between  nations. 
It  also  calls  on  them  to  support 
every  attempt  to  secure  a  reduc¬ 
tion  of  the  crippling  burden  of 
armaments,  and  in  particular  the 
cessation  of  the  development  of 
nuclear  power  for  purposes  of 
war. 

6.  The  Conference  affirms  the 
Lordship  of  Christ  over  every  as¬ 
pect  of  human  life  and  thought. 
In  that  spirit  it  welcomes  whole¬ 
heartedly  the  increase  of  men’s 
knowledge  of  the  universe,  and 
also  new  expressions  of  the  faith 
in  terms  of  poetry,  drama  and  the 
arts.  For  our  growing  scientific- 
knowledge  not  only  displays  with 
increasing  fullness  the  splendour 
of  God’s  creative  energy,  but  lays 
upon  us  a  solemn  obligation  io 
see  that  it  is  used,  on  the  widest 
scale  possible,  to  build  a  satisfy¬ 
ing  and  abundant  life  for  all  the 
peoples  of  the  earth.  There  arc 
given  to  our  generation  new  pos¬ 
sibilities  of  this  kind  undreamt  of 
by  previous  generations.  And  the 
work  of  Christian  poets  and  dram¬ 
atists  is  both  a  witness  to  tht. 
work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  a 
powerful  reminder  to  those  inside 
and  outside  the  Church,  that 
Christ  is  Lord  of  the  mind.  Nev¬ 
ertheless,  there  is  need  for  us  to 
seek  a  more  complete  understand¬ 
ing  of  our  belief  that  ‘the  earth 
is  the  Lord’s  and  the  fulness 
thereof’. 

7.  There  is  a  true  sense  in 
which  every  one  of  the  many  top¬ 
ics  with  which  the  Conference  has 
dealt  can  be  brought  under  the 
general  heading  of  evangelism. 
The  whole  reason  for  the  Churcns 
existence  is  that  it  may  proclaim 
the  gospel  and  by  the  grace  of 
God  bring  men  and  women  into 
the  Kingdom  of  God  through  o- 
bedience  and  discipleship  to 
Christ.  All  its  agencies  and  ener¬ 
gies  have  this  end  in  view.  But 
within  them  are  those  which  are 
specifically  directed  to  reaching 
the  unsaved  who  form  so  large  a 
section  of  the  community.  The  re¬ 
luctance  of  men  and  women  Lo 
expose  themselves  to  the  Gospel 
by  attendance  at  church  makes 
this  a  difficult  question;  nor,  in 
spite  of  some  encouragement,  is 
there  yet  convincing  evidence  of 
a  widespread  revival  of  religion. 
There  is,  also,  a  recrudescence  of 
some  of  the  ancient  faiths,  often 
associated  with  nationalistic  fer- 
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vour,  and  threatening  to  put  oo- 
stacles  in  the  way  of  the  church’s 
work.  New  methods  and  adven¬ 
tures  in  evangelism  have  not  been 
wanting,  and  the  church  must  be 
on  the  alert  to  bring  the  Gospel 
home  to  the  people.  But  the  Con¬ 
ference  is  sure  that  the  finest, 
best  tempered  and  most  certain 
instrument  of  evangelism  is  the 
whole  company  of  the  worship¬ 
ping  church;  men  and  women  all 
truly  committed  to  Christ,  and  by 
their  work  and  witness,  their 
walk,  character  and  conversation, 
commending  Him  to  all  with 
whom  they  come  into  contact. 
Moreover,  the  impulse  of  evange¬ 
lism  is  not  limited  to  the  Church’s 
immediate  surroundings.  It  reach¬ 
es  out  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  It 
was  one  of  the  glories  of  early 
Methodism  that  it  believed  in  a 
universal  Gospel,  and  sent  out 
men  and  women  as  Christ’s  mes¬ 
sengers.  That  world  -  wide  evan¬ 
gelism  is  as  yet  far  from  com¬ 
pletion,  and  the  rise  of  new  na¬ 
tions  and  new  philosophies  cre¬ 
ates  a  problem  more  difficult  and 
complicated  than  the  Church  has 
previously  faced,  and  with  it  an 
opportunity  equally  unparalled. 
There  is  the  greatest  need  for  the 
rethinking  of  missionary  strategy, 
and  for  devising  new  methods  of 
cooperation.  Most  of  all,  there  is 
a  new  call  to  dedication  to  Christ 
and  His  service  for  the  bringing 
to  God  of  all  His  lost  children. 

8.  The  complement  to  evan¬ 
gelism  is  Christian  education, 
whether  carried  on  at  home, 
school,  college,  in  Sunday  Schools 
and  Youth  Organizations  or  else¬ 
where.  The  Conference  reminds 
the  Methodist  people  that  the 
millions  of  children  and  young 
people  meeting  regularly  in  our 
Sunday  Schools  and  Youth  Or¬ 
ganizations  every  week  present 
our  churches  in  many  lands  with 
a  tremendous  opportunity  both 
for  Christian  education  and  evan¬ 
gelism.  The  Conference  urges  the 
Methodist  Churches  of  every  land 
to  study  how  best  children  and 
young  people  may  be  nurtured  in 
the  faith  of  the  Bible,  expressed 
in  worship,  thought  and  practice; 
and  to  inspire  Christian  teachers 
and  leaders  of  youth  everywhere 
with  a  desire  to  commend  Christ 
and  the  fulness  of  the  Christian 
Gospel  to  those  in  their  care.  Nor 
is  there  any  point  in  life  at  whicn 
Christian  education  comes  to  an 
end.  It  is  one  of  the  urgent  tasks 
of  the  Church  to  train  its  adult 
members,  often  largely  unin¬ 
structed,  into  an  intelligent 
knowledge  of  the  Bible  and  its 
relevance  to  a  fully  Christian  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  world  in  which 
they  live,  and  the  place  of  man  in 
it.  Believing  the  family  to  be  the 
basic  unit  of  society  and  of  the 


Church,  the  Conference  also 

stresses  the  importance  of  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  Christian  family 
life. 

9.  The  Conference  affirms  its 
conviction  that  the  God-given 
unity  of  the  Church  is  demanding 
in  this  time  a  fuller  and  fuller 
expression  in  such  closer  associa¬ 
tion  as  may  be  revealed  to  Christ¬ 
ians  of  every  denomination  in  the 
differing  circumstances  of  the 
lands  in  which  they  live.  It  has 
heard  with  keen  interest  and  deep 
gratitude  to  God  of  continued 
progress  in  the  Church  of  South 
India,  and  of  the  plans  for  church 
union  in  several  other  parts  of 
the  world,  and  it  prays  that  Goa 
will  give  success  to  every  nter- 
prise  of  unity  attempted  in  His 
name. 

10.  The  Conference  recalls  to 
the  churches  everywhere  that 
note  of  dedication  to  the  pursuit 
of  holiness  which  was  the  distinc¬ 
tive  mark  of  the  early  Methodists. 
If  in  those  days,  still  more  today 
is  the  demand  laid  upon  Christ¬ 
ians,  not  only  to  think  and  work 
in  their  service  of  the  presen 
age,  but  most  of  all  to  be  con¬ 
stant  in  prayer.  The  Conference 
therefore  invites  the  people  called 
Methodists  to  claim  by  faith  and 
prayer  that  transformation  of 
personal  and  social  life  which  Is 
offered  by  the  full  Gospel  of 
Christ,  our  Lord. 


One  Thousand  Members 
In  Ten  Years 

On  October  14,  1956,  Wesley 

Methodist  Church,  Coral  Gables, 
observed  its  tenth  birthday  since 
its  founding,  October  6.  1946.  The 
1,000th  individual  person  to  join 
the  church  was  received  during 
the  service  by  The  Rev.  Richard 
Blanchard  and  The  Rev.  Troy 
Maness,  ministers. 

During  the  first  decade  of  its 
life,  this  young  congregation  has 
given  $35,604.00  toward  all  benev¬ 
olent  causes.  Located  at  Douglas 
Road  and  Ponce  de  Leon,  where 
Miami  and  Coral  Gables  meet,  it 
is  strategically  placed  between  the 
community’s  junior  and  senior 
high  schools.  In  the  past  16 
months,  9  young  people  within  its 
youth  department  have  made 
commitments  for  full-time  Christ¬ 
ian  service. 

Entering  its  latest  building  ad¬ 
dition  last  December,  it  is  now 
contemplating  plans  for  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  a  two  -  story  youth  center 
to  be  housed  on  adjacent  proper¬ 
ty  recently  purchased.  The  Rev. 
Clare  Hall  was  its  first  pastor, 
1946-53.  The  Rev.  Dick  Blanchard 
has  served  Wesley  from  1953-56.

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HYMN  OF  THE  WEEK 

By  the  REV.  ERNEST  K.  EMURIAN 


Come,  Ye  Thankful  People,  Come 


When  someone  asked  the  ques¬ 
tion,  “What  is  the  penalty  for  big¬ 
amy?”,  a  wag  with  rare  insight 
replied,  “Two  mothers  -  in  -  law.” 
Another  added,  “If  having  two 
wives  is  bigamy,  then  having  one 
wife  must  be  monotony!”  While 
the  relative  merits  of  polygamy 
and  bigamy  are  fit  subjects  for 
ethnologists  and  debaters,  suffice 
it  to  say  that  there  was  but  one, 
and  only  one,  famous  hymn  writ¬ 
er  who  had  more  than  the  usual 
allotment  of  wives  and  spouses. 
Not  that  he  was  a  bigamist  or 
polygamist.  In  the  words  of  the 
centenarian  who  boasted  on  his 
one  -  hundredth  birthday  that  he 
had  no  enemies,  the  truth  of  the 
matter  was,  he  just  outlived  them. 

Such  was  the  case  with  much- 
married  George  Job  Elvey  (1816- 
1893).  The  Scriptural  Job  had 
three  daughters  and  suffered  un¬ 
told  physical  and  mental  hard¬ 
ships,  but  since  this  distinguished 
organist  and  composer  was  nam¬ 
ed  at  baptism,  shortly  after  his 
birth,  his  middle  name  has  no 
connection  whatsoever  with  the 
fact  that  he  outlived  three  wives 
only  to  be  finally  outlived  by  his 
fourth  and  last. 

When  a  mere  youth  of  nineteen 
he  won  the  coveted  position  of 
organist  at  St.  George’s  Chapel, 
Windsor,  over  a  field  of  competi¬ 
tors  that  included  twenty  -  five 
year  old  Samuel  Sebastian  Wes¬ 
ley,  whose  hymn  tune  “Aurelia” 
is  sung  universally  to  Samuel  J. 
Stone’s  poem  “The  Church’s  One 
Foundation”  (although  originally 
composed  for  an  entirely  different 
poem).  Maybe  the  committee  in 
charge  heard  that  Wesley  was 
more  interested  in  piscatorial  pur¬ 
suits  than  organ  playing,  since 
the  equally  distinguished  music¬ 
ian  had,  on  one  occasion,  sent  his 
assistant  ahead  to  begin  a  sched¬ 
ule  recital  while  he,  the  maestro, 
tried  his  hand  at  casting  in  what 
looked  like  a  well-stocked  stream 
a  short  distance  from  the  Church. 
What  with  four  wives  and  a  posi¬ 
tion  of  responsibility  to  hold 
down,  Elvey  had  little  time  for 
such  recreational  sport,  but  fill¬ 
ed  his  position  with  distinction 
for  a  period  of  forty  -  seven  years. 
He  was  honored  with  a  Doctorate 
from  Oxford  during  his  fifty-sixth 
year,  an  honor  many  an  organist 
coveted  but  few  merited. 

The  records  show  that  during 
his  first  marriage,  which  lasted 
from  1839  until  1851,  he  devoted 
most  of  his  time  and  talent  to 


providing  music  for  the  royal 
family,  having  very  little  of  either 
left  for  composing.  It  was  during 
his  second  marriage  which  took 
place  three  years  after  his  first 
wife’s  death,  and  lasted  from 
1854  until  1863,  that  his  flair  for 
composition  began  to  be  express¬ 
ed,  and  from  that  era  in  his  life 
came  his  noblest  tune,  which  he 
named  for  his  post,  “St.  George’s, 
Windsor.”  Originally  composed 
for  James  Montgomery’s  hymn, 
“Hark,  the  sound  of  Jubilee”,  and 
published  initially  in  1858,  it  is 
now  associated  almost  entirely 
v/  i  t  h  the  thrilling  hymn  of 
thanksgiving  which  Rev.  Henry 
Alford  wrote  in  1844,  “Come,  ye 
thankful  people,  come.” 

In  1862,  during  the  inter-reg- 
num  between  the  passing  of  his 
second  wife,  who  was  a  Miss  Nich¬ 
ols  prior  to  her  marriage  and  with 
whom  he  lived  nine  happy  years 
and  his  discovery  of  Miss  Elenora 
Jarvis,  his  third  bride,  he  com¬ 
posed  another  tune,  “St.  Crispin”. 
Though  found  in  several  hymnals 
it  sounds  too  much  like  Henry 
Baker’s  tune  “Hesperus”,  compos¬ 
ed  in  1857,  and  cannot  match  the 
fervor  and  spirit  of  his  first  hymn 
tune.  However,  it  was  during  his 
third  marriage,  1865-1879,  the 
longest  of  the  four,  that  he  was 
knighted  and  became  Sir  George 
for  the  balance  of  his  fruitful  and 
romantic  life. 

He  became  famous  as  a  remark¬ 
able  composer  of  wedding  music 
for  members  of  the  royal  family, 
doubtless  inspired  in  no  small  de¬ 
gree  by  his  own  nuptial  exper¬ 
iences  and  adventures.  But  such 
social  events,  as  well  as  state 
functions,  called  from  his  fertile 
pen  no  less  than  two  oratorios, 
many  odes  and  anthems,  count¬ 
less  chants  and  hymntunes,  to 
say  nothing  of  a  tremendous  vol¬ 
ume  of  secular  music.  It  was  also 
during  this  marriage  that  he  gave 
the  world  his  second  finest  hymn 
tune,  “Diadameta,”  composed  for 
Matthew  Bridges’  hymn,  “Crown 
him  with  many  crowns”.  To  at¬ 
tempt  to  remember  that  his  nobl  - 
est  hymn  tune  was  composed  dur¬ 
ing  his  second  marriage  and  his 
second  best  during  his  third  can 
try  the  keenest  memory.  But  his 
third  and  least  -  familiar  tune, 
“Illuminatio”,  came  from  his  pen 
during  his  fourth  and  final  voy¬ 
age  on  the  sea  of  matrimony.  He 
united  in  wedlock  this  time  to  a 
sister  of  the  ex-Lord  Mayor  of 
London  in  June  (of  all  months) 


1882.  This  relationship  terminat¬ 
ed  with  the  groom’s  death  in  1893, 
although  his  wife  lived  thirty 
years  longer.  While  composed  for 
“Rock  of  Ages”,  it  is  never  likely 
to  supplant  the  familiar  tune  used 
throughout  the  world  “Toplady. " 

It  is  to  the  credit  of  his  fourth 
wife  that,  the  year  after  her  fa¬ 
mous  husband’s  death,  she  gath¬ 
ered  together  what  data  she  could 
find  about  his  long  and  interest¬ 
ing  life  and  published  “The  life 
and  reminiscences  of  Sir  George 
Elvey.”  Sir  George  must  have 
known  that  there  were  many 
bachelor  hymn  writers  and  com¬ 
posers  as  well  as  very  many  single 
women  who  added  richly  to 
Christian  hymnody  as  both  auth¬ 
ors  and  composers,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  widows  and  widowers  who 
also  contributed  their  share.  But 
he  took  to  heart  the  Scriptural 
injunction,  “It  is  not  good  for  man 
to  be  alone”,  and,  although  it  was 
not  originally  written  primarily 
to  be  applied  to  him  alone,  never¬ 
theless,  he  obeyed  it  to  the  letter 
which  accounted  in  no  small  mea¬ 
sure  for  the  unusual  and  creative 
life  that  he  led  and  the  work  he 
was  inspired  to  produce.The  ques¬ 
tion  the  Sadduccees  asked  Jesus 
about  the  woman  who  had  mar¬ 
ried  seven  brothers  here  on  earth, 
“In  heaven  whose  wife  will  she 
be?”  could  well  be  asked  in  re¬ 
verse  about  this  versatile  man, 
Sir  George,  and  his  many  marri¬ 
ages,  “In  heaven,  whose  husband 
will  he  be?” 

Fortunately,  answers  to  such 
queries  can  be  safely  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  Almighty!

Methodist  Resigns 

Bradshaw  Mintener,  prominent 
Methodist  layman  and  govern¬ 
ment  official,  has  resigned  as  as¬ 
sistant  secretary  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare,  effective  Oct.  10.  Mr. 
Mintener  delivered  President  Ei¬ 
senhower’s  personal  message  to 
the  World  Conference  in  Septem¬ 
ber. 

In  a  letter  to  President  Eisen¬ 
hower,  Mintener  said  he  was  re¬ 
signing  because  of  “personal  cir¬ 
cumstances,”  and  that  he  plans 
to  live  permanently  in  Washing¬ 
ton  and  return  to  the  practice  of 
law. 

In  reply,  President  Eisenhower 
said  he  had  accepted  Mintener’s 
resignation  with  “real  regret”  and 
that  he  is  “deeply  grateful  for  his 
splendid  services”  to  the  govern¬ 
ment. 

Formerly  vice  president  and 
general  counsel  of  Pillsbury  Mills 
in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  where  he 
was  an  active  member  of  the  Hen¬ 
nepin  Avenue  Methodist  Church, 
Mintener  was  named  to  the  gov¬ 
ernment  post  in  1954. 

Formerly  lay  leader  of  the  Min¬ 
nesota  Conference  and  a  delegate 
to  several  Methodist  General  and 
Jurisdictional  Conferences,  Min¬ 
tener  has  served  as  a  member  of 
numerous  Methodist  agencies,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Board  of  Lay  Activi¬ 
ties,  the  Board  of  Pensions  and 
the  Board  of  Publication.

\  few  days  ago  a  District  Sup* 
erintendent  spoke  to  me  about  a 
wonderful  plan  he  had  for  his 
large  number  of  churches  .  .  .most 
of  which  were  rural.  He  said  the 
last  three  churches  in  which  he 
had  preached  were  without  pul¬ 
pit  Bibles.  He  had  a  goal  of  get¬ 
ting  a  pulpit  Bible  in  every 
church.  What  a  worthy  goal  that 
is.  No  doctor  would  think  of  op¬ 
erating  a  hospital  without  the 
proper  tools  and  how  can  a 
church  put  the  Bible  in  its  prop¬ 
er  place  without  a  pulpit  Bible 
there  each  Sunday.  The  open  Bi¬ 
ble  on  the  pulpit  is  one  of  the 
ancient  symbols  of  the  Protestant 
church  and  should  be  seen  in  ev¬ 
ery  church. 

Often  times  a  family  will  want 
to  give  an  inexpensive  memorial 
to  their  church  in  honor  of  some 
loved  one.  What  better  and  more 
useful  gift  could  anyone  give? 

The  laymen  love  to  hear  a 
preacher  preach  before  the  open 
Bible  and  reference  to  it  often  is 
ever  appropriate. 

My  friend  Dr.  Pierce  Harris  of 
the  great  First  Methodist  church 
in  Atlanta  come  to  see  us  the  oth¬ 
er  day  and  said:  “I  want  to  get 
the  most  beautiful  Pulpit  Bible 
you  have  here.  I  have  worn  out 
the  other  one.”  This  thrilled  ms 
to  know  that  Dr.  Harris  and 
many  other  faithful  preachers  are 
still  wearing  out  pulpit  Bibles. 

I  know  of  one  church  that  made 
good  use  of  their  old  Pulpit  Bible. 
They  put  it  in  a  glass  case  out  in 
the  public  park  cross  the  street 
where  the  “loafers”  and  others 
who  walked  by  could  read  from 
its  sacred  pages.  I  wonder  how 
many  people  in  sin  read  from  it. 

You  can  gold  letter  the  front 
cover  some  appropriate  word  and 
make  it  a  memorial  gift  to  a 
church  or  college  chapel  and  for 
many  years  it  will  honor  God  and 
the  ones  who  gave  it.  The  Amer¬ 
ican  Bible  Society  has  a  lovely 
pulpit  Bible  for  mission  churches 
for  costs  of  making  it,  just  $2.25.  I 
can  hardly  believe  it.  Then  of 
course  the  price  range  goes  up 
to  $75.00.

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Denman  Mission  Wins  700  at  Ewha  College 


More  than  700  Korean  women 
were  baptized  at  the  close  of  a  re¬ 
cent  evangelistic  meeting  con¬ 
ducted  by  Dr.  Harry  Denman, 
general  secretary  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Board  of  Evangelism,  Nash¬ 
ville.  He  is  shown  with  Dr.  Helen 
Kim,  who  interpreted  for  him. 
She  is  president  of  Ewha  Univer¬ 
sity  in  Seoul. 

Dr.  Harry  Denman  conducted  a 
most  remarkable  evangelistic 
mission  at  Ewha  University,  Seoul, 
Korea,  from  October  10  to  20.  As 
a  result  of  the  mission  over  700 
women  were  baptized  the  closing 
day. 

The  mission  was  arranged  to 
celebrate  the  seventieth  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  school  and  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  new  chapel  which  seats 
4,000.  The  student  body  numbers 
4,170,  and  the  chapel  was  filled 
each  day. 

The  preaching  service  came  at 
the  regular  chapel  hour  with  the 
service  running  from  11  to  12:15. 
The  president,  Dr.  Helen  Kim,  in¬ 
terpreted  for  Dr.  Denman. 

Each  morning  from  9  to  11  Dr 
Denman  conducted  interviews  for 
the  English  speaking  students. 
More  than  half  of  the  student 
body  understand  English. 

An  interview  period  took  place 
each  afternoon  from  2  to  4  for 
the  Korean  speaking  students. 

From  4  to  5  each  afternoon 
there  was  a  question  and  answer 
period.  The  attendance  increased 
from  300  to  1500.  Most  of  the 
questions  were  theological  ques¬ 
tions. 

A  group  of  471  students  pledged 
themselves  to  pr^ver  and  wit¬ 
nessing  during  the  mission.  These 
were  enlisted  in  groups  of  seventy 
each.

The  Rev.  J.  E.  Lewis,  who  pass¬ 
ed  to  his  eternal  rest  recently,  was 
a  noble  Christian  gentleman.

Dr.  Kim  and  members  of  the 
faculty  conducted  interviews.

V.  Keebler. 

First  Methodist  Church  was  or¬ 
ganized  in  1846,  almost  10  years 
before  Tampa  was  chartered.  The 
Rev.  J.  C.  Ley,  a  Georgia  circuit 
rider,  arrived  in  the  little  com¬ 
munity,  then  known  as  Fort 
Brooke,  and  a  Methodist  Society 
composed  of  17  members  held  its 
first  meeting  in  the  Palmer 
House.  The  Rev.  F.  Stewart  served 
the  church  as  its  first  pastor. 

In  1850  construction  began  on 
“The  Little  White  Church”,  a  one 
story  structure  with  a  belfry. 

The  present  sanctuary  was 
erected  in  1890  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Sale.  This 
building  has  stood  on  the  Tampa 
skyline  for  66  years,  and  is  one  of 
the  two  remaining  landmarks  in 
the  city. 

In  1892,  under  the  leadership  of 
Rev.  B.  K.  Thrower,  the  church 
erected  the  first  Sunday  school 
building  in  the  Florida  Confer¬ 
ence.  That  building  still  stands 
for  the  present  educational  build- 
today.  In  1948,  ground  was  broken 
ing  and  Tom  Henderson  Memorial 
Chapel.  These  buildings  were 
completed  at  a  cost  of  $130,000 
during  the  pastorate  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  E.  J.  Pendergrass.

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HYMN  OF  THE  WEEK

“We  Plow  the  Fields  and  Scatter' 


“Since  I  have  been  serving  as 
Commissioner  o  f  Agriculture,” 
forty-two  year  old  Matthias  Clau¬ 
dius  told  his  friend,  Paul  Erd¬ 
mann,  “I  have  often  fancied  that 
God  is  also  something  of  a  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Agriculture,  but  on 
a  grander  scale.” 

“You  are  right,”  replied  Paui. 
“What  is  true  in  the  spiritual 
realm  is  equally  so  in  the  agri¬ 
cultural;  Paul  plants,  Apollos 
waters,  but  God  gives  the  in¬ 
crease.” 

“Would  that  every  farmer  in 
Germany  were  aware  of  that  fact, 
Paul,”  Claudius  continued.  “Too 
many  of  them  blame  God  when 
their  crops  fail,  and  pride  them¬ 
selves  on  their  own  personal  skills 
when  they  enjoy  a  bountiful  har¬ 
vest.” 

Appointed  one  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  Agriculture  and  Manu¬ 
facturers  of  Hesse-Darmstadt  in 
his  native  Germany  in  1776,  Clau¬ 
dius  had  urged  the  farmers  under 
his  jurisdiction  to  regard  then- 
work  as  a  holy  task  and  the  rich 
productive  earth  as  a  gift  of  God. 
“The  clergyman  is  a  steward  of 
souls,”  he  often  said,  “but  you 
farmers  are  stewards  of  the  soil. 
And  God  needs  both  to  effect  a 
Christian  culture  and  civiliza¬ 
tion.” 

During  his  stay  at  Darmstadt, 
Claudius  became  friendly  with 
the  great  German  man  of  letters, 
Goethe,  who  lived  nearby  in 
Frankfurt.  He  also  became  ac¬ 
quainted  with  a  group  of  free¬ 
thinkers,  attending  several  of 
their  informal  gatherings,  and 
listening  to  their  discussions.  But, 
during  a  severe  illness  in  1777,  he 
saw  the  shallow  emptiness  of  their 
philosophy  and  became  a  staunch¬ 
er  and  more  devout  Christian 
than  ever  before. 

“The  Scripture  says,  in  Psalm 
Sixty-six,  ‘Let  the  people  praise 
thee,  O  God;  let  all  the  people 
praise  Thee.  Then  shall  the  earth 
yield  her  increase;  and  God,  even 
our  own  God,  shall  bless  us.’  If  we 
give  God  the  praise  that  is  His 
due,  then,  and  only  then,  will  He 
give  us  the  knowledge  and  skill 
to  till  the  soil  so  that  the  earth 
may  yield  her  increase,”  he  re¬ 
peated  constantly. 

Even  his  writings  reflected  his 
new  -  found  Christian  fervor  as 
he  seemed  to  be  trying  to  make 
up  for  what  he  called  ‘the  lost 
years  of  his  youth.’  As  a  student 


of  law  and  languages,  with  a 
smattering  of  theology,  he  had 
served  as  private  secretary  to  a 
Danish  Count,  and  had,  for  a  while 
been  employed  on  the  staff  of  the 
Hamburg  News  Agency.  This  po¬ 
sition  enabled  him  to  have  some 
of  his  poetic  works  appear  in 
print  from  time  to  time,  and  en¬ 
couraged  him  to  write  more  and 
more  when  the  opportunity  pre¬ 
sented  itself.  He  soon  became  so 
prolific  an  author  that  he  opened 
his  own  publishing  house  to  print 
his  works,  and  over  eight  volumes 
came  from  his  fluent  pen  between 
1775  and  1812.  Beside  an  unusual 
knowledge  of  the  plays  of  Shakes¬ 
peare  and  the  hymns  of  John 
Newton,  he  was  a  thorough  stu¬ 
dent  of  the  Bible  quoting  it  when¬ 
ever  the  occasion  demanded. 

“The  Bible  says,  ‘The  earth  .is 
the  Lord’s  and  the  fulness  there¬ 
of,  the  world  and  they  that  dwell 


therein,’  ”  he  often  reminded  his 
listeners.  “Furthermore,  we  are 
told  in  Holy  Writ  that  ‘Every 
beast  of  the  forest  is  mine,  saith 
the  Lord;  and  the  cattle  upon  a 
thousand  hills;  I  know  all  the 
fowls  of  the  mountains  and  the 
wild  beasts  of  the  field  are  mine. 
The  very  rain  that  comes  down 
from  Heaven  is  a  gift  of  God.”  He 
affirmed  this  conviction  over  and 
over  again.  “Does  not  the  Bible 
say,  ‘Thou  waterest  the  ridges 
therof  aboundantly;  thou  setl- 
est  the  furrows  thereof;  thou  ma- 
kest  it  soft  with  showers;  thou 
biessest  the  springing  thereof. 
Thou  crownest  the  year  with  thy 
goodness  and  thy  paths  drop  fat¬ 
ness?’  The  Psalmist  is  constantly 
telling  us  ‘He  sendeth  his  springs 
into  the  valleys  which  run  among 
the  hills.  He  watereth  the  hills 
from  His  chambers,  and  the  earth 
is  satisfied  with  the  fruit  of  thy 
works.  He  causeth  the  grass  to 
grow  for  the  cattle;  the  herb  for 
the  service  of  man,  that  he  may 
bring  forth  food  out  of  the 
earth.’  ”  And  he  would  close  by 
asking  the  Biblical  question, 

“  ‘What  shall  I  render  unto  the 
Lord  for  all  his  benefits  towards

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us?’  ”  To  which  there  is  but  one 
nswer,  personal  dedication. 

It  was  at  a  feast  held  in  the 
home  of  Paul  and  Anna  Erdmann 
that  Claudius  was  inspired  to 
write  one  of  his  finest  poems.  The 
simple  and  humble  things  of  life 
furnished  him  the  inspiration  he 
needed  to  express  his  deepest  feel¬ 
ings.  Seeing  the  moon  rising  in 
the  heavens  one  night  in  1779  as 
he  walked  down  a  foot-path  lead¬ 
ing  by  the  river  side  at  Darmstadt, 
he  had  composed  his  beautiful 
poem,  “The  fair  moon  hath  as¬ 
cended.”  Now,  three  years  later, 
watching  the  children  playing 
games  together,  as  their  parents 
conversed  over  the  topics  of  the 
day,  seeing  the  tables  laden  down 
with  all  kinds  of  bounties  from 
nearby  fields  and  farms,  and  ful¬ 
ly  conscious  of  the  deep  -  rooted 
religious  heritage  that  had  under¬ 
girded  his  people  for  generations, 
he  turned  to  his  host  and  said, 
‘‘All  good  things  around  us.  Are 
sent  from  heaven  above.  Then 
thank  the  Lord,,  O  thank  the 
Lord,  For  all  His  love.” 

“We  must,  Matthias,  and  we 
will,”  Paul  had  replied.  “The  very 
iollity  of  our  children  is  almost 
a  reverent  act  of  gratitude  to  God 
for  his  abundant  blessings  and 
His  measureless  mercies.” 

“It  is  so  refreshing  to  escape 
from  the  sham  of  city  life  and 
the  intrigues  of  politics,”  Paul 
added,  “and  mingle  once  again 
with  real  God  -  fearing  people, 
whose  lives  are  built  on  genuine 
spiritual  foundations  and  who  can 
truly  be  said  to  enjoy  life  in  the 
finest  and  fullest  sense  of  the 
word.” 

“We  have  our  failings,  Matthi¬ 
as,”  Paul  said,  “but  underneath  it 
all,  our  people  possess  a  strong 
and  vital  religious  faith  and  a 
freedom  to  express  it  in  so  many 
different  ways,  thanks  to  the 
boldness  and  faith  of  Martin  Lu¬ 
ther.” 

During  the  next  few  days,  that 
fall  of  1782,  Claudius  was  haunted 
by  the  memories  of  the  delightful 
harvest  festival  he  had  attended. 
He  could  not  get  away  from  the 
majesty  as  well  as  the  utter  sim¬ 
plicity  of  it  all.  Under  the  spell  of 
those  memories,  he  began  to  write 
a  poem,  which,  translated  by  Jane 
Campbell,  opened  with  these 
lines: 

We  plow  the  field  and  scatter 

The  good  seed  on  the  land, 

But  it  is  fed  and  watered 

By  God’s  Almighty  hand. 

He  sends  the  snow  in  winter, 

the  warmth  to  swell  the  grain, 
The  breezes  and  the  sunshine, 

And  soft  refreshing  rain. 

His  three  stanzas  bore  out  the 
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truth  he  preached  wherever  he 
went:  “God  is  the  creator  of  all 
things,  the  giver  of  our  daily 
bread.  The  only  thing  we  can  give 
him  in  return  is  ‘our  humble, 
thankful  hearts.” 

While  originally  intended  as  a 
song  for  school  children,  this  har¬ 
vest  festival  poem  has  now  found 
a  lasting  place  in  Christian  hym- 
ody.  Although  the  author  lived 
thirty  -  three  years  after  he  wrote 
it,  he  never  produced  another  that 
was  its  equal.  And  of  all  the  poets 
of  what  is  sometimes  called 
“The  golden  age  of  German  liter¬ 
ature”  he  alone  enjoys  the  dis¬ 
tinction  of  having  produced  a 
poem  that  is  worthy  of  being  sung 
universally  as  a  noble  Christian 
hymn.

These  are  the  kinds  of  or¬ 
dinary  questions  which  reach  to 
the  heart  of  holiness:  Has  he 
mastery  over  the  love  of  money?

Is  wordly  ambition  dead  in  him? 
What  is  he  like  in  controversy?

!;  up  and  down  the  state  and  with  eyes  open  and 
!;  “mouth  closed  as  much  as  possible”  to  see  whats 
!;  happening  in  those  spots  where  pastors  and 
laymen  are  really  doing 
things.  One  pastor  of  a  very 
large  church  where  annually 
they  receive  more  than  350 
new  members,  brings  all  new 
members  into  a  fellowship  on 
Friday  evening  before  they 
are  to  be  received  into  the  fel¬ 
lowship  of  the  church  on  Sun¬ 
day,  and  whether  they  be  by 
transfer  or  profession  of  faith, 
they  are  led  in  instruction 
the  purposes  and  goals  of 
the  church,  and  are  mad,e  to  feel  that  they  are 
becoming  a  part  of  the  fellowship.  Still  another 
preacher  in  Florida  has  all  of  his  new  members 
to  meet  for  three  Sunday  evenings  to  study  care¬ 
fully  the  whole  plan  of  church  membership. 
Joining  the  church  takes  on  meaning  in  such 
churches. 

Some  Sundays  ago  I  preached  in  a  modest¬ 
sized  church  in  Florida.  Over  the  delicious 
piece  of  apple  pie  (a  piece  of  cheese  on  top) 
which  the  queen  of  the  parsonage  set  before  me 
after  a  delectable  meal,  the  pastor  told  me  of 
taking  forty  copies  of  the  new  issue  of  “Togeth¬ 
er”  and  visiting  the  93  families  of  his  congrega¬ 
tion.  Result:  82  subscribers  to  the  new  maga¬ 
zine.  Q.  E.  D.  You  can  do  it  too!  Amen  and  Amen. 
And  The  Florida  Methodist  is  good  reading  too! 
And  The  World  Outlook!!!

Methodist  Board  of  Publication 
October  31  in  Cincinnati. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Emory  S.  Bucke  of 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  was  elected 
Book  Editor  of  The  Methodist 
Church. 

The  Rev.  L.  Scott  Allen,  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  was  elected  editor  of  the 
Central  Christian  Advocate,  offi¬ 
cial  organ  of  the  Central  (Negro) 
Jurisdiction  of  the  church. 

Dr.  Bucke  succeeds  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Nolan  B.  Harmon,  book  editor  for 
16  years  before  being  elected  bis¬ 
hop  in  July.  The  43-year-old 
Methodist  minister  has  been,  for 
the  last  two  years,  manager  of 
the  College  Text  Book  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Abingdon  Press,  book 
publishing  business  of  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Publishing  House.  A  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Methodist  New  England 
Conference  he  has  served  church¬ 
es  in  Massachusetts.  For  nine 
years,  he  was  editor-manager  of 
Zion’s  Herald,  independent  Meth¬ 
odist  publication. 

Among  Dr.  Bucke’s  responsibil¬ 
ities  will  be  selecting  and  editing 
manuscripts  for  publication.  He 
will  have  offices  in  Nashville  and 
New  York. 

“The  biggest  year  of  service  to 
the  church  and  individuals”  was 
reported  by  the  Methodist  Pub¬ 
lishing  House. 

For  the  fourteenth  consecutive 
fiscal  year,  an  increase  in  net 
sales  was  announced.  The  total 
sales  figure  was  not  announced 
for  publication,  but  an  increase 
of  6.91  per  cent  was  reported.  Dol- 
lars-and-cents  totals  are  report¬ 
ed  quadrenially  to  the  church. 

Circulation  of  church  school 
literature  reached  6,813,956.  This 
topped  all  previous  records  and 
was  an  increase  of  about  three 
per  cent  over  last  year.  Nearly 
4,500,00  copies  of  books  were  pro¬ 
duced  during  the  year,  and  the 
number  of  weekly  church  bulle¬ 
tins  produced  increased  to  73,185,- 
800. 

In  the  reorganization  of  the 
corporate  structure  of  the  pub¬ 
lishing  interests,  Lovick  Pierce, 
Nashville,  was  elected  president 
and  publisher.  For  ten  years,  he 
has  been  one  of  two  publishing 
agents  of  the  church.

Minister  of  Music 
Is  Honored 

Dr.  Earl  Evans,  for  15  years  the 
minister  of  music  at  First  Church, 
St.  Petersburg,  was  honored  re¬ 
cently  when  the  ST.  PETERS¬ 
BURG  TIMES  carried  a  feature 
story  on  his  ministry. 

Dr.  Evans  insists  that  “Anybody 
who  can  talk  can  sing”  and  has 
developed  7  choirs  that  number 
more  than  250  singers  ranging 
from  Cherubs,  children  from  3  to 
5,  to  a  male  chorus.  When  Dr. 
Evans  went  to  First  Church  in 
September,  1941,  the  church  had 
only  one  choir  with  about  20 
members,  mostly  elderly. 

The  minister  of  music  gives  his 
full  time  to  the  training  of  the 
choirs  and  has  a  studio  in  the 
church  where  he  gives  voice  les¬ 
sons  to  adult  and  high  school 
students  without  charge.  They, 
in  turn,  give  their  services  to  the 
Church  through  their  music.  Thus, 
every  young  person  with  talent 
and  ambition  may  receive  voice 
training  without  cost  to  them. 

Dr.  Evans,  a  Welshman,  has 
the  love  for  singing  that  charac¬ 
terizes  the  Welsh  people.  He  is 
a  graduate  of  the  Westminister 
Choir  College,  Princeton,  N.  J., 
and  toured  America,  Canada  and 


in  Cuba.  At  last  it  is  under  con¬ 
struction  now.  The  Vliet  Memor¬ 
ial  School  Building,  at  Santa 
Cruz  Del  Norte  will  soon  be  com¬ 
pleted  and  it  will  stand  as  a  trib¬ 
ute  and  a  fitting  memorial  to  a 
remarkably  fine  missionary  spirit. 
The  General  Board  of  Missions 
provided  generous  help  for  this 
program  and  also  much  help 
came  through  Mrs.  Vliet  who  has 
made  several  wonderful  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  fund. 


12  European  countries  as  baritone 
soloist  with  the  famed  Westmin¬ 
ister  Choir.  In  1934,  while  minister 
of  music  at  Lovely  Lane  Chapel, 
Baltimore,  he  was  chosen  to  di¬ 
rect  the  world  premiere  of  the 
oratorio  “Evangel  of  the  World” 
at  the  150th  anniversary  of  Meth_ 
odism.  He  also  directed  the  music 
festival  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  last 
May  during  National  Music  Week.

How  to  Have  A 
School  of  Missions 

Manatee  Methodist  Church  has 
done  it  again!  Using  “Missions: 
U.S.A.”  with  “High  Hours  in  Meth¬ 
odism”  for  the  basis  of  the  Town 
and  Country  session,  they  con¬ 
ducted  a  most  successful  five- 
session  Church-wide  SCHOOL  OF 
MISSIONS. 

The  opening  session  was 
Wednesday,  Oct.  10,  when  classes 
for  all  ages,  kindergarten  through 
adults,  met  at  5:30.  A  pot-luck 
supper  followed  at  7;  by  that  time 
several  Daddies,  and  others  who 
could  not  make  the  5:30  session, 
had  arrived,  and  opening  night 
attendance  swelled  to  62.  After 
supper  the  pastor,  The  Rev.  E. 
Pierce  Hendry,  showed  pictures  of 
new  churches  aided  by  the  Fel¬ 
lowship  of  Sponsors  of  New 
Churches  in  Sarasota  District, 
with  particular  emphasis  on  the 
new  church  in  Immokalee,  a  mi¬ 
grant  community.  (The  Primary 
and  Junior  Units  are  entirely 
about  migrants). 

The  second  session  was  on  Sun¬ 
day  night,  with  classes  at  6:30. 
A  tape  recording  made  locally 
was  used  in  the  adult  group  to 
present  the  Church’s  ministry  in 
family  problems.  At  the  7:30  hour 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christ¬ 
ian  Service  presented  “Sharing 
Christ’s  Way  of  Life”,  from  the 
Diorama  on  the  Work  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  in  the  Home 
Field.  Places  mentioned  were 
pin-pointed  with  pictures  on  a 
huge  outline  map  of  the  United 
States. 

The  third  session  in  the  adult 
group  was  the  Town  and  Coun¬ 
try  study,  and  was  given  entirely 
by  men.  Six  men  gave  five-min¬ 
ute  reviews  of  the  chapters  in 
“High  Points  of  Methodism,”  with 
the  pastor  calling  time  on  them. 
The  sharing  hour  at  7:30  that 
night  was  conducted  by  the  In¬ 
termediate  and  Senior  Youth,  who 
presented  a  sequence  from 
“Bridges  of  Understanding”  por¬ 
traying  a  visit  to  the  Southern 
Mountain  mission  work. 

Fourth  session — again  a  Sun¬ 
day  night — was  given  over,  in  the 
class  session,  to  the  study  of  City 
missions;  at  the  Sharing  Hour, 
the  slides  showing  the  nine  cen¬ 
ters  of  work  conducted  by  the 
Woman’s  Division  in  Florida  were 
shown. 

The  School  closed  on  Wednes¬ 
day  night,  October  24,  with  a  col¬ 
orful  banquet  and  program  en¬ 
joyed  by  more  than  70  persons. 
Tables  were  laid  with  place  mats 
featuring  a  map  of  the  United 
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States  surrounded  by  ten  ques¬ 
tions  concerning  the  study  of 
“Mission  Field  U.S.A.”  Napkins 
carried  out  the  theme  further 
with  pictures  representing  types 
of  home  mission  work  done  by 
the  churches  surrounding  a  map 
of  the  United  States.  (Wright 
Studios  materials). 

Each  guest  found  at  his  place 
a  parchment  scroll  bearing  quo¬ 
tations  under  the  caption  “Heri¬ 
tage”,  from  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  the  Constitution, 
and  the  Bible.  These  were  used  in 
a  worship  service  led  by  Mrs.  E. 
Pierce  Hendry,  who  directed  the 
school. 

The  program  was  a  series  of  TV 
skits  presented  by  the  various 
classes.  The  Senior  Group  taught 
by  Mrs.  F.  L.  Waggoner  recreated 
the  “Quiz  Kids”  program  with 
questions  from  their  study  “There 
Is  No  End.”  Primary  children,  who 
have  been  studying  the  migrant 
problem,  presented  a  game  call¬ 
ed  “Sugarloaf  Hill”,  which  de¬ 
picted  harvesting  of  various 
crops,  followed  by  a  “Migrants 
Band,”  with  clever  uniform  hats, 
playing  on  ukeleles  and  combs. 
Mrs.  R.  L.  Cleveland,  Mrs.  I.  M. 
Belt,  and  Mrs.  Annie  Lualum  were 
in  charge  of  this  group. 

The  final  skit  was  a  devotional 
program,  “Windows  of  Faith”, 
presented  by  the  Junior  Group 
led  by  Mrs.  R.  D.  Campbell  and 
Mrs.  Henry  Colton.  Between 
“programs”  the  entire  group  sang 
Negro  and  Creole  folk  songs. 

The  Kindergarten  and  Nursery 
children  had  their  own  “ban- 
quef’in  the  Nursery  building  un¬ 
der  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Edith 
Ravencraft,  Mrs.  John  Hilliard, 
and  Mrs.  Lloyd  Strunk. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hendry,  who  is 
Sarasota  District  Missionary  Sec¬ 
retary,  has  been  urging  churches 
throughout  the  district  to  com¬ 
bine  forces  and  study  books  with 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christ¬ 
ian  Service,  and  have  a  School  of 
Missions  for  the  entire  Church. 
This  is  offered  as  a  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  the  fact  that  it  can  be 
done!  A  total  of  83  persons  was 
enrolled  in  the  school,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  68  for  the 
five  sessions  and  perfect  attend¬ 
ance  maintained  by  42  members. 
Work  in  the  Adult  Class  was  so 
jonducted  that  Jurisdiction  Rec¬ 
ognition  could  be  claimed  for  the 
nembers  of  the  W.S.C.S.  in  the 
Mass.  The  “Sharing  Hours”,  held 
it  the  regular  7:30  Sunday  and 
Wednesday  hours,  presented  seg- 
nents  of  the  study  to  the  groups 
vho  regularly  came  to  the  serv- 
ces  at  these  times. 


Because  “Mission  Field:  U.S.A.” 
is  scheduled  for  the  Woman’s  So¬ 
ciety  in  May,  most  groups  have 
not  yet  used  this  study,  and  we 
feel  that  this  story  may  be  help¬ 
ful  to  others  in  planning  such  a 
project.

“O  For  A  Thousand  Tongues  To  Sing  .  . 
But  I  have  only  one.  The  Christmas  Story  is  so 
magnificent  that  one  poor  tongue  is  utterly  in¬ 
adequate  to  measure  up  to  the  splendor  and 
glory  of  the  Advent  of  the  Son  of  God  into  the 
world.  But  remember!  A  tiny 
cow  stall  was  large  enough  to 
house  the  handful  that  knew 
about  the  “birth  of  the  Baby’’ 
that  first  Christmas  night. 
They  were  not  gifted  music¬ 
ians.  They  did  not  possess  the 
tongues  of  angels.  They  were 
not  trained  and  educated  peo¬ 
ple.  Just  folks.  But  they  were 
entrusted  with  the  good  news 
that  a  Savior  had  been 
born  unto  men,  and  bursting 
with  the  wonder  of  the  news  that  filled  their 
hearts,  they  sallied  forth  to  spread  it,  from  ton¬ 
gue  to  tongue,  from  person  to  person,  until  my 
Soul!

The  Sixtieth  Anniversity  of  the 
founding  of  White  Temple  Meth_ 
adist  Church  in  Miami  was  ob¬ 
served  during  the  week  of  Novem¬ 
ber  11.  A  special  feature  of  the 
celebration  was  the  presence  of 
forty-eight  “Honor  Roll”  guests  at 
the  morning  service  on  November 
11;  these  members  of  the  church 
have  ben  members  for  forty  years 
or  more.  Another  feature  of  the 
observance  was  the  holding  of 
four  Loyalty  Dinners,  to  under¬ 
write  the  new  current  expense 
budget  of  $80,000  for  the  next 
year,  and  to  give  a  forward  look 
to  the  observance.  Speakers  at 
the.  Loyalty  Dinners  included  Dr. 
Joe  Tolle,  the  Rev.  John  Sikes,  the 
Rev.  Joe  Crawley,  and  the  Rev. 
Donald  Mackey. 

The  White  Temple  Church  was 
organized  by  fifteen  persons,  meet¬ 
ing  on  a  houseboat,  on  November 
15,  1896.  It  was  then  called  the 
First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
the  name  being  changed  to  “White 
Temple”  following  the  construc¬ 


tion  of  the  present  building  in 
1914.  The  cornerstone  of  the  orig¬ 
inal  church  was  laid  in  1898, 
however,  after  a  term  of  services 
in  a  tent,  a  store,  and  a  school- 
house.  First  minister  of  the 
Church  was  Rev.  E.  V.  Blackman. 

More  recent  pastorates  have  in_ 
eluded  that  of  Dr.  L.  S.  Rader 
(1903-1912),  Dr.  P.  S.  Merrill  (1912- 
1916),  Dr.  R.  N.  Merrill,  ( 1916- 
1929),  Dr.  I  Frank  Roach  (1929- 
1932),  Dr.  Glenn  C.  James  (1932- 
1953),  and  Dr.  Jack  Anderson 
(1953-1956).  Dr.  Harold  E.  Buell 
and  Rev.  Robert  Johnson  are 
present  pastors  of  the  Church. 
Minister  of  Music  is  Charles  Cush¬ 
man,  who  has  held  this  post  since 
1913,  and  who  is  known  as  one  of 
the  outstanding  musical  directors 
of  the  South.  Other  members  of 
the  Staff  include  Mrs.  Wesley 
Clark,  Church  Visitor;  Mrs.  Jane 
Butler,  Organist;  Gloria  Great- 
wood,  Secretary;  Mrs.  Eugene 
Metshel,  Hostess;  and  Matthew 
Maloney,  Sexton. 


Veteran  Trustee  Reports 

It  was  one  of  the  lighter  mo¬ 
ments  when  District  Trustee  Rollo 
H.  Johnson  brought  the  report  of 
the  District  Trustees  to  the  Miami 
District  Conference.  Recalling  by¬ 
gone  days  and  Presiding  Elders 
of  other  years  while  paying  his 
respects  to  the  present  District 
Superintendent,  Dr.  P.  M.  Boyd, 
Mr.  Johnson  said: 

“For  the  past  20  or  25  years  my 


report  has  dealt  with  the  District 
parsonage;  what  it  was  for  and 
why;  what  it  cost  to  operate  and 
where  to  find  it. 

“So  at  the  risk  of  being  called 
down  and  expunged  from  the  rec¬ 
ords  or  having  my  name  stricken 
from  the  church  records,  I  have 
decided  to  change  the  program 
and  become  reminiscent  about  the 
occupant  of  the  District  parson¬ 
age. 

“The  District  Superintendent 


sprang  from  the  Presiding  Elder. 
He  was  without  doubt  a  highly 
polished  gentleman,  more  than 
likely  a  college  president  or  a 
college  professor,  and  would  come 
to  your  local  place  about  once  a 
quarter  and  hold  what  was  well 
known  as  a  Quarterly  Meeting. 
We  always  looked  forward  to  his 
coming  with  interest  and  expec¬ 
tation. 

“At  my  home  we  nearly  always 
entertained  the  P.E.  There  were 
nine  of  us  children  and  we  were 
drilled  severely  and  cautioned  not 
to  call  for  the  second  piece  of 
chicken.  Imagine  if  you  will,  nine 
(9)  pieces  of  chicken  exposed  to 
a  Presiding  Elder.  We  entertained 
a  bishop  once  and  I’m  sure  the 
same  conditions  prevailed. 

“Having  been  secretary  for 
many  years  I  became  familiar 
with  the  questions,  and  knew 
most  all  of  the  answers.  They 
used  to  tell  this  joke:  It  was  said 
that  the  P.  E.  would  call  for 
Question  8  which  was,  ‘How  much 
has  been  raised  the  present  quar¬ 
ter  and  how  has  it  been  applied?’ 
And  the  next  question  was  ‘When 
does  the  next  train  leave?’  The 
pastor  usually  came  up  with  the 
answer. 

“I  remember  on  one  occasion  we 
had  an  up  and  coming  young 
preacher  who  conducted  the 
morning  service.  That  evening 
the  P.E.  filled  the  pulpit  (he  was 
fairly  good  sized).  To  the  sur¬ 
prise  of  all,  he  preached  the  very 
same  sermon;  text,  headings  and 
everything.  The  congregation  be¬ 
gan  laughing  and  snickering  so 
the  P.E.  stopped  and  inquired 
what  was  the  matter.  It  was  Joe 
Tolle’s  wife’s  grandma  who  spoke 
up  and  told  him,  ‘We  had  that 
same  sermon  this  morning!,  But 
the  embarrassed  P.E.  proceeded  to 
the  end. 

“I  have  never  yet  been  able  to 
tell  just  how  it  happened,  but  it 
is  well  that  we  be  cautious  when 
preceding  a  P.E.  or  a  D.S.  Per¬ 
haps  some  of  our  younger  men 
can  come  up  with  the  answer. 

“The  present  up-to-date  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  P.E.  consists  of  an  en_ 
ergetic,  capable  leader,  not  given 
to  too  much  story  telling,  parts 
his  hair  off  center,  and  loves  ice 
cream  and  fried  chicken. 

“If  you  are  interested  in  the 
District  parsonage,  its  value,  etc., 
then  see  previous  reports. 

“All  names  and  places  withheld 
for  social  reasons,  and  any  sim¬ 
ilarity  is  purely  incidental.”

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Some  Ways  of  Studying  the 
Local  Church -Community  Situation 


Modern  research  methods  have 
been  a  great  boon  to  medicine, 
agriculture,  industry  and  other 
major  aspects  of  contemporary 
life.  They  hold  high  potential, 
too,  for  religion. 

During  the  1956-’6G  quadren- 
nium  there  is  a  new  emphasis  on 
the  effectiveness  of  local  churches. 
Pastors  and  people  may  want  to 
raise  some  of  the  following  ques¬ 
tions  about  their  church  and 
community  situations.  Simple  re¬ 
search  methods  are  suggested  as 
ways  of  securing  valid  answers. 

1.  Is  the  church  reaching  peo¬ 
ple  throughout  the  geographic 
area  of  its  parish?  A  spot  map  of 
its  membership  can  help  deter¬ 
mine  this. 

2.  Is  the  church  reaching  the 
people  of  the  community  as  effec¬ 
tively  now  as  in  the  past?  The 
membership  of  the  church  can  be 
related  to  the  population  of  the 
community  on  a  decennial  basis 
as  far  back  as  records  are  avail¬ 
able.  The  changes  in  the  percen¬ 
tage  of  the  population  in  the 
membership  would  be  the  effec¬ 
tive  measure. 

3.  Is  the  church  reaching  peo¬ 
ple  of  all  ages  and  both  sexes  in 
the  proportion  as  these  exist  in 
the  community?  An  age  and  sex 
analysis  of  the  church  member¬ 
ship  and  of  the  parish  area  pop¬ 
ulation  would  reveal  this. 

4.  Is  the  church  reaching  peo¬ 
ple  of  all  classes  and  occupational 
levels  in  the  proportion  as  these 
exist  in  the  community?  An  ocu- 
pational  analysis  of  the  church 
membership  and  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  community  would  an¬ 
swer  this  question. 

5.  Is  the  church  reaching  new 
people  at  a  faster  rate  than  it  is 
losing  members?  How  does  its 
evangelistic  performance  compare 
with  its  own  past  record  and  with 
the  present  record  of  the  district, 
annual  conference,  jurisdiction, 
and  total  church?  From  the  sta¬ 
tistical  reports  in  the  Annual  and 
General  Conference  Minutes  these 
evangelistic  performance  rates 
can  be  computed  as  follows: 

a.  Profession  of  Faith  Rate 
equals  total  number  received  by 
Profession  of  Faith  divided  by  Av¬ 
erage  Annual  Membership,  mul¬ 
tiplied  by  1000. 

b.  Transfer  in  rate  equals  To¬ 
tal  number  received  by  transfer 
divided  by  Average  Annual  Mem¬ 
bership,  multiplied  by  1000. 

c.  Removal  by  death  rate 
equals  number  removed  by  death 


divided  by  average  annual  mem¬ 
bership  multiplied  by  1000. 

d.  Transfer  out  rate  equals 
number  removed  by  transfer  di- 
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Candler  School  of  Theology 

Emory  University,  Georgia 

vided  by  average  annual  member¬ 
ship  multiplied  by  1000. 

In  all  the  formulae  above  the 
average  annual  membership  (rep¬ 
resenting  the  membership  at  the 
mid-point  of  the  year)  is  ob¬ 
tained  by  averaging  the  sum  of 
the  memberships  at  the  beginning 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

6.  Is  the  church  reaching  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  various  departments  of 
the  church  school  in  keeping  with 
district,  conference,  jurisdiction 
and  total  church?  The  answer 
may  be  found  by  computing  the 
following  from  the  statistical  ta¬ 
bles. 

a.  Total  church  school  mem¬ 
bership  compared  to  the  average 
membership  of  district,  confer¬ 
ence,  jurisdiction,  and  church. 

b.  Percentage  of  members  in 
Children’s  Division. 

c.  Percentage  of  members  in 
Youth  Division. 

d.  Percentage  of  members  in 
Adult  Division. 

e.  Percentage  of  members  in 
Officers  and  Teachers. 

f.  Percentage  of  Sunday  School 
membership  in  average  atten¬ 
dance. 

7.  Is  the  church  performing  in 
the  field  of  finances  and  steward¬ 


ship  in  keeping  with  the  churches 
of  the  district,  conference,  juris¬ 
diction,  and  total  church?  The^e 
performance  measures  may  be 
compared  by  computing  the  fol¬ 
lowing  items: 

a.  Salary  paid  pastor  compared 
with  average  salary  of  district, 
conference,  jurisdiction,  and  the 
church. 

b.  Per  member  giving  to  all 
causes. 

c.  Per  member  giving  to  cur¬ 
rent  budget  (all  items  except  a- 
mount  paid  on  principal  of  in¬ 
debtedness  and  amount  paid  for 
buildings  and  improvements.) 

d.  Per  member  giving  to  pas¬ 
tor’s  salary. 

e.  Per  member  giving  to  World 
Service  and  Conference  Benevo¬ 
lences. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the 
quantified  measures  of  effective¬ 
ness  which  any  charge  or  church 
in  Methodism  can  compute.  The 
pastor,  Official  Board  or  Commis¬ 
sion  members  could  easily  arrive 
at  reliable  answers  to  these  ques¬ 
tions  about  their  own  church 
within  a  few  hours. 

These  data  could  be  made  into 
charts  and  graphs  to  show  vividly 
and  effectively  the  situation  of  the 
church  in  these  phases  of  its  pro¬ 
gram. 

Obviously,  these  represent  only 
a  few  of  the  measures  of  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  a  church  in  its  pro¬ 
gram  of  service  and  Christian 
ministry.  Many  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  concerns  of  the  church 
are  spiritual  and  qualitative  in 
character.  These  imperatives  do 
not  easily  yield  to  quantification 
and  statistical  measurement.  Yet 
many  of  the  performance  rates  and 
characteristics  mentioned  here,  as 
well  as  others,  do  provide  meas¬ 
ures  of  effectivenesss,  which, 
through  statistical  and  quantita¬ 
tive,  point  to  the  deeper  motiva¬ 
tions  which  prompt  performance 
at  these  levels. 

Pastors  or  church  officials  de¬ 
siring  more  detailed  directions  on 
these  ways  of  studying  their  local 
church-community  situation  may 
write  the  author  at  Candler  School 
of  Theology,  Emory  University, 
Georgia.

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Herods  and  Shepherds 

A  New  Kind  of  Christmas  Story 
by  ROY  L.  SMITH

Someone,  in  a  highly  fanciful 
mood,  has  described  a  mass  meet¬ 
ing  in  heaven.  It  was  attended 
by  the  babies  destined  to  be  born 
during  1957. 

It  seems  that  a  long  series  of 
disquieting  rumors  had  got  about, 
concerning  the  world  into  which 
they  were  doomed  to  be  born. 

“They  tell  me,”  one  infant  or¬ 
ator  shouted,  “that  four  out  of 
five  of  us  are  going  to  begin  life 
in  the  midst  of  hunger,  disease, 
and  ignorance.” 

“I  have  heard  even  worse 
things,”  exclaimed  another.  “The 
word  has  come  back  to  me  of 
mothers  who  do  not  want  us;  of 
fathers  who  will  desert  ik  ;  of 
great  governments  that  will  make 
us  no  better  than  cogs  in  a  ma¬ 
chine.” 

“Everything  you  have  reported 
is  true,”  a  fourth  little  one  de¬ 
clared,  very  solemnly.  “I  have  the 
word  on  the  very  best  of  authority. 
Evil  and  terrible  men  lie  in  wait 
for  us.  They  will  undertake  to  en¬ 
trap  us  with  all  manner  of  men¬ 
tal,  bodily,  and  spiritual  poisons.” 

“It  must  be  a  terrible  world,” 
they  all  chorused.  “What  can  we 
do  about  it?” 

“Let’s  refuse  to  be  born!”  some¬ 
one  shouted.  And  at  once  all  of 
heaven  was  filled  with  the  frantic 
cries  of  children. 

Then,  into  their  midst,  came 
the  Son  of  God  who  had,  himself, 
been  born  into  the  world  more 
than  nineteen  hundred  years  be_ 
fore.  And  because  they  all  loved 
him,  they  quieted  and  listened 
while  he  spoke. 

“Yes,  it  is  in  many  ways  a  ter¬ 
rible  world,”  the  Son  of  Man  said. 
“I  know.  When  I  was  born  of 
Mary,  of  Nazareth,  a  king  named 
Herod  was  waiting  for  me  with  a 
sword.  Only  because  I  was  spir¬ 
ited  away  by  my  parents  was  I 
saved  from  his  butchery. 

“But  Herod  was  not  the  only 
one  who  awaited  me.  Out  on  the 
fields  of  Bethlehem  there  were 
good  shepherds  who  prayed  for 
the  deliverance  of  their  people. 
They  came  to  the  stable  to  pay 
me  then  humble  homage. 

“And  there  were  plain  people 
who  listened  to  me  with  the  great¬ 
est  of  respect — vast  multitudes  of 
them.  They  believed  in  me,  and 
loved  me.  They  did  not  do  it  per¬ 
fectly.  but  they  tried,  and  our 
Father  blessed  them. 

“As  I  look  down  on  the  world 
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into  which  you  must  be  born,  I 
can  still  see  the  Herods.  But  the 
reason  I  have  never  given  the 
world  up  is  because  of  the  good 
shepherds.  They  are  the  meek  of 
the  earth,  and  little  by  little  thy 
are  taking  it  over.  There’s  a  small 
victory  here,  and  a  still  smaller 
one  yonder.  But  in  time  all  the 
victories  added  together  will  make 
a  great  victory. 

“Something  happened  to  them 
at  night  when  they  stood  about 
my  manger — something  they  have 
never  fogotten.  they  took  hope, 
and  as  long  as  my  story  is  told 
their  hopes  will  never  die. 

“If  I  were  you,  I  would  consent 
to  be  born.  I  would  go  down  and 
hunt  up  the  shepherds,  and  join 
with  them.  It  will  be  a  difficult 
life,  and  you  will  suffer  many  de_ 
feats.  But  because  the  Father  and 
I  believe  in  you,  you  will  some¬ 
time  win  the  victory,  and  our 
Kingdom  will '  be  set  up  among 
them.” 

Then  with  a  mighty  shout,  the 
little  one  declared:  “We  will  be 
born!”  And  as  they  departed, 
Jesus  said,  “If  any  man  offend 
one  of  these  little  ones,  it  were 
better  that  a  millstone  were 
hanged  about  his  neck  and  he 
were  drowned  in  the  depths  of 
the  sea.”

Establish  Studies 
For  Alaska  College 

A  tentative  academic  pro¬ 
gram  for  the  Alaska  Methodist  Col¬ 
lege,  to  be  established  in  Anchor¬ 
age,  has  been  approved  by  the 
national  Alaska  Methodist  Col¬ 
lege  Committee  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  Meeting  at  Denver  Uni¬ 
versity,  the  20-member  committee 
has  agreed  that  the  curriculum  of 
the  four-year  college  will  be  based 
around  instruction  in  three  liberal 
arts  divisions:  the  humanities 
(English,  foreign  languages,  mus¬ 
ic,  etc.),  the  social  sciences,  and 
mathematics  and  the  natural 
sciences.  The  committee  is  com¬ 
posed  of  Methodist  ministers  and 
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laymen  from  the  United  States 
and  Alaska  and  is  an  agency  of 
the  Division  of  National  (home) 
Missions  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

The  approval  of  the  proposed 
academic  came  after  .its  presenta¬ 
tion  by  the  Academic  Advisory 
Council,  composed  of  six  college 
presidents,  deans  and  business 
managers.  The  report  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  Chancellor  Chester  M. 
Alter  of  Denver  University,  the 
chairman.  After  approving  the 
council’s  report,  the  college  com¬ 
mittee  voted  to  send  Chancellor 
Alter  to  Alaska  in  the  near  future. 
He  is  to  confer  with  various  per¬ 
sons  there  about  how  the  Metho¬ 
dist  college  can  best  be  fitted  into 
the  over-all  higher  education 
needs  of  the  territory. 

The  committee  elected  new  na¬ 
tional  officers  and  an  executive 
committee  to  serve  for  the  next 
four  years,  Bishop  A.  Raymond 
Grant,  Portlnd,  Ore.,  was  re¬ 
elected  chairman,  John  Connolly, 
Anchorage  attorney,  was  chosen 
vice-chairman,  the  Rev.  P.  Gordon 
Gould,  Philadelphia,  was  re-elect¬ 
ed  treasurer.  Members  of  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  committee  are  Bishop 
Grant,  Mr.  Connolly,  Mr.  Snoke, 
Mr.  Gould,  the  Rev.  W.  Vernon 
Middleton,  Philadelphia,  George 
V.  Steed,  San  Gabriel,  Calif.,  and 
Arthur  Waldron,  Anchorage. 


Methodists  at  Both  Poles 

Several  times  during  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Conferences  it  was  noted 
that  our  northernmost  Metho¬ 
dist  church  is  being  served  by  a 
member  of  the  Florida  Confer¬ 
ence.  Way  up  under  the  Arctic 
Circle,  at  Fairbanks,  Alaska,  the 
Rev.  A.  E.  Purviance  is  carrying 
on  a  wonderful  work  in  the  name 
of  Christ  and  The  Methodist 
Church. 

Now  we  learn  that  the  preach¬ 
er  who  likely  has  the  souther- 
most  parish  and  the  coldest  con¬ 
gregation  is  also  a  Methodist.  The 
Rev.  John  E.  Zoller  of  the  South 
Pole,  a  navy  veteran  of  eight 
years’  service,  is  Protestant  chap¬ 
lain  to  350  men,  military  and  ci¬ 
vilian,  who  are  wintering  in  the 
Antarctic  as  part  of  the  United 
States’  “Operation  Deep  Freeze.” 

Chaplain  Zoller,  37,  son  of  a 
Methodist  minister,  was  pastor  of 
Grace  Community  Methodist 
Church,  Oakland,  Calif.,  when  he 
entred  the  chaplaincy  in  1948.  He 
is  assigned  to  Little  America  V, 
headquarters  of  the  expedition 
and  has  trained  lay  leaders  to  as¬ 
sist  in  Protestant  activities  in 
each  of  the  outlaying  stations.

At  Work  With  The  Word

Last  week  while  on  a  speaking 
engagement  to  Orlando,  Florida, 
I  had  an  interesting  visit  with 
Mrs.  E.  Stanley  Jones,  a  world  fa¬ 
mous  missionary  and  wife  of  an¬ 
other  world  famous  missionary. 
She  said  some  things  that  are 
worth  sharing.  She  said:  “The 
Bible  is  a  better  Missionary  than 
we  people  are”.  You  can’t  argue 
back  to  the  Bible.  It  never  argues 
back  to  you.  It  states  clearly  and 
concisely  the  great  truths  of  God 
and  they  cut  sometimes  like  a 
two-edged  sword. 

She  told  of  her  many  experi¬ 
ences  in  India  with  the  Bible.  One 
day  a  student  came  to  her  and 
asked  for  something  to  read.  He 
was  a  student  of  the  Moslem  faith. 
So  she  gave  him  a  new  testament 
in  his  language.  He  read  it  and 
something  happened.  He  came 
back  and  thanked  her  for  the 
book  and  said,  ‘‘My  father  does 
not  want  me  to  read  this  book 
because  he  says  it  is  magic.  And 
truly  it  is  magic.  It  has  power  to 
open  my  eyes.  It  is  like  a  fire;  it 
burns.  It  is  like  a  sword,  it  pierces 
and  cuts.  But  it  is  also  like  a  pil¬ 
low,  it  comforts. 

But  she  also  related  another  ex¬ 
perience  she  had.  She  gave  a  judge 
one  day  a  New  Testament  to  read. 
He  brought  it  back  and  said,  “I 
can’t  go  by  this  book.  It  is  no  re¬ 
ligion  for  me.  It  says  “go”  and  I 
must  say  “come”.  It  says  “give” 
and  I  must  say  “bring”.  It  says 
“love  your  enemiesi”  and  that  is 
contrary  to  my  nature.

Riverside  Plans  Expansion 

After  three  years  of  careful 
study,  planning  and  preparation, 
under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  E. 
Clayton  Calhoun,  Miami’s  River¬ 
side  Methodist  Church  has 
launched  a  bold  new  building  and 
development  program  which  is  de¬ 
signed  to  give  it,  in  a  period  of 
years,  completely  unified  and 
largely  new  education  and  wor¬ 
ship  facilities.  Now,  under  the 
leadership  of  Rev.  Donald  M.  Mac- 
kay  and  Associate  Pastor  Rev.  D.

In¬ 
corporated  in  the  initial  stages  of 
this  effort  are  plans  to  paint  and

ent  social  hall  and  ladies’  parlor, 
and  pave  the  parking  area.  These 
three  projects  are  already  under 
way. 

The  building  fund  campaign 
which  was  held  in  October  was 
under  the  Generaal  Chairman¬ 
ship  of  Dr.  Homer  L.  Pearson,  with 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  A.  Witherill 
as  Honorary  Co-Chairmen.  Di¬ 
rector  of  the  Campaign  was  Dr. 
Laurie  G.  Ray,  pastor  of  Hyde 
Park  Methodist  Church  in  Tampa. 

The  first  unit  to  be  constructed, 
which  will  be  air  conditioned 
throughout,  as  will  be  all  of  the 
new  units,  will  be  detached  from 
and  will  not  affect  any  of  the 
present  structures.  It  will  include 
on  its  first  floor  a  large  new  fel¬ 
lowship  hall  with  adjoining  stage 
and  kitchen  facilities.  On  the  sec¬ 
ond  floor  there  will  be  church 
school  classrooms,  library  and 
other  facilities.  It  is  intended 
that  ground  for  this  new  unit  will 
be  broken  in  1957.

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Ministry  to  Migrants 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and 
vitally  important  projects  in  home 
missions  is  taking  place  right 
here  in  the  State  of  Florida,  and 
it  is  doubtful  if  many  people  in 
the  State  even  know  it  exists.  It  is 
the  Florida  Christian  Ministry  to 


Migrants,  which  seeks  in  the  name 
of  the  churches  to  minister  to 
spiritual  and  personal  needs  of 
the  85,000  agricultural  workers 
who  come  into  our  State  each 
winter  to  harvest  our  crops  of 
beans,  tomatoes,  potatoes,  and 
other  vegetables.  Just  as  these  mi¬ 
grants  do  for  the  farmer  what  he 
can  find  no  machine  to  do,  furn¬ 
ish  hands  for  picking  vegetables, 
so  the  Ministry  furnishes  the  mi¬ 
grant  what  he  can  get  nowhere 
else,  the  sense  of  belonging  to  the 
family  of  God  in  Christ.  It  is  a 
work  of  which  we  can  be  justly 
proud. 

The  Ministry  to  Migrants  came 
into  being  nearly  20  years  ago, 
through  promotion  of  the  Flor¬ 
ida  Chain  of  Missionary  Assem¬ 
blies,  which  continues  to  provide 
financial  support.  Soon  an  Inter¬ 
denominational  Migrant  Commit¬ 
tee  was  formed  with  the  support 
of  the  United  Church  Women  of 
Florida.  And  more  recently  the 
work  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Florida  Council  of  Churches  as 
one  of  its  projects.  In  addition  to 
all  these  good  groups,  the  Minis¬ 
try  has  the  support  of  individuals 
and  churches  over  the  State, 
those  who  know  about  it!  And 
with  their  help  it  provides  lead¬ 
ership  for  a  program  of  Sunday 
Schools,  Nurseries,  youth  clubs, 
mother’s  clubs,  and  worship  serv¬ 
ices  in  migrant  camps  at  Home¬ 
stead,  South  Dade,  Pampano 
Beach,  Belle  Glade,  Pahokee,  Im- 
mokalee,  and  other  areas  of  the 
State.  Without  its  ministry  many 
of  these  children  of  God  would 
and  so  seldom  able  to  find  a 
the  Gospel,  uprooted  as  they  are 
have  little  or  no  contact  with 
place  in  the  churches  of  the 
communities  in  which  they  live 
for  such  short  periods  of  time. 

But, as  important  as  is  the  work 
they  do,  the  Ministry  to  Migrants 


is  falling  far  short  of  what  could 
and  should  be  done.  The  best 
estimate  is  that  it  reaches  scarce, 
ly  more  than  15  or  20%  of  the 
Migrants  in  the  state  each  year. 
And  the  sad  thing  is  that  the 
churches  are  not  etfen  giving  ade¬ 
quate  support  for  the  program 
that  is  now  being  carried  out. 
The  Migrant  Commission  of  the 
Florida  Council  of  Churches,  of 
which  Mrs.  Glenn  C.  James  is 
Chairman,  finds  itself  just  now 
facing  a  serious  deficit  in  funds 
to  carry  on  its  work.  This  in 
spite  of  most  careful  administra¬ 
tion  under  the  leadership  of  the 
State  Director,  the  Rev.  Paul  M. 
Cassen  of  West  Palm  Beach,  and 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  num¬ 
ber  of  young  people  from  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren  and  the 
Mennonite  Church  give  a  year  out 
of  each  of  their  lives  to  this  work 
free. 

The  clear  fact  is  that  the  Flor¬ 
ida  Christian  Ministry  ,to  Mi¬ 
grants  must  have  more  support 
for  its  vital  work.  Some  suggest¬ 
ions  can  be  made  to  those  who 
would  like  to  see  it  go  on.  1.  Give 
generously  to  the  Migrant  offer¬ 
ings  at  the  Florida  Chain  Assem¬ 
blies  this  winter;  2.  Women’s 
groups  can  increase  their  giving- 
through  the  Migrant  Chiarman 
of  their  local  United  Church  Wo¬ 
men’s  groups;  3.  Ministerial  As¬ 
sociations  and  Councils  of 
Churches  could  well  direct  all  or 
part  of  offerings  taken  at  various 
Union  Services  during  the  year 
to  the  support  of  this  ministry; 

4.  Individuals  can  give  directly; 

5.  Local  Church  (including  Meth_ 
odist  churches!)  can  probably 
help  best  of  all  by  making  pledges 
to  the  migrant  work  out  of  their 
benevolence  giving  each^  year.  A 
good  number  of  annuaf  gifts  of 
$50,  $100,  or  $500  from  local 
churches  would  do  much  to 
strengthen  this  great  work. 

This  interdenomi  national 
Christian  Ministry  is  important; 
the  churches  of  the  State  want  it 
to  go  on.  They  can  help  make  this 
possible  by  giving  more  support!

Bishops  Make  Fund  Appeal 
For  victims  of  Oppression 

A  .special  appeal  for  relief  funds 
for  Hungarian  and  other  victims 
of  oppression  will  be  made  in  all 
Methodist  churches  from  Decem¬ 
ber  15  through  January  6. 

The  Council  of  Bishops  voted 


unanimously  to  appeal  for  funds 
at  their  Pasadena  meeting  on  De¬ 
cember  11.  Signing  the  appeal 
letter  to  Methodist  pastors  were 
Bishops  W.  Earl  Ledden,  president 
of  the  Council  of  Bishops;  G. 
Bromley  Oxnam,  president  of  the 
Council  on  World  Service  and  Fi_ 
nance;  and  Frederick  B.  Newell, 
chairman  of  the  Methodist  Com¬ 
mittee  for  Overseas  Relief. 

MCOR  will  administer  the  funds 
which  are  desperately  needed  for 
food,  clothing,  and  other  relief 
items  in  Hungary  itself  and  for 
the  Methodist  share  in  responsi¬ 
bility  for  resettling  refugees. 

More  than  119,000  refugees  have 
crossed  the  Hungarian  border 
since  the  revolt  began  in  October. 

Extending  as  it  does  over  the 
Christmas  season,  the  Methodist 
appeal  for  funds  will  coincide 
with  similar  drives  of  other  pro- 
testant  denominations.  Methodist 
funds  will  be  channeled  through 
the  World  Council  of  Churches, 
Church  World  Service,  and  Meth¬ 
odist  representatives  overseas. 

An  offering  envelope  and  folder 
describing  the  need  for  relief  ac¬ 
tion  are  being  supplied  by  the 
Central  Promotional  Office,  740 
Rush  Street,  Chicago,  Illinois. 
These  materials  should  reach  the 
pastor  before  Christmas.

General  Information 

This  is  the  third  year  that  the 
General  Extension  Division  of 
Florida  has  conducted  the  Florida 
Pastors’  Conference.

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World-Wide  Prayer 
Movement  is  Launched 

Christ  Church,  St.  Petersburg, 
has  been  selected  as  a  represent¬ 
ative  American  Church  to  help 
launch  the  World-Wide  Prayer 
Movement  for  1957. 

The  Methodist  Church’s  first 
World-Wide  Prayer  Movement, 
with  expected  participation  in  at 
least  46  countries,  was  lauched 
New  Year’s  Eve  with  special  pray¬ 
er  services  in  several  countries. 

It  is  thought  that  the  movement 
will  result  in  a  year  of  contin¬ 
uous  prayer  around  the  world, 
with  at  least  one  person  praying 
every  minute  of  every  day  of  1957. 

The  announcement  was  made 
by  the  Rev.  Thomas  W.  Carruth, 


Nashville,  director  of  the  move¬ 
ment  and  a  staff  member  of  the 
Methodist  General  Board  of  Evan¬ 
gelism,  which  is  sponsoring  it. 

“In  this  movement,  The  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  is  seeking  to  unite 
with  all  prayerful  people  in  pray¬ 
ing  for  peace,  brotherhood,  and 
justice,”  said  Mr.  Carruth. 

Many  churches  helped  launch 
the  year  of  prayer  with  New 
Year’s  Eve  watch-night  services. 
A  watch-night  service  is  a  period 
of  worship  at  the  end  of  the  old 
year  and  the  beginning  of  the 
new. 

In  the  little  town  of  Bethlehem, 
where  Jesus  was  born,  a  minister 
who  directs  an  orphanage  gather¬ 
ed  the  children  around  him  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  and  united  in 
the  world-wide  prayer  movement. 

In  the  “Mother  Church  of 
Methodism,”  Wesley’s  Chapel, 
London,  England,  an  all-night 
prayer  vigil  was  held. 

Similar  services  were  held  in 
Burma,  Austria,  Africa,  Malaya 
France,  Argentina,  Japan,  Yugo¬ 
slavia,  and  other  countries. 

More  than  2,000  American  min¬ 
isters  have  notified  Mr.  Carruth 
during  December  that  their 
churches  plan  to  participate  in 
the  world-wide  prayer  movement. 
They  will  do  so  by  having  24-hour 
prayer  vigils  or  other  prayer  pro¬ 
grams. 

Mr.  Carruth  said  that  continuous 
prayer  vigils  for  the  entire  year 
of  1957  will  be  held  in  the  state 


of  Georgia,  the  Louisville  Con¬ 
ference  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
and  perhaps  other  Methodist 
conferences. 

The  World-Wide  Prayer  Move¬ 
ment  was  unanimously  approved 
last  spring  by  the  Methodist  Gen¬ 


eral  Conference,  supreme  legisla¬ 
tive  body  of  the  denomination. 

Nation-wide  continuaus  prayer 
vigils  have  been  sponsored  by  the 
General  Board  of  Evangelism  the 
last  two  years.  About  1,300 
churches  participated  in  1955  and 
at  least  3,700  in  1956. 

In  the  prayer  vigils  the  last  two 
years,  the  usual  pattern  was  for 
one  or  more  churches  to  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  each  day.  Church 
members  formed  “prayer  chains” 
by  following  one  another  to  the 
altars  of  their  churches  for  brief 
periods  of  prayer  around  the 
clock.  Consequently,  there  was  al¬ 
ways  somebody  praying  in  the 
United  States  during  the  two- 
year  period,  so  far  as  can  be 
determined.

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Well  Known 
Missionary  Dies 

The  Rev.  Anders  Kristian  (Kris) 
Jensen,  D.D.,  veteran  missionary 
of  the  Methodist  Church  .in  Korea 
and  intimate  friend  and  adviser' 
of  Korean  President  Syngman 
Rhee,  died  in  Seoul  on  November 
20  from  a  heart  attack.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  a  letter  written  by  Mrs. 
Jensen  on  the  night  of  his  death, 
his  passing  was  quite  sudden,  e 
was  59  years  of  age. 

Dr.  Jensen  was  captured  in 
Songdo,  Korea,  by  the  communists 
when  they  invaded  from  the  north 
on  June  25,  1950,  and  was  held  a 
prisoner  for  three  years.  In  Sep¬ 
tember  1954,  although  not  wholly 
recovered  from  his  gruelling  ex¬ 
periences  as  a  prisoner,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  service  in  Korea,  to¬ 
gether  with  his  wife  who  survives 
him. 

From  the  time  of  his  capture 
until  a  couple  of  weeks  before  his 
release  in  1953,  “at  the  interven¬ 
tion  of  the  Soviet  authorities  in 
Moscow,’’  most  of  Dr.  Jensen’s 
friends  believed  him  dead  from 
the  rigors  of  prison  life,  for  noth¬ 
ing  had  been  heard  from  or  con¬ 
cerning  him  in  all  that  time.  Five 
other  Methodist  missionaries  were 
captured  at  the  same  time,  and 
one  died  before  the  others  were 
released. 

Dr.  Jensen  had  been  with  other 
missionaries  in  Seoul  City  on  the 
day  of  the  invasion,  but  had  gone 
that  evening  to  Songdo,  leaving 
Mrs.  Jensen  in  the  capital  city. 
Because  of  that  chance,  she  was 
able  later  to  escape  to  the  “free 
zone”  and  eventually  to  America. 
She  was  said  to  have  been  about 
the  only  person  who  persisted  in 
believing  she  would  again  .see  him 
alive.  He  was  flown  back  to  the 
United  States  and  was  reunited 
with  his  wife  and  two  children 
at  Idlewild  Airport  on  May  13 
1953. 

After  four  months  back  in  the 
States,  Dr.  Jensen  returned  to 
South  Korea  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  in 
order  to  become  reacquainted 
with  conditions  there,  including 
the  numerous  changes  that  had 
arisen  during  more  than  three 
years  of  war,  and  to  survey  the 
situation  with  the  view  of  report¬ 
ing  to  churches  and  other  agen¬ 
cies  in  this  country. 

Dr.  Jensen  first  went  to  Korea 
as  a  missionary  of  The  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  in  1929.  In  the  years 
since  he  had  travelled  widely  as 
an  observer  of  world  affairs  in 
Japan,  North  and  South  China, 
Malaya,  Syria,  Palestine  and 
Europe. 

Born  in  Nasborg,  Denmark, 
March  14,  1897,  Dr.  Jensen  came 
to  America  in  1914,  without 
friends  or  relatives  in  this  coun¬ 


try.  He  worked  as  a  laborer  in 
greenhouses,  in  restaurants,  and 
on  railroads  while  acquiring  a 
command  of  English.  He  was  a 
graduate  of  Cornell  College,  Iowa 
(from  which  institution  he  later 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity),  and  from  Boston  Uni¬ 
versity  School  of  Theology. 

Mrs.  Jensen  and  two  sons,  Clair 
and  Philip,  survive.  In  May  of 
this  year,  Mrs.  Jensen  was  ordain¬ 
ed  to  the  ministry  of  The  Metho¬ 
dist  Church — the  first  after  the 
enactment  of  legislation  by  the 
General  Conference  of  the  Church 
admitting  women  to  the  “travel¬ 
ling  ministry.” 

The  Jensens  are  well  known  in 
Florida,  having  appeared  on  the 
Chain  of  Missionary  Assemblies 
and  many  other  missionary  pro¬ 
grams.

Dr.  Frank  D.  Slutz,  74,  of  Day  - 
on,  Ohio,  well-known  Methodist 
ayman  and  educator,  died  Dec. 
6  following  an  illness  of  several 
nonths.  Funeral  services  were 
teld  Dec.  19  in  Dayton’s  Grace 
Ihurch,  of  which  he  had  been 
n  active  member  for  39  years. 
He  had  served  for  a  number  of 
ears  on  the  church’s  Curriculum 
ommittee  and  the  Board  of 
yorld  Peace,  and  was  formerly 


a  member  of  the  General  Educa¬ 
tion  Board.  Over  a  long  period, 
he  had  been  a  frequent  contri¬ 
butor  to  the  church  school  publi¬ 
cations  of  The  Methodist  Church 
and  a  regular  columnist  in  The 
Methodist  Layman,  monthly  mag¬ 
azine  of  the  General  Board  of 
Lay  Activities.

used  as  a  parsonage  and  was  oc¬ 
cupied  by  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  A.

New  Parsonage  at  Wildwood 
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Austrian  Church  Cares  for  Hungarian  Refugees 


The  Soviet-controlled  radio  in 
Budapest  tried  to  assure  the  peo¬ 
ple  that  things  were  normal.  The 
last  radio-sender  of  the  freedom- 
fighters  crackled  into  silence  be¬ 
fore  it  could  deny  the  report.  But 
no  denial  was  needed.  The  in¬ 
creasing  stream  of  refugees  across 
the  border  told  us  in  Austria  that 
things  next  door  in  Hungary  were 
not  yet  normal  .  .  .  nor  would  be 
for  quite  a  while.  The  Balkan  vol¬ 
cano  had  erupted.  And  Austrians 
trembled  with  the  thought  that 
its  lava  might  sear  them  again. 

One  thought  gripped  everyone: 
What  shall  we  do  with  the  thous¬ 
ands  of  Hungarians  who  seek  ref¬ 
uge  in  our  country?  The  Austrian 
government  and  Red  Cross  acted 
swiftly  and  nobly  as  possible. 
Catholic  and  Protestant  relief  or¬ 
ganizations  sped  into  action.  Yet 
for  every  10  cots  put  up,  20  more 
refugees  arrived.  And  only  con¬ 
fusion  seemed  to  be  winning  this 
battle. 

Latest  reports  list  more  than 
40,000  Hungarians  who  have 
crossed  into  Austria.  The  famine 
and  new  cold  wave  is  expected  to 
drive  tens  of  thousands  more  over 
the  border  into  a  land  that  has 
been  plagued  by  the  refugee  prob¬ 
lem  ever  since  the  dying  days  of 
World  War  II.  No  one  knows  when 
the  refugee  stream  will  cease;  nor 
does  anyone  know  how  to  control 
its  flow  fast  enough  in  Austria 

The  Methodist  Church  and  mis¬ 
sion  in  Austria  includes  less  than 
one  percent  of  the  population. 
During  the  early  days  of  the 
fighting  in  Hungary,  the  eleven 
congregations  took  special  offer¬ 
ings  for  the  Methodists  in  Buda¬ 
pest,  but  Russian  tanks  closed  the 
border  before  the  money  could  be 
sent. 

Linz  Church  Helps 

The  emergency  challenged  ev¬ 
ery  group  and  individual  in  Aus¬ 
tria.  Many  opend  their  doors  and 
hearts  .  .  .  and  one  of  these  was 
pastor  Ernest  Nausner  and  his 
Caravan  Methodist  Church  in 
Linz.  Working  closely  with  the 
World  Council  of  Churches,  Naus¬ 
ner  pushed  through  the  following 
plan,  which  we  now  report  in  de¬ 
tail,  for  in  it,  despite  its  relative 
smallness,  you  will  see  the  prob¬ 
lems  involved  in  situations  like 
these. 

Everyone  knew  the  immed^te 
need:  shelter,  clothing,  food.  Ev¬ 
eryone  knew  the  future  need,  too: 
counseling,  assistance  for  immi¬ 
gration  or  for  work  in  Austria, 
moral  and  spiritual  and  physical 
guidance.  But  the  big  refugee  cen¬ 
ters  could  handle  only  the  im¬ 
mediate  need,  and  that  left  sit¬ 
uations  in  which  men  and  women 
were  crowded  into  the  same  room,

with  only  a  cigaret  standing  be¬ 
tween  them  and  a  complete  break¬ 
down  under  the  tension  of  the 
past  month,  the  monotonous  mis¬ 
ery  of  the  present,  and  the  uncer¬ 
tainty  of  the  future. 

Nausner  sensed  the  problems; 
he  had  lived  them  himself  as  a 
refugee  10  years  ago.  He  phoned 
the  Would  Council  of  Churches’ 
refugee  relief  headquarters:  “We 
will  care  for  30  Hungarians.” 

The  attic  of  the  Caravan  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  in  Linz  had  been 
built  out  into  a  large  sleeping- 
room  last  summer  to  accommo¬ 
date  American  students  who 
helped  build  our  kindergarten. 
Twelve  double-decker  beds  fit 
snugly  in  the  room.  But  it  was 
empty  now.  In  fact,  the  church  had 
nothing  except  U.S.  Army  mat¬ 
tresses. 

The  Linz  Methodists  had  three 
days  to  prepare  for  the  refugees. 
No  equipment;  no  money.  But 
this  was  no  time  to  think  about 
money.  Besides  Nausner’s  reputa¬ 
tion  in  Linz  was  good;  firms 
would  help  him  without  demand¬ 
ing  immediate  payments. 

So  the  Methodists  of  Linz  acted: 
Thirty  beds  purchased.  Blankets 
and  sheets  from  Brethren  Service 
Commission.  Food  supplies  from 
World  Council  of  Churches.  Can¬ 
ned  meat  from  the  Mennonite 
Central  Committee.  Fresh  cloth¬ 
ing  and  toilet  articles  from  the 
Red  Cross.  Youth  room  divided 
into  living  quarters  for  five,  and 
dining  hall  for  30.  One  room  in 
parsonage  converted  into  kitchen 
Shower  rooms  in  celler;  hot  water 
heater  in  kitchen.  Interpreters  in 
the  congregation  who  speak  Hun¬ 
garian.  Questionaires  .  .  .  ration 
cards  .  .  .  immigration  forms. 
Contacts  with  employment  office 
for  jobs  for  the  refugees.  Maga¬ 
zines,  phonograph  from  American 
House  for  a  day  room.  Volunteers 
from  congregation  to  cook  for  the 
group.  Sunday  dinner  invitations 
at  homes  of  Methodist  families, 
Barber  to  cut  the  refugees’  hair. 

In  three  days  all  was  ready,  and 
the  Volkswagen  bus  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Mission  in  Austria  took  off 
for  Vienna  and  the  camps  along 


the  Hungarian  border.  In  Vienna, 
through  the  World  Council  of 
Churches,  we  received  a  Hungar¬ 
ian  Reformed  Church  pastor 
named  Balas  as  interpreter  and 
a  second  bus  to  help  bring  the 
refugees  to  Linz.  The  bus  had 
come  from  Hungary  to  pick  up 
medical  supplies  in  Vienna,  but 
was  stranded  here  when  the  Rus¬ 
sians  moved  in. 

The  streets  of  the  reception 
camp  near  the  border  ran  with 
mud.  Austrian  police  blocked  its 
entrance  to  visitors,  but  let  us 
pass  when  we  told  of  our  inten¬ 
tion  to  take  away  refugees.  When 
the  camp  director  heard  what  we 
wanted  he  said:  “Please,  take  as 
many  as  you  want  and  leave  here 
quickly.” 

Outside,  trucks  unloaded  bales 
of  straw,  and  Austrian  Boy  Scouts 
stuffed  handfuls  into  burlap  bags 
for  mattresses.  Every  five  min¬ 
utes  another  bus  rolled  through 
the  gates  with  fresh  refugees  .  . 
some  wet,  for  they  had  waded 
through  marshes  to  cross  the  bor¬ 
der  ...  all  tired  .  .  .  some  seeking 
those  who  left  before  them  .  .  . 
all  hungry  .  .  .  some  bewildered, 
unable  to  understand  the  langu¬ 
age  about  them  ...  all  cold. 

A  band  of  gypsies  parked  their 
belongings  on  the  sidewalk  and 
huddled  together  for  warmeth 
while  their  leader  waited  in  line 
to  register  their  arrival.  A  huge 
outdoor  boiler  breathed  steam, 
and  the  chow  line  snaked  down 
the  muddy  street  amidst  the  rat¬ 
tle  of  tin  soup  plates  which  each 
Hungarian  held. 

The  new  arrivals  consisted 
mostly  of  women  and  children, 
for  their  men  and  youth  had  fall¬ 
en  in  battle  or  had  remained  be¬ 
hind  to  continue  resistance  or 
had  escaped  earlier  in  the  border 
fighting.  The  women  were  silent; 
the  children  played  tag  and 
climbed  the  mountains  of  straw 
which  soon  would  nest  their 
sleepy  heads. 

We  walked  from  room  to  room 
asking  the  same  questions' 
“Young  men  to  Linz  .  .  .  sleep  and 
eat  at  Methodist  church  ...  we 
will  do  our  best  to  find  work  for 
you  or  help  you  immigrate.”  We 
decided  upon  young  men  because 
the  entrance  to  our  church’s  attic 
was  small,  by  ladder,  too  dificult 
for  women  or  children.  We  would 
also  take  two  women  who  would 
help  in  the  kitchen. 

In  half  an  hour  we  had  our 
group:  Hubert — a  young  animal 
tamer  in  a  Hungarian  circus. 
Jenoe — a  15-year-old  boy  who  had 
fled  all  the  way  from  the  Russian 
Hungarian  border  because  he  had 
killed  two  Russian  soldiers  in  the 
fighting.  Laszlo — a  doctor  who 
spoke  English,  and  two  friends. 
Janos — with  a  bullet  wound  in 
his  hand  from  a  hand-to-hand

fight  with  a  Hungarian  secret- 
police  agent.  Joshka— a  21-year- 
old  man  who  led  the  revolution¬ 
ary  forces  in  one  Hungarian  state, 
and  six  of  his  comrades,  one  of 
whom  was  a  16-year-old  girl 
named  Eva.  Barnabas — an  agri¬ 
culture  student.  Agnes— -a  16- 
year-old  girl,  and  a  friend,  Erza- 
beth,  making  three  girls  instead 
of  two.  And  the  rest,  young  men 
in  their  twenties,  all  freedom- 
fighters. 

Our  friendship  grew  quickly 
and  strongly,  so  that  the  next 
week,  when  we  left  the  group  in 
Linz  and  returned  to  the  border 
to  pick  up  a  second  load  of  refu¬ 
gees,  they  greeted  us  on  our  re¬ 
turn  as  if  we  were  brothers  sep¬ 
arated  for  years.  The  second 
group  included  a  man,  his  wife 
and  sister,  and  two  teen-age  boys. 

We  quartered  the  five  women  in 
the  youth  room;  the  men  upstairs 
in  the  attic.  On  our  second  eve¬ 
ning  we  gathered  together  with 
the  congregation  and  the  refugees, 
and  the  friendships  grew.  Sunday 
afternoon  each  refugee  was  guest 
af  one  of  our  Methodist  families. 
Ten  of  the  group  were  Catholics. 
We  drove  them  in  our  Methodist 
Mission  bus  to  Mass  on  Sunday 
morning.  The  rest  were  Reformed 
ar  Lutheran  or  Greek  Orthodox 
Mo  Methodists.  There  are  a  few 
Methodist  churches  in  Budapest, 
aut  so  far  we  had  heard  from 
none  of  the  refugees  who  might 
nave  come  from  these  congrega¬ 
tions. 

On  Sunday  evening  Herta  Woh- 
scheiber,  an  Austrian  girl  who 
nad  studied  two  years  at  Duke 
University  and  now  was  director 
>f  religious  education  in  our  Meth- 
adist  Church  in  Austria,  showed 
aolored  slides  of  the  United  States, 
[t  was  good  for  the  Hungarians, 
:or  they  had  been  fed  so  much 
propaganda  that  they  thought 
the  United  States  was  a  barren 
wilderness  where  the  rich  on  Wall 
Street  chewed  up  factory  workers 
:or  breakfast.  So  effective  was 
Communist  propaganda  that 
nany  Hungarians  refused  to  im- 
nigrate  to  the  United  States 
vhen  the  offer  first  came.  They 
jreferred  other  countries,  usually 
n  Europe,  for  some  day  they 
wanted  to  return  home. 

The  whole  project  in  Linz  is 
jutting  the  Methodist  staff  in 
lifficult  straits.  The  task  of  in- 
egrating  the  refugees,  finding 
hem  jobs  and  helping  them  im- 
nigrate,  counseling  and  feeding 
md  clothing,  all  these  have  fall-

Reports  Mr.  Pelter,  “The  cause

In  Linz 
nowadays  the  organizational  de¬ 
tails  in  the  Methodist  Church 
sometimes  may  fall  flat,  but  the 
amzing  love  of  Nausner  and  his 
Methodists  more  than  make  up 
for  that. 

During  their  first  week  in  Linz, 
four  of  the  Hungarians  have 
found  jobs;  one  (the  doctor)  al¬ 
ready  has  flown  to  the  United 
States;  eight  others  are  in  the 
process  of  immigrating.  The  re¬ 
mainder  at  first  wanted  to  leave 
for  other  European  countries,  but 
the  atmosphere  of  the  Caravan 
Methodist  Church  has  affected 
them  so  much  that  they  now  wish 
to  remain  in  Linz,  work  and  sup¬ 
port  themselves,  living  with  us 
and  waiting  for  the  day  when 
they  may  return  again  to  Hun¬ 
gary.  As  practical  Christians  we 
see  the  additional  burdens  this 
will  lower  upon  use.  But  as  Chris¬ 
tians  of  faith  we  also  see  the 
strength  given  us  for  such  work 
and  the  joy  in  finding  the  true 
life  with  others.

Bishop  Magnifies  Laymen 

Trying  to  spread  Christianity 
without  laymen’s  help  is  like 
“fighting  a  war  with  generals 
only,”  a  Methodist  bishop  told  the 
Chicago  Methodist  Ministers’  As¬ 
sociation  December  17. 

Bishop  Richard  C.  Raines  of 
the  church’s  Indiana  Area  also 
told  the  clergy:  “It’s  not  my  wor¬ 
ry  that  so  few  people  are  coming 
to  church,  but  that  so  little  hap¬ 
pens  when  they  do  come.” 

He  criticized  ministers’  tenden¬ 
cy  to  consider  laymen  as  “religi- 
ious  amateurs”  because  “they  do 
not  earn  their  living  by  preach¬ 
ing.” 

“The  layman  is  an  expert  in 
communications  out  on  the 
world’s  firing  line,”  he  contended. 
“We  have  to  use  laymen  to  help 
evangelize  the  world.” 

Bishop  Raines  pointed  out  that 
the  clergy  makes  up  only  3%  of 
the  world’s  population  and  “if 
laymen  aren’t  active,  you’ve  left 
out  more  than  99%  of  God’s 
people.” 

“There  is  no  joy  like  lighting 
the  candle  of  faith  in  the  life  of 
someone  else,”  Bishop  Raines  add¬ 
ed.  “We  have  failed  to  teach  our 
people  that  they  should  be  win¬ 
ning  others  to  Christ.” 

Attempts  by  song  writers  to 
make  religion  “marketable”  have 
often  resulted  in  songs  “that  tend 
to  treat  God  as  a  rocking  chair  or 
sleeping  pill,”  the  bishop  believes. 

“They  show  God  as  a  god  of 
comfort,  not  the  God  of  the  Bi¬ 
ble,”  he  said.  “The  idea  of  these 
songs  is.  ‘have  faith  in  faith,  in 
the  miracle  of  believing,’  rather 
than  have  faith  in  God.” 

He  decried  the  current  tendency 
“to  take  a  portion  of  the  gospel 
that  fits  into  the  mood  of  easy 
living.”  The  church  must  “stand 
in  contrast  to  and  struggle  with 
this  environment  of  complacen¬ 
cy,”  he  declared.  “We  are  prone 
to  leave  out  parts  of  the  Bible 
that  pass  judgment  on  our  sins.”

When  “Suffer”  Means  “Let” 


The  word  “suffer’  is  used  by 
the  King  James  Version  of  the 
Bible  in  two  quite  distinct  sen¬ 
ses.  It  is  used,  of  course,  to 
translate  the  Hebrew  and 
Greek  verbs  which  mean  to  en¬ 
dure  hardship,  pain,  affliction, 
insult,  penalty,  and  the  like — 
there  are  69  cases  of  its  use  in 
this  which  is  the  primary  sense 
of  the  word.  But  it  is  also  used 
60  times  to  translate  Hebrew 
and  Greek  verbs  which  mean 
to  let,  allow,  or  permit. 

The  Revised  Standard  Vers¬ 
ion  eliminates  the  use  of  the 
sense  of  undergo  or  endure.  It 
only  when  it  is  used  in  the 
let  or  permit,  and  retains  it 
word  “suffer”  in  the  sense  of 
thus  removes  an  ambiguity  for 
which  there  is  no  warrnt  in  the 
original  languages. 

A  little  girl  asked  her  mother 
“Why  does  Jesus  want  little 
children  to  suffer?”  The  moth¬ 
er  replied,  “He  doesn’t.  What 
makes  you  think  so?”  The  child 
said,  “That  is  what  they  taught 
us  in  Sunday  school  today.” 

In  the  year  1952  two  maga¬ 
zines  of  wide  national  circula¬ 
tion  carried  poignant  accounts 
of  the  sufferings  of  children  in 
Korea,  with  the  headline  “Suf¬ 
fer,  little  children.”

And  Jesus  said,  Suffer  little 
children, 

And  forbid  them  not  to  come 
unto  me; 

For  of  such  is  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. 

By  printing  this  verse  in 
three  lines  as  though  it  were 
poetry,  and  by  omitting  the 
comma  which  the  King  James 
Version  has  after  “forbid  them 
not,”  the  expression  “Suffer 
little  children”  is  made  to  stand 
by  itself  as  though  it  were  an 
injunction  to  endure  or  toler¬ 
ate  little  children.  But  the 
meaning  of  the  Greek  is  unmis¬ 
takably,  “Let  the  children 
come  to  me,  and  do  not  hinder 
them.”  It  is  to  the  credit  of  the 
Book  of  Worship  for  the  use  of 
the  Methodist  Church  that  it 
adopted  an  unambiguous  ren¬ 
dering  of  this  verse  even  before 
the  publication  of  the  Revised 
Standard  Version  of  the  New 
Testament.  The  word  “suffer 
is  rejected  by  all  modern  trans¬ 
lations  of  this  verse  which  1 
have  consulted  —  Twentietn 
Century,  Weymouth,  Moffat 
Ballantine,  Goodspeed,  Will¬ 
iams,  Verkuyl,  Confraternity, 
Torrey,  Phillips,  Rieu.

They  Said  It  at  the 
World  Methodist 
Conference 

Dr.  Ralph  W.  Sockman  of  New 
Aork  City,  speaking  on  “The  Spir¬ 
it  of  Methodism,”  said: 

“The  church  is  the  army  of  the 
Lord.  Service  in  our  nation’s  ar¬ 
my  often  improves  the  health  of 
soldiers,  but  men  do  not  join  the 
army  for  their  health.  Likewise 
the  church,  by  its  prayers  and 
services,  should  benefit  the  health 
of  its  members  but  it  is  hardly  a 
worthy  motive  to  join  the  churcn 
for  your  health.  The  contempor¬ 
ary  attempts  to  sell  religion  as  a 
means  to  health,  happiness  and 
prosperity  are  placing  the  by¬ 
products  of  religious  faith  ahead 
of  its  primary  purpose.  Evange¬ 
lism  motivated  either  by  the  old 
fear  of  hell  or  by  the  new  fear  of 
Communism  is  not  good  enough. 
Our  historic  Judaeo  -  Christian 
faith  is  the  surest  barrier  against 
Communism  but  its  saving  mo¬ 
tive  is  love,  not  fear.  We  are  to 
win  people  for  Christ  and  not 
merely  save  them  from  the  Krem¬ 
lin.  We  must  convince  the  peoples 
of  the  Orient  that  we  are  interest¬ 
ed  in  them  for  their  own  welfare 
and  not  as  added  allies  against 
Russia.  Here  is  a  task  that  con¬ 
fronts  the  Christian  missionary 
movement  with  the  surest  test 
and  the  greatest  opportunity  ir. 
its  history.”

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Statement  on  Current 
International  Situation 

Issued  by  the  Council  of  Bishops 
of  The  Methodist  Church 

(December  12,  1956) 

The  Council  of  Bishops  of  The 
Methodist  Church  in  session  at 
Pasadena,  California,  meets  in  an 
hour  when  disaster  threatens  hu¬ 
manity.  We  summon  the  people 
called  Methodists  to  penitential 
prayer  to  seek  God’s  forgiveness 
for  any  word  or  act  of  omission 
or  commission  that  may  have 
contributed  to  the  disunity  of  our 
day. 

I 

The  tragic  events  in  Hungary 
have  brought  into  bold  relief 
practices  that  are  inherent  in  the 
philosophy  upon  which  totalitar¬ 
ian  tyranny  is  based.  The  heroic 
Hungarians,  who  struck  down  the 
hand  of  the  oppressor  for  a  brief 
hour,  were  once  again  subjected 
by  ruthless  and  overwhelming- 
force,  but  they  stand  in  their  suf¬ 
fering  as  symbols  of  the  spirit  of 
rebellion  that  lives  forever  in  the 
hearts  of  men  created  to  breathe 
free. 

There  can  be  no  freedom  for 
any  man  until  all  men  are  free. 
Freedom  cannot  be  maintained 
permanently  in  splendid  isolation, 
not  in  “Fortress  America,”  nor 
in  isolated  pockets  anywhere.  It 
must  be  universal. 

It  is  not  enough  that  we  should 
offer  sympathy.  This  we  do  with 
whole  heart.  The  deportation  of 
patriots  is  hypocrisy  compounded, 
matched  only  by  the  cynical  and 
degrading  duplicity  that  eventu¬ 
ates  in  the  shackling  of  the  mind. 
Neither  sympathy  nor  blazing  re¬ 
sentment  is  enough.  The  sinister, 
sinful  situation  must  be  confront¬ 
ed  realistically. 

Opening  the  doors  to  refugee 
and  immigrant  is  necessary  but 
insufficient.  Nor  is  the  long  over¬ 
due  revision  of  the  ill-conceived 
McCarran-Walter  Act  enough. 

Revolution  at  present  may  be 
the  only  way  for  Hungarians  and 
others  as  it  was  for  the  United 
States’  early  history.  Reform  that 
moves  toward  justice  may  be  pos¬ 
sible  where  freedom  lives.  But  rev¬ 
olution  and  reform  without  re¬ 
generation  will  not  do.  It  is  a 
new  spirit  that  must  infuse  man¬ 
kind.  The  world  must  be  reborn. 

II 

The  American  people  must  re¬ 
think  their  world  responsibilities. 
We  dare  not  buttress  exploiting 
and  feudalistic  regimes  in  areas 
where  military  bases  are  needed, 
and  thereby  strengthen  the  ex¬ 
ploiter  in  a  day  when  the  people 
he  exploits  cry  for  political  free¬ 
dom  and  economic  justice.  Nor 
dare  we  naively  shut  our  eyes  to 
the  threat  to  liberty  that  Soviet 


power  and  practice  pose.  The  So¬ 
viet  structure  of  armed  power 
rests  upon  foundations  of  mater¬ 
ialistic  atheism.  It  is  destitute  of 
moral  scruple  and  devoid  of  mor¬ 
al  principle.  We  ignore  at  our 
peril  the  machinations  of  power¬ 
ful  forces  determined  to  master 
mankind.  We  must  be  prepared  to 
exercise  the  force  requisite  to  re¬ 
strain  the  aggressor.  But  how? 

Certainly  not  by  unilateral  ac¬ 
tion.  When  a  nation  acts  in  world 
affairs  upon  its  own  initiative,  it 
becomes  judge,  jury,  and  execu¬ 
tioner.  It  is  collective-  peace 
achieved  by  collective  action  that 
is  required.  This  involves  a  collect¬ 
ive  agency,  which,  in  the  provi¬ 
dence  of  God,  exists:  the  United 
Nations.  It  is  through  the  United 
Nations  that  force  under  judicial 
sanction  may  be  applied  when  ag¬ 
gression  occurs. 

We  rejoice  in  the  calm  wisdom 
and  courage  of  President  Eisen¬ 
hower’s  leadership  in  this  crucial 
hour.  He  has  insisted  that  force 
in  support  of  law  shall  be  applied 
by  the  only  agency  legally  empow¬ 
ered  to  maintain  peace,  the 
United  Nations.  Nations  pledged 
to  the  Charter  must  not  take  the 
law  into  their  own  hands.  To  do 
so  is  to  sanction  the  practice  of 
the  totalitarian.  A  nation  that 
acts  unilaterally  forfeits  the  moral 
position  that  nations  which  act 
through  the  United  Nations  pre¬ 
serve. 

We  command  the  Director  Gen¬ 
eral  of  the  United  Nations  for  the 
determination  and  creativity  that 
have  characterized  the  handling 
of  the  Middle  East  crisis  and  the 
policing  of  a  war  area  in  the  name 
of  world  law  and  order. 

Ill 

But  the  massing  of  force  even 
by  the  United  Nations  is  not 
enough.  The-  minds  of  men  must 
be  reached  and  mastered  by  the 
faith  4hat  undergirds  freedom, 
that  proclaims  the  dignity  of  the 
individual,  that  enthrones  love  in 
the  human  heart.  This  is  the 
faith  that  lies  in  the  unsearch¬ 
able  riches  of  Christ.  Men  who 
believe  in  God  the  Father  Al¬ 
mighty,  who  hold  that  moral  law 
is  written  into  the  nature,  of 
things,  and  who  believe  that  man 
is  under  the  judgment  of  God, 
must  close  ranks.  Let  them  stand 
wherever  they  are  for  the  propo¬ 
sition  that  we  are  endowed  by  the 
Creator  with  certain  “inalienable” 
rights. 

The  state  does  not  confer  our 
liberties;  it  merely  confirms  them. 
They  belong  to  us  because  we  are 
the  sons  of  God.  We  are  endowed 
with  them.  They  cannot  be  alien¬ 
ated.  To  admit  that  the  state 
confers  our  liberties  is  to  admit 
that  the  state  can  take  them 
away. 

Let  us  teach,  with  increasing 


fervor,  the  Christian  doctrine  that 
man’s  relation  to  God  is  personal, 
direct,  immediate.  Nothing  can 
separate  a  man  from  the  love  of 
God.  This  means  that  in  all  mat¬ 
ters  affecting  our  eternal  welfare 
we  are  beyond  the  reach  of  any 
human  dictator;  we  are  not  de¬ 
pendent  upon  any  human  insti¬ 
tution.  We  can  face  the  future 
unafraid. 

IV 

Relief,  yes!  We  call  upon  our 
people  to  give  generously  to  the 
Methodist  Committee  for  Over¬ 
seas  Relief. 

Resistance,  yes!  Tyranny  must 
be  resisted;  first,  through  the 
United  Nations,  the  agency  of 
world  law  and  order.  It  is  thus 
that  the  forces  of  aggression  may 
be  stopped.  But  tyranny  must  be 
resisted  in  the  realm  of  ideas. 
This  cannot  be  done  by  ostracism 
and  boycott.  Does  this  mean  we 
are  to  confer  with  unprincipled 
plenipotentiaries?  It  does,  even 
though  we  are  aware  of  the  fact 
that  signed  pledges  may  be  but 
scraps  of  paper.  Conference  may 
do  its  transforming  work  and  ef¬ 
fect  change  in  the  hardened 
heart  of  even  a  conspirator.  Ne¬ 
gotiations  may  have  no  such  re¬ 
sult  but  the  conference  table 
does  become  a  sounding  board, 
and  its  discussions  are  heard  even 
behind  the  iron  curtain.  The  story 
of  world-wide  oppression  is  told, 
the  suffering  of  the  subjugated 
in  satellite  states  is  made  known. 
No  man,  not  even  a  dictator,  can 
long  stand  against  the  moral  con¬ 
demnation  of  the  world. 

Resistance  involves  knowledge. 
Our  people  must  become  intim¬ 
ately  acquainted  with  the  work 
of  our  leaders.  Let  us  support 
where  in  conscience  we  can  and 
criticize  where  in  honesty  we 
must.  But  let  us  be  informed.  We 
must  know  the  United  Nations. 
There  are  forces  that  would  des¬ 
troy  it.  Let  us  defend,  strengthen, 
and  improve  it. 

We  must  restore  the  friendship 
of  the  free  nations.  No  passing 
crisis  must  be  allowed  to  separate 
those  whose  traditions  root  deep 
in  a  common  faith  and  the  free¬ 
dom  that  emerges  from  it.  We 
must  re-establish  the  unity  of 
free  peoples. 

Regeneration,  yes!  Keep  the 
evangelistic  and  educational  fires 
burning.  We  must  have  new  men 
in  Christ  Jesus.  The  love-  he 
taught  and  revealed  is  the  only 
unifying  force  with  sufficient  co¬ 
hesion  to  bind  men  in  fellowship. 
The  crisis  calls  not  only  for  the 
mind  that  was  in  Christ  Jesus, 
but  for  the  courage  and  urgency 
manifest  by  our  Lord  when  the 
Temple  was  cleansed,  and  for  the 
spirit  revealed  when  God’s  Son 
carried  a  Cross  to  Calvary.

The  ruins  of  the  Columbia  Church 
as  she  appeared  in  January,  1956. 
The  church,  built  of  handshaped 
native  Isle  of  Pine  Marble,  was 
destroyed  by  the  cyclones  of  1917 
and  1926.  Only  the  tower  and 
part  of  three  walls  remained. 


The  extension  of  the  church  in  Cuba  continues  to  be  a 
great  romance. 

Thirty  years  ago  a  cyclone  swept  across  the  Isle  of  Pines 
and  destroyed  the  church  at  Columbia.  For  three  decades  the 
tower  and  two  walls  stood  as  a  mute  reminder  of  the  devas¬ 
tating  power  of  nature. 

But  during  the  past  year  the  First  Methodiot  Church  of 
Ft.  Lauderdale  showed  what  the  power  of  prayer  and  conse- 
ciated  possessions  can  do.  They  provided  approximately  $2500 
which  was  used  in  rebuilding  this  church  and  it  is  now  in  use 
on  the  Isle  of  Pines  and  has  been  dedicated  to  the  glory  of 
God  and  the  service  of  Hi'S  people.  The  Rev.  Hubert  Floyd, 
one  of  our  Florida  preachers  who  went  to  Cuba  as  a  Mission¬ 
ary,  led  in  the  reconstruction  of  this  church.

Dr.  Spivey  at  70 

Here  is  a  reprint  of  an  editorial 
which  appeared  in  the  LAKE¬ 
LAND  LEDGER  on  Wednesday, 
December  5th,  1956. — Editor. 

Dr.  Ludd  M.  Spivey’s  still  surg¬ 
ing  vigor  belies  the  reality  of  io 
arrival  today  at  the  age  of  70. 

Vividly  remembered  is  the  day 
he  appeared  on  the  campus  of 


Dr.  Spivey 


Florida  Southern  College  all  of  31 
years  ago  to  assume  the  presi¬ 
dency  of  the  institution. 

He  was  39  years  old  then  and 
he  moved  as  if  under  jet  propul¬ 
sion. 

Lakeland  and  Florida  soon  per¬ 
ceived  that  he  was  half  a  dozen 
men  with  a  mission. 

Through  the  years  he  has 
spoken  thousands  of  times  on 
one  subject  —  Florida  Southern 
College. 

The  institution  was  under  heavy 
debt  and  gasping  for  breath  31 
years  ago. 

Immediately  a  building  pro¬ 
gram  was  launched  and  it  has 
been  continued  until  this  day, 
gaining  momentum  as  more  thou¬ 
sands  of  people  have  caught  Di- 
Spivey’s  enthusiasm  and  felt  the 
impact  of  his  appeal. 

The  present  enrollment  today 
is  ten  times  what  it  was  the  lav 
Dr.  Spivey  took  over  and  the  in¬ 
stitution  is  now  the  largest  Meth¬ 
odist  college  in  the  nation. 

Further,  Dr.  Spivey  is  talking 
in  terms  of  enlarging  the  college 
to  university  status. 

As  people  have  heard  Dr.  Spi¬ 
vey  speak,  they  have  heard  a  man 
of  electric  philosophy  expressing 
himself  with  fascinating  unique¬ 
ness. 

He  speaks  with  the  fervor  o* 
deep  conviction  and  the  certainty 
of  one  determined  to  arrive  at  his 


chosen  destination,  come  weal  or 
woe. 

During  his  long  tenure  at  Flor¬ 
ida  Southern,  he  has  had  both 
weal  and  woe.  But  his  resolute 
dynamism  has  made  the  weal 
greatly  outweigh  the  woe,  as  wit¬ 
ness  the  spread  of  buildings  that 
now  grace  the  campus. 

Men  and  women  of  vision  and 
wealth  have  been  much  impress¬ 
ed  by  the  caliber  of  Dr.  Spivey’s 
thinking  and  the  forcefulness  of 
his  action,  and  they  have  re¬ 
sponded  with  money  and  senti¬ 
ment  to  give  generous  support  to 
the  institution.

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Official  1956  Statistics 
For  The  Methodist  Church 

CHICAGO,  Dec.  4— Official  re¬ 
ports  show  that  membership  in 
The  Methodist  Church  in  the 
United  States  and  its  possessions 
is  now  just  under  91/2  million. 

The  Rev.  Albert  C.  Hoover  of 
Chicago,  director  of  the  Statisti¬ 
cal  Office  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  reported  that  during  the 
past  year  membership  has  risen 
from  9,313,278  to  9,444,820.  This 
represents  a  net  gain  of  131,542, 
or  a  little  more  than  1.4  per  cent 
he  said. 

Director  Hoover’s  report  is  based 
on  the  latest  1956  statistics  furn¬ 
ished  him  by  the  102  annual  (re¬ 
gional)  conferences  in  this  coun¬ 
try  and  its  possesions. 

The  9,444,820  total  membership 
figure  includes  the  denomination’s 
26,909  ministers,  but  it  does  not 
include  preparatory  members 
(baptized  children  and  others  un¬ 


der  instruction  but  not  yet  re¬ 
ceived  into  full  membership). 
There  are  1,285,116  preparatory 
members. 

The  denomination’s  39,845 
preaching  places  accounted  for  a 
grand  total  of  $413,893,955  con¬ 
tributed  to  all  purposes — an  in¬ 
crease  of  29  y2  million  dollars  over 
a  year  ago. 

Total  receipts  for  benevolences 
were  $58,492,805 — a  gain  of  $1,- 
718,744  over  the  previous  year. 
This  included  $18,537,163  paid  to 
World  Service  and  conference 
benevolences — a  gain  of  $677,945 
over  a  year  ago. 

Church  school  membership  rose 
to  nearly  seven  millioin  (6,956,576) 
over  last  year’s  6,811,498.  Average 
attendance  at  Sunday  Schools  was 
3,622,031  as  compared  to  last 
year’s  3,526,990  average. 

The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christ¬ 
ian  Service  reported  a  gain  of  134 
societies  during  the  year,  bring¬ 


ing  the  total  number  of  local 
units  up  to  31,061  with  a  total 
membership  of  1,790,441.  The 
women  raised  $17,225,263  for  work 
in  their  local  churches  and  paid 
$10,142,613  for  the  Society’s  far- 
flung  missions  program  at  home 
and  overseas.  This  represents  an 
increase  of  nearly  a  half  million 
dollars  over  their  giving  for  the 
previous  year. 

Director  Hoover’s,  report  showed 
one  of  its  most  significant  gains 
in  column  for  Methodist  Men.  An 
increase  of  well  over  1,000  Metho¬ 
dist  Men  Clubs  during  the  past 
year  brought  the  total  number 
of  chartered  groups  up  to  9,420. 
Membership  in  the  clubs  increased 
about  26,000  and  now  stands  at 
376,133. 

Methodist  churches  Daid  $144,- 
937,476  for  buildings  and  improve¬ 
ments  and  $34,491,545  on  debts — 
in  each  case  an  increase  of  about 
6 1/2  million  dollars  over  the  com¬ 
parable  figure  a  year  ago.

THE  MOUNTAIN  REVISITED 

(Sermon  on  the  Mount  as  translated  in  RSV) 
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When  Muriel  Lester  went  to 
live  in  the  East  End  of  London 
she  took  a  basement  room  in 
a  settlement  house.  Outside, 
there  was  a  flat  and  uninterest¬ 
ing  piece  of  ground,  which  she 
proceeded  to  transform  by 
building  herself  a  hill.  In  one 
corner  she  piled  all  the  debris 
she  could  find;  old  bricks, 
broken  pottery,  bits  of  gutter¬ 
ing  and  concrete  which  a  build¬ 
er  had  left  behind.  This  heap 
of  rubbish  she  then  proceeded 
to  cover  with  a  layer  of  earth. 
In  this  soil  she  planted  flow¬ 
ers  and  finally  it  all  stuck  to¬ 
gether. 

Miss  Lester  felt  that  she  had 
to  have  a  hill  because  it  is  not 
right  to  live  without  a  sense  of 
up  and  down.  As  it  was  the 
Gospel  which  motivated  her  to 
go  into  the  slums,  so  perhaps 
also  it  was  the  Gospel  which 
inspired  her  with  this  feeling. 
The  Gospels  relate  that  Jesus 
frequently  climbed  the  heights. 
Sometimes  he  “went  up  into 
the  hills  by  himself  to  pray.1’ 
(Matthew  14:23).  It  was  after 
such  an  experience  that  he 
chose  “twelve,  whom  he  named 
anostles”  (Luke  6:13).  On  the 
last  night,  he  and  his  friends 


“went  out  to  the  Mount  of 
Olives”  (Mark  14:26). 

Matthew  has  collected  the 
sayings  of  Jesus  and  prefaces 
them  by  telling  how  “He  went 
up  on  the  mountain”  (Matthew 
5:1).  Earlier  translations  relate 
that  “he  went  up  into  a  moun¬ 
tain,”  but  the  Revised  Stand¬ 
ard  Version  preserves  our 
idiom.  When  referring  to  men 
exploring  a  whole  range  of 
lofty  peaks,  or  families  going 
there  for  vacation,  we  say  they 
went  “into  the  mountains.” 
When  the  elevation  is  singular, 
however,  we  are  accustomed  to 
use  “on:”  “He  went  up  on  the 
mountain.” 

At  Sinai  Moses  went  “to  the 
top  of  the  mountain”  (Exodus 
19:20),  and  came  back  down 
with  the  Law.

Several  times  in 
the  Sermon  the  laws  which 
govern  the  kingdom  of  God 
are  contrasted  with  those  which 
prevailed  in  ancient  Israel.

Thio 
is  why  Jesus  “went  up  on  the 
mountain.”

Methodist  Women 
Gave  $27,000,000 

According  to  Statistician  Albert 
C.  Hoover,  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  Chicago,  the  (national) 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  now  number  1,790,441 
which  is  noted  as  a  gain  of  about 
23,000  members  over  the  figures 
of  a  year  ago.  This  makes  the 
Methodist  WSCS  the  largest  de¬ 
nominational  group  of  church 
women  in  America,  and  probably 
the  largest  in  the  world.  The  So¬ 
ciety  is  organized  into  31,061  local 
societies  in  as  many  churches 
spread  across  the  United  States. 
Its  national  president  is  Mrs.  J. 
Fount  Tillman  of  Lewisburg,  Ten¬ 
nessee.  During  the  past  year,  the 
local  societies  paid  a  total  of 
$17,225,263  for  work  and  services 
within  their  own  parishes  (such 
as  furnishings  for  the  parsonage, 
help  for  community  need),  and  in 
addition  $10,152,759  for  mission¬ 
ary  and  other  services  “outside 
the  local  parish.”

Those  who  attended  the  Conference-Wide  Evangelistic  Rally  in  Or¬ 
lando  earlier  this  month  were  thrilled  as  Dr.  Thomas  Carrauth,  Di¬ 
rector  of  the  Movement,  brought  his  report  of  the  actual  launching 
of  the  endeavor.

Manning  Potts,  editor  of  THE  UPPER  ROOM,  the  launching  of  the 
Prayer  Movement  from  London,  England,  December  31,  1956 — Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1957.

As  announced  in  the  last  issue,  Christ  Church,  St.  Petersburg, 
was  selected  as  representative  American  Church  to  help  launch  the 
World-Wide  Prayer  Movement  for  1957.  This  was  done  when  hundreds 
of  persons  gathered  in  that  church  on  New  Year’s  Eve  to  hear  Dr. 
Allen  W.  Moore.  A  copy  of  “My  Pocket  Prayer  Card’’  was  given  to  each 
person  who  attended  the  service  and  there  was  a  time  set  aside  for 
filling  them  out  and  considering  them.  The  Service  also  featured 
prayers  for  various  countries  and  peoples  who  are  now  in  a  state  of 
distress.  The  devotional  portion  of  the  evening  closed  with  the  Holy 
Communion  at  11:00  o’clock. 

At  Orlando,  Dr.  Carruth  also  explained  how  Grace  Noll  Crowell 
wrote  a  special  poem  for  this  great  movement  at  his  request.  We  are 
privileged  to  reproduce  that  poem  for  your  encouragement  and  use.

THERE’S  A  PROSPEROUS  YEAR  AHEAD 

Economic  prognosticators  are  telling  us  that — 
barring  any  major  calamity  (not  including  war)  — 
1957  will  be  the  most  prosperous  year  in  America’s 
history;  there  will  be  more  money  and  more  gadgets 
for  each  of  us  than  ever  before. 

Automobiles — longer  than  ever,  costlier  than 
ever —  should  be  produced  and  sold  to  a  number 
somewhere  between  6,500,000  and  7,000,000  new 
cars.  It  was  a  bit  under  6,000,000  in  1956.  The  new 
car  gadgets  run  into  the  hundreds. 

Seven  million  sales  is  also  the  figure  at  which 
the  producers  of  TV  sets  are  aiming  in  1957.  Add  to 
these  the  other  millions  of  radios,  phonographs  and 


recording  machines,  and  there  should  be  no  lai 
of  canned  music  to  drive  away  loneliness,  ennui  a:l 
frustration.  Within  another  year  we  should  be  tur  - 
ing  hungrily  to  color  TV. 

Earlier  predictions  that  “the  building  boom  ; 
about  over"’  (we’ve  heard  it  yearly  now  since  195( 
are  being  discounted:  there’s  going  to  be  mo; 
home  and  industrial  construction  in  1957  than  la; 
year.  That  means  about  1,000,000  new  homes;  tl 
unit  cost  greater  than  last  year’s  $14,700  avera§ 
and  a  total  value  of  perhaps  $46,000,000,000.  Ai 
our  new  homes  are  to  have  new  furniture,  equi] 
ment,  floor  covering,  lighting,  heating,  and  innuc 
erable  gadgets — to  the  tune  of  more  billions. 

We  are  told  that  family  food  budgets  will  be  i 
somewhat  in  1957 — and  with  the  rapidly  growing  ai 
maturing  population,  the  industry  will  sell  to  mo 
people  than  ever  before.  But  they  won’t  buy  foe 
only:  there  are  the  liquor  stores  (not  to  mentic 
the  bars  and  restaurants)  that  hve  been  laying  f> 
these  new  adults  since  their  childhood;  the  ciga 
ette  and  cosmetic  trades  that  are  spending  millioj 
of  dollars  to  harvest  billions  from  those  lured  1 
costly  advertising — from  singing  commercials  to  a] 
peals  to  envy  and  fear.  Perhaps  the  reports  th; 
the  manufacturers  of  “cures  and  hangovers”  ret 
$53,000,000  a  year;  and  that  last  year  America) 
“consumed”  395  billion  cigarettes  (3.4  per  cent  mo 
than  in  1955,  despite  all  the  talk  of  cancer  ar 
smoking)  will  give  us  some  idea  of  how  we  a: 
pampering  ourselves — or  should  we  say  drinkir 
and  burning  up  our  wealth  and  maybe  health.  ( 
course  there  are  those  who  will  remind  us  that  tl 
600,000,000  gallons  of  distilled  spirits  and  the  90,000 
000  barrels  of  beer  (1956’s  figures  which  it  is  “hoj 
ed”  will  be  exceeded  in  1957)  will  give  the  goven, 
ment  some  three  billion  dollars  in  taxes. 

The  social  economists  give  us  a  glowing  pictui 
of  the  continuing  change  in  the  life  of  America  ar 
of  Americans — in  addition  to  their  unsatiated  cor 
sumption.  The  American  population  is  growir 
(from  increased  birthrate  and  some  immigratior. 
and  we  may  expect  240,000,000  people  by  198 
Fewer  men  are  needed  on  the  farms:  each  far 
mer  uses  more  machinery  and  cultivates  moi 
acres.  So  that  the  added  population  is  crowc 
ing  cities  and  larger  towns,  building  new  cities  an

“An  Eye  for  on 
Eye,”  which  has  already  been  rec¬ 
ommended  for  use  as  a  resource 
in  Methodist  Woman’s  Division  of 
Christian  Service  Schools  of  Mis¬ 
sions.  brings  alive  the  Church’s 
ministry  to  underprivileged  youth 
The  influence  of  a  young  min¬ 
ister,  who  feels  forgiving  love 
instead  of  bitterness  for  boys  who 
have  wronged  him.  changes  the 
life  of  one  of  these  boys. 

“The  Better  Lot”  presents  the 
Mcture  of  a  boy  from  a  broken 
lome  who  is  given  a  place  to  live 
ry  a  well-meaning  family  but  who 


is  starved  for  real  love.  Only  when 
the  couple  discover  the  failure  of 
their  half-heartedness  do  they 
find  meaning  for  their  own  lives. 

“The  Tourist”  has  been  termed 
by  a  reviewer  “a  provocative  en¬ 
tertaining  film  that  treats  the 
age-old  question,  ‘Am  I  my  bro¬ 
ther’s  keeper?’  ”  it  has  been  par¬ 
ticularly  recommended  for  use 
with  units  on  brotherhood  and  on 
the  United  Nations.  In  the  film, 
an  isolationist,  through  personal 
contact  with  a  European  journal¬ 
ist,  gains  a  new  insight  into  the 
Commandment  to  “love  thy  neigh¬ 
bor.” 

The  difficult  task  of  forgiving 
oneself  for  a  wrong  done  another 
is  the  theme  for  “Give  us  Tomor¬ 
row.”  The  spectre  of  his  respon¬ 
sibility  for  his  child’s  death  and 
his  wife’s  permanent  injury 
haunts  a  man.  Only  when  he 
realizes  that  he  must  learn  to 
accept  forgiveness  can  he  begin 
rebuilding  his  personal  relation¬ 
ships. 

“Immortal  Love”  has  been  com¬ 
mended  by  both  religious  and 
medical  leaders.  It  deals  with  one 
of  man’s  most  basic  needs — to  face 
death  with  understanding,  cour¬ 
age  and  faith. 

All  of  the  eight  programs  have 
been  recommended  by  the  Audio- 
Visual  Review  Committee  of 
Nashville,  composed  of  represent¬ 
atives  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  the  Methodist  Board 
of  Education  and  the  Methodist 
Publishing  House. 

Leaders’  guides  are  available  for 
use  with  each  of  the  eight  films. 


Social  Security 
For  Ministers 

An  official  of  The  Methodist 
Church  has  offered  some  good 
advice  for  ministers  desiring  fed¬ 
eral  social  security  coverage. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  L.  Calkins, 
of  Chicago,  general  secretary  of 
the  Methodist  Board  of  Pensions, 
points  out  some  essential  steps 
clergymen  must  take  in  order  to 
be  covered. 

“Most  Methodist  ministers  who 
desire  to  be  covered  under  the 
federal  social  security  program 
will  be  required  to  file  their  Cer¬ 
tificate  of  Election  on  or  before 
April  15,  1957,”  Dr.  Calkins  said. 
“This  blank,  known  as  Form  2031, 
should  be  filed  with  the  District 
Director  of  Internal  Revenue.” 

“The  most  convenient  way  to 
file  Form  2031,”  he  pointed  out, 
“is  to  attach  it  to  one’s  income 
tax  return  (Form  1040).  However, 
the  Certificate  of  Election  may  he 
sent  separately  if  desired.” 

The  important  thing  for  min¬ 
isters  to  remember,  according  to 
Dr.  Calkins,  is  that  “failure  to  file 
the  Certificate  of  Election  on  or 
before  April  15,  1957,  will  result  in 
permanent  exclusion  from  social 
security  coverage.” 

Only  exceptions  to  the  April  15, 
1957,  deadline  are  those  ministers 
who  are  licensed  or  ordained  after 
1955.  These  new  preachers  will 
have  two  years  after  the  date  of 
their  licensing  or  ordination  to 
qualify  for  social  security. 

Dr.  Calkins  reminded  ministers 
also  of  the  fact  that  simply  get¬ 
ting  a  social  security  account 
number  card  and  filing  income 
tax  returns  are  not  enough.  If 
ministers  desire  to  be  covered  by 
social  security  they  must  fill  out 
Form  2031  and  submit  it  to  the 
District  Director  of  Internal  Rev¬ 
enue  before  the  deadline. 


Construction  Begins 
At  Bunnell 

Ground  breaking  services  Were 
held  on  January  13  and  construc¬ 
tion  has  begun  on  the  new  $50,000 
sanctuary  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  of  Bunnell. 

According  to  the  Rev.  L.  E.  Wat¬ 
kins,  who  is  leading  the  people  in 
this  expansion  program,  this  san¬ 
ctuary  will  seat  upwards  of  300 
people  and  the  building  will  also 
include  the  pastor’s  office,  a  choir 
room,  and  two  restrooms.  It  is  the 
first  unit  of  a  complete  building 
program  which  provides  for  the 
addition  of  other  educational  fa¬ 
cilities  in  the  future.

Funds  pledged  by  the  confer¬ 
ences  of  the  Southeastern  Juris¬ 
diction  will  make  possible  the  first 
expansion  in  facilities  for  min¬ 
isterial  education  in  40  years  at 
Emory  University. 

The  expansion  means  a  $600,000 
ministerial  education  building 
for  which  ground  was  broken 
January  4.  Methodist  officials, 
Emory  faculty  members,  and 
theology  students  took  part  in  the 
ceremony  that  marked  beginning 
of  construction  of  a  four-story 
structure  across  Kilgo  circle  from 
the  present  Candler  School  of 
Theology. 

The  present  building  was  con¬ 
structed  in  1917  when  the  theo¬ 
logy  enrollment  was  100.  Enroll¬ 
ment  this  year  is  417.  The  new 
building  will  add  32,000  square 
feet  of  floor  space  for  classrooms; 
and  the  old  building  will  be  modi¬ 
fied  to  house  the  library,  chapel, 
seminar  rooms,  and  some  offices. 

Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  and  Dr. 
William  Cannon,  dean  of  the  the¬ 
ology  school,  spoke  briefly  at  the

Bis¬ 
hop  Moore  said  the  expansion  will 
“insure  a  new  generation  of  the 
high-type  church  leadership 
needed  for  these  times,”  and 
urged  his  listeners  to  recognize 
“the  importance  of  the  preacher 
as  a  man  and  as  a  leader.”

Building. 

Wright  began  his  master  plan 
for  18  buildings  on  the  Florida 
Southern  campus  in  1936.  A  con¬ 
stant  forerunner  in  his  profession 
Wright  has  lately  raised  the  eye¬ 
brows  of  the  architectural  world 
with  his  plans  for  “a  mile-high” 
building  in  Chicago.  Wright  has 
been  frequently  mentioned  by 
Architectural  Forum,  Time,  Life, 
and  other  magazines  as  the 
greatest  living  architect  and  one 
of  the  greatest  architects  of  all 
times.  He  is  87  years  old.

The  report  of  Dr.  H.  Burnham 
Kirkland,  Treasurer  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Board  of  Missions  which  met 
at  Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pa.,  a  few  days 
ago,  reveals  that  the  Florida  Con¬ 
ference,  after  8  years  of  the  Ad¬ 
vance,  leads  the  entire  Church  in 
giving  to  World  Missions  Advance 
Specials  by  more  than  $47,000.  The 
total  reported  for  this  Conference 
was  $252,786.  The  Virginia  Con¬ 
ference  was  second  with  $205,657; 
and  North  Georgia  was  third  with 
$112,352. 

I  am  sure  we  are  also  gratified 
to  know  that  of  the  fifteen  top 
churches  in  Methodism,  Florida 
has  three:  College  Heights,  Lake¬ 
land;  Trinity,  Miami;  and  First 
Church,  Orlando,  placing  second, 
tenth  and  twelfth,  respectively. 
Tyler,  Texas,  was  in  first  place 
with  gifts  totalling  $66,000.  College 
Heights  followed  with  $16,003; 
Trinity’s  total  was  $11,265;  and 
First  Church,  Orlando,  $11,034. 

Without  becoming  unduly  edit¬ 
orial,  it  is  interesting  to  this  re¬ 
porter  to  note  that  six  of  the  fif¬ 
teen  leading  conferences,  includ¬ 
ing  the  first  four  are  in  the  South¬ 
eastern  Jurisdiction.  It  seems  this 
ought  to  say  something  to  those 
critics  who  see  no  value  in  the 
Jurisdictional  system.

THE  MOUNTAIN  REVISITED 

(Sermon  on  the  Mount  as  translated  in  RSV) 
Rev.  J.  Carter  Swain 


In  a  home  for  aged  women 
one  resident  was  always  com¬ 
plaining.  Another  (who,  con¬ 
fined  to  her  room  by  a  gan¬ 
grenous  foot,  endured  contin¬ 
uous  pain  and  really  did  have 
something  to  complain  about/ 
said  to  her  more  fortunate 
friend:  “Why  are  you  always 
grumbling  about  the  littie 
things?  Why  don’t  you  fix  your 
mind  on  the  big  things?  Why 
don’t  you  look  at  the  hills?” 
“From  my  room,”  was  the 
gloomy  reply,  “I  can’t  see  any 
hills.”  “Well,  then,”  came  the 
unexpected  response,  “why 
don’t  you  look  at  the  clouds 
and  imagine  they’re  hills?” 

This  suggests  not  only  the 
power  of  the  religious  imagin¬ 
ation  but  also  the  advantage  of 
having  a  hill-country  of  the 
soul.  Matthew  5:1  tells  how 
Jesus  “went  up  on  the  moun¬ 
tain,  and  when  he  sat  down  h:s 
disciples  came  to  him.”  In 
many  artistic  representations 
of  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount, 
Jesus  is  portrayed  as  standing 
with  out-streatched  arms  and 
pronouncing  His  blessing  upon 
the  people.  This  may  be  partly 
due  to  the  fact  that,  among  us, 
men  ordinarily  stand  to  deliv¬ 
er  sermons,  but  poor  transla¬ 
tion  contributes  to  the  false 
picture.  Earlier  versions  here 
said:  “when  he  was  set,  his 
disciples  came  unto  him.”  To 
be  “set”  now  conveys  the  tak¬ 
ing  of  a  fixed  position,  usually

A  guard  is  set  to 
keep  watch  over  the  royal  pal¬ 
ace.  A  telephone  pole  is  set 
in  place. 

This  usage  tends  to  make  us 
think  that  when  Jesus  ‘  was 
set”,  it  means  he  was  standing. 
Hence  the  common  representa¬ 
tions  in  art.  The  dictionary, 
however,  tells  us  that  the  first 
meaning  of  “set”  is  “to  cause 
to  sit,  to  make,  to  assume  a 
sitting  position.”  Webster  des¬ 
cribes  this  meaning  as  “ar¬ 
chaic,”  but  it  is  no  doubt  the 
sense  in  which  it  was  used  by 
the  King  James  translators. 
The  Revised  Standard  Version 
gives  us  the  true  picture: 
“when  he  sat  down.”  Even  the 
King  James  Version  at  Mat¬ 
thew  15:39  tells  us  that  Jesus 
“went  up  into  a  mountain  and 
sat  down  there.” 

When  the  boy  Jesus  stayed 
behind  in  the  temple,  his  par¬ 
ents  found  him  “sitting  among 
the  teachers.”  Sitting  was  the 
usual  position  of  a  Jewish 
teacher,  and  in  some  Jewish 
lore  the  verb  “to  sit”  becomes 
nearly  synonymous  with  “to 
teach.”  The  word  “disciple” 
means  “learner.”  A  favorite 
term  for  Jesus  was  Master, 
which  means  teacher.  This 
teacher-pupil  relationship  the 
Revised  Standard  Version 
makes  clear:  “when  he  sat 
down  his  disciples  came  to 
him.”

The 
ministerial  shortage  was  reported 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gerald  O.  McCul- 
loh,  Nashville,  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  in  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  Jan. 
14-16.  He  is  the  board’s  director  of 
theological  education.  An  inten¬ 
sive  recruitment  campaign,  cen¬ 
tered  on  college  campuses,  will 
be  launched  this  spring,  it  was 
announced  by  Dr.  McCulloh  and 
Bishop  Donald  H.  Tippett  of  San 
Francisco,  chairman  of  the  min¬ 
isterial  education  department. 
“If  Methodism  is  to  have  1200 
new  clergymen  annually,”  Dr. 
McCulloh  saiid,  “this  means  the 
recruitment  of  1200  to  1500  care¬ 
fully  selected  college  graduates 
who  will  be  ready  to  enter  semin¬ 
aries  every  fall  for  three  years 
more  of  study.”  He  based  personnel 
needs  on  the  number  of  vacant 
pulpits  and  projected  new 
churches,  and  losses  through 
death  and  retirement. 


Methodists  Hold  Office 

Recent  municipal  elections  have 
resulted  in  several  Methodist  men 
in  the  Lakeland  District  being  se¬ 
lected  for  responsible  local  gov¬ 
ernmental  positions.  Dr.  John  Ii 
Crum,  a  member  of  the  recently 
organized  Asbury  church  is  now 
mayor  of  Bartow  with  Gene  Cole, 
a  member  of  the  same  congrega¬ 
tion,  serving  as  vice-mayor.  Dr. 
Crum,  who  is  31,  is  the  youngest 
mayor  in  the  city’s  history,  the 
Rev.  Herbert  L.  Bowdoin  tells  us 

Trinity  Church,  Lakeland,  also 
has  a  member  in  the  mayor's 
chair — Col.  E.  W.  Bowen.  The 
conel  and  his  wife  sing  in  the 
Trinity  choir  and  he  is  past  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Methodist  Men  of  the 
church.

towns.  Men  work  shorter  hours 
;n  industry  (may  soon  work  even 
fewer),  have  more  time  for  lei¬ 
sure,  and  some  know  what  to  do 
with  the  added  “free  hours.” 

Now,  I  am  quite  aware  that  to 
this  picture  of  my  America  there 
must  be  added  this  facet;  Ameri¬ 
cans  today,  in  taxes  and  voluntari¬ 
ly,  give  more  to  help  the  needy, 
the  churches,  the  schools,  the  hos¬ 
pitals  (mostly  at  home,  but  some 
abroad)  than  ever  before  in  his¬ 
tory.  We  have,  as  a  people,  the 
‘generous  heart”  that  used  to  be 
ascribed  to  the  Irish! 

Yet  our  giving  is  altogether  too 
meager  as  measured  against  what 
we  spend  upon  ourselves  —  some 
of  it  quite  necessary  of  course. 
It  is  too  meager  as  measured  a- 
gainst  the  needs  of  millions  of 
men,  women  and  children — cruel¬ 
ly  neglected  and  unshared-with 
members  of  our  human  family. 
And  will  the  motives  of  our  pres¬ 
ent  giving  stand  analysis:  taxes 
for  military  arms;  lend  -  lease 
for  political  advantage;  chari 
table  organizations  to  dodge  in¬ 
come  taxes? 

I  cannot  believe  that  God  has 
blessed  and  enriched  America  so 
that  she  may  have  more  automo¬ 
biles,  more  liquor,  more  cigar¬ 
ettes,  more  cars,  more  luxurious 
homes  equipped  with  more  daz¬ 
zling  gadgets  than  any  other  peo¬ 
ple.  Rather  I  believe  that  “he  who 
has  much  entrusted  to  him  will 
have  all  the  more  demanded  of 
him.”

Hamako  Hirose  as  the  travelling 
companion,  and  the  Inspirational 
SpvakNer  at  each  of  the  ten  dis¬ 
trict  meetings  in  the  Spring.  The 
following  is  the  life  story,  in  brief 
of  Dr.  Hirose. 

HAMAKO  HIROSE  had  her  first 
contact  with  Christianity  when 
she  was  twelve  years  old.  She  had 
been  reared  in  a  devout  Buddhist 
home  in  a  mountain  district  in 
central  Japan.  When  she  graduat¬ 
ed  from  elementary  school  in  her 
home  village,  she  won  a  competi¬ 
tive  examination  scholarship  to 
Hiroshima  Girls  School  for  her 
high  school  work.  During  her  first 
two  years  of  high  school  she  was 
bewildered  by  the  chapel  services 
where  the  Bible  was  read  and 
Christian  prayers  were  said.  She 
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could  not  even  understand  the 
meaning  of  the  words. 

Since  Hamako  lived  in  the  dor¬ 
mitory  along  with  older  girls  and 
others  of  her  age  she  attended 
dormitory  prayers  each  day.  On 
Sunday  afternoons  she  went  with 
others  from  the  dormitory  to  cot¬ 
tage  Sunday  Schools.  Here  she  lis¬ 
tened  to  the  Bible  stories  told  to 
little  children  and  began  to  under¬ 
stand  what  her  Bible  class  and 
chaDel  talks  were  all  about.  In 
><er  third  vear  of  hi^h  school  she 
baptized  into  the  Christian 
faith  and  during  her  fifth  and 
last  year  she  served  as  Y.  W.  C. 
A.  president. 

When  Hiroshima  College  for 
Women  was  opened  as  a  higher 
department  of  Hiroshima  Girls 
School  Hamako  was  one  of  six 
high  school  graduates  chosen  to 
enter  the  first  English  depart¬ 
ment  class  in  the  college.  After 
three  years  she  was  graduated 
from  the  college  and  became  an 
English  assistant  in  the  high 
school. 

In  1927  Miss  Hirose  came  to  the 
United  States  for  the  first  time. 
She  attended  Central  college,  Fay¬ 
ette,  Missouri,  for  two  years,  re¬ 
ceiving  her  A.  B.  degree  from  that 
institution.  She  spent  the  follow¬ 
ing  year  in  George  Peabody  Col¬ 
lege  where  she  received  her  M. 
degree  in  1930.  In  that  year  she 
returned  to  Japan  to  teach  in  Sei- 
wa  Junior  College.  In  1939  she 
was  elected  president  of  Seiwa 
and  served  in  this  capacity  until 
she  was  called  back  to  her  alma 
mater  to  become  its  president  in 
1951. 

Miss  Hirose  was  one  of  the  first 
group  of  Crusade  Scholarship  stu¬ 
dents  from  Janan.  That  was  in 
1948.  In  1950  she  was  granted  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Education  by 
Columbia  University.  Since  her 
return  to  Hiroshima  in  1951  she 
has  presided  over  Hiroshima  Jo- 
gakuin,  as  the  school  is  now  call¬ 
ed.  There  are  four  departments  in 
the  school,  a  junior  high  school,  a 
senior  high  and  a  2-year  junior 
college  and  a  four  year  senior  col¬ 
lege.  In  all  there  are  1800  girls 
with  a  faculty  of  100.  There  are 
two  campuses,  one  for  the  college 
departments,  and  one  for  the  high 
schools.  Dr.  Hirose  has  been  the 
leader  of  this  great  institution 
through  these  years  of  reconstruc¬ 
tion  and  has  seen  great  changes 
in  the  school. 

Dr.  Hirose  is  an  ordained  min¬ 
ister  of  the  United  Church  of 
Christ  in  Japan.  She  is  in  great 
demand  in  educational  and  in 
church  circles  as  a  speaker  and  a 
leader. 

The  Florida  Conference  Wo¬ 


man’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
is  indeed  fortunate  in  having  Dr. 
Hirose  for  the  Inspirational 
Speaker  at  the  ten  district  meet¬ 
ings  in  March.  She  will  accompany 
Mrs.  Weems,  Conference  Presi- 
ent,  to  all  ten  meetings. 

Women  of  Florida  Methodism 
cannot  afford  to  miss  this  splen¬ 
did  opportunity  to  hear  Dr.  Hi¬ 
rose.

Many  escaped  science  and  en¬ 
gineering  students  have  been 
placed  in  colleges  and  universi¬ 
ties  throughout  the  United  States 
to  continue  the  formal  studies  in¬ 
terrupted  by  the  Soviet  terror, 
but  accommodation  has  not  been 
found  in  south  Florida  education¬ 
al  institutions  for  liberal  arts  ma¬ 
jors. 

Dr.  Ludd  M.  Spivey,  president  of 
the  college,  has  assured  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  administration’s  ac¬ 
tive  cooperation,  but  added  funds 
of  at  least  $800  per  student  are 
necessary  for  the  minimum  of  one 
year’s  enrollment. 

The  students  themselves,  aid¬ 
ed  by  residents  of  Lakeland  and 
Polk  County,  hope  to  get  a  fund 
raising  campaign  under  way  with¬ 
in  the  next  fortnight,  according  to 
Dr.  Mary  Cathryn  Park,  advisor 
to  the  inter-campus  group. 

More  than  1,000  students  of  col¬ 
lege  grade,  escapees  from  Hunga¬ 
ry,  are  available  for  transporta¬ 
tion  by  United  States  air-lift,  but 
formal  enrollment  in  recognized 
educational  institutions  and  a 
guarantee  of  at  least  one  year’s 
subsistence  is  required.

An  active  Methodist  layman, 
Friggens  is  a  descendant  of  a  long 
line  of  English  Methodists,  Cor¬ 
nish  miners,  and  farmers,  some  of 
whom  gathered  on  the  hillsides  to 
hear  John  Wesley  preach.  The 
new  executive  editor  says,  “From 
my  people  learned  early  Wes¬ 
ley’s  creedless  religion  of  the 
heart.” 

A  native  of  South  Dakota,  Frig¬ 
gens  opened  his  own  news  bureau 
after  his  graduation  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  South  Dakota.

Following  UP  service  in  several 
cities,  Friggens  became  a  feature 
writer  with  the  NEA  Feature  Ser¬ 
vice  of  Scripps-Howard.  He  was 
successively  photograph  editor, 
magazine  editor,  and  book  critic. 


In  1941  he  was  appointed  execu¬ 
tive  representative  of  the  Associ¬ 
ated  Press  in  New  York,  where  ne 
was  connected  with  the  AP  Fea¬ 
ture  Service  and  charged  with 
general  promotion  and  public  re¬ 
lations.

The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christ¬ 
ian  Service  of  The  Methodist 
Church’s  southeastern  jurisdic¬ 
tion  will  hold  its  annual  meeting 
February  24-26  in  Knoxville,  Tenn. 

About  250  officers,  delegates 
and  official  visitors,  representing 
426,766  woman’s  society  members 
in  nine  southeastern  states  and 
Cuba,  are  due  to  attend  the  ses¬ 
sions.  In  addition,  several  hun¬ 
dred  women  of  Tennessee  and 
other  states  are  expected  as  vis¬ 
itors. 

The  meeting  will  be  held  at 
Church  Street  Methodist  Church. 

Principal  speakers  will  be  Mrs. 
E.  U.  Robinson,  Gallatin,  Tenn  , 
jurisdiction  president;  Methodist 
Bishop  Roy  H.  Short,  Nashville; 
Methodist  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore, 
Atlanta;  Mrs.  J.  Fount  Tillman’ 
Lewisburg,  Tenn.,  president  of  the 
Methodist  Woman’s  Division  of 
Christian  Service;  Methodist 
Bishop  Richard  C.  Raines,  Indi¬ 
anapolis,  and  Mrs.  Grace  Holmes, 
Barbey,  New  York  City,  an  offi¬ 
cer  of  the  United  Nation’s  Chil¬ 
dren's  Fund  (UNICEF). 

New  officers  will  be  elected  for 
four-year  terms  and  installed  at 
the  closing  sessions  of  the  meet¬ 
ing. 

The  jurisdiction  and  local 
church  Woman’s  Societies  of 
Christian  Service  are  affiliated 
with  the  woman’s  division  of  the 
Methodist  Board  of  Missions.  They 
give  particular  attention  to  the 
development  and  maintenance  of 
Christian  work  among  women  and 
children  in  the  United  States  and 
31  other  countries. 

In  addition  to  sponsoring  edu¬ 
cational  service  projects  in  local 


churches,  the  work  of  the  Wo¬ 
man’s  Society  of  Christian  Serv¬ 
ice  in  the  Southeast  includes  150 
deaconesses  and  missionaries  at¬ 
tached  to  17  schools  and  colleges, 
35  settlement  houses  and  urban 
centers,  48  rural  centers,  and  five 
social  welfare  and  medical  insti¬ 
tutions. 

Total  financial  giving  by  the 
woman’s  societies  of  the  south¬ 
eastern  jurisdiction  last  fiscal 
year  was  $2,664,311.

A  Bunch  of  Coincidences! 

Three  stories  share  honors  of 
the  week  as  ministers’  families 
made  the  news: 

In  Greenville,  the  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Harry  M.  Goewey  announced  the 
birth  of  their  second  son,  Harry 
Wimberly,  on  Sunday,  December 
30.  Mr.  Goewey,  pastor  of  the  Lau¬ 
rens  Road  Methodist  Church,  de¬ 
scribed  it  this  way:  “This  is  a 
family  of  favorite  sons  —  a  daddy, 
West  (the  first  son),  and  Wim 
were  all  born  on  Sunday  —  what 
better  day  for  a  preacher’s  fam¬ 
ily?”

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THE  MOUNTAIN  REVISITED 

(Sermon  on  the  Mount  as  translated  in  RSV) 

Rev.  J.  Carter  Swain 


Galilee  was  a  surprisingly 
populous  region.  Josephus,  in 
his  history  of  the  Jewish  War, 
tells  us  that  “Galileans  .  .  . 
have  been  always  very  numer¬ 
ous  .  .  .  the  cities  lie  here  very 
thick,  and  the  very  many  vil¬ 
lages  there  are  here  are  every¬ 
where  full  of  people,  .  .  .  that 
the  very  least  of  them  contain¬ 
ed  above  fifteen  thousand  in¬ 
habitants.”  Since  the  number 
of  these  “villages”  was  reckon¬ 
ed  at  204,  or — as  it  reads  in 
some  versions  of  Josephus’  au¬ 
tobiography — 240,  that  would 
mean  a  total  population  of  well 
over  three  million,  in  an  area 
of  about  a  hundred  square 
miles. 

Josephus  is  the  only  report¬ 
er  we  have  for  these  matters, 
and  there  is  reason  to  think 
he  may  have  exaggerated. 
Since  he  made  terms  with  the 
Romans  and  was  by  them  ap¬ 
pointed  military  governor  of 
Galilee,  he  was  always  eager  to 
make  as  good  a  showing  as 
possible,  and  it  would  certainly 
not  be  like  him  to  underesti¬ 
mate  the  population  over 
which  he  ruled.  Making  allow¬ 
ance  for  that,  however,  it  is 
clear  that  Galilee  was  a  place 
where  people  thronged.  The 
Gospels  reveal  how,  at  the 
shortest  notice,  crowds  gather¬ 


ed  about  Jesus  whereever  he 
went.  Matthew’s  preface  to  the 
Sermon  tells  us  how  “Seeing 
the  crowds,  he  went  up  on  the 
mountain.” 

The  Revised  Standard  Ver¬ 
sion  helps  us  to  get  this  sense 
of  how  great  numbers  of  peo¬ 
ple  were  always  making  it  dif¬ 
ficult  for  Jesus  to  do  his  work. 
At  Matthew  5 : 1  the  King 
James  Version  says:  “And  see¬ 
ing  the  multitudes.”  “Multi¬ 
tudes”  is  a  fine  old  Latin  word, 
meaning  a  great  number  of 
persons  collected  together.  A 
volume  on  best  sellers  in  the 
United  States  is  entitled  “Gold¬ 
en  Multitudes.”  Webster,  in 
fact,  tells  us  that  “multitude” 
is  “now  somewhat  bookish.” 
Really  to  get  a  picture  of  peo¬ 
ple  tumbling  over  each  other, 
we  need  the  word  “crowd”, 
which  suggests  masses  milling 
in  disorder.  Although  “multi¬ 
tude”  is  a  Latin  word,  even 
Vulgate  here  has  a  word  for 
tumult,  mob,  commotion,  the 
word  from  which  we  get  “tur¬ 
bulent.”  The  opening  words 
of  the  Sermon  make  it  clear 
that  Jesus’  work  was  not  done 
in  lonely  seclusion,  but  rather 
that  he  lived  and  labored 

“Where  cross  the  crowded 
ways  of  life.”

Miss  Mary  Calhoun,  Nashville, 
reports  that  a  Methodist  commit¬ 
tee  is  now  doing  research  for  a 
proposed  religious  television  pro¬ 
gram  for  children.  The  plan  is  for 
the  board  of  education  and  the 
Methodist  Television,  Radio,  and 
Film  Commission  to  participate  in 
the  project  with  the  National 
Council  of  Churches. 

“The  discouraging  part  of  this 
project  is  the  long  time  required 
for  preparation  of  resources  and 
for  research  on  local  experimental 
programs  before  production  of 
national  ones,”  said  Miss  Calhoun. 
“However,  we  are  convinced  that 
the  long-range  possibilities  of  tele¬ 
vision  are  too  great  to  move  into 
this  new  field  without  adequate 
research  and  appropriate  pro¬ 
grams.”

Deadline  for  Ministers 

Most  ministers  will  forfeit 
their  coverage  rights  under  So¬ 
cial  Security  if  they  fail  to  file 
application  forms  by  April  15. 

The  only  clergymen  not  fac¬ 
ed  with  the  deadline  are  those 
already  covered  and  those  who 
became  ministers  after  Jan.  1, 
1955.  New  ministers  have  at 
least  two  years  after  their  or¬ 
dination. 

Under  changes  made  in  the 
Social  Security  Law  by  Con¬ 
gress  in  1954,  ministers  for  the 
first  time  can  be  covered.  But 
each  minister  must  decide 
whether  he  wants  to  be  cover¬ 
ed. 

The  coverage  will  be  as  a 
self-employed  person,  even 
though  he  receives  a  salary 
from  the  congregation.  Each 
must  file  by  April  15  a  report 
of  earnings  to  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service,  along  with 
the  regular  income-tax  form.  A 
Social  Security  tax  of  three  per 
cent  will  be  paid  on  earnings 
up  to  $4,200.  The  tax  will  in¬ 
crease  to  3%  per  cent  for  1957. 

Churches  and  institutions  are 
not  involved  or  obligated  in 
any  way.  Many  churches,  how¬ 
ever';  are  adding  the  cost  of  the 
tax  to  the  salaries  of  ministers.

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HYMN  OF  THE  WEEK 

By  the  REV.  ERNEST  K.  EMURIAN 


Brighten  the  Corner  Where  You  Are 


Sorrow  and  sadness  inspire  a- 
bout  as  many  hymns  and  songs 
as  joy  and  gladness.  It  was  out  of 
her  heart-break  at  the  death  of 
her  fiance  the  day  before  their 
scheduled  wedding  that  Anne 
Steel,  the  first  modern  woman 
hymn-writer,  penned  her  hymn, 
“Father,  what  e’er  of  earthly 
bliss”.  Likewise,  the  drowning  of 
his  sweetheart  on  the  eve  of  their 
wedding  day  led  Joseph  Scriven  of 
Dublin,  Ireland  to  embark  on  the 
long  trek  that  ended  on  the  shores 
of  beautiful  Rice  Lake  in  Ontario, 
Canada,  where  he  had  a  religious 
awakening  and  wrote  his  one  fam¬ 
ous  hymn,  “What  a  friend  we 
have  in  Jesus.” 

When  doubt  and  despair  gave 
way  to  hope  and  faith,  twenty- 
two  year  old  Ray  Palmer  record¬ 
ed  his  spiritual  autobiography  in 
the  four  stanzas  of  “My  faith 
looks  up  to  Thee.”  And  Henry 
Francis  Lyte,  who  fought  his  way 
from  a  self-centered  to  a  Christ- 
centered  ministry,  told  the  tale  of 
his  struggle  in  “Jesus,  I  my  cross 
have  taken,”  just  as  George  Math- 
eson,  years  later,  conquered  blind¬ 
ness  and  disappointment  in  love 
to  become  immortal  through  his 
hymn,  “O  love  that  wilt  not  let 
me  go.” 

Elizabeth  Payson  Prentiss,  grief- 
stricken  when  her  children  died  in 
an  epidemic  in  New  York  City, 
prayed  her  way  through  from 
darkness  to  light  and  left  as  her 
legacy  a  hymn  of  personal  devo¬ 
tion,  “More  love  to  Thee  O  Christ.” 

A  similar  spirit  was  shown  by 
Mrs.  W.  S.  Martin  when  she,  with 
her  husband  and  small  son,  was 
visiting  friends  in  New  York  state. 
Her  minister  husband  had  been 
invited  to  preach  in  a  local  church 
on  Sunday  morning  and  had  ac¬ 
cepted  the  invitation.  Mrs.  Martiin 
though,  had  not  been  well  for 
some  time,  and  early  that  Sunday 
took  a  turn  for  the  worse.  Her 
husband  was  about  to  pick  up  the 
telephone  to  ask  to  be  relieved 
from  his  preaching  engagement, 
when  their  son  said,  “Father,  if 
God  wants  you  to  preach,  won’1- 
He  take  care  of  mother  while  you 
are  away?”  The  preacher  hasten¬ 
ed  to  the  Church  to  deliver  his 
message.  When  he  returned  home 
his  son  met  him,  and  showed  him 
a  piece  of  paper  on  which  Mrs. 
Martin,  despite  her  illness,  had 
written  the  words  of  the  gospel 
song,  “God  will  take  care  of  you." 


Later  that  afternoon,  Mr.  Martin 
composed  the  music  to  which  her 
stanzas  are  sung,  singing  to  her 
as  she  listened  from  her  sick  bed. 

Another  noble  Christian  woman 
who  conquered  personal  disap¬ 
pointment  in  a  similar  way  was 
Mrs.  Ina  Duley  Ogdon.  Friends 
had  phophesied  a  glowing  future 
for  the  attractive,  talented  young 
lady  and  she  had  already  enjoyed 
the  plaudits  of  many  local  con¬ 
gregations.  “She  has  a  great  fu¬ 
ture”,  her  neighbors  said.  “With 
her  voice  and  her  personality, 
she’ll  go  a  long  way.”  And  from 
where  she  stood  the  road  loomed 
bright  and  beautiful  before  her. 

But  hardly  had  she  embarked 
on  her  musical  career  when  word 
was  flashed,  “Father  is  ill.  Please 
come  home.”  Sacrificing  her  own 
desire  to  pursue  a  career  on  the 
stage,  she  went  back  home  to 
look  after  her  invalid  father,  pur- 
ing  the  months  that  followed,  she 
tried  to  ease  her  own  heartache 
by  making  the  home  as  cheerful 
as  possible.  “I  wanted  to  do  some 
deeds  of  greatness,”  she  often 
said,  “and  I  longed  to  shed  my 
light  afar.  But  God  knew  best.  He 
put  me  right  back  here  and  com¬ 
manded  me  to  let  my  light  shine 
before  my  own  household  that 
they  may  see  my  good  works  and 
glorify  Him  who  is  in  heaven.” 

In  the  next  few  years  she  in¬ 
spired  many  others  to  look  for  the 
sun  shining  just  behind  the  cloud¬ 
ed  skies,  and  encouraged  them  to 
use  their  talents  for  God’s  glory, 


even  if  their  songs  of  cheer  fell 
into  but  one  heart  alone.  ’’You 
must  reflect  the  Bright  and  Morn¬ 
ing  Star  right  where  you  are,”  6he 
reminded  them  over  and  over 
again. 

It  was  in  1913,  the  year  that  Rev- 
George  Bennard  wrote  “The  Old 
Rugged  Cross.”  that  Mrs.  Odon 
put  her  Christian  philosophy  into 
poetic  form,  writing  three  stanzas 
of  a  gospel  song  which  she  en¬ 
titled,  “Brighten  the  Corner  Where 
You  Are.”  After  Charles  Gabriel 
composer  of  “T  h  e  Awakening 
Chorus”  as  well  as  hundreds  of 
other  sacred  tunes,  set  this  new 
poem  to  music,  Homer  Rodeheav- 
er  sang  it  for  the  first  time  in 
public  at  a  great  meeting  in  Syr¬ 
acuse,  New  York  and  sent  it  wing¬ 
ing  its  way  around  the  world. 

Three  years  later,  when  her 
brother  lay  near  death  in  a  hos¬ 
pital  in  Chicago,  she  “bore  her 
burden”  nobly  and  well,  and  help¬ 
ed  many  others  who  were  to  pass 
through  similar  valleys  by  writing 
“Carry  your  cross  with  a  smile.” 

In  all,  she  must  have  written 
several  thousand  hymns,  songs 
and  religious  poems,  everyone  of 
them  springing  out  of  her  own  ex¬ 
perience.  Titles  that  bear  her 
name  include  “God  is  every¬ 
where,”  “Lighten  the  burden  for 
someone,”  “My  Lord  abides,” 
“When  you  know  Jesus,  too,”  Je¬ 
sus  wants  to  help  you,”  “Jesus 
will”,  and  “You  must  open  the 
door.”  Each  one  breathes  a  note  of 
dependence  upon  God  blended 
with  a  spirit  of  Christian  optimism 
for  the  future  with  His  compan¬ 
ionship  and  help. 

In  her  own  life,  she  brightened 
many  a  corner,  and,  by  means  of 
her  most  popular  sacred  song,  in¬ 
fluenced  more  people  than  she 
could  have  reached  otherwise.

Silver  Palm  Dedicates 
Second  Chapel  in  Cuba 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  January 
12,  1957,  special  services  of  dedi¬ 
cation  were  held  at  the  Maud 
Chandler  Memorial  Chapel  in 
San  Juan  de  las  Puercas,  Oriente 
Province,  Cuba.  Conducting  the 
service  were  Dr.  Carl  D.  Stewart, 
superintendent  of  the  Oriente 
District,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Paul 
Touchton,  pastor  of  Silver  Palm 
Methodist  Church.  Besides  Mr. 
Touchton,  lay  people  from  Silver 
Palm  Methodist  Church  attend¬ 
ing  the  dedication  were  Mrs.  Eva 
Fletcher,  Mrs.  Marie  Hemming, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Guy  Lambert,  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Murray. 

This  is  the  second  chapel  built 
in  Cuba  with  funds  furnished  by 
Silver  Palm  Methodist  Church  in 
memory  of  the  late  Mrs.  Maud 
Chandler.

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Cuban  Evangelistic 
Crusade  a  Great  Success 

There  gathered  119  enthusiastic 
Methodist  Ministers  in  the  Costin 
J.  Harrell  Methodist  Church, 
Marianao,  Cuba  on  Thursday 
morning,  February  7.  Nine  days 
previously  they  had  gone  forth 
from  all  parts  of  the  United 
States  in  the  name  of  Christ  to 
carry  the  Gospel  to  Cuba.  Now 
they  were  returning,  rejoicing  and 
bringing  glowing  reports  of  the 
response  made  by  the  hungry 
hearts  of  these  people  to  the  good 
news  of  Christ’s  Message. 

As  the  reports  were  tabulated 
it  was  learned  that  66,934  people 
had  attended  the  services  during 
the  Crusade;  that  417  persons 
were  received  into  the  member¬ 
ship  of  the  church;  that  2,683 
joined  the  candidates  who  will 
receive  training  for  church  mem¬ 
bership  and  Christian  living;  and 
that  laymen  and  pastors  had  made 
7,965  Evangelistic  Visits. 

Everyone  rejoices  over  such  rec¬ 
ords,  but  they  do  not  begin  to  tell 
the  whole  story.  There  is  no  way 
of  valuating  the  results  that  will 
continue  to  accumulate  because  of 
the  awakened  interest  on  the 
pan  of  ministers  and  laymen  in 
the  missionary  enterprize.  Each 
man  felt  he  had  received  a  great¬ 
er  blessins;  than  he  had  been 
able  to  impart  to  his  listeners. 
Every  church  that  sent  their  min¬ 
ister  on  this  Evangelistic  Missiou 
will  be  a  better  church  for  hav¬ 
ing  done  so.  A  bond  of  fellowship 
was  created  that  whl  continue  to 
grow  and  bear  fruit. 

Cuba  is  a  land  of  opportunity 
for  the  Christian  Churcn.  Every¬ 
where  men  are  eager  for  an  ex¬ 
perience  of  religion  that  is  vital. 
The  fields  are  white  unto  the 
harvest,  but  the  laboreres  are  few. 
Since  there  are  not  enough  work  ¬ 
ers,  every  Cuban  minister  is  car¬ 
rying  three  or  four  jobs.  Cuba 
needs  more  of  its  own  young  me^ 
to  give  themselves  to  the  ministry. 
As  a  church  we  must  increase  the 
support  given  these  pastors.  Their 
present  salary  of  $120  a  month  is 
not  adequate  to  give  them  a  -de¬ 
cent  standard  of  living.  Prices  of 
food  on  the  island  are  equally  as 
high  as  in  the  States. 

“Adalante,” — Forward  must  ever 
be  our  watchword.  We  salute  om- 
Bishop  John  Branscomb  and  Dr. 
Harry  Denman  for  planning  and 
executing  this  great  Evangelistic 
Crusade.

She  was  a  group  work¬ 
er  at  Wesley  Community  House 
in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  Program  Di¬ 
rector  at  Marcy  Center  in  Chica¬ 
go;  Wesley  House,  Louisville,  Ken¬ 
tucky  and  in  Toberman  Settle¬ 
ment  House  in  San  Pedro,  Cali¬ 
fornia.  She  has  been  Head  Resi¬ 
dent  at  Wesley  House  in  Nashville 
and  at  Kingdom  House  in  St. 
Louis. 

Wolff  Settlement,  which  is  ad¬ 
ministered  by  the  Woman’s  Di¬ 
vision  of  Christian  Service  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  is  operated  un¬ 
der  the  Tampa  Settlement  Board, 
(composed  of  women  from  both 


the  Tampa  and  St.  Petersburg 
Districts)  serves  the  fast-growing 
Ybor  City  community.  Its  purpose 
is  to  serve  children,  youth  and 
adults  of  all  faiths  and  back¬ 
grounds,  providing  education,  rec¬ 
reation  and  worship  opportunities. 
This  is  done  through  a  5-day  a 
week  Kindergarten,  group  work 
for  school-age  children,  special 
teen-age  activities,  daily  play¬ 
ground  and  adult  groups.  The 
Settlement  in  cooperation  with 
the  National  Scouting  organiza¬ 
tion  makes  provision  for  Brownies, 
Girl  Scouts,  Cubs  and  Boy  Scouts. 

Plans  are  now  under  way  for 


some  building  changes  which  will 
make  possible  the  expansion  of 
existing  work  and  the  addition  of 
other  needed  service.

United  Nations  UNICEF  program, 
some  had,  had  first  hand  exper¬ 
iences  as  receiptents  of  this  aid;

women  to  send  older  adults  into 
their  countries  to  observe  their 
way  of  living,  etc. 

These  workshops  have  brought 
about  a  “stirred  up”  feeling  into 
many  people’s  minds.  “When  the 
mind  gets  ‘roused’  ”  so  says  one 
philosopher,  “something  usually 
happens.” — Let’s  hope  so!  if  one 
prejudice  has  been  removed  from 
someone  in  every  district,  then 
the  work  shops  have  been  success¬ 
ful.  Just  think  what  ten  women 
could  bring  about  in  our  little 
wolrd.  Just  think  what  twelve 
men,  plus  the  Almighty  Saviour 
has  done  for  the  world  down 
through  the  ages.

When  Bisnop  Frederick  Newell  of  New  York  City,  chairman  of 
the  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief,  reported  to  the  District  Super¬ 
intendent's  Conference  in  Chicago  that  American  Methodists  had 
contributed  more  than  one  million  dollars  for  the  relief  of  Hun¬ 
garians  and  other  sufferers  from  oppression  it  was  a  thrilling  mom¬ 
ent.  Truly  the  Methodists  are  a  part  of  “The  Fellowship  of  the 
Concerned”  and  they  show  it. 

Now  comes  the  equally  thrilling  word  of  the  splendid  part  the 
Florida  Conference  has  had  in  that  offering.  While  the  figures  are 
certain  to  have  been  revised  upwards  in  nearly  every  instance,  the 
indications  still  point  to  the  possibility  that  this  Conference  will 
lead  the  entire  Church  in  this  offering.  Other  episcopal  areas  will 
exceed  the  Jacksonville  area,  but,  at  Chicago,  only  four  areas  had 
given  more  than  the  Florida  Conference’s  final  figure.

Through  the  United  States,  and 
throughout  the  world,  for  that 
matter,  there  is  a  keen  and 
spectacular  competitor  to  the 
Sunday  evening  service  in  our 
churches,  but  apparantly  televis¬ 
ion  cannot  detract  from  the  in¬ 
terest  and  attendance  in  the 
church  of  which  Dr.  Charles  L. 
Allen  is  the  minister,  for  there  is 
a  crowded  congregation  each 
Sunday  evening. 

This  book  of  sermons  could  be 
of  distinct  service  to  ministers 
and  laymen  alike.  They  are  brief 
sermons  based  on  some  18  mira¬ 
cles  wrought  by  the  Master,  and 
3  sermons  were  delivered  from 
the  one  text,  and  miracle.  There 


is  a  candor,  and  freshness  of  ap¬ 
proach  that  should  be  stimulating 
in  reading  this  book,  even  if  the 
fellowship  and  devotional  part  of 
the  service  in  the  church  is  not 
possible. 

The  whole  approach  is  that  the 
same  power  still  may  work  in  the 
lives  of  people  today,  and  that 
God  does  hear  and  answer  pray¬ 
er,  but  faith  must  be  essential. 
Healing  may  come  to  needy  peo¬ 
ple  with  the  “Touch  of  the  Mas¬ 
ter’s  hand.” 

In  one  of  the  chapters  Dr.  Allen 
cites  the  miracle  of  the  trans¬ 
forming  power  in  the  life  of  the 
woman  taken  in  adultery,  and  he 
says;  “In  this  woman,  defeated 
and  condemned  by  sin,  Jesus 
worked  the  greatest  miracle  of  all. 
He  did  it  for  her,  He  will  do  it 
for  any  one  of  us  who  will  accept 
it.” 

This  book  of  sermons  may  stand 
alongside  Dr.  Allen’s  other  books, 
such  as;  “God’s  Psychiatry,” 
“When  the  heart  is  hungry,”  “In 
quest  of  God’s  power,”  and  “Roads 
to  radiant  living.”

A 
little  while  ago  I  opened  my  mail  and  discover¬ 
ed  that  one  of  our  churches  had  just  sent  in 
$10,000  as  an  Advance  Special  toward  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  Boy’s  Dormitory  at  Pinson  College, 
Camaguey,  Cuba,  with  the 
promise  that  very  soon  $10,- 
000  more  would  be  sent  to  the 
Advance  Treasurer  to  com¬ 
plete  the  program.  Well, 
Amen  and  Amen! 

Let  me  lift  up  a  challenge 
to  many  of  our  churches  in 
the  Advance.  Our  work  in 
South  America  opens  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  many  fine  mission 
specials.  Bishop  Barbierri  has 
earnestly  requested  that  we 
consider  some  Advance  projects  in  Argentina. 
Fletcher  Anderson,  one  of  our  Florida  boys,  is  a 
pastor  at  Rosario,  Argentina.  $5,000  would  give 
him  a  chapel  and  an  educational  unit.  Some 
Florida  Church  might  like  to  provide  $2,500 
which  would  afford  the  chapel.  Then,  I  want 
you  to  think  of  Formosa  where  Bishop  Ward  is 
striving  to  re-build  Soochow  University.  The 
University  fell  into  the  hands  of  Communists  'n 
China,  and  now  the  plan  is  to  build  a  new  Soo¬ 
chow  in  Taipei,  Formosa.  The  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction  pledged  Bishop  Ward  that  it  would 
seek  to  raise  $50,000  for  this  project.  Many  of 
you  know  Bishop  Ward.  We  all  know  how  dear 
Soochow  has  been  to  those  of  us  in  the  South¬ 
land.  Dr.  Y.  C.  Yang  was  its  president  for  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  He  died  a  year  or  so  ago, 
victimized  by  Communistic  persecution.  I’d  like 
for  a  hundred  Florida  churches  to  elect  to  send 
in  advance  specials  labeled:  “For  the  New  Soo¬ 
chow  University,  Formosa.”  Hear  me!  Amen  and 
Amen!

Report  on  the  Cuba  Mission

Christ  Methodist  Church 
St.  Petersburg,  Florida 

At  Melones  the  congregation 
was  so  new  that  the  Lord’s  Pray¬ 
er  was  unknown,  generally.  The 
country  folk  came  to  a  crossroads 
store  and  dance  floor.  An  Ameri¬ 
can  preacher  was  a  curiosity!  The 
student  pastor  rallied  the  folk 
with  whom  he’d  worked  only  three 
months. 

No  church  building  at  all  of  any 
sect  was  at  Melones.  It  was  eignt 
miles  to  the  nearest  chapel,  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  and  carport-size. 
The  call  of  Melones  for  Christ  and 
His  church  is  repeated  manifold 
in  Oriente. 

Other  congregations  centered 
about  Holguin  enjoy  plain  but 
useful  and  attractive  churches. 
Dr.  Carl  D.  Stewart,  the  District 
Superintendent,  uses  student  min¬ 
isters  to  good  advantage.  How¬ 
ever  the  cry  is  for  more  native 
Cuban  ministers  now!  What  a 
missionary  challenge! 

A  fine  beginning  for  Christ  has 
been  made  in  Cuba.  Some  beauti¬ 
ful  churches  and  strong  congre¬ 
gations  are  in  the  cities.  Clinics 
for  the  needy;  schools  for  train¬ 
ing  of  tomorrow’s  leaders;  mis¬ 
sionaries  who  are  skillful  and  in¬ 
spiring,  devotedly  working — all 
this  gathers  in  increasing  number 
who  sing,  “I  have  joy  because  I 
belong  to  Christ.”' 

The  Bishop  John  W.  Branscomb 
Church  is  to  be  erected  in  a  stra¬ 
tegic  location  in  Holguin  right  on 
the  great  Cuban  highway  that 
traverses  the  island.  The  city  it¬ 
self  is  moving  toward  this  loca¬ 
tion  with  new  apartments  being 
built  and  new  businesses  being 
established  thereabout  on  the 
highway.  The  elevation  and 
prominence  of  the  site,  the  beauty 
of  the  proposed  new  edifice,  and 
the  ministry  of  the  new  church  to 
all  the  Oriente  District  will,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  be  greatly  to  the  glory  of 
God  and  the  good  of  Cuba 
through  the  centuries. 

If  we  would,  by  sacrifice,  move 
in  with  missionaries  and  workers 
and  necessary  equipment,  God 
would  hold  the  Western  Hemis¬ 
phere  against  Communism  and 
for  Christ! 

Some  observations  about  the 
Cubans  I  met:  How  hard  working, 
how  clean,  how  friendly  and 
courteous,  how  handsome  and 
well-dressed,  how  modern  and 
well-stocked  the  big  stores  in  Hol¬ 
guin,  how  beautiful  the  country¬ 
side,  how  numerous  children — 
and  how  responsive  all  are  in  the 
Gospel.

New  Building 
For  Leisure  City 

Ground  breaking  ceremonies 
for  the  new  Leisure  City  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  were  held  late  in 
February  with  Rev.  Watson  E. 
Holley,  pastor  in  charge  of  the 
service.  Dr.  P.  M.  Boyd,  District 
Superintendent  of  the  Miami  Dis¬ 
trict,  brought  the  message.  The 
congregation,  which  has  been 
meeting  in  the  home  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Harry  H.  Weiss  since  October 
1956,  is  looking  forward  to  mov¬ 
ing  into  their  new  building  on 
Easter  Sunday.

Sudbury,  pastor  of  that  church, 
will  occupy  Dr.  Atkinson’s  pulpit 
at  the  First  Church  in  Englewood, 
N.  J. 

Each  minister  will  fly  to  the 
other’s  city,  live  in  his  parsonage 
and  fulfill  as  far  as  possible  his 
pastoral  duties  for  a  month. 
Special  events  and  appointments 
to  speak  at  general  religious 
meetings,  service  organizations 
and  educational  institutions  are 
being  arranged  at  both  ends  of 
the  exchange. 

Pulpit  exchanges  have  been 
made  between  Great  Britain  and 
the  United  States  over  a  number 
of  years,  and  there  have  been  a 
few  instances  involving  Germany 
and  at  least  one  between  the 
United  States  and  Austria. 

This  however  is  the  first  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  exchange  plan  to  one 
of  the  other  independent,  autono¬ 
mous  Methodist  bodies,  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Church  of  South  Africa. 

The  exchange  is  an  expression 
of  the  growing  ecumenical  spirit 
and  is  intended  to  result  in  in¬ 
creased  understanding  and  mutual 
appreciation  of  the  traditions, 
problems  and  achievements  of  the 
two  branches  of  Methodism  in¬ 
volved. 


Plan  Conference 
On  Family  Life 

The  third  national  Conference 
on  Family  Life  for  the  Methodist 
Church  will  be  held  Oct.  17-19, 
1958,  at  the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel, 
Chicago.  The  announcement  was 
made  by  Bishop  Hazen  G.  Wer¬ 
ner,  Columbus,  Ohio,  chairman 
of  the  church’s  Family  Life  Com¬ 
mittee.

“For  the  Christian  church  to  be 
unrelated  or  irrelevant  in  such  a 
day  as  this  is  to  be  disloyal  to  our 
Lord.” 

Such  was  the  sentiment  express¬ 
ed  in  a  summary  statement  con¬ 
cluding  the  national  District  Su¬ 
perintendents’  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church  Feb.  13  in  Chi¬ 
cago. 

“In  our  concern  for  making 
the  local  church  effective,”  the 
leaders  declared,  “we  must  know 
the  world  in  which  we  live  and 
meet  these  problems  in  the  spir¬ 
it  of  Christ  and  with  His  method 
of  love.” 

The  three-day  meeting  brought 
together  about  800  key  leaders  of 
the  church,  including  the  bishops, 
560  of  the  572  district  superin¬ 
tendents  in  the  United  States  and 
Cuba,  and  annual  conference 
chairmen  of  promotion  and  cul¬ 
tivation  and  World  Service.  Board 
staff  members  served  as  speakers 
and  resource  persons. 

Beamed  at  the  local  church, 
the  program  undertook  to  fire 
the  leaders  with  inspiration  for 
the  four-year  program  and  to 
equip  them  with  techniques  for 
putting  it  into  effective  opera¬ 
tion  at  the  “grass  roots”. 

“Strengthening  the  Local 
Church  and  Building  the  World 
Parish”  was  the  theme  of  the 
gathering.  Through  speeches,  vis¬ 
ual  aids,  hand-out  materials  and 
the  give-and-take  of  discussion 
groups,  program  leaders  took  the 
group  forward  toward  that  goal. 

“We  are  dealing  with  national 
and  world-wide  opportunities,” 
the  Rev.  Dr.  E.  Harold  Mohn  of 
Chicago  told  the  conference.  Dr. 


Mohn  is  general  secretary  of  the 
Commission  Promotion  and  Cul¬ 
tivation,  which  sponsored  the 
meeting. 

Other  speakers  included  Bishop 
W.  Earl  Ledden,  Syracuse,  N.  Y., 
president  of  the  Council  of  Bish¬ 
ops;  Bishop  Richard  C.  Raines, 
Indianapolis;  Bishop  Fred  P.  Cor¬ 
son,  Philadelphia;  Bishop  Roy  H. 
Short,  Nashville;  Bishop  Paul  N. 
Garber,  Richmond;  Bishop  Hazen 
G.  Werner,  Columbus,  O.;  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Marshall  T.  Stteel  of 
Dallas. 

Bishop  William  C.  Martin  of  the 
Dallas-Fort  Worth  Area,  president 
of  the  Commission  on  Promotion 
and  Cultivation,  sent  the  group 
forth  with  a  final  word  of  dedi¬ 
cation  to  the  task  ahead.  He  also 
served  as  general  chairman  of 
the  conference. 

In  other  statements,  the  dis¬ 
cussion  groups  said: 

“Unless  we  decide  on  the  side 
of  Christ  in  all  the  areas  of  hu¬ 
man  relations  this  may  be  the 
hour  of  midnight  rather  than 
noon.  .  .  . 

“The  tide  of  secularism  and  un¬ 
belief  could  easily  engulf  us.  Our 
institutions  of  learning,  operating 
in  the  context  of  Christian  values, 
are  our  chief  safeguard  against 
engulfment.  .  .  . 

“The  church  school  is  the 
church’s  one  agency  which  em¬ 
braces  all  ages  in  its  ministry.  .  . 

“Christian  evangelism  requires 
the  consecrated  and  cooperative 
labors  of  us  all  if  we  are  to  have 
a  great  spiritual  movement  in 
Methodism.  .  .  . 

“A  troubled,  restless,  revolu¬ 
tionary  world  demands  a  deeper 


stewardship  than  our  people  have 
ever  practiced  before.  Out  of  our 
faith  that  everything  belongs  to 
God  springs  the  hope  of  a  fuller 
commitment  which  can  challenge 
the  militant  secularism  of  our 
time.  .  .  . 

“At  the  heart  of  our  Methodist 
life  is  the  World  service  benevo¬ 
lence  program.  We  are  eager  for 
every  church  to  assume  at  least 
one  Advance  Special  each  year.” 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ray  Ragsdale,  su¬ 
perintendent  of  the  Los  Angeles 
district,  was  chairman  of  the 
group  of  discussion  leaders. 

In  addition  to  all  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Superintendents,  the  Flor¬ 
ida  Conference  was  represented 
by  the  Rev.  J.  Ed  McKinley  of 
Ft.  Pierce,  Chairman  of  the  Con¬ 
ference  Board  on  World  Service 
and  Finance;  the  Rev.  M.  C. 
Cleveland  of  Tampa,  Chairman 
of  the  Conference  Board  of  Mis¬ 
sions;  and  the  Rev.  Charles  A. 
Thompson  of  Winter  Haven,  edi¬ 
tor  of  the  FLORIDA  METHODIST.

KING  OF  KINGS 
AND  LORD  OF  LORDS 

Abstract  of  an  address  by  Mrs. 

E.  U.  Robinson  of  Gallatin, 
Tenn.,  outgoing  president  of 
the  Methodist  Woman’s  So¬ 
ciety  of  Christian  Service, 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  at 
the  opening  session  of  the 
group’s  annual  meeting  on 
Sunday,  Feb.  24,  in  Knoxville, 
Tenn. 

The  greatest  need  before  us  to¬ 
day  is  that  all  who  name  the  name 
of  Christ  assume  the  role  of  mis¬ 
sionary  witnessing  to  the  power 
of  Christ  available  to  each  person. 

For  the  Christian  task  in  the 
world  will  not  be  accomplished  in 
history.  It  will  be  fulfilled  only 
through  the  fidelity  of  men  and 
women  who  have  heard  His  call 
and  have  answered. 

Last  year  the  Methodist  Board 
of  Missions  sent  125  missionaries 
to  the  foreign  fields  These  fields 
have  asked  for  235  missionaries  to 
be  sent  each  year  of  this  quad- 
renniiim.  The  fields  are  now  sup¬ 
plying — and  often  fully  support¬ 
ing — in  the  ministry,  religious  ed¬ 
ucation,  medical  service  and  other 
areas  of  work,  ten  or  more  full¬ 
time  national  workers  for  every 
missionary. 


You  and  I  are  the  sent  in  a 
topsy  turvy  world.  You  and  I  are 
sent  beyond  ourselves  across  ev¬ 
ery  barrier:  geographical,  cultur¬ 
al,  social,  racial,  ideological,  re¬ 
ligious.  The  call  to  follow  comes 
to  you  and  me  with  every  rising 
sun  in  a  world  of  turmoil.  Our 
time  to  witness  is  not  tomorrow, 
but  today. 

When  we  come  face  to  face  with 
the  fact  that  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  world’s  population 
has  come  under  colonial  govern¬ 
ment  since  1947,  we  immediately 
are  reminded  that  our  world  is 
in  the  midst  of  turmoil  and  rev¬ 
olution. 

But  can  we  turn  back  or  close 
our  eyes  and  hearts.  Not  if  we 
have  truly  heard  Him  call.  We 
who  cherish  the  freedom  that  has 
been  wrought  out  of  perilous 
struggle  must  share  it  with  the 
peoples  of  the  world  if  we  would 
keep  it. 

Unless  you  and  I  bear  the 
torch  of  freedom  we  repudiate  our 
freedom. 

Methodist  women  are  serving  at 
home.  There  are  now  426,766 
members  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wes¬ 
leyan  Service  Guild  in  the  South¬ 
eastern  Jurisdiction.  This  is  an 


increase  of  45,575  in  the  last  four 
years.  We  rejoice  in  the  increase 
and  give  God  the  glory,  but  we 
still  have  more  than  500,000 
women  church  members  who  are 
not  a  part  of  this  fellowship 
which  seeks  to  unite  all  women 
of  the  Church  in  Christian  living 
and  service. 

During  the  1952-56  quadren- 
nium  Methodist  women  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  contri¬ 
buted  $9,699,789  to  the  more  than 
1,000  projects  of  the  Woman’s 
Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 
Our  pledge  to  missions  for  the 
1956-57  fiscal  year  is  $1,828,350— 
an  increase  of  $136,395  over  the 
previous  year.  While  this  money 
has  been  shared  in  service,  the 
women  also  have  given  generous¬ 
ly  to  the  needs  of  their  respective 
local  churches. 

Though  we  live  in  a  world 
poised  on  the  edge  of  a  precipice, 
the  glorious  realization  is  that  the 
Church  provides  the  cement  that 
holds  the  world  together.

gate  the  sale  of  liquor  on  military 
bases  in  light  of  laws  which  pro¬ 
hibit  such  sales,  and  as  a  public 
service  to  parents  of  servicemen. 
2.  Enact  legislation  prohibiting 
serving  of  liquor  aboard  commer¬ 
cial  airplanes.  3.  Enact  legislature 
to  “protect  our  homes  against 
continued  invasion  by  liquor  ad¬ 
vertisers  through  newspaper, 
magazines,  radio,  television  and 
other  media  used  to  indoctrinate 
children  and  youth  in  the  use  of 
a  product  which  they  cannot 
legally  purchase.”

$100  for  Seminary 

Jerry  Freer,  15-year-old  Colum¬ 
bus,  Ohio,  newspaper  carrier  boy, 
contributed  $100  to  the  campaign 
for  funds  to  build  a  new  Methodist 
theological  school  in  Ohio,  church 
officials  have  announced.  He  gave 
10,000  pennies,  all  of  the  1943 
white  coin  vintage.  Jerry  collected 
most  of  the  pennies  on  his  news¬ 
paper  route.

Florida  Southern  College  is  rap¬ 
idly  on  the  rise  toward  becoming 
one  of  the  Methodist  Church’s 
largest  and  finest  institutions  of 
higher  learning  in  the  South. 
Some  of  the  marks  of  its  growth 
are  stated  below: 

1.  Florida  Southern  has  in¬ 
creased  its  enrollment  over  the 
past  year  by  more  than  500  stu¬ 
dents.  At  the  start  of  the  1956-57 
fall  semester,  more  than  1,000 
freshmen  and  other  new  students 
enrolled  at  the  Methodist-related 
college  in  Lakeland.  Total  enroll¬ 
ment  is  now  upwards  of  2,000 
students. 

2.  Approximately  55  students 
are  majoring  in  ministerial  work 
at  Florida  Southern  College,  a 
new  high  in  this  field. 

3.  There  has  also  been  a  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  foreign 
students  attending  Florida  South¬ 
ern  College  this  year.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  80  students  from 
20  foreign  countries  and  Puerto 
Rico  are  now  attending  the  Lake¬ 
land  college.

7.  Still  to  be  completed  on  the 
Florida  Southern  College  campus 
is  the  Polk  County  Science  Build¬ 
ing,  costing  in  excess  of  one  mill¬ 
ion  dollars.  Three  units  of  the 
408-foot  structure  have  already 
been  completed  and  the  fourth  is 
near  completion.

ily  magazine.  According  to  figures 
received  at  the  District  Superin¬ 
tendents’  Conference  in  Chicago, 
the  Jacksonville  Area  has  12,752 
subscribers,  all  in  the  Florida 
Conference.  The  Louisville  Area, 
with  3  conferences,  beats  us  as  an 
Area  but,  except  in  that  one  in¬ 
stance,  our  conference  alone  has 
more  subscribers  than  any  other 
Area  in  the  Southeastern  Juris¬ 
diction. 
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Addresses  Superintendents 

For  the  next  ten  years  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  higher  education  will 
be  one  of  our  major  national  prob¬ 
lems.  There  is  a  frieghtening 
shortage  of  teachers,  classrooms, 
laboratories  and  facilities  and 
personnel  of  almost  every  kind. 
And  enrollments  at  the  college 
level  will  mushroom  upward 
whether  we  are  ready  or  not. 

What  part  will  The  Methodist 
Church  play  in  the  meeting  of 
this  great  need?  To  anyone  famil¬ 
iar  with  Methodist  history  it  s 
inconceivable  that  we  shall  play 
an  unimportant  role.  In  discuss¬ 
ing  this  recently  with  Dr.  John  O. 
Gross  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
he  remarked  that  it  is  difficult  to 
overemphasize  this— and  then  he 
added: 

“Methodism  did  appeal  to  the 
toiling  underprivileged  masses. 
Through  the  grace  of  God  it  so 
effectively  mediated,  it  lifted 
these  people  and  their  sons  up¬ 
ward.  Now  it  no  longer  is  the 
church  of  the  underprivileged, 
but  of  the  privileged — the  persons 
who  make  the  mind  of  the  world. 
It  must  therefore  recognize  that 
its  mission  in  this  hour  is  to  ed¬ 
ucate  as  zealously  as  it  has  evan¬ 
gelized.” 

The  force  of  this  statement  is 
clear  when  we  see  the  extent  to 
which  the  world  is  turning  to  the 
United  States  for  leadership  in 
almost  every  field  of  learning  and 
culture. 

For  what  mav  be  a  brief  or  a 
long  moment,  America  is  in  the 
center  of  the  world’s  stage.  What 
we  do  in  the  field  of  education 
has  repercussions  in  every  part  of 
the  globe.  In  a  very  real  sense  our 
colleees  are  now  mission  schools, 
and  the  world  is  their  parish.  Ev¬ 
erywhere  one  sees  the  movement 
of  students  across  national  boun¬ 
daries.  The  battle  is  on  for  the 
minds  and  loyalties  of  men,  and 
the  new  task  of  the  colleges  is  to 
train  the  general  staff  of  the  hu- 
m5i  race. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  Meth¬ 
odists  are  any  less  interested  in 
Christian  education  today  than 
they  were  in  the  early  years.  This 
interest,  however,  has  not  always 
been  challenged  and  put  to  work. 
In  recent  years  there  has  been  a 
steady  erosion  of  denominational 
ties  and  increasing  confusion  as 
to  what  is  meant  by  a  Methodist 
College  or  University.  It  will  not 
be  easy  to  reverse  this  movement 
and  reestablish  clear  and  mean¬ 
ingful  relationships.  Yet  it  is  im¬ 
perative  that  this  is  done. 

I  wish  it  could  be  said  that  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  established 
by  the  church  will  remain  Christ¬ 
ian  in  outlook  and  point  of  view 
even  though  they  discontinue  their

denomnational  connection.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  the  record  to  the  con¬ 
trary  is  all  too  clear.  As  Bishop  O. 
P.  Fitzgerald  said  long  ago, 
“Christian  education,  as  matters 
stand,  means  denomination  edu¬ 
cation  .  .  .  Usually,  where  there 
is  no  denominational  bias,  the 
bias  toward  Christianity  itself  is 
very  slight.”  It  is  like  being  a 
Christian  without  belonging  to  a 
Christian  church.  It  is  possible, 
but  not  as  a  rule  enduring. 

As  education  gets  increasingly 
secularized  those  interested  in 
Christian  education  are  frequent¬ 
ly  willing  to  settle  for  what  Sir 
Walter  Moberly  calls  “a  small 
‘place  in  the  sun’  for  specifically 
‘religious’  interests.  Thus  Christ¬ 
ians  have  striven  to  make  good 
a  claim  for  the  creation  of  a  fac¬ 
ulty  of  theology  or  for  the  inclu¬ 
sion  of  some  form  of  religious 
teachings  among  the  options  for 
a  general  degree,  or  to  set  un 
here  and  there  a  hall  or  resi¬ 
dence  under  religious  auspices  as 
a  small  enclave  in  the  middle  of 
a  secular  university.  Certainly 
such  things  have  their  value.  But 
the  main  issue  which  concerns  us 
is  quite  different.  It  is  this:  'What 
can  Christian  insight  contribute 
to  enable  the  university  to  be  the 
University.’  It  is  here  that  we  have 
hitherto  been  so  culpably  lacking 
The  vital  question  is  not  whether 
the  university  does  or  does  not  in¬ 
clude  certain  directly  religious  c- 
tivities.  It  is  concerned  with  the 
university’s  raison  d’etre  and  with 
the  whole  of  its  life  and  work.” 


This  goes  to  the  heart  of  the 
matter.  Certainly  if  Christian  val¬ 
ues  are  to  be  influential  in  a 
culture  alarmingly  weighted  to¬ 
ward  material  and  external  val¬ 
ues  it  will  be  through  schools  and 
colleges  clearly  committed  to 
Christian  education.  The  bright¬ 
est  hope  of  the  free  world  is  the 
Christian  message  which  feeds 
and  strengthens  man’s  inner  life. 
It  is  the  problem  of  man’s  inner 
life  which  is  the  point  at  issue 
'in  western  culture.  It  is  the 
Christian  emphasis  on  man’s  in¬ 
ner  life  that  has  been  the  saving 
grace  of  our  national  inheritance. 
Yes,  “the  Kingdom  of  God  is 
wthin  you”.  Without  this  we  see 
the  paradox  of  Western  indust¬ 
rial  man — brilliant  in  material 
achievements — empty  and  bank¬ 
rupt  in  inner  life. 

I  am  deeply  troubled  about  the 
future  of  higher  education  as  I 
see  the  steady  drift  toward  strict 
neutrality  about  values  and  re¬ 
ligious  faith.  Neutrality  is  not 
enough — it  leads  to  sure  disaster. 

Unless  the  yeast  of  religious 
faith  leavens  the  whole  lump  of 
culture  all  may  be  lost,  all  may 
go  down  to  darkness. 

And  so,  to  paraphrase  a  state¬ 
ment  of  Dr.  John  O.  Gross,  “This 
is  the  hour  of  twelve  for  Chrst- 
isn  culture.  It  is  the  hour  of 
twelve  for  Methodist  education. 
As  the  clock  strikes  in  the  provi¬ 
dence  of  God,  a  great  need  and  a 
great  movement  should  be  joined.”

Florida  Southern  College

Collections  of  Florida  Southern 
College  Endowment  Funds  have 
been  good  since  we  opened  our 
office  here  in  the  new  science 
building  on  the  campus  of  our 
college  in  December.  We  have 
turned  over  to  the  Endowment 
Fund  of  our  college  a  total  of 
$290,000.00  in  cash  and  securities. 
The  college  has  remitted  through 
me  a  total  of  $145,000.00  to  the 
National  Board  of  Missions  in 
Philadelphia.  This  money  is  now 
available  for  church  loans  here  in 
our  Florida  Conference. 

It  gives  me  a  thrill  every  time  1 
am  able  to  turn  money  over  to 
our  college.  These  endowment 
funds  will  not  only  help  our  col¬ 
lege  to  prepare  young  people  for 
life  in  a  Christian  environment 
but  will  also  help  to  establish  new 
churches  in  our  rapidly  growing 
state.  I  believe  this  to  be  a  great 
program. 

We  will  close  our  books  for  this 
conference  year  on  April  30th.  As 
soon  thereafter  as  possible  we  will 
report  to  the  pastors  the  amount 
raised  by  their  churches  since 
May  1st  of  last  year.  We  are  well 
aware  that  our  pastors  will  want 
this  information  for  their  reports 
to  the  Annual  Conference.  I  think 
it  would  be  well  for  our  pastors 
to  remind  their  people  that  money 
must  be  in  by  April  30th  to  be 
reported  to  the  Annual  Confer¬ 
ence. 

The  first  semester  of  our  col¬ 
lege  year  ended  with  commence¬ 
ment  exercises  on  January  30th. 
Dr.  E.  Clayton  Calhoun,  an  alum¬ 
nus  of  our  college  and  now  presi¬ 
dent  of  Paine  College  in  Augusta, 
Georgia,  was  the  commencement 
speaker.  Following  his  address  he 
was  given  a  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity.  There  were  102  gradu¬ 
ates — the  largest  mid-year  gradu¬ 
ating  class  in  the  history  of  our 
college.  Rev.  Grant  Henshaw,  our 
student  pastor  at  Spring  Lake, 
graduated  with  high  honors.  Ap¬ 
proximately  275  new  students  en¬ 
rolled  at  the  beginning  of  the  sec¬ 
ond  semester.  Our  campus  is 
crowded  with  well  behaved  young 
people  from  all  over  the  world. 
Someone  has  called  our  student 
body  a  “Little  United  Nations.” 

Fourteen  students  of  Florida 
Southern  College  responded  to  an 
appeal  of  Rev.  C.  L.  Spottswood, 
the  ‘Flying  parson  of  the  Philip¬ 
pines,’  to  “give  God  a  year  of 
their  lives  while  paying  half  of 
their  own  expense  for  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  working  12  hours  a  day 
and  sleeping  on  the  floor”  in  the 
Philippines,

ed  by  the  Sons  of  Susannah, 
the  Methodist  Church  has 
developed  to  bless  the  whole  world. 

It  is  a  year  that  will  afford  our  Methodist 
pastors  across  the  nation  and  the  world  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  feature  in  a  pointed  way  the  great 
hymns  of  Charles  Wesley.  The  Methodist  Hymnal 
is  full  of  the  musical  compositions  and  religious 
songs  which  have  stemmed  from  the  mind  and 
heart  of  Charles  Wesley.  Any  hymn  book  or 
gospel  song  book  that  you  use  from  which  to 
select  hymns  and  songs  for  a  program  of  wor¬ 
ship  or  fellowship  or  prayer  will  contain  many 
of  the  hymns  of  Methodism’s  sweet  song  writer.

Preach¬ 
ing  twice  on  Sunday  morning  in  Christ  Church, 
St.  Petersburg,  to  more  than  three  thousand 
people.  Going  to  church  on  a  Sunday  night  in 
the  rain  to  discover  an  overflow  congregation  in 


Northside  Church,  St.  Petersburg,  where  there 
were  more  young  people  present  than  adults.  At¬ 
tendance  on  many  of  the  features  at  Florida 
Southern  College  Founders’  Week.  Sessions  with 
the  Cabinet  in  Lakeland,  striving  to  keep  abreast 
of  this  rapidly  growing  conference  of  ours.  An¬ 
other  St.  Petersburg  experience  in  Old  First 
Church  on  a  Sunday  morning  with  two  great 
services,  and  that  night  opening  up  in  College 
Heights  Church  in  Lakeland,  finding  there  a 
warm  evangelistic  atmosphere  that  nearly 
preached  me  to  death.  A  lovely  service  of  a  par¬ 
sonage  dedication  at  Kathleen. 

Then  on  to  Edgewater  Gulf  Hotel  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  College  of 
Bishops  of  the  Southeast.  Florida  will  have  to 
keep  an  eye  on  the  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast,  as 
the  azaleas  there  are  almost  as  exquisite  as 
Florida’s  paradise  of  floral  beauty.  A  week  of 
revival  in  Hattiesburg,  Miss.,  with  a  dear  old 
friend,  who  once  again  gave  me  a  fine  lesson  in 
how  to  prepare  for  a  week  of  evangelism.  I  made 
an  interesting  discovery  during  that  week.  Three 
years  ago  his  church  gave  $187.50  for  the  Week 
of  Dedication.  Two  years  ago  it  gave  $2,000.00. 
and  this  year  the  amount  is  $3,200.00.  All  of 
this  has  happened  in  two  years. 

I’m  back  at  my  desk  for  three  days  and 
then  “back  in  the  saddle”  again,  to  ride  the 
Florida  range,  and  to  move  up  to  New  York  to 
the  Board  of  Missions  meeting,  and  then  to  Cin¬ 
cinnati  for  the  Council  of  Bishops,  and  to  Paine 
College  to  be  present  for  the  inaugeration  of  E. 
Clayton  Calhoun  as  the  new  president.  Clayton 
is  one  of  our  boys.  I  have  the  privilege  of  suc¬ 
ceeding  Bishop  Moore  as  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  I  suggest  that  lots  of  you  write 
Clayton  a  congratulatory  letter.  Better  still. 
Send  an  Advance  Mission  Special  in  the  “Na¬ 
tional  Missions  Category”  for  the  support  of 
Paine  College.  Your  church  will  be  given  ad¬ 
vance  credit  for  it,  and  it  would  gladden  Clay¬ 
ton’s  heart.  If  you  will  do  that,  I  think  you  could 
hear  Clayton  “slap  down”  to  Florida,  shouting.  .  .

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Cuban  Pastor  Visits  Churches

The  gift  of  a  new  station  wag¬ 
on  to  the  Park  Temple  Methodist 
Church  of  Jovellanos,  Cuba,  by 
the  Park  Temple  Church  of  Ft. 
Lauderdale  was  noted  in  the  last 
issue.  Here  is  more  of  the  thrill¬ 
ing  story  in  connection  with  it 
as  written  by  one  of  the  members 
of  the  Florida  church. 

“In  1953,  Park  Temple  Meth¬ 
odist  Church,  Ft.  Lauderdale, 
planning  a  building  campaign, 
designated  the  first  $5,000  raised 
to  be  sent  to  a  church  in  Jovel¬ 
lanos,  Cuba,  to  complete  a  new 
sanctuary  there. 

“At  the  suggestion  of  Bishop 
Branscomb,  the  Cuban  church  was 
named  ‘Park  Temple  of  Cuba.’ 

In  February,  1955,  the  young 
superintendent  of  the  Churcn 
School  in  Ft.  Lauderdale  accom¬ 
panied  the  group  on  the  Bishop's 
Evangelistic  Crusade  to  Cuba  and, 
while  there,  was  especially  drawn 
to  the  congregation  which  was 
related  to  his  own  church  in 
name  and  interest. 

“That  .summter  the  Vacation 
Church  School  in  Ft.  Lauderdaie 
planned  its  activities  around  the 
theme  of  knowing  their  Cuban 
friends  better  and,  at  its  conclu¬ 
sion,  the  superintendent,  a  friend, 
and  their  wives  loaded  their  car 
with  supplies  and  drove  to  Jo- 
vellXnos  to  assist  there  in  a  Va¬ 
cation  Church  School. 

“The  ‘friend’  who  was  asked  to 
share  the  journey  was  a  busy 
young  doctor  who,  in  preparation 
for  the  trip,  had  acquired  a  speak¬ 
ing  knowledge  of  the  Spanish 
language  which  enabled  him  to 
teach  and  preach  in  a  limited 
wey.  He  was  impressed  by  the 
need  for  a  clinic  in  that  area  and 


challenged  by  the  unstaffed  area 
of  Che  new  bulding  designed  for 
educational  facilities. 

“On  their  return  to  Ft.  Lauder¬ 
dale  the  four  young  people  re¬ 
lated  their  experiences  to  theii 
congregation  and  enlisted  their 
aid  in  securing  the  services  of  a 
full  time'  nurse  for  the  clinic.  This 
item  since  has  been  included  in 
the  annual  budget  of  the  local 
church. 

“Meanwhile,  the  superinten¬ 
dent  became  the  teacher  of  large 
Young  Adult  Class  and  the  doc¬ 
tor  followed  him  as  head  of  the 
Church  School. 

“In  the  summer  of  1956  the  doc¬ 
tor  took  his  family  to  visit  Park 
Temple  of  Cuba  and  reported  a 
congregation  of  200  members 
which,  in  turn,  serves  three  mis¬ 
sion  stations  in  outlaying  areas. 
Noting  that  there  was  not  one  ve¬ 
hicle  in  the  entire  membership 
and  feeling  that  their  mission 
station  could  be  served  much  more 
adequately  with  transportation 
available,  a  fund  was  suggested  to 
purchase  a  car  for  the  use  of 
Park  Temple  of  Cuba. 

“On  February  17,  1957,  the 

Voung  Adult  Class  invited  the 
Cuban  pastor  and  his  family  to 
visit  Park  Temple,  Ft.  Lauderdale 
and  drive  home  a  “Jeep"  station 
waeron  and  a  gift  of  a  year’s 
sunolv  of  gasoline.” 

The  editor  believes  that  the 
leaders  in  this  fine  project  should 
he  identified.  The  former  superin¬ 
tendent  who  is  now  teacher  of 
the  Young  Adult  Class  is  Mr. 
John  E.  Morris,  Jr.  The  young 
doctor  who  is  also  the  Church 
School  superintendent  is  Dr.  Cur¬ 
tis  Benton.  Jr.  Our  Ft.  Lauderdale 
correspondent  concludes:  “  .  .  . 


the  p  e  r  sio  n  a  1  contacts  have 
brought  a  deeper  understanding 
and  mutual  joy.  It  can  lead  any¬ 
where — especially  since  in  the 
Sunday  night  activity  group  the 
superintendent  is  offering  a  class 
in  what  he  terms  ‘Mission-Field 
Spanish.’  ” 

One  final  word — the  Beymer 
Memorial  Church  at  Winter  Haven 
began  paying  the  salary  of  the 
pastor  at  Jovellanos,  the  Rev.  Jose 
Morales,  when  Mr.  Morales  was 
the  pastor  at  Manzanilla,  Cuba. 
Of  course,  this  support  continued 
when  the  Morales’  moved  to  Jo¬ 
vellanos.  When  the  Winter  Ha¬ 
ven  pastor,  the  Rev.  Charles  A. 
Thompson,  went  to  Cuba  on  the 
last  Evangelistic  Mission  he  was 
assigned  to  Jovellanos  and  was 
entertained  in  the  Morales’  home. 

Therefore,  while  the  Morales 
were  in  the  States  to  receive  ttm  ■ 
gifiS  from  the  Fti,  Lauderdale 
Church,  they  also  visited  the 
Winter  Haven  church  where  their 
appearance  has  greatly  increased 
the  '  interest  in  Cuban  mission 
generally  and  in  the  Morales  in 
particular.

The  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Service  of  the  Methodist 
Church’s  southeastern  jurisdiction 
held  its  annual  meeting  February 
24-26  in  Knoxville,  Tenn. 

About  250  officers,  delegates  and 
official  visitors,  representing  426, 
766  Woman’s  society  members  in 
nine  southeastern  states  and  Cuba 
attended  the  sessions.  In  addition 
several  hundred  women  of  Ten¬ 
nessee  and  other  states  came  as 
visitors. 

The  meeting  was  held  at 
Church  Street  Methodist  Church. 
Principal  speakers  were  Mrs.  E. 
U.  Robinson,  Gallatin,  Tenn.,  jur¬ 
isdiction  president;  Methodist 
Bishop  Roy  H.  Short,  Nashville; 
Methodist  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore, 
Atlanta;  ,  Mrs.  J.  Font  Tillman, 
LewisburgpTenn.,  president  of  the 
Methodist  Woman’s  Division  of 
Christian  Service;  Methodist  Bis¬ 
hop  Richard  C.  Rains,  Indianap¬ 
olis,  and  Mrs.  Grace  Holmes  Bar- 
bey,  New  York  City,  an  officer  of 
the  United  Nations  Chldren’s 
Fund  (UNICEF). 

New  officers  were  elected  for 
four-year  terms  and  installed  at 
the  closing  sessions  of  the  meet¬ 
ing. 

The  Jurisdiction  and  local 
church  Woman’s  Societies  of 
Christian  Service  are  affiliated 
with  the  Woman’s  division  of  the 
Methodist  Board  of  Missions.  They 
gave  particular  attention  to  the 
development  and  maintenance  of 
Christian  work  among  women  and 
children  in  the  United  States  and 
31  other  countries. 

In  addition  to  sponsoring  educa¬ 
tional  and  service  projects  in  lo¬ 
cal  churches,  the  work  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  Southeast  included 
150  deaconesses  and  missionaries 
attached  to  17  schools  and  coll¬ 
eges,  35  settlement  houses  and  ur¬ 
ban  centers,  48  rural  centers  and 
five  social  welfare  and  medical 
institutions.  Total  financial  giving 
by  the  woman’s  societies  of  the 
southeastern  jurisdiction  last  fis¬ 
cal  year  was  $2,644,311. 

Mrs.  David  Cathcart  of  Lake¬ 
land  was  elected  president  of  the 
Southeastern  jurisdiction  Wo¬ 
man’s  Society  of  Christian  Serv¬

God’s  Highway  Patrolman

Many  poets  have  sung  about  the 
highways  along  which  pilgrims 
trudge  toward  the  City  without 
Foundations.  More  than  one  wit 
has  quipped  that  this,  more  than 
any  other  freeway,  needs  the  zeal¬ 
ous  services  of  a  friendly,  helpful 
police  officer. 

Officer  Paul  H.  Alexander,  of 
the  California  Highway  Patrol, 
took  the  idea  seriously.  After 
seventeen  years  on  the  highways, 
in  1953  re  exchanged  his  uni¬ 
form  for  a  robe  and  stepped  out 
of  his  prowl  car  into  the  pulpit 
of  Community  Methodist  Church 
in  Imperial  Beach. 

“It  was  quite  an  adjustment  for 
all  the  family,”  confesses  Olive 
Alexander.  “But  after  just  three 
years  as  a  minister’s  wife,  I  can’t 
think  of  anyone  with  whom  I’d 
even  consider  changing  places. 

“Since  we  answered  God’s  call, 
ours  have  been  full  lives.  Never 
before  have  either  of  us  known 
such  real  joy  and  satisfaction  as 
we’ve  had  from  serving  God  a- 
mong  the  wonderful  people  to 
whom  he  has  sent  us.” 

Some  veteran  church  workers 
would  have  thrown  up  their  hands 
in  dismay  at  the  problems  faced 
in  Imperial  Beach.  Located  in 
San  Diego  County,  it  is  the  south¬ 
ernmost  beach  in  the  state.

any  resort  town,  it  has  big  seas¬ 
onal  variations  of  population. 
Nearby  Naval  installations  are  so 
prominent  in  the  life  of  the  re¬ 
gion  tnat  most  constituents  of  the 
cnurch  spend  only  a  few  months 
in  residence. 

Fnty  persons  appeared  to  hear 
Paul  Alexander  the  day  that  he 
preached  his  first  sermon.  “It  was 
a  thrilling,  but  an  humbling  ex¬ 
perience,”  he  recalls.  “Many 
times  since,  as  I  have  stepped 
into  the  pulpit,  I  have  been  struck 
by  the  enormity  of  the  calling.” 
With  even  more  zeal  than  he  had 
used  in  helping  keep  highways 
safe,  the  new  minister  dug  into 
the  task  of  guiding  men  and  wo¬ 
men  in  their  religious  quest.  Mem¬ 
bership  of  his  flock  has  grown 
from  90  to  235.  In  a  community 
of  young  families,  the  church 
serves  a  large  number  of  non- 
Methodist  children.  So  church 
school  attendance  averages  about 
140%  of  the  church  membership. 

Problems  in  staffing  the  var¬ 
ious  programs  of  the  church  are 
obvious.  “In  a  sense,”  says  Pastor 
Alexander,  “we  face  some  of  the 
same  difficulties  that  confront 
the  military  families  themselves. 
There  are  many  moves,  long  sep¬ 
arations,  and  a  rather  unsettled 
way  of  life.” 

Still,  the  ex-patrolman  feels  he 
is  especially  privileged  to  serve  a 
congregation  made  up  of  military 


families.  He  remembers  his  own 
mtcn  in  tne  Navy,  twenty  years 
ago.  inough  the  sting  oi  it  has 
long  been  iorgotten,  he  can’t  quite 
erase  tne  memory  of  the  way 
roiK  m  some  of  the  “nicer”  of  the 
cnurcnes  gave  tne  cold  shoulder 
to  service  personnel. 

bo  Mr.  Alexander  has  found  a 
special  thrill  in  working  with 
young  men  in  uniform,  their  wives 
and  cnildren.  Many  of  them  enter 
into  the  life  of  the  church  al¬ 
most  as  soon  as  they  move  to  the 
community.  Others  have  been 
won  to  the  claims  of  Christ  and 
the  church  in  spite  of  having  no 
established  interest  in  religion 
upon  assignment  to  San  Diego. 

Lack  of  formal  training  and  ed¬ 
ucation  proved  something  of  a 
handicap  to  Paul  Alexander  when 
he  first  began  service  in  his  new 
role.  But  he  has  studied  by  cor¬ 
respondence  and  has  attended 
two  sessions  of  a  special  summer 
school  for  Approved  Supply  Pas¬ 
tors.  Now  held  annually  in  re¬ 
gional  training  centers,  these 
schools  are  open  to  pastors  who 
enter  the  ministry  without  ade¬ 
quate  academic  background. 

“Brother  Alexander’s  record  ac¬ 
tually  says  something  to  Metho¬ 
dists  in  every  section  of  the  na¬ 
tion,”  says  Dr.  J.  Richard  Spann, 
who  administers  the  program  of 
in-service  training  for  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Board  of  Education.  “Here 
is  an  eager  and  dedicated  man 
who  wanted  to  offer  his  talents 
to  God  through  The  Methodist 
Church  —  but  was  keenly  aware 
of  his  limitations.  He  has  greatly 
increased  his  own  capacity  to 
serve  through  his  work  in  the 
course  of  study.” 

“Few  congregations  will  ever 
have  veteran  patrolmen  as  their 
spiritual  shepherds,”  concedes  the 
Nashville  educator.  “But  every 
congregation  served  by  an  Ac¬ 
cepted  Supply  pastor  will  profit 
from  helping  him  attend  the  sum¬ 
mer  school  that  serves  his  region. 
In  a  sense,  every  Methodist  pas¬ 
tor,  is  one  of  God’s  patrolmen. 
Let’s  do  everything  we  can  to 
help  them  do  a  better  job  in  their 
districts  of  life’s  highway!”

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THE  MOUNTAIN  REVISITED 

(Sermon  on  the  Mount  as  translated  in  RSV) 


Jonathan  Swift  considered 
that  the  two  noblest  things  are 
“sweetness  and  light.”  Many 
suppose  that  Christianity  is 
summed  up  in  what  Matthew 
Arnold  calls  “the  pursuit  of 
sweetness  and  light.”  In  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount,  however, 
Christianity  is  described  as 
salt  and  light.  Sugar  is  not  so 
necessary  to  life  as  salt,  not  is 
it  so  widespread  in  nature. 
Sugar  may  cause  disease;  salt 
may  be  used  in  the  cure  of 
disease.  Sugar,  too,  is  easier  to 
adulterate  than  salt. 

There  are  some  who  act  as 
if  Christianity  were  nothing 
but  sweetness.  In  an  effort  al¬ 
ways  to  be  agreeable,  they  ac¬ 
comodate  themselves  to  exist¬ 
ing  prejudices,  rebuke  no 
wrong,  speak  no  stern  word.  In 
one  of  his  plays  Shakespeare 
writes: 

“Your  fair  discourse  hath 
been  as  sugar,  making  the 
hard  way  sweet  and  de¬ 
lectable.” 

Elsewhere  the  bard  says: 

“With  devotion’s  visage 
And  pious  action  we  do 
sugar  o’er  The  devil  him¬ 
self.” 

A  few  sweets  are  desirable, 
but  life  cannot  be  sustained 
upon  them.  Too  much  of  them 
leads  to  obesity,  diabetes  and

“There  is  no  mention  of  Lent 
in  the  Bible,”  the  young  man  said 
to  his  friend,  “so  if  you  want  to 
observe  the  forty-days  prior  to 
Easter  as  a  season  of  fasting  and 
self-denial,  that  is  all  right  with 
me,  but  don’t  base  your  actions 
upon  the  Holy  Scriptures.” 

“Where  did  the  idea  of  Lent 
originate?’*  the  other  youth  asked, 
a  bit  puzzled  at  his  classmate’s 
attitude. 

“Sometime  during  the  Middle 
Ages,  some  Church  leaders  dream¬ 
ed  up  the  idea  that  Christians 
ought  to  spend  the  forty  days  be¬ 
fore  Easter  Sunday  in  fasting  and 
prayer,  in  commemoration  of  the 
forty  days  Our  Lord  spent  in  the 
wilderness  just  before  He  was 
tempted  of  the  devil,”  nineteen- 
year-old  Charles  William  Everest 
explained,  “and  since  that  time 
the  practice  has  grown  in  popu¬ 
larity  until  it  has  become  a  reg¬ 
ular  part  of  the  church  calendars 
of  many  denominations.  But  re¬ 
member  it  has  no  foundation 
whatsoever  in  the  Bible,  and  since 
we  Protestant  Christians  believe 
that  the  Bible  is  the  sole  and  final 
authority  in  all  matters  of  faith 
and  practice,  whatsoever  is  taught 
in  the  Bible  we  can  accept  and 
whatsoever  is  not  enjoined  as 
essential  to  Christian  liviing,  we 
do  not  regard  as  of  primary  im¬ 
portance.” 

“But  doesn’t  the  Bible  tell  us  l 
that  Jesus  said  to  his  disciples,  t 
(MattheW  16:24),  “If  any  man  | 
wiil  come  after  me,  let  him  deny  | 
himself?” 

“When  you  quote  the  Scripture,  1; 
mv  friend,”  Everest  interrupted,  !; 
’‘always  quote  the  entire  verse,  J; 
never  a  single  phrase  from  a  1; 
verse  that  seems  to  prove  a  par-  !; 
ticular  point  of  view.  Jesus  did 
say,  If  any  man  will  come  after  J; 
me  let  him  deny  himself,  but  he  \> 
immediately  added  these  signifi¬ 
cant  words,  without  which  the  J; 
first  nhrase  is  meaningless,  AND  ]; 
let  him  take  up  his  cross  AND  ;> 
follow  me.  We  don’t  go  around  J; 
piously  denying  ourselves  and  <• 
then  boasting  of  our  holiness.  If  ;» 
self-denial  makes  a  person  con-  <> 
ceited  or  proud  or  self-righteous,  jj 
it  is  a  curse  rather  than  a  bless-  ;! 
ing.”  The  young  Episcopalian 
went  on  to  explain  to  his  class-  j! 
mate  that  the  Christian  never 
seeks  to  deny  himself  solely  on  the 
grounds  of  self-denial  alone. 


“That  is  a  gross  misunderstand¬ 
ing  of  the  gospel  of  Our  Lord,”  he 
continued,  “we  should  never  say, 
I  am  going  to  deny  myself  sugar 
or  cookies  or  meat  during  Lent, 
because  God  expects  that  of  me. 
God  expects  nothing  of  the  sort. 
That  approach  to  Christianity  is 
a  distortion  of  the  life  and  teach¬ 
ings  of  Jesus  and  a  useless  relic 
of  the  monastic  days  in  the  Mid¬ 
dle  Ages  when  the  Roman  Church 
praised  those  monks  and  nuns 
who  denied  themselves  that  whicii 
was  their  God  given  right  to  en¬ 
joy,  under  the  false  impression 
that  such  actions  were  pleasing  to 
God  and  earned  them  merit  in 
the  world  to  come.” 

He  further  enlightened  his 
friend  by  pointing  out  that  the 
taking  up  of  one’s  cross  naturaily 
involved  the  giving  up  of  certain 
other  things,  but  the  true  believer 
concentrated  more  upon  the  joy 
of  “taking  up”  than  upon  the  sor¬ 
row  of  “giving  up”.  “It  is  this 


spirit  which  adds  zest  and  pur¬ 
pose  to  life.”  he  continued. 

“Isn’t  carrying  a  cross  and  bear  - 
ing  a  burden  the  same  thing?” 
his  friend  then  asked. 

“Oh  no,”  Everest  protested. 
“Look  at  Simon  Peter.  He  had  to 
support  his  wife  and  her  sick 
mother  as  well  as  his  bachelor 
brother,  Andrew.  That  was  his 
burden.  But  when  he  decided  to 
follow  Jesus,  he  took  up  that  du¬ 
ty  voluntarily  and  willingly,  and 
in  the  spirit  of  free  choice  be¬ 
came  the  Master’s  disciple.  He 
did  not  boast  of  what  he  gave  up 
to  become  an  apostle,  because  of 
the  joy  he  shared  in  taking  up 
the  additional  responsibility  and 
assuming  all  the  obligations  that 
such  discipleship  involved.”  Later 
he  pointed  out  that  Paul  himself 
had  complained  of  a  “thorn  in  the 
flesh”,  which  had  plagued  him  for 
many  years.  “Whatever  that 
thorn  was,”  Everest  said,  “Paul 
bore  it  as  a  burden  that  was  in¬ 
escapable,  and  he  must  have  had 
his  own  experience  in  mind  when 
he  wrote  to  the  Galatians,  Bear 
ye  one  another’s  burdens  and  so 
fulfill  the  law  of  Christ,  because 
burdens  can  be  shared.  However, 
crosses  cannot  be  shared.  We  take 
them  uo  individually  and  carry 
them  all  by  ourselves.  Jesus  said

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we  could  take  his  yoke  upon  us 
but  he  never  said  that  we  couid 
our  crosses.  And  in  our  choosing 
take  his  cross  upon  us.  So  we 
bear  our  burdens  but  we  choose 
we  take  up  that  cross  and  follow 
him.” 

The  men  discussed  the  carni¬ 
vals  that  usually  preceded  the 
Lenten  season,  stressing  the  ori¬ 
gin  of  the  word  itself  which  signi¬ 
fied  “flesh  goodbye”  since  people 
were  exoected  to  deny  themselves 
of  meat  during  that  forty  day 
period.  They  also  talked  about 
Shrove  Tuesday,  which  actually 
meant  “fat  Tuesday”  since  folks 
stuffed  themselves  with  meat  on 
that  last  day  of  the  carnival,  the 
dav  before  the  first  day  of  Lent. 
Ash  Wednesday,  v/hen,  in  an  act 
of  penitence  and  contrition,  they 
went  to  Church  and  were  marked 
with  ashes  as  the  period  of  self- 
denial  began  (sack-cloth  and 
ashes  being  the  Old  Testament 
sign  of  humility  and  abasement). 

“All  of  these  are  purely  man¬ 
made  customs,”  Everest  said  em¬ 
phatically.  “They  have  their  mer¬ 
it  but  are  not  based  upon  New 
Testament  convictions  or  con- 
duct.”  He  then  opened  the  Bible 
and  read  from  John  10:17-18, 
these  words  of  Jesus  regarding  his 
own  cross,  “For  this  reason  the 
father  loves  me  because  I  lay 
down  my  life  that  I  may  take  it 
again.  No  one  takes  it  from  me, 
but  I  lay  it  down  of  my  own  ae- 
and  I  have  power  to  take  it  again, 
cord.  I  have  power  to  lay  it  down 
This  charge  have  I  received  of  my 
father.”  Expounding  the  meaning 
of  those  words,  the  youthful  cler¬ 
gyman-to-be  said,  “You  see,  Jes¬ 
us  chose  his  cross,  and  yet  he  had 
the  power  to  refuse  it  as  well  as 
accept  it.  When  he  accepted  it, 
he  took  up  his  cross  willingly  and 
voluntarily,  not  by  compulsion 
but  by  choice.  In  taking  it  up, 
manv  things  were  denied  him, 
but  he  never  spoke  of  what  he 
gave  uo  to  do  his  father’s  will 
but  rather  of  the  jov  that  was 
set  before  him  when  he  took  uo 
his  cross  in  obedience  to  the 
father’s  will.” 

It  was  in  that  spirit  and  with 
those  thoughts  flooding  his  heart 
and  mind  that  the  nineteen-year- 
old  Connecticut  youth  sat  down 
and  wrote  the  hymn  that  became 
his  one  claim  to  fame,  “Take  up 
Thy  cross.”  In  its  five  stanzas  his 
hvmn  contained  these  moving 
lines: 

“Take  up  thy  cross,”  the  Sa¬ 
viour  said,  “If  you  wouldst  my 
disciple  be;  Deny  thyself;  the 
world  forsake,  And  humbly  follow 
after  me.” 

Take  up  thy  cross;  let  not  its 
weight  Fill  thy  weak  spirit  with 
alarm;  His  strength  shall  bear  thy 


New  Youth  Building 

The  Young  People  of  Beymer 
Memorial  church,  Winter  Haven, 


now  have  a  fine  Youth  building 
not  far  from  the  church.  After  a 
lot  of  hard  work  renovating,  re¬ 
decorating  and  furnishing  the 
house  it  finally  was  ready  for  a 


spirit  up,  And  brace  thy  heart 
and  nerve  thine  arm. 

Take  up  thy  cross  and  follow 
Christ,  Nor  think  till  death  to  lay 
it  down;  For  only  he  who  bears 
the  cross  May  hope  to  wear  the 
glorious  crown. 

The  hymn  first  appeared  in  the 
author’s  volume,  “Vision  of 
Death  and  Other  Poems”  publish¬ 
ed  that  very  same  year,  1833. 
Taking  up  his  own  cross  willingly 
and  voluntarily,  young  Everest, 
who  had  been  born  at  East  Wind¬ 
sor,  Connecticut,  May  27,  1814, 
enrolled  as  a  student  at  Trinity 
Colleee,  Hartford,  graduating  in 
1838.  He  then  took  holy  orders  and 
became  a  clergyman  of  the  Pro¬ 
testant  Episcopal  Church  in  1842, 
serving  the  congregation  and  con¬ 
ducting  a  successful  school  at 
Hampden,  Connecticut  for  thirty- 
one  years.  When  his  hymn  ap¬ 
peared  for  the  first  time  in  a 
major  hymnal,  in  the  1861  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  monumental  British 
work  “Hymns  Ancient  and  Mod¬ 
ern,”  its  popularity  and  success 
were  assured. 

Since  then  it  has  been  variously 
edited  and  altered  but  remains 
today  principally  the  work  of 
nineteen-year  Hold  Charles  Will¬ 
iam  Everest.  Forty-four  years  aft¬ 
er  writing  his  one  famous  hymn 
at  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  in  his 
sixty-third  year,  in  the  spirit  of 
Everest  died  on  January  11.  1877, 
the  hymn  which  was  actually  his 
own  spiritual  autobiography.  Lay- 
ng  down  his  cross,  he  was  ready 
for  his  crown!

Caravaners  Wanted 

The  Methodist  Church  is  seek¬ 
ing  177  Methodist  college  students 
and  older  youth  who  will  give  the 
summer  of  1957  in  service  through 
Methodist  Youth  Caravans. 

In  the  caravan  program,  se¬ 
lected  Methodist  churches  across 
the  country  will  be  visited  for  one 
week  each  by  a  team  of  four 
youth  and  an  adult  counselor. 
The  teams  will  try  to  help  revi¬ 
talize  and  strengthen  the  minis¬ 
try  to  youth  in  these  churches. 

Team  members  will  serve  eight 
weeks  without  salary. 

It  is  expected  that  41  regular 
caravan  teams  will  serve  in  the 
United  States  during  the  summer, 
said  the  Rev.  Harold  W.  Ewing, 
Nashville,  He  is  chairman  of  the 
caravan  committee  of  the  Meth¬ 
odist  General  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  which  sponsors  the  annual 
project. 

In  addition,  a  specialized  team 
of  five  youth  and  a  counselor  will 
work  in  the  field  of  religious 
drama,  traveling  in  four  north 
central  states.  Also,  Cuba  will 
have  four  caravan  teams,  with 
two  U.S.  youth  on  each. 

Minimumqualifications  for  cara¬ 
van  applicants  are:  At  least  18 
years  of  age,  two  years  of  college, 
deep  Christian  faith,  and  broad 
experience  in  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship. 

“To  recruit  enough  qualified 
youth,”  said  Mr.  Ewing,  “we  must 
have  the  assistance  of  both  pas¬ 
tors  and  lay  people.”

I;  It  is  a  startling  fact  that  though  the  membership 
!;  of  the  Methodist  Church  has  grown  steadily 
!;  during  the  past  half  century  to  the  point  now 
!;  where  there  are  nearly  ten  million  people  called 
Methodists  in  the  United  States.  There  are  fewer 
Methodist  preachers  than 
there  were  in  1900.  Recently 
our  Christian  Vocations  Com¬ 
mission  of  the  Florida  Con¬ 
ference  had  answers  from 
81%  of  the  churches  of  the 
conference  to  a  questionnaire 
regarding  the  number  of 
ministers  and  full-time 
Christian  workers  and  the 
facts  revealed  that  many  nf 
our  churches  have  failed  to 
produce  a  single  preacher 
during  the  past  quarter  of  a  century.  Let  me 
hasten  to  say  that  some  have  given  several 
ministers  to  the  Christian  Ministry.  But  the 
facts  revealed  in  this  study  put  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  clearly  before  all  of  our  pastors  and  churches. 
Only  out  of  the  churches  can  we  hope  for  a 
growing  ministry,  and  as  Florida  continues  its 
remarkable  growth  in  population,  it  is  imperative 
that  all  of  us  join  in  creating  an  atmosphere 
that  will  be  conducive  to  the  call  to  full-time 
Christian  Service. 

On  Sunday,  May  26,  two  days  after  we  cele¬ 
brate  the  heart-warming  experience  of  John 
Wesley,  I  want  to  challenge  all  of  our  pastors  to 
devote  the  services  of  that  day  to  emphasizing 
the  Romance  of  the  Christian  Ministry  and 
strive  to  bring  many  young  people  to  the  great 
decision  to  dedicate  their  lives  to  the  service  of 
The  Church.  All  over  the  state  I  pray  that  our 
ministers  will  be  living  witnesses  to  the  glory 
and  greatness  of  the  Ministry  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

Likewise  on  Sunday,  May  19th  and  Sunday, 
May  26,  many  of  our  churches  will  join  in  ob¬ 
serving  Rural  Life  Sunday  and  accentuate  the 
importance  of  strengthening  our  rural  churches 
and  glorifying  the  rural  church  and  the  rural 
ministry.  Our  Rural  Life  Fellowship  and  our 


Town  and  Country  Commission  have  developed 
a  splendid  program  in  the  Florida  Conference 
during  the  past  four  years  and  I  am  happy  to 
salute  them  in  their  great  work. 

In  about  a  month  we  will  be  moving  toward 
Lakeland  and  Annual  Conference.  By  this  time  I 
am  sure  that  most  of  our  churches  have  com¬ 
pleted  their  world  service  program  and  have 
observed  Ten-In-One  offering  and  sent  in  your 
percentages  to  Miss  Coral  Fields.  Check  with  your 
Treasurers  and  make  sure  .that  all  of  these  re¬ 
sponsibilities  have  been  taken  care  of.

Thus  you  see  that  over  a  half  million  dollars 
on  Advance  Specials  have  gone  in,  with  six 
weeks  to  go  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Our 
great  goal  for  1956-57  is  to  have  every  church  in 
the  conference  to  have  at  least  one  mission  spe¬ 
cial  in  each  of  the  four  categories,  Foreign,  Na¬ 
tional,  M.C.O.R.,  and  Conference-District.  Pres¬ 
ently  several  of  the  districts  are  already  100% 
in  this  regard,  and  still  going  strong.  Informa¬

JOHN  W.  BRANSCOMB 
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Bishop  Sets  May  26th  As  Vocations  Sunday 

182  Ministers  in  25  Years 


Bishop  John  W.  Branscomb  has  set  May  26th  as 
CHRISTIAN  VOCATIONS  SUNDAY  in  the  Florida 
Conference.  The  ministers  are  asked  to  “preach 
on  the  meaning  of  Christian  vocation  and  the  call 
and  challenge  of  the  ministry  and  other  types  of 
full-time  church  work”  and  to  emphasize  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  committee 
on  Christian  Vocations.  The  Sunday  designated 
has  particular  significance  for  this  special  observ¬ 
ance,  since  it  is  the  Sunday  nearest  May  24th,  at 
which  time  the  church  will  observe  the  219th  anni¬ 
versary  of  the  heart-warming  experience  of  John 
Wesley  at  Aldersgate,  which  marked  the  beginning 
of  Methodism. 

A  study  just  completed  by  the  Annual  Confer¬ 
ence  Commission  on  Vocations  shows  that  only  25% 
(105)  of  the  422  charges  in  the  Florida  Conference 
provided  ministers  for  the  Methodist  Church  in  the 
past  25  years.  42%  (179)  of  the  charges  have  pro¬ 
duced  a  minister  in  the  past  25  years  or  now  have 
a  student  in  seminary,  college  or  high  school  ex¬ 
pecting  to  enter  this  field.  The  study  was  based  on 
questionnaires  received  from  81%  of  the  charges 
which  included  all  churches  with  500  or  more  mem¬ 
bers.  While  there  were  80  of  the  smaller  churches 
who  did  not  reply  to  the  questionnaire,  for  this 
type  of  study  the  picture  is  sufficiently  accurate  to 
give  concern  to  the  churches  of  the  Florida  Con¬ 
ference. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  charges 
who  have  produced  ministers  in  the  past  25  years 
and  others  who  now  have  persons  in  seminary,  col¬ 
lege  or  high  school  looking  toward  the  ministry: 

1.  Charges  producing  miinisters  in  the 

past  25  years .  105  257o 

2.  Charges  not  producing  a  minister 
in  25  years,  but  now  have  students 

in  seminary  .  20  5% 

3.  Charges  producing  no  minister  in 

25  years;  none  in  seminary  but  with 
pre-ministerial  students  in  college  31  7% 

4.  Charges  producing  no  minister  in  25 
years;  none  in  seminary  or  college 
but  having  interested  High  School 

students  .  23  5% 

TOTAL  .  179  42% 


60%  FROM  LARGER  CHURCHES 

The  study  showed  that  110  or  60%  of  the  min¬ 
isters  came  from  churches  who  now  have  500  or 
more  members.  53  of  the  70  men  (75%)  who  are 
in  seminary  are  from  the  larger  churches  and  63 
of  the  105  in  college  (60%)  are  from  charges  with 
500  or  more  members.

35  MISSIONARIES  IN  25  YEARS 
The  Florida  Conference  has  produced  35  missian- 
aries  in  the  past  25  years.  Two  of  this  number  are 
in  the  home  field  and  the  remaining  33  chose  the 
foreign  field.  Some  of  these  are  no  longer  actively 
engaged  in  missionary  work. 


There  are  five  who  are  now  in  seminary  or  pro¬ 
fessional  school  preparing  to  enter  the  missionary 
field.  27  are  in  college  with  this  work  as  their  goal, 
and  81  high  school  students  have  expressed  an  in¬ 
terest  in  this  field.  In  addition  to  those  classed  as 
missionaries,  five  deaconesses  have  been  sent  out 
and  two  are  working  in  the  field  of  student  work. 

21  DIRECTORS  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  study  showed  that  21  persons  have  at  some 
time  in  the  past  25  years  been  engaged  as  workers 
in  the  field  of  Christian  Education.  Of  this  group, 
11  are  still  working  in  the  field  and  six  of  them 
are  in  the  Florida  Conference. 

Twelve  are  listed  as  being  in  seminary  or  pro¬ 
fessional  school.  One  of  these  is  now  married  and 
several  are  to  be  married  before  the  close  of  the 
year.  33  college  students  are  anticipating  entering 
this  field  and  a  cecrtain  percentage  of  these  will 
start  working  when  they  graduate  and  not  attend 
graduate  school.  58  of  the  high  school  students 
have  an  interest  in  this  field. 

OTHER  FIELDS 

Of  those  listing  other  church  related  vocations, 
there  are  16  in  nursing  school  and  13  in  high 
school  are  interested  in  this  particular  field,  but 
there  is  no  indication  of  the  number  who  will  work 
under  one  of  the  agencies  of  the  church.  Other 
fields  listed  were:  social  work,  youth  work,  religious 
drama,  rural  work,  etc.  103  listed  an  interest  in  a 
church  related  vocation  but  were  still  undecided  as 
to  the  particular  field. 


Why  Men  Enter  the  Ministry 

A  special  study  of  44  young  men  who  are  on 
trial  in  the  Florida  Conference,  indicates  that  the 
local  minister  and  local  church  activities  were 
overwhelmingly  the  sources  of  greatest  influence 
in  determining  their  decision  to  enter  the  ministry. 
The  figures  underscore  the  responsibility  of  the 
minister  and  the  local  church  program  in  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  recruitment  for  the  ministry,  which  gives 
added  significance  to  the  current  “Quadrennial 
Emphasis  on  the  Local  Church”.  The  findings  of 
this  study  follow  the  general  pattern  of  a  national 
study  of  almost  2,000  ministerial  students.

Ministerial  Education  Fund 
Marks  Progress 

Some  188  Methodist  churches  in  eight  annual 
conferences  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  with 
annual  contributions  of  $50,000,  are  now  partici¬ 
pating  in  the  Methodist  Fund  for  Ministerial  Edu¬ 
cation,  according  to  F.  M.  Bird,  Atlanta,  acting 
chairman  of  the  Fund. 

According  to  Mr.  Bird,  the  $50,000  currently 
pledged  to  the  program  was  on  hand  March  1.  This 
sum  will  become  the  basic  corpus  of  the  Fund  a* 
it  grows,  having  become  a  permanent  investment. 
Of  subsequent  receipts,  he  said,  half  will  be  added 
to  this  permanent  investment  and  half  will  go  co 
increase  the  operating  funds  of  the  seminary  at 
Emorv. 

“This  means,”  Mr.  Bird  said,  “that  participating 
churches  and  individuals  have  already  begun  to 
help  increase  and  improve  the  work  of  our  semin¬ 
ary.  Results  will  promptly  begin  to  show — in  our 
pulpits,  and  in  other  ways. 

“The  Fund  should  this  year  add  approximately 
$15,000  to  the  Seminary’s  budget  and  as  much  as 
$30,000  next  year.  Thinking  of  this  latter  sum  in 
concrete  terms,  $30,000  can  mean  the  addition  of 
four  essential  teachers  for  the  faculty  of  the  school, 
and  the  provision  of  necessary  additions  to  theology 
library  services.  Still,  there  is  a  need  for  several 
times  this  amount  to  meet  the  Church’s  need  for  in¬ 
creased  services  at  Emory.”

New  Church  at  New  Smyrna  Beach 


The  members  of  First  Metho¬ 
dist  Church,  New  Smyrna  Beach, 
held  the  Service  of  Opening  in 
their  new  sanctuary  on  Sunday, 
March  10th.  Participating  in  the 
service  were  W.  S.  Settle,  repre¬ 
senting  the  Building  Committee, 
the  Reverend  Jesse  E.  Waller,  Dis¬ 
trict  Superintendent,  the  Rever¬ 
end  Durward  McDonell,  pastor  of 
the  church. 

Completed  at  a  total  cost  of 
$130,000.00,  the  new  building  is  of 
Spanish  mission  architecture,  and 
is  equipped  with  year-around  air 
conditioning.  The  seating  capacity 
of  465  includes  seating  for  308  in 
the  nave,  120  in  the  balcony,  and 
40  in  the  choir,  stained  glass  win¬ 
dows,  bearing  symbols  of  the 
great  teachings  of  the  Christian 
faith,  add  to  the  worshipful  at¬ 
mosphere  of  the  church.  The  large 
chancel  window  depicts  Jesus 
against  a  Palestinian  landscape, 
and  is  entitled  “Come  Unto  Me.” 
Aisle  windows  picture  the  Four 
Evangelists,  the  Cross  and  Crown, 
the  Word  of  God,  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  Christian  Music.  The  balcony 
windows  bear  medallions  with 
symbols  of  the  Eternity  of  Christ, 
the  Resurrection,  the  Light  of  the 


World,  the  Institution  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper,  and  the  Anchor  of 
Hope.  A  new  Baldwin  Model  Ten 
electronic  organ  is  included  in  the 
overall  cost  of  the  building 
project. 

The  new  church  at  New  Smyrna 
is  the  result  of  more  than  three 
years  of  planning  and  fund-rais¬ 
ing,  which  began  under  the  lead¬ 
ership  of  the  late  Dr.  Oscar  E. 
Rice,  then  Orlando  District  Su¬ 
perintendent,  and  the  pastor. 
Plans  submitted  by  Mr.  George  H. 
Spohn,  architect,  of  Winter  Park, 
were  approved  in  1954.  A  success¬ 
ful  fund-raising  campaign  follow¬ 
ed  in  January,  1955,  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  Dr.  Laurie  G.  Ray.  The 
last  services  held  in  the  old  sanc¬ 
tuary  were  on  Easter  Sunday, 
April  1,  1956.  Ground-breaking 
ceremonies  were  conducted  on 
Sunday  May  27,  1956,  and  actual 
construction  began  a  week  later. 
The  cornerstone  was  laid  by  *he 
Reverend  Jesse  Waller  in  special 
services  on  Sunday,  December  16 
1956.

Rev.  Benitez, 
who  serves  three  churches  and 
two  missions  in  Cuba,  told  the 
group  something  of  his  work  as  a 
Methodist  minister.  Mrs.  Benitez 
told  many  interesting  things  about 
the  two  different  women’s  groups 
of  which  she  is  a  member.  Follow¬ 
ing  their  talks,  they  showed  color¬ 
ed  slides  of  the  missions,  church¬ 
es  and  schools  in  Herradura. 

Rev.  Benitez  said  that  $40.00 
would  pay  for  a  scholarship  for  a 
student  for  one  year  in  the  Meth¬ 
odist  school  there.  He  stressed 
the  importance  of  providing  edu¬ 
cations  for  the  youth  of  Cuba.  The 
Tice  society  voted  to  provide  a 
scholarship  for  one  student. 


The  seventh  annual  meeting  of 
the  Sarasota  District  Woman’s  So¬ 
ciety  of  Christian  Service  was  held 
in  Bradenton  First  Church  on 
March  12,  1957,  with  Dist.  Presi¬ 
dent,  Mrs.  T.  W.  McCoy,  presiding.

Hiroshima  College,  of  which 
Dr.  Hirose  has  been  president 
since  1951,  was  completely  de- 
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stroyed  during  the  Hiroshima 
bombing.  It  has  been  rebuilt  en¬ 
tirely  through  money  given  from 
churches  and  interested  Christ¬ 
ians.  When  asked  if  the  Japanese 
people  felt  any  bitterness  toward 
the  United  States  as  a  result  of 
the  bombing,  her  reply  was  that 
the  people  rather  expected  it  as 
an  aftermath  of  the  war  which 
Japan  had  lost. 

Dr.  Hirose  will  be  in  this  country 
for  several  months  and  will  be  on 
the  staff  of  the  Florida  School  of 
Missions  this  summer.

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New  President  of  Emory 

Dr.  S.  Walter  Martin,  a  distin¬ 
guished  educational  administrator 
and  University  of  Georgia  dean, 
has  been  named  15th  president  of 
Emory  University. 

Announcement  of  his  election 
by  the  Emory  Board  of  Trustees 
was  made  by  Charles  Howard 
Candler,  Sr.,  Board  Chairman, 
following  a  meeting  of  the  trust¬ 
ees  Thursday  (April  18)  at  Emory. 
The  president  will  assume  his  new 
duties  in  September. 

Dr.  Goodrich  C.  White,  Emory’s 
retiring  president,  was  elected 
chancellor.  He  will  continue  to 
serve  the  University  in  an  advis¬ 
ory  capacity,  said  Mr.  Candler.  In 
March,  1955,  Dr.  White  announced 
plans  for  retirement  at  a  date  not 
later  than  September  1,  1957.  He 
has  served  as  president  of  Emory 
for  15  years,  and  has  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  faculty  and  administra¬ 
tive  staff  for  more  than  40  years 
Dr.  White  is  president  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  Senate  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  from  1952  to  1955 
was  national  president  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa. 

The  Georgia-born  Dr.  Martin, 
46,  is  dean  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  at  the  Univers¬ 
ity  of  Georgia,  where  he  has  been 
a  member  of  the  faculty  since 
1935.  He  was  named  dean  in  1949. 
Dr.  Martin  is  chairman  of  the 
conference  of  academic  deans  of 
the  Southern  states,  and  is  a  pro¬ 
minent  historian  and  a  well- 
known  Methodist  layman. 

The  election  of  Dr.  Martin  fol¬ 
lowed  a  recommendation  made  by 
a  special  committee  of  the  board 
which  conducted  a  year-long 
search  for  a  successor  to  Dr.  White. 
Chairman  of  the  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  to  make  such  a  recom¬ 
mendation  was  Charles  Howard 
Candler,  Sr.  Others  on  the  com¬ 
mittee  were:  Bishop  Arthur  J. 
Moore,  Charles  Howard  Candler, 
Jr.,  James  V.  Carmichael,  James 
C.  Malone,  George  W.  Woodruff, 
and*  Bishop  Nolan  B.  Harmon. 

Emory’s  15th  president  is  a  na¬ 
tive  of  Tifton,  Ga.  He  received  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Fur¬ 
man  University  in  1932,  a  Master 
of  Arts  from  the  University  of 
Georgia  in  1935,  and  a  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  in  history  from  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  in 
1942.  Dr.  Martin  joined  the  Geor¬ 
gia  staff  as  an  instructor  in  his¬ 
tory.  In  1939  promoted  to  full 
professor.  From  1943  to  1945  he 
was  acting  head  of  the  history  de¬ 
partment;  and  from  1945  to  1947 
was  assistant  dean  of  faculties. 
Prior  to  coming  to  the  University 
of  Georgia  faculty,  Dr.  Martin 
taught  for  three  years  in  the  Pa- 


latka,  Fla.,  high  school.  In  the 
summer  of  1946  he  was  a  visiting 
professor  at  the  University  of 
Florida. 

An  interest  in  Florida  history 
characterizes  his  research  and

writing.  Dr.  Martin  is  the  author 
of  two  books,  “Florida  During 
Territorial  Days,”  and  a  biogra¬ 
phy  of  Henry  M.  Flagler,  “Flor¬ 
ida’s  Flagler.”  Both  were  publish¬ 
ed  by  the  University  of  Georgia 
Press.  He  is  also  the  author  of  a 
number  of  historical  articles. 

The  new  Emory  president  is  a 
member  of  the  Southern  Historical 
Association,  Mississippi  Valley 
Historical  Society,  Florida  Histori¬ 
cal  Society,  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  and 
other  academic  and  honor  so¬ 
cieties. 

Active  in  civic  and  religious  af¬ 
fairs  of  Athens,  Dr.  Martin  is  a 
member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  and 
of  the  First  Methodist  Church.  In 
the  Athens  church  he  served  for 
15  years  as  Sunday  School  Super¬ 
intendent.  He  has  been  chairman 
of  the  church  board  of  education, 
the  church-campus  relations  com  - 
mittee,  the  pastoral  relations  com¬ 
mittee,  and  vice  chairman  of  the 
board  of  stewards,  of  which  he  has 
been  a  member  for  18  years.  Dr. 
Martin  is  district  lay  leader  of  the 
Athens-Elberton  District,  and  a 
member  of  the  Georgia  Methodist 
Commission  on  Higher  Education. 
He  was  an  alternate  delegate  to 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference  in 
1956. 

Mrs.  Martin  is  the  former  Miss 
Clare  Fhilips  of  Palatka,  Florida. 
She  attended  Florida  Southern 
and  Wesleyan  College.  Dr.  and 


Mrs.  Martin  are  parents  of  two 
children,  Ellen,  14,  and  Philips,  9. 

The  University  of  Georgia  edu¬ 
cator  becomes  president  of  one 
of  the  Southrs  most  distinguished 
private  institutions,  one  which 
dates  back  120  years  to  its  estab¬ 
lishment  as  Emory  College  at  Ox¬ 
ford,  Georgia,  in  1836.  Emory  was 
chartered  as  a  university  in  1914 
and,  over  a  five-year  period,  es¬ 
tablished  most  of  its  present 
schools  and  divisions  on  the  Druid 
Hills  campus  in  Atlanta.  In 
Emory's  growth  from  a  small  col¬ 
lege  to  a  major  university,  its 
tradition  of  leadership  has  in¬ 
cluded  such  names  as  Atticus  G. 
Haygood,  who  served  as  college 
president  for  nine  years,  ending 
in  1884;  Bishop  Warren  Akin 
Candler,  for  ten  years  college 
president,  and  Emory’s  first  chan¬ 
cellor;  and  Harvey  W.  Cox,  who 
in  1920  became  the  first  president 
of  the  university.  Other  presi¬ 
dents  were  Ignatius  A.  Few,  Au¬ 
gustus  B.  Longstreet,  George  F 
Pierce,  Alexander  Means,  James 
R.  Thomas,  Luther  M.  Smith,  Os¬ 
born  L.  Smith,  Isaac  S.  Hopkins, 
Uharles  E.  Dowman,  and  James 
E.  Dickey. 

Dr.  Martin  comes  to  a  univer¬ 
sity  that  has  assets  in  excess  of 
$60,000,000,  and  has  more  than 
$27,000,000  in  endowment,  rank¬ 
ing  Emory  in  the  top  group  of  the 
nation’s  best  -  endowed  private 
educational  institutions.  A  coedu¬ 
cational  institution,  with  a  400- 
acre  campus,  Emory  presently 
serves  more  than  3.500  students 
in  its  college,  graduate  school, 
and  six  professional  schools. 

Now  past  the  half-way  mark  in 
a  ten-year  plan  of  development, 
recent  years  have  been  “boom” 
years  at  Emory.  Over  half  of  the 
University’s  present  plant  has 
been  erected  in  the  past  11  years.

Pre-conference  Musings.  .  .  For  twenty-nine 
years  I  have  been  experiencing  conferitis.  The 
first  one  was  in  1928.  As  a  “B.D.d”  man,  I  rode  in 
a  Model  T  from  Atlanta  to  Tampa  with  Henry 
Bullock  and  knocked  on  the  door  of  the  Florida 
Conference  at  the  new  Seminole  Heights  Meth¬ 
odist  Church.  Bob  Lee  Allen 
was  in  his  seventh  year  as 
pastor.  Bishop  Dobbs  was  end¬ 
ing  his  third  year  in  Florida. 
Fred  Turner  was  reporting  his 
third  year  as  pastor  of  River¬ 
side  Park.  Boca  Grande  was 
the  appointment  the  Bishop 
gave  me.  The  salary  for  this 
neophyte  was  $900.00.  Six 
hundred  came  from  Boca 
Grande,  two  hundred  from 
Charlotte  Harbor,  and  the 
Board  of  Missions  added  a  hundred  dollars.  And 
in  November  I  got  married. 

Now  after  three  decades  save  one  year  I  am 
coming  up  to  the  time  of  annual  conference  and 
the  same  butterflies  that  invaded  my  stomach 
are  fluttering  again.  It  never  varies.  Perhaps  no 
preacher  in  the  world  experiences  what  a  Meth¬ 
odist  preacher  does  as  he  comes  within  a  few 
weeks  of  annual  conference.  There  is  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  completing  another  year’s  work.  There 
is  the  anticipation  of  seeing  brothers  and  friends, 
some  of  whom  you  haven’t  seen  since  the  last 
annual  conference.  There  is  the  inevitable  an¬ 
xiety  about  appointments.  Maybe  this  is  moving 
year.  Perhaps  the  folks  have  found  me  out  and 
are  hoping  for  a  change.  Wher’ll  it  be  this  time? 
Wondering  where  the  other  brethren  will  go? 
What’s  the  dope?  Rumors  fly.  Who’ll  go  on  dis¬ 
tricts?  What’ll  be  the  setup  on  world  service? 
We  used  to  call  it  “Conference  claims.”  Some  of 
us  can  remember  when  the  conference  paid 
about  40  to  50%  of  the  claims.  It  was  a  rare  thing 
when  more  than  a  scattered  few  could  say  “Ev¬ 
erything  in  full,  Bishop.”  Wonder  of  wonders. 
Now  we  would  drop  our  heads  in  shame  if  we 
didn’t  have  level  columns. 

We’ve  come  a  long  ways  in  these  twenty- 
nine  years  .  .  .  this  Florida  Conference  of  ours. 
Back  before  unification  in  1939  the  three  com¬ 


bined  Methodisms  in  Florida  had  less  than  125,- 
000  members.  Presently  we  are  about  to  top  200,- 
000,  and  last  year  our  united  Methodism  known 
as  the  Florida  Conference  gave  in  excess  of  ten 
million  dollars  for  all  purposes. 

While  writing  these  lines  I  am  in  a  lovely 
Fort  Myers  Motel.  My  mind  is  flooded  with 
memories  of  a  wonderful  two  weeks  revival  I 
shared  in  in  this  city  when  Dr.  Joe  Bell,  the 
Saint  of  the  Conference,  was  pastor.  What  a 
wonderful  meeting  it  was.  The  services  then  were 
in  the  modest  frame  church.  Now  there  stands 
on  the  same  corner  one  of  the  lovliest  sanctu¬ 
aries  in  the  state.  Tomorrow  morning,  Mother’s 
Day,  we’ll  dedicate  this  magnificent  building  to 
the  glory  of  God.  Time  marches  on.  God’s  truth 
goes  marching  on. 

I’m  just  about  at  the  close  of  the  round  of 
district  meetings  with  pastors  and  pastoral  re¬ 
lations  committees.  Two  more  districts  to  go. 
During  these  days  I  have  seen  many  committees 
and  coferred  with  a  number  of  the  pastors.  In 
my  opinion  this  approach  has  much  merit.  It 
brings  the  bishop  to  the  pre-conference  cabinet 
sessions  with  information  that  could  be  derived 
in  no  other  way.  By  and  large  the  committee 
meetings  are  wonderfully  satisfying.  Occosional- 
ly  there  are  some  difficult  problems  and  things 
get  a  bit  tense,  but  mostly  our  laymen  are  thor¬ 
ough-going  Methodists  and  approach  possible 
changes  in  a  spirit  that  has  made  the  itinerant 
system  so  effective  in  the  life  of  our  beloved 
church. 

On  May  10-11  the  Cabinet  met  in  Tampa. 
The  second  day  was  my  52nd  birthday.  Bless  you 
for  a  number  of  cards  and  messages.  Bless  the 
cabinet  for  a  beautiful  dressing  gown.  Bless  the 
Lord  for  the  joy  of  being  alive  in  such  a  won¬ 
derful  world  with  the  privilege  of  serving  such  a 
wonderful  conference.  The  good  news  that  came 
to  us  at  che  meeting  was  that  the  Conference 
had  given  well  over  a  half  million  dollars  to  the 
Advance,  with  248,000  reported  on  foreign  spe¬ 
cials.  And  at  this  point  the  conference  is  within 
sight  of  realizing  the  goal  of  every  church  in  the 
state  giving  at  least  one  Advance  Special  in  all 
four  of  the  categories.  I  just  can’t  refrain  from 
saying  it,  my  brethren.  .  .  . 

Amen  and  Amen.

Charles  Wesley  Flint  has  written 
a  superlative  biography  of  Charles 
Wesley,  for  whom  he  was  named 
It  is  a  study  that  is  rigorously 
realistic.  It  is  fully  aware  of  the 
weakness  of  John  Wesley,  Charles 
Wesley,  and  George  Whitefield.  Its 
frankness  enhances  the  greatness 
of  these  men,  who,  human  enough, 
do  nevertheless  stand  in  history 
not  only  worthy  of  highest  honor 
but  most  certainly  men  who  have 
earned  the  appellation  “great.- 
Bishop  Flint  has  wisely  treated 
the  lives  of  John  and  Charles 
Wesley  as  inseparable  in  thinking 
and  in  service.  Charles  Wesley  is 
portrayed  as  the  great  hymnodist 
that  he  was  but  is  seen  to  be  an 
evangelist,  a  thinker,  a  poet,  a 
preacher,  a  most  fascinating  per¬ 
sonality.  Each  complemented  the

Bishop  Flint  with  the  painstak¬ 
ing  care  of  the  scholar  has  moved 
from  sources  to  conclusion.  We 
see  the  development  of  the  minds 
of  John  and  Charles  Wesley  and 
are  warned  against  drawing  con¬ 
clusions  from  statements  quoted 
from  an  early  period  but  subse¬ 
quently  modified  by  the  careful 
thought  of  a  later  day. 

Modern  pedagogues  may  wel' 
study  the  pedagogy  of  the  Wesley 
home.  Fresh  light  is  brought  upon 
the  educational  methods  of 
eighteenth  century  English  uni¬ 
versities.  A  highly  realistic  chapter 
considers  the  relations  of  John  and 
Charles  and  Georee  Whitefield  tc 
women.  Bishop  Flint  wisely  indi¬ 
cates  that  social  practices  now 
condemned  or  commended  mus* 
be  seen  in  the  light  of  what  was 


then  contemporary  thought. 

This  book  deserves  careful  read¬ 
ing  and  wide  circulation.  It  cor¬ 
rects  many  misapprehensions  con¬ 
cerning  early  and  later  Metho¬ 
dism.  It  has  a  significant  contri¬ 
bution  to  make  to  the  ecumenicaj 
movement  and  to  current  en¬ 
deavors  that  look  tjward  churcn 
union,  but  above  all  else  it  re¬ 
veals  with  striking  clarity  the  re¬ 
ligious  power  that  was  releasee 
by  thse  brothers. '

He  Tithes  Them 
Into  College

I  had  wanted  to  meet  Ben  T 
Largen  the  man  who  tithes  young- 
people  into  college,  founder  of  an 
organization  that  holds  out  a 
friendly  hand  —  with  cash  in  it  — 
to  worthy  youngsters  who  would 
never  make  it  otherwise. 

Today  I  met  him.  And  I  want 
you  to  meet  him,  too.  For  he  be¬ 
lieves  that  what  his  Tithers,  In¬ 
corporated,  is  doing  in  Georgia, 
anyone,  anywhere,  can  do. 

As  I  watched  him  come  up  my 
garden  path,  a  six-footer  in  a 
grav  suit,  I  thought  he  looked 
rather  like  a  football  player,  or  a 
farmer  turned  businessman. 

I  guessed  right.  He  was  born 
on  a  Tennessee  farm,  worked  his 
way  through  Morgan's  Prep 
School,  then  went  to  Georgia 
Tech  on  a  football  scholarship. 
Later,  turning  to  business,  he  was 
for  17  years  in  charge  of  the  real 
estate  department  of  the  F.  W. 
Woolworth  Company  for  the  en¬ 
tire  Southeast,  and  now  is  in  the 
real  estate  business  in  Coral  Ga¬ 
bles,  Florida. 

As  he  settled  into  a  comfortable 
chair  on  my  porch,  I  took  a  good 
look  at  this  big  fellow  who  has 
the  South  in  his  voice  and  man  ¬ 
ner,  and  about  him  the  deep,  quiet 
happiness  of  those  who  put  God 
first. 


“There  could  be  a  Tithers,  In¬ 
corporated,  in  every  state  in  the 
Union,”  he  began.  “It’s  a  flexible 
plan.  It  can  be  modified  or  adap-

ted,  followed  by  an  individual  or 
a  group,  formally  or  informally. 
Just  a  small  start — and  it  grows!” 

H°  started  small.  He  was  just 
one  lone  tither  helping  two  bright 
little  orphan  girls  who  had  noth¬ 
ing  toward  a  higher  education  but 
a  longing  for  it. 

That  was  11  years  ago.  Now, 
,Trithout  any  promotion  or  fanfare, 
there  are  100  other  persons  tith¬ 
ing  youngsters  into  school.  And, 
instead  of  two  orphans  there  are 
42  students  enrolled  in  15  colleges 
and  three  nursing  schools. 

Since  its  organization,  Tithers, 
Inc.,  has  helped  139  deserving- 
youngsters  go  to  college.  Of  the 
graduates,  several  have  gone  on 
to  win  high  scholastic  honors.  All 
have  lived  fuller,  richer  lives,  of 
greater  service  to  God  and  man, 
because  they  had  a  chance  at 
higher  education  and  made  good 
use  of  their  opportunity. 

Well,  it  all  started  with  his  tith¬ 
ing,  Ben  Largen  explained.  In  the 
fall  of  1945,  he  and  his  wife  made 
a  pledge  to  God  that,  starting  the 
first  of  January,  they  would  tithe 
their  income.  It  was  no  New 
Year’s  resolution.  At  the  time  he 
had  a  job  that  paid  his  salary 
once  a  year.  He  knew  he  would 
get  a  sizable  check.  He  figured 
it  would  give  him  a  nice  tithe. 

After  he  had  given  to  his  church 
and  the  other  usual  good  causes, 
there  was  still  some  of  the  Lord’s 
money  in  the  bank.  He  wanted 
to  use  it  where  it  would  pay  div- 
idende  for  the  Kingdom.  What 
should  he  do  with  it? 

I  think  God  told  him!  For  at 


the  Methodist  Children’s  Home 
Decatur,  Georgia,  a  troubled  su¬ 
perintendent  had  in  his  care  two- 
orphan  girls  who  were  ready  and 
eager  for  college.  Where  was  the 
money  to  make  such  an  impossi¬ 
ble  dream  come  true? 

“It  suddenly  came  to  me,”  said 
Mr.  Largen,  “that  I  could  use  the 
extra  tithe  money  to  help  some 
boy  or  girl  —  maybe  an  orphan  — 
get  an  education.  But  where  could 
I  find  one?  Then  I  remebered  the 
Children’s  Home  at  Decatur  and 
got  in  touch  with  the  superinten¬ 
dent.” 

“And  that’s  how  Tithers,  Incor¬ 
porated,  started,”  I  finished  for 
him. 

“No,”  he  said,  “then  it  was 
purely  a  personal  matter.”  And 
that  is  all  he  ever  intended  it  to 
be  —  just  his  own  little  plan  for 
using  part  of  his  tithe.

According  to  early  reports,  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Harris  were  enroute  to 
a  speaking  engagement  in  Bruns¬ 
wick,  Georgia,  when  Dr.  Harris 
was  blinded  by  the  lights  of  an¬ 
other  car  and  went  over  a  15-foot 
embankment.  Mrs.  Harris  was 
thrown  clear  of  the  car  and  was 
pronounced  dead  on  arrival  at 
the  hospital. 

Dr.  Harris  suffered  a  broken  left 
shoulder,  five  rib  fractures  and 
lacerations.

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HYMN  OF  THE  WEEK

Love  Divine  All  Loves  Excelling 


Once  upon  a  time,  so  the  old 
story  goes,  a  minister  accepted  a 
call  to  a  new  appointment  after 
serving  the  former  congregation 
almost  a  quarter  of  a  century.  In 
order  to  justify  his  departure,  and 
his  acceptance  of  the  more  attrac¬ 
tive  and  lucrative  field  he  preach¬ 
ed  his  final  sermon  on  the  theme 
“Christian  Love”  and  used  the 
traditional  three  points. 

“I  am  leaving  you,”  he  said  to 
his  people,  “because  you  don’t  love 
me  and  my  family  any  more. 
When  we  first  came  to  this  com¬ 
munity,  you  used  to  share  with  us 
the  first  fruit  of  your  gardens, 
and  the  choice  tenderloin  when 
you  killed  hogs.  But  in  recent 
years  you  haven’t  given  us  sc 
much  as  a  piece  of  fat  back  or  a 
pound  of  chitterlings.  Then,  I’m 
leaving  you  because  you  don’t  love 
each  other  any  more.  We  haven’t 
had  a  wedding  in  this  church  in 
ten  years,  and  how  can  you  ex¬ 
pect  my  wife  to  buy  a  new  hat  if 
we  don’t  have  that  wedding  fee 
occasionally.  And  finally,  I  am 
leaving  because  God  Himself 
doesn’t  love  you  any  more.  He 
hasn’t  called  a  single  one  of  you 
home  in  the  last  eight  years,  and 
heaven  knows,  every  church 
needs  a  good  funeral  every  year 
or  two  to  get  some  of  the  old 
heads  out  of  the  way  so  we  can 
make  some  progress  with  the 
younger  people.  So,  for  these  three 
reasons,  and  since  there  isn’t  any 
love  here,  I’m  going.  And  I  havr 
accepted  an  appointment  as  the 
Chaplain  of  the  State  Peniten 
tiary,  and,  appropriately,  my 
closing  sermon  will  be  on  th 
text,  ‘I  go  to  prepare  a  place  fo 
you!’  ” 

There  may  be  churches  and 
people  and  ministers  like  thaf 
once  in  a  blue  moon,  but 
exeat  majority  of  Christian  neo 
pie,  clergymen  and  laymen  alike 
are  genuinely  trying  to  exhibit  in 
their  lives  the  quality  of  Christian 
love. 

“Christian  love,”  the  great 
Methodist  hymn  writer  Charier 
Wesley  often  affirmed,  “is  neve' 
love  by  contrast.  We  do  not  lov 
some  people  only  because  they  ar 
better,  cleaner,  richer,  better  .edu¬ 
cated  than  other  people;  nor  d 
we  love  people  rather  than 
things  because  people  can  satisfy 
our  deeper  longings  when  things 
cannot.” 


“Nor  do  we  love  by  condescen¬ 
sion”  he  continued,  “merely  be¬ 
cause  we  feel  sorry  for  peopl 
That  is  not  love,  but  pity,  am 
pity  is  never  love  in  its  highes' 
and  broadest  sense.  We  may  fee1 
sorry  for  people,  but  sorrow  is  no 
love;  and  we  may  even  mour: 
over  them,  but  such  mourning  is 
not  Christian  love.” 

When  asked  to  explain  th 
meaning  of  true  Christian  lovr 
the  young  clergy-man  of  th 
Church  of  England,  who  with  h 
talented  preacher  -  organize: 
brother,  John  Wesley,  gave  birth 
to  the  Methodist  awakening  dur¬ 
ing  the  eighteenth  century,  ex¬ 
plained,  “Christian  love  is  not  an 
emotion,  either.  It  is  rather  a  pro¬ 
found,  deep  and  abiding  convic¬ 
tion  that  is  rooted  and  grounded 
in  Christian  thinking  and  Christ¬ 
ian  feeling.  It  is  not  an  erotic 
feeling,  such  as  first  motivate? 
the  attraction  of  a  boy  and  ? 
girl,  nor  has  it  anything  to  do 
with  fleshly,  romantic,  amorous 
emotions.”  He  further  explained 
that  Christian  love  was  more  thar 
the  kind  of  noble  friendship,  Ion 
idealized  in  the  stories  of  Damor 
and  Pythias  in  Greek  lore,  an 
the  devotion  of  Ruth  and  he 
mother-in-law  Noami  or  the  com¬ 
radeship  shared  by  David  and 
Jonathan  of  Old  Testament  days. 

“It  is  more  than  being  friendly 
to  someone  cr  being  favorably  dis¬ 
posed  toward  someone,  because 
there  are  some  people  who  are  so 
genuinely  unattractive  and  un¬ 
lovely  and  unloveable  that  they 
repel  us  instead  of  attracting  us. 
Yet  for  them,  as  for  us,  Christ 
died;  and  God  loves  them  as  He 


loves  us,  whether  we  think  He 
ought  to  or  not.  So  the  ground  for 
Christian  love  is  first  of  all  the 
fact  that  God  loves  us,  and  not 
the  fact  that  we  love  God.  The 
Bible  itself  says  emphatically,  ‘We 
love  because  He  first  loved  us’ 
This  divine  love  for  us  excels  ev¬ 
ery  other  kind  of  love  that  exists 
in  all  God’s  creation,”  he  contin¬ 
ued  “and  it  is  seen  at  its  highest 
in  God’s  gift  of  His  son  to  savr 
us  from  our  sins,  because  he  loved 
us,  despite  our  unworthiness  and 
our  unloveliness.” 

To  the  early  Methodists,  then 
Christian  love  became  an  affir¬ 
mation  of  their  equality  before 
the  love  of  God  and  their  mutur 
receiving  and  experiencing  of  this 
love  in  their  own  hearts. 

Thus  false  man-made  barriers 
soon  fell  before  them,  and  the 
“fellowship  of  kindred  minds”  be¬ 
came  “the  fellowship  of  kindred 
hearts”.  Then  this  love  became  a 
desire  for  each  to  fully  and  com¬ 
pletely  understand  the  other  and 
a  feeling,  not  of  emotion  toward 
someone  eise,  but  of  obligation 
toward  someone  else.  It  was  no 
the  false  mistaken  self-effacing 
love  that  some  distorted  minds 
think  is  the  genuine  article. 

Jesus  himself  had  warned  a- 
gainst  that  shallow  belief  when 
he  said  “Love  your  neighbour  as 
yourself”,  suggesting  that  unles? 
we  held  a  high  attitude  toward 
our  own  selves,  we  would  not 
have  such  an  attitude  toward 
our  neighbour. 

“Furthermore,  when  Jesus  com¬ 
manded  us  to  love  one  another,” 
the  preacher  said,  “he  knew  hr 
could  not  command  us  to  feel  ar 
emotion  anymore  than  I  can 
command  a  certain  young  man  to 
love  a  certain  young  girl.  We  can 
never  command  emotions,  but  we 
can  command  obligations.  And 
God,  through  Jesus,  did  command 
us  to  think  a  right  about  our 
neighbour,  and  fulfill  our  obliga-

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tions  to  him,  and  he  to  us.  That 
is  a  command  we  can  obey,  and 
He,  in  His  wisdom,  would  never 
have  issued  an  impossible  com¬ 
mand  to  any  of  his  children”. 

In  1742,  Mr.  Wesley  expressed 
some  of  his  ideas  in  a  hymn 
which  began  “O  love  divine,  what 
hast  thou  done”  and  again,  as 
late  as  1749  he  wrote  another 
hymn  on  that  same  phrase,  be¬ 
ginning  this  one  “O  love  divine 
how  sweet  thou  art”.  But,  in  1747, 
his  fortieth  year,  the  brilliant  and 
fluent  hymn-writer  and  “sweet 
singer  of  Methodism”  wrote  his 
most  magnificent  hymn  on  the 
very  same  theme  that  was  so  close 
to  his  own  heart.  Strangely 
enough,  he  wrote  only  four  stan¬ 
zas,  an  unusual  practice  for  one 
accustomed  to  expressing  himself 
in  longer  and  longer  hymns  and 
sacred  poems.  This  hymn  began 
with  these  glorious  lines: 

Love  divine,  all  loves  excelling, 
Joy  of  heaven  to  earth  come 
down, 

Fix  in  us  thy  humble  dwelling, 
All  thy  faithful  mercies  crown

During  the  same  period  Mr.  Guy 
has  been  a  part  of  two  Evange¬ 
listic  Missions  to  Cuba,  once  tr 
preach  at  Santa  Rosa  which  i 
served  by  Miss  Lenora  Shanks, 
and  once  to  preach  for  Ira  E. 
Sherman  at  Guantanamo,  Caima- 
nera. 

Mr.  Guy  writes:  “As  Director  of 
Evangelism,  I  have  found  that  not 
only  are  the  pastors  anxious  to 
win  people  to  Christ,  but  the  lay¬ 
men  are  burdened  for  a  spiritual 
revival  for  the  church.  There  i' 
no  one  specific  method  or  tech¬ 
nique  for  winning  people  to  Christ 
Jesus.  The  people  everywhere 
America  as  well  as  Cuba,  are  hun¬ 
gry  to  hear  the  “Good  News” 
They  will  respond  with  happy 
hearts.” 


At  first  the  words  were  sung  to 
a  very  flowery  popular  melody 
by  a  well-known  English  compos¬ 
er,  Purcell,  but  later  that  flowing 
music  was  supplanted  by  the 
more  stirring  strains  of  a  tune 
composed  by  John  Zundel  in  1870. 
Zundel,  for  twenty-eight  years, 
was  organist  in  the  Plymouth 
Church  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  during 
the  pastorate  of  the  renowned 
pulpiteer,  Henry  Ward  Beecher,  so 
he  named  his  tune  after  his  pas¬ 
tor,  “Beecher”. 

However  in  other  collections  of 
hymns,  the  tune  was  named  after 
the  composer  “Zundel”,  while  still 
other  editors  settled  the  matter  by 
calling  the  tune  after  the  first 
two  words  of  the  hymn,  simply 
“Love  Divine”. 

Thus  a  note  of  warm-hearted, 
keen-mnded,  and  steel-willed  love 
long  lost  from  the  Christian  vo¬ 
cabulary,  was  restored  to  its 
rightful  place  in  Christian  think¬ 
ing  and  living,  not  only  because 
of  the  sermons  of  John  Wesley 
but  also  because  of  the  hymns  o 
hs  brother,  Charles.

Trained  Ministers  Wanted 

NASHVILLE,  TENN.  —  The  in¬ 
creasing  complexity  of  individual, 
national,  and  world  prbolems  de¬ 
mands  that  The  Methodist  Church 
be  led  by  a  well-educated  min¬ 
istry. 

Each  year  the  Church  is  in  need 
of  1,200  new  ministers  merely  to 
replace  those  lost  from  conference 
membership  by  death,  retirement, 
and  so  forth.  Expansion  needs, 
above  and  beyond  replacement, 
have  been  estimated  by  the  bish¬ 
ops  of  the  Church  to  call  for  1,600 
more  new  ministers  yearly  during 
the  period  1956-’60. 

The  Church  must  recruit  a  lar¬ 
ger  number  of  qualiified  candi¬ 
dates  to  provide  these  2.800  new 
ministers  annually.  And  it  must 
expand  its  facilities  for  theologi¬ 
cal  education.  The  1956  General 
Conference  authorizes  a  50  per 
cent  increase  in  existing  semin¬ 
aries  and  the  establishment  of  two 
new  seminaries  to  help  meet  the 
urgent  needs  for  well  -  trained 
ministers,  which  will  bring  to 
twelve  the  total  number  of  Meth¬ 
odist  theological  schools. 

The  Department  of  Ministerial 


Education,  Division  of  Educational 
Institutions  of  the  Methodist 
Board  of  Education,  oversees  the 
training  of  the  ministry  of  the 
Church.  It  is  responsible  for  re¬ 
cruiting  ministers,  for  the  educa¬ 
tional  preparation  of  candidates 
for  the  ministry,  and  for  conduct¬ 
ing  education  for  ministerial  con¬ 
ference  members  and  supply  pas¬ 
tors. 

This  important  task  is  ap¬ 
proached  in  several  ways.  The  de¬ 
partment  maintains  a  close  re¬ 
lationship  with  the  10  existing 
Methodist  theological  seminaries 
to  help  them  provide  the  kind  of 
training  that  will  equip  pastors 
and  other  religious  leaders  for  the 
highest  type  of  service.  More  than 
80  per  cent  of  the  Methodist  min¬ 
isters  come  from  Methodist  theo¬ 
logical  seminaries. 

At  the  same  time,  the  depart¬ 
ment  carries  on  a  program  of  in- 
service  training  for  supply  pastors, 
who  are  presently  ministers  of 
a  third  of  our  Methodist  churches. 
Many  of  these  men  and  women, 
some  6.315  in  number,  are  not 
seminary  trained.  This  program 
annually  trains  more  than  10,000 
ministers  through  the  46  pastors’ 


schools  . .  one  -  week  refresher 
courses  —  and  over  5,000  minis¬ 
ters  through  15  approved  supply 
pastors’  schools  and  correspon¬ 
dence  courses.  Pastors’  schools 
stimulate  the  intellectual  growth 
of  ministers  and  provide  training 
in  areas  not  covered  in  previous 
formal  education.  In  approved 
supply  pastors’  schools,  the  stu¬ 
dent  receives  100  hours  of  class 
work  each  year  during  a  four- 
weeks’  session,  and  in  four  years 
can  be  prepared  for  ordination  as 
deacon  and  elder. 

The  Department  of  Ministerial 
Education  is  working  to  provide 
the  Church  a  sufficient  nmber 
of  men  of  deep  devotion  and  su¬ 
perb  talents  with  a  theological  ed¬ 
ucation  of  high  quality.  Metho¬ 
dists  help  World  Service  Agen¬ 
cies  of  their  Church  to  accomplish 
such  important  work,  both  in  their 
annual  conferences  and  around 
the  world,  when  they  contribute 
to  World  Service  and  Conference 
Benevolences  in  the  losal  church. 

Through  programs  such  as 
these,  the  Board  of  Education 
serves  today  and  plans  for  the 
future  through  gifts  to  World 
Service.

Last  November  when  we  were  making  the 
rounds  of  the  district  conferences  and  adventures 
in  Missions,  a  challenge  was  extended  to  all  of 
the  pastors  and  churches  of  Florida  Methodism 
to  strive  toward  the  goal  of  having  every  church 
in  the  conference  to  give  at  least  one  Advance 
Special  in  the  four  categories  .  .  .  Foreign,  Na¬ 
tional,  M.C.O.R.,  and  Confer¬ 
ence  Church  Extension.  This 
was  an  impossible  goal  It  was 
so  qualified  at  the  time  the 
challenge  was  made.  Bound  to 
be  a  slip  somewhere  along  the 
line.  Somebody  would  forget, 
fail  or  fumble!  But  wonder  of 
wonders!  Its  happened!  We  ve 
done  it.  Amen  and  Amen! 
Hallelujah!  And  Amen  and 
Amen  again. 

On  the  night  of  May  23  at 
9:26  o’clock  I  talked  with  Bob  Blackburn  over  the 
telephone  and  he  was  closing  the  books  for  the 
good  year  1956-57  so  he  could  prepare  his  report 
on  the  Advance,  and  at  that  mpment  he  said: 
“Every  church  in  the  Florida  Conference  has 
given  an  advance  special  in  all  four  of  the  cate¬ 
gories.”  The  treasurer  indicated  that  the  total 
giving  for  all  foreign  specials  would  exceed 
$290,000.00,  and  that  the  giving  in  all  of  the 
categories  would  run  more  than  $600,000.  How 
grateful  I  am  for  the  magnificent  response 
which  our  people,  pastors,  district  superinten¬ 
dents  and  all  of  the  churches  have  given  to  the 
appeal  for  the  Advance  of  Christ  and  His  Church. 
At  the  sessions  of  the  annual  conference  I  will 
attempt  to  find  words  to  express  the  joy  of  my 
heart  for  this  unprecedented  achievement  for 
our  Lord.  The  Advance  dates  back  to  1948.  So 
far  as  any  records  will  indicate,  this  is  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Advance  that  a  con¬ 
ference  has  had  100%  participation  in  all  of  the 
categories. 

I  am  thinking  of  one  of  God’s  faithful  ste¬ 
wards.  Carlton  Palmore,  long-time  member  of 
the  College  Heights  Church,  Lakeland,  has  mani¬ 
fested  a  wonderful  interest  in  Christian  Missions 
during  the  Advance.  Last  year  he  gave  $13,500  to 


complete  the  Commercial  Building  at  Colegio 
Pinson.  During  this  conference  year  he  nromised 
$20,000  for  the  first  unit  of  a  Boy’s  Domitory  at 
Pinson.  A  few  weeks  ago  Carlton  fulfilled  his 
pledge  and  the  $20,000  is  on  its  way  to  Cama- 
guey  to  provide  hostel  for  forty  Cuban  boys  to 
study  in  a  Christian  school  under  wonderful 
auspices.  On  May  20  Carlton  was  called  home  to 
The  Father’s  House.  He  had  such  a  wonderful 
time  serving  the  Lord  in  this  earthly  house,  that 
I  know  he  will  experience  great  joy  in  the  same 
work  in  God’s  Heavenly  Kingdom.  I  am  deeply 
grateful  for  the  wonderful  service  Carlton  Pal¬ 
more  rendered  our  work  in  Cuba  during  these 
years.  Last  winter  he  and  his  family  met  me  in 
Camaguey  for  the  dedication  of  the  Commercial 
School  building  in  memory  of  the  beloved  par¬ 
ents  of  Mrs.  Palmore.  The  Boy’s  dorm  will  be  un¬ 
der  construction  soon,  and  the  first  unit  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  next  fall.  It  is  my  hope  that 
the  dear  Family  of  Carlton  Palmore  will  be  able 
to  meet  me  again  in  the  ancient  Cuban  City  of 
Camaguey  that  we  may  dedicate  this  unit  to  the 
glory  of  God,  to  the  service  of  His  children,  and 
to  the  memory  of  one  of  the  finest  laymen  it 
has  been  my  privilege  to  know. 

As  I  prepare  this  Amen  Epistle,  I  note  that 
the  date  is  May  24.  Do  you  Methodists  remember 
the  significance  of  this  day?  It  was  on  May  24, 
1738  at  a  quarter  to  nine  o’clock  in  the  evening, 
that  John  Wesley  went  to  a  chapel  in  Alders- 
gate  Street  in  London  .  .  and  the  Methodist 

Church  was  born.  Lord,  let  it  happen  to  the 
people  called  Methodists  in  this  good  year  1957 
on  this  24th  day  of  May.  We  will  be  coming  up 
to  annual  conference  shortly.  In  many  respects 
this  will  be  one  of  the  greatest  years  of  our  his¬ 
tory.  Let  us  come  to  this  incomparable  fellow¬ 
ship,  Beloved  Friends,  with  uplifted  hearts, 
praying  that  the  power  that  laid  hoid  of  the 
warmed  heart  of  John  Wesley  shall  dwell  in  and 
serve  through  our  lives.  John  Wesley  wrapped 
world  horizons  around  his  warmed  heart  and 
said,  “The  World  is  my  parish.”  Truly,  this  year’s 
response  to  the  World  Mission  of  Methodism  on 
the  part  of  the  Florida  Conference  would  indi¬ 
cate  that  Florida  is  catching  on.

Troubled  about  the  rebellion  ol 
the  American  colonies,  Wesley  ir 
1775  wrote  Thomas  Rankin,  ther 
his  “superintendent  of  the  entire 
work  of  Methodism  in  America,’ 
as  follows: 

“A  paper  was  sent  to  me  lately 
occasioned  by  the  troubles  ir 
America;  but  it  would  not  dc 
good.  It  is  abundantly  too  tart; 
and  nothing  of  that  kind  will  be 
of  service  now.  All  parties  are 
already  too  much  sharpened 
against  each  other;  we  must  poui 
water,  not  oil,  into  the  flame.”

Wesley  Letters 
To  Seminary 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  —  Twelve 
original  letters  of  John  Wesley 
became  the  prized  possession  of 
Wesley  Theological  Seminary  here, 
the  Methodist  Church’s  only 
theological  school  named  in  hon¬ 
or  of  the  founder  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  movement. 

The  donors  are  Bishop  and  Mrs. 
G.  Bromley  Oxnam,  Washington, 
who  announced  the  gift  on  the 
eve  of  the  groundbreaking  for  the 
new  $3  million  seminary  on  the 
campus  of  American  University. 

The  letters,  written  from  1773  to 
1778,  are  from  the  Wesleyana  col¬ 
lection  of  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Oxnam 
which  includes  several  first  edi¬ 
tion  books  and  other  writings  of 
John  Wesley.  The  letters  will  be 
kept  in  the  library  of  the  semin¬ 
ary  when  the  school  opens  in  1958. 

The  well  preserved  letters,  writ¬ 
ten  in  Wesley’s  meticulous  script, 
reveal  several  interesting  insights 
of  “the  little  minister’s”  social 
and  theological  philosophy. 

“Be  serious!  Be  earnest!  Be  lit¬ 
tle  in  your  own  eyes,  and  God  will 
order  all  things  well,”  he  coun¬ 
seled  a  fellow-mininster  in  1774. 

On  peace,  Wesley  observed: 
“You  do  well  to  follow  after  Peace. 
Nothing  is  more  desirable.  One 
would  give  up  anything  for  it,  but 
a  Good  Conscience.  And  the  only 
wav  vou  can  secure  it  is,  to  walk 
closply  with  God.” 

Whenever  a  door  is  open,  there 
push  forward.”  Wesley  advised 
one  minister,  who  mav  well  have 
been  an  evangelist.  For  another 
he  had  this  gentle  rebuke:  “O 
exhort,  the  believers  to  go  on  to 
perf potion.  Perhaps  you  have  been 
sometimes  a  little  wanting  in 
this. 

For  a  circuit-riding  American, 


with  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  J.  Milton 
Ivey.  The  plan  has  been  adopted 
by  the  congregation  and  they  plan 
to  build  as  soon  as  possible. 


Wesley  had  this  advice:  “In  the 
country  places  I  believe  you  will 
have  the  largest  harvest,  where 
they  know  little  and  talk  little 
about  politics.  Their  hearts  are 
engaged  with  something  better, 
and  thev  let  the  dead  bury  their 
dead.” 

A  hard-riding  horseman  him¬ 
self,  Wesley  spurred  on  a  circuit 
rider:  “I  am  glad  you  are  going 
into  North  Carolina;  and  why 
not  into  South  Corolina  too?” 

A  trace  of  humor  is  apparent 
in  Wesley’s  reply  to  a  minister 
who  inquired  about  his  health: 
“The  account  given  in  our  news¬ 
papers  of  my  death  was  not 
wholly  without  foundation;  for 
I  was  only  not  dead,  my  pulse  be¬ 
ing  quite  gone  and  the  wheel  at 
the  cistern  without  motion.’  But

“He  Tithes 
Them  Into  College” 

(Continued  from  May  15) 

The  young  adults  of  College  Park 
Methodist  Church,  near  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  made  it  into  something  a 
little  bigger,  They  were  looking  for 
a  speaker  for  their  evening  meet¬ 
ing.  Would  Mr.  Largen  give  a  talk 
on  tithing? 

Gladly!  That  was  his  favorite 
topic;  still  is.  As  part  of  the  talk, 
he  told  them  of  the  thrill  he  was1 
getting  out  of  “tithing”  the  or¬ 
phans  to  college.  When  the  speech 
was  over,  the  young  folks  crowded 
about  him  to  thank  him.  There 
were  four  who  wanted  to  do  more. 

“  We  tithe,”  thev  told  him. 
“Can’t  we  help  by  adding  part  of 
our  tithes  to  your?  Then,  perhaps 
you  can  give  four  scholarships 
next  year.” 

That  quickly,  the  project  got 
gloriously  out  of  hand!  An  or¬ 
ganization  seemed  logical,  and 
they  met  in  the  church  to  do  just 
that.  There  were  12  charter  mem¬ 
bers.  Thus  Tithers,  Incorporated, 
was  born. 

Two  of  that  church  group  of 
fine  young  people  were  Joe  and 
Francis  Harper.  After  11  years, 
they  are  still  faithful  to  the  pro¬ 
ject. 

“When  they  came  in  to  help 
and  other  like  them,”  said  Mr. 
Largen,  “it  became  possible  to 
send  8  students  to  college;  the 
next  year,  20;  the  next  28.  Now 
it’s  42,  on  a  budget  of  just  un¬ 
der  $10,000.” 

I  started  at  that  low  figure. 

“We  allow  a  $250  scholarship; 
seldom  more,”  he  said,  briskly. 
“They  go  to  a  small  college,  usual¬ 
ly  nearby.  With  the  other  help 
they  get,  it’s  enough.” 

What  other  help?  Jobs,  schol¬ 
arships,  frequently  both.  Occa¬ 
sionally,  the  family  can  help  a 
little.  But  the  tithe  supplies  the 
important  psychological  push.  Ev¬ 
ery  first  of  September,  Tithers 
Inc.,  starts  raising  funds  to  re¬ 
turn  these  students  to  college,  and 
to  add  as  many  more  as  funds  will 
permit. 

‘How  do  you  locate  students 
who  need  help?”  I  asked. 

He  laughed  at  that.  “They  lo¬ 
cate  <lis!”  he  assured  me.  "A 


bright  student  from  an  accredited 
high  school  may  be  eligible  for 
several  scholarships  offered  by 
colleges,  yet  not  have  the  neces¬ 
sary  money  to  avail  himself  oi 
any.  In  which  case,  recommended 
by  school  principal  or  college 
president,  he  applies  for  a  Tithers 
scholarship.  We  get  many  of  our 
applicants  from  the  colleges  from 
which  our  former  tithe-students 
were  graduated.  Of  course,  we  al¬ 
ways  get  more  requests  than  we 
can  grant.” 

Surprisingly  enough,  I  learned 
that  donations  come  from  some 
who  are  not  tithers!  They  come 
from  those  who  never  had  a  child 
to  educate;  from  parents  who  lost 
a  daughter  while  she  was  still  in 
school;  as  memorials  to  soldier- 
sons;  and  from  those  who,  m 
their  youth,  longed  in  vain  for  a 
college  education. 

I  had  a  touchy  question  to  ask. 
Did  this  form  of  tithing  take  from 
the  church  plate?  To  which  Tither 
Largen  gives  a  fortright  “No.’' 
Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  of  the  At¬ 
lanta  area  of  the  Methodist 


The  First  Methodist  Church  of 
Oviedo  was  dedicated  on  April  7 
at  the  morning  worship  service.

Church  wisely  saw  to  that.  When 
asked  to  help  write  the  initial 
pledge  card  for  college-tithers  to 
sign,  he  inserted  this  clause;  “It 
is  understood  that  my  contribu¬ 
tion  to  Tithers,.  Incorporated,  will 
not  affect  or  diminish  my  contri¬ 
butions  to  my  church.” 

“That’s  how  we  all  wanted  it 
to  read,”  said  Mr.  Largen.  “The 
church  must  come  first.” 

He  showed  me  his  organization’s 
latest  brochure,  on  the  cover  were 
Daniel  Webster’s  words:  “Who 
gives  to  his  country  an  educated 
Christian  serves  God  and  man 
forever.” 

“That’s  our  chief  aim,”  he  said. 

From  the  inside  of  the  brochure 
37  pretty,  handsome,  alert  young 
faces  smiled  out  at  me — students 
who  had  been  awarded  scholar¬ 
ships  for  1955-56. 

One  was  Annie  Ruth  Wong,  a 
winsome  Chinese  girl,  youngest  of 
a  family  of  three  orphans,  raised 
by  the  Methodist  Children’s 
Home — the  same  one  from  which 
had  come  the  first  two  orphans 
who  had  started  all  this.  Tithes 


Chairman  of  the  Official  Board, 
offered  the  church  for  dedication. 

Among  those  present  was  Rev. 
J.  W.  Austin,  oldest  living  former 
pastor  of  the  Oviedo  Methodist 
Church. 

A  total  of  $145,000  was  spent  on 
the  new  sanctuary  and  Sunday 
School  units.

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kept  little  orphan  Annie  in  col¬ 
lege,  and  thus  opened  a  dozen 
doors  of  opportunity  to  her. 

“Just  look  at  this  boy’s  nice 
lop-sided  grin1”  I  laughed. 

“Thati”  said  Mr.  Largen,  “is 
one  of  the  three  Kay  brothers. 
We  were  able  to  help  all  of  them 
to  answer  the  call  to  the  minis¬ 
try.” 

Their  parents  are  living,  but 
with  a  family  of  12  children,  there 
was  no  money  for  college.  “We’ve 
had  very  little  to  go  on,”  their 
wonderful  mother  told  me.  “We’ve 
given  them  food  and  clothing  and 
put  them  through  high  school.  I 
have  tried  to  teach  them  to  aim 
high.” 

Of  her  youngsters,  taught  “to 
aim  high,”  Lulu  is  now  a  Home 
Mission  worker  for  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church;  Jean  is  a  register¬ 
ed  nurse;  John  and  Terry  are 
preparing  for  the  ministry;  and 
Toombs  Kay,  Jr.,  is  the  26-year- 
old  minister  of  a  254-year-old 
church,  set  in  the  midst  of  the 
busv  county  of  Queens,  in  the  city 
of  New  York. 

This  young  minister  of  First 
Reformed  Church,  Jamaica,  New 
York,  wrote  me;  “Those  people 
who  ‘tithed  me  into  college’  years 
aero  heloed  shape  my  destiny  in 
a  wav  they  can  never  know.” 

Grace  Hadaway  Boswell  is  an¬ 
other  shining  example.  At  pres¬ 
ent,  she  has  a  full-time  teaching 
position  at  the  University  of 
Georgia.  Grace’s  father  died  when 
she  was  5,  leaving  her  mother 
with  Jive  children  to  support. 
Grace  dropped  out  of  high  school 
to  help  at  home  until  she  found 
that  by  working  nights,  she  could 
help  and  still  attend  school. 

Three  years  of  this  could  not 
kill  Grace’s  longing  to  be  a  teach¬ 
er.  She  had  managed  to  save  a 
little  money  from  her  night  jobs, 
and  with  this,  a  scholarship  and 
a  part-time  iob  she  dared  to  as¬ 
pire  to  one  year  at  Reinhardt 
Junior  College.  Two  years  later 
she  was  first-honor  student  of 
her  class,  and  was  urged  to  go  on 
to  senior  college.  How  could  she, 
with  no  money? 

Tithers,  Inc.,  offered  her  the 
friendlv  hand  with  cash  in  it,  La 
Grange  college  granted  her  a 
scholarship  and  a  part-time  job 
for  two  years — and  Grace  was  on 
her  way  up  the  academic  ladder. 
In  the  spring  of  1954  she  won  a 
$2,400  Alumni  Foundation  Fellow¬ 
ship  to  work  toward  the  Ph.D. 
degree  in  English. 

Grace  wrote  to  Mr.  Largen,  “Can 
I  ever  express  my  gratitude?  May 
my  life  manifest  it!” 

It  does.  For,  with  Grace,  edu¬ 
cation  and  religion  go  hand-in- 
hand.  Who  can  measure  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  this  lovely  young  wo¬ 
man,  good  as  she  is  brilliant,  as 
she  gives  knowledge,  guidance  and 


inspiration  to  hundreds  of  young 
people! 

After  Mr.  Largen  had  left,  it 
seemed  as  if  my  porch  chairs 
were  filled  with  his  tithe-family 
— Grace,  Garnett,  Annie  Ruth, 
Toombs  Kay,  Jr.,  and  a  score  of 
others.  I  sat  close  to  them  in  an 
understanding  friendship. 

Then,  slowly,  I  became  con¬ 
scious  of  other  youngsters,  stand¬ 
ing  outside  our  bright  circle  — 
those  who  had  been  “kept  out”  for 
lack  of  funds. 

What  somebody’s  tithe  could  do 
for  them!  And  what  even  a  small 
portion  of  the  tithes  of  many 
could  do  for  the  hard-pressed 
church  colleges  of  America.  The 
“small”  colleges,  they  are  called, 
these  schools  that  can  be  as  big, 
as  eternally-important  as  our 
sharing  will  let  them  be. 

Perhaps  in  your  own  way,  in 
your  own  place,  you  would  like  to 
have  Ben  Largen’s  fun  of  tithing 
someone  into  college.  Or  of  tith¬ 
ing  some  worthy  college  into  a 
more  secure  place  of  service.

According  to  the  best  estimates 
of  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
there  are  in  the  United  States  in 
this  year  1957,  some  37,393,000

under  5  years  of  age.  In  other 
words,  the  number  under  5  years 
(the  pre-school  and  the  pre-

17.  Looking  at  it  from  the  view¬ 
point  of  the  church  and  the  re¬ 
ligious  educator,  there  are  37,393,- 
000  young  people  who  should  now 
be  enrolled  in  some  form  and 
place  of  religious  education — and 
18,374,000  following  hard  on  their 
heels! 

Methodist  Church  leaders  are 
analyzing  these  figures  to  give 
leads  as  to  future  church  and 
church-related  Institutional 


building  and  personal  training. 

“If  one  in  every  12  persons  (in¬ 
cluding  children)  in  the  U.S. A 
has  Methodist  affiliations  (and 
this  is  said  to  be  a  conservative) 
then  there  are  more  than  3,OOO.OOC 
between  5  and  17  years,  eligible 
for  church  school,  MYF,  anc 
weekday  classes;  and  another  1,- 
500,000  are  about  eligible  to  knock 
at  Methodist  doors  in  the  nexl 
few  years,”  they  are  saying.

“It  isn’t  as  good 
as  it  could  be,”  so  our  Secretary 
says,  “but  it  is  so  much  better 
than  it  has  been.” 

Mrs.  Cooper  announces  that 
there  will  be  a  Regional  Workshop 
in  Atlanta  in  October  and  those 
that  will  be  going  from  our  Con¬ 
ference  will  be  the  President, 
Vice-president,  Secretary  of  Wes¬ 
leyan  Service  Guild  and  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  Promotion.  The  state¬ 
wide  workshop  will  be  Nov.  6-8  at 
the  Youth  Camp. 

She  announced  to  us  also  that 
the  Assembly  will  be  held  in  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  May  5,  6,  7  and  8,  1958. 

From  this  department  comes 
the  challenge  from  10,000  new 
members  for  this  quadrennium.

That  is  why  it 
is  so  important  for  us  to  meet  to¬ 
gether  and  share  each  others  ex¬ 
periences — so  that  the  Spirit  of 
Christ  for  All  of  Life  may  event¬ 
ually  come.  God  grant  it  will.

Goodwill  Honors 
Florida  Woman 

A  Roman  Catholic  woman  and 
a  Methodist  legislator,  both  physi¬ 
cally  handicapped,  are  recipients 
of  the  1957  annual  awards  of 
Goodwill  Industries  of  America, 
a  Methodist-related  agency  for 
vocational  rehabilitation. 

They  are  Mrs.  Genevieve  Farris 
of  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,  who  was 
selected  “National  Goodwill 
Worker,”  and  United  States  Sen¬ 
ator  Charles  E.  Potter  of  Michi¬ 
gan,  who  was  cited  for  his  “out¬ 
standing  good  will  toward  handi¬ 
capped  people.” 

Mrs.  Farris,  26,  lost  the  use  of 
her  arms  and  has  a  partial  leg 
disability  as  the  result  of  polio 
four  years  ago.  She  is  employed 
by  Goodwill  as  a  telephone  solici¬ 
tor,  using  her  foot  for  dialing  a 
telephone  and  a  pencil  in  her 
teeth  to  operate  an  electric  type¬ 
writer.  She  was  selected  from 
nominees  of  116  Goodwill  Indus¬ 
tries. 

“If  my  handicap  can  be  an  in¬ 
spiration  to  others,  then  I  feel 
that  I  am  serving  God’s  will  for 
me/’  Mrs.  Farris  said  at  the 
awards  meeting  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  last  month. 

“The  work  of  Goodwill  Indus¬ 
tries  has  made  many  persons  self- 
sufficient  who,  otherwise,  might 
be  dependent  and  hopelessly  dis¬ 
couraged,”  said  Senator  Potter  in 
accepting  his  plaaue.  The  senator 
who  lost  his  legs  in  World  War 
II,  was  cited  as  “an  outstanding 


champion  of  programs  for  handi¬ 
capped  people.” 

Also  receiving  awards  this  year 
are  Mrs.  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  for 
her  “interest  and  influence  in 
Goodwill’s  rehabilitation  pro¬ 
gram,”  and  Gene  Raymond,  mo¬ 
tion  picture  and  television  actor, 
for  narrating  the  Goodwill  film, 
“A  Chance.”

But  most  of  my  life 
I  have  been  working  for  one  who  was  born  in 
Bethlehem  a  long  time  ago,

C.  S.  T.  that  your  Dad  called 
me  in  Oklahoma  City  and  in¬ 
formed  me  that  I  was  at  last 
married  to  a  Grandmother.

I  would  have  been  up  to 
see  you  before  now,  but  on 
May  30  it  was  necessary  to 
meet  down  at  Venice,  Florida, 
with  a  group  of  gentlemen  known  as  District 
Superintendents  who  make  up  the  Cabinet,  and 
for  four  or  five  days  we  had  to  work  unusually 
hard  in  making  the  appointments  for  the  Flor¬ 
ida  Confrence.  You  don't  know  exactly  what 
all  of  this  means,  but  one  day  you  will  and  I’d 
like  now  to  claim  you  for  the  Methodist  Min¬ 
istry. 

Methodism  doesn’t  excite  you  yet,  but  you 
will  come  to  know  about  it  because  your  great, 
great  grandfather  was  born  in  England  and  his 
name  was  John  Wesley  Branseomb.  Likewise 
your  great  grandfather  was  named  John  and  he 
was  a  wonderful  churchman.  And  your  grand¬ 
father  has  the  name  John  and  now  the  name 
your  Dad  is  using  is  John,  and  the  other  day  he 
told  me  that  they  have  given  you  the  name 
John.  You  are  in  the  Methodist  tradition. 

Since  last  Wednesday,  My  Boy,  we  have  been 
conducting  the  Florida  Annual  Conference.  The 
meetings  have  been  held  here  in  Lakeland,  Flor¬ 
ida,  in  the  beautiful  First  Methodist  Church. 
Most  of  the  delegates,  lay  and  clerical,  have 
stayed  out  at  the  college.  I  wish  your  grand¬ 
ma  could  have  been  here  with  me  to  enjoy  the 
annual  conference.  It  was  the  greatest  in  our 
history,  I  think.  You  didn’t  forget  the  dates, 
did  you,  Lad?  June  5-9.  If  you  could  have  put 
off  coming  until  July  or  if  you  could  have  ac¬ 


celerated  your  coming  so  as  to  have  gotten  here 
by  May  15th,  Granny  could  have  made  it.  But 
as  it  was,  she  missed  out  all  the  way  round,  and 
she  sure  loves  to  come  to  conference.  When 
you  get  old  enough  to  talk,  young  Fellow,  I  hope 
you  will  tell  her  what  delayed  you. 

Little,  Fellow,  I  wish  you  could  understand 
what  I  am  talking  about.  This  Florida  Metho¬ 
dism  is  such  a  wonderful  fellowship,  and  in  this 
particular  annual  conference  the  reports  and  the 
records  were  so  wonderful  that  I  was  reminded 
of  the  time  I  heard  Enrico  Caruso  singing  an 
aria  from  Martha.  He  moved  on  from  strength 
to  strength  until  his  golden  notes  were  filling 
the  auditorium  with  such  magnificent  music 
that  it  seemed  we  were  in  the  anteroom  of  hea¬ 
ven.  This  annual  conference  was  like  that.  Boy, 
it  would  have  amazed  you.  Over  300,000  in  Ad¬ 
vance  specials.  The  total  Advance  was  well  over 
$600,000.  The  conference  had  an  increase  of 
membership  of  better  than  25,000  and  the  net 
increase  approximated  10,600.  And  the  Florida 
Southern  College  Endowment  campaign  has 
shown  up  well  too,  with  well  beyond  a  half  mil¬ 
lion  dollars  having  been  paid  in  on  pledges. 

On  Sunday  morning  at  conference  I  ordained 
29  deacons  and  21  elders.  You  can  hardly  grasp 
that  yet.  John  Dana,  but  maybe  one  day  about 
20  years  from  now  when  II  come  to  retirement, 
you’ll  be  ready  for  ordination  and  perhaps  I  can 
do  it.  I’d  like  that. 

Grandson,  Mrs.  H.  V.  Weems  and  Mrs.  Dave 
Cathcart  pinned  a  beautiful  Woman’s  Society 
pin  on  me  in  your  honor  and  gave  a  Life  Mem¬ 
bership  for  you  to  the  W.S.C.S.  Everybody  ap¬ 
plauded  and  my  heart  bursted  with  joyful  pride 
over  being  your  granddad. 

At  last,  my  Boy,  I  can  talk  along  with  old 
Joe  Tolle.  You  don’t  know  him  yet,  but  you  will. 
He  has  lots  of  Grand  children,  and  he  talks  a- 
bout  them  a  lot.  I  haven’t  seen  you  yet,  but  I 
hope  to  get  up  to  Atlanta  in  a  few  days,  and  if 
you  are  half  as  beautiful  as  your  Grandma  says 
you  are,  then  I’ll  be  comoeting  with  Old  Joe.

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Dr.  Spivey  Retires 

Dr.  Ludd  M.  Spivey,  president  of 
Florida  Southern  College  since 
1925,  shocked  and  surprised  even 
his  closest  friends  when  he  an¬ 
nounced  his  retirement  at  the 
College’s  72nd  Spring  Commence¬ 
ment  held  in  the  Annie  Pfeiffer 
Chapel  on  Monday,  June  3rd. 

Reporting  the  commencement, 
The  Lakeland  Ledger  said,  in  part: 

His  dramatic  statement  came  as 
a  complete  surprise  to  members  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  faculty, 
seniors  and  guests  attending  the 
graduation  ceremony. 

The  dean  of  Florida  college  pre¬ 
sidents  called  Mrs.  Spivey  to  his 
side  and  then  said: 

“I  am  retiring  after  32  years  as 
the  President  of  Florida  Southern 
College. 

“The  reason  I  am  retiring  is  be¬ 
cause  of  my  health.  I  don’t  mind 
saying  that  I  am  tired.” 

Audible  Gasp 

An  audible  gasp  went  up  from 
the  audience  and  then  the  ap¬ 
proximately  1,000  persons  attend¬ 
ing  the  commencement  gave  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Spivey  a  long  standing- 
ovation.  There  were  tears  in  the 
eyes  of  many  as  the  educator  who 
built  Florida  Southern  College 
told  of  the  end  of  his  long  and 
outstanding  career. 

The  retiring  president  and  Mrs. 
Spivey  will  make  their  home  at 
Palm  Beach. 

Dr.  Spivey  said  that  he  was  an¬ 
nouncing  his  retirement  today  so 
that  his  Board  of  Trustees  would 
have  ample  time  to  select  his  suc¬ 
cessor. 

In  telling  of  his  retirement 
plans  Dr.  Spivey  said: 

“I  have  been  working  under  a 
tremendous  strain,  but  my  deci¬ 
sion  to  retire  was  not  made  in 
any  haste.  After  all,  I  have  car¬ 
ried  on  for  32  years,  and  one  has 
but  to  read  >is  Bible  to  be  in¬ 
formed  about  three  score  and  ten 
years.” 

Dr.  Spivey  celebrated  his  70th 
birthday  last  Dec.  5.  At  a  small 
party  in  his  office,  he  comment¬ 
ed:  “I  wonder  how  many  of  us 
will  be  here  next  Dec.  5?” 

Dynamic,  intense,  determined, 
loyal  and  courageous,  Dr.  Spivey 
is  one  of  the  best  known  educa¬ 
tors  in  the  United  States  with  a 
host  of  friends  all  over  the  world. 

Came  Here  In  1925 

He  came  to  Lakeland  to  head 
the  college  in  1925  from  Birming¬ 
ham-Southern  College,  where  he 
served  as  Dean. 

When  he  arrived  there  were  two 
buildings  at  Florida  Southern — 
Edge  Hall  and  Joseph-Reynolds 
Hall.  The  College  debt  was  $535,- 


000  and  the  student  enrollment 
was  139. 

Today  there  are  more  than  60 
educational  buildings  with  no  op¬ 
erating  debts  and  an  enrollment 
of  more  than  2,000  men  and  wo¬ 
men.  The  college’s  Frank  Lloyd 
Wright  Campus  is  known  all  over 
the  world. 

Dr.  Spivey’s  retirement  marks 
the  end  of  an  era  at  the  Metho¬ 
dist-related  college  on  the  shores 
of  Lake  Hollingsworth. 

Only  a  little  more  than  25  years 
ago  Dr.  Spivey  voted  with  his 
trustees  to  close  the  college  “for¬ 
ever”  because  of  severe  financial 
difficulties  in  the  days  of  the 
great  depression. 

A  few  hours  later  he  told  his 
trustees  that  he  had  changed  hr 
mind,  that  the  college  could  not 
closed,  that  he  could  not  bre-’- 
the  faith  with  the  pioneer  Meth¬ 
odists  who  had  established  and 
nurtured  the  school  in  its  early 
days. 

First  Fund  Drive 

In  a  short  time  he  had  launch¬ 
ed  a  campaign  to  raise  funds  for 
the  construction  of  Allan  Spivey 
Hall  on  the  middle  campus  and 
there  has  scarcely  been  a  week¬ 
day  since  that  time  that  building 
wasn’t  in  progress  on  the  87-acre 
campus. 

It  was  in  1936  that  Dr.  Spivey 
conceived  the  idea  of  building  the 
ultra-modern  West  campus.  He 
flew  to  Taliesin  East,  the  Wison- 
sm  home  of  Architect  Frank 
Lloyd  Wright. 


He  had  never  met  Mr.  Wright 
and  Mr.  Wright  had  never  heard 
of  him.  Dr.  Spivey  told  the  famed 
architect  that  if  he  would  design 
the  campus,  he,  Dr.  Spivey,  would 
work  night  and  day  to  find  the 
means  to  erect  the  buildings. 

Traveled  World 

In  the  intervening  21  years  the 
educator  has  traveled  over  a  great 
part  of  the  world  seeking  to  in¬ 
terest  men  and  women  in  the 
Wright  Campus  at  the  87-acre 
orange  grove  campus.  Completion 
Or  uie  o/erall  project  is  envisioned 
witnm  tne  next  five  years. 

Dr.  Spivey  will  continue  to  serve 
as  president  of  Florida  Southern 
unoughout  the  summer,  but  he 
will  turn  over  the  reigns  to  his 
successor  at  the  beginning  of  the 
autumn  semester. 

His  32  years  as  head  of  the  col¬ 
lege  contrasts  with  an  average 
tenure  for  college  presidents  of 
between  four  and  five  years. 

There  is  no  specific  memorial  to 
Dr.  Spivey  at  Florida  Southern. 
On  the  President’s  Walk  at  the 
Polk  County  Science  Building  are 
engraved  the  names  of  all  of  the 
men  who  have  headed  the  college 
since  its  charter  was  issued  in 
1885. 

But  the  names  of  Ludd  Myrl 
Spivey  and  Florida  Southern  Col¬ 
lege  are  synonymous.  As  one  vet¬ 
eran  of  many  years  service  said 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  grad¬ 
uation  ceremony:

Frst  Church,  Pompano  Beach,  is 
experiencing  rapid  growth.  The 
new  church  of  contemporary  de¬ 
sign,  drawn  by  Robert  E.  Hansen, 
Architect  of  Fort  Lauderdale,  will 
cost  nearly  $300,000  when  com¬ 


pleted  including  stained  glass 
windows  and  furnishings.  It  will 
seat  1000.

Gonzalez  of  Neuvitas,  Cuba,  and 
is  sponsoring  a  new  church  in 
North  Broward  County.

Former  Vice  President  Henry  A. 
Wallace,  always  considered  a 
special  friend  of  Latin  America 
and  always  deeply  interested  in 
agriculture,  indicated  his  great 
interest  in  both  these  by  speaking 
at  the  graduation  exercises  of  a 
self-help  vocational  school  in 
Eastern  Cuba  on  June  6th. 

This  particular  coeducational 
mission  school,  The  Escuela  Agri¬ 
cola  E  Industrial  with  emphasis 
in  the  teaching  of  home  econ- 
nomics  and  agriculture  (begun  12 
years  ago  by  a  lease  of  300  acres 
of  land  near  Preston  by  the 
United  Fruit  Co.)  has  several  uni¬ 
versity  trained  teachers  of  home 
economics  and  agriculture  and 
has  made  quite  a  number  of  dem¬ 
onstrations  of  improved  farming 
practices,  as  well  as  having  pro¬ 
vided  an  opportunity  for  selected 
rural  Cuban  youth  to  secure  a 
practical  education. 

The  Agricultural  School  at  Pres¬ 
ton  has  been  one  of  the  major 
beneficiaries  of  gifts  from  Ad¬ 
vance  Specials  throughout  Flor¬ 
ida,  and  has  been  visited  by  many 
of  the  Florida  ministers  who  have 
been  in  Cuba. 

This  year  there  are  twelve  young 
people  who  have  completed  their 
four  year  vocational  course  at  this 
Methodist  mission  school,  seven 
young  men  and  five  young  wo¬ 
men.  This  brings  a  total  of  sixty 
young  people  who  have  finished 
the  school  in  the  seven  years  that 
classes  have  been  graduated  A 
high  proportion  of  the  young  peo¬ 
ple  have  volunteered  for  Christian 
service.
